It i^ves me great pleasure to welcome 
you all and particularly to have in our 
midst the tejaeBentatives of SiUdm, whidi 
became the 22nd State of the Indian Union 
in May, 1975. It will be the endeavour of 
<33vernment to ensure spsedy development 
of this neglected hill State. 

2. Last year, while noting the positive 
trends ip the economy arising out of the 
firm measurls taken by Government. I 
■drew attention to the efforts of some groups 
to disrupt the existing system and institu¬ 
tions and the danger this posed to the 
stability and progress of our country. I 
appsaled to them to follow the ixith of dis¬ 
cussion to bring about changes and wel¬ 
comed suggestions for reform. It is most 
unfortunate that this appeal was not heeded. 
Groups and elements of widely differing 
persuasions joined together to paralyse the 
c e u U :y’s economic and political life. I'hey 
cluto'iecl at every opportunity to create 
confusion in the minds of the people 
and to foment chaos axtd disorder. Their 
activities seriously threatened internal sec¬ 
urity. They were directed towards under¬ 
mining Goventment’s vigorous efforts to 
curb economic offmees., increase prtxluc- 
tion and ensure the smooth and speedy 
movement of goods in order to stem the 
rising tide of inSttion, stabilise the eco¬ 
nomy aid bring relief to the people. The 
nation’s interests demanded firm and 
decisive action. 

3. The declaration of emergency on 
June 25,1975, the 20-pjint Economic Pro¬ 
gramme laundted on July i, 1975 the 
st^s taken to tone up efficiency in all 
spheres of national life have had a dramatic 
effect on the health of the nation. Diffidence 
and apathy have given place to confidence 
thit wi cm face our problems successfully 
if we ate disciplined and united, and do 
not'aliowrmr enogies to be ftittered away. 
Owpioplehave ^en overwhelming sup¬ 
port tb steps take^. by the Government 


and have welcomed the change in the at¬ 
mosphere in the country. Strengthened 
by this decisive action has been taken by 
the Govemmnt on a wide ficont. Inflation 
has been checked. The over-all price level 
has come down by 10% when compared 
to the peak level reached in S^emba*, 
1974 > the fall in the price level of food 
articles being nearly ao%. Stringent action 
has been taken against economic offences. 
Shorty of coal, power, intermediate goods 
like steel and cement and the dislocation and 
inefficient working of the transport system 
had severely strained the economy during. 
1973 and early 1974. This year production 
has increased and performance improved 
significantly in all these sectors. With the 
co-opjradon of workers, industrial peace 
has been maintained, save in a few isolated 
cases. Several distortions and imbalances 
that had developed, in tlte economy have 
been c.>rrected. As a result of this, the 
privileges enjoyed by some groups have 
been reduced. But it should be rentember- 
ed that no signie group can further its 
interests m isolation. The interests of 
each group are .dependent on the sound¬ 
ness of the economy as a whole. 

4. New vigour has been irapaned to 
the implementation of programmes for the 
uplift of the pvKir. Rapid progress is being 
made in allotment of house sites to the land¬ 
less, implementation of land reforms, in¬ 
creasing agricultural wages and giving relief 
from debts. 

5. The problan of poverty cannot be 
solved in a short time. We can make a 
dent in it only titrougit sustained hard 
work and discipline in all walks of life. 
The new spirit that has been generated over 
the last few months .should therefore be 
maintained unimpaired. 

6. The 20-point Economic Programme 
will continue to be implemented with zeal. 
Government invites the full co-opention 
of the people as it is a p«>ple’lB imc^gamme 
and cannot be izoplemented ofBcMi 
agencies alone. 
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7. We have a record khaiif crop this 
year. The oiaxiinuin quantity of grain 
will be procured so that fermets will not 
have to sell below the procuronent price 
and in order to have sufficient stocks to 
meet any unforeseen eventuahty. 

g. We aim to extend irrigation to five 
million more hectares before 1979 - Dis¬ 
putes between States have delayed a number 
of projects. Government will try to get 
acceptance of the concept of water as a 
national asset to be utilised to the best 
advantage of all the people. A National 
Water Resources Council with adequate 
powers, to prepare master plans for river 
basins will be constituted. Meanwhile, 
efforts have been intensified to settle as 
many disputes as possible by bringing 
the concerned States together. As a result, 
agreements have been reached regarding 
some projects in the Narmada basin, the 
Rajghat project on the Betwa rivet and the 
Kadana project on the Mahi river. The 
recent agreement amongnst five States 
on the utilisation of a major portion of the 
waters of the Godavari River is a landmark 
in the settlement of intcr-State water dis¬ 
pute by negotiations. The Godavari basin 
covers a tenth of the area of the country and 
the agteement will enable the consftuaion 
of projects to irrigate five million hectares 

of land. 

9 . The outlay on the annual plan this 
year is 25 % higher than last year’s. 
This will be further increased r x' y ei- 
with emphasis on priority sretov. so ihrt 
the impulses of growtii are quickened. 
Simultaoeously, steps will be taker to 
ensure the modernisation of intai;‘’;es 
like textiles ano sugar, which are ejtgaged 
in the praduction of mass consumption g. ods 
and have been suffering from obsolescence 
and sickness. 

10 . Indttstripi licensing policies and pro¬ 
cedures have been rinder review. Controls 
are no longer relevant will be re- 
to ijtcrerae production in priority 


i6> 

areas and widen the cntrepreneutial base^ 
consistent with the objectives of curbing 
the concentration of ecoromic power. 

II. International economic events of 
the last three years have imposed severe 
strain on our balance of payments. A big 
increase in exports is essential to adiieve 
a self-reliant economy. Several measures 
have recently been initiated to promete 
ejqjorts. Special steps will be taken 
with the assistance of State Gove rnments, to 
increase exports of handlcoms and handi¬ 
crafts. A review of policie s ard procedures 
is being made so as to remove 'constraints 
and obstructions. 

12 . Measures to improve adminislrptive 
efficiency will continue and will be expand¬ 
ed. Our administrative procedures and atti¬ 
tudes have remained largely unchanged, 
specially m the field of financial administra¬ 
tion which affects the Working t)f all wings 
of Government. Government has decided 
upon a comprehensive scheme of reform of 
financial administration, which will be put 
through this year. The maintenance of 
accounts of the Union will be department¬ 
alised and separated from Audit, Rules and 
procedures for payment of salaries and 
pensions, maintenance of provident fund 
accounts, remittance and withdrawal of 
moneys, and for sanction of expenditure 
will be simplified and modernised. Methods 
of evaluation of performance will have 
to be changed in order to make the admitus- 
tration at evrry level result-oriented and 
accountd)le. 

13 . A major achievement in the field of 
health is the eradication of small pox. Strict 
vigil is being kept against the recurrence 
of this scourge. The campaign agamst 
other communicable diseases is being 
intensified. 

14 . Wc are aiming to reduce the.bkth 
rate to 30 per thousand in the next three 
years. To achiewe this, the family plfBUiiag 
programme udll have to bcicoau) a jxm» 
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oiovement. New -schemes of incentives 
and disincentives acre being evolved to in- 
aease the acceptance of a small family. 

15. Along virith other countries^ we ob- 
setved 1975 as International Women’s Year. 
The problems faced by women in a number 
of areas' have been studied in detail. 
The Ordinance guaranteeing to women 
equal remuneration for equal work will 
come before you this session. A National 
Plan for Women is being prepared, the im_ 
plementation of which will help to remove 
some disabilities from which they suffer. 

16. I congratulate out Space scientists 
and engineers on the construction of out 
first Satellite, Aryabhata. The successful 
working of the Satellite Instructional Tele¬ 
vision Experiment is a landmark in the 
practical application of science and techno¬ 
logy for the benefit of the rural population 
This Expel iment will help us to decide on 
the use of television as a means of mass 
communication in rural areas. 

17. The importance of developing new 
sources of energy has been recognised and 
work is being intensified in a number of 
areas. Bio-gas plants and the utilisation 
of solar energy are being given high priority. 

18. I shall now deal with out relations 
with othet countries. 

19. We remain firm in out conviction 
that normal and friendly relations between 
all the countries of the sub-continent are 
essential for the progress of their peoples. 

20. Recent events in Bangladesh have 
caused us anguish and concern. We were 
shocked and giieved by the brutal assassi¬ 
nation of Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, the 
membeis of his family and his associates. 
Nevertheless, we have treated develop¬ 
ments in Bangadesh entirely as an in¬ 
ternal affair of that country. We are there¬ 
fore distmsed by the false propaganda 
that is being carried on in some quarters. 
In recent Odb between repraentatives of 


the two‘ countries, we have reafitrmed 
our dwire for a peaceful border and a stable, 
strong and independent Bangladesh in whidt 
the interest atd wdfarc of all sections of its 
people are safisguarded. Bangladesh en- 
phasised its desire to cemtinue the policy 
and ensuring equal tights to all its 
people, irtfspective of caste, creed and 
religion. 

21. I regret that the progress of imple¬ 
mentation of the Simla Agreement has 
been slow because of disappointing res-, 
ponse from Pakistan, which has continued 
a campaign of misrep’’escntation of Indie. 

22. Our traditional bonds of friendship 
with Bhutan are growing. The programme 
of economic co-operation has taken a giant 
stride with the staidng of work on the 
Chukha hydro-electric project. 

23. Relations with out friendly neighbour, 
Nepal, were further strengthened by the 
visit to India of their Majesties the King 
and Queen in 1975. As a result of the dis¬ 
cussions held during the visit, there is better 
appreciation of the mutual advantages of a 
joint approach to the utilisation of waters of 
the rivers flowing into India from Nepal. 

24. With Sri Lanka we have strengthened 
the tradition of informal and mutually bene¬ 
ficial exchanges and collaboration on 
matters of common interest. We have im¬ 
proved oue economic, cultural and scientific 
links with Burma. 

25. We have sought to strengthen our 
relations with our neighbours in South 
East Asia as well as with Japan and other 
countries of East Asia. We rejoiced at 
the ending of the prolonged hostilities in 
Indo-China and have welcomed the nego¬ 
tiations leading to the reunification of the 
two Zones of Vietnam We believe that a 
reunited Vietnam aod a stable and eoono- 
mically atnmg Cambodia and Laos will 
constitute forces ibr peace and stability ia. 
South-East Asia. 1 visited Ibdonesiahi 
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Much, 1975 ^ when; I found a gtowinf 
awareness of the possilalities and mutual 
advantages of increased economic, industrial 
-and tedmologica] co-opecalion between 
Indonesia and India. 

26. We have close and friendly ties with 
Afghanistan, based on historical and cultural 
affinity and on similarity' of approacli to 
•current problems. We arc gratified that 

. programmes of technical and economic co* 
operation are making good progress. 

27. Our understanding and mutually bene¬ 
ficial evchanges with Iran ha% <* grown and 
become more varied. An imixirtant land¬ 
mark in this process has been the signing of 
agreements for the development of the 
Kudremukh Iron Ore Project. 

28. Economic commeic'ul and cultural 
contacts with the Arab countries continued 
to make progress. Aly visit to the Arab 
Republic of Egypt and the Sudan gave me 
deeper insight into the problems of West 
Asia. Government reaffirms its belkf 
that lasting peace in West Asia will not be 
.achieved until Arab territories seized by 
force are speedily vacated and the legitimate 
rights of the Palcstir-ian people restored. 

29. We greet Alozamhiiiu<, Angola, 
Cape Verde, Sao Tome an d Principe on 
their achievement of independence from 
centuries of Portuguese colonialism. We 
also welcome the emergence to independence 
of Comoros, Surinam uni! Papua New 
'Guinea. 

30. We camtot but condemn armed in¬ 
tervention by South Africa in the internal 
affairs of Angola. India has steadfastly 
suppoited the organisation of African unity 
and will join with Africa in all measures to 
end apartheid, to liberate Namibia and to 
end racist minority rtile in Zimbawe and 
South Africa. 

3i. IadM*6 relatiotis with the Soviet 
-Cfnion and countries in Eastern Europe 


are characterised by a spirit of warm friend¬ 
ship, understanding and mutually beneficial 
co-operation in a widening variety of fidds. 
These counted have consistently supoorted 
India on all issues of vital concern. In 
the last few months, a number of high level 
visits have been exchanged and I visited 
Hungary and Yugoslavia. 

32. In Europe, the successful conclusion 
of the conference on Security and Co-opera- 
tiem matks an important step in the consoli¬ 
dation of peace. This spirit of detente 
should extend to other parts of the world 
where conflict and tension persist. Our 
economic co-opesation as well as relations 
in the field of trade and scicnct and techno¬ 
logy with the E.E.C. and other coimtries 
of \X'esiem Europe has continued to expand. 

33. \X't desire a mature and constructive 
relationshiii with the United States of 
America. A serious effort should be made 
to understand each other with a view to 
strengthening peace, stability and co-opera- 
ion. 

34. 'Die nexiconference of Meads of Slate 
and Government of non-aligned countries 
trill be held in Sri Lanka in August this 
year. We are glad tlrat the validity' of 
non-alignment has come to bt tecognised 
more widely. At tlic same time attempts 
ate being made lo weaken and dilute the 
non-aligac j movement. We shall continue 
to strive to presen'e the fundamcntal ptinci- 
ples Oi non-alignment and ilie solidarity 
and offvctiveness of non-aligned coun¬ 
tries. 

35. The most striking feature of th" world 
economy is dominance by a small number 
of rich countries. The developing poor 
countries bear the brunt of the burdtm. 
As each year passes, the problems of these 
countries become more acute. This trend 
must he reversed utgendy and steps taken 
to establish a new world economic order. 
The consensus reached at the seventh spe¬ 
cial session of the United Nations Oeneral 
Assembly marks the beginning of a dialogue. 
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In die Puis Conference on International 
Economic Co^pentioa, we contributed 
constnictiTely in an ^ort to evolve equit* 
able solutkns to the problems of energy, tbe 
pricing of raw materials and industiial pro¬ 
ducts and of die economic development of 
poor countries. We hope that concrete 
agreements for action will be reached in 
relavant international forums as early as 
possible. 

36, Honourable Members, in view of the 
uncertainties of the international situation, 
especially on our sub-continent and the 
neighbourhood, the continuing challenge of 
forces of disruption at home and the need 
to accelerate our social and economic pro- 
gtammesj tbe nation should remain 
vigilant and disciplined. 7 'here must lie 
constant effort to improve performance and 
bring about changes and reforms in every 
sphere of national life. 

37, Before concluding, I shotild like to 
refer to the unprecedented tragedy in 
Chasnala Colliery, w'hich has plunged the 
whole nation in deep sorrow. The work on 
clearing the mine of the flooded water is in 
progress. Several friendly countries and a 
number of organisations within the country 
have come forward to assist this operation. 
Government will spare no efforts to miti- 
gate the sufferings of the affected families 
and to improve conditions of safety for 
Workers. 

38 , Your present session will be a short 
one, but the agenda is heavy. In addition 
to pending business from the l?st session 
and the conversion of Ordinances into Acts 
of Parliament, you have to consider the bill 
on urban land, w'hich will be introduced 
during die session. There is not a minute 
to Waste. I am sure you will provide the 
clear, bold and firm lead which die people 
cxpwt, I summon you to your labours and 
wish you all success. Jai Hind.]

OBITUARY REFERENCES 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER t Hon. 
Members, we meet today after nearly five 
months. Dtsing the interregnum, it is 
raysad duty to inform the House, 
death overtook one of our dear crib agues, 
a sitting member of this House, Shri K. 
Kamraj, and also six foimer colleagues, Shri 
K. R. Achar, Dr. V. Subramaniam 
Prof. K. K. Bbattacharya, Shri Mathew 
Maniyangadan, Sardar Teja Singh 
Akarpuri and Shri B. Shiva Rao. 

Shri Kamraj passed awry ir A^cd- 
ras on and October, 1975. A gieat 
national leader and an emir.cTt Memtir 
of this House represtntirg 
constituency of Tamil Nadu, Shri 
Kaniraj had a long Parliamentaiy' 
career. He was first ckaed n 'b Mad¬ 
ras Assembly in 1937 and re-chcifd in 
1946, 1952, 1957 and 1962. He had 
also been a Member of the Cersiitucnt 
Assembly during the years 1946*—50, of 
First Ix>k Sabha during the years 1952—54 
and of the Fourth Eok Sabha during the 
years 1969-70. He intutc. il.i ptLt'a.! 
arena at an early age ai.d tuff* 1 ‘ d ’’n - 
prisonment during the Sab Si :; r; 1 A't - 
vement and again in 1932,194and 
1945 in conneCTion with varicuf Kaiknal 
movements. He was Chief Minister of 
Madras during 1954—63. A man of few 
words but folly dedicated to the tasks 
undertaken by him, he rose fri tr. the ranks 
to positions of high eminence in the 
national life through hard work, dedica¬ 
tion and unbounded foith in the people who 
in turn gave him unstinted loyalty and 
affeaion. A great organiser and *d- 
ministrator, his statesmarthip erd tact 
in solving various problems, his ctlmr-cts 
and resoluteness in hours of trial, provi¬ 
ded the country with the dynamic leader¬ 
ship It needed at crucial mcmems. Thrugh, 
in accordance with his chajacter, fee rarely 

spbke in the House, yet he left a Rteat 
impact of his personality and his views 
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on various national probltn’-s through the 
talks many Members had with him in the 
Lobbies, the Central Hall and other pla¬ 
ces. In his passing away the country 
has lost an illustrious son, a tireless 
champion of the poor and downtrodden 
and a great patriot. 

Shri K. R. Achar was a Member of 
the Second Lok Sabha during the years 
representing Mangalore cons¬ 
tituency of Karnataka. (An eminent 
lawyer and also a journalist. Shri Achar 
took active part in the free dim move¬ 
ment and led the Salt Satyagraha Camp 
in 1930. He passed away at Mangalore 
on the 22nd August, 1975 at the age of 
81. 

Dr. V. Subramaniam was a Member 
of the Constitutent Assembly during the 
years 1946—50. A freedom fighter who 
took active part in the Quit India Move¬ 
ment and courted arrest several times, he 
passed away at Srirangam on the i8th 
October, 1975 at the age of 73 - 

Prof. K. K. Bhattacharya was a Mem¬ 
ber of the Provisional Parliamtnt during 
the years 1950—52. Starting his career as 
an advocate, he entered judicial service in 
Bengal in 1927 but resigned it in 1935 
to join the freedom movement. An edu¬ 
cationist of repuets he was the Dean of 
the Faculty of Law, University of Allaha¬ 
bad for several years. He [passed away 
at Allaltabad on the 25th October, 1975 at 
the age of 77 - 

Shri Mathew Maniyagadan was a 
Member of the Second and Third Lok 
Sabha during the years 1957—67 from Kot- 
tayam constituency of Kerala. Earlier 
he had been a Member of the Travan- 
core-Cochin Legislative Assembly during 
the years 1952-53. He took part in the 
struggle for responsible Govtirmint in 
the State of Travancore and suffered 
imprisonment twice. He passed away 
at Kottayam pn the 14th November, 1975 
at the of 64. 


Sardar Teja Singh Akarpuri was a 
Member of the First Lok Sabha during the 
years 1952 —$7 representing Guidaspur 
constituency of Punjab. He participated 
in the freedom struggle of the country 
and suffered imprisonment first frr three 
years in a political conspiracy cate ard 
later on two occasions during the Quit 
India Movement. A renowned social wor¬ 
ker he was connected with several Gutudwara 
Prabandhak Committees and took been 
interest in the welfare of the ptrple in 
rural areas and vrotked for rehabilitation 
of the refugees in Punjab. He- passed 
away at his village Akarpura in Gurdas- 
pur district on the 20th Novinr.bu'. 1975 
at the age of 82. 

Shri B. Shiva ilao was a Member of 
the Constituent Assembly, Prcvisknal 
Parliament and of First Lok Sabha during 
the years 1946—^57. I^tcr he was a Mem¬ 
ber of Raiya Sabha from 1957 to i960 and 
of the University Grants Commission 
from 1962 to 1968, A veteran journalist 
who started his career in Annie Basant’s 
paper “ New India ” and a man of 
deep erudition, he played an important 
role in the fields of journalism, tducation.; 
constitution-making. labour movement 
and parliamentarj’' aflairs. He was, a 
Member of the Indian delegation to 
the United Nations General Assembly 
sessions held during 1947—52. He pas¬ 
sed away at New Delhi on the 15th 
December, 1975 at the age of 85.

the Leader of the House, I waxmly cong¬ 
ratulate Shri B. R. Bhagat on his elevation 
to this high office. 

Shri Bhagat has spent most of his adult 
life in the service of the people. He 
has distinguished himself as a pailhirtrit.- 
rtan and as a Minister who has held 
dtarge of a large range of Departments. 
He has earned respect for his straingbt- 
furwardness, his capacity, his grasp of 
principles and details. His amiability and 
tact have won, a unde circle of friends. His 
talents have been in evidtree ir irmra- 
tional forums also. 

The Lok Sabha is twenty-five years old.

Men and institution decay if they neglect 
their responsibilities and think only of 
rights. This morning, one of our MPs 
showed me a quotation from Gandhiji who 
said to Mr. H. G. Wells, ** You should 
begin with duties and the rights will follow 
as the rainy season follows the summer.’* 
Unfortunately, in many walks of our na¬ 
tional life, the responsibility has been 
pushed to the background. Even in Par¬ 
liament, We have alU>wed our own rules to 
to be sladcened in an eflort to buy peace 
with obstre pets<*ns ehnertts. 

In the last six months, a national effort 
has been made to regain discipline ard self- 
/ restraint. It should be the endeavour 
of all sections and parties in this House to 
improve the functions of Parliament so 
that it is able to devote greater attertien 
to the basic problems of our people and 
our country. In this task, a great bur¬ 
den will rest on the shoulders rf the Spea¬ 
ker. I hope that each one of us in the 
House will try not to add to the buiden 
but strive in every way to lighten it. 

I should like to take this opponuniiy 
to express our qipreciation to Dr. G. S. 
Dhllloo for his services to the House, 
for the good hionour with whidi he bote 
the strain and stress and for the consi- 
denuion and fair-play he showed to all 
sections of the House. 

Once again, on behalf of the Ubuse 
and on my own behalf I offer good vrishea 
to the new Speaker and assure him of our 
fullest cooperation. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERIEE 
(Howrah); Mr. Speaker, Sir, I con- 
gntulote you on behahlf ot my party on 
your getting elected to this high office. 

Your election is taking place in «n un¬ 
precedented badqitround. The btekground 
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is not normal. The conditions are ab¬ 
normal. While congratulating you, I have 
a heavy heart because of the absence of a 
lar^ number of our colleagues who are 
now in detention tmder MISA and we arc 
now under an Emergency. 

The role of Parliament, particularly the 
role of the Opposition has been eroded to a 
very great extent and, in the coming days, 
we apprehend that it will be fbrther muti¬ 
lated. Virtually, there is the danger that it 
will turn completely into a mockery. 

I t^ll req[iiest srou not to consider our 
opposition to your election as a personal 
matter. Because of the special circum- 
staiKcs, we have been forced into a position 
where we have opposed your election ; but 
we arc not opposed to the dignity of your 
position. 

The way Parliament has to function, 
we have a strong feeling that that atmos¬ 
phere is absent—^the way the Opposition 
Is gagged, the way they have been prevented 
from ventilating their views and grievances 
and the way censor has been imposed on 
their speeches not to get any publicity out¬ 
side. It is a very painful thing for us to 
refer to all these things here, while congratu¬ 
lating you. A bigger burden and responsi¬ 
bility devolves on the Speaker—on you. 
Sir,—to^ive protection at least to the rights 
of the Members and particularly the Oppo¬ 
sition, We represent a section of the 
people in our constituencies; we also re¬ 
present certain Parties who are working 
among the people—people oppressed with 
variorn problems and dil^lties. Gene¬ 
rally, we are here to reflect tl^ose grievwces 
and difficulties in the House and it may be 
that sometimes tension may arise. But 
it is up to the Speaker, the Chairman, to 
have a proper sobering influence wd to 
Greate pro^ conditions for Mem^rs to 
give due e]q;>ressiOQ to their problems and 
vievn. 

I am referring to this because we have 
ad some unfortunate eigiKNdence in the pest 
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The conditions under wdiid* you haw been 
elected as Speaker also creates doubts In 
our minds as to vdtether a Speaker, who 
was so long piloting the House, should be 
made a Minister. This is not a personal 
question} I am not referring to any personal 
problem, but whether it is conducive to 
healthy tradition that a Speaker should 
be made a Minister should l?c seriously 
thought over because the pqsition of the 
Speaker is very important. It is a very 
high position where he will have to act as 
an impartial Chairman of this Hous^ and 
dffend, as the custodian, all the rights of 
the Members—particularly at this juncture 
when the Opposition is under serious attack. 
I hope you will realise the special situation 
through which we are now passing. You 
can expect our fbll cooperation it we are 
afforded a proper atmosphere inside the 
House to eiqpress freely our points of view 
and to represent the people outside who 
have elected us to this House. As 
a Party of the proletariat, a working class 
Party, we very strongly feel that the work¬ 
ing class is now under serious attadc at this 
stage. Because we are working among the 
working class and the masses, it may be 
that whenever we come here we may raise 
the problems of the toiling masses, the 
working people amorg whem we are work¬ 
ing outside. They are faced with serious 
questions. So you can easily imagine 
under what circumstances, under what 
mental conditions we come here to speak 
out our minds. So, keeping all these 
in mind, we expect that you will try to create 
inside this House a new atmosphere, so 
that the rights of the Members, and parti¬ 
cularly the rights of the Opposition, are in 
no way curtailed or maimed and their 
voice is not gagged. I hope your election 
will be helpfbl for impeovihg ^ situation, 
and 1 assure you that, in thatmafiect, you 
win get our fVill cooperation.

On behalf of my Party, Sir, it gives me 
great pleasure to extend to you our warm 
congratulations on yotu elevation to this 
high office, and as far as our Group is 
concerned, we may assure you of our 
fullest cooperation in the conduct of the 
proceedings of this House and in main¬ 
taining the dignity of this House.

1 am sure you will not allow yourself—* 
lit itof vtSy to be stfbjected to any kind of 
tihd^dnhle pyeSsuces from whichever 
they ittly dottle. 
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I had occasion, a few months id0o, to 
meet Mr. Bhagat abroad when he bad just 
returned from a vety successful Chairs 
manship of the United Nations Sub Com¬ 
mittee cm Jfriman Rights. Ilukl read in 
the press, in the foreign press, that a vf*y 
controveisial and difScult subjrct, which 
was being discussed there *nri which, for 
the time being, had appeared as though 
It would not be possible to reach any 
kind of consensus or unanimity, war finally 
solved due in no small measure to the 
skill and persuasiveness of the Ircian 
Chairman. But that fcreign prtst rtpert 
did not mention the name of that ire’irn 
Chairman. It was our friend, Mr. Bali 
Ram Bhagat. And when I met him in 
I/Mtaon, I asked him, “How did you 
bring about this result? What vat the 
seca’ft of it?” because the p<fpl< vbo 
virere involved in that offltrovtr'y v«re 
generally the foras whch do rd come 
together very easily. But Mr. Bhagat, in 
this characteristic mr 4 « sty. said: N<, rc, it 
is not my credit, evttybedv excpfjfttd 
and we were able to do om work. Abr>ut 
his capabilities, I have not the slightest 
doubt in m\ mind and I am sure that the 
same kind of wise, sagacicus, tactful and 
statesman like role will be played by Wm 
while he is occupying tbis high chair. 

Sir, whenever any Speaker is elected 
at any time, it is always routine frr us to 
say and to hope that he will be im.partial 
and <*bjective ard that he will particularly 
protect the rights of this side of the House 
because they are in a minority after all 
and the Tre^ury Benches are in a very 
vety large majority. But I am sure, yott 
arc well aware of that and we ate conscious 
that our rights will be safe in your custody. 

With these words, I onuc again congra¬ 
tulate you and I extend to you the fiiU 
cooperation of cur party to see that this 
Parliament—-Lok Sabha—is conducted in 
the way, it should be conducted and tlfrt 
all Members, irrespectiie of the sMe they 
bekmg to, are tblc to exerdse all the tigKts 
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entitled wid’in this Hnue. J think, we 
had occasions to rentark rather oiticaUy 
in the last Session; J hope that thi^ time 
thm will be no cause for complaint under 
your stewardship. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN '(Kumbakanam): Mr. 
Speahel', Sir, on behalf of D.M.K. party, 
to which I have the honour to belong, I 
offer my warm fididtations to you as the 
Speaker of this august House. Inside 
the House, you are the supreme authority 
and in you rests the supreamacy and 
fiinctionirig of the Parliament. In a par- 
Uamemary democracy, the functioning of 
the Parliament in its established and tra- 
ditional ways brings so much stability in 
the countiy. To the outside world, you 
are the spokesman of this House and you 
ate the conscience and [guardian of this 
House. 

It is traditional on behalf of those who 
speak from this side of the House to ask 
for a protection to the cppositicn. That 
oft'iepeated thing, I would not repeat 
here, except to say that whatever are the 
tights given to a Member, whether on this 
side or that side, should be protected. 

A Member on the side of the minority 
should not feel handicapped and a Mem* 
ber cm the side of the majority should not 
try to take advantage of his position. 
Whatever ate the rights given under the 
Rules of Procedure, what is due for the 
proper functioning of the House, I plead 
that those rights and opportunities be 
given to all the Members inside the House 
irrespective of the place, they occupy. 

After all, persons may come and go. 
Member come for five yerrs, they may be 
returned or may not| be returned; the parties 
may come and go, but this Institution of 
Parliament has to go on. If this country 
still believes in the parliamentary demo¬ 
cracy, you have to move forward on 
the ideals for which the Constitution was 
drafted and this Parliament was set up, 

I hope, this House will gather more 
atxength, more glory under your at^ust 
leadership 'and gui^ce. Personally, 1

feel tiutt as you w* ' endowed wi’^ Icng 
years of parliamen'aiy experience ard have 
been in the freedom struggle of this country, 
the speakership is in the best cf the hands 
that could be thought of inside the House. 

In the years I 9 <p* 43 » I was a 
student. In the college days a( that time, 

I used to read very avidly some cf the 
pamphlets and brochures brought out then. 
One of the biodtures at that time, I think, 
was called ‘Our Struggle’. We used to read 
it very avidly in those days. *Our Struggle* 
was written and distributed in those dark 
and opptestWe days of the British im¬ 
perialism when our leaders were inside 
the jail. 

Some Members had the boldness to 
publish this thing underground at that 
time. I do not know who w'as that f person. 
Only years later I found that it had been 
edited by no less a person than Shii Bali 
Ram Bhagat who now occupies this Chair. 

I hope you will bring the same spirit of 
fearlessness and love of freedom to the 
deliberations of this House. 

Sir, on behalf of my party I assure 
you of our wholehearted cooperation that 
had never been found warning in the past 
years and I assure you that we will never 
be found wanting in future years also. 

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY (Nomina¬ 
ted—Anglo-Indians): Mr. Speaker, Sir, 

I wish to associate myself not only on 
behalf of the United Independent groups 
but on my own behalf also as the father 
of the House with the sentiments that have 
fallen from the Leader of thia House. 

I have known Bali Ram Bhagat as a 
colleague in this House for the past twenty- 
five years. I have verified it g few minutes 
before the House met. I thought he hed 
come in from 1952. But, he eoftrected 
me that he came here jfeom 1950. 

I congratulate you—bttt it is qualified— 
because I think the Speaker^p is ope of 
the ipost onerous of all respontihilj^es. 
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Vitbqot finding any odious compariscm I 
fi^fnlr it is much more onerous in many 
respects than being a Member of the Union 
Cabinet. 

Your first, and psrhaps, the greatest 
responsibility, if I may say so, is as a cus¬ 
todian of the independent of Parliamem. 

By independence, I donot mean the kind 
of independence that was pnrhaps si^ested 
by my friend, Shri Indra|it Gupta. I 
mean independence from the Executive. 
Remember that independence from the 
Bxecudve was perhaps first asserted and 
consolidated by Shri Vithalbhai Patti and 
that convention hardened into a tradition 
under subsequent Speakers. There, it 
would be your greatest rcspcnsibilitv to 
ensure that Parliament dees nt t become a 
handmaid of the Executive. Perhaps, 
your m>8t impirtant responsibility, as has 
been pointed out, is that you should be as 
humanly impartial as possible to every 
Member irrespective of his party affilia¬ 
tions. May I say that—this is not in 
reply to th; L-adcr of the G.P.M.—'while 
we have sought to model ourselves on 
the British pattern, the complete impar¬ 
tiality of the Speaker is by his completely 
<icv,Ting himself from all party affiliations ? 
We have not fulfilled that sort of model 
completely. 

Several Speakers to whom I spoke in 
the past did not subscribe complctclj to 
the British thesis that the Speaker must 
completely sever himself from all party 
affiltatiot^. 

Only a few minutes ago I was talking 
to Dr. Dhillon and he mentioned that 
perhaps the fault did not really and en¬ 
tirely lie with the Speaker but tlie fault 
also lay with the Opposition Groups, in 
that they did not fulfil their role. The 
convention was that when once a person 
was a Speaker, after that, he was not to 
be opposed. But, that convention, unfortuna¬ 
tely, wc» not subscribed to by tne Oppo¬ 
sition Fsrtks in this country. We have 
to develop this particular aspect of the 
Speilecnblp folly. 


So fiu as Parliamentary standards are 
concerned, during the past two or three 
ytats, r have had occasion to repeatedly 
draw :Utention to the predpetous decline 
in Parliamentary standards where as the 
most effbetive Parliamentary instnaren 
was the debate, we were treated increasingly 
to a premium we placed on the techniques 
of the market place. I am sorry to have 
to say that in this respect, the press played 
its own dubious role by pladng a premium 
on rowdyism and these techniques of the 
market place. Very often the Speaker 
was unable to control the House. Respect 
for the Chair was conspicuous by its 
absence and techniques were used almost 
everyday which were not only improper 
but also scurrilous in character. By 
saying this I am not inviting you to be 
ultra-stem but so far as I am crnccmed 
the rot had set in after the Speaker, Mr. 
Mavalankar and that after him certain 
Speakers more than otheis tolerated these 
improper techniques and behaviour. 
Therefore, we had this decline in standard. 
Allow me once again to welcome you and 
to congratulate you. 


SHRI P. K. DEO rKalahandi); Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, on behalf of the BUD party 
in the Parliament and on my behalf I 
deem it a privilege to congratulate you fw 
having been elected as the Speaker of this 
august House. Sir, this mantle of res¬ 
ponsibility has fallen on able shoulders.

Ltstly, I extend my full cooperation 
to y>)u and I hope that this House will 
become an ideal Parliamcntaiy irstitinkn. 

Sir, I would lifce to request ycu to see that 
whatever we speak is properly refleaed. 

So, I request you to Irindly relax the ban on 
the publication of House proceedings so 
that those who have voted us to this House 
should know what is actually heppenirg 
here. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL (Dhandhuka): 

Mr. Speaker, I would like to congratulate 
you on your elevation to this position 
of Speaker. I certainly voted against 
your election but that was symbolic. We 
are cjnfident that you will from today 
consider yourself as not belonging to any 
party. That, in fact, you belong to all 
parties, and that you will act with complete 
impartiality. As the father of the House 
said just now, I hope you will maintain 
your independence and not allow the 
exeattive to influence your decisions in 
any manner whatsoever.

SHRI H. M. PATEL: Mr. Speakte, 
going on from, this point, that so far as 
behaviour in the House is ernettnee', to 
wWch special references have been irrde, 

I would like to point out that that depends 
very m.uch upon the Speaker. When the 
Prime Minister included in her first Jtttt- 
ment, not today, but when the Emergetncy 
was proclaimed that it was the Oppesitkr 
Parties, which m.ade it impossible for 
Govcrnm.ent Business to be prcctcttJ 
with, she was really rcflectirg upt-n the 
competence of the Speaker. 

HON. MEMBERS; No. 

SHRIH.M. PATEL: May I continue ? 
Because, the Speaker possesses all the 
powers to sec to it that the ptoceedirgs 
in the House are conducted satis&ctcrily. 

If the Rules of the House are net carrkd 
oat, the Speaker has every right to take 
action, effective action. If the Speaker 
is supported by the Leader cf the House, 
then anything that is unseemly can be 
controlled immediately. In fact, Sjr, there 
is no doubt whatsoever in my mind and I 
believe there can be none in anybody elsc’s 
who is objective that the proceeding^ in 
this House can be conducted satisfactorily 
and in the manner in vrhidh th^y nugjht to 
be conducted, if the Speaker excetcises, his 
full authority of course, at the same time, 
while cxccrcising his hiU authority, Mr., 
Speaker, .it may be as.sutned>..he acts with 
complete impartiality.

They may be small in numbers, but 
that would, make it even more your d.uty, 
if, I may say so, to allow lis in the opposition 
icle<|uate freed.om and, ad,(fquate time to 
give expression to what we have to say. 
I have ho d.oubt that you will d.o so. 

I was encouraged, by what Shri Indjra- 
it Gupta said., that you were able, in a very 
difficulty situation, to bring about a conscn- 
aus. I have no d.oubt that here also .... 

SHRIS. M.BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
That was Human Rights. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL : That d.oes not 
it easier to resolve differences. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar) : Here 
we vi'ant fund.amentalrights. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: Here what we are 
claiming are d.emocratic rights. I have no 
doubt that you will be able to safeguard, our 
rights. I am fully cor fi lent of that because 
I know that if you act, as you have under¬ 
taken to act, with impartiality, uninfluen¬ 
ced, by the executive and. succumbed, to no 
pressure, I am certain, that our rights will 
be safeguarcKd. 

As I said., you may except the fullest co¬ 
operation from us, from all out parties. 
1 would like to remind, you of this that we 
cannot ignore the fact that a large number 
of out mi:mbers, members from this side 
of the House, are under detention. They 
have not only been in detention for many 
months now, but they have not been brou¬ 
ght beioie a court of law. Quite apart from 
th y resentment we must feel, it domocratic 
rights have to be preserved,, and democracy 
is to continue, to say that democracy, the 
parliamentary form of democracy only 
be continued, by i’gr.oring the rule of law, 
w ane. bound to protest and urge 
^^thasr o ti|^ to obtain in a parUamen- 
tary d.etnoctacy. 
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I hope that you will do evers^ing pos¬ 
sible to see that the rights of this House 
are mair.tai»'ed, and. that in doing so, you 
will assist the Opposition in putting 
forward its point of view fearlessly and 
freely. 

I once again congratulate you, Sir, on 
your assumption of this high oflice and 
assure you of the fullest co-operation from 
all of us. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Adadraa 
North) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, on behalf of the 
Anna DMK Party in Parliament, I congra¬ 
tulate you on your election as the presiding 
deity with a thumping majority. 

You are one of the seniormost members 
of the Parliament well-equipped with par¬ 
liamentary procedure, rules, regulations and 
practice, and. more so, the every spirit and 
mood of this august body.

The qualities ol your office, Mr. Speaker, 
are one, in^Jartiality, two, sobrie^, 
three, authority and four, adjustability. I 
am ccmvinced, of the fact that you idte ,

I ain ^ety sure that you wih dcfihiteij^^fie 
this ilQUSc in a proper nianner. CJondltidtts 
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must be created for business like, meaning¬ 
ful and purposeful transaction of business 
in this Huuse. Time should not be wastcde 
and the hard-earned money of the people 
should nut be wasted. Free, frank and 
fearless exchange of views must be per¬ 
mitted. Constructive criticism must be 
guaranteed. Criticism of the failure of the 
policies of the Government must be tole¬ 
rated While I say freedom of expression, 
freedomshouh’. not be allowed to degenerate 
into lictmee, villification, character assasi- 
nation, vituperation, witch-hunting and 
what not. Wc the Members of Parliament 
should behave properly. I am sorry to 
say that even in the morning our ex-Speaker 
Mr. DhiUon was asking me : Mr. Mano- 
harar, why shouldn’t you take part in the 
deliberations of the House. The same 
(|uestioii was asked by my hon. friend Shri 
Indraiit Gupta .... (Interruptions)- 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA When ? 

.. .(Interruptions) 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : I think Mr. 
DhiUon also has not asked the question. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN: I think Mr, 
DhiUon is capable of speaking the truth... 
(Interruptions). For ’ the last two yeas~before 
the proclamation of the emergency I have 
been watclting this House—^this House 
had been shamelessly reduced into a fish 
market... (Interruptions). I am sorry to 
say this at times fishing also was done. 
Now, Sir, you have come to this office. 

AN HON. MEMBER...As a fisher, 
man. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : I am glad 
you have come to our rescue and to properly 
streamline the House and see that the 
business of the House is transacted without 
any loss of time. 

Lastly you will, I am sure, keep up the 
tradition which was built by yotir predeces¬ 
sors based on dignity, decency and deco¬ 
rum. So faf as my party is concerned. 


here is uiy promise that our contribution in 
maintaining and preserving the di|^ty of 
the House would be total and complete. 
I wish youweU. I wish you all success. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad): Mr, Speaker, Sir, may I 
join several of my hon. cclleagues in ex¬ 
tending to you my most warm congratula¬ 
tions on your election to the exalted office 
that this Parliament can have in its custody 
for any of its Members. To a large extent 
the success of parliamentary democracy 
depends on the office of the Speaker and 
the holder of that office. If I may say so, 
the office of the Speaker is pivotal and 
crucial because it is through the office 
and the person of the Speaker that the 
independence and integrity of this hon. 
House representing the Sovereign will of 
the entire nation are reflected. There¬ 
fore, to the extent that we all co-operate with 
you in maintaining and enhancing this 
dignity and independence and impartiality 
and integrity of the Speaker and of the 
House, to that extent we shall also have done 
our duty to democracy and the vast masses 
of people who live in this democracy, inspite 
of the fact that since the proclamation 
of internal emergency this democracy has 
been twisted and perverted. 

I should also like to say that by the 
very nature of things, almost by instinct, 
temperament and upbringing I have al¬ 
ways had great respect for the office of 
the speaker. I have come here comparatively 
recently, but I have watched the proceed¬ 
ings of the House earlier for many years. 
The hon. Prime Minister in her Speech of 
congratulation referred to some of the 
stalwarts of the past both before Inde¬ 
pendence and after Independence. I recall 
that vffhen the first speaker of Parliament 
of free India died almost twenty years ago, 
the then Prime Minister Pandit Jawidiarlal 
Nehru in agony, paying a tribute to ium, 
said that the Lok Sabha had beoime almost 
a headier body. What did it Show? It 
only showed that without the Speaker and 
without the office of the speaker we ares^Uy 
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in many ways orphaned because we look to 
you for guidance, for independence and for 
protectimi of minority rights of even one 
individual. Parliamentary democracy does 
not mean that there should be an endless 
debate; but it does not also mean that a 
free debate should be crushed, especially 
because, and vdien, a particular point of 
view is held by one lone individual. An 
individual Member may be independent, 
he may belong to any party he may belong 
to any group, but the whole purpose of com¬ 
ing to this House from various constituencies 
is tc see that we carry on the free debate 
so that the freedoms of the people, not only 
political freedoms but economic and social 
contents of those freedoms, are also en¬ 
hanced through proper, legitimate, com¬ 
plete, tmruffled debates in this House. 

Now, one of the important points i.s, I 
believe, that your position is a very exalted 
position, the most exalted position that is 
in the custody of this House. Therefore, 
the maximum that once a Speaker, always a 
Speaker and the Speaker continues to 
ftinction as the Speaker. But when he 
ceases to be the speaker, can be only either 
an honourable man in public life or he can 
go on to the higher post in the ladder, if 
that higher position is within the compe¬ 
tence of the people of India to give and not 
widiin the custody of the executive autho¬ 
rity to ofier. That is the position and 
that is the tradition of the office of the 
Speaker and, therefore. Sir, like all hon. 
Judges' and Justices of our High Courts and 
the Supreme Court, the offices of the Spea¬ 
ker in our State Legislatures and in our 
Parliament are offices where holders of the 
offices; while functioning as Speakers hold 
scal^ of jttstice even, with propriety and 
sobriety, and see to it that their decisions 
ate not in any wpy influenced by party 
consecrations, pcditical cmisideration^and 
nwch less by i^iy considerations of pcrsonel 

political careers of the holders of that 
hif^^^fice. That is the great spirit in 
I lo(^ tp the (ffike of the Speaker 
knd ] that restoration of 
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some of thoM well-established conventiors 
build up in the early period of our demo¬ 
cratic Sovereign republic in the 49s and 50s 
will take place and indeed will be further 
enhanced by you. 

Sir, you have many qualities of head 
and heart. , I have come here only three 
years back but even from distance—from 
Ahmedabad in Gujarat—and as a citizen of 
India I have seen your work and 1 have 
read about you and 1 am quite sure that 
given the qualities that you possess in such 
abundance, of head and heart, and given 
the infinite patience and a sense of humour 
and the care and concern for democratic 
rights which also cn.sure that dissent will 
be exhibited and expressed through deco¬ 
rum and through discipline which is a 
mental process and not imposed by any 
outside agency We all here can strengthen 
the democratic processes. This is what 
we can do, all of us put together, and I 
am quite hopeful thatyour election as Spea¬ 
ker of this august body will mean restora¬ 
tion of some of the best standards that this 
democratic nation of ours has seen, parti¬ 
cularly in the formative pefiod of our de¬ 
mocratic republic. With these words, may 
I join all my colleagues in extending to you 
our warm welcome and our warm congra- ^ 
tulations ? The fact that we opposed you 
did not mean that we opposed you as a 
person, but, I must say that Government 
would have been wiser and Government 
would have been more in tune with the 
democraticfunctionin g if they had consulted 
at least informally the various Opposition . 
groups and parties when the question of 
choosing the new Speaker came up. But 
that as it may, this thing is over and we 
need not cry over the spilt milk. 1 can 
only hope that in the days and months 
to come, this House, although meeting 
under very difficult and trying circumsantces, 
will Still give a lead to the countty, and 
that you, Mr. Speaker, Sir, while carrying 
on this very difficult, delicaite and tender 
ta^ will see to it that the nascent ptait of 
democtacy planted in our coimtry by our 
foiefitberj! »td by the foundlrg fttbm of 
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otir Constitution and by your distin^shed 
j^Tedebe^is in this House will carried 
fixrther to grfeiiter and taller heights.

Cimstructipn of New Broad Gauge 
Bhavanagar-Tarapore Railway Line 

•2. SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: 
Will the Minister of RAILWAYS 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the Bhavanagar-Tara- 
pore broad gauge line in Gujarat will 
be constructed soon; 

(b) if so, when; and 

(c) the reasons for the delay in 
the ccmstruction of this long-awaited 
new Railway lihe, the surveys of 
which ore already completed? 


THE MINISTER OP STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OP RAILWAYS (SHRI 
MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI): (a) to 
(c). Final location engineering-cum- 
trafflc survey for the proposed line 
is in progress and is expected to be 
completed by June this year. The 
proposal will be processed further 
after the survey reports are received 
and examined. 


SHRI P. G. MAVALAIHCAR: 
Although the Minister has said that 
the surveys are now going to be 
completed soon, that is, by June this 
year, may I know from him whether 
it is a fact that the proposed 
Bhavanagar-Tarapore railway line 
had really seeds as far back as in 
1882 when the then Government 
thought of having some kind of 
broad-gauge link between Saurashtra 
and the rest of the country. Sub¬ 
sequently, there have been surveys 
in 1953 and 1957 and again in 1966. 
May I know how long the Govern¬ 
ment will take in having these 
surveys one after another and coming 
to any decision? Further, I want to 
know whether it is a fact that the 
Gujarat Government has already 
promised the Centre to make good 
any loss for five years in traffic re¬ 
venues and whether the Government 
of Gujarat has also promised free 
land and, if so, why are the things 
being delayed?

SHRI MOHD. SHAFT QTJRESHI: 
It is true that there have been 
surveys earlier also, in 1956 and 1957 
and the cost estimated at that time 
was about Rs. 7.59 crores. Sub¬ 
sequently, the matter was dropped 
and the traffic survey was again taken 
up in 1966. As I have said in my 
irepily, thfe engineering-‘Cttf»-trafl6c 
survey will be completed in June 
this year. It is also a fact Riat the 
State Gov«nment has made an offer 
of free land and also to meet ttie 
shoarifall in traffic! earnings for a 
period of five years. J^irtheP detalbi 
have been asked toe freaa Htate 
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Government. As soon as these details 
«re received, we shall take a decision 
on this. 

SHRi P. G. MAVALANKAR: As 
the Minister knows, that the pro¬ 
posed 140 Km. Bhavanagar-Tarapore 
railway line is passing through some 
of the backward districts and regions 
of Saurashtra, like, Bhal-Nnlkantha 
of Saurashtra. In view of this and 
also in view of the fact that the 
Public Accounts Committee in its 
Report No, 467 has particularly drawn 
attention of the Railway Board and 
the Ministry that in areas which are 
backward and economically under¬ 
developed, the construction of new 
lines should be speeded up, will the 
Minister give a categorical assurance 
today that as soon as the 
surveys are completed by June this 
year, the construction of this railway 
line will be completed soon so that 
Saurashtra ran be linked up with 
the rest of the country, thereby 
making It possible for the people 
living in those economically back¬ 
ward areas to get traffic and passen¬ 
ger services better and quicker? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAIt QURESHT: 
This will depend upon the traffic and 
economic surveys which we are 
carrying out. Once the survey report 
is before the Government, other 
factors can also be taken into con¬ 
sideration and decision taken. 


SHRI P. M. MEHTA: I would like 
to know from tfie hon. Minister 
wheher it is a fact or not that the 
State Government has given top 
priority to the construction of the 
proposed Bhavanagar-Tarapore 

broad-gauge railway line; (b) 
whether it is a fact that the previous 
survey, the last survey, reveaded that 
the return in the fifth year would be 
5,9 per emit and in the eleventh year, 
it woula be neai^ly 12 per cent. In 
the fifth year, the difference is very 
small as compared to the criterion. 
The criterion is that it riiould be 6,25 
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pci' cent while the return comes to S.98 
per cent. So, the difference is only 0-27 
per cent; (e) whether the Gujarat 
Government has given an assurance 
to make good, the total deficit that 
may occur and also to give free land 
on the terms of the Maharashtra 
Government. 

(d) Whether it is a fact or not that 
this railway line connects the eastern¬ 
most part of the country to the rest of 
India on broad-gauge by the shortest 
route. 

Simi MOHD. SHAPl QQRESHI: The 
survey which was conducted in 1968- 
69 revealed that the cost would be 
11.92 crores, thus yielding a return of 
5.97 per cent as against 6.75 per cent 
which is normally laid down. This in¬ 
dicated clearly that the line was un- 
remuncrative. According to the esti* 
mate, the line was un-remunerative, 
but certain other factors were taken 
into consideration for the conversion of 
Viramgaon and Okha lines and the 
Porbandar metre-gauge line into broad 
gauge. This has the sanctioned and the 
work is in progress. That will also 
affect the traffic on this line. 

Then, the construction of other 
routes in this area has also been taken 
up by the State Government. 

Another fact is that rock phosphate 
has been found in the Udaipur area 
which would reduce the need for im¬ 
port, as a result of which the trafiRc 
estimates made earlier will have to be 
up-dafed. 

There has abo been considerable in¬ 
crease in the cost of materials of cons- 
truction. All these factors will have to 
be taken into consideration now. 

The Hon’ble Member has a feeling 
that the line was remunerative, which 
is not correct. The fact is that 
the State Government has made 
certain offers. They will give U9 land 
free of cost and they will also bear 
the annual short-fhll in ceventie qr 
five yean. W« have ericed tlia State 
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Oavexnntent to bW the short-fall till 
such time as it is made good. A reply 
is awaited from the State Government 
and once, their . reply is received, 
further discussions can be had. 


SHRI P. M. MEHTA: My question 
has not been properly answered. I had 
categorically stated that at the eleven¬ 
th hour it came to 8 per cent. The 
State Government has given top prio¬ 
rity to this new board-gauge railway 
line. 

MR SPEAKER: Please sit down. 


SHRI P. M. MEHTA; You should 
ask the Minister to give a reply to 
an parts of my question.

design work is cwnplete, oontraot for 
major portion of imported eqUipm^t 
has been concluded, detailed project re¬ 
port has geen prepared and the requir¬ 
ed land has been acquired. Detailed 
engineering is in‘progress. "Work at 
site is proceeding and construction 
work will commence in the second 
quarter of 1976. 


(b) and (c). The refinery at Mathu¬ 
ra is expected to be completed mecha¬ 
nically by T^cember, 1979 and commis¬ 
sioned by April, 1980. But it is the 
effort of the Government to expedite 
the commissioning by a few months. 


SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: Sometime last year in July- 
August there was a Soviet team that 
had come here for discussions on this 
refinery with the Government. I would 
like to know ' whether, along-side of 
the construction of this r^nery, you 
are also having an exploration pro¬ 
gramme in order to see that once the 
refinery gets going, it will be wwking 
to full capacity. 


THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Are we 
to take it from the Minister’s reply 
that Government proposes, when this 
Mathura Refinery is commis^oned, to 
operate it entirely on the basis of indi¬ 
genous crude, whether from Bombay 
High or elsewhere? Or, is it their 
estimate that imported crude win lie 


required for some lime? Also I would 
like to know by when the pipeline 
which will be required in any ease to 
transport the crude to Mathura will be 
laid and tested. 


SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: Any te- 
tmery \ihich has to refine crude nor¬ 
mally takes a mixture ot crude oil 
which suits the end production pro¬ 
gramme depending upon the require¬ 
ments of the population of the region 
where the products have to be used. 
Somewhere middle distillates are more 
in demand than other things; in some 
other places motor spirit is more in de- 
mand. Therelore, the normal practice 
is to have a blend of crude oil to pro¬ 
cess it in a refinery. So far as the 
Mathura Refinery is concerned, because 
we did not have enough oil, willy nilly 
we had to depend on imported crudes 
of Iraq which unfortunately contained 
a larger percentage of sulphur. But 
in the meantime Bombay High was 
di.scovered, and the crude oil which 
has been found out from Bombay High 
is almost free from sulphur. Therefore, 
we have to have a blend of oil from 
Bombay High and some other place 
which will produce the maximum quan¬ 
tity of that product which will be 
needed m the north-western part of 
our country. Hence, the necessity of 
admixture of crude oil according to our 
own requirements. 

So far as the pipeline is concerned, 
according to our existing plans, the 
Mathura Refinery will go on stream 
in 1980, and it is our expectation—^and 
we hope that we shall fulfil this cx- 
p^tation—^that the pipepline will, by 
that time, be fully ready to transport 
the crude oil from Salaya to Mathura.

THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILIZERS (SHRI P. C. 
SETHI): (a) lo (c). A statement is 
laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

The Committee on Drugs and Phar¬ 
maceuticals Industry under the Chair¬ 
manship of Shri Jaisukhlal Hathi sub¬ 
mitted its report to Government in 
April. 1975 . The report was a com¬ 
prehensive document covering all as¬ 
pects of the drug industry. It made 
a thorough analysis of the history of 
the industry and also made far-reach¬ 
ing recommendations on pricing policy, 
production policy, the role of the pub¬ 
lic sector, areas for development of 
various sectors, quality control and 
various measures for strengthening the 
administrative organisation. 

In view of the far-reaching implica¬ 
tions of the report, Goveamment has 
b^n giving very careful consideration 
to the reccmimeadations. In so far as 
the pricing policy is concerned the 
(Sovemm^t has been examining the 
matter with the twin objective of 
achtevlhg growth with stability. A de¬ 
cision on mining policy will be taken 
Lin the near futture. 


The Government has accepted the 
Committee’s recommendation that the 
public sector should assume a leader¬ 
ship role in the drug industry. Towards 
this end, Government proposes a 
stantial expansion in the public sector 
drug companies— the IDPL and HAL 
and an investment programme of 
Rs. 70 crores has been provided for. 
The Synthetic Drug Plant at Hyderabad 
will be expanded with an investment 
of Rs. 21.79 crores. The Nicotinamidie 
plant is to be set up in Bihar involving 
an investment of Rs. 8.58 crores. Pro¬ 
posals for a formulation unit at Gur- 
gaon and the expansion of the Antibio¬ 
tics Plant at Rishikesh are under Gov¬ 
ernment’s consideration. The expan¬ 
sion of penicillin production at HALp- 
and the taking up of a new rhnge of 
antibiotics at that plant are under con¬ 
sideration. Government has also ac¬ 
cepted the Committee’s recommenda¬ 
tion that the public sector should also 
move into the field of formulation to 
the extent of at least 60 per cent of 
its bulk production. Towards this end 
the formulation capacity of the public 
sector units is being expanded. 

Government have taken note of the 
recommendation made by the Comit- 
tee that every encouragement should 
be given to the Indian sector of the 
industry. Licenses for production of 
both bulk drugs and formulations are 
being liberally granted to Indian en¬ 
trepreneurs. 52 licences/letters of in¬ 
tent have been issued to the Indian 
sector since the receipt of the Ctnnmit- 
tee’s recommendation, while 16 have 
been issued to firms with foreign equi¬ 
ty exceeding 40 per cent. 


In respect of the foreign held sector, 
all cases are being examined with re¬ 
ference to the Fortign Exchange Rego^' 
lation Act. The diluticm of equity 
foreign companies will be enforced ^ 
accordance 'with the dilution formula, 
and the guidelines issued by the Minis¬ 
try of Finance under the Foreign Ex¬ 
change Regulation Act; No capacity . 
for formulation is bdng granted to 
loreiim held sector . cmnpaniOs unlems v 
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accompani^ by proposals lor ihe pro¬ 
duction of bulk drugs in India. 


The other recomrnendations of the 
committee are under the active exa¬ 
mination of the Government. 


SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; The Com¬ 
mittee headed by Mr. Hathi. by no 
means revolutioning, had suggested 
the nationalisation of the foreign 
drug firm, the multi-nationals in parti, 
cular, through a phased imlicy and the 
abolition of the brand names of drugs 
again by means of a phased operation. 
But I find Government merely sa>ing 
that they are examining the recom¬ 
mendations of this Committee even 
though the recommendations are near¬ 
ly a year old and they are only mov¬ 
ing in this direction by getting a 
slight increase in IDPL and other kinds 
of production. Do 1 take it that the 
Government policy is to let these 
multi-nationals who by a variety of 
strategems including such ways of 
international cheating, through trans¬ 
fer pricing, which a country like ours 
cannot even detect—and Britain was 
told by Hoifman La Roche Co., also 
to be—ware of the machinations of 
these multi-national companies. Am 1 
to understand that nothing more is 
being done except by making a slight 
expansion in the operations of the 
IDPL and a few other things 
and no practical effect is being given 
to the recommendations of the Hathi 
Committee in any significant manner? 


SHRI P. C. SifTHI: The Hathi 
Committee has done a commendable 
work and the report is very compre¬ 
hensive. The report. is not limited to 
one or two a^iects but it is related to 
the whole of the drug industry and 
trcm that point of many of the* 
leeomzntttdatioQi of the; Com- 

mitlaehavebeeh accepted,by the Gov- 
erhihent and idw^idy, progr.es- 

aihg on 


Leading role is being given to the 
public sector. Cextidn recommenda¬ 
tions are still under examination. As 
far as the question cf removing the 
brand names is concerned, that is still 
under examination. We will have to 
consult the Health Ministry in this 
respect, although the recommendation 
of the Health Ministry was there. 

With regard to the setting up of the ‘ 
National Drugs Authority, that recom¬ 
mendation is still under examination. 

With regard to the question or tak¬ 
ing over of multi-national firms, the 
Committee has recommended take 
over but at the same tlin^ they have 
recommended that the foreign equity 
ratio should be reduced to 40 per cent 
forthwith and gradually it has lo 
be reduced to 26 per cent. As far as 
the recommendation to reducing it to 
40 per cent is concerned, steps have 
been taken and as far as reductvon 
to 26 per cent is concerned, steps will 
be taken in due course of time beca¬ 
use this is a departure from the 
general traditional policy. With re¬ 
gard to pricing also. Government is 
still considering and examining the 
whole aspect, because, that is a very 
important aspect of the whole re¬ 
peat. 


SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: Do I tske 
it. Sir, that in these days of emergency 
when a report hai^ns to be compre¬ 
hensive, delays of this egregious or¬ 
der could take place m so far as the 
implementation is concerned, because, 
in the meantime, all the evils accru¬ 
ing from whatever has been said in 
the Hathi Committee Report and else¬ 
where in literature available all over 
the world, about the doings of the®# 
multi-national drug operators, continue 
and i® iii® meantime these people ca?'- 
ry on scurrilous advertisements**—Hdt 
only do they corrupt our medigal’liSf*®- 
titioners and virtusJly .bringiag them 
into acceptance et ^heir own particu¬ 
lar products, but they also hy to 
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tiort' public opinion by unfettered pro¬ 
paganda, while things said in Parlia¬ 
ment also are limited,—do I take it, 
Sir, that the recommendations of High 
Power Committee like the Hathi Com¬ 
mittee are to be treated in this fa¬ 
shion, when the people are suffering 
on account of the prices of drugs? Do 
I take it that on account of some of 
these multi-nationals being able to seU 
at a higher price in certain other 
countries products they make it our 
own country through the facilities 
given to them by our own govern¬ 
ment, our country’s name becomes 
mud in certain other areas of the 
woild? These multi-nationals, as you 
know, very well are terrible custom¬ 
ers and they are behaving so shabbily 
but Government comes and says that 
they are examining a comprehensive 
report, and taking only a lew puddling 
little steps. Is this the way the Gov¬ 
ernment operates during the emergen¬ 
cy? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: As far as the 
decision taken is concerned, the 
majority, of the recommendations have 
been accepted and have been imple¬ 
mented. But there are one or two 
important aspects which are still under 
consideration.

Taking over of these companies 
would mean an investment of about 
Rs.' 140 crores at the face value of 
the shares. They have rightly recom¬ 
mended about reducing equity capital 
of these companies not only accord¬ 
ing to the dilution formula upto 40 
per cent, but even they have gone to 
the extent of saying that they should 
be reduced to 26 per cent and that is 
what is engaging the attention of the 
Government. So, we are taking action 
on these lines. 

As far as the production of these 
117 important drugs is concerned, we 
are gradually proceeding on those lines.

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI; The HathI 
Committee’s reconrunendation was in 
respect of prices to which the hon. 
Minister also referred. The reply given 
is that the mattex; is under ronsidera* 
tion. There has been so much time 
that has elapsed and Government 
not taken any quick decision or any 
step in respect of the price formula 
with a view to reducing the prices of 
drugs and medicines. Is the Govern¬ 
ment aware of the impact or the re¬ 
action because of the indecision on the 
price formula recommended by the 
Hath! Committee? We are told and 
it is also reported that the prices of 
these 117 essential druss and medi¬ 
cines have gone up. And they are 
increasing .still. As a result of that, 
there has been a shortage of medicines 
and drugs in the private hospitals in 
the country as well as in Government 
hospitals. The Government has not 
allotted funds to the Government hos¬ 
pitals, as a result of which some of 
the Government Hospitals had to be 
closed and many of the private hos¬ 
pitals are not admitting the patients 
because of the shortage of medicines. 


SHRI P. C. SETHI: As I have said 
previously, we have not taken too 
much time in taking decisions. These 
axe important recommendations and 
certainly, other ministries—important 
ministries are also concerned. We 
are consulting them. 


But, as far as pricing is concerned, 
the prices are stated to be controlled 
and I do not think there is any scarcity 
of drugs unless of course a deliberate 
scarcity is created and some black 
market prices are charged. It is then 
and then alone that there is a danger 
of the prices going up. Otherwise they 
are stated to be controlled. I would 
a|lsd like to add that as far as these 
drugs are concerned. 1 think they ate 
the cheapest which are produced in 
India.

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
(SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): (a) T«S, 
Sir. 

(b) Efforts are being made to com¬ 
mence production of crude oil from 
Bombay High by the end of the cur¬ 
rent financial year. 

(c) The first exploratory well is 
being drilled. Results will be known 
only after completing and testing the 
well. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister, 
whether the drilling operation is being 
carried on by the ONGC or whether 
any contract has been awarded to any 
foreign company? If so, I would Hke 
to know, the terms of the agreemmit? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: So far as 
the Bombay High is concerned, the 
exploration and the production pro¬ 
gramme is totally carried on by the 
Oil and Natural Gas Commission. Of 
course, we have to hire ships, drilling 
ships and other equipment, which we 
cannot produce today. But, as we have 
got the know-how, we are doing it 
ourselves. 

So far as the Bay of Bengal is con¬ 
cerned, we have entered into an agree¬ 
ment with an American firm. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN: I 
would like to know, what is the loca¬ 
tion in Bay of Bengal, where drilling 
Is being conducted? Secondly, there 
was some proposal and I think some 
survey was conducted in a place bet¬ 
ween the l^nds of Rameswaram and 
KachadeevU. I would like to know 
whether the Government is examining 
this also?: 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: The 
of Bengal basin is a different afeh

Member. In the Bay of iEteng^.: , tbe :, 
CARLSBiaiG Group, an Am^jfean ; 
Group, has entered Into a contnlotoiii;; 
arfOngKiwtit 
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Gas Commission and they are drilling 
their first well near the Orissa coast, 
which is about 80 miles from Para- 
deep. 

DR. RANEN SEN: is it a fact that 
near the Bay of Bengal shores, Gov¬ 
ernment is also contemplating to drill 
the area of Sunderbans? I would also 
like to know whether it is a fact that 
the Ministry of Petroleum has come 
into a sort of conflict with the Minis¬ 
try of Tourism who are opposed to 
drilling in Sunderbans because of this 
Tiger Project and all that? If so, 
what is the position in regard to 
drilling in Sunderbans and surround 
ing areas? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: The geo¬ 
logical prospects of the Sunderbans 
area are very interesting and we are 
examining it very closely. The Oil 
and Natural Gas Commission is asses- 
sinjg that the prospects of Bay of 
Bengal should be quite high if we carry 
on oil exploration. But, the hardware 
and software hazards of the Sunder¬ 
bans area are quite complicated not 
only because of the Tiger Project of 
the West Bengal Government but also 
because of the diffieulties like the 
marshy nature of the land and so on. 
We are examining as to how to get all 
this software and make other en¬ 
gineering arrangements by which we 
could start doing it. if we can procure 
it, which we are trying to get as soon 
as possible, then, the question of carry¬ 
ing away the lions or tigers that come 
there could be solved in consultation 
with the West Bengal Qoveztim»it. 


SHRI VA8ANT SATHE; Apart from 
Bombay High where they are likely 
to get about t«n million tonnes of 
crude in the near future, have the 
government found oil in the nearby 
area on the western coast? What are 
the prospects? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: Bombay 
High is an oil basin where explora¬ 
tion has progressed and is quite ad¬ 
vanced; we are now launching a pro¬ 
duction programme and we hope that 
by the end of March or April we shall 
start producing oil and bn.ig it ashore 
for refining at the Burmah Shell re¬ 
finery which is now being taken over. 
Apart from that there are areas in 
the northwest Bombay High and an¬ 
other structure on the western coast 
and also on the Saurashtra coast 
where the prospect of finding oil is 
quite bright. We have already started 
geophysical surveys and the first 
results are encouraging. In all we 
have got more than half a dozen struc- 
iures which are worth exploratory 
drilling and we hope that by the 
middle rtf next year we shall be know¬ 
ing more about the areas whether oil 
or gas both could be found. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: The hon. Minister aware that the 
Bay of Bengal is a common area: 
there is a common border with Bangla 
Desh on the shore. I should like to 
know whether any discussion had 
taken place with Bangla Desh Gov¬ 
ernment to explore offshore driUlag 
in the Bay of Bengal, smoothly and 
without any difficulty* 
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SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: Offshore 
dliUiog in our area is already going 
on. We had drilled « well upto 11,000 
feet, another 3.000 feet or 4,000 feet 
will be drilled in a month or so, then 
we shall see whether we have found 
oil or gas. so far as the boundary 
with Bangla Desh and other countries 
is concerned, in the normal process 
the Government of Bangla Desh or 
other countries always take care of 
theii^ boundaries and there should be 
no difficulty in demarcating it so far 
as 1 can see.

Sir, may I know, apart from the 
figures given by the Minister regard¬ 
ing the suspension, whether there are 
cases of dismissal also about which 
there was a categorical assurance 
given in this House by the Minister 
that all cases would be reviewed and 
those who had not committed crimes 
which came under Criminal Proce¬ 
dure would be taken back? Whether 
the Government is now reconsidering 
their order for dismissal including 
the suspension orders?

STATEMENT RE. ACCIDENT IN THE 
CHASNALLA COAL MINES NEAR 
DHANBAD 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRAJIT 
Yadav)j Sir, I rise with a very heavy 
heart and profound shock to inform 
the House nf the major accid^t which 
took place at Chasn|iUa Colliery of 
Indian Iron and Steel (Company 
liittited on. the 27th December, 1976. 


about 25 kilometres from Dhanbad 
Town. At about 1.35 b.m, on 27th 
December, 1975 a large volume td 
water from the old abandoned work¬ 
ings on the rise side suddenly appear¬ 
ed to have rushed into the deeper 
horizons of the Chasnalla Colliery 
trapping all the employees who were 
working at that time. According to 
the records there were 372 employees 
inside including three Mining Engi¬ 
neers and 17 member uf the Super¬ 
visory .staff- The flooding of the mine 
occurred with great severity and sud¬ 
denness leaving no chance for the 
workers to escape. The colliery 
Manager and the Safety Officer had 
inspected the workings and had eome 
out only a few minutes before the 
disaster. 

The report about this grim tragedy 
has shocked all of us and our hearts 
go out to our valient workers and 
their families. 

Messages of ssrmpathy have been 
received from all over the world. 

Immediately after the accident, the 
Vice Chairman of the Bharat Coking 
Coal Ltd. alongwith a team of senior 
officers, Director General of Mines 
Safety and his rescue team, the Dis¬ 
trict Officers of the Bihar Government 
and senior officers of the Indian iron 
and Steel Company Ltd. rushed to the 
site and started organising recovery, 
rescue and relief operations. Pumps 
available with the BCCL were rushed 
to expedite dewatering operations. 
Over 600 men and engineers have been 
working round the clock from the first 
day for installing and carrying out 
pumping operations. 

The total volume of water to be 
pumped nut from the mine is estimat¬ 
ed at about HO million gallons. The 
entire mine workings have been flood¬ 
ed and there are only 6 narrow open¬ 
ings linking these workings with tiie 
suifface. Pumping <^perations through 
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njtrrow and steep openings are extre¬ 
mely diificult both in terms of the 
number of pumps that can be installed 
and the speed with which pumping 
operations can be done. With the 
available indigenous pumps, a pump- 
ing capacity of 9 million gallons per 
day has since been eslablishcni. So 
fajr over 35 million gallons of v/aler 
has been pumped out. Five high 
capacity Soviet submersible pumps 
along with Soviet Elngineers are now 
at the site and these are being installed. 
This will increase the pumping capa- 
by six million gallons per day 
thereby taking ihe total installed 
capacity to 15 million gallons per day. 

A team of Polish F.ngineers has also 
reached the site and they are assisting 
in the pumping operations. 

We are deeply grateful to the Soviet 
Union and Poland for having prompt¬ 
ly airlifted not only the pumps imt 
also the technical personnel to the 
accident site without any loss of time. 
We are grateful to the help oUered 
■ by the United States of America which 
we could not make use of because of 
certain technical difficulties. We ai‘e 
also thankful to the generous offers 
of assistance received from other coun¬ 
tries like Federal Republic of Germany 
and the Commission of the European 
Economic Community. 

Soon after the news reached us, I 
aloDgwith my colleague the Labour 
Minister and senior officials of our 
Ministries rushed to Chasnalla. The 
Labour Minister and I have again 
visited the site last week. Senior offi¬ 
cials of the Central and State Govern¬ 
ments are now working round the 
clock to ensure speedy dewatering of 
the mine and providing relief to the 
affected families. Everything human¬ 
ly possible is being done to hasten the 
dewatering of the mine. While hopes 
of there being any survivors are very 
slender, we cannot forget the fact 
that in earlier mining accidents like 
the <me at Burradhemo in 1656, 11 

persons were rescued alive after 16 
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days. We are therefore giving the 
highest priority to rescue operations 
in the hope that we m-ay be able to 
save some precious P’ves. 

Government have since appointed 
Justice Ujjal Narain Sinha, letired 
Chief Justice of the Patna High Court, 
under Section 24 of the Mines Act, 
1952 to hold an inquiry into the causes 
of and circumstances attending this 
accident. He will be assisted by tech- 
nical and specialist assessors. 

This is Utie worst mining disaster in 
the country. It is a great national 
tragedy and our h<=‘si'lfelt sympathies 
are for the affected families. My 
colleague the Labour Mlnisier and 1 
have personally visited some of these 
families and we admire the remark¬ 
able fortitude and courage with which 
they have faced this calamity. The 
State Chief Minister and some of his 
Cabinet colleagues have also visited 
Chasnalla and supervised the relief 
operations. We are extremely grate¬ 
ful to the Slate authorities for their 
timely help. 

Immediately on reaching the acci¬ 
dent spot I announced ex~gratia pay¬ 
ment ol Rs. 1,000/- to each of the 
families of the affected workers. Be¬ 
sides this, the Government of Bihar 
also announced an ex-gratia payment 
of Rs. 500/- for each affected family, 
and from the Coal Mine Welfare Fund, 
Rs. 250/- per family, of the affected 
workers is being given. So far, a 
total amount of over Rs. 5 lakhs has 
been distributed as ex-gratia relief to 
290 affected families. I have also 
announced on the spot, that adequate 
employment would be provided to the 
dependents of these familie.s and that 
all workers, reporting for duty, would 
be provided with suitable jobs. 

The Government of Bihar are also 
extending additional facilities to the 
affected families in the shape of f»»- 
ther ex-gratia relief amounting to 
Rs, 4 lakhs at the rata of RS. 1^)00/- 
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per family, free housing sites 
some facilities for education and em¬ 
ployment. They have also set up a 
relief fund for collecting donations for 
providing long-term relief to the 
aftected families. 

The Prime Minister has donated 
Rs. 4 lakhs from ihe Piirne Minister's 
Relief Fund. Donations from various 
quarters are also coming in and it 
has been decided to pool these into a 
Fund, called Chasnala Emergency 
Rliilief Fund. A CJommittee under my 
Chairmanship consisting of the Union 
Minister of Labour, Governmont of 
India and Minister of Laoour, Govern¬ 
ment of Bihar and P^'csideni, l.N.T.U.C. 
has been constituted to administer 
thii^ Fund, work out a scheme of im¬ 
mediate and long-term benefit to the 
affected families, supervise and coor¬ 
dinate distribution of relief, intensify 
relief and other measures, including 
provision of employment to the depen¬ 
dents. The Ministry of Labour, Gov¬ 
ernment of India have also set up 3 
team consisting of various officers 
which is contacting each affected 
family to ascertain its needs and to 
provide it with immediate and long¬ 
term relief. Welfare Centres have 
also been opened at Chasnalla by 
IISCO for medical and other arsistance 
to the affected families. The Minis¬ 
tries of Railways and Ccmnuinicatton.s 
are also extending sneci-il facilities to 
the aftected families. 

The magnitude of the accident is 
such that it calls for rescue and relief 
operations on a scale. I would 

like to place on record the spontanety 
of response in providing help, coope¬ 
ration and assistance from the Gov¬ 
ernment of Bihar and various organi¬ 
sations like Bharat Coking Coal Limi¬ 
ted, the Directorate-General of Mines 
Safety, Coal India limited and the 
Indian Air Force. The workers at 
Chasnala and. the family members of 
the trapped workers have shown re¬ 
markable fortitude and courage, for, 
Without their help and cooperation, we 


would not have sufcceeded in mounting 
the rescue operation Oii the scale at 
which it is being done in the mines. 

1 would like respecTiully to repeat 
what the President said in his Address 
yesterday and to reiterate that Gov¬ 
ernment will spare no eilorts to miti¬ 
gate the sufferings of the affected 
families and to improve conditions of 
safety for workers. The Government 
fully shares the deep concern of the 
Members of this House for Ibis acci¬ 
dent and the tragedy that has befallen 
the workers at Chasnalla. I would 
appeal to them to I'car with us for 
the present, until the rescue opera¬ 
tions are completed and the Court of 
inquiry gives its findin,gs on the 
causes and circumstances attending 
this accident. 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (AliporeH

.statement made by the hon. Minister 
just now, which contained hardly any¬ 
thing which has not appeared m the 
papers already.

Sir, the Address, as usual, has out¬ 
lined the achievement.s of the Govern¬ 
ment both in the national and the 
international fronts in the year that 
we have left behind and also gives a 
broad indication of the programmes and 
policies that the Government wishes to 
pursue in the current year and this 
debate affords us an opportunity to 
review the happenings both in the 
political, economic and the international 
fronts in the last year and also give us 
a scope to discuss. 

MR. SPEAKER: Order Please I 
think the lime for the mover is 20 
minutes. I would request hon. Mem¬ 
bers to confine to this time. Well, the 
Business Advisory Committee is meet¬ 
ing this afternoon and the final time- 
limTt, We will decide. But in order to 
regulate the debates, 1 fix the time 
limit as 20 minutes for the mover. 

SHRl SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
(Howrah): But unless time is fixed, 
how can we know how much time wc 
will be given.

MR SPEAKER: Now, I am dealing

SHRl SAMAR MUKHERIEE; Since 
you will call me after the mover of the 
motion I must be told how much time 
I will get. 

SHRl DINESH CHANDRA GO¬ 
SWAMI : I was saying that the Address 
has outlined the achievements of the 
Government both in the national and 
the international fronts in the year that 
we have left behind and also gives a 
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broad indication of the programmes 
and policies that the Government 
wishes to pursue in the current year 
and this debate affords us an opportu¬ 
nity to review the situation of the 
country in the last year and also pro • 
vide us the opportunity to discuss and 
debate the steps that^ the House might 
be called upon to lake in the current 
session or the sessions to follow foe the 
betterment of the nation. 

The year that we have left behind 
stands out as a political watershed 
with events of momentous importance 
both at home and abroad. During the 
year the events in the domestic front 
moved rapidly, swinging like a pendu¬ 
lum. When we assembled for the last 
Budget Session, there was an atmos¬ 
phere of pessimism, an atmosphere of 
hesitancy in this country, which have 
seem, has give way, towards the end 
of the year, to an atmosphere of opti. 
mism, an atmosphere of determination. 

An atmosphere of dispair, an atmos¬ 
phere here of indiscipline had permeat¬ 
ed in the whole country. But today, 
we see an atmosphere of hope and 
discipline. The atmosphere of tension 
which prevailed in this country has 
been substituted by an atmosphere of 
orderliness. 

On the international front however, 
in spite of many promising and wel¬ 
coming developments uuforlunclely. 
the situation in the Indian sub-conti¬ 
nent makes a slightly grim reading. 

Coming to the political front jirist, 

I do not think it i.*! necessary no iis- 
cuss in detail the deveUipment.? of this 
country in the la.st few months be¬ 
cause these things have been discus¬ 
sed at various platforms in detail and 
even the House has discus,sed Ibein 
many limes. We have seen that the 
frustrated politicians who were ex¬ 
perts in the politics of manipulation 
applied various twists and turns, tac¬ 
tics and strategems culminating in the 
so-called 'total revolution with the sole 
object of disrupting .the democratic 
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foundations of this country and stal¬ 
ling it economic progress. In a clemo- 
crary, nobody can object to the legiti¬ 
mate efforts of tne Opposition to ex¬ 
ploit the weaknesses of the Govem- 
' ment in order to come to power. No¬ 
body can deny that right to the Oppo- 
sition. But what happened in our 
country during the Inst year, or in the 
last couple of years, had no parallel 
in the whole hi .story of democratic 
Government of any country. The Op¬ 
position, insignificant as it was in the 
total context of the political situation 
of this country, in the name of the 
people, indulged in all sorts of anti- 
people and anti-'iemocratie methods in 
order to topple a popularly elected 
Government at the Centra as well as 
popularly elected Governments in the 
States. A campaign of character 
assassination was launched through¬ 
out the country. This House also had 
to witness times without number how 
instead of discussing important econo¬ 
mic and political matters, we simply 
spent hours on irrational issues and on 
false and malicious allegations and 
counter allegations. 

A call was given to the police and 
to the army to disobey the order <of 
lawfully constituted Government. 
Attempts were made to paralyse the 
entire economy the production and 
distributive mechinery by giving 
calls of strikes ."ind hartals in facto¬ 
ries to affect production as w^U as 
strikes in railway.s and airlines also 
to affect distribution. 

Not being content with all these 
things, we saw that an atmosphere of 
violence was created in this country. 
The voters were intimated; the candi¬ 
dates were intlmidateil, I lack-mailed, 
assaulted and, ulimately, political 
personalities were killed. The late Mr. 
Lalit Narain Mishra who happened to 
occupy an important position in the 
political life of this country became 
the first victim of the fascist forces in 
our country. Only two days back, we 
observed his first de.ath anniversary. 1 
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take this opportunily to pay cur res- 
peettul homage to the departed soul 
whose name will undoubtedly live 
throughout the political life of this 
country as the first victim of the fas¬ 
cist forces. 

The grimness of the situation can 
be gauged if we look only to the happen¬ 
ings in Gujarat alone. My friends 
Coming from Gujarat will describe the 
events. In the first phase of Gujurat 
agitation, innocent people were killed, 
maimed and injured, 95 persons v/ere 
killed and 933 were injured. There 
were 896 cases of lootings and arson, 
properly worth not less than Rs. 
crores was destroyed. 

SHRl F. G. MAVALANKAR (.'ihme- 
dabad): -When was it? 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAWfl: Attempts were made, unfortu¬ 
nately, on the life of none other than 
the Chief Justice of the country. 
These were not isolated incidents. AU 
these efforts were part of u grand 
•design with a purpose behind it. All 
these attempts wen made to idall the 
progress of socialism and progressive 
ideals of this country. 

All this also formed a part of the 
historical pattern. If we look back to 
the events of this couniry, we find, 
that immediately after Independence 
because of the poUlical turmoil, be¬ 
cause of some amount of confusion on 
the political scene, the country could 
not lay down a ciear-cut a economic 
pcdicy. The result was that in spite of 
the fact that the country progressed 
in various directions, in spite cf the 
fact what the country which was to 
imx>ort even a sewing needle was able 
to create a strong industrial base, a 
wide gap between the rich and the 
poor began to develop. The vested 
interests and reactionary forces snd 
the rich classes look advantage of this 
situation and tlf^y thought that be¬ 
cause of this political atmosphere 
through P«:liam«atsry machinsarj' they 
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will.be able to continue to enjoy the 
illegally created or illegally begotten 
rights and privileges. The result was 
that the discontentment of the people 
grew. But for the first time in 1969 
or around that lime. Ppime Munster 
Indira GUndhi gave a new orientation 
to the entire political life of this 
country when she said that, in our 
scheme of things, change must take 
place and the change was that, in our 
scheme of things, we must be paptial 
to the vulnerable sections of society. 
She said in clear and categorical terms 
that, so far as our policies are con¬ 
cerned, the first preference must go to 
the vulnerable sections of society, to 
persons below the poverty line or on 
the fringe of it—the moment it was 
said—the vested interests and reac- 
tionery forces realised that this ap¬ 
proach, if pursued with vigour will 
lead to consequences which will 
mean the end of powers and privileges 
that they had illegally en¬ 
joyed so far. As soon as 
this new orientation waS given, we 
saw a new phenomenon in political 
life—a hate campaign against oul 
Prime Minister Smt. Indira Gandhi. 
But, still, the reactionary forces and 
vested interests thought that as they 
had abundunt resources and the sup¬ 
port of many politicians who counted 
in the Indian political .sphere at that 
time, but subsequently proved only 
as leaders of clay, they would be able 
to wrest power in the 1971 election, 
and that led to the grand alliance—a 
grand alliance of so-called leaders of 
the Congress (O), the fanatic cadre 
of the Jana Sangh, the resources of 
the swatantra and the trouble-makers 
of the Socialist Party. But ail these 
failed to realise one thing—and that 
is—^that the Indian people, however 
uneducated they may be so far as 
school and college education is con¬ 
cerned and however poor they may 
be, they have got tremendous political 
insight and they have got intuitive 
knowledge of what is right and what 
is for the common good; and, (the peo¬ 
ple gave amide demonstration of thes^ 
qualities when to spite of the grai4 
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design ot tte ,’graftti alliance, these 
lorces were thrown into the dust bin 
oi history. ' » ' 

But it is not that simply because 
the people rejected, them totally, .they 
would remain silent. It is loo much 
to expect they would surrender 
their resources or acquisition in 
such a way. Therefore, they waited 
for an opportunity. 1971 did not 
allordithem any. In 1972, in which 
again the Prime Minister showed her 
tremendous courage, determination gf’d 
capacity during tne Bangladesh crisis, 
they did not get an- opportunity. But 
1973 provided them an opportunity 
because of certain happenings in the 
international woidd. There was a 
mounting inflationary trend and since 
on many occasions the cause leading to 
this inflation had been discussed in 
this House, I do not want to go into 
that.' Because of the inflationary tread 
as prices* s 1 ;arted rising, these forces 
thought that this was the opnorlumiy 
to strike and they made a three-prong¬ 
ed* attack. Firstly, they tried to ex¬ 
ploit this inflationary trend for their 
l?eneat, and tried to amass more and 
mere wealth by hoarding, by black¬ 
marketing and so on and so forth. 
Secondly they tried to create political 
Instability with the sole objecti^^e that 
it may lead to further economic insta¬ 
bility and further price rise so that 
the peoples’ misery may increase. 
Thirdly, in the economic front, instead 
ef helping the Government, they tried 
to paralise economy and the distribu¬ 
tion machinery. 1 have s;n'3, Sir, 
statistics will prove about the man- 
days that we lost during that period 
through strikes in the production 
field. There were attempted strikes 
in the vital links of distribution—that 
is, the airlines and the railways, I 
do not for a moment say that the 
conditions of the railway-men are ex¬ 
tremely hajipy but we know that these 
forces of the grand alliance who took 
a leading part ii; the railway strike 
did not do so in order to Improve the 
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conations of the railway-men; ^ they 
did ’it with an ulterior motive, Which 
become^ apparent if we Ihok at some 
Of the statements of George Fernandes. 
I cannot refrain from,quoting what he 
said while addressing the railway 
workers in October 1973. 

He said: 

“that railwaynien should not be a 
sleeping giant now but should 
organize theniselve? into one 
indivisible unit and if they 
succeed in this, they can 
change the whole history of 
India and bring down Indira 
Gandlii Government at any 
time by paralysing the railway 
transport to a dead stop.” 

Again, on March 29, 1974, Mr. 

George Fernandes repeated: 

‘■Realise the strength which you 
poss^ Seven days’ strike of 
the Indian Railways—every 
thermal station in the country 
would close down. A ten 
days’ strike of the Indian* 
Railways—every steel mill in 
India would close down, and 
the industries in the country 
will come to a halt for the 
next 12 months. If once the 
steel miU furnace is switched 
off, it takes nine months to 
re.fire, 15 days’ strike in 
the Indian Railways—the 
country will starve.” 

These statements prove that the 
purpose was not to benefit of the 
workers hut create a situation in 
which they could go to the people 
and say that, for this misery, 
the ruling Party and its lea¬ 
der, the Prime Minister weije 
ponsible and, therefore, they should 
be thrown out. What happened was, 
the political instability led tq econo¬ 
mic instability, and the economic ins¬ 
tability again gave an opportunity to 
these forces to create further political 
instability. Thus, a vicious circle 
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was created end that went oh. ^Al^ 
effort was made, in such circumstances 
to create a-situation ot anarchy, and. 
no Government worth its name can 
remain a silent spectator to it. The 
Prime Minister, Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi, once more acted with deter¬ 
mination and courage, and she has 
proved once more that she knows the 
pulses of the Indian people better than 
any one else. This has been amply 
demonstrated by the results of the 
Emergency. We have seen that,- for 
the first time in many year.s, a sense 
of negativism has given place to a 
sense of optimism and positive ap¬ 
proach; for the first time in the last 
. few years, the tension which pervaded 
the society has given way to orderli¬ 
ness; for the fir.st time in the last 
couple of years, a sense of discipline 
has gripped this country; for the first 
time, we have seen educational insti¬ 
tutions functioning properly, trains 
moving in time, goodSt coming to the 
markets instead of finding place in 
inaccessible godowns ot the hoarders, 
respect for law and authority 
becoming manifest; and a sense of 
security to the common man has be¬ 
come the call of the day. To sum up. 
a new sense of stability, orderliness 
and positive direction has come on 
the political front. 

In this context, I welcome the deci¬ 
sion of the Government to ban the 
communal parties which tried to 
create a cleavage between different 
sections of the people. But there are 
underground activities which are going 
o'n, and the Government and the peo¬ 
ple shall have to keep a vigilant eye. 

Before I come .to the economic front. 

I would like to coogratuLite the peo¬ 
ple of Sikkim for the realisation of 
their democratic aspirations. 1 take 
this opportunity, on behalf of the 
Menibers, to welcome once more the 
Sikkim friend amongst us. 

When we met during the last Budget 
Session, a wiffe-spre^d apprehension 
was clearly visible in the minds of

Members of both sides of the House 
whether Government would be able 
to tackle the ^onomic problems v,hich 
were gripping this ,country. Accord- 
'Ing to the official statistics, the rate of 
inilation was as high as 31 per cent, 
and- the anli-social elements, the 
hoarders and others, tried to take full 
advantage of it, but the Emergency 
again has put an tnd, to a great 
extent, to the economic indiscipline 
and has brought about effective reme¬ 
dial actions. The latest available 
whole" sale price index for the week 
ending 29th December, 197 ,') shows 
that the general .price level has de¬ 
clined by 4.6 per'cent as compared to 
the pre-Emergency week; the retail 
prices dropped substantially from 10 
to 40 per cent in the case of food- 
grains like rice, wheat, millet and 
other grains. 

There is a saying: ‘Fortune lavoura 
the brave’ and the natural forces have 
favoured the courageoifs act of the 
Prime Minister because we see that 
we have got a good monsoon, and the 
production of foodgrains in this 
country in 1975-76 is expected to reach 
a new peak of 140 million tonnes. 
There have been significant increases 
in the production of critical inputs 
like power, coal, iron and stfeel. It is 
heartening to see the statistics; during 
April-October, 1975, the production of 
coal went up by 11.6 per cent, salable 
steel by 16-4 per cent, aluminium by 
31.2 per cent, nitrogenous ferlilisets 
by 29.9 per cent, cement by 15.3 per 
cent as compared to April-October 
1974; and it is expected that a reason¬ 
able growth rate will be maintained 
throughout this year. 

We compliment the Government for 
the extreme success the Government 
has achieved in the voluntary disclo¬ 
sure scheme. During the last three 
attempts, only about Rs. 267 crores 
were realised, but the declaration 
this year, on the present occasion, has 
exceeded Rs. 1450 crores. I am si^ 
it would not have been possible iut 
for the stringent measures the Gov**, 
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SWAilil] 

ornment took like the MISA and other 
things. But it is also important that 
Government should very seriously 
ponder as to how is it that in spile 
of the income-tax laws and the en¬ 
forcement machinery there can be 
such a large sum of black money 
flourishing in the country because 
what has come out is only the peak 
of the ice-berg and a much larger per 
centage still remains underneath. The 
Government should very seriously 
consider about it. 

In the international front there have 
been many welcome developments. The 
forces of imperialism and colonialism 
have again suffered defeats and sta¬ 
bility to a certain extent has return¬ 
ed to Indo-China. The five centuries- 
old Portuguese colonialism has come 
to an end and we have seen in Novem¬ 
ber last Angola—the biggest amongst 
the Portuguese colonies becoming a 
free country. 

But, unfortunately, in our sub¬ 
continent, efforts have been made to 
create an atmosphere cf instability 
and we should remain ever vigilant 
about it. The President yesterday in 
his Address has clearly restated our 
policy so far as the happenings in 
Bangladesh are concerned, that we 
view them as internal matter of 
Bangladesh but we know that in the 
country, in Bangladesh and other 
areas, international forces who want 
to create an atmosphere of instability 
in this region are playing all sorts of 
havoc and the House and the entire 
country shall nesassaiily have to re¬ 
main vigilant about it. 

Coming to the task that we have 
before us, as my time is short, i will 
only deal with some salient features. 
The House, in the near future, will 
undoubtedly be caUfed upon to decide 
some very important and fundamental 
economic and constitutional questions. 
I. am happy that the Prime Minister 
has given a call fbr a national debate 
on the Constitutlbn itself and the 
Congress Party has passed Its resolu¬ 
tion that ‘the time has coiiie for a 


thorough re-examination of the Consti¬ 
tution to ascertain whether it needs 
adequate* alterations so that it may 
continue as a living document effec¬ 
tively responding to the current needs 
of the people and the demands of the 
present.’ I have no doubt that the 
consensus of the national oebate Will 
be that in many matters the Consti¬ 
tution needs a close review. The 
House shall have to take a decision 
in the near future as to whether the 
right to property shall ren.am a funda¬ 
mental right within the frame-work 
of the C’on.stitution itself. The House 
shall also have to take a decision on 
whether a Constitution, a right-orient¬ 
ed constitution like the one that we 
have given to ourselves, ta.n slarid the 
strains and stresses of a developing 
country like ours with so much of 
complexities and diversities and 
various international pressures and 
forces. If we look to our Constitu¬ 
tion, w'e find that every time it speaks 
of rights and rights alone Rights are 
granted under the Fundamental Rights 
Chapter and the rights are guaranteed 
to an employee under Article and 
the only time when it speaks of duty 
is the Directive Principles where it 
says about the duties of the State. 
But has not the individual citizen, has 
not a man in this country any duty 
to perform to the State? When an 
employee gets a right under Art 311, 
has lie not a corresponding duty? I 
am happy that the President has made 
a reference to it when he has said 
that the methods of evaluation of per¬ 
formance will have to be changed ^ 
order to make the administration at 
every level result-oriented and ac¬ 
countable. 

Also I think the time has come for 
us to lay down in clear terms in the 
Constitution itself our economic phi¬ 
losophy. Unfortunately, the word so¬ 
cialism’ till even to-day does not find 
a place in the Constitution. I wMif 
through the Debates of the Constitu¬ 
ent Assembly and I found that Mem¬ 
bers like Dr. Ambedkar wanted that 
the Constitutiem should lay down in 
clear terms that socialism would, he 
our economic philosophy. Bui 
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like Shri Alladi Krishnaswaniy Ayyar 
said that because the Constituent As¬ 
sembly had not been given a clear 
mandate by the people about the eco¬ 
nomic policy to pursue, it would be 
wrong on their part to lay down a 
clear economic poUcy. Eut the situa¬ 
tion has changed after 1J71 when a 
clear mandate has been given by the 
people and 1 think we should now 
incorporate that very clear mandate in 
the Constitution itself. 

Also We cannot forget that the time 
has come to evolve a national poncy 
on wages, prices and incoriie.s. 1 am 
sure in the near future the House will 
be called upon to discuss and ponder 
whether the time has not come lor 
providing every man in thg country 
free education, free healih facilities, 
free legal facilities and a right to 
work and employment. Again one 
more thing the House shall have to 
consider and that is whefner the types 
of rules and regulations by which we 
have tried to guide and regulate the 
business of the House so long can 
stand the stresses and strains of a 
modern, complex a’^d developing 
country like India. Even in the United 
Kingdom they have found that to-day 
the House of Commons has not been 
able to respond to the enormity of the 
growing task of the administration 
and in a country like India where the 
work of the Government embraces 
many spheres is it under the present 
type of working. The House shall 
have to decide some of the basic ques¬ 
tions and 1 think our task in this 
House should be that instead of quar¬ 
relling over petty things and spending 
time on technic^ties we should pro¬ 
ceed with the clear objective of ser¬ 
vice to the people and about what this 
service means, we should have a clear. 
idea. So far hs this is conceroed. I 
vriU end by quoting our great leader, 
Jawaharlal Nehru. 


He said: 

“The service u£ India means the 
service of the millions who 
suffer. It means the ending 
of poverty and ignorance aftd 
inequality. The ambition of 
greatest man of our genera¬ 
tion has been to wipe out 
every tear from every eye. 
That may be beyond us, but 
as long as there are tears 
and sufTeriiig so long our work 
w’ill not be over.” 

With that determination the House 
should continue in it work in the near 
future. 

With these words, I commend the 
motion for unanious acceptance and 
without any amendment.

Diffidence and apathy have given 
place to confidence that we can 
face our problems successfully if 
we are disciplined and united....” 

This is not true; it is travesty of 
truth. I want to prove what I say 
with facts. 

During the last session of Parlia¬ 
ment our partj' leader, comrade. A 
K. Gopalan had voiced our opposition 
to the imposition of the state of 
emergency and he had pointed out 
thnt it was intended to suppress all 
democratic and trade union rights 
which had become absolutely neces¬ 
sary for the Government in its 
attempt to solve the economic crisis 
which was the inevitable result of 
the Government’s policies of throwing 
more burdens on the workers an<l 
the common people and protecting the 
monopolists, both Indian' and foreign, 
and other vested interests. Our party 
gave a warning in writing and pointed 
out that unless the polcies persued by 
the Government were changed, the 
crisis was bound to precipitate further. 
We made alternative proposals which 
were of course rejected and our 
worst fears came true, Hiere is 
virtually a plan holiday. The mount¬ 
ing struggle that had taken place in 
the years 1973 and 1974 were objective¬ 
ly stated, directed against those lioli- 
cies. They could have avoided it if 
there were basic changes in the policies 
but the Government was po| pirepaffd 
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to do so and hence suppression of 
democratic rights had been restored to 
in a manner that vvas not clone even 
during the British rule. The declara¬ 
tion of emergency and the events that 
had happened since the last session 
and the measures that the GtAcrn- 
ment had taken during those months 
have confirmed what we have said. 
Sir, there have been more arrests 
of the Members of Parliament since 
last session. Mr. Mohan Dharia has 
been arrested, Mr. Jagannathrao Joshi 
has been arrested. Even the M.L.C. 
who came from Karnmaka to attend 
the Conference of the Inter-Parlia¬ 
mentary Commonwealth Association, 
has been detained under MISA because 
he led one walk-out during the Con- 
frenece. This is how democracy is 
being defended by the Government 
under the pretext of emergency^ 

The executive can do what it likes 
and the citizen has no remedy. The 
Attorney General’s arguments in the 
Supreme Court on behalf of the Gov¬ 
ernment bring out in the most vivid 
manner the absolute nature of the 
authoritarianism that the Government 
has clothed itself with. He made the 
blatant statement that if a citizen is 
shot dead by a District Magistrate out 
of private grudge, even then the 
aggrieved party cannot approach the 
court. And one can be detained with¬ 
out trial, and need not be given the 
grounds of his detention. Even the 
Courts are not entitled to know the 
grounds. 

Freedom of expression has been 
totally obliterated. In Congres.s 
governed States, no public meetings 
can be held by opposition parties, mass 
organisations like trade unions, kisan 
sabhas, etc. Even lawyers cannot hold 
a private meeting to have a discussion 
on the question of “Civil liberties and 
the Rule of Law**. Twenty-two 
ordinances havtf been promulgated 
by the government since the last 
Session and this Session will be used 
to rubb«T-stamp them. 


The Press, under a brutal censor¬ 
ship, cannot publish any criticism of 
the Government and the Ruling Party, 
The horrible nature of this censorship 
has been brought out most glaringly 
by the censor disallowing publication 
of judgements of High Court adverse 
to the Government. While the censor 
disallowed publication of the speeches 
of MPs. and allowed publication of 
Ministers’ speeches iu Parliament, in 
Tamil Nadu where a non-Congress 
Government is in office, the speeches 
of members criticising the Govern¬ 
ment in a debate on a no-confidence 
motion were given full publicity. But 
the speech of the Chief Minister 
replying to the criticism.-- was prevent, 
ed from publication in the Press. 

And now the Government has come 
out with a set of new ordinances. It 
has made the publication of any 
matter which the Government consi¬ 
ders might create disaffection against 
the Government a punishable offence^ 
The District Magistrate can even con¬ 
fiscate the Press. An appeal against 
that officer’s order can be made only 
to the Government, And only after 
that the Party can appeal to the High 
Court. Any sharp criticism of Gov¬ 
ernment policies will certainly not 
endear it to the people and hence the 
Government would consider it an 
inciting disaffection. Even the 
Weekly, Blitz, a consistent supporter 
of the Government had to write 
through a commentator ”.. this set 
of (Press) laws makes the position of 
those of us who have been consistent 
supporters of the Prime Minister’s 
policies since 1969 right through the 
Emergency very embarrassing. When 
we face the next, critic we are bound 
to feel shame-faced and are forced to 
stay silent,—GUILTY SILENCE.” 

Then, where is the democracy for 
the defence of which the Emergency 
was supposed to have been imposed? 

The working class aiw^ other work¬ 
ing people have been the wor^ viO' 
t:ms. The employer <an rttiort 
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aure, retrenchment, increase in work¬ 
load, resort to wage-cut. But the 
workers cannot even protest, let alone 
strike. Many employers have during 
the last six months resorted to all 
these and tens of thottsands of workers 
have been affected. The workers can¬ 
not fight back this wanlon attack on 
their standard of living. If they dare 
to do so, the MISA and DIR are there 
ID take care of the interests of the 
employers and to beat down the 
workers. 

Similar has been the fate of the 
employees in Banks, LIC, Commercial 
establishments, public undertakings 
and State and Cen’ral Government 
services. The rate of dearness allow¬ 
ance is being systematically reduced 
under one pretext or the other. Over¬ 
time work without any payment is 
being extracted. Regimentation in 
working conditions is being imposed 
Arbitrary dismissals are being resort¬ 
ed to. but if the employees dare t(' 
protest, they are threatened with 
action under MISA or DIR. An for 
the peasantry, the prices of com- 
cercia; crops like cotton, jute. etc:, 
have tumbled but the prices of article* 
manufactured out of them Rave not 
come down. In many parts even 
paddy prices have gone down much 
below the Government’s own procure¬ 
ment price, birt th; Government do 
not come to thc’r rescu? by purchas¬ 
ing them at support prices. On the 
top of this, taxation nnd other levies 
on the peer and middle peasants have 
been enhanced. 

The Prime Minister day in and day 
out exhorts the workers to increase 
production as the salvation for the 
esuntry’s ills, but the stark reality is. 
V'hat has been produced cannot be 
sold. The factories are closed or the 
''workers are laid off. I will give a 
fow facts about the recession; 

“105 mini steel plants in the coun¬ 
try are closed, but even so, the In¬ 
tegrated steel plants are saddled 
with a million tonnes of steel. The 
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, stockpile of aluminium is about 
24,000 tonnes. The automobile in¬ 
dustry is now working at barely 
half the capacity and there is a glut 
of tyres in the market. The paper 
Industry is now saddled with unpre¬ 
cedented stocks. The wagon buil¬ 
ders, machine tool plants and public 
enterprises like Integral Coach 
Factory and Diesel Locomotive 
Works are receiving few new orders 
and many units have been forced to 
halve their production. There is an 
emerging glut of cement and coal 
with the authorities who have been 
forced to cut down production to 
clear their stocks.” 

Tliis is from the Times of India dated 
i:ilh December, 1975. This is not the 
full picture. Cotton textile mills and 
many other consumer goods industries 
have laid off workers by the tens of 
thousands. The same is the fate cf 
most cf the industries producing goods 
oi mass consumption. 

Small-scale industries are in 
doldrums. Traditional industries like 
coir, hand loom etc. are facing ruina- 
ti m. 

This is the state to which the Gov¬ 
ernment has reduced the country’;-* 
economy. E\'en the capacity created. 
Itttlo as it is, cannot be utilised 
because the common people have 
drastically lo.sl their purchasing power 
The per capita annual consumption of 
cloth has fallen from the meagre 16 
metres a decade ago to 12 mctre.s. 

The way out which the Government 
has chosen is to find export markets. 
People of the country need not get 
more cloth, but export the cloth pro¬ 
duced! And when exports cannot be 
had because of stiff competition, sub¬ 
sidise them from people’s money 
collected by way of taxation. 

As for fresh investments, despite 
exhortation, they do not come about 
because of this recession. Hence who 
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the giant U.S.—dominated multL 
national corporations to invest in 
collaboration with Indian monopolists, 
produce and export the products. The 
bait is that Indian labour is cheapest 
working class resistance will be 
crushed and hence profits are highest 
in India for the foreign investor. This 
was openly stated by the leader of the 
Indian delegation of capitalists, Mr. 
Raunaq Singh in the US. This is 
the policy behind the emergency! 

As to how the enicrgsncy has 
brought about a new confidence, I 
would refer to some recent comments 
by one of the top leaders of the party 
which is now giving full-throated 
support to the emergency and 20-point 
programme, Mr. Rajeswar Rao, the 
General Secretary of the C.P.I very 
recently he had an interview with the 
Blitz. The Correspondent asked him 
the question—“When the national 
emergency was proclaimed and the 
20-Point Programme announced 
yours was almost the only party that 
gave wholehearted support to the 
Government. Much has happened since 
June, and it is common knowledge 
that the 20-Point Programme has still 
not got very much off the ground. 
How does the CPI react to this and 
what does it propose to do?” Answer: 
"It is true that the 20-point Programme 
is being implemented tardily in the 
rural areas. In the industrial sector 
it is implemented sometimes in the 
reverse direction”. So, this is the 
six-month experience of the General 
Secretary of the Party which gives full 
throated support to this emergency 
and the 20-Point Programme But I 
am sorry to say that uptill now the 
real thing has not been clear to the 
CPI friends. He has commented that 
it has been implemented in the re¬ 
verse direction. No the diresct'on is 
not reversed. This js the natural direc- > 
tion towards whfeh the policies of the 
Government are going. This is the 
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direction for which emergency has 
been clamped and total attack on 
democratic forces has started. 

I will give you some idea regarding 
the implementation of the 20-Point 
Programme. Mr. Rajeshwar Rao says: 
“But the most important item of land 
reform aAd enforcement of celling 
lows are being implemented very tar¬ 
dily. There is great resistance from 
the landlords to the implementation of 
the land ceiling laws. According to 
Government figures, the surplus area 
declared is only 2,35,000 acres. The 
area taken possession pt is 1,60,000 
acres. Of this, only 59,000 acres have 
been actually distributed to over 
35,000 beneficiaries. The lessen is 
clear” Then, see, how the 20-Point 
Programme is being implemented and, 
how after six months of experience 
are these comments are now coming? 


The point is, which he has mention¬ 
ed. that the resistance comes from the 
landlords to the implementation of the 
land ceiling laws. But who are these 
landlords? They are the main base of 
the Congress in the villages. They 
control Congress Committees, they 
control Congress Ministries and their 
influence is upto the top. It is not my 
argument but this is what is stated by 
Shri Rajeshwar Rao a few days back 
to the Blitz. 


The President in his speech men¬ 
tioned: “Industrial licensing policies 
and jjrocedures have been under re¬ 
view. Controls which are no longer 
relevant will be removed to increase 
production in priority areag and widen 
the entrepreneurial base, consistent 
with the objective of curbing the 
concentration of economic power”. For 
the industrialists, for the multi-nation, 
■al corporations and for big mo¬ 
nopolists, no controls, abolition of 
controls and for the workers disci¬ 
pline, double work-loadingj triple 
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loadings throw them out from the fac¬ 
tories, lock-outs, closures—all in the 
name of discipline and production. All 
the facilities and rights which have 
been acquired by the workers through 
-long consistent struggles and even 
tlie elementary trade union rights 
have been taken away. Discipline for 
working class, employees and the 
common-man and for the exploiters 
.xm controls, total liberalisation about 
licences, free hand. 

Gone ate the days when the Gov¬ 
ernment thundered that it will out 
am end to foreign aid and be self-re¬ 
liant. The Fifth Plan postulated 
.zero nett aid at the end of the Plan. 
Blit such are the compulsions of the 
path of development that the Govern¬ 
ment chosen, that the nett inflow 
of foreign aid jumped from Rs. 254 
crores in 1973 to about Rs. 900 crores 
in 1974-76; and for the current year, 
it will be over Rs. 1,000 crores. The 
World Bank study has recommended 
that gross aid to India should rise from 
2,352 million dollars in 1975-76 to 
'3,527 million dollars in 1980 and 5,425 
million dollars in 1985. What more 
proof is necessary to prove that the 
economy is being run for Ihe profits of 
the monopolists and their foreign col¬ 
laborators? 

To hide these ugly facts, the Gov¬ 
ernment produced the 20-Point Prog¬ 
ramme. It is significant that the Prime 
Minister who thundered against the 
monopolists during the 1971 elections, 
not only had nothing to say against 
them in the 20-Point Programme, but 
the day after the imposition of the 
Emergency, in special broadcast assur¬ 
ed them that there would be no more 
nationalization. And some of the 
points in this Programme such as the 
liberalization of licensing process are 
intended to help them. 

What are the other points in the 
Programme? Repetition of commit¬ 
ment to implement some of the Land 
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Reforms Acts enacted long ago,- house 
sites for the landless labourers, debt 
relief, abolition of bppded labour etc. 
The queston is who or what prevented 
the Govenunent ftomi implementing 
these measures all these years? The 
Task Force of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion itself has stated that it was the 
lack of political will on the part of 
the Government and the ruling party 
that was responsible for this. And 
will the imposition of Emergency give 
them that political wiU? The UF 
Government of West Bengal within a 
few months distributed 4 lakh acres of 
surplus land because it had the poli¬ 
tical will, a fact which was again ack¬ 
nowledged by the Task Force of the 
Planning Commission. 

I will again quote ‘Blitz’ from its 
issue of the 20th December, 1975. In 
the front-page head-line it says: 

“Land ‘Daan’ a Ibig flop”. This is how 
the 20-Point Programme is implement¬ 
ed. ‘Blitz’ refers to a survey just 
before the Chandigarh Congress meet¬ 
ing, by a committee. It says: 

“According to the survey prepared 
on the eve of the Congress session, 
the surplus land so far bestowed on 
the landless is a measly 1,36,637 
acres all over India” 

This is how the 20-Point Program¬ 
me is being implemented. 

The paper says: 

“The record of distribution is still 
worse, with only 1,36,637 acres hav¬ 
ing been passed on to the beneficia¬ 
ries.” 

But according to a PTI report from 
Lucknow: 

“A Parliamentary Committee of 
Scheduled Castes and Tribes reveals 
that l^bd among them has been al¬ 
lotted on paper-they have not., 

been given physical possession of. 
the land allotted to them,” (Tlmea 
of India, Decemb^ 22, 1975). , 
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The same committe has also found 
that many leading Congressmen, in> 
eluding Ministers, held hundreds and 
thousands of acres above the ceiling 
in benami names. 

As for abolition of debts^ the ab¬ 
sence of alternative arrangements for 
cheap credit, the poor peasants and 
landless are again at the mercy of the 
same money-lenders who charge still 
more exorbitant rates of interest. 

As for abolition of bonded labour, the 
increasing army of unemployed in the 
countryside makes a mockery of the 

law. 

Time does not permit me to deal 
with other points of the programme. 

Contrast all this with the big con¬ 
cessions made to the big business du¬ 
ring this very period. A minimum of 
Rs. 250 crores have been given to them 
by the Bonus Ordinance. The Prime 
Minister asks: “Is there any country 
where there is a system of bonus?” 

We can put a counter question to her: 

“Is there any country in the world 
where the wages are so low?” And is 
not that the very plea advanced to 
the foreign monopoilsis to invest in 
India? 

Assurance of no nationalisation, 
legalisation of unlicensed capacity, 
permission to the monopoly houses 
to enter the consumer industries, 
relief in taxation, scrapping of 
export duties, unlimited expan¬ 
sion to foreign and Indian 
monopoly houses in 30 other indus¬ 
tries, increase in price of cement, alu- 
minimum, standard cloth etc., scrapp¬ 
ing of compulsion to produce standard 
cloth to many mills, no levy in the case 
of new sugar mills, freezing the ca.«es 
against the Birlas etc.—this is an in¬ 
complete list of concessions given to 
them. Is there any wonder why the 
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entire monopolists support with one* 
voice the emergency? They have never 
had it so good before. 

The ruling party thimders against 
fascism. We have been warning that 
the growth of monopolies and their 
collaboration with foreign monopolists 
is the breeding ground for the growth, 
of reaction and fascism. Who but this 
Government has helped the growth of 
the monopoly houses and encouraged! 
ccllaboration? 

The grow'th of fascism, we know* 
from historical experience, is preced¬ 
ed by a series of steps attacking the 
democratic rights of the working peo¬ 
ple, attacks on the rights of Parlia¬ 
ment Members and Parliamentary ins¬ 
titutions c-tc. 

I want to refer to the following 
question in the “Blitz” of 27th Decem¬ 
ber, 1975: 

“For all practical purposes the 
Congress seems to be fighting Fasc¬ 
ism with a kind of authoritarianism 
without involving the people. Par¬ 
liament’s authority is sought to he 
eroded, as also that of several other 
estab]i.shed institutions. A series of 
conces.sions are given precisely to 
those classes which breed Fascism; 
and the w'orking cla.sses, including 
the working peasantry, which are 
the mainstay of the democratic 
movement, are badly hit. This being 
the pattern of internal development, 
can the anti-imperialism of the 
Indian Government survive for 
long? What is the way out?” 

The reply is: 

“What you say about non-involve- 
ment of the people in implementing 
the 20-Pr,int Programme, develop¬ 
ment of authoritarian trends, and 
concessions to the monopolists is to 
a large extent correct." 
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This is what was also pointed out 
in the anti-Fascist Conference in 
Patna. Almost all the speakers who 
came to it from outside, pointed that 
it is the monopolists who are the 
breeding ground of Fascism, and this 
Government is opening the doors to 
them. There is a whole monopolist 
gang behind this Government and 
they are shouting outside that they 
are lighting Fascism. So, is it not 
pretension, is it not a deception on 
the people? On the one hand, you are 
giving co-ficessiona to multi-national 
corporations and monopolists, on the 
ether, you are shouting at the top of 
your voice that you are fighting fasc¬ 
ism. A time has come when we must 
give a serious thought to what i.s hap¬ 
pening in this country. The Ruling 
Party thuviders against fascism, but 
they are giving concessions to the 
monopolies which are the real breed, 
ing grounds of fascism. 


The growth of fascism, we know 
from historical experience, is preced¬ 
ed by a series of steps attacking the 
democratic rights of the working peo¬ 
ple, attacks on the rights of Parlia¬ 
ment members and parliamentary ins¬ 
titutions, litc. Every one knows the 
kind of semi-fascism that was un¬ 
leashed by the Government of West 
Bengal after the 1971 elections when 
it was found that our Party won the 
largest number of seats in the As¬ 
sembly and the majority of seats in 
Parliament in that State even without 
most Of otir allias. What is the use of 
thundering against fascism when the 
forces breeding them are fattened and 
rights of t.bese forces which alone can 
fight them are abrogated? 


The Prime Minister talks of fighting 
the forces of disruption. May we ask 
who but her own ministers encourag¬ 
ed the Shiva Sane in Bombay, who 
but her own Fartymen encouraged the 
Laehit Sena in Assam, who but her 


own Fartymen incited the Telugu* 
speaking people of Telengana and 
the rest of Andhra into, a fratricidal 
war against each other? And lastly,, 
who, but her own ministers are giv¬ 
ing the slogan of “sons ©1 the soil”? 

The Congress Party talks of re¬ 
actionary parties. But it has no com¬ 
punction in wooing them as a wnole, or 
prominent individuals into its fold and 
once they join them, may be out of 
fear of arrest, they overnight become 
progressives. And yet, she has no. 
scruples to declare that our Party has 
a political alliance with the Jana Sangh. 
despite our well-known position to 
the contrary. 

May we ask who but the warring 
factions in her own party is responsible- 
for the President’s rule in U.P.? 

The Fr.me Minister thunders against 
external dangers and the CIA. We 
have been warning preci.nely against 
these dangers. Chille, Bangladesh, 
Angola, will have lessons for us. It 
is now revealed without a shadow of 
doubt that the CIA operates in a big 
way through the multi-national cor¬ 
porations Who but this Government 
has given them a strong foothold in 
the country till now? And todty, 
despite all thundering against them 
from political platforms, including the 
world an1i-Fasci.st Conference in 
Patna, the compulsions of the econo¬ 
mic crisis—the recession, the foreign 
exchange needs even to keep the exist¬ 
ing capacity going, ihe collapse of ihe 
Internal market.—are leading the Gov¬ 
ernment to the wooing of the.se very 
forces, despite aid from the Socialist 
countries and mcren.sed trade with 
them. Herein lies the real danger to 
the country’s independence. 


And now the Government is going 
to continue the emergency—for what 
purpose, except to continue the same 
policies? 
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How discipline is being applied in 
the case ol people. In West Bengal, 
more than one lakh road-side shop 
keepers have been completely elimi¬ 
nated. Their shops and houses have 
l>een demolished. A notice of six hours 
■or twelve hours .was given to them. 
•It was also announced on the loud- 
; speaker that their shops and houses 
'would be demolished within six hours 
by themselves. In some areas, a 
notice of 12 hours was given and the 
order was that either they themselves 
demolished their shops and houses 
or these shops and houses would be 
•demolished by the authority concerned 
and they will be charged Rs 60 per 
hour for demolition. Out of fear, 
-shops were demolished throwing lakhs 
into streets. This is how the discipline 
is applied in the case of people. A fear 
is created in their minds that if they 
• do not follow the order serious action 
will be taken against them. During 
the emergency, more than one lakh 
shops were completely demolished in 
West Bengal. This is the picture not 
only in West Bengal alone, but in 
other States also. In Delhi, we have 
seen, how jhuggies were demolished 
.and the hutment dw^ellers were com¬ 
pletely removed from the foot-path. 
When there were heavy showers, 
thousands and thousands of families 
were dislocated in' the name of disci¬ 
pline and in the name of beautifying 
Delhi. 

The Government is now talking 
about constitutional amendments. We 
have been advocating all these years 
that the fundamental right to property 
must be removed; the right to work, 
to education, to medical care, etc. must 
be assured and the fundamental rights 
of the people must be enlarged. But 
what are the amendments that the 
Government is proposing? It is stat¬ 
ed that the constitutional amendments 
giving more authoritarian powers to 
the executive are in the offing. The 
Prime Minister talks of the need for a 
national debate on this Question. No 


debate is allowed to anyone but the 
Congress party and its allies. 

The Prime Minister has stated that 
there must be a national mandate on 
the question of fundamental changes in 
the Constitution. But the Government 
proposes that this Parliament where 
mandate is to expire in March should 
continue for one year more and that 
this Parliament should amend the 
Constitutfon. In 1971, when the full 
five-year term of the Parliament was 
not over, she went to the polls beca¬ 
use it suited her and her party. Today, 
when the full term is over, she is not 
prepared to, take the verdict of the 
people on the Government’s perform- 
ance during the last five years. Once 
you extend the term of Parliament by 
one year, this is what will happen. Her 
partymen and their allies in Tamil 
Nadu are demanding that elections to 
the State Assembly should not be held 
and that the President’s rule must be 
clamped. In other words, the Congress 
rule must be imposed in that State 
without a mandate of the people. Why? 
Holding elections or not holding elec¬ 
tions, dissolution of elected Assemblies 
suspension of Assemblies and imposi¬ 
tion of President’s rule are all resort¬ 
ed to only to suit the convenience and 
the interest of the Congress party. 

Here, I want to mention the sudden 
arrest of our party leaders, almost 100. 
in Kerala on 28th September. What 
wa.T the reason? The reason was that 
Kerala Congress should be pressurised 
to leave link with the CPI(M) and 
should be forced to join the ruling 
front. So, some terror atmosphere is 
necessary. i was told by the leaders of 
the Kerala Congress that they were 
brought to Delhi and they were given 
two offers. If you do not join, you 
will face the consequences your place 
will be in prisons as CPI(M).. (inter¬ 
ruptions) It is a fact; I know it If you 
join, you will get place in the Ministry, 
become Minister. This is how the par¬ 
liamentary democracy is being defend¬ 
ed in India. i 

The Tripura Opposition leaders arej 
stiU in jail under MISA. Mr. Chakra-1 
varty and others have been serit from I 
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Agartala to BeUore Jail. I met Mr 
Chakravarty only I3 days before. I 
talked to the Chief Minister. Why have 
they been arrested? It is because the 
ruling party feared that they would 
lose the majority during the budget 
session as the dissident group may 
Join the Opposition. 'That is why to

It is also a fact that five dissident 
Muslim League leaders in Kerala have 
been arrested under MISA. Similar 
pressure is working on them so that 
they may not join the Opposition 
there. This is how the democracy is 
functioning. And you say, you are de¬ 
fending democracy, here. 

The march of this trend will not only 
lead to one^party dictatorship but to 
a coterie in that party holding all 
powers in itg hands. 

Herein lies the biggest danger. For, 
as the English saying goes, “Absolute 
power corrupts absolutely”. 

On behalf of my Party, I demand 
retracing of this dangerous path; 
lift the emergency, release all the 
political prisoners, annul all the dra¬ 
conian laws and hold free and fair 
elections that are dug and seek the 
verdict of the peonle, 

1 appeal to all people, to whichever 
party they may belong, to realise the 
danger to the country, to the demo¬ 
cratic rights of the people, that all 
these measures harbinger and to raise 
their voice without fear or favour, 
whatever may be the price they may 
bave to pay for it. 

I am confident that our people will 
realise from their own bitter expe¬ 
rience the real meaning of these 
measures and thwart them.

Merely because some 
people speak of socialism or even 
communism, it does not mean that 

T"°' ‘he "otM 

today there are countries which pro¬ 
poses to be Socialists or Communists 
where there is fascism in on form or 
another; it is not confined to capitalist 
countries alone. I have been compelled 
to make this remark because of the 
^eech that has just preceded me. 
Before I spoke, the Leader of the 
CPI(M) had spoken ag if in this 
country there is no democracy, there 
is no freedom. Sir, the eme,’'gency was 
declared on the 25th June 1.975 under 
circumstances which are very ^yell 
known to us. It has been questioned 
as to why there should be any emer¬ 
gency. We need not look to anybody; 
our own Constitution has provided fof 
it. The founding fathers of the Consti- 
tution knew that therg could be 
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circumstances within the country due 
to a situation arising within the 
country, for which emergency should 
be declared. Now, if the Constitution 
is the supreme law of this country, 
where is the question of finding sup¬ 
port from elsewhere as to why, under 
certain circumstances, emergency 
should not be declax'ed? it is too well 
known that the forces were work¬ 
ing to undermine freedom, inte¬ 
grity of the nation, democracy, 
secularism and socialism. These values 
Of life mean so much to the pople of 
India, to safeguard the same, emer¬ 
gency had been declared. Just .now a 
claim has been made that the emer¬ 
gency should be iifled. I would em¬ 
phatically say that the Emergency 
should be lifted only when the 
circumstances improve, only when 
there will be no anti-democratic 
forces who will' be undermining demo¬ 
cracy in this country, the forces of 
secularism in this country, the forces 
of socialism in this country; Emer¬ 
gency should be lifted only when there 
is no political or economic indiscipline. 
Political and economic indiscipline had 
cost us lives; the common mas.scs of 
this country had suffered very bitterly, 
immensely. That is why. Shri Shankar 
Dayal Singh .said that, in his Consti¬ 
tuency, he was asked by people as 
to why Emergency was not clamped 
in this country earlier. I have the 
same experience so far as the people 
of my part of the country are con¬ 
cerned. Emergency should be lifted 
only when the forces which are trying 
to weaken the Central Government 
are completely liquidated. The people 
of InAia very well know that, when 
there was a benevolent strong Central 
Government, this country had pease 

and prosperity. The golden ages we 
talk of in the times of Ashoka and 
Akbar were .possible because of 
benevolent strong Central Govern¬ 
ments There are some people fn this 
country who are trying to weaken 
the Central Government, so that the 
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flsslparous tendencies in different 
areas of this country may raise their 
heads and the unity of this country 
is jeopardized. The great people of 
India made very great sacrifices for 
the freedom of this country; they got 
us freedom making all sacrifices, not. 
only to give us political emancipation 
but also to emancipate ourselves 
economically. Therefore, so long as 
these forces are not liquidated, there 
cannot be any question of lifting the 
Emergency. 

Shri Samar Mukherjee was com¬ 
plaining about press censorship. He 
knows very well how this press tachav. 
ed all these year. They have been be¬ 
having in a very irresponsitile manner 
I have had heard him speaking in this- 
House that the Indian press was con¬ 
trolled by monopolists. Eut today ho is- 
talking alternatel,y that the emergency 
has helped he monopolists On the other 
hand he should have added to what 
he had said earlier although I do not 
agree with his premise—that these 
monopolists have been brought under 
control by the press censorship. Now 
they are not able to spread hatred 
amongest the citizens of this country 
or play one set of citizens against 
another; they are not able to indulge 
in a compaign of hatred and suspicion 
which was the role mostly played by 
the major press in this country. 

The happenings within the country 
and in the neighbouring countries and 
also the movement of foreign ships in 
the Indian Ocean would show that 
there is a great justification for the 
declaration of Emergency even from 
the point of view of fear of external 
threat and aggression. What hag hap¬ 
pened in Bangladesh could have 
happened in any other country also, 
including ours if our Government had 
not been vigilant and if there had 
been no Emergency here. 

As I have said, people have wel¬ 
comed Emergency for another reason 
also ....We all know that the entire 
world was passing through economic- 
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difficulties. India was not an exception 
to it. Of course, India had certain 
other independent causes also for the 
• deterioration of the economic situation 
in this country—conflict with Pakistan, 
the refugee influx as a result of atro¬ 
cities in former' East Pakistan^ the 
international monetary instability, the 
t>ad weather due to which agriculture 
suffered in this country, inflation all 
over the world, the steep increase in 
the prices of some of the very neces¬ 
sary imported goods like food, 
nitrogenous fertilisers, and crude oil; 
all these had added to our difficulties 
on the economic front. Now, at that 
particular hour, when the country 
should have risen as one man and 
faced the economic pitoblems. what 
some of the Opposition did was to 
add fuel to the fire; they had created 
chaos and indiscipline in the country, 
so that the wheel of production was 
stopped, so that the transport was 
paralysed, so that there was no law 
and order. At a time when the country 
should have conserved its last pie to 
save the people from the economic 
distress, these people behaved most 
irresponsibly, and that is why, the 
situation came. Now, as a result of the 
20-point economic programme and 
also the strong pleasures taken by 
the Government., these people who 
had been indulging in anti-social acti¬ 
vities, including smuggling, evasion of 
tax and violation of foreign exchange 
regulations, have been properly dealt 
with. As a fesult of this, we have seen 
that India is the first country which 
has been able to contain the inflation. 
There had been ten per cent decrease 
in the price level generally and the 
most significant thing is that there is 
a decrease of twenty per cent in the 
price level in the food front after the 
clamping of the Emergency

Two months ago, I had been to 
various countries in Eurofie. My friend 
Shrl mdrajit Gupta was also with us. 
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SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 

I was with you only in London. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHARY; J have been to other coun¬ 
tries also. From our personal experi- 
cnee. I can say that none of these 
countries has been able to stop the 
spiral of price rise. Even Switzerland 
which is supposed to be having one 
of the stronge.^t economies in the world 
is sutfering not only from the prob¬ 
lems of richmen, they are also suffer¬ 
ing from the problems of poor men. 
All the developing countries are in 
difficulties. Even the rich countries 
have terrific ditficultie.s. 1 happened to 
meet hotel men, taximen and the 
ordinary people, who are the working 
force, all had complaints of the rising 
prices and the difficulties through 
which the.v were passing. But here 
thanks to the 2n-point orogramme and 
the strong measures that have been 
taken by Government and the steps 
taken to geai up the production— 
which was one of the most significant 
things in this Emergency. The infla¬ 
tion has been contained as the output 
of coal, steel, aluminium, nitrogenous 
fertilizer, cement, electricity etc. has 
gone up. I need not give the figures, 
because these have already been given 
by Shri Dinesh Chandra Goswami in 
the course of his speech. 

Even in the public sector, the pro¬ 
duction has gone up by 15 per cent 
over the last year. Significant im¬ 
provement has been made in the 
matter of transport and wagon move¬ 
ment. This was one of the biggest 
bottlenecks for which we suffered on 
every front, particularly the produc¬ 
tion of energy. Shri Mukherjee did 
not talk about this significant progress 
made by the country. He is apprehen¬ 
sive about the second look being given 
to the industrial licensing policy. 
What i.<! wrong in this? The President 
has not committed anything; he ha# 
not said that Government is going t# 
completely change our policy of soci¬ 
alism. On the other hand, he has said; 
that we are wedded to this poik^» ; 
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The time has come when we will have 
to look to these questions. Production 
is absolutely necessary; diversification 
is also necessary in certain fields. All 
over the world, as a result of inflation 
and certain changes that have come, 
there are difficulties in production. To 
cite an example, he mentioned about 
the automobile industry. Even in a 
country like United States of America, 
the automobile industry is in doldrums 
because of the increase in prices of 
petroleum products. Hence, I myself 
feel that it is time for us to look into 
certain matters so far as the industry 
Is concerned. It is high time that we 
should do the quality control if we 
want to have more exports which is 
very necessar.y for the country. We 
should also have diversification, as I 
said, and we must see that some of 
the things that we promised to the 
people are done. In this connection, 
3 would submit to the Government 
to consider about expediting the re¬ 
port of the Sarkar Commission about 
the Monopoly Houses. This is a matter 
which has been waiting for too long 
a period. It should be expedited. I 
would also submit in this connection 
th^ it is time for us to have a na¬ 
tional wage policy. Unless this is 
done, probably in the field of produc¬ 
tion we will not be able to maximise 
the production and also achieve the 
best quality production from our 
workers. 

The last but an important thing I 
would like to submit is about the 
question of a change in the Constitu¬ 
tion. I would lend my support to 
those who hold the view that a con¬ 
stitution is a document which should 
answer to the changing needs cf the 
society and the demands of the time. 
It is said that one generation cannot 
bind the aspirations of another gener¬ 
ation. Therefore, every twenty years 
the people should have the right to 
amend the constitution to suit the 
needs of the time. We have seen that 
countries have been changing their 
constitutions according”^ to their needs 
either through the courts or through 
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the mahinery of their legislatures. In 
fact, when our founding fathers pro¬ 
vided Article 368 in the Constitution, 
have envisaged :-’hanges in the Con¬ 
stitution. We ourselves by the 24th 
Amendment to the Constitution have 
changed the words ‘Procedure to the 
amendment of the Constitution* to the 
words ‘Powers of the Parliament to 
amend the Constitution and procedure 
thereof’. Therefore, we are certainly 
the supreme body and whatever road-' 
blocks are there, we should remove 
them in order to give full content to 
our social and political policies. We 
must to this extent look into the Con¬ 
stitution and wherever necessary, we 
must change it. 

With these words, I support the 
motion and thanks you for giving me 
an opportunity to speak. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (A'lipore): 
I do not know how much of the pro¬ 
ceedings of this debate are going to 
be communicated to the country at 
large through the Press.... 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN (Wandi- 
wash); Only ‘So and so also spoke'. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: A short- 
while ago 1 have come to know of the 
latest order which has been issued by 
the Chiet. Censor to the representa¬ 
tives of the Press and am sorry, to 
find that that order amounts to a 
retrograde step even in the context of 
the censorship as it has been operating 
untill now. You aU remember that 
we have been told on several occasions 
that there is practically no kind of 
imposed censorship now, that only 
certain guidelines have been laid down 
and that the Press or anybodyelse is 
free to operate within those guidelines. 
Even from that standard there is now 
a sliding back. The order of the Chief 
Censor which is exhibited prominently 
on the Notice Board upstairs, if any¬ 
body cares to see it, does not mention 
anything more about the guidelines or 
emything. It is very catergorical and 
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says that nothing must be published 
and nothing must be printed ot the 
proceedings of this Parliament with¬ 
out being subjected to scrutiny by the 
Censors. So even the broad guidelines 
within which they were expected to 
function at their own risk—the Gov¬ 
ernment has always got the power and 
if anybody, in their opinion, violates 
those guidelines, they can always take 
action—are not there and now it seems 
they are not even prepared to allow 
the Press to function within those 
guidelines. The Chief Censor has said 
catergorically thatr every single word 
must be subjected to pre-censorship 
before it can be published. I regret 
this very much. It will not act only 
against us and the Opposition, it will 
act against everybody. We have just 
elected a new Speaker and if 1 had 
only an inkling of it yesterday, when 
felicitating him 1 would have urged 
upon him this also that after all the 
guidelines within which the Press is 
expected to function may be there—I 
am aU for it—but this should not be 
dictated by the Chief Censor. After all, 
the Speaker, as the Custodian of the 
liouse, should also have a say in it. 
He should be the authority for laying 
down the guidefines for reporting the 
proceedings of the House over which 
he presides, but that is not being done. 
Any way, that is why I was telling 
some of my friends it is a futile exer¬ 
cise participating in this debate. 

As far as emergency is concerned 
or the 20 point programme is concern¬ 
ed, my friend Shri Samar Mukherjee 
appears to taunt that our party has 
been giving full-<throated support to 
emergency and the twenty point pro¬ 
gramme. whereas experience is that 
certain undesirable things are taking 
place. I am thankful for the addi¬ 
tional extra publicity he gave to Bajes- 
war Bao*s interview to the Blitz. We 
have not hidden what we want to say. 
We have started quite openly—and I 
repeat it—it is the view of our party 
that this emergency was imposed at a 
critical time in the Ufe of our country 
vi'ith a purpose which it is the duty of 
the xirlittg party to pursue and if it 


does not pursue H, then the country 
will come to its own conclusions. That 
purpose was, emergency or the stern 
powers, the drastic measures taken 
should be aimed against those forces 
—those reactionery forces, which with 
certain external help were trying to 
subvert democracy in this country and 
if possible to seize power. That is the 
purpose of the emergency. It is not 
the purpose of the emergency to use 
these powers against the common peo¬ 
ple of this country. Our slogan should 
be ‘emergency against the enemies of 
the country and democracy for the 
people of the country’. That is the 
way to fight fascism, that ’S the way 
to fight imperialist pressures and neo- 
imporialist conspiracies. Certainly we 
have given full throated support to the 
emergency and the twenty point pro¬ 
gramme if they are carried out and 
implemented in the proper spirit. But 
I do not think Shri Samar Mukherjee’s 
party has done that at any stage and 
he has not told us, he has not explain¬ 
ed to us how by supporting the agita- 
tion led by Jaya Prakash Narayan, 
how their party participating in his 
demonstration and rallies in Calcutta 
how by marching along with all the 
motley crowd which was led by Jaya 
Prakash Narayan consisting of re¬ 
actionaries, Communalists and pro- 
imperialist people, how this party 
which agreed to leave its flag at home 
and participated in the march with¬ 
out any flag or banner or anything, 
how they were helping the cause of 
fighting fascism. You do not fight fas¬ 
cism by joining hands with the fascist 
forces I am surprised bow a part’’ call¬ 
ing itself marxist does not realise that 
if those people came to power, I do not 
know what they would do to Mrs. 
Gandhi or an.vbod,y else but I know 
very well what they will do to you 
or me. They would not spare you or 
me, we are quite sure about that. 

Another point which the Communist 
Party Marxist is not able to reply to 
is this if all these things are true 
which Shri Samar Mukherjee has said 
how does it explain toat all the worst 
imperiaHist forces in the world are 
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-so angry with India and are attacking 
India, since 28tn June and carrying 
on a tremendous campaign throughout 
the world, denigrating this country, 
attacking the Governinent. attacking 
the Prime Minister personally and 
shedding crocodile tears on what they 
call demise o£ democracy here. Since 
when have they become big demo¬ 
crats? We should think over this 
matter. It is no use glossing over the 
grave danger and menace which has 
gone on developing in this country, 
which if allowed to continue m'ghl 
have led to very very dangerous coti'-'o- 
quences as we have sc'r. happening in 
so many other countries lound about. 
So, on that point my parly is ti.’ilo 
clear and quile firm and wc do not lie- 
lieve that that danger is over. We do 
not iielieve that that danger has Lten 
suppressed. 1 am one with the Prime 
Minister in the statanienis—calegoncal 
and forthright statement? that she has 
been making recently nliout the exter¬ 
nal and internal' danger. Theie can be 
no two questions un this. She has oven 
said at Chandigarh in one of her 
s»jeeches if she has been reported 
correctly that certain people, certain 
individuals who are known to have 
carried out or participated in some of 
these conspiracies in other countries 
in the toppling operations, some of 
them are known to be in this count.-y 
at present. She said; We know who 
they are. It is a very serious thing 
for a Prime Minister to say so. If 
any of those persons are here ui the 
.guise of personnel of foreign embassies 
or diplomats or in any one of the 
various institutions attached to these 
^embassies, if any of those persons 
could be identified as being what is 
virtually called CIA agents, masquerad¬ 
ing as diplomats,—as we know they 
have done in many countries as they 
themselve.s have revealed it, —then, I 
want to know why the Government of 
India sliould not ask the Government 
of the USA or whichever Government 

it is. to declare thpse persons persona 
non grata, asking the American Gov. 
to remove them from here. You know 


they are conspirators, topplers, who 
have been doing this game in country- 
after country. If tke Government 
takes such action the people of the 
country will learn a lot and theie 
vigilance will be doubly increased, they 

will underhand how this sort of 
nefarious game is going on. Of course 
if you are afraid of offending some 
Government, that is a different matter, 
we do it at our own peril. 

The real question now is; Have there 
been any positive gains? Certainly, 
there have been some positive gains 
and it would be wrong to deny these. 
The galloping rate of inilation has cer¬ 
tainly been checked. Whether it will 
be a permanent feature, I have grave 
doubts about this, unless certain other’ 
measures are taken. But, for the time 
being, this has been checked although 
it has not yet so far reflected itself 
in regard to retail and consumer 
prices for the ordinary man. Never¬ 
theless it is a positive development. 
We are glad to know that quite a subt 
stantial amount of undisclosed and 
concealed income and wealth has been 
unearthed although there also, I must 
say. it touches only a fringe of the 
pro.;iem. It is necessary to say this 
because some efl'usive and euphoric 
statements are being made. There is 
the Voluntary Disclosure Scheme about 
which I would like to say many things 
but I would not say anything now 
because of lack of time. Even if 1,000 
or 1100 crores has been unearthed, 
what I say is, this is only touching a 
fringe of the totai assessed black 
money, the parallel economy, function¬ 
ing in this countr.v. even as the 
Wanchoo Committee has stated. Cer¬ 
tainly, production has improved, but 
now the question is this. We have to 
judge things by their implementation, 
the acid test of implementation. The 
acid test is not the declarations, pro¬ 
mises and assurances and speeches 
that they make galore. The acid test 
is only implementation in practice, 
about which the General Secretary of 
my Party has expressed a lot of 
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misgiving because now there should be 
no obstacle to implementation. In these 
conditions of emergency, what are the 
speciftc obstacles to implementation? 
This is the question now and the Gov¬ 
ernment must tell us about that. Who 
is coming in their way? 

And do you claim that the Twenty- 
point programme is being implemented 
satisfactorily? Nobody can claim it. 
nobody with any honesty can claim it, 
who is coming in the way? 1 find the 
other day at Visakhapatnam, as re¬ 
ported in “The Hindu’’ the Prime 
Minister’s son in a public speech has 
told a Rally—it was a Youth Rally— 
that certain people inside the Congress 
landed gentry, are also creating resist¬ 
ance to the carrying out of land re¬ 
forms and other programmes. He 
asked the youth there to keep an eye 
on these people, 1 welcome this state¬ 
ment. But, then? Who is keeping an 
eye—this is what I wanted to know? 
There is no use your and my keeping 
an eye. So we have heard statistical 
reports about' how many acres of land 
have been distributed; how many 
families are benefited and how many 
got the house sites and so on. But I 
lake all this with a pinch of salt. I 
checked them against reports which 
we get also from down below from 
variou.s States, of course some land 
has been distributed; some house sites 
have been distributed to Harijans—I 
do not deny it. But the closest scru¬ 
tiny is needed to see what kind of 
land is it; in some cases only pattas 
have been given and not land as yet. 
I do not know whether it is a fact that 
In some cases the poorest people who 
have got-nothing, no capital, no cattle, 
■no plough are being compelled also to 
sell away those pattas. In many cases 
the land that is being given is situated 
in Auch a place where there cannot be 
any possible cultivation because of the 
poor quality of the soil and the land 
is liable ■to be inundated by water 
evety year. So, the president has said 
here quite clearly that—• 

‘iitdvernment invites the full 

cooperation of t'he {ieople as this 

1813 LS—8 


is the people’s programmie and 
cannot be implemented toy official 
agencies alone’. 

Why was it necessary for the Presi¬ 
dent to point this out? If everything 
is not going on so well, why is the 
people's cooperation not being sought 
and obtained? Why was it necessary 
lor the President to point out this 
pfirficular thing that the official agen¬ 
cies are not adequate? I am glad 
that this has been noted down. Many 
people tell me, many friends inside 
the Ruling Party—I won’t name 
them—tell me in ordinary private 
conversation that ‘we have not got 
any !Tia5!.s organisation or that kind of 
pa.fty organisaton down at the grass- 
root leveLs. What can we do? We 
have to depend on the official machi¬ 
nery.’ If you depend on the official 
machinery ■which is hand in glove 
with these vested interests, with these 
landlords and others, how do you 
expect the programme to be carried 
out? That is why the Communist 
Par+y. from the first day, has been 
saying ‘set up some sort of popular 
committees; let there be proper 
people's committees at the grassroot 
levels and let these committees be 
given some p-owers so that they can 
en.sure, in cooperation with the 
administration, that proper implemen¬ 
tation is done.’ Unless this is done, 
I am afraid, nothing will happen'. 

’.rhen there is mention here also in 
the President’s Address of the fact 
that 'steps will be taken to ensure 
the modernisation of industries like 
textiles and sugar which are engaged 
in the mass consumption goods’. 
I am sorry to say that in this p^eriod 
some of the most shameless conces¬ 
sions have been made to the textile 
magnates and sugar magnates. Is 
there any doubt about it? You ha've 
increased this quota of free-sale sugar 
and reduced the quota of levy sugar. 
You have liberated these textile mills 
from the responsibility of produciniC 
the standard cloth, cheap cloth for 
the people which is the objective. 
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But what is the use of allowing them 
to concentrate on the higher priced 
or higher profitmaking cloth? What 
is the whole object of this exercise? 
Do you want to strengthen or weaken 
the forces of democracy in this 
country? Which are the forces which 
are against the democracy in this 
country? On this point I find myself 
in agreement with what Mr. Samar 
Mukherjee has said. 

Of course, the Reserve Bank of 
India has recently made a study, as 
you know—some of you might have 
seen it—of 1501 companies in the 
private sector—I cannot go through 
all those figures now—and the Reserve 
Bank has demon.stjated how over the 
last five or six j'ears, these 1501 
companies have prospered, how their 
profits after taxation, their net assets, 
their dividends have all gone up. 
And you want to go on giving more 
concessions to them or removing 
controls and everything in the hope 
that they are going to serve the 
country’s interest by increasing pro¬ 
duction. These are the very people 
who are hand in glove with these big 
monopoli.'its—with these foreign multi- 
national-companies. The Prime 
Minister at least knows very well 
that these are the channels or the 
conduit pipes through which the CIA, 
the imperialist influence or neo¬ 
colonialist pressures are exercised nn 
so many countries. Where is the 
vigilance? What vigilance is being 
exercised ! My charge is, though they 
took a very correct stop, there is no 
vigilance. Vigilance is against the 
wrong people. You have repeatedly 
amended MISA in order to plug all 
the loophole.*? and make it absofutclj’^ 
foolproof. The bureaucracy which is 
going to implement this MISA is 
being armed with, terrific power. But 
what do we find the bureaucracy 
doing ‘at the same time’. We have 
made many representations. The Jan 
Sangh and RSS people are being 
released every day—^not by the courts 
but by administrative action. The 
Home Minister is interested. Again 


we will give him the representation. 
No action is taken. The Jan Sangh 
and the RSS elements are being, 
released everyday in various States in 
the name of review by the official 
machinery and you go on giving 
terrific powers to the same (bureau- 
cracy iu oi’der to control whom? 
Various people who are still sitting in 
high positions in the officialdom are 
known to be sympathisers and even 
active followers of the RSS and the 
Anand Marga. We have reported 
about .several officials who are report¬ 
ed not only to be devotees of Anand 
Marga but .Acharyas of Anand Marga. 
Have you taken any action against 
them? You wouldn’s touch them. 
That i.s why people feel bitter. I do 
not plead for immunity from arrest 
for MP.s, The point is you must see 
in the concrete how these powers are' 
being used, misu.sed or abused. We 
ai’o not functioning in a vacuum. 
Hero everyda 5 '^ in Delhi Bhagwati 
Jasr.an functions are going on. You 
are allowing them. It is a good 
gathering place for all RSS and Jah 
Sangh people. Permission is given in 
Delhi. Big open air functions are going 
on hut Avhen the Communist Party 
celebrated recently itg 50th anniver¬ 
sary here in Delhi per’ui.ssi„*n was 
refused even for holding a Musliiara, 
permission was refused for holding an 
exhibition, permission was refused for 
holding any kind of meeting but 
Bhagwati Jagran is going on everyday. 
And, of course. Congress party meet¬ 
ings are permitted. Firstly, the excuse 
given to u? was that if we give 
permission to one party then other 
people cannot be refused. That is 
why We do not allow. Now, what do 
we find? Congress people can hold 
meetings in Delhi. Permission' is 
never refused and Bhagwati Jagraur 
meetings are going on but the Com¬ 
munist Party wag not permitted here 
to hold a meeting, an exhibition or 
anything in’ connection with its 50th 
anniversary. Whom are you fighting? 
Which are the forces you are using 
the power against? Whom are you 
trying to suppress and whom are you 
trying to strengthen? 
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I do not wish to say much about 
what Mr. Samar Mukherjee has 
already said, I have made a point 
here about the eviction of poor people. 
What have they done? Are they 
part of the right reactionary forces— 
the urftjan poor people who' live in 
Jhuggis and Jhaunt)ns, people who 
are hawkers and small stall holders 
and have built little houses for them¬ 
selves? I agree that in some places 
they may have encroached unautho¬ 
rised land and those structures should 
be removed. But, surely, in such 
cases also some alternative sites must 
be provided. Is it not a human prob¬ 
lem? 

THE minister of WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RA- 
MAIAH): They are provided. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; They are 
provided 25 miles av ay. About three 
lakhs of people, jhycjgl-yaonijadl 
dwellers in Delhi have been removed 
20—25 miles away. They have lo.st 
their entire livelihood. Their livelihood 
comes from small domestic services. 
Somebody cleans motor cars, some¬ 
body is a sweeper and so on. They 
have all been removed 25 miles away. 

In the so-called- unauthorised coloiiies, 
for which they had paid money for 
the' larrd, the hou.ses, pucca houses, 
have been demolished; even a hospital 
has been demolished in a colony. How' 
are you helping the ftght against 
fascism and reaction, I want to under¬ 
stand? The Prime Minister knows 
very well that the strongest support 
that she has got up to now, has been 
from the poorer sections. She has 
repeated this many times in her 
speeches. Why do you antagonise this 
urban poor unnecessarily? Is there no 
other important work to be done in 
the country? Is priority to be given to 
this first, displacement of jhuggi- 
jhonpadi, dwellers, small-shop-keepers 
stall-holders and people of low and 
middle income groups having small 
houses without any proper rehabilita¬ 
tion? What is the point?. Why do you 
want to antagonise these people? Or, 
is it that there are some people who 
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are doing it deliberately with the 
ulterior motive of making these people 
anti-Emergency and anti-Government, 
Jan Sanghi people sitting inside the 
administration? I would like to know. 
Why is this sabotage being carried on? 

The other section is the working 
Glass fior whom the Prime Minister 
hn.s expressed concern many times. 
Everybody knows it, how they have 
cooperated during this Emergency 
period. They have not gone on .strikes 
and the like. You may say, it is due 
to fear. But, is there fear only for the 
workers; fear is not there for the 
employers. A spate of lock-outs is 
going On and there have been closures, 
retrenchments, lock-outs and lay-offs. 
West Bengal is the worst alTected in 
this. T know, how the State Govern¬ 
ment is worried about it. They do not 
even bother to consult the State Gov¬ 
ernment. This National Tobacco Com¬ 
pany of Mr. R. P. Goenka, w’ho has 
many friends in the ruling party I 
know, do not even bother to tell the 
Slate Government, On? day. they just 
pul up a notice saying ‘1180 workers 
are sacked from today.’ The whole 
factoiy is on strike for the last five 
months and nothing is being done. 
But the w'orkers have cooperated in 
maintaining production and transport. 
This has been acknowledged by the 
Prc.sidenl also. What is their reward 
Sir? 

First, their bonus rights have been 
taken away. These bonus rights which 
have been taken away were incorpor¬ 
ated in a legislation brought by this 
very Government. This very House 
had passed the Payment of Bonus Act. 
Now, these rights have been taken 
away without any prior consultations 
and discussions in the various bi¬ 
partite and tri-partrte forums; nothing 
has been done. Even the INTUC was 
not consulted. I know how bitter the 
INTUC friends are. They may not be 
in a position to speak out. 

Whereas, the dividend restrictions 
have been removed. The restrictions 
which has been placed on the distri¬ 
bution of dividends 7 as a sort of 
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balancing factor, that part of it, have 
Ijeen removed. But, the bonus rights 
have been taken away, Attempts are 
being made to introduce a seven-day 
working week. You may say. ‘what 
is wrong with it?’. What is wrong with 
that is, you are unnecessarily irritat¬ 
ing the workers, who would like to 
have, like all human beings, a common 
weekly holiday. They would like to 
enjoy a common weekly holiday, which 
is a right for which the trade unions 
have fought for many many years. 
But, by imposing the seven-day work¬ 
ing week; production is not going to 
increase like anything. When there 
is no power, when there is no raw 
material and when the employers are 
closing down factories and restricting 
production in order to create artificial 
scarcity, you are imposing the seven- 
day working week. The National Apex 
Body unfortunately has proved power¬ 
less to intervene against these em¬ 
ployers and several State Governments, 
I think half a dozen of them, have 
clearly stated that they are not going 
to put up apex bodies, constitute apex 
bodies, in their States at all. What 
have you done about it? 

Workers’ participation in manage¬ 
ment was a point included in the 
twenty-point programme. We wel¬ 
comed it—if it was properly carried 
out. The scheme that has finally 
emerged, is, I must say, I must caU it, 
a hoax and nothing more. There is 
nothingl about workers’ participation 
in it. It is not workers’ participation 
at all in management; it is just a 
Scheme by which they, can be com¬ 
pelled to do more production, but they 
will have no access, no say in anything 
to do with manai^ment matters. So 
what is the point? 

This moming, we have already had 
mentioned here»—I do not wish to re¬ 
peat it—about i^ltgence of manage¬ 
ments which has resulted, for exam- 
pte, in the Cbasnalla tragedy or the 
fact of the victimisation of railway- 
ituMn who are still out. 


I will make one point more about 
this working class front. I will just 
mention it—I do not wi^ to go into 
details now. There is a sinister move 
afoot, I say it with a sense of res¬ 
ponsibility, in which some members of 
the ruling party*—I do not say the 
Government or the ruling party as a 
whole, but some members of the rul¬ 
ing party—have involved themselves. 
What sinister move is that at a time 
when the working class is called upon 
to render its utmost lor production 
and transport, some people are mak¬ 
ing an attempt to disrupt and divide 
certain well-established and recognised 
trade unions in the public sector need¬ 
lessly, to split the unions, divide those 
unions and put worker against worker. 
I propose to give the full facts to the 
Prime Minister and ask her whether 
it is in the interest of the country, of 
production and transport. 

Then I will just say a word or two 
attout some of these foreign policy 
matters which have been mentioned 
here, in the President’s Address. The 
need for strengthening cooperation 
with the USA has been mentioned 
here 

“We desire a mature and construc¬ 
tive relationship with the United 

States of America”. 

Well, nobody objects to that. But 
strengthening 'co-operation should not 
mean compromising on our principles. 
Something has happened recently in 
the UN over Puerto Rico which did 
not bring any credit to India, and 
the western, imperialist press was 
gleeful, happy, about it. that India had 
voted along with the US to see that 
the question of Puerto Rico, the inde¬ 
pendence of Puerto Rico, was not taken 
up but was postponed and shaved 
from the agenda. 

All of us are, I think, unanimous in 
condemning the junta, the ndlitargr 
junta, and its atrocities til Chile. Re¬ 
cently in ' tiie papets we had iMsd that 
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a delagaticm had come haze of what 
are called Andean countries. That in¬ 
cludes Peru, Ecuador, Colombia and 
Chile—ChUe means in thia contcFxt &e 
present military junta there. That 
delegation came here, spent quite some 
time here in order to explore ways 
' and mean of receiving collaboration, 
technical and other, from India. I do 
not know the details of the agreement 
which have been reached because they 
have not been published. But some 
agreements have been made for giving 
various types of technical, technologi¬ 
cal and other help to these countries. 

I only would like to be satisfied that 
Chile is not included among the reci¬ 
pients of Indian aid. If it is, I am 
afraid it will do no good to our image 
in the international commimily. We 
should be careful and cautious about 

these things. 

« 

Then there is a mention here, of 
course, about the Kudremukh Iron 
Ore Project, a project on which agree¬ 
ment has been reached with Iran. 
Well, that is all right may be quite 
profitable for us also. But I just want 
to sound a note of warning. Subse¬ 
quent to this agreement, of cour.se 
we are reading all these reports about 
how jont armaments production is 
going to be developed by Pakistan, 
Iran, and Turkey. I think nobody 
here has any ilkisions that in the 
event of any future conflict, heaven 
forbid, if we are involved again in any 
such conflict, I do not think we have 
any illuidons that some of these coun¬ 
tries will automatically be against us 
always. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (SRINAGAR): 
Don’t worry; Bans! Lai will defend us. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I want 
Bansi Lai to defend us, but I do not 
want Bansi Lai’s friends to sell our 
iron ore to Iran to be converted into 
weapons which the Pakistanis will 
use against us. That I do not want. 

fihaHy, the qluestion of Angola. 
Ang^fl iis m^itioned here bsiefly, 
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cannot but condemn armed interven¬ 
tion by Souths ACriea in the intemal 
affairs of Arypla”. But anybody cw 
understand that it is not only South 
Africa. The Anaoitea people and the 
Angolan liberation movement and the 
Government established at Luanda are 
being attacked by a combined band of 
South African mercenaries, Portuguese 
mercenaries and the American; there 
is no doubt about it. President Ford 
is making it clear every day. This is 
the first time that a battle for libera¬ 
tion on African soil has taken tills 
form and I want to know why the 
Government of India is hesitating on 
this issue, and why we should not give 
recognition, as so many other countries 
have done, to the Government at 
Luanda which is fighting against the 
worst type of rascism and imperalism 
trying to keep a foothold there for 
the sake of its rich copper and other 
mineral deposits. We are in agree¬ 
ment with the general tenor of our 
country’s foreign policy and certainly 
we have got a good image "before the 
world as a non-aligned, freedom lov¬ 
ing country supporting those countries 
which are fighting for their indepen¬ 
dence. taking a firm stand against 
imperialism and colonialism. We are 
proud of that and that is why I should 
like to point out that we should do 
nothing which would in any way 
tarnish this image or take away the 
credit which we have earned. 


Finally, I am purprdsed to find that 
the President’s address contains no 
mention of any sort, direct or indirect, 
relating to the prospects or the desir- 
ability of constitutional changes, f 
do not know what I should conclude 
from this. Should I conclude from 
this that constitutional chances are 
not on the anvil and that for the 
nwment the whole matter has been 
shelved? One can condude so. But 
that is not a happy conclusion because 
1 do want the Constitution to he 
changed. Many friend have spoke® 
about it, that the Constitution need® 
radicid reforms and radical chaniis 
to bring it in line with the needi 
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today so that the countj^y can go for¬ 
ward and carry out its social and eco¬ 
nomic programme without any inter¬ 
ruption and hindrance. We are all 
lor that. But. in recent days, as we 
all know, there had been loud talk 
and there have been documents circu¬ 
lating around, which have been pub¬ 
lished also. The authorship of course 
is not clearly revealed. Many quarters 
of the ruling party are actively lobby¬ 
ing the ideas contained in that docu¬ 
ment and this was certainly advocating 
a line which would mean very serious 
and fundamental changed in the basic 
structure of this country, eroding 
Parliament's sovereignly and supre¬ 
macy and bringing in some form of 
presidential rule. I am glad that the 
Prime Minister had stated at Chandi¬ 
garh that whatever changes we would 
make in the Constitution in the future 
could not be done just like that by a 
group of lawyers sitting somewhere or 
a handful of people sitting somewhere 
thinking out some changes but had to 
be put to the people and mandate 
had to be taken from the people and 
I am glad that she has said that..,., 
(Interruptions) 

SHRI S. A SHAMIM (Srinagar); She 
has denied the mandate. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Leave it 
to her to contradict who are you ad¬ 
vocating for her? Let her make it 
clear This is the Parliament of India. 
I am sure she will make it clear; she 
Is a forthright person. Whatever is in 
their mind, they should tell us; this is 
the Parliament of India. We want to 
know again so that we may be reassur¬ 
ed that the supremacy and the sovere¬ 
ignty of Parliament in this country will 
not be eroded. Secondly certain amend¬ 
ments should be thought out carefully 
and put before the people of this 
country whose main purpose should 
be the removal of impediments to 
socio-economic changes which will 
take the country nearer the goal which 
we all swear by- Thirdly, this should 
not be done in a hole and corner way; 
it should be put in the oven sunlight 
fUid put before the people so that peo¬ 
ple also may express their opinion on

Samar Mukherjee but Shri Shyama 
Prasad Mukherjeei sitting there and 
people like Acharya Ktlpalani aim 
Acharya Ranga and others who had 
some experience of the Parliamentary 
life of this country and had some res¬ 
pect for the dicency and decorum in 
the House sitting on the other side of 
the House. So, they respected. When 
Nehru and Syama Prasad Mukherjee 
fought they fought Uke lions. Tlfey 
respected each other. It was a grand 
sight for anyone to sit and observe 
when Nehru and Syama Prasad Muk¬ 
herjee differed from each other. 


SlTRl M. V. KRISNNAPPA (Hos- 
kote): Mr. Chairman, Sir, After 12 
or 13 having spoken in this august 
House, it is rather difficult to speak 
without repetition of what my friends 
havte said .earlier. But, I would try 
my best to see that there won’t be 
any i^epetition as far as possible. 

Sir, I am one who had the privilege 
of ccaning to the First Lok Sabha as a 
young man and I continued in all the 
Five Lok Sabha. It Is cmly in Ih* 
Third Lok Sabha that after my elec¬ 


In the first and second l<ok Sabha, 
everything went on well. In that 
period plans were formulated. A good 
foundation was laid tor development 
of agriculture and industry in this 
country and naturally the States alf^* 
followed it. But in the third t>ok 
Sabha unfortunately Wb got some de¬ 
ments who brought down the di^ty 
and reputation of this House. Sir, ^ 
forgot to mention the name of Shri 
Mavalaakar. When Nshm used to sit 
there he sat in the chair Mr. Mavalan- 
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kar when he was sitting there nev<er 
allowed zero hour but afterwards be¬ 
cause of the pressure of Opposition 
an hour called zero hour was allowed 
and zero hour took to zero. There 
was so much chaos and no debate en¬ 
ded without chaos. No conclusions 
were arrived at. No subject was de¬ 
cided. Everyday there was zero hour. 

It looked as if zero hcmr was the 
hindamental right of everyone who 
wanted to practice democracy in this 
country. This thing went on and na¬ 
turally other Assemblies followed this 
august Parliament, When elders star¬ 
ted dimcing and behaving like a mar¬ 
ket place naturally the students in the 
unstitutlons also started behaving in 
the same manner. There was no dis¬ 
cipline in the country. There was no 
order in th© country. There was 
ehaos. There was mis-rule in the 
university campuses. Properties were 
destroyed. Bulba were broken. This 
is the only time after emergency that 
t am seeing all the bulbs and domes 
are intact near the beautiful Cubbon 
park in Bangladore. Every year at the 
loginning of the year there used to 
be some strike and the first thing the 
boys used to do was to break the bulbs 
and the domes;. It was not only con¬ 
fined to Bangalore. It was so else¬ 
where also. If that thing should have 
been allowed, I am sure, our younger 
generation would have been a set of 
hipmes and they would have no 
moral and patriotism for the country. 
I lildq to coin a word to compare them 
to what they would have been If those 
conditions had continued in this coun¬ 
try. 

Sir, my friend says that the leaders 
are in jaiL I was also in jail for more 
tiian a yiear and a half. We never 
lamented Ot worried about because we 
were fighting tor the freedom of the 
country. But thtese people lament. 
They cry. Who is responsible for 
their Joti today? In either case Mr. 
Moi^i Desai or Jaya Prakash Nara- 
yen il would have been in Jail because 
et the Why they followed the blunder. 
ft nm either because of age or frus¬ 


tration they appealed to the Army and 
the Police to folh>w and disobey the 
Goviamment. Supposing th© Armjr* 
and the Police had obeyed Shrl 
Morarji and Jaya Prakash ji what 
would have happened. From what 
has happened in Bangladesh, we can 
very easily conclude if Army or 
Police would have disobeyed after 
listening to Jaya PrSkashji they would 
have first kept Jaya Prakashji him¬ 
self in jail and Morarji in jail and 
also all the Mambers of Parliament in 
jail. We liave seen, when Army took 
law into their own hands, how they 
behaved in Bangladesh. If a similar 
thing had happened here, most of our 
leaders whom we respect and honour, 
like Shri Jaya Prakash Narayan, Shri, 
Morarji Desai and others, would have 
been killed by the Army. Perhaps, 
these leaders thought that if the Army 
had Heeded their appeal, excepting 
these leaders, they would have kept 
otMers in jail. When Army mis-be> 
haves and when they take law into 
their hands, they would kill all the 
politicians or they would keep all the 
politicians in jail. At least, wtei should 
be thankful that leaders like Shri 
.Tayaprakash Narayan and Shri Morar¬ 
ji Desai are alive todies, from whom 
we, as young men, got inspiration and 
fought for the freedom of the coun¬ 
try. 11 the Army had been persuaded 
by these leaders to disobey the orders, 
they would have killed these two 
leaders first and they would have kept 
all of us in jaiL We have seen what 
happened in Bangladesh. I am sure, 
if the events in Bangladesh had hap¬ 
pened a little earlier, Shri Jayapra- 
kash Narayan would not have appeal¬ 
ed to the Army and the Police. He 
would have left them alone and he 
would have appealed to the others. 


If these leaders are in jail today, 
it is on account of their own fault 
In their frusteation, they blundered 
showed hatred towards Shrimati 

Indim Gandhi. Leaders of such « 
stature, with their age end exjieriihcgt 
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should not have done that. Can a 
clviUeed nation tolerate leaders like 
Shri Jayaprakasb Karayan and Shxi 
llozarji pesai appealing to the Army 
to disobey the orders? Of course^ 
they are great leaders. They can lead 
as well as mislei^ the country. The 
whole country would have followed 
them and the whole Army would have 
followed them. What would have 
been the fate of this country, Sir? 
Therefore, the Emergency had been 
imposled. But f(^ this, most of these 
leaders would have been nowhere; 
they would have been in heaven. We 
should be thankful for this. Emer. 
gency has brou^t about a sense of 
discipline. It has contributed to in¬ 
crease in production, both in the farms 
and factories. Shrimati Indira Gandhi 
has been able to instil in the minds 
of the workers, both in tiie farms and 
factories, a feeling that there is no 
more exploitation. The workers both 
in the farms aiid factories should have 
a feeiling that there would not be any 
exploitation. The fruit of their hard 
labour will go to them. This is hap- 
pending in Japan; this is happening in 
Germany; producUon is going up in 
those countries. This guarantee that 
there would not be any exploitation 
has been given by no less a leader 
than Shrimati Indira Gandhi. That 
is why, production is going up. 


Now, because of this Emergency, 
was there any loss of life. Was there 
a drop of blood? Is it not a blood¬ 
less Emergency? If the Emergency 
had not been imposed, there would 
have been hundreds of firings, which 
has been an annual feature in the pre- 
Emergency days. Eearlier, these lea¬ 
ders were mis-leading the students, the 
railway employees and the factory 
workers. As u result of this, there 
used to be clashes between the Police 
and the students and between the 
Police^and the workers. Let me ask, 
how many people di^ the year bdoore 
hMd? Mondrada of people idUed in the 
clashes. Now, fh«h« is ho firing and 


these has not been a single case of 
death.

Emergency is like a rod which our 
founding fathers kept in the Constitu¬ 
tion. Spare the rod, spoil the child, 
is the proverb. If we had spread 
this rod, if we had not imposed it, 
the child would have been spoiled. 
That is why, Shrimati Indira Gandhi 
imposed this Emergency and not to 
save her from the judgement of the 
High Court. Some people have been 
saying this, day in and day out. Bul^ 
they did not care for the absolute stay 
given by the Supreme Court.

SHRI ISMAIL HOSSAIN KHAN 
(Barpeta): Mr. Speaker, Sir, I would 
like to say a few words on the Pre¬ 
sidents Address. The circumstances 
under which emergency wag imposed 
in our country are not unSho^ to 
anybody. The situation in the country 
wag at such a critical stase that there 
was no alternative. Sverywhere tboe 
was diaos and anarchy, because of 
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which the President was compelled to 
declare an emergency and take the 
administration in hand. This emer¬ 
gency has brought about pimctuality 
and discipline in every sphere of 
national activity. This step was neces¬ 
sary in order to save the country from 
the economic and political crisis. 

In India, there ig communal and 
social harmony but some communal 
organisations in our country do not 
want peace and tranquility to pre¬ 
vail. They always try to disturb the 
peace and tranqxiility our society 
hy their unholy organisations and 
motive. They do not want to live in 
peace. It has been found on several 
occasions that they bring about chaos 
and anarchy, as a result of which 
some innocent people are harassed, 
properties are destroyed and the 
Government also is harassed in seve¬ 
ral ways. These organisations should be 
totally banned and their members 
should be punished according to law. 
Their activities should be strictly 
watched. So that they cannot join 
any other party to contaminate the 
atmosphere of that party too. This 
emergency should continue for a long¬ 
er period to root out some social, 
political and economic evils which try 
to paralyse the Government. Hoarders, 
black-marketeers and tax evaders 
should be seriousfly dealt with and the 
normal life of the people and the 
general administration of the country 
should be improved. These hoarders 
and black marketeers are the root 
cause of economic crisis of our country. 
In no circumstances they should be 
given indulgence. No mercy should be 
shown to them and no apology should 
be shown to the economic offenders. 

There is no hoarder in Assam now 
with the result that food prices have 
come down to a considerable extent. 

Our agriculturists are very poor. 
This class is entrusted with the res- 
pcnsibility of feeding 55 crores of 
Ideopile. Govt, should give topmost 
gniority to agriculture.^ The agri¬ 


culturists should be properly treated 
and they should be given better 
treatment in respect of economic 
activity. In this 20-Point Programme 
if proper attention ig given to the 
landless poor cultivators they will be 
benefited. 

In this 20-Point Programme every 
member should be directly involved 
and take initiative for the implementa¬ 
tion of his Programme. If the members 
deliver lectures only^ then nothing is 
going to achieve. They should actively 
involve themselves in this. At last I 
cannot give any quotation from any 
writer or from any paper but I can 
dare say that this emergency has 
brought tiemendous effect upon the 
social, politico! and economic life 
of our people. This is what we 
gathered' ifrom the pepple In 
different nooks and corners of the 
country. So, this emergency should be 
continued till the normal situation 
comes. 

This Bangladesh problem is a great 
burden on Assam and Bengal. They 
have to suffer whenever there is any 
communal unrest in Bangladesh. In 
1972, we had to feed lakhs of people 
for several months and because of 
that the economic position of Assam 
was worsened. So, we should do 
something in that respect also. 

With these words, I thank you for 
giving me the opportunity to speak. 

SHRI GIRIDHAR GOMANGO (Ko- 
raput): I support the Motion, because 
in the President’s Address, we have 
found a new item mentioned, relating 
to financial administration. Sir, plan¬ 
ning is necessary for the progress of 
the country. Finance is allocated; but 
to implement the Plans and the pro¬ 
grammes, it is necessary to ensure 
efficiency as also the cooperation of 
the people and of the administrator. At 
the rural level, it is very difficult ftir 
the Government of India or tb© 
State Government to implement may 
programme, because the executive 
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officers there are not equipped for it 
and because there is still a system of 
ladder in the administration. Unless 
we associate people in the project 
areas and make them cooperate with 
the Centre or the State, execution of 
the programmes will suffer. 

The 20-Point Programme is a mile¬ 
stone in the progress, especially of the 
weaker sections and the backward 
areas, and it will help the power 
sections, directly or indirectly sooner 
or later. In the President’s Address 
there is mention only of the poorer 
sections in broader sense includ¬ 
ing ,the scheduled castes and 
tribes. I come from Orissa, which 
is a backward State. There are 
some points which I would like to 
place before you, about the admini¬ 
strative machinery in the block and 
the district levels. We are now think¬ 
ing about the constitution of commit¬ 
tees at the district level and to the in¬ 
clusion of M.L.A.S and MPs in 
such committees. This is men¬ 
tioned in the Plan; but at pre- 
sc^nt,, in the panchayat samitis, the 
,Chairman is more responsible and 
' powerful than the MLA or the MP 
because the former has got adminis¬ 
trative responsibility, whereas we do 
not have it. The officers in the block, 
district or State level will no doubt 
keep the word. But it is to be seen 
whether our views as members of the 
committees—as the views of the re¬ 
presentatives of the people, and as 
responsible persons of the area—are 
ascertained properly and what action 
they take in regard to the grievances 
indicated by us. The Orissa Govern¬ 
ment has taken measures of land re¬ 
form. There were some lacunae in the 
land reform measures.. They have 
now been amoved. They were 
talking, on the one hand, of giving a 
high priority to share-cropping, and 
on the other, they were stressing the 
importance of implementing land re¬ 
forms. Ihe problem about Orissa, 
particularly southern Orissa which 1 
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represent, is this. The share-cropping 
movement there took place in 1986. 
There is no written evidence to indi¬ 
cate that there is share-cropping in 
southern Orissa; but people keep on 
telling, in all the districts, that share- 
cropping still exists. Well and good. 
But large number of landlords have 
transferred Jand in the name of share- 
cropping, through benami transactions. 
1 would request the Government of 
India to instruct the Government of 
Orissa to reconsider the land reforms 
now being implemented in that State, 

In the Home Ministry which is in 
charge of backward people called 
meeting of New Delhi to consider the 
time-tound implementation of the 
plans and programmes meant for the 
backward areas, and it has been agreed 
in principle that if there is any neces¬ 
sity, mention will be made; in the 
concerned Act regarding transfer of 
land, excise policy, forest policy etc. 
Some States have already abolished 
liquor shops in the tribal areas. This 
should be followed in aill the'States. 
The exploration of the tribals should 
be checked, and revenue should be 
no consideration in this respect. Unless 
this is done, proper development 
cannot be achieved in these areas. 

The principle of single line admini¬ 
stration has been adopted by the 
Centre in regard to the implementa¬ 
tion of the plans and programmes re¬ 
lating to the backward and tribal 
areas. This has been followed by 
some States, and in some (Ust- 
ricts in Orissa also. Unless this is 
followed in all the places, will be very 
difficult to achieve the goal as, without 
it, there will not be quick decision 
and quick implementation at the pro¬ 
ject level. 

I congratulate the Government of 
India and the Government of Orissa 
and also the other concerned Stat^ 
on the agreement reached on the 
Godavari river waters dispute. The 
Godavari fiows through my district 
and I hope that this agreement wUl: 
facilitate the implementation of the 
project in my district and other 
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‘ districts. However, there are also other 
small rivers in the State in respect of 
whidi such agreement is necessary. 
Money has already been allocated in the 
Fifth Plan for some projects, and it 
is doubtful whether they can be im¬ 
plemented unless there is agreement 
in respect of these smaller rivers. 

It has now been decided that land 
ceiling will be according to the irriga¬ 
tion facility available in the area. In 
my constituency there is a small pro¬ 
ject costing nearly Rs. 6 crores. If 
proper irrigation facilities are made 
available there, according to the prio¬ 
rity that w«a are now giving to the 
development of tribal and backward 
areas, the ceiling will become 10 acres 
instead rd 30 acres, and thus release 
more land for distribution among the 
landlessi. In my district of Koraput we 
will be able to get about one lakh acres 
surplus, for distribution among the 
weaker sections. 

Kll now we were concentrating on 
the distribution of surplus waste land. 
We have to turn to distribution of 
surplus wet land among the weaker 
sections to enable them to earn a 
living. It is not a question whether 
they will produce food crops for others; 
they will produce food crops for 
themselves. 

The priority which the Government 
of India or the State Government or 
the Planning Commission wants to 
give, should be given to those people 
who have been' deprived of their 
land. 

I come from a plains area. One 
cannot say that the land in the hill 
area is not good. There are good lands 
there. This is the experience of those 
who are cultivating some lands there. 
But if the Government is trying to 
provide land to the landless people, it 
is my request that the Land Reforms 
Act should be imi^mented and 
administrative measures which are 
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necessary for its implementation 
should be adopted quickly.

Recession in Tyre Market 

*21. SHRI B. S. BHAURA: Will 
the Minister of INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government are aware 
that there is a demand recession in, 
tyre market; and 

(b) whether in view of this crisis 
in tyre market there is a proposal to- 
bring down prices and also to remove 
the ban on the inter-State movement 
of tyres? 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI B. P. 
MAURYA): (a) Due to the slacken¬ 
ing in the demand of automobiles and 
in the vehicular traffic, the demand 
for automobile tyres and tubes has 
come down. 

(b) There is no statutory control on 
the prices of automobile tyres and 
tubes. The question of the removal 
of the ban on the inter-state move¬ 
ment of tyres and tubes is under con¬ 
sideration.

SHRI S. R. DAMANI; Apart from 
tyres for automobiles being in Sur¬ 
plus, there is the question of tyres for 
cycles and rickshaws also which are 
manufactured by small scale industry. 
Many of these units have already 
closed down. In view of this, may 1 
know whether any discussion has 
taken place with the associations of 
the tyre manufacturers? If so, what 
are the recommendations, and what 
action, if any, has been taken? Further, 
what efforts are being made to in¬ 
crease the export of tyres? 

THE MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI T. A. 
PAIf: The production of tyres in 1975 
upto now has been about 13.57,000 as 
compared to 11,84,000 upto September 
of the previous year. As a lesult r>f 
increased production of tyres and 
recession in the transport industry, 
which is having its own problems .in 
order to safeguard the industry jmd 
exports, we have persuaded them to 
export substantial quantities of tyres. 
They have committed themselves to 
export Rs. 25 crores worth of tyres 
this year as against Rs. 8 crores last 
year. We are watching the market to 
see that availability of tyres within 
the country is not reduced and the 
industry’s capacity is better utilised 
by supporting a big export programme. 

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO: 
The hon. Minister stated that the 
situation regarding tractor tyres has 
now become comfortable. Is he aware 
of the fact that even now in Delhi 
tractor "tyres priced at about Rs. 1200 
ex-factory are being sold in Queen’s 
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Road and other places at Rs. 2500 
a piece and tractor tubes priced at 
about Rs. 225 are being sold to farmers 
openly in Delhi at Rs. 750 apiece? 
Would he like to go uilo ibis matter 
and institute an inquiry into this? 

^ SHRI T. A. PAI; Wc have already 
gone into the matter where complaints 
of certain shortages of tractor tyres, 
particularly rear tyres, were there. 
We have now encouraged more facto¬ 
ries to So into this production. Before 
long. I hope the complaint the hon 
.member has made will disappear.

(c) whether Government’s atten¬ 
tion has been drawn to the recent 
news reports that lakhs of Chinese 
soldiers are being stationed in our 
Northern border; and 

(d) if so, the reaction of Govern¬ 
ment thereon? 

THE MINISTER OF DEFENCE 
(SHRI BANSI LAL): (a) and(Ij). Ex¬ 
cept for the incident on 20th October, 
1975, in which four of our security per¬ 
sonnel were killed in an ambush by the 
Chinese, -500 metres inside our border, 
there has been no other significant 
incident on our border with China. 

’(c) and (d). Government have seen 
pres.«! reports to this eflfect. Our 
security forces are maintaining con¬ 
stant vigilance on the borders. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI: The hon. 
^Minister has not stated whether the 


Government of India had ledged any 
protest to the Chinese Government 
over this incident of 20th October. 
Have Government done so, and if so, 
what is the reaction of the Chinese 
Government to it? 

SHRI BANSi IjAL: Sir, we have 
already lodged a protest with the 
Chinese Embassy and the Chine.se 
Go\'ernment have also lodged a protest 
with us. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI: Sir, the hon. 
Minister has stated that the Chinese 
Government have also lodged a pro¬ 
test with us. I would like to know 
from the hon Minister, what kind of 
protest is this and 1 would also like 
to know, if these news reports are 
correct that Chinese troops are being 
stationed in large numbers on our 
borders, what sort of action our 'Gov¬ 
ernment has taken to meet any even¬ 
tuality? 

SHRI BANSI LAL; So far as their 
protest is concerned they say that our 
.iawans entered their territory. But. 
so far as the question of keeping a 
watch on our borders is concerned, we 
are keeping a constant vigil on our 
border."!. 

SHRI DINESII CHANDRA GO¬ 
SWAMI: Quoting an un-named 

American agency, the Soviet Press 
Agency NOVOSTI recently reported 
that rnore than 1.80,000 Chine.se 
soldiers have been posted on the Indian 
borders, apart from three lakhs in 
Tibet. This itself is sufficient to 
cause enough apprehension in our 
minds. Coupled with this, is the in¬ 
cident in which four of our .'^ecurit.y 
forces were killed on a day on which 
exactl.v thirteen years ago. the Chinese 
launched their first attack on India. 
Knowing fully well that the Chinese 
do not do anything on the spur of the 
moment, may I know, what is the 
assessment of the Government so fay 
as these incidents are concerned? 
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Has it been done in order to give a 
morale booster to those forces which 
are trying to create instability in our 
region, and if so, whether the Govern¬ 
ment, apart from keeping a vigil on 
our borders, has taken sufficient steps 
to see that these forces which are 
trying to create instability and un¬ 
certainty within India are adequately 
curbed? 

SHRI BANSI LAL: Sir, we are 
looking after our borders very care¬ 
fully and there is no cause for anxie¬ 
ty. Our troops are alert. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: That was not my question. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: To Part 
(c) of the question, the Minister has 
replied that he has seen the Press re¬ 
ports. It is the unfortunate fate of 
the Members to see the Press reports 
and put questions. But, we would 
like to know more from the hon. 
Minister. He has neither denied nor 
confirmed the Chinese troop n-ove- 
ments on our borders. I would like 
to know, whether this is true or not. 

If so, what action is being taken? 

SHRI BANSI LAL: It is not in 
public interest to disclose the infor¬ 
mation. 


IHstrlbntion of Essential Commodities 
Through Government Channels 

•24. SHRI M. KALYANASUN- 
DARAM: Will the Minister of IN¬ 
DUSTRY AND CIVIL SUPPLIES be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whefther Government have 
planned the distribution of essential 
commodities through Government 
channels; and 

(b) the number of items that are 
at present being supplied to the con¬ 
sumers through Government chan¬ 
nels? 


THE MINISTER OP STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY AND CIVIL 
SUPPLIES (SHRI A. C. GEORGE): (a) 
and (b): A .statement is laid on the- 
Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a) and (b): Soon after the Depart-* 
ment of Civil Supplies and Cooperation 
was constituted. Regional Conferences: 
of State Ministers for Food, Civil Sup¬ 
plies and Co-operation were held and 
a detailed strategy for augmentation, 
and extension of the distribution sys¬ 
tem was planned for implementation to 
cover priority commodities, vulnerable 
areas and weaker sections of the popu¬ 
lation. The public distribution system 
of fair price shops and retail outlets 
dealing with foodgrains, sugar, control¬ 
led cloth, kerosene oil and soft coke- 
was augmented and extended. The co- 
operative system was also extended. 
The essential Commodities Act which 
was amended by Parliament providing 
more deterrent punishment against 
offenders was strictly enforced in order 
to regulate distribution of items of 
mass consumption. The number of fair 
price shops has been increased to 2.30 
lakhs. There are 29,000 retail outlets 
for controlled cloth, 1.66 lakhs retail 
outlets for kerosene and 6.000 retail 
outlets for soft coke mainly in the 
Northern region. Significant market 
intervention has been effected in urban 
areas through the consumer cooperative 
movement and in rural areas by service 
cooperatives and marketing coopera¬ 
tives. The commodities distributed by 
cooperatives includes rice, wheat, 
coarse grains, sugar, vanaspati. edible 
oils, soap, bread, safety matche.:;, cloth 
grocery items, exercise books, tea and 
baby food. The Department of Civil 
Supplies and Cooperation in coopera¬ 
tion with the State Governments and 
the various other Ministries concerned 
of the Government of India also devis¬ 
ed an effective monitoring system for 
controlling prices and ensuring avail¬ 
ability of essential commodities. Reme-* 
dial action was taken to augment stocks 
in the pifj^ne expedite movement of 
essentied commodities to remote ares» 
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and to auisment the production of es¬ 
sential commodities and manufactured 
items. As a result of these various 
measures—fiscal, administrative and 
enforcement—the rate of inflation 
which stood at its peak in September. 
1974 at 4-31.4 per cent (the all com¬ 
modities index being 328.9) has been 
progressively reduced specially since 
the declaration of emergency and 
stood al —6.4 per ceni (the all com¬ 
modities index being 295.7) for the 
week ending 20th December. 
1975. There has also been an 
appreciable fall in r<«tai) prices 
of several essential commodities in¬ 
cluding, rice, wheat, vanaspati, edible 
oils, bajara, jowar. After negotiations 
with the manufacturers retail prices 
of baby food, common brand.s of tea, 
safety matches janta soap were re¬ 
duced. Manufacturers have also agreed 
to earmark uplo 20 per cent ot their 
production in respect of safety mat¬ 
ches, vanaspati, edible oils, baby food, 
ra7or blades, dry batteries, soap and 
washing soap for distribution through 
cooperatives on preferential terms. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
Sir, according to the statement, it is 
claimed that there are 2.30 lakhs fair 
price shops in the whole country. The 
object of opening the fair price shops 
is to help the most vulnerable sec¬ 
tions of our people. The agricultural 
labourers con.stitute the mo.st vulner¬ 
able sections of our society. May I 
know, how many of these fair price 
shops are located in rural areas to 
serve the interests of agricultural 
labourers? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: Sir, the 
success of the public distribution sys¬ 
tem for esisential commodities. I agree 
■with the hon. Member, depends basical- 
ly upon how far w'e are able to serve 
the vulnerable sections of our society. 
Obviously the weaker sections are more 
in the rural areas. II is the intention 
of the Government of India to spread 
these distribution centres as far as 
possible to the rural area. About the 
exact percentage between urban and 


to 

rural, of this 2.30 lakhs. I am not in a 
position to tell him precisely, now. 
But. as a basic policy, it is our in¬ 
tent ;.:n to serve the weaker sections 
more and more in the villages and 
in the rural areas. 

SHRI M. KA1.YANASITNDARAM: 
Although the answer to oiv first supfile- 
mentiiry is not ver.y satisfactory, let me 
pul the second supplementary also. It 
is claimed that there are 29,000 retail 
outlets for distribution of controlled 
cloth. The num))cr appears to be 
siTuiil. May I know whether there is 
any proposal 1o increase the number of 
retail outlets for distribution of con¬ 
trolled cloth and whether the shops will 
actually distribute cloth to the needy 
people or will they serve as outlets to 
so back to the merchants? 

StlRl A. C. GEORGE: In regard to 
2.3 lakhs of fair price shops 1 was not 
in a position to give the proportion of 
l uial shops to urban shops. In regard 
to 29.000 retail outlets for the control¬ 
led cloth. I am in a position to say that 
80 per cent them are in the rural 
area. 1 do concede that 29.000 may 
not be enough. We have requested the 
State Governments to spread the net¬ 
work of distribution points as far as 
possible in the rural areas and the State 
Federation of co-operatives are taking 
necessary measures for that. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: May 
I know w'hether the hon. Minister lias 
identified certain commodities such as 
sugar, wheat, rice, etc., for (Ji'sfribution 
through the public distribution system? 
May I know whether the Government 
are aware that the price of onion and 
mirch had skyrocketed a I one lime 
and in fact the price of onion was 
more than the price of apples and 
some persons have taken undue ad¬ 
vantage of export proniofion add 
have earned enormous profit's? May 
I know whether those two items wfH 
also be included as essential com¬ 
modities so that they may also be 
made available to the vulnerable sto- 
tions of our people at reasonable 
prices? 
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THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRY 

and civil supplies (SHRI T. a. 

PAI): While the price of onion started 
going up in the cities, we looked into 
the matter and found that the crop in 
Mexico and Spain had failed and there¬ 
fore the international prices were going 
up. To remove the feeling that there 
is a possibility of export, we had pub¬ 
licly announced that no export of onion 
would be permitted immediately and 
the prices started coming down. In 
Delhi we have arranged through the 
National Federation of Co-operatives 
ten trucks during the last two weeks to 
be brought from Nasik in order to see 
that prices came down. We are keep¬ 
ing a watch over the price,, of all 
essential commodities which effect the 
life of common people and wherever 
necessary we shall take proper action. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH; For 
the provision of essential commodities 
in rural areas, retail shops had been 
opened by the educated unemployed 
Youth. In this connection, banks pro¬ 
vide for areas upto 8 Kilometres only. 
In many rural areas there are no 
banks and unless the banks extend the 
distance of 8 kms for the provision of 
credit, many unemployed youth who 
had been given licence and other things 
for opening shops for selling essential 
commodities at fair price.s, cloths and 
other things, are not able to start their 
business. Will the Government see 
that the banks extend the limit of dis¬ 
tance for providing credit? Unless that 
is done, this scheme is not likely to 
succeed to the extent that we should 
like it to succeed. 

SHRI T. A. PAI: We thank the hon. 
Member for bringing this problem to 
our notice. I am aware tTfht banks 
have a rule that they would not give 
credit so far as agricultural operations 
are concerned to areas beyond 8 kms 
because they thought that they may 
not otherwise be able to supervise 
those crops. In the case of rural credit 
of this nature there should be no such 
problem and I shall certainly take it up. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
May I know whether the owners of 


retail shops for distribution of control¬ 
led cloth are not lifting the requisite 
stocks from the mills and that is why 
there has been a large accumulation of 
stock of • controlled cloth in various 
mills, especially mills run by the- 
National Textile Corporation? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Sir, if the retailers 
or the whole-salers did not lift the- 
stocks it was because that sort of cloth 
w'hich was made available was not sale¬ 
able. Therefore, large accumulations- 
have remained with the textile mills 
and the textile mills were called upon 
to improve the quality of the cloth. 
After all you cannot expect the consu¬ 
mer to accept anything that is produc¬ 
ed. 


Schedule for Mithila Broadcasting 
Station 

*26. SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: WiR’ 
the Minister of INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING be pleased to state: 

(a) the schedule for Mithila Broad¬ 
casting (Darbhanga) Station of the 
A.I.R. going on the air; and 

(b) the timings for broadcasts m 
Maithili, Nepali and Hindi languages? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRI DHARAM 
BIR SINHA): (a) In-stallation of Dar¬ 
bhanga Station with interim studia* 
facilities and erial, is complete. It 
win be commissioned shortly. 

(b) The schedule to form a general, 
pattern is being worked out. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: I would’ 
like to know the exact date by which 
the radio station at Darbhanga wiU be* 
commissioned. What is the capacity 
of the transmitter?. Whether the Gov¬ 
ernment is aware that the Maithili 
speaking area should be covered by 
that radio station? 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA: We* 
hope to commission the station within 
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the next 30 days. The power ol the 
transmitter at Darbhanga is 10 Kw. 
This should be able to cover a large 
part of Maithili speaking people in 
Darbhanga in Sahasra and in the bor¬ 
dering areas of Nepal also. But it 
will not cover some areas of Purnea. 
Due to constraints of resources we 
will have to put up with 10 KW trans¬ 
mitter for the present. As soon as we 
have more resource.*?, we might con¬ 
sider raising power of the transmitter. 
But as of now. the power of the trans¬ 
mitter will be of 10 KW. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: As the 
Minister has .said, even the Nepali area 
will not be covered . and some of the 
more important areas of Nepal will not 
be covered. We have a traditional 
culture of Maithili speaking area which 
falls in Nepal and in that context we 
have a cultural effinity and linguistic 
affinity with those areas. While in¬ 
stalling the transmitter, whether some 
minor adjustments could be made in 
the transmitter equipment so that the 
entire Maithili speaking area is cover¬ 
ed? Whether the Government is think¬ 
ing that these areas will be covered as 
soon as possible? What are the tim¬ 
ings given for broadcasts in Maithili * 
from the Darbhanga radio station? 

SHRI DHARAM BiR SINHA; As 1 
said, Janakpur will of course be cover¬ 
ed by Darbhange radio station. That 
is only 30 miles away from this sta¬ 
tion. Not only that. It will cover up- 
to 60 miles north and south. East and 
West of Darbhanga and more than 
that what I would like to suggest is 
that basically our transmission to 
Nepal is broadcast through the exter¬ 
nal searvices of A.I.R. and we have also 
put up a powerful transmitter of 100 
KW at Gorakhpur which is also being 
utilised to beam our services to Nepal. 
As the Hon. Members has rightly said 
the cultures of Darbhanga and Terai 
area of Nepal are similar and the Dar¬ 
bhanga transmitter will also be utili¬ 
sed to broadcast some Nepali pro¬ 
gramme. So far as the per¬ 
centage of Maithili programme 
is concemieid, the hon. Member 


is aware that Darbhanaga is also con¬ 
tiguous to areas like Champaran. Mai¬ 
thili will form a very Important chunk 
of programme from Darbhanga. Hindi 
will be the main language. About Mai¬ 
thili what will be the exact minutes in 
terms of broadcast. I would not be 
able to say. The schedule will be 
worked out. But Hindi, Nepali, Mai¬ 
thili and some Bhojpuri will be used in 
broadcast from this radio station.

Utilisation of Installed Power Genera¬ 
ting Capacity in States 

*27. SHRI P. GANGADEB; WUl the 
Minister of ENERGY be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether there has been slow 
growth of the power sectors in 
different States in the coimtry; and 

(b) if so, whether there ^las been 
deficiency in the untilisation of the 
Installed power generating capacity? 

THE MINISTER OF ENERGY 
(SHRI K. C. PANT): (a) and (b). A 
statement giving the required informa¬ 
tion is laid on the Table of the House- 

STATEMENT 

(a) There has been significant 
growth in the installed generating ca¬ 
pacity in the country since tiie begin¬ 
ning of planned development. The 
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flcnerating capacity has increased from 
2.3 million KW. in 1951 to about 21 
milli on KW. at present. The new 
capacity added during 1974-75 was 1.7 
million KW which was equal to almost 
lour times that of the previous year. 
While there have been shortfalls in 
a^ievement of generating capacity 
forgets particularly in the Fourth Plan 
period, these have been the result of 
several constraints such as shortage of 
capital and materials, delays in equip¬ 
ment supply and difficulties in regard 
to labour at site. Corrective measures 
have been taken and it is expected to 
be possible to bring about a progre.s- 
sive increase in the rate of addition 
of new generating capacity during Ihe 
Fifth Plan period. 

Transmission and distribution sys¬ 
tems have been established extensively 
to deliver the power to the ultimate 
consumers. The per capita consump¬ 
tion of electricity in the country has 
increased from 17.<J kwh. in '*9.')! lo 
99.7 kwh. in March, 1975. 

(b) Studies carrieti out in the C'en- 
fral Electricity Authority have shown 
that the utilisation of installed thermal 
generating capacity had not been satis, 
factory in some States in earlier years. 
The ’Government have been seized of 
this matter and various remedial steps 
have been taken towards higher utili¬ 
sation of capacity and plant availabi¬ 
lity. Among these, mention may be 
made of the arrangements devised for 
the close monitoring of thermal units, 
supply of better quality and adequate 
quantity of coal, introduction of im¬ 
proved maintenance procedures and 
techniques and better availability of 
spare parts. The total generation from 
thermal imits is expected to be about 
8 per cent higher in 1975-76 as com¬ 
pared to the previous year. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: In view of 
the fact that there is still deficiency in 
the install^ power generating capa¬ 
city at different State levels, may I 
1eiu>w which are the States that are 
still suffering., from heavy shortage of 
power and what are«the brood correc¬ 
tive^ meaguregi referred to la the sdate»> 


ment whi^ are being contemphited 
to improve the ciqiacity utilisation of 
power stations that are laced with 
various difficulties to come up to their 
standard? 

SHRI K. C. PANT; The situation this 
year in the power sector is much im¬ 
proved as compared to last year and 
the actual energy consumption this 
year is likely to be 12 per cent 
more than last year. One of the prob¬ 
lems that have arisen is that at night 
there is surplus power in many parts 
of the country which has to be utilised. 
But for that perhaps the power genera¬ 
tion would have been even more. We 
are trying to get the State Govern¬ 
ments, industry and so on to co-operate 
so that the surplus energy can be utilis¬ 
ed at night. This is the general pic¬ 
ture. In some Stales there is shortage. 
There is some slight shortage in 
.Tammu and Kashmir and U.P. In 
Maharashtra. Karnataka and West 
Bengal there is shortage. In West 
Bengal, if the surplus energy at night 
could be utilised, the peak period capa¬ 
city cut could be reduced. I asked the 
West Bengal Chief Minister recently 
and he said that they were encourag¬ 
ing industries to go into night shift. ■ 

I have already explained in my main 
statement the steps being taken to in¬ 
crease utilisation. If specific questions 
aix» asked, I will answer them. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: Since there 
seems to be Jack of Coordination in 
the functioning of the different State 
electricity boards, and as seuch, rightly, 
when much talk is there on the for¬ 
mation of a national grid and setting 
up of a central power generating 
agency, May I know what is the pro¬ 
gress in the formation of this national 
grid and a central power generating 
agency, which will undoubtedlv solve 
^11 problems to come? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: I would not make 
a generalised statement that there is 
Jack of coordination amongst the 
States. As a rule there is cooperation 
and regional cteetricity boards are 
functioning mainly w^ ? In 
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the country. I would particularly 
refer to the southern regional board 
wHTch is functioning very well with the 
full cooperation of the States. Even the 
others are functioning well. The evolu - 
tlon of a national grid is a gradual 
process. The strengthening of the 
regional grids would lead to the evolu¬ 
tion of the national grid. The national 
grid is not something that will sud¬ 
denly appear on the scene one day 
This is a process which is under wa.v. 

I hope the national grid will emerge 
through the strengthening of regional 
grids and inter-regional links. Central 
corporations for hydel and thermal 
generation.^ have been registered and 
we are taking steps io recruit the per¬ 
sonnel to hearl these corporations very 
soon. 

SHRI PRIYA DAS MUNSl: I would 
like to know from ihe Minister whether 
it is a fact that the basic reason for 
not generating electricity in full capa¬ 
city is not only non.<availability of 
spare parts bul also the fact that some 
technocrate trade unions deliberately 
adopt go-slow tactics and do not utilise 
, the machines fully and thus create fur¬ 
ther crisis in those Slates? If that is 
so, •what action Clovernment has taken 
in this regard? 

SHRI K. C. PANT; Such cases are 
hot un-known. But I would say that 
the engineers in the coimtry have been 
cooperating in stopping up production 
and in distribution of the energy 
generated. Here again. I would not 
make a general statement that the.’V 
are not cooperating; they are cooperat¬ 
ing and I am thankful to them. 
There are cases where local grievances 
are there. I hope, whenever there is 
any genuine grievance, the same would 
be redressed.

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Use of Cold Storage Facilities by 
Traders to lacrease Prices in. Delhi 

•28. SHRIMATI PARVATKI KRI- 
SHNAN: Will the Minister of INDUS¬ 
TRY AND CIVIL SUPPLIES be pleas¬ 
ed to state: 

(a) whether cold storage facilities 
are being used by the traders to in¬ 
crease the prices of consumer goods 
like vegetables, eggs, etc., in Delhi; 
and 

(b) if so, the steps being taken 
against the traders who are hoarding 
such items in the cold storage? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY AND CIVIL 
SUPPLIES (SHRI A. C. GEORGE): (a) 
and (b). To prevent hoarding of vege¬ 
tables by traders, cold storages in Delhi 
havei (been proihibited from stocking 
wgetables other than potatoes. Pro¬ 
prietors of cold storages are prosecu¬ 
ted in the event of violation of this 
Order. As regards eggs, no such Order 
has been issued as cold storage of eggs 
is necessary for ensuring continuous 
supply. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: Though the Minister has said 
in his reply that it has been prohibited. 
I would say that it is not correct 
because such complaints are coming on 
a large scale that hoarding of vege¬ 
tables and fruits through these cold 
storages are there which has resulted 
in escalation of prices. What Govem- 
roent is doing to previent all these? 


SHRI A. C. GEORGE; This Order is 
being implemented very strictly. Re¬ 
cently we conducted raids on 13 cold 
storages. Only in one case we were 
able to detect contravention of this 
Order. In 12 cases there was no 
hoarding at all. 

All the same, it is our intention to- 
see that there is no hoarding. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: The intention is good. 

SHRI K. C. GEORGE; That is 
precisely why, Madam, I said 
that out of 13 raids recently 
conducted just 10 days back, 
we were able to detect only one- 
case in the other 12 cases there was 
no hoarding at all. All the same, we 
will take measures to see that these 
essential items of mass consumption 
are readily available and that hoarding 
and high prices are not resorted to. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; Apart from Delhi, what about 
the other areas in the country where- 
the same thing is continuing? Also * 
what is being done about the charges 
for cold storage facilities, because- 
those chargiess are very high and also 
have their impact on the prices? 

MR. SPEAKER; The question is. 
about Delhi; and the answer is about 
Delhi. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: He knows about all-India. 

MR. SPEAKER: On that, you put an¬ 
other Question. 


SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; I had asked about charges. The 
charges are very high. What is being 
done? 

SHRI K. C. GEORGE: Cold storage is 
for fooil articles; and concessional’ 
rates are being implemented for electri¬ 
city charges. 
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SHRl A. C. GEORGE: It is true that 
the prices of eggs went up in recent 
months. We called a meeting of the 
main poultry keepers in and around 
Delhi; and their complaint was that the 
poultry feed price has gone up. And 
it has no relevance to the cold storage. 
By the very nature of the egg, it 
needs cold storage, because the 
perishability aspect has to be taken 
care of (Interruptions) 

Sir, I was only saying that basically, 
by their very nature, eggs need cold 
storage. It may vary from season to 
season. In summer, it may need more 
and in winter, we may have to take 
some other precaution. All the same 
in the light of the recent meeting that 
We called of the poultry keepers, we 
are making necessary arrangements 
to see that the poultry feed is provided 
at a low» price; and we are taking 
an measures to see tiiat the provision 


of this item also, of mass consump* 
is facilitated. 

SHRl M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, the cold storage 
facility is only meant to preserve food 
articles for a longer time. And that 
is a necessity. During the season, 
most of the articles are available; and 
in the lean season and non-season». 
they have to be preserved. I want to 
know whether the Minister is going to 
see that it is not hoarded or he is 
going to attend to the preservation of 
the food articles. T also want to know 
whether the Minister is going to 
keep Mr. Shastri’s question in cold 
storage. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: We cannot 
ignore the importance of some of 
these articles being kept in cold 
storage, so that the lean-period re¬ 
quirements could be met. But if there 
is going to be created a shortage of 
any particular item at any time, we 
shall certainly scrutinize the working 
of the cold storages, so that 'tt that 
time, this does not result in hoarding 
and that the normal operation which' 
ought to be done for preservation and 
storage is not converted into hoard? 
ing. 

Growth Rate in Industries 

*30. DR. RANEN SEN: Will the 
Minister of INDUSTRY AND CIVIL 
SUPPLIES be pleased to state; 

(a) whether the growth rate in the- 
potential production index of manu¬ 
facturing industries has declined in 
1975; 

(b) if so, the reasons and facta 
thereof; and 

(c) the figures for 1973, 1974 and 
1975? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRY 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI T. A. 
PAD: (a) to (c). A statement is laid 
on the Table of the House. 
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Statement 

(a) to (c). Some times the Resei-ve 
-Bank o£ India in its monthly- Bulletin 
publishes a study of the index of 
“Potential” industrial production. 
The latest study, published in Septem¬ 
ber 1975 issue of the Bulletin of the 
Reserve Bank of India. give.s c.'finiatp 
of the '‘Potential” production for 
No estimates for 1974 and I97,i ba\e 
been made. Copy oi the Bidlcan is 
available for reference in the Jibiary 
of the Parliament. 

The general index of industrial pro¬ 
duction compiled i>y the tVntral 
Statistical Organisation (Base 1970 
100) which is the most widely u.sed 
indicator of trends in overall indus¬ 
trial production is available for 1972- 
73, 1973-74 and 1974-75. The index 
showed a growth rate of 2.5 oer cent 
during 1974-75. decline of 0.4 i)esr cent 
during 1973-74 and growth of 4.4 per 
rent during 1972-73. For 1975-76. al¬ 
though the general index is not nv'ail 
able, data for selected industrie.s 
accounting for 55 per cent of the 
weight in the index available for 
April—November 1975 show that 
industrial production us a whole is 
likely to have increased durin,* (hi.s 
period. 

DR. RANEN SEN; From ‘he .state¬ 
ment as well as from the report of 
the R€ser\>^e Bank it is quite evident 
that the index of production has ’ een 
fluctuating between 1972 and 197.5, 
So, may l know whether this 
imbalance or fluctuation in produc¬ 
tion is due to certain constraints 
namely credit squeeze, higher nriccs 
of Industrial raw materials etc., which 
are made an alibi by the industrialists 
for saying that there is a refession‘> 

SHRI T, A. PAT: The question re- 
fers to what is known a."! potential 
industrial production statistics hv the 
Reserve Bank. Unfortunately, all the 
figures are given ^ up to 1973, only. 
The potential industrial production 


index is not based on the capacity 
created, but the- higher production 
reached in any one particular Industry 
in a particular period in this country 
measured by the current production. 
Therefore, in the absence of any up- 
to-date figures up to 1975, this is only 
an inteUectually sali.sfying exercise 
for the statistic]cins. So far as we arc 
concerned. Government go by the 
available figures of CS and compare 
the first quarter of this year with the 
first quarter of last year etc. The 
production increase in the second 
period has been about 4.5 per cent, 
and hoi)e Ihal conditions will in¬ 
crease in the subsequent periods. 
But It is a lacl that 51) per cent of 
all the indu.slries responsible for 
contribution to the industrial inciex 
figure have .«hown considerable in- 
crea.se. The public sector, in fact, has 
increased production by 15 per cent 
and several DGTT units by 10 per 
cent. There are units like texliles 
and automobiles, particularly cars, 
where the production has gone clown, 
and small items like fans and others 
which are dependent upon constiuc- 
tion activity being taken up, have 
again shown a small {Jecline. Gov¬ 
ernment is taking appropriate action 
everywhere, because it is keeping an 
ey*a closely over production figure.^. 

We do not consider that non-availa¬ 
bility of any item can be considered 
as recession. I have Vjeen going into 
the production figures of essential 
commodities. While WIMCO has 
been on strike for about three months 
there has not been any shortage of 
match boxes in the country. Fvident- 
ly the hoarding lakes place n1 the re¬ 
tail or ihe wholesale level in articles 
of ordinary consumption, and, there¬ 
fore, it takes some time to adjtist till 
free stocks are released into the 
market. However, merely because 
a point of time any industrial pro¬ 
duction is not being sold, it cannot be 
considered as recession. 

DR. RANEN SEN: The Reserve 
Bank report mentions—am quoting 
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from the newspaper report—‘‘slack«i- 
Jog of pioduction activity as a result 
of the cumulative impact of several 
factors such as food shortage, short¬ 
age of agricultural raw materials etc." 
May I know whether particularly dur- 
ing 1974 and 1975, these shortages 
and these constraints have been over¬ 
come by the Government, so that pro¬ 
duction can rise at a faster speed? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: AH the constraints 
that were there in 1973 as a result of 
the Reserve Bank Bulletin Report, are 
no longer there. The position of 
power Supply has improved. Indus¬ 
trial relations are better and raw- 
materials are available in plenty. I 
think the only complaint-is that what¬ 
ever is being produced is not being 
sold quickly. Except this, all the 
constraints have been removed and we 
will have to see that conditions are 
created where even the demand 
catches up. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
May I know from the hon. Minister 
what is the utility of having a study 
in September 1975 of the potential 
industrial production in the country 
in 1973, that is, more than two years 
after? I take it that the results of 
this .study should be for use in future. 
I would like to know, even after two 
years, whether it has been ascertain¬ 
ed what was the potential industrial 
production What steps have been 
taken to find out whether the poten¬ 
tial industrial production capacity was 
reached or not. If I understand your 
potential industrial production correct¬ 
ly? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: This is not the 
information which the Government is 
collecting. The Statistics Department 
of the Reserve Bank has been collect¬ 
ing it and is publishing It. As 1 said, 
it is mostly an exercise for satisfying 
their intellectual curiosity. But. so 
far as the Government is concerned, 
We do not go by these figures, though 
they may give an Indication of what 


was achieved in this country and what 
We are capable of achieving. This 
does not take into consideration the 
fresh capacity whose potential is not 
taken into account 

MR. SPEAKER; Next question. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATERJEE: 
May I know, if be has any intellect, 
by exercising that intellect, whether 
the GoveAiment has tried to find out 
what is the result of that study made 
by the Reserve Bank of India? 

(Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER: I do not want them 
to enter into an argument and dis¬ 
cussion.

Consumer Goods Industries in Public 
Sector

•31. SHRI C. K, CHANDRAPPAN; 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI: 

Will the Minister of INDUSTRY 
And civil supplies be pleased to 

state: 

(a) whether the Bureau of Public 
Enterprises made a recommendation 
to his Ministry to bring a number of 
consumer goods industries under the 
Public sector; 

(b) whether the Department of 
Civil Supplies and Cooperation is re¬ 
ported to have come out with a plan 
which has hardly any resemblance 
with the original recommendation of 
the Bureau; and 

(c) the salient features of the 
plan? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN' 
THE MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI A. C. 
(SEORGE): (a) No. Sk-. 
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(b) and (c). The programme drawn 
up by the Department of Civil Sup¬ 
plies and Cooperation is on its own 
initiative. This programme envisages 
consumer cooperatives undertaking 
manufacture of selected consumer 
articles of mass consumption either 
independently or in collaboration 
with, existing public beclor/private 
ssctor undertakings having un-utilis- 
•ed capacity. 

ft 

SHKI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; Ac¬ 
cording to my information, it seems 
that the information of the Minister 
in regard to part (c) of the answer 
is not very correct. So, I do not want 
to enter into an argument with him. 
'The Minister said that the co-opera¬ 
tives are now asked to participate in 
the production of various consumer 
articles with public sector and private 
sector. Sir, if I understood cc-rrectly, 
the Government has decided that the 
rn-operatives should participate in 
the production of bread, woollen 
hosiery, cotton, washing soap, deter¬ 
gent. electric bulbs and toothpaste, 
etc. with the public sector and the 
private sector. I would like to know 
whether it is not a fact that only in 
the production of bread the public 
sector is involved and in all other 
productions, the co-operatives will 
have to co-operate or participate 
with the private sector for the pro¬ 
duction of these things? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRY 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI T. A. 
PAI): In response to the Eslimates 
Committee’s Report, the Bureau has 
been trying to get into an exercise 
as to what things are to be made in 
the public sector, so far as the con¬ 
sumer articles are concerned. But 
even before that, I would like to point 
out that sugar, for instance, is in¬ 
creasingly produced in the co-opera¬ 
tive sector. In the 5th Five Year 
Plan, roost of the production is com¬ 
ing from the co-operative sector. So 
far as cement is concerned, if the 
‘Scheme approved in the 5th Plan for 


the Cement Corporation goes through, 
the public sector will have 50 per cent 
of the share of the cement produc¬ 
tion in this country. If the paper 
scheme of the Hindustan Paper and 
also other Slates’ units goes through, 
I think, before long, we should be 
able to achieve 20 per cent of the 
share. With the setting up of the 
National Textile Corporation, we are 
already having 20 per cent of the 
share in the textile. So, it is not 
if we have not worked out a plan, 
.so far as mass consumption articles 
are concerned. These are Items 
which we find would be required 
by the common people and it would 
be possible through the network of 
co-operativos. if they can utilise 
their unutilised cap.^city or if they 
have the capacity to produce, to pro¬ 
vide these items throughout the 
country so that there is one common 
brand of article of everyday con¬ 
sumption and could be made avail¬ 
able to tho.'c with an income of 
Rs. 500 and below. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 
There are so many ifs and huts in 
regard to the Five Year Plan. I wish 
him well. Let all those wishes come 
true. 

I want to know whether it is a fact 
that the Bureau of Public Enterprises 
have suggested to the Ministry that 
it should take over 14 industries 
which are producing these items of 
mass consumption and, if so, whether 
that has been accepted and, if not, 
why it has not been accepted. Also, 
1 want to know whether it is a fact 
that the Government have received 
a memorandum from the FICCI say¬ 
ing that certain incentive schemes 
should be proposed so that the pri¬ 
vate sector can help the Govern¬ 
ment in producing the items of mass 
consumption and whether it is a fact 
that the present policy of the Govern¬ 
ment would indirectly meet the 
FICCFs suggestion to put through the 
incentive schemes. 
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SHBI T. A, PAI; It is not true at 
all to say that the Bureau of Public 
Enterprises has ever suggested our 
taking over all these industries. In 
fact, they are still looking into the 
problem of what are the industries 
and all that. We do not know what 
the Bureau is doing. So far as the 
suggestion from FICCI is concerned, I 
do not remember having received any 
such suggestion. 7'hey have a right to 
submit any memorandum as anybody 
^e in the country. But the decisions 
are not being taken because it is sub¬ 
mitted by somebody. The decision v,rill 
be taken entirely on the merits of the 
case. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHT; May I know 
whether the Government have receiv¬ 
ed any recommendations in regard to 
this matter from the Bureau of Pub¬ 
lic Enterprises? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Not yet. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: May I know 
from the Government whether, while 
. considering the production of essen¬ 
tial items in the public sector, through 
cooperative, the Government will con¬ 
sider the needs of the vast masses who 
do not have the purchasing power 
instead of limiting the production both 
through cooperatives as well as 
through the existing public sector only 
to the class which has the purchasing 
power? What is the plan of the Gov¬ 
ernment to have the production of 
essential commodities for the masses? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: It all depends 
■up on what we classify as essential 
commodities. So far as e.ssenlial com¬ 
modities are concerned, the plan is to 
increase their production through the 
existing capacity in the private sector 
and also through a larger share of 
production in the public sector or the 
-cooperative sector. About the articles 
that are mentioned, like, toothpaste, 
etc., they , are not of mass consumption. 
But these items go in computing the 


cost of living index. It would be pru¬ 
dent to see that these articles are also 
made availalde at reasonable prices so 
that in computing the cost of living 
index, we do not inilate their prices 
unnecessarily. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: About the 
articles like tooth-paste, etc., the hon. 
Minister has said that only a parti¬ 
cular section of people are using them. 
I would like to know whether Govern¬ 
ment would discriminate people from 
people—because all the mass consump¬ 
tion goods are being produced on a 
large scale not by Indian Companies 
but by foreign companies. I would 
like to know whether the entire money 
is not going there. Therefore,' I would 
like the Government to Indianise aU 
the consumption goods and free them 
from the foreign tangle. What steps 
have been taken in this regard? 1 
would like to know the concrete steps 
taken, thi-ough cooperatives and the 
public sector. 

SHRI T. A. PAI: So far as all these 
mass consumption goods or e/en other 
articles are concerned, as passed by 
Parliament, the Bureau is looking in¬ 
to the problems of remittances and 
the large profits likely to be made on 
account of the large turnover of some 
commodities of foreign dominated com¬ 
panies. and appropriate action is being 
taken. 

Licence for manufacturing Malt 
Extract 

*32. SARDAR SWARAN SINGH 
SOKHI; Will the Minister of INDUS¬ 
TRY AND CIVIL SUPPLIES be pleas¬ 
ed to state: 

(a) whether Cadbury Fry or any 
other foreign owned company have 
applied for restoration or fresh licence 
to manufacture Malt Extract; and 

(b) if so. whether it would not 
adversely affect the indigenous manu¬ 
facturers? 
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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OP INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI B. P. 
MAURYA): (a) Messrs Cadbury-Fry 
(India) Private lamited, Bombay have 
applied for grant of an industrial 
licence for manufacture of malt ex¬ 
tract, essentially for export. 

\ 

(b) Government will keep in view 
all the relevant factors including the 
protection of interests of the indigen¬ 
ous manufacturers, when considering 
this application. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SOKHl: 
May I know from the Government: 

, (a) whether the Government have 

changed its mind on imple¬ 
menting the foreign exchange 
regulations 1973, which is sup¬ 
posed to be a pillar in saving 
our precious foreign exchange: 

(b) whether there is any pres¬ 
sure on the Government from 
the Indian Agents or partners 
of the foreign owned compa¬ 
nies to give second thought to 
the implementation of the 
act; 

(c) if so, what protection the 
Government proposes to give 
to the indigenous manufactu¬ 
rers in the country. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA; I will need 
notice for this. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SOKHl: 
What are the other relevent factors 
including the interest Government have 
in mind of protecting the indigenous 
manufacturers while considering the 
application? And is it obligatory on 
the part of Government to consider 
the application of Cadbury-Fry (India) 
Private Ltd. favourably? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: So far as the 
licence to manufacture malt extract is 
concemedr whatever is left out after 
the captive consumption shall be com¬ 
pelled to be exported l.e. entire extra

quantity. So far as indigenous manu¬ 
facturers are concerned, if at all this 
application is granted a licence, they 
will not suffer. 


Fonnation of comprebeoalve fUm 
Policy 

*33. SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: 
Will the Minister of INFORMATION 
AND BROADCASTING be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Government have 
been urged to expedite the finalisation 
of a comprehensive film policy and 
the formation of its implementing 
body; and 

(b) if so, the reaction of Govern¬ 
ment thereto? 

THE MINISTER OF INFORMATION 
AND BROADCASTING (SHRI VIDYA 
CHARAN SHUKLA): (a) and (b). Yes, 
Sir. The Estimates Committee in para 
3.19 of their 58th Report (1973-74) 
submitted to the 5th Lok Sabha had 
recommended the evolution of com¬ 
prehensive film policy. The evolution . 
of the national film policy in a posi¬ 
tive direction has so far been mainly 
through the Film Finance Corporation 
and film censorship. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: May I 
know from the 'Government if any 
positive steps have been taken to im- 
pleiiieul the Report that was given to 
the Government long ago?

Since Sep¬ 
tember, 1974, when the rate of inaa- 
tion was at its peak namely about 31.4 
per cent and there were shortage of 
several essential commodities and 
iteHiS of mass consumption, various 
measures fiscal, monetary and admi¬ 
nistrative were intensified and further 
augmented particularly since the dec¬ 
laration of the emergency. These mea¬ 
sures included augmentation of iro- 
duction Oi essential f’ommodities, 
mobilisation of movement resources 
lor Muplying these commodities to vul- 
neriiblc artar and extension of the 
public distribution system cf’ cover 
priority essential »?omm.t)dilies and 
vulnerable areas. The Essential 
Commodities Act which was amended 
by Parliament to provide for deterrent 
punishment was also strictly enforced 
against offenders including profiteers 
and hoarders. Since the declaration 
Of emergency, orders for display of 
prices and stocks by traders wore 
rigidly enforced. Orders were .tlso 
issued under the Defence ind Internal 
Security of India Rules, 1971 for ma¬ 
ndatory marking of price, weight and 
date of manufacture on several pack¬ 
aged commodities for retail sale. The 


number of lair price shops for distri¬ 
bution of foodgrains and sugar has 
been increased to 2.30 lakhs. Similarly 
for distribution of kerosene oil, the 
number of retail outlets has been in¬ 
creased to 1,66,000. In addition 6,0u0 
outlets have been set up for soft ooko 
mainly in the Northern region. The 
co-operative movement has also been 
developed and strengthened further for 
distribution of esential commodities 
and items of mass consumption at fair 
prices. As v result of these measures, 
the inflatioiiary forces have been con¬ 
tained and a minus rate of inflation 
was attained in July, 1975 and the 
position since then has further im¬ 
proved with the rate of inflation 
standing at 6.4 per cent for the week 
ending 20th December, 1975. The fall 
in retail prices has also been substan¬ 
tial specially since the proclamation 
of the emergency, the fall in retail 
prices being marked in foodgrains, 
pulses, edible oils, vanaspati, baby 
food. After negotiations with manu¬ 
facturers since the proclamation of the 
emergency the prices were reduced in 
respect of safety matches, baby food, 
common brands of tea, and lanta 
soap. The availability of essential 
commodilies and items of mass conf 
sumption has also increased and 
su.Ticient stocks including buffer 
storks for fair price shops. During 
emergency the psychosis of shortages 
has disappeared.

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bh*iq,- 
nagar): Mr. Speaker, Sir, we are 
living here under the emergency 
which was clamped on 25th June, 1975. 

Now, Sir, this House, I think, must 
review the whole position—^firstly, I 
would ask; why was it clamped? -‘Ebe 
declaration of emergency was made 
under Article 352(1). 1 would like to 
read that Article for the benefit of the 
Member. I quote: — 

“If the President is satisfied that 
a grave emergency exists whereby 
the security of India or of any part 
of the territory thereof is threaten¬ 
ed, whether by war or external 
aggression or internal disturbance, 
he may, by a Proclamation, make 
a declaration to that effect.” 

Two issues now arise—first of all, 
was there any disturbance or real 
apprehension of internal disturbante? 
To this the reply is in the negative. 
There was no apprehension of any 
real disturbance. There was no dis¬ 
turbance at all, it was absolutely im¬ 
aginative. I had stated in my speech 
during the debate on emergency in 
the last session that the emergency 
had resulted out of the creation of th^ 
fear complex, there was no danger or 
apprehension of the internal distur¬ 
bance at all. Six months have passed. 
We have not found a single incident 
of any violence in the countiy. Even 
to-day, to justify the emergency, they 
say that the danger is not over. Actual¬ 
ly there was no danger at all. So 
where is the question of danger bein^ 
over? It is in order to justify the 
continuance of emergency that stich 
statements are made. 

Now, Sir, I have listened to the Iw^n. 
Members from those benches very n^'i 
tebft^ly aiid I fkidtefforts ai» madej 
by some Members to link, it with Na^f 
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Nirman movement launched by the 
•tiicimt8 in Gujarat in the year 1973- 
74, that is, two years or so earlier. 
Now, they have tried to justify this 
SSmergency by linking those incidents 
and that movement with Nav Nirman 
agitation of Gujarat by the students 
in the year 1973-74. But, Sir, it would 
be interesting to know and note that 
the then PCC chief of ruling party, 
Shri Darji, had seen Mahatma Gandhi 
spirit in that Nav Nirman movement. 
He had made a statement to that elTect 
that I see Mahatma Gandhi spirit in 
this movement 

Sir, I would like to bring to the 
notice of this House that the whole 
movement was iinanced from the 
Centre because the then Chief Minister 
cfone to power against the wishes of 
the Centre. That is why that move¬ 
ment was encouraged and (inanced by 
the Centre to oust the unwilling Chief 
Minister. Now, Sir, I would also men¬ 
tion that when Shri Darji stated that 
he saw Mahatma ’Gandhi spirit in that 
movement no action was taken against 
him and he was allowed to encourage 
that movement. Therefore, it is futile 
to say it here to justify the emergency 
linking with that Nav Nirman move¬ 
ment. 

Sir, some noise was created fiom the 
members sitting there about the pre¬ 
sent law and order situation in Guja¬ 
rat. I would be failing in my duty if 
I do not apprise the House of the 
factual and real position as I know 
and which has been convej’ed to the 
Prime Minister in the letter addressed 
by the Chief Minister of Gujarat. I 
wbuld like to read two or three para¬ 
graphs from the Chief Minister's 
statement on election happenings in 
Gujarat. I quote: 

“News agencies have issued re¬ 
ports of the observations made by 
the Prime Minister in an interview 
'Over election happenings in Gujarat. 

I‘Was deeply pained and suiprised 
te read th^ ^tmnents. It is a 
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matter of deep^ regret that the Prime 
Minister of India has been receiv¬ 
ing, and tak^g’ them as correct, so 
many false reports. Which imrt of 
the country may I ask is free from 
stray cases of untoward incidents 
during election times? 

There is absolutely no truth in 
the reports that tltere has been 
violence during elections in Guja¬ 
rat, that Congress workers are be¬ 
ing arrested, their houses and be¬ 
longings; burnt and that Congress 
workers are being murdered.” 

1 further quote: 

“As the head of the Gujarat Gov¬ 
ernment, I am prepared to furnish 
replies on each and every incident, 
if the Prime Minister were to give 
the particulars about the incidents 
mentioned by her in her statement 
and we wiU welcome the visit of an 
all party investigation committee, 
if the Indian Parliament i-ppoints 
one, and sends it to Gujarat to en¬ 
quire into the matter about the 
manner in which elections were held 
and the extent to which violence 
took place in the State.” 

Now, Sir, the Chief Minister has 
made an offer. He has asked for the 
appointment of an aU party enquiry 
committee by this Parliament, to go 
into the question of violence which has 
been reported to the Prime Minister. 
Therefore, Sir. I would like you to 
consider this proposition o£ the Chief 
Minister and appoint an .all party en¬ 
quiry committee and Fend that com¬ 
mittee to 'Gujarat. Then only, this 
House will know the real position. He 
has also asked the journalists to 
visit Gujarat and find out the truth, to 
what extent violence ha.s taken plaoe. 
Sir, I would also request you to convey 
this invitation to the Press. 

I have also heard the hon. Members 
have trying to justify this Emergency 
and in the same breath heaping 
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Calumnies on the Opposition leaders. 
I do not find Mr. Shukla here. Sir, 1 
would also ask, it any of the Opposi¬ 
tion leaders or all of them were found 
responsible for the subversive or the 
anti national activities, why none of 
them has been produced before the 
Court of Law and why no charge- 
sheets have been framed against them? 
Simply, under the Emergency powers, 
extra powers, you are detaining these 
national stalwarts in jail. It is a 
shame on the Democratic Republic of 
India that the national leaders of the 
Opposition are under detention in jaU. 
Sir, they have detained the leaders 
under MISA which is in violation of 
the assurance given to Shri Morarji 
Desai by the Prime Minister, in April 
1975, in a communication sent through 
Shri Uma Shankar Dikshit, wherein 
the Prime Minister assured Shri 
Morarji Desai that MISA will not be 
used against legitimate political activi¬ 
ties. Now, the question is, whether 
the Members of Parliament and other 
political leaders and workers were in¬ 
dulging in illegal activities? The 
reply is negative. They never indulg¬ 
ed in illegal activities. What they 
w’ere to do was to offence Satyagraha, 
by giving notice, in a peaceful and 
constitutional manner. Satyagraha is 
considered to be a peaceful and consti¬ 
tutional means to ventilate the grieva¬ 
nces of the people and the injustice 
done to them. They w'ere to carry out 
that programme in June after the 
judgement of the Allahabad High 
Court. 

Now here members are trying to 
justify the emergency equating it with 
the economic programme. I have 
heard members saying that now Irsins 
have became punctual, bank clerks are 
regularly going to their offices at the 
appointed time, they say that this 
emergency has giv’en discipline to the 
nation. Now. I would ask w’hether 
Government needs emergency powers 
to make clerks go punctually to the 


banks, whether Government required 
emergency powers under art. 352 *for 
the trains to run according to the tim^l 
table. Did they require emergency 
powers to curb the student movement 
or the expression given by the students 
to unrest against their academic pro¬ 
blems and the unrest of youth against 
unemployment? If it is so, if' any 
Government requires emergency 
powers to regulate the banks, to make 
the clerks go at the appointed time to 
the banks or to make trains run ac¬ 
cording to schedule or to make the 
students silent, then that Government 
is not worth the name ‘Government*. 
It is a useless Government and that 
Government has no right to run the 
country—if they require emergency 
powers for all these things. As I 
stated, art. 352 clearly mentions the 
specific reason for declaring an emer¬ 
gency, that is, if there is real internal 
disturbance or apprehension of dis¬ 
turbance. 


Now, what is the economic situation 
today? Today some of the textile 
mills have been closed and thousands 
of workers are thrown out of employ¬ 
ment. It is not coming in the press 
because you have imposed sensorship 
and you do not allow the people to 
know about the factual and real econo¬ 
mic position in this country. Nearly 
twelve mills have been closed. The 
same about jute mills. Thousands of 
workers are thrown out of employ¬ 
ment and jute growers are not getting 
a due return. Similarly in the 
engineering industry, thousands of 
workers are either retrenched or laid 
off. In the automobile industry, the 
same is the position. In tea planta¬ 
tions also, the .same situation prevails. 
This is not a rosey economic picture. 

On the contrary it is good that infla¬ 
tion has rorae in check. But the Eco¬ 
nomic Survey says that again prices 
have started to show an upward te«id. 
Recession has started. There is im- 
employment. Unemployment is'‘ In- 
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creasing, The workers are retrench¬ 
ed or laid off. But because you have 
held the press silent by the emergen¬ 
cy, by the censorship, nothing goes 
to' the people. With these marks, 1 
conclude. Thank you. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO 
(Bellary): Mr, Speaker, I should like 
not to dwell on the political aspects 
of the debate which we have been 
having during the course of a day and 
half. Only the speech made by my 
hon. friend from behind has provoked 
me to say one or two words on the 
subject of the.political aspects of the 
emergency before I go on to -deal with 
the economic aspects. He was asking 
the question: Did it need an emer- 
jgency to make trains run punctually, 
to make everybody come to office at 
10 O’clock to have students go to 
their classes, attend them and so on? 

I do not know if it was a rhetorical 
question that he was putting but I 
think ihat all of us who had been 
watching what was happening in the 
coilntry during the last two or three 
years know, that for right or wrong 
reasons, I think wrong reasons, pos- 
■ sibly based on frtistration, every act 
of indiscipiine in this country was 
being encouraged and no act of 
violence was condemned, every act of 
indiscipline, whether there was a 
strike for getting free bus tickets or 
a strike for not getting free cinema 
tickets, every kind of disorder was 
being supported and there was nobody 
from outside the Government who 
was prepared to take a responsible 
position and say: Well, we have a fight 
with the Government and w’hile we 
want to get this Government out of 
power, we condemn violence and dis¬ 
order; they were not prepared to 
condemn the happenings and move¬ 
ments that were going on. I think that 
this is something which must ^^ot be 
forgotten. There is fto good saying: 
i^hy did the students go in 

peace to schools and colleges and so 


on before? Because in those days, the 
movement there was some strike, ir¬ 
respective of going into the fact 
whether it was proper, what were 
the reasons, was it ideo'ogically 
motivated or was it ideally mo¬ 
tivated or Was it motived by 
some anti-social reasons, there 
would be support for disorder and it 
was the kind of support for such dis¬ 
order, and the non-condemnation of 
violence, which brought about the 
kind of encouragement to the forces 
of disruption which, I am afraid, was 
one of the major reasons behind the 
declaration of the emergency. I have 
great respect for the hon. friend who 
spoke just now and I should like to 
ask him to reflect on this matter and 
not to take what I should call a rhe¬ 
torical view of the question; he should 
go, into it as a practical person, liv¬ 
ing in this country and working in 
this country. 

Having said that, I should like to 
turn to a diflferent line of approach. 

I should like to say very clearly 
and categorically that merely making 
speeches against fascism and reaction 
and, if I may say so. even jailing 
fascists and reactionaries, by them¬ 
selves those steps are not going to 
bring about a restoration of the kind 
of conditions which we want, namely, 
economic growth, mass welfare, social 
changes and the eventual establish¬ 
ment of a socialist society in thi-s 
country. I think we should do some 
deep thinking in this matter; why did 
those people get encouragement? Why 
did they think that they had a sense 
of power? Why did they feel that some 
persons were behind them? Because 
the economic situation was one of 
great distress. There was inflation on 
a fantastic scale, inflation of a kind 
which we had not witnessed for as 
long as I can remember, after In¬ 
dependence. There was drought; there 
were floods and othr kinds of economic 
happenings which were hitting the 
masses, not only masses in the sense of 
agricultural labourers, small farmers 
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and urban workers but also the lower 
middle class people and large sections 
of urban population. There was tois 
economic unrest and distress and tne 
Government was making all possible 
effort to deal with it. I am not here 
to defend the Government; but this is 
jQot the forum to talk about it. Cer¬ 
tainly if I were speaking in another 
platform, in an academic platmorm, 

1 could find fault with the Govern¬ 
ment’s economic policy in regard to 
food procurement, in regard to infla¬ 
tion and so on. But this is not the 
place for me to discuss the faults of 
Government. All that I want to say is 
that there was a national economic 
crisis; what we had in 1973 and l974 
was a national economic crisis; infla¬ 
tion was rising by 3 or 4 per 
cent per month. H we only look 
tha y=T= >“• 

right upto September 1974, there 
was such an inflation: It ® 
party Government but it dia 
appeal to all sections of the people to 
treat the economic crisis as a national 
crisis and stop using it for creating 
disruption and disorder and unrest m 
the country and to bring about a state 
of affairs which will make it possible 
to effectively control the economic 

crisis. 

And they did not get this co-opera¬ 
tion. Therefore, I want to lay down 
this proposition that we should turn 
our attention to what we do with the 
• economic situation. If we are not able 
to improve the economic situation, if 
we are not able to increase production, 
if we are not able to make this country 
self-sufficient, if not surplus in food 
supplies, if We are not able to deal 
with the problem of poverty and sub¬ 
standard living in large pockets m 
this country, if we are not able to deal 
with the problem of unemployment, 
educated unemployment and wban 
unemployment, then I am afraid no 

number of speeches however vocife¬ 
rously and passionately made even by 
my own party cdlfeagues, about facisms 


and reaction, is going to destroy 
fascism and reaction. India is not a 
fascist country, India is not a country 
that- harbours reactionaries. Reaction¬ 
aries and facists flourish in this 
country only when thei atmosphere 
is ripe for them and if we want to stop 
facism and reaction and have a non¬ 
violent and good society in this count¬ 
ry call it Sarvodaya, call it Socialism, 
makes no difference to me. we can do 
so by giving our people a better deal. 
If we want to have a good society 
and a good society in our opinion has 
to be a non-violent society as well, if 
we want to have a good society, s 
prc«perous society in this country, 
then we have got to tackle the pro¬ 
blems of the Indian economy. I would 
therefore like to appeal to the opposi¬ 
tion and also to those who are speak¬ 
ing on behalf of the Government that 
while it is quite important to stress 
political side because I do not know 
about the politics, Mr. Speaker, and 
may be. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar): 
That is avoiding the issue. 

SHRI V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO: 
Mr. Shamim is so amusing that 1 
forget the trend of my talk. But I 
would like to stress that even at this 
stage, let us take, what exactly are 
we going to do about the economic 
situation and I think if we look at 
the President’s Address, will find that 
the bulk of the President’s address 
deals with economic situation. Tfc* 
bulk of the President’s address 
gives us cause for economic hope 
because things have happened, 
do not think they have happened 
because of emergency, they are 
because of emergency but tWore 
is no doubt that people are far 
more xeasionable ■ under emer* 
gency than they were before fW 
emergency came including the Cbi® 
Ministers of Congress States, if I 
say so with all my political, reckless¬ 
ness. For example, we have for^ 
some river disputes which hfd 
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,pending with us for .almost decades 
and preventing irrigation and prevent¬ 
ing the increase of food supplies have 
heen settled. The President says: 

“Disputes between States have 
delayed a number of pro¬ 
jects." 

And then he says: 

“.some projects in the Nar¬ 

mada basin, the Hajghat 
project on the Betwa River 
and the Kadana project on 
the Mahi river.” 

They have all been cleared and a 
major portion of the waters of the 
Godavari river has also been cleared. 

Now, it seems to be, therefore, that 
what we should concentrate upon is 
ihis. If we want to castigate the Gov¬ 
ernment, castigate them on the sub¬ 
ject. What are we doing? How effec¬ 
tively are we doing? Are we trying to 
solve the eoenomic problems? Are we 
going ahead with the increase in irri¬ 
gation, going ahead with the increase 
in agricultural production, going 
ahead with the increase in indus¬ 
trial production? Are we trying 
our best to see that there is 
more labour intensive methods 
employed in production so that 
there is more employment? Of 
course, nobody would ask: have you 
abolished poverty? Poverty cannot be 
abolished so easily. It is not like King 
Canute asking the waves to recede. 
You cannot abolish poverty in a day, 
not when our 240 million people are 
supposed to be below the poverty line. 
But there is a question to be asked. 
Are we doing anything? Are we doing 
something substantial, something sig¬ 
nificant? Are we making any dent in 
poverty or are we letting poverty re¬ 
main as it is? It seems to me. Sir, 
that if the debate could turn on such 
concrete questions of economic poli¬ 
cies and the programmes, the country 
will be wry much benefited. I do not 
know wheOier the oOmitry will be 
benefitt^ because I db not know 
what the censor does. Whethwr the 
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censor understands the economics or 
not, the moment they see a word 
‘revolution’ or something, then they 
cut the whole paragraph. I have no 
‘revolution’ or something, then they 
all respect for him because he is an 
unknown quantity! But I apx pretty 
certain about one thing. There is room 
for opposition in a democracy. I do 
not think the Prime Minister ever de¬ 
nied the right of the opposition to 
exist. On the contrary, she wants a 
responsible opposition, not in the sense 
of supporting the government but in 
the sense of making constructive sug¬ 
gestions and dealing with things that 
matter, responsible opposition does 
not mean interruption of the kind that 
sometimes Mr. Shamim makes. It does 
not mean witch-hunting or character 
assassination c«* talking all the time 
of corruption, corruption and corrup¬ 
tion. But it does mean ihis: You take 
a particular project. You discuss 
whether it has succeeded or failed: 
how much irrigation has been brought 
about in the last two years; what has 
been the input of fertilisers; what is 
the increase in production and so on. 
These are the types of questions on 
which we should turn our attention 
if we want to make full use of the op¬ 
portunities we have as a result of the 
peaceful and (nonviolent atmosphere 
which we should turn our attention, 
ry as a result of the emergency. Let 
concentrate on the economic measures 
to cut at the roots of fascism in this 
country. We have seen what happened 
in Germany or Italy. We have seen 
how fascist forces have come into pro¬ 
minence in other countries whenever 
there is economic distress and no eco¬ 
nomic hope. Therefore, we should 
judge the record of the government 
by what they have done to deal vritti 
this economic problem and what they 
propose to do. 

Even our friends in the oppositioft 
have conceded that inflation has stop¬ 
ped Some arc doubtful #heth«r it has 
really stopped or it has just hidden 
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itself behind the curtain. That nobody 
knows, but there is no doubt that in¬ 
flation has come down. Nobody talks 
about it as they used to do about 18 
months ago. But as an academic eco¬ 
nomist, I do not like the term 
‘negative inflation’. It does not sound 
right in my ears. What the Reserve 
Bank has said, namely, declaration of 
inflation or a gradual attempt at sta- 
blisation of prices at a lower level 
would be more correct expression to 
use. But by whatever name you call 
it, prices have come down. I know this 
fall has not been completely reflected 
In retail prices, but why not mention 
it where it has been reflected? I stay 
in the university—not in New Delhi— 
and I meet many Class IV people. 
For the last four years I have been 
asking them this question and till 
about 8 months ago, their reaction was 
very bad. They used to say, “Prices are 
rising. This Commodity cannot be had 
or that cannot be had”. Now the re¬ 
action is, things can be had, but the 
prices have not fallen as much as it 
in claimed. Therefore, we have to give 
full credit to the Government for the 
various fiscal and monetary measures 
which enabled them to bring down 
prices. But there is one thing which 
I want to say, which fourtunately or 
unfortunatelv, has not been said by 
anybody as to why prices have fallen. 
I congratulate the Reserve Bank on 
their latest report made available a 
month ago. I saw a press summary and 
then I got the full report, which 1 
read. I am saying this for the .special 
benefit of the treasury benches. During 
1974-78 we had a net inflow of ex¬ 
ternal assistance of Rs. 480 crores and 
withdrawals from the I.M.F. to the 
tune of Rs. 485 crores. giving us a 
total financial inflow of Rs. 965 crores 
as compared to Rs. 316 crores in the 
previous .year. 

Hie Reserve Bank Reoort says: 
“Clearly without the contribution of 
this massive- dose of' extemal assist¬ 


ance, the impact of monetary and 
fiscal policies to containing the rsite of 
growth of money supply would have 
been much less efl'ective.*’ We ' have 
done a very wonderful job, better than 
any othr country in the world. In 
other countries, 8 per cent or so rate 
of inflation is still going on and we 
can hold our head high in all inter¬ 
national bodies because we have cont¬ 
rol on inflation. In this control on 
inflation, we have had to rely on large 
loans from the IMF. apart from increase 
in external assistance. The Reserve 
Bank of India has forecast a better cut- 
look for 1976-77. The Aid India Con¬ 
sortium has promised larger amounts 
than they did in the previous years. 
The oil facility is still there and, 
therefore, we will not have any 
constraint on our policy because 
of lack of foreign resources Sir, 

I think, this is a good thing as 
far as reality is concerned. But 
I ask how long can we rely on 
foreign resources because we have to 
pay back. What we get from the IMF 
has to be paid back. What we get 
from private sources has to be paid 
back. Sir, you know very well because 
you are a distinguished student of 
economics, that something like 30 per 
cent of our exports have been going 
for merely servicing the debt payments 
and quite a big part postponed by the 
re-scheduling which we have been 
able to ettf’ct. Therefore, I want to 
strike a note of warning that we cannot 
allow our economic growth and eco¬ 
nomic recovery and the satisfaction 
of our economic needs to lean so 
heavily continuous’y on foreign loans 
or foreign assistance. I do not say we 
should not take foreign assistance. If 
we have no choice, we should do it. 
I am glad, we did it. But how do we 
do away with foreign debt? How 
do we reduce the payment of fomlgn 
debt? I think it is a question which ^ 
important. Why should we have-de** 

fleits in ourbalanceof payment? Last 

year the deficit in balance of . pay¬ 
ments was of the order of Bs. 
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crores as compared to Hs. 402 cror^s 
in the previous year I understand, 
again there are expectations that in 
1975-76 the deficit will be a little large 
and certainly not smaller than Rs> 
1096 crores in the previous year. Why 
do we get this big payment deficit? 
It seems to me that this is a matter 
on which we should concentrate lot 
of our attention within the party, 
within the government and within the 
Parliament. And if we do that, we will 
know that it is mainly because we 
import foodgrains, we import fertili¬ 
sers and we import oil. These are the 
three major things which are res¬ 
ponsible for this big deficit. 

About oil, I would not say anything 
because we are doing our best. Oil 
cannot be produced by reciting 
mantras. Oil has to be found and it 
takes time. Fortunately for us, the 
expectations are that in another four 
or five years the position would be 
better because of Bonubay High and 
because of imssible discoveries both in 
the E^t and in the North particularly 
in Jammu & Kashmir. But about food, 
I, would really ask: why are we im¬ 
porting food? How long are we going 
to import food? Already, people are 
telling me; yesterday I heard people 
telling me: “You know, we are wor¬ 
ried.” He was not a Minister; he was 
an ordinary person. Why were they 
worried? They said: “Rains should have 
come t>y now. Rains have not come. 
Therefore, we do not know what will 
happen to the rabi crop.” I said: “Why? 
we had such a good monsoon. All the 
rivers are fuU; all the reservoirs are' 
fuSl and all the tanks are full.” He 
said: “Yes, may be; that may be so 
in the South; but in the North, there 
are many places where there are more 
tanks; and where water is required at 
a particular tank, if rain does not 
come, the rabi crop is going to be 
affected.” In other words, we are still 
depending upon rain. I think once upon 
a time Rajaji described the Commu¬ 
nists as the major enemy. I do 
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mean that. They may or may not Be. 
I am expressing no opinion on that; 
but I would certainly say that the rain 
god—would not call him an enemy 
because I am afraid—is a person who 
determines my destiny. A long, long 
ago, I think the first Finance Minister 
Of India, Mr, James Wilson in I860 
had said that the Indian budget was 
a gamble in rains. And the Indian 
economy seems to be still a gamble in 
rains. I would say: let us go all out, 
let us go all out at any cost to see that 
our food production, (a) increases 
and (b) (fnteTTuptions) ... Sir, would 
you like me to conclude? 

MR. SPEAKER: Please continue. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO; 

I would say that the major economic 
problem that we should tackle is the 
problem of food. In another place, I 
even went to the length of saying, some 
what stretching my neck out—I hope 
my friend Mr. Chandrajit Yadav does 
not consider that I am saying some¬ 
thing which is wrong—that we would 
rather imoprt steel, then imported 
food. If w^e have to import anything, 
I would rather import steel than im¬ 
port food. Once I have my food, once 
I am surplus in food and once I a<n 
not dependent on food—apart from 
balance of payments and foreign loans 
and foreign assistance—my position, 
my moral position, my economic posi¬ 
tion and my strategic position in the 
international world becomes very 
much stronger, than if I do not have 
my own food; and a detailed pro¬ 
gramme for it. this is not the place 
to discuss about. i would say that the 
recent agreements are a welcome step. 

I am glad that the 20-point programme 
has a very important item on 5 mil¬ 
lion hectare.s of land to be brought 
under irrigation, I think within the 
next five years. I do not know; when 
people are talking about the 20 -poiiit 
programme—I have forgotten it, even 
though I have read it several times; I 
went back and referred to it—they 
♦niir only about distributicm, bonded 
labour, moratorium on debts and so on.

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But the 20-point programme is a pro¬ 
gramme essentially with an accent on 
Increasing production. I want to make 
that clear. The 20-point programmes is 
not merely a populist programme. It is 
not a programme merely for helping 
.the weaker seel ions. Of course, it 
wants to help the weaker sections. To 
the extent we can, we should try and 
do that. No question about it. But 
essentially, the 20-poln programme has 
emerged with an accent on both agri¬ 
culture production and industrial pro¬ 
duction. Therefore, when my friends 
say that they were all for the 20-point 
programme—^not only my friends who 
are represented in this House, but even 
my friends who are not fully repre¬ 
sented in this House—I would like to 
understand it. Almost within a few 
days of its declaration, a delegation led 
by the most important industrialists 
and businessmen came to the Prime 
Minister and said that they were aU 
for the 20-point programme. I am still 
to find someone who is against the 20- 
point programme. Everybody is for 
the 20-point programme. But what 
happens is this, like the six men look¬ 
ing at the elephant...

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Thousand* 
of workers have recently been declwo- 
ed laid off or retrenched, arm cl(wsuse 
is going on. Today I got' the news 
that in a place like Kanpur 13,009 
workers have been laid off. The hon/ 
Prime Minister herself has stated 
that some remedy must be found for 
this. I vk-\;uld, therefore, request you to 
ask the Minister of Labour to make 
a statement. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): Very important. 

DR V. K. R. VARADARA.fA RAO 
(Bellary): I was mentioning this 
morning how the twenty point pro¬ 
gramme was being looked at. I said 
I was reminded of the story of six peo¬ 
ple who described an elephant each 
differently. The story is known 16“ 
everybody. One concentrated on the 
trunk, another on the tail, a third oft 
the legs etc. I want t6 j|ay in all earn*' 
estness before this House that the 29’* 
^Int economie programme is a 
balanced integrated programme. 
It cannot be taken apart bjr 
bits and accepting only what 
likes and discharging what one 
does not like. It is a programme fot' 
increasing production, agricultural pro-' 
duction and industrial production; it is 
a programme for trying to see thafc 
prices remain stable by a system ofr 
CTganislng public distribution;- it is a- 
programme for bringing' social justice 
especially jn the most neglected sec¬ 
tions of the Indian population who live 
in rural areas. The whole gamut of 
programmes like abolition of bonded 
labour increasing agricultural labour, 
ers’ wages, housing, distribution of 
surplus land, is intended to. do some¬ 
thing for the most disadvantageoun 
classes in the rural areas in our coun* 
try. If I may say so, if this programme 
is implemented, it is going td break Ute' 
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current rural power structure which 
is one of the big^^st impedimenls in 
the way of godal transformation of 
our society. Therefore, it is very im¬ 
portant that this rural programme is 
implemented. I find that my business 
friends are for implementing the rural 
programme. But when it comes to 
their oum programme, they say that 
they accept the 20-point programme 
but where is the workers’ participa¬ 
tion. I have still to read, unless the 
news has been censored, the pro¬ 
gramme of the big industrial rompa- 
nies, private sector, the big houses 
•where they are having workers’ parti¬ 
cipation, giving workers a sense of not 
only participation at the floor level, 
but also in the decision making, mana¬ 
gement, product-mix and so on. 

Similarly, if I may say so, as I said 
this morning, rightly or wrongly, as 
long as our exports do not increase 
sufficiently and our imports do not dec¬ 
line sufficiently we are dependent on 
the loan from IMP and other foreign 
agencies—I do not ■w«nt to use the 
word ‘Aid*. If that is so, we cannot 
afferd to go and quarrel unnecessarily 
with aTi the people from whom we ex¬ 
pect to receive loan./ I do not say we 
should not quarrel with them when it 
i.<! right to do so; and in that connec¬ 
tion, I.very much regret, if I may say 
so with great deference my respected 
friend Mr. Indrajit Gupta, yesterday 
made a reference to Iran and objected 
to the signing of the Kudremukh pro¬ 
ject. On . this project, the whole Kar- 
[nataka depends for its economic 
growth. Apart from that. Iron is a 
country from whom we are- importing 
a lot of oil which is playing a very 
important role in the production of fer¬ 
tiliser in Madras. So far as I know, 

I am not a student of international 
affairs, Iran is a country vi’ith whom 
have good relations, economic re¬ 
lations and is also a country that needs 
our economic and good relations. Stra¬ 
tegically, it is also a somewhat diffl- 
cullt i}ositlon. Therefore, I suggest 
i*’^t when we come to the programme, 
le us understand that it is a programme 


taken as a whole. Let us not try to 
ditch the bout. Our economy is just 
recovering from a crisis, thanks to the 
firmness shown by the Prime Minister 
in imposing an emergency, Vjecause 
without that, I doubt very much, if we 
could have an atmosphere and the will 
and all other capacity ;*or doing some 
of the thing.; which we have been able 
to do. The economy is now getting a 
break-through; it is on the verge of a 
break-through. 

We aTso know, for example, as com¬ 
pared to the rate of growth of last 
year, in 1976, it is going to be higher! 
Our infrastructure facilities have in¬ 
creased. There is more power, more 
water more power supply, more sup¬ 
ply of agricultural labour, more' foreign 
exchange and more discipline all-rduml 
in the country. There are no strikes, 
no hartdis. My friends in the AdvU 
sory Committee talked about re¬ 
cession. 1 told them in Bombay the 
other day that after all some prices 
had to fall. If the workers can accept 
a cut in their bonus, if irtany agricul-' 
lural labourers and others can live on 
the sub-human standard of living and 
if they are not in a position to do 
anything immediately, why should the 
bu.sinessmen think that i^heir profit has 
to remain where it was remained be¬ 
fore. After all, reduction in profit is 
as much a part of the e/nergency as 
reduction in other disbursible incomes, 
because w'q want to save more and 
invest more. 

Therefore, I would like to suggest 
that if all of us take the 20-point eco¬ 
nomic programme as on integrated 
whole one and not pieces out of it, I 
think the party must move to break the 
rural power structure and go all out 
to imp’ement the reforms in the coun¬ 
tryside. 

I think, the country must go all out 
to see that the production is increased; 
the business community has got to go* 
all out to see that It increases produc- 
tl<m. Actually, the things are rather 
better now. 
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About recent disclosures—I am not 
too sure if I am very much in love 
with the morality behind it; the mora¬ 
lity is not something which can bring 
an unqualified passion in the political, 
economic and industrial world—it has 
been a grand success. It has reached 
a figure of Rs. 1500 crores. My guess 
is, out of Rs, 1500 crores, at least Rs. 
750 crores will be concealed income 
and Rs. 750 crores will be concealed 
wealth. I am not so much bothered 
about the fact that you will get about 
Rs. 250 crores or Rs. 300 crores to the 
Central Exchequer. But so much 
money has been legitimatised. It can 
go into trade; it can go into industry; 
it can go into investment. It can 
break the back of so-called recession. 
That is again a good point on our 
side. 

I want to end my speech on a very 
optimistic note as far as the ecnomy 
is ccmcerned. I think, the economy is 
really, for the first time, after several 
years, not excluding the good harvest 
of 1970-71, on the verge of a break¬ 
through. If it breaks through, we 
lie^ not be afraid of the reactionary 
forces; we need not afraid of fascist 
forces; we need not be afraid of trouble 
makers and violence-walas. If the 
economy breaks through, if there is in¬ 
creased production, better distribution 
and stabilisation of prices, vi’e need 
hot be afraid of all these forces. 

In conclusion, I would urge upon all 
my colleagues both on my side and un 
the opposition side, irrespective of the 
personal and sectional grievances, to 
treat this 2G-point Economic Pro¬ 
gramme as a-national cause and an in¬ 
tegrated programme and go all out to 
see that the economy recovers and, 
by the time we come to the next year. 
We will be having the General Elec¬ 
tions and there will be a fresh oppor¬ 
tunity to the opposition to come m 
large numbers. 

SHBI SEZHIYAN (Kiimbakonam); 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, after the 


speech made by Prof. V. K. R. V. Rao, 
I have been called to speak. When Prof. 
Rao began his speech, he complained 
that most of the speeches made in 
this House were pertaining only to the 
political aspects and that the economic 
aspects had not been dealt with as 
much as they deserved. For a change, 
I wiU start my i^ech from the econo, 
mic end 

As Prof. Rao rightly pointeil out, the 
20-point Economic Programme has 
been unanimously and universally wel¬ 
comed by every section not only Inside 
the House but outside also. We also 
welcomed it. Not only after Emergency 
but even earlier, before Emergency, 
whenever any economic programmes 
were brought in this House or outside, 
my party has been very enthusiasti¬ 
cally supporting the progressive mea¬ 
sures. 

This 20-point Economic Programme 
dominates the scene in the political life 
of the country today. X do concede 
that the slogans create enthusiasm, 
focus the attention of ^he people, give 
directions to the people and also pre¬ 
pare the country and the economy for 
better days. But I doubt very much 
if by themselves they can solve the 
problem. If words were to fulfil our 
requirements, our country snould have 
been the most prosperous under the 
sun. 

After announcing the 20-roint Eco¬ 
nomic Programme, more than six 
months have elapsed. By the weeh 
end. 200 days would have been over. 
At this stage. I want to know what 
the plan of action is to implement the 
20-point Economic Programme. I have 
gone through the President's Address 
very carefully. I find that the word 
“Five Year Plan” does not find a place 
anywhere in this Addres.s. The onl.v 
thing it talks of is Annual Plan, not 
the Five Year Plan. When the idea 
of planning was mooted in the coun¬ 
try in '50s, when the country after In¬ 
dependence decided that development 
»'an be brought about only- by planning, 
not by giving a free hand to anybody 
who wants to produce or distribute, 
when this idea was mooted by lats 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, he said that 
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tfy process of planning, we should 
bring up the standard of the people 
in this country. Accordingly, the Plan, 
ning Commission was set up with 
which our learned Prof. Rao was also 
associated very intimately. In 1950. 
when this idea was put through, the 
objectives were laid down tl) that the 
citizens should have adequate means 
of livelihood, (2) that the ownership 
and control of the material resources 
of the community are so distributed as 
best to subverse the common good, 
and (S) that the operation of the eco- 
nom’C system does not result in con¬ 
centration of wealth and means of 
production to the common detriment 

After this, we have had four Five 
Year Plans. In tho Fifth Five Year 
Plan also, which has been approved 
and should have gone into implemen¬ 
tation, the very first sentence of the 
Draft says: 

“Removal of poverty and attain¬ 
ment of economic self-reliance are 

the two strategic goals the country 

hag set for iself.” 

I would like to know how the 
twenty-point programme is going to be 
dovetailed into the Plan already made 
—whether we are going to keep to the 
Fifth Five Year Plan or going to al¬ 
ien d only to the 20 pc.,nt programme. 
Now, We may feel fruslratt'.i that the 
Plans did not come up to e.vpectations 
and the twenty-point programme may 
be a departure from them. But even 
then, we must have planed action as to 
how the twenty-point programme is 
going to be out through. In imple¬ 
menting some of the.se things They 
may not be put in the regular Plan 
document itself. For example, fixing 
of minimum agricultural wages—which 
is point No. 6 in the programo—. abo¬ 
lition of a bonded labour, (Point 4 con¬ 
fiscation of smuggled properties (Point 
13), Income-tax R^ef (Point 17) etc.* 
may be done ,even without having ■ a 
regular' plan, but there are many 
other things which fahve already been 
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pul in our Plans since ilte First Five 
Year Plan; for example. land ceiling 
has been there from the First Five 
Year Plan. What happenei to it? 
Where did it fail? Where did the 
Plan or the Government fail in fulfill¬ 
ing the targets and objectives set foith 
a.<? early as in the First Five Year Plan? 

Item No 7, you will jec, relates to 
land to be brought under irrigation— 
to which Prof. Rao also referred. It 
has been proposed to bring, under the 
twenty-point programm.?, fi%?e million 
hectares land under irrigation. If you 
look at this Ffith Fve Year rtan. in 
Chapter HI, para 11, p. 106, il has been 
.stated : 

• During the Fourth Plan, it is an¬ 
ticipated that Rs. 1170 crores would 
have been spent in ihc major and 
medium irrigation sector and the ad¬ 
ditional potential to be created is ex¬ 
pected to be 3.3 million hectares. As 
compared to this, a substantially 
higher outlay of R's. 2401 crores and 
a target of 6.2 million hectares are 
being aimed at during the Fifth Five 
Year Plan.” 

So, the Fifth Five Year Plan has 
planned for 6.2 million hectares and 
now the twenty-point programme has 
reduced it to five million hectares! I 
am not worried even .’ibout that; but 
•what are the resources? Even for 
achieving this twenty-point programme 
what is the plan that we have evolved? 

I would like to know whether we have 
set out priorities on the basis of fhis, 
whether we have ascertained the enor¬ 
mity of the problem under each of the 
points of this programme, whether we 
have assessed the resources avaihable 
to us, whether we have fixed up a 
time-bound ' scheme for each, whether 
w'e have located and removed the 
handicaps in our plannng all along 
wherever we have failed, and whether 
we have allocated the necessary funds. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizambad): We have removed aU 
obstacles. 
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SSZHIYAN: 1 would like tu 
Icnow what the obetacl^ were and how 
you have removed them (as he has 
answered on behalf of the Govern, 
ment, I expect him to give an answer 
to this also) and whether effective im¬ 
plementation and follow.up will be 
there in the twenty-point programme. 

It is good to create enthusiam in 
this country, to focus the attention of 
the people and to set priorities hut, in 
the long-term perspective, how are 
We going to implement them? We 
should come to brass tacks. 

Now 1 come to Emergency en which 
many hon. friends, both on this side 
and on the other side, have spoken. 
Emergency was imposed on 26th June. 
1975, as you all know, and the 20-point 
programme. Emergency, as its very 
Emergency is sought to be continued 
for implementation of the 20-point 
XaaA S)f se ‘iCauagaeuia jauiutejSojd 
name suggests, is for abnormal condi¬ 
tions. We would like to know when 
normalcy is going to come, how to 
know that the normalcy has come and 
the Emergency should end. When some¬ 
body starts on a 100-metre dash, if he 
is asked to go on a 30-kilometre long 
distance run, either he will not be able 
to keep up the same speed or if he 
keeps up the same speed, he will not 
be able to reach the goal and may 
collapse in the middle auite exhaust¬ 
ed. For good or bad. for ill or well, 
you say that the Emergency has pro¬ 
duced good results. But what is the 
guarantee that the means that have 
been opened now, that the floodgates 
that have been opened now, will not 
be utilised in future by somebody who 
does not use these things to obtain 
good results? Where is the guarantee 
that these things will not be utilised 
by people for their own ends in a des¬ 
potic or undemocratic way? 

I concede that the provision for 
Ehfiergency is a must in any Constitu¬ 
tion worth its name; no constitutional 
government can function without the 
provision' in the Constitution. U it is 
a written one, for, Braerg^cy. But, 


because it is to be done on^ for a 
temporary period, the peopile and the 
consUtutional government accept to 
for go their rights. The constitutional 
government itself gets restricted and 
the rights of the citizens are suspended 
and these rights are to be resumed 
once the Emergency is over. There is 
a famous maxim by Cicero, “inter arma 
silent leqes", that is when there is 
clash of arms, laws become silent. In 
a democratic country, Emergency can 
be proclaimed and continued, perhaps 
with the best of intentions. But where 
is the check? Who is to say that the 
Emergency is not there, that the con¬ 
ditions of Emergency do not prevail 
any longer and that the Emergency 
should be lifted? 

I will quote only two classical sys¬ 
tems of Government which we follow 
or try to follow. One is U.K.’s which 
we try to adopt to the extent possible, 
to the best of our genius, jn U.K., the 
Parliament has got the power; the 
Sovereign does not have. Parliament 
endows the Executive with powers to 
interfere with the most cherished 
rights of citizens which may be neces¬ 
sary and proper in a grave national 
danger. But, there, the courts go into 
the cases of abuse, jnaia fide use of 
povi-«r and where there is prime facie 
wrong application of the power. Dur¬ 
ing World War I and World War II, 
courts were never barred to any ag¬ 
grieved party, anybody could approach 
the courts against any mala fide use 
or wrong application of the powers; 
even in the heat of War, in 1942, there 
have been cases of detenus—persons 
detained by the Government—^being 
released by the courts in U.K. 

In the USA there is the Presidential 
form of Government there, the Presi¬ 
dent does not have the power; It is 
the Congress which has got the power 
to impose conditions in times of enmr- 
gency, to prevent filling in court the 
writ of habeas corpus; but it is for 
the courts to determine whether con¬ 
ditions have arisen to justify suspen¬ 
sion of the rights. Therefore, we has® 
got another party tivere to decide this- 
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My basic approach or appeal is this, 
“irou may change the Constitution in 
any way; whether it is Parliamentary 
form of Government or Presidential 
form of Government or any other form 
of Government, as long as you have a 
written Constititions—of course, there 
are countries where they do not have 
fully written Constitutions and where 
democracy thrives; I am not on that 
'question—what does it mean? Having 
a written Constitution itself means 
that you are putting limitations. After 
all. Why do you want to have a Consti¬ 
tution? You want to have a Constitu¬ 
tion because You want to put limita¬ 
tions on the functioning of the Legisla¬ 
ture and the Executive. Whenever 
there is a trespass or whenever there 
is an encroachment by one sector into 
another, who is to decide? There 
comes the judiciary. As long as vou 
provide for a system of Constitution 
or Government—whether it may be. 
whether it is as in the USA or in the 
UK, 1 do not have any quarrel—please 
see to it that there is an independent 
body which checks; if the Legislature 
goes beyond its limitations. there 
should be some checks; if the Execu¬ 
tive goes beyond its limitations, there 
^ould be some check on that. That 
is what we call the rule of law and 
impartial judicial review. 

The majority rule alone cannot de¬ 
cide what is just or not. Gandhiji him¬ 
self while writing in Young India on 
'26-1-1922, rightly said: 

■‘Claiming the right of free opinion 
and free action as we do, we must 
extend the same to others. The rule 
of majority when it becomes coer¬ 
cive, is as intolerable as that of a 
bureaucratic minority. We must 
patiently try to bring round the 
minority to our view by gentle per¬ 
suasion and argument.” 

Therefore, democracy has to be govern¬ 
ed by discussion not only inside the 
House, but outside the House also. 
Hence my demand for a round-table 
Conference for discussion with all 
leaders. 

Whatever opinion is formed, about 
the functioning of a democracy, as 
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rightly pointed out by the learned 
Professor, criticism should be welcome 
as long as you do not incite violence, 
as long as you do not lead to violence, 
and as long as that does not lead to 
any extra-constitutional measures. My 
point is that if any speech leads to 
violence, leads to extra-constitutional 
measures, put that person in the court. 

Regarding the majority rule. Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru also said: 

“With all my admiration and love 
for democracy, I am not prepared to 
accept the statement that the largest 
number of people are always right.” 

The largest number of people some¬ 
times in their anxiety to do the best 
of things may act and go in the wrong 
way. That is why. we always rely 
on a measure that is the rule of law 
and the independent judiciary. 

Once Aristotle said; 

•‘Man. when perfected, is the best 
of animals, but when separated from 
law and justice is the worst of alL” 

My plea, therefore, is that whatever 
you plan is not going to be there for 
the day, is not for this year or for this 
Lok Sabha alone; it is going to bind 
the coming generation. The directions 
that you g.ve. the basic alterations 
that you suggest are going to be im¬ 
printed in the political history of our 
country for the future citizens. It is 
said that the politician looks at the 
next elections, whereas the statesman 
looks at the next generation. I know, 
you are all very eminent statesmen. 
As you are. you should see the shape 
of things to come. I do not expect the 
same sort of good people to adorn this 
very House. After aU, man is mortal. 
Whenever you do these things, think 
of the posslbiUties of abuse. Bvm 
now you may not be aware, what the 
distant bureaucrat, or the distant 
may do. The officers who clamp the 
censor may allow one thing to be pub¬ 
lished in one paper; if the same thing 
is published in another paper, they 
simply strike it down. I cannot go to 
any court or anywhere. 
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Whenever you think of any consti¬ 
tutional change, or imp^mentation of 
the 20-point programme, whenever you 
want to use the emergency powers or 
tte extraordinary powers to protect 
the sovereignty, that very instrument 
should not be used to thwart and sub¬ 
vert 'the very Constitution itself and 
the democracy in this country. 

I would also say to the Members 
here that you have been associated 
with a very glorious record of freedom 
movement, you have been trained 
more than 1 under Gandhiji, and you 
have been associated with Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru. All these people 
have left a very rich legacy—a legacy 
to. the nation, a legacy to the present 
generation. The same legacy we 
should be able to pass on untarnished 
though not enriched in a great 
measure, to the coming generation. 

I would quote from an erudite 
scholar on the legac.v that has been 
left, to us by Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. 
It has been said: 

“An essential ingredient of the 
new India of Nehru had to be politi¬ 
cal democracy. Free India could not. 
therefore, be a dictatorial India or 
an oligarchic India or a feudal India. 
And in political democracy, he in¬ 
cluded free speech and free press, 
civil liberty, adult franchise and the 
rule of law.” 

Ihls was said in one of the very good 
\)O0ksi brought out in recent years. 
.^.The Nehru Legacy’ by Dr. 'V. K. R. V. 
Rao. Therefore. I appeal to him. I 
rededicate the rich legacy to him and 
others in the House and ask whether 
oy not he is going to accept and con- 
tj(nue the free India founded by 
Jawaharlal Nehru wherein he wanted 
free speech, free Press, civil liberty, 
adult franchise and the rule of law. 

. SHRI SYED AHMED AGA (Bara- 
jpiulla): I. want to associate, myself 
wifh the Motion of. Thanks., to the 
President for his Address. 


The President said in one of the 
paragraphs that there is a continuing 
challenge of forces of disruption and^ 
that the nation should remain vigilant 
and disciplined. In this context, 1 

feel that the emergency has to remain 
because the danger is still there. I 
feel that the vested interests are very 
much afraid of any change in the-socio¬ 
economic structure. I' again feel that 
the forces of external disruption are 
active. I am reminded that when the- 
Ananda Marg was banned, foreigners 
came to man it and they even shifted’ 
the headquarters of the organization- 

to Bangkok and also operated at Cal¬ 
cutta. I also learnt from the papers 
sometime later that there was an 
international religious organization 
which has also come to Calcutta 

whose members believe 'n Hindu 

Gods. It is significant that foreigners 
should come here from far off places 
telling us that they believe in our Gods. 
Can’t they find God in their own coun¬ 
try? If they want to become Hindus, 
what prevents them from becoming 
Hindus and following Hinduism in 
their own country. On the other hand, 
coming to Calcutta to find spiritual 
satisfaction is significant. This is rather 
intriguing. 

V 

Then. Sir, I am reminded of ri 
magazine by name ‘Watch Tower' 
which is printed in 78 languages and 
prints something like 9.700,000 copies 
from Pennsylvania and Philippines. 
This magazine says that nations should 
surrender their sovereignty and accept 
an authority that could tell them whaf 
they should do in international affairs. 
It is^ very obvious who wants this. 
Again I became suspicious about all 
these things when I read that the 
Chairman of the Theosonhical Society. 
Shri Sriman Narayan said more or les.® 
the same thing. He said that there 
should be a world government to which 
individual nation^! would surrender 
their sovereignt.v. All these things 
put tosether woUld mak^ one feel 
that we should he vigilant because all 
these th'ngs are happening in a covert 
way.’ P^haps he might have said" 
an honest way \bat th^e s^uld be ® 
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world government but, read with the 
'Watch Tower’, it has a different 
meaning in actual practice. So, be¬ 
cause of these things I feel that the 
emergency has to remain so long as 
the external dangers are there. 

I feel, there are powers who do not 
want that we should be self-reliant or 
that India should emerge as a countrj' 
that matters in the World Comity. 

Our non-alignment policy has made 
us great under the very dynamic 
leadership and guidance of Madam 
Indira Gandhi who has very much 
become—the leader of the non-aligned 
countries. 

We have sided with and we have 
always talked of African unity. We 
have also said that Arab land occupied 
by Israel should be vacated. We have 
favoured the Palestinian cause. We 
have favoured the ju.st cause of 'still 
to be liberated’ countries. We are 
therefore not liked and. therefore, the 
campaign is there. The danger is there 
and we have got to be alert. 

They have not liked our launching 
Aryabhata, our emergency strong. 

When King Faisal used oil as a 
weapon, he was assassinated. We also 
know that only last year Mu.iib was 
instrumental for Dacca declaration for 
Asian security where 27 countries had 
participated. We then found that 
Mujib was assassinated. We should 
therefore know that these are not ac¬ 
cidental things. We know that the 
U.S. Ambassador in Bangla Desh at 
the time of assassination of Mujib was 
Mr. Davis Boster, who was Charge-d’ 
Affairs in Chile at the time of assassi¬ 
nation of Mr. Allende. .Again I say 
that ^ when American senate exposed 
CIA, President Ford did not condemn 
assassination ^md never said ‘stop it’. 
He only said, avoid assassination. ■ 

Again on 80th December, 1975, I 
read ‘Irr the paper a few days ago that 
there’was a threat Ao^klll U.$..politi¬ 
cians and .Chairman of the -Gcmmlttees 


of Investigation into CIA working. 
They are not going to spare their mva 
people. 

In 1961 there were 3,700 intelligence 
men working under diplomatic titles. 
We do not know how many are work¬ 
ing in our countr.v. We also see that 
many religious organisations from out- 
side help the various religious organi¬ 
sations here in India. What I want to 
stress is that Government should have 
a sort of audit check on the money 
that is received by the various religi¬ 
ous organisations here. They must 
also see as to how the mone,v is spent 
by them. 

All this is happening when in Japan 
throwing of dummy atom bomb is 
being practised. We also see that the 
base Diego Garcia has been built as a 
very great offensive base. We also 
see that the Gwadar base has been 
built at Makran coast. The.y are almost 
controlling our oil channel. We have 
got to be vigihint that wa3’. We have 
to devise w'a,vs and means so that our 
Bombay high receives very great at¬ 
tention. 

We also see that the Chinese are 
provoking at our northern side. We 
also see that implementation of Simla 
Agreement is slowing down. We also 
see that the Indian navy—I read two 
days ago—under constant surveil¬ 
lance by some foreign power by long 
range aircraft. 

When all these things are there, I 
feel that we have got to be vigilant. 

The Simonstown can see the Bay of 
Bengal on its radar. China and USA 
had asked for bases in Chitta.gong and 
I don’t know whether they have got 
it. Sir, in the General Assembly of 
the United Nations, the Chinese spokes¬ 
man said that he feared that thera may 
be a third world war. .When all, these 
things are'going on, ye camw^ be less 
vigilant. We have got to be more and 
more vjgllant,. . : * 
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In respect of our economy, we have 
£Ot to see that the inequality is not 
more pronounced. We have got to 
see that the 20-point programme oi the 
hon. Prime Minister is implemented 
properly and in a satisfactory manner. 
It cannot be implemented unless peo¬ 
ple's participation is there, unless peo¬ 
ple are associated with it. This is a 
must. Unless people are associated 
the implementation of the 20-point pro- 
gramme may not be that perfect. If 
the Constitution becomes a hurdle in 
removing inequalities and disparities, 
we should review the constitution.al 
provisions and the Constitution should 
be amended if necessary. We must 
remove the e ‘onoraic disparities and 
this is a must. We must see also that 
there are no lockouts and lay-off.<? in 
private sector. We must also see that 
the Report of the Hathi Committee 
is implemented because the drug in- 
dustrj' is in the hands of multina¬ 
tionals and they must be taken over. 
With the.'e words, Sir, I think you for 
having given me the permi.ssion to 
associate myself with the Motion of 
Thanks on the President’s Address. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North): Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, let 
me start my speech by quoting a rele¬ 
vant portion from the Narora Docu¬ 
ment of the Congress. I quote. It 
aays: 

‘The basic question is whether the 
process of social and economic 
changes will take place within the 
matrix of democratic institutions or 
whether the vested interests would 
succeed in thwarting the process of 
change by imposing their will on the 
masses through extra-Constitutional 
means.’ 

In para 36, the President has ex¬ 
pressed this view and I quote: 

‘Henqurable Members: In viedr ef 
the uncertainty,of the International 
situatioM. especially on our sub- 
centiatat and the neiid^boui^ood, the 
continuing challenge of forces ef dls- 
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ruption at home and the need to 
accelerate our social and economic 
programmes, the nation should re¬ 
main vigilant and disciplined. There 
must be constant effort to improve 
performance and bring about 
changes and reforms in every sphere 
of national life.’ 

Before me, my friend Mr. Era 
Sezhiyan made a philosophical speech 
today. Before that, my friend, Mr. 
V. K. R. V. Rao, the learned professor, 
spoke. I listened with rapt attention 
to these two speeches. Professor Rao 
said that if there is any economic 
breakthrough, then we need not worry 
about the fascist and reactionary forces 
in the country. My humble submis¬ 
sion to Prof. V. K. R. V. Rao is this. 
Unless and until the reactionary forces 
are crushed completely, we cannot have 
an economic breakthrough and politi¬ 
cal stability in the country. 

Now. I want to draw the atention 
of Mr. Deputy-Speaker and, thereby, 
the House that we are passing through 
a critical stage, we have cBsmocraqy 
and democracy is our creed; it is a 
way of life and we accepted demo¬ 
cracy becausfe* of two reasons as a 
constitutional pundit Mr. Fauser 
pointed out, and I quote:— 

“Two cheers for Democracy, one 
because it admits variety and two 
because it permits criticisms.” 

That is why we welcome the democracy 
for our country. Now coming to 
emergency, why and what for was it 
proclaimed. It has been amply clear 
and explained to the nation at large 
not only by the Prime Minister but 
by the responsible political parties and 
responsible leaders. Of course, emer¬ 
gency is a kind of cruelty, no doubt 
It is like a scalpel in the hands of a 
doctor for operating a patient for his 
life but net to kill him. That is pre 
cisely why this emdl^ncy has been 
declared; it has beei declared>^10 dis> 
ci^Uno the country. The .process is 
going on in this country; but ^ dis¬ 
ruptive forces which have 'gone wider 
ground are trying to undermine the 
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basic structure of our democracy; the 
infrastructure of our Parliamentary 
democracy is being threatened not 
only by the fascist forces inside but in 
collusion with the fascist forces out¬ 
side the country as well—I do not like 
to mention the names of those coun¬ 
tries. But it is very clear to anybody 
that the imperialist forces and their 
‘Funkies and toadies’, in collusion with 
the reactionary forces here, are deter¬ 
mined to see that Indira Gandhi’s 
Government is completely demolished 
and thereby they can introduce chaos 
and confusion in the country and out 
of which they want to do something. 
That is why we think that the Prime 
Minister. Indira Gandhi, very rightly, 
has taken this step of introducing the 
emergency. Whether this emergency 
will be there till eternity or whether 
it would be lifted, this question has 
been put by my friend, Shri Sezhiyan, 
it is not left to him to be a competent 
authority or to Shri D. K. Barooah of 
the Congress party to decide. The 
Prime Minister of this country is the 
only competent person who can judge 
the situation whether the emergency 
is to be lifted or not. So, we are hop¬ 
ing that when normalcy is restored, 
everything will be all right. I now 
want to draw the attention of the 
House to one thing. Much has been 
said about the constitutional changes. 
So far as we are cosicerned, we think 
that the Constitution must be a living 
document and it must reflect the 
true spirit and aspiration and the 
rising expectations of the people of 
the nation; Constitution is not only a 
mere scheme or arrangement to regu¬ 
late the administrative, political eco¬ 
nomic and social activities but it is a 
forward looking instrument—a power¬ 
ful weapon—to abolish the larger 
pockets of poverty existing in the 
midst of plenty. The Constitution 
must be flexible and it is amendable. 
I do not consider the Constitution as 
a Bibld of the nation or the Quoran 
the country or Bhagwat Gita of the 
nation. Constitution Is there to see 
that there Is transformation in our 
society and economic regeneration for 
which we must'change li 


The Prime Minister has said fiiat 
she was for changes in the Constitu¬ 
tion. Certain objections from certain 
quarters came. What sort of changes 
does the Prime Minister want to 
introduce? Certain people are saying 
that the basic structure of the Cons¬ 
titution should not be touched. The 
fundamentals of the Constitution 
should not be allowed to be changed. 
So far as I am concerned, I am not 
bothered about the basic structure or 
the fundamentals of the Constitution; 

1 am more concerned about the basic 
needs or requirements of the needy 
people of this country. 

If any constitution stands in the 
way of achieving our laudable objec¬ 
tives then without any sense of re¬ 
morse and mercy that constitution 
should be thrown lock, stock and 
barrel in the Arabian or the Indian' 
ocean. Before concluding that part 
of the aspect I request the Prime 
Minister to come forward and spetl 
out what sort of changes she wants 
to introduce in the Constitution. For 
her my suggestion is that she must 
have a conference of constitutional 
pundits and political leadens wherein 
these changes must be placed for dis¬ 
cussion and dialogue. After that we 
can conveniently have our constitu¬ 
tion changed and the constitution' re¬ 
shaped. 

Next, maybe this point might be 
unpleasant to .some but I must bring 
to the notice of the Prime Minister, 
that is about language issue. So far 
as the President’s Address is concern¬ 
ed it is silent. There is a lur^g 
doubt or apprehension in the minds 
of the people in my part of the coun¬ 
try that Hindi is feeing cleverly im¬ 
posed on the people ot non-Hhioi 
speaking areas. This is agalnat the 
spirit of the aasuratfce given toy late 
Pandit Jawahar Lai Nehru. In the 
year 1M9 he said: The qaestten ei 
Hindi must be decided ijot fey 
speaking people but hy t!^ THW^Ipnw 
speaking people-, h® ^ 
the same assuraiiee wa» W 
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the late Prime Minister, Pandit 
Jawahar Lai Nehru. In the year 1971 
the illustrious Prime Minister, Pandit 
Jawahar Lai Nehru’s daughter, the 
illustrious Prime Minister, Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi gave a positive assur¬ 
ance in the House that it will not be 
imposed on the non-Hindi speaking 
people. Recently in the defence con¬ 
sultative committee meeting while I 
raised this issue she again promised 
that it will not be imposed and the 
apprehension according to her own 
words is baseles.s and unfounded. She 
said, “You need not have any appre¬ 
hension at all.” Then in order to re¬ 
affirm the faith I once again asked: 
Shall I take it as an assurance from 
you? She said. “This is my assur¬ 
ance.” 

In spite of all these assurances, I 
am sorry to tell that without her 
knowledge some people in different 
Departments and the Ministries are 
creating and doing some mischief. 
Some circulars are being sent where 
the stink of imposition is there. I 
think these people are creating some 
impossilble condition's for the Prime 
Minister or to put her in an awkward 
situation thereby to create some sort 
of ill-feeling against the Prime Min¬ 
ister from the non-Hindi speaking 
people. So. I request the Prime Min¬ 
ister that she must intervene and see 
that the apprehension is completely 
rertidved and thereby we must con- 
cefttrate on the 20-point programme 
announced by her. While the coun¬ 
try is passing through a difficult phase 
for heaven’s shake let us not bring 
controversy- so far as the language 
issue is concerned. Let us leave this 
inatt^r to the future generation to 
decide because We are not competent 
enough to'*d8ci(|jfr4liis issue at'ipresent.

SHRI K. MANOHARAN: What he 
cleverly did is he opposed emergency 
on the one sidej and on th© other he 
i-s utilising the emergency provisions 
to curib the rights of the opposite 
political parties and periodicals, jour¬ 
nals and what not which publish the 
factual political situation of the coun¬ 
try. Shri Viswanathan, MP, was also 
arrested. There is guch a mis-use and 
abuse of powers in Tamil Nadu. Not 
only that. I would like to say this 
for the information of the Prime Min¬ 
ister. If any Member of Parliament 
comes to Madras—I can be his iran- 
.slator or anybody can be his transla¬ 
tor—^he will see what are the ^things 
written on the walls. ‘Indira Gandhi 
is a fascist.’ ‘Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi is a fascist.* ‘Indira Gandhi 
is a dictator.’ ‘Democracy is being 
raped.’ These are the types of slogans • 
written on the walls. Not only that, 
Sir. I am very sorry to tell you that 
in order to create confusion in th« 
country, one fine morning. I see a 
poster saying ‘JP is dead.’ Clandes¬ 
tine pamphlets are being issued criti¬ 
cising the Government of India and 
critiuisiag the imposition of Emer¬ 
gency. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI (Dhara- 
puram); This is all done by the MGR 
party to malign' the DMK. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN: We can 
show the publications. Pamphlets 
after pamphlets are being issued. But, 
these people have no cheeks to men¬ 
tion the name of.,the press. Without 
mentioning the. name of the press, 
these daodestine^ p^phlets are beti}^ 
printed an^ distributed to various 
countries of the world through their 
Embassies; functioning here. I .can 
prove this. . ... 
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The second thing which I would 
like to mention is a very important 
thing. The Prime Minister should not 
take it very lightly. We have already 
submitted a memorandum to the 
Prime Minister as well as the Presi¬ 
dent to see that the (Tamil Nadu) 
Government is streamlined. So many 
charges have been levelled. I think 
all the documents are conveniently 
sleeping in the Home Ministry or 
somewhere else. I am not worried 
about it. But, what I would like to 
say is this. There is an impossible 
situation in Tamil Nadu. Emergency 
i-s not to be found at all. Law and 
order situation is out of control. My 
friend, the Organiser of Anna DMK 
South Madras, Mr. J. P. R., was ar¬ 
rested under MISA. Of course, no 
reason has 'been' assigned. But, he is 
still behind the bars. Here is a very 
interesting and important point. Had 
the Tamil Nadu Government any 
sense of shame, elementary sense of 
shame, atter thR Chingleput judge¬ 
ment, after the Magistratc’.s pronoun¬ 
cements. it would have resignori.

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan); Mr, Chairman, Sir, start 
ing from the Address of the President 
to the speech which we have heard 
just now, an attempt has been made 
to justify the Emergency on the basis 
of vague generalisations and mere 
abuses and vilification of the Opposi¬ 
tion parties without specifying the 
supposed treasonable activities on the 
part of the Opposition parties. I am 
very sorry that having been swayed 
by emotions and probably encouraged 
by the presence of the Prime Minister, 
a sober and responsible Minister as 
we thought him to be, Mr. Chandra- 
jeet Yadav himself chose to use this 
occasion to vilify the CPI(M) wholly 
on a wrong and mis-leading basis be¬ 
cause. realising that they cannot justi¬ 
fy title Emergency on any positive 
ground, the best thing is to go on 
beating the Opposition with whatever 
stick comes handy. That is why. it 
wa.s said that there has been a Sf.rt 
of a ganging up between the right le- 
actionaries and the CPI (M). Sir. it 
is known that this is wrong and that 
this is an absolute calumny. Whnt 
has been done? Only on a v^iry im¬ 
portant issue like the civil liberties, 
there had been cooperation and we. 
Sir, certainly support anybody or seek 
the support of anybody who will raise 
their voice of protest against the deli- 
lierate denuding of the personal and 
civil liberties in this country' by a 
repressive Government. Whoever will 
come and support us, we shall certain¬ 
ly seek their support and give mufunl 
support. This is done only on this 
basis. 

Now. Sir. as Miss Patel righllv said, 
when BED people join Congress, they 
become progres.sives over- night. When 
ex-ruJers and ex-zamindars joint you. 
join the ruling party, they certainly 
become progressives. When Swatant- 
rites and when Jan Sanghis join the 
Congress, they became progressive. 
Do not apply such double .standards 
evervwhere. This is my request. 

You have declared EmergMicy. The 
people of the country know why. You 
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declare Ihiergency on the plea of in- 
lernal disturoances, when there was 
already an Emergency. Because of 
the powers under the Conslitution of 
India, which you wanted to exercise 
or which you aid not want to take 
the trouble of having obligations 
under, you could do it under the 
existing Emergency of 1971. All the 
powers, the Defence of India Rules and 
60 on* have not been promulgated 
now. They were actually promulgated 
In 1971 and this is now being used 
under the new Emergency. Not a 
single extra constitutional power v/as 
obtained by proclaiming this new 
Emergency. Then, what was this 
Emergency for? Was it for economic 
reasons? Then, there is a specific pro¬ 
vision under the Conslitution, Article 
360, for declaring a financial emer¬ 
gency. You did not take recourse to 
that. When there was rampant infla¬ 
tion, when the whole economy was out 
of gear, as Dr. Rao has said, as he 
has reminded us, when the Govern¬ 
ment of India was not functioning so 
far as the finances of the country were 
concerned, you did not take recourse 
to financial emergency. And what 
emergency powers for internal distur¬ 
bance are necessary to meet an econo¬ 
mic Situation? Siq( ‘internal distur¬ 
bance’ has been used as a plea be¬ 
cause the position of a particular in¬ 
dividual became at stake. This is the 
reality. It should be understood. 1 
am sure hon. members opposite realise 
it in their own heart of hearts. But 
they cannot say so. The press in this 
country has been gagged. The Oppo¬ 
sition has been mercilessly gagged. 
Their own people have been gagged. 
Today the whole intention has been 
to create a fear psychosis in the 
country to bring about a feeling of 
terror in the minds of the people. 
People are not allowed to open their 
Ups. This is a stark reality in this 
country. No good denying it. If you 
deny it, you are denying it for the 
purpose of record only not In ynur own 
heart of hearts. 


What I was asking the Government* 
the Prime Minister and others 
was this: What extraordinary powers 
did you need for which a second Pro¬ 
clamation was made? Now, if there 
was internal disturbance alone, why 
have you brought out so many other 
justifications, please, for this emer¬ 
gency? How can you, so to say, take 
the pretext of financial difficulties? 
How can you take the pretext of late 
running of trains for internal distur¬ 
bance? This party has been in power 
since independence in this country. If 
the trains had not been run in time* 
it i-s very easy to go on blaming the 
workers. Why have you not been able 
to inculcate a sense of discipline 
amo-og the workers? Why have you 
not been able to make them feel part 
and parcel of this country, make them 
feel that they are one with the admi¬ 
nistration? Why are they alienated 
from you? Why are the cwninon people 
aUenated from you? You have no ans¬ 
wer. You never ask yourselves those 
questions. For everything that is not 
happening properly in this country, 
an emasculated Opposition is supposed 
to be responsible. You ridicule the 
opposition and say “They people are 
not with you’, but you hold that e^ery 
emasculated and miniscule Opposition, 
according to you, supposedly res¬ 
ponsible for the ruination of this 
country. You have been in uninter¬ 
rupted charge of thfej government of 
the country. You have not delivered 
the goods to the people. Poverty has 
been accentuated. People’s miseries 
have increased a hundnadfold, and 
you say you are not responsible fo^ 


that. 

That is why I say that 

your right to govern this 

country now is based on 
sive powers. You cannot function 
without Draconian laws. You 
function under ordinary laws of th 
country. The Constitution of India 
which 25 years ago had been 
mended to the country by no less 
person than Jawaharlal Nehru, th^ 
Constitution does not suit you, becau 
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it gives some powers even now to the 
people of the country. You do not 
like the people of this country to have 
any power. You do not want that the 
people of this country can raise a 
voice of protest? That is why you 
•have come up with proposals, those 
obnoxious proposals, like that are 
being circulated, the source of which 
has not been denied. 

As I was saying, if discipline w.is 
the reason, then a false reason has 
been given in the Proclamation of 
Emergency that internal disturbances 
were there which threatened the 
security of the country. If Mr. 
Jayaprakash Narayan had been guilty 
of treason, try him for treason. Give 
him exemplary punishment under the 
laws of the land. If Morarji De.sai, or 
for that matter any person, has been 
guilty of sedition try him. Give him 
an opportunity. I^et the people of the 
country know. Mr. .Jayaprakash 
Narayan has been arrested. He is a 
Right reactionary. In the name of 
fighting fascism and Right reaction, 
you have arrested MPs like Mr. Jyolir- 
moy Bosu and Mr. Noorul Huda. Do 
they belong to Right reactionarv 
parties? You have arrested trade 
union workers. You have dismissed 
trade unionists, government servants, 
under MISA. You have detained 
Ihem You have dismissed them 
under art. 311(2) without even letting 
them know what is their wrong. It is, 
Iherefore, very easy. Even the present 
Constitution, as it stands today, gives 
enormous powers to the Government. 
A government servant can lose his job 
n a minute. A person can be kept in 
detention indefinitely. Even his right 
to move the court is extremely limited. 
What have you done? You are afraid 
to face the people. The Supreme 
Court of India has given clearance to 
the Prime Minister’s election. One of 
the Judges who upheld her election 
had made an observation. I do not 
know whether she has had the time to 
go through the judgement which has 
been delivered in her own case. 
JXistice CJhandrachud has observed 
that law should not be what the king 


emfberor thinks is law; it should be 
decided in* the anvil of constitutiona¬ 
lity; it should be tested on the princi¬ 
ple whether it is for public good. One. 
of the Supreme Court Judges who had 
held in her favour has reminded the 
people of the country that it was not 
the .ittitude. Today an attempt is 
being made to stifle popular and 
(iemocratic movements and stifle the 
ventilation of the people’s grievances. 

If I .‘.ay something here which is not 
to your liking, the people outside will 
not know; they do not know that there 
is another version possible on a parti¬ 
cular issue. People may think: we 
have .sent him to Parliament; we want 
lo know whether our repi-esenlalive 
toes the line of Government or he has 
some alternative proposals to make. 
But now people will not know. Look 
at today’s papers and see how Mr, 
Samar Mukher.iee's speech had been 
reported. It is a travesty of reporting 
parliamentary proceo<lings. Is this the 
way you are going to lake the counfr.v 
along the path of progress? 

Mr. Chairman, 1 want lo make this 
appeal to the hon. Members opposite 
through you: do not feel that patrio¬ 
tism is .your monopoly; or the desire 
lo do good to the country is onl.v .vour 
monopoly. We are as much anxious 
that this country should be governed 
and governed properly; we want that 
this country should proceed on right 
lines; if m.v lino is a little difFerenf 
does it mean that I do not have patrio¬ 
tism? If I do not want the zamindars. 
the landed gentry ■ and the black 
marketeers to control our country, 
does it mean that I am not patriotic? 
If r want to say something which the 
people of the country want md to ssy. 
should I not be allowed to say? If 
a judge delivers a judgement which 
you do not like, you say that the Judge 
is wrong and therefore you want to 
take away the court's powers. Wh.v 
are you so arrogant? You do not want 
anybody to judge your action. Why 
should not the judges decide whether 
you do something rightly or wrongly? 
It is a systwn whiejj has worked for 
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so many years. Take the last amend* 
ment of the Constitution which this 
Parliament adopted. We were willing 
parties to it. We had been demanding 
that the Constitution should be so 
amended that no vested interests can 
take advantage. We have enlarged the 
powers under article 31 of the Consti¬ 
tution; we have given enormous 
powers to the Government. But how 
has this Government utilised those 
powers? What legislation has stood 
in their way? How have the courts 
stood in their way? In the way of any 
single welfare legislation? We on 
this side have extended uur support 
even to a capitalist and reactionar.y 
government as this when they thought 
of welfare legislation. Whether they 
were implementing that or not, we 
had extended them full support. Let 
them give one example of one single 
welfare legislation which had been 
held up by us in Parliament? I chall¬ 
enge them. On the other hand, in the 
name of bringing about a balanced 
society, egalitarian society and wel¬ 
fare and socialism in this country, 
they have reduced the quantum of 
bonus without reducing the cost of 
living. They have taken away the 
rights of the workers even to hold 
meetings and demonstrations. They 
have not even the right to go to 
their managers to ventilate their 
grievances. There is a case in regard 
to Bank of India. I am not going into 
merits because the matter is sttb- 
judice. It is a nationalised bank and 
I want to tell the hon. Members 
what happens there. The authorities 
there issued a circular deducting the 
salaries of the employees, because 
their representatives had gone to a 
meeting with the manager for ventilat¬ 
ing employees’ grievances who even 
entertained them. But after the meet¬ 
ing the manager issues a notice to 
them; you did not work during 
the time you came to see me and 
therefore you are not entitled to 
wages for that period. 

Is this the way of getting the wiB- 
ing co-operation of the ordinary people 
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of this country? Is this the way you 
want their participation in your so- 
called nation-building? Mr. Chairman. 
Sir, the position is this. In the garb 
of emergency, what is being sought 
to be done is to create and maintain 
a hegemony. We are opposed to that. 
The attempt is to create and main¬ 
tain a particular attitude of Govern- 
ment which is not in tune with the 
national aspirations of this country. 
You are utilising this not for the 
betterment of the people because the- 
inflation has been contained. It is 
said that Emeregncy should remain 
and continue not because of inflation 
but because of other economic reasons 
and therefore elections should not be 
held. See how the reason is put for¬ 
ward b.y this Government. Sir, what 
is the po.sition in the economic field? 
What is the position in the small 
industries, small-scale industries like 
bulb manufacturing industries’ Mr. 
Maurva is here. He has got the 
statistics fully. The small-scale indus¬ 
tries are almost closed down. The 
wagon building industries in West 
Bengal are completely at a stand-still. 
J. K. Aluminium is being closed. Hin¬ 
dustan Motors have introduced a rota¬ 
tional system of lay-offs of the em¬ 
ployees. 

Now. who is coming to tfieir pro¬ 
tection? Are you using Emergency 
powers against the management of 
Hindustan Motors? You have got all 
the powers under the Sun. You don’t 
care for the people’s rights under 
Article 19 and under Article 14 you 
have suspended them. But you have 
not suspended Article 31 Which 
guarantees property tights. You have 
forbidden my right to form ah assem¬ 
bly and the right to free speech. You 
have taken away my right of equality 
to be treated equally amongst equals. 
But you have not taJSsn away the 
right of the propertied class. That is 
why Article 31 has not been touched. 
This is the true position of this 
Government. 

Sir, ii\, the jute industry, what Is 
happening? Concession after conees- 
sion has been made but lay-off and 
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closure are continuing. More lay-offs 
and more closure and more retrench¬ 
ment are continuing. Now, are you 
using your unlimited emer^ncy powers 
against these closures, lay-offs, lock, 
outs and retrenchments? Not a single 
instance. In the Jute Mills, even the 
jute growers are not getting conces¬ 
sions. Conceshions have been given 
to the jute mills but jute growers are 
not getting even the support price. 
Same is the thing with regard to the 
Textile Mills. In those mills which 
have been taken over by the Textile 
Corporation, the workers are extending 
all support, not a single complaint has 
been made against workers. They are 
doing extra work. But they are in 
doldrums because the management is 
still as bad as it was. There is a huge 
stock piling. No attempt has been 
made to have the stocks cleared. The 
retailers cannot even take them, far 
less the consumers because of high 
cost of textile goods. 

Sir, this is the position in this coun¬ 
try and we are only told that some¬ 
thing was being done for which Emer¬ 
gency must be imposed. Therefore, I 
request my friends, through you Sir, 
with all sense of responsibility do not 
take the people of this coimtry for a 
ride. Try to do something good for 
them. If the people are with you, why 
are you afraid of them?

They would 
not have been saved for us to lead this 
country after independence. So, let 
every one who has a conscience in 
him rise in revolt against this kind 
of treatment meted out to persons like 
Shri.Jayaprakash Narayan and other 
prisoners, including some of the Mem¬ 
bers who are absent here. My heart 
goes Old to them. The whole country 
is praying today for the recovery of 
Shri Jayaprakash Narayan. I hope, the 
all-merciful God will save him for 
this country and he will recover. I am 
one who believes in the supremacy 
of truth.

As I was saying, truth will assert 
itself, What is written above the 
Chairs? ‘Dharma Chakra Pravariha- 
naya'. When the wheel of truth moves 
—it may move slowly, but when it 
moves—^it will move with such force 
that it will crush the untruth under¬ 
neath it. This kind of untruth and 
hypocrisy cannot be there for long. 
You can have your 20-point program¬ 
me. It is good. But how can you im¬ 
plement it when the foundation is not 
strong? What is its foundation? Its 
foundation is not truth.

As long as 
truth is not there, as long as these 
things are built on the base of untruth, 
it will be like a building built on 
the foundation of sand and such a 
building is bound to fall down. No- 
b6dy need tell you this because the 
power of nature is such. There are cer¬ 
tain concepts When the Creator creat¬ 
ed. He had certain principles. May¬ 
be, truth and untruth are His play¬ 
things, but truth will ultimately tri¬ 
umph. ‘Satyameva jayate'. This has 
been-said by the sages. It can never 
be WTong. I want them to beware of 
this because I still have my love for 
them. Let them realise this basic 
truth. Truth is powerful, and ■ when 
you are not on the path of truth, you 
are-bound to faU. Why ^ould you 
fall?.-Still I do not want you to fsdl. 
You can yise up. You may coan^t 
mistakes; you might have got into a 


vicious circle flsecause of certain cir¬ 
cumstances. But you have to get out 
of this vicious circle to save yourselves 
from the situation created by this vi¬ 
cious circle of untruth. Then you can 
rise up. There is nothing wrong. 

To-day I want to tell one thing. 
More than anything to-day we re¬ 
member Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru.

These are the basic concepte and 
truths which nobody can gp agabist

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRl RAGHUNATHA REDDY): 
(a) to (c), A statement is laid on the 
Table of the House.

While there have been fewer strikes/ 
lock-ouU and gheraos during the 
period tollowing the emergency, in¬ 
creasing lay-offs and retrenchments in 
several industries m the private sector 
which have been brought to the atten¬ 
tion of the Ministty of Labour have 
been causing Government some con¬ 
cern. 

(c) The Industrial Relations Machi- 
uery both at the Centre and in the 
States continues to make efforts to 
minimise work-stoppages through 
informal mediation, conciliation, ad¬ 
judication or arbitration as necessary 
under the existing statutory provisiona 
and voluntary arrangements. 

Government have set up a Bipartite 
National Apex Body to review the in¬ 
dustrial relations climate in the 
country and to piomote harmony and 
industrial peace to secure uninterrupt¬ 
ed production. Similar Bipartite 
Bodie have been set up for several 
indu.stries as well State Governments 
have also been requested to set np 
similar Bodies at the State level 
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The National Apex Body on labour 
decided this on 13-8-1975. The loss 
on account of this will be borne by 
the accumulated resources of the 
factory. May I know what are the 
reasons for not having fulfilled the 
promises made in the Apex Body or 
what happened to the decisions which 
were decided upon’ 

SHRI RAGHUNATITa REDDY; Su*. 
the number of strikes and lock-outs 
durinp the period July-December, 
1974 was 1421 accounting for 9 8 
million man-daj^s loss while the 
number of strikes and lock_outs during 
the period July-December 1975 was 
402 accounting for 2.3 million mnn- 
days loss. Similarlv there have been 
fewer strik'es/lock-outs and gheraos 
during the period following the emer¬ 
gency, that is July-December 1975. In 
other words, the number of man-days 
lost after the emergency was declared, 
is very low. With regard to the 
'analvsls about which the hon. Member 
asked, that is to make a division 
between the lock-outs and strikes, we 
are getting tte information. This in¬ 
formation is not readily available. 
While stifke etfds, lock-out takes place 


and when lock-out ends, strike takes 
place. And an analysis is being made 
On this. As soon as it is available, 1 
will certainly make it available. 
Though the Labour Ministry and the 
concerned Ministries are assisting the 
Apex Body in dealing with the various 
problems, this is essentially a Bipartite 
Body consisting of representatives of 
employers and employees. The majjor 
trade union organisations at national 
level representing the workers and the 
employers organisations are also in¬ 
cluded. The National Apex Body, 
when they discussed this question, 
have formulated these propositions: 
The National Apex Body urges that 
there shall not be any unilateral 
lay-offs in any industry. Any pro¬ 
posal lor lay-off should first 
be discussed at the plant level bipartite 
meetings and if there fs agreement at 
that level, lay-off may be introduced 
subject to the terms of such agree¬ 
ment. However, if there 1$ no agree¬ 
ment at the plant level bilateral dis- 
cu«(sions, the matter shall be taken up 
either by the State or the national 
committee for the industry within « 
specified time-limit. Where the lay¬ 
off is confined to units in an industry 
within one^ Slate, only the State shaM 
be competent to deal with it. Where, 
however, units in the industry in more 
than one State are affected bv lay-off, 
the matter shall bp decided by the 
national committee for the industry. 
While hona fide lay-off for reasons 
beyond the control of fhe management 
have fo be dealt with sympathetically, 
other kinds of lay-off, including lay- 
off on account of economic reasons will 
have to be dealt with differently. 
Where the employer has been making 
nrofitq or built-up substantial reserves, 
all efforts should be made to pay the 
woT-kerr during the lay-off period 
from the accumulated resources. Tn 
spite of thi.s understanding between 
the representatives of employers and 
employees at thp Apex Body, it ba.s 
come to the notice of the Government 
that there are stih Some lay-ofls and 
retrenchments taking place. You will 
kindly recall that Government has 
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already, issued a sEatememt that the 
gov^nunent is seriously concerned 
udth this and steps by way of legisla¬ 
tion are contemplated, 11118 matter 
is imder the serious consideration of 
the government. 

SHRIMATI SAVrmi SHYAM: My 
specific question was, what, was the 
number of lock-outs and what was 
the number of lay-offs. I am not 
satisfied with the reply. You can ask 
the minister to give me the figures at 
a later stage. May I know what action 
ICkivermnent is taking against those 
industries which have not followed 
these decisions on lay-offs and lock¬ 
outs? There is little differe.nce 
between the two. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: I 
respectfully su^imt' iHat there is 
difference between lock-out and lay¬ 
off and between lock-out and strike. 
We are mainly concerned here with 
lay-offs, retreni^iHents and closures 
which directly affect the workers. 
Lock.out also affects but that is a 
different category. I have already 
said that I shall supply the break-up 
between the lock-outs and lay-offs as 
soon as the .information is available. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: The 
minister said that the government is 
seriously concerned about the situa¬ 
tion and it is contemplating to bring 
some legislation, 'ig it hot a fact that 
the apex body—the workers’ side— 
did recommend that in the absence of 
suitable legislation, an ordinance should 
be brotight to prevent lay-offs, re¬ 
trenchments and closures? And 
whether this was not the recommenda. 
tion of the Apex Body. Whether it 
Is a fact that in Kanpur three textile 
mills i.e^ Rattan Cotton Mills, 

Swedeshl Mills and Kanpur Udyog, 
are closed for the last one year and 
ten thousand workers are on the 
street? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
There are two aspects of the question, 
One is, with regard to the ordinance 
that 1» presumed to have been recom- 
<hended % the Apex Body. Actually, 
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it w^rnfflitioned hy the represeutatives 
of the^ employees to the proceedings of 
the Apex Body and not by the 
employers. I am mentioning this as 
a statement of fact. As I have already 
said the Government has also made a 
statement with regard to this matter. 
Tlie processing of legislation is under 
active consideration of the Govern¬ 
ment. Therefore, when the legislation 
is ready, the Government would take 
necersary steps. With regard to the 
closure of Laxrni Rattan and other 
mills, with great respect, I would say 
that the hon. Member knows much 
more than the Government, The hon.^ 
Member has raised this matter quite 
a number of times. This matter has 
been discussed by the Apex Body, the 
National Industrial Committee on 
Textile Industry, and both the State 
and Central CSovernments are fuUy 
seized of the matter and they are 
seriously concerned with it. 

'STT^T ^ 
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MR. SPEAKER: The hon. Minister 
should reply about the unfair labour 
prarlices ntf^ not about the details. 

SHRI RAGHUMTHA REDDY: I 
have already ■ mentioned to the hon 
House about the exj.sling lay-offs, 
retrenchments and closures. And with 
regard to this, the Government is 
contemplating legislation and the Gov¬ 
ernment has already issued u state¬ 
ment. It is a statement which might 
also be published. With regard to 
hotels and all these matters, as you 
have been pleased to observe Sir, 
these are all matters which fall with¬ 
in the jurisdiction of the State Gov¬ 
ernments. I do not want to go into 
the matter. This question relates to 
the gener.al question of lay-offs, 
strikes and lock-outs.

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI YESHWANTBAQ 
CHAVAN); (a) and (b). In response 
to a long standing invitation from 
the Government of India, President 
Ford has expressed his intention to 
pay a goodwill visit to India. The 
visit will take place at a mutually 
convenient date which is yet to be 
settled. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUN¬ 
SI; Since, in hig Answer, the hon. 
Minister has stated that this is a long 
standing invitation, I would like to 
know as to when actually the invita¬ 
tion was given by the Government of 
India to the President of the United 
States of America, whether it was 
given at the time of President Nixon 
or after Mr. Ford had assumed office. 
At the time of extending the invita¬ 
tion. did the Government of India 
try to draw the attention of the Gov¬ 
ernment of the United States to their 
declared ooliev of de-stabilization; and 
if so, what was the reaction of the 
Government of India and the answer 
of the U.S. Government?

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVANr 
The invitation to President Ford was 
given in the first instance when he 
was elected as the Vice-President. 
Then it was repeated when he became 
the President. Then again when the 
Secretary of State Dr. Kissmger vi¬ 
sited India, at the end of those dis¬ 
cussions we repeated this. It was re¬ 
peated by me when I called on him 
during my visit to Washington. Na¬ 
turally, with President Ford I had not 
discussed this question. We discussed 
other points. We discussed about bi¬ 
lateral relations and ways of improv¬ 
ing them. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUN¬ 
SI: Since we all want peace and 
friendship with almost all the coun¬ 
tries of the world and it is our na¬ 
tional policy, I would like to know 
from the hon. Minister whether, dur¬ 
ing his meeting with President Ford 
in thi} United States to wl^ch ha has 
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referred just now, h® had raised the 
issue relating to the withdrawal of the 
embargo on the supply of arms to 
Pakistan and the constant tension in 
the Indian sub-continent as also Indi¬ 
an Ocean by the U.S. Government 
which is creating a constant threat of 
de-stabilization in the sub-contment 
If so, what was the result of the djs 
cussions? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN 
As you know, this question was raised 
diuing our discussion^ in India also 
We felt that any unnecessary arms 
supply to this region creates tensions 
and creates problems of security in 
this region. With this also comes the 
question of de-staibilization Natural¬ 
ly, the U.S. Government took a deci¬ 
sion after those discussions and, as 
you know, we have expressed our 
disagreement with and disapproval of 
it. 1 raised the same question again 
when I visited Washington in connec¬ 
tion with the Indo-U.S, Joint Com¬ 
mission. We Dointed out this particu¬ 
lar matter. This is all that I can say. 
We have emphasized the adverse im¬ 
pact of it in the sub-continent. We 
were told that whatever supply was 
made would be made on the basis of 
cash payments and that every case 
would 1^ considered on merits. That 
is an. It does not mean much for us 
because ultimately the’-e is supply of 
arms to Pakistan. We will keep the 
situation under review. 

SHRI R S. PANDEY: May I know 
whether the attention of President 
Ford was drawn by Mr. Chavan, when 
be met him in Washington, to the 
statement made by him that whatever 
the people of India had got or gained 
in 1947 was lost in 1975 after the 
emergency, and if so, what was the 
reply? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN; 
Incidentally this question did come 
up. Pircoident ford did mention that 
they were apt to judge other coun¬ 
tries by wbat they eoniddered goed 
for iheAr emintar* 4^tthPugh he did 
mghe rpfuiMto fhgt » Wee aflt 
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as a criticism of India, I did point out 
that such criticism, also in a public 
announcement, did mean interference 
in our internal affairs. He explained 
that it was not meant as a criticism, 
and he did not want this sort of thing 
to come in the way of the relation¬ 
ship between the two countries. 

SHRI C. K CHANDRAPPAN; The 
hon Minister has said that President 
Ford said that he did not mean inter¬ 
ference in the internal affairs of our 
country. May I know whether atten¬ 
tion has been drawn to the fact that 
after the visit of the hon. Minister, 
President Ford has made a statement 
th.it in th^' interests of the security of 
Ihe United States they consider it 
their inalienable right to interfere 
through agencies like the CIA in the 
affairs of other countries, as also to 
the position that they have continu¬ 
ously taken on the question of Diego 
Garcia nuclear base? May I know 
whether these questions were raised, 
and if so, what was the assurance or 
reply given by the President? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
You are referring to the statement 
which was made after my meeting 
him. Naturally I could not take up 
these matters with him. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: But 
you have diplomatic channels. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
I did take up this question of Diego 
Garcia expressed our opposition 
to it in categorical terms when I dis¬ 
cussed the matter v/ith the Secretary 
of State. 

MR. SPEAKER: Next question', 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; I 
seek your protection. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; Do you 
think that the question was adequate¬ 
ly answered?

I know from the Government whe¬ 
ther it is a fact or not that the DTC 
is very heavily losing financially in 
the present state of affairs? The pre¬ 
sent rates are uneconomicaL In view 
of that, does the Government propose 
to revise the rates to make it self- 
supporting? 

SHRI DALBIR SINGH: I quite 
agree with the hon. Member that the 
DTC is losing quite heavily. There 
are so many factors for it. The prices 
of aU these things, oU, lubricants, 
tyres, tubes, etc. are going up. Vari¬ 
ous other factors also contribute to 
the losses. So, it is a losing concern, 
^e efforts are now being made to 
improve the financial position of the 
DTC. Hiat is why the new sj^tem 
has been introduced. It is vdih a view 
to see that the DTC may be abJe to 
improve its financial poMtton. 

SHRI DINE^ff BHATTACHARYYA: 
The DTC has now introduce ^e new 
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flat Byatem. I want to know whether 
the Government has hi itg mind the 
terrible difficulties that the people of 
Delhi are facing to get accommoda> 
tion in the buses. The buses that ure 
there are not at aU in a position to 
cope up with the trafSc. The passen¬ 
gers stand for long hours in queues. 
Several complaints have been made 
Iby passenger^ to the Government. But 
no action hag been taken. May I 
know whether the Government has 
done anything in this regard? 

SHRI DALBIR SINGH; The Gov¬ 
ernment is aware that the people are 
facing a lot of difficulties. The buses 
are overloaded. It is due to so many 
factors, like, increase in population, 
etc. ^e DTC is trying to cope up 
with the traffic With this new system, 
I think, the things will improve. The 
control is being tightened, the loo¬ 
pholes are being plugged.

I would like to know from the 
hon Minister whether the sanction 
has been given and if nOt, what are 
the reasons for the delay in* living 
the sanction?

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI; Th« PWject 
Ig ur«< «»r consideration, by the Cabinet, 
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SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 
This hss been under the consideration 
Of the Cabinfet for the last three years 
or more, miere a^e certain inbuilt 
features. The total outlay is Bs. 36 
orores, of which Government can rea¬ 
lise Rs. 10 crores by selling the newly 
reclaimed land. It is a question of 
speAding Rs. 26 crores. Now, there is 
a big fear in the minds of the people 
there—and it has been expressed in 
the newspapers—that the Government 
is going to abandon this. Will the 
IVEnister take this opportunity, parti- 
cvdarly the new Minister, to dispel 
the fear in the minds of the people 
there that it will not be abandoned 
and that it will be sanctioned as soon 
as the Cabinet takes a discusion. 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI: The delay in 
^considering this project has arisen 
mainly because of the change in site 
from the original projected site of 
this oil berth. The original proiect 
site was in the Ernakulam channel: 
it is now proposed to be done in Bol- 
ghatty channel. Also, there ha^ been 
certain escalation in cost and it has 
affected the considerations of economic 
■viability. Thirdly, since this project 
was considered, another development 
hag taken place as some Members 
must bo aware, and that is the possi¬ 
bility of transhipment of oil from a 
cru^ carrier into a daughter vessel 
and taking the daughter vessel to 
another port. These are some of the 
considerations which have led to this. 
However, there has been no delay in 
the consideration of the project as 
such, and, as 1 stated first, this has 
reached the stage of consideration by 
the Cabinet. 
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THE MINISTER OF SBJPPOrG 
AND TRANSPORT (ESt G. S. DHIL- 
LON); Whatever may be the alterna¬ 
tives, I will be very glad to dispel the 
doubtji of the hnn. Member and to sa^r 
that as at present the project standg. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: Many fan¬ 
tastic ideas have been' mooted by the 
Transport Ministry. I was surprised 
to hear this: one officer suggested that 
We could have a SOO-mile pipeline 
from Kandla to Cochin. This is a 
fantastic suggestion. Now, daughter 
and other things have come. Instead 
of going into all these fantastic ideas 
mooted by some officials who are 
against it—now the officer has gone 
to the Planning Ministry; he is hold¬ 
ing the key—they should sanction 
this project early. I would like to 
know whether the Transport Minis¬ 
try owns this project or not.... 

MR. SPEAKER: This ha® been ans¬ 
wered.

M. TRIVEDI; With regard 
to fighting the fire, all the fire engines 
available not only with the Port Trust 
but also with the Bombay Municipal 
Corporation were employed and every 
effort was made. In the initial stages 
it appeared as if the fire could be 
controlled with a“ certain number of 
fire engines. When it was not con¬ 
trolled, further assistance was sought 
from the Bombay Municipal Corpora¬ 
tion and all available engines were 
employed for putting out the fire. 

With regard to the cargo lying in 
the godown, this is a godown in which 
was stored uncleared goods. As the 
hon. Member knows, the Port Trust 
allows a certain number of fr®c days 
and after that, if the cargo is not 
cleared, then the cargo is carried to 
the uncleared goods warehouse. This 
warehouse contains not only govern¬ 
ment cargo but also commercial cargo.

A detailed 
plan of action for implem^tation of 
some reuuuimendations is being pre¬ 
pared and will be circulated to the 
State Governments soon. The matter 
is likely to be finalized at the next 
meeting of the Central Council of 
Health to be held iu Ainil this yaar. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: As the 
report has been under active consi¬ 
deration of the Government, by what 
time is it likely to be finalised? 

DR. KARAN SINGH: We have 
already circulated the report to the 
State Governments. Som^ cohune®*® 
have been recMved. We ere now 
working 'on a detailed plan of actioo. 
We are in dose touch with tile Ftnanca 
Ministry and the planning CotEuad®* 
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sipii and I am bopeful that in April 
this year when the Central Council of 
Health meets—the Council is attended 
by the Health" Ministers of all the 
States and the Union Territories—we 
will'dnalise the matter. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: In what 
way and how will it affect the vill¬ 
age community and what will be 
the lowest operational area of the 
unit to be the medical requirement 
of the rural community? 

laR. KARAN SINGH: The entire 
thrust of this report is to extend— 
the outreach of our medical facilities. 

It has started with the community 
itself even below the prbfessionai 
people, in other words, training some 
people from the community to pro¬ 
vide some basic health requirements 
of the community based on the 
theory of barefooted doctor by 
Dr. Flitcher. A new concept is being 
brought in, in the members from the 
community. For example, primary 
school teachers are not medical peo¬ 
ple but they are scattered in every 
village in this country and if we can 
uti^e them for some basic facilities, 
they will be used. Then there will 
be multi purpose workers who will 
cover the entire field in the villages. 
Sub centres, Primary Health Centres, 
Taluk hospitals. District hospitals 
and the medical colleges, the entire 
field is being made as an-integral unit 
and we want to develop all the features 
particularly in the rural areas. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: When was 
the report of the Shrivastava Com¬ 
mittee submitted to the Health 
Ministry? 

DR. KARAN SINGH: In April, 
1975.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I would 
Uke to know if the hon.

It has been said that India might 
adapt some of the techniques. The- 
Chinese bare-footed doctors ar* nei¬ 
ther bare-footed nor doctors, they are 
trained health workers who have 
spread out in the rural countryside 
with very good results.

DR. KARAN SINGH: Yes, certain¬ 
ly. We are taking into account not 
only the Chinese and the Soviet 
experiments but lot of very advanced 
thinking that has gone on the sub¬ 
ject. Another' name is Ivan Ilhcb, 
who, in his controversial book Medi¬ 
cal Nemesis, has made a frontal' 
attack on the medical profession. It 
has been said that health services 
tend to become over-profes^nalised 
and so on and over-depelfflent upon 
sophisticated, expensive, diagnostic 
equipments etc. We are taking all' 
these various points of''view into 
account. And, with your permission, 
Sir, I would like to place in the* 
Liberary of Parliament the copies of 
this report. I would urge hon. Mem¬ 
bers to please go through this.

And apart from this, since 
a number of engineering units have 
laid off, I would like to know from 
the Minister as to what extent this 
has affected the production stock of 
saleable steel and its sale. 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRAJIT YA- 
DAV): It has not affected. The hon. 
Member would be glad to know about 
the latest figures of the last six months 
April to December. These plants have 
been able to achieve almost 100 per 
cent of the target. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: While con- 
. gratulating the Minister my next ques¬ 
tion is this. I would like to know 
whether there has been any change in 
the production of steel, that is, change¬ 
-over from one type of steel to other 
and what has been the impact on 
trade and its whole uses, especially

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SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV; We 
have been examining question vety 
carefully. Government is fuRy aware 
of the difficulties faced by the mini¬ 
steel plants. I had several discussions 
with their representatives and associa¬ 
tions and we are taking their difficul¬ 
ties into account. 

Taking into consideration the diffi¬ 
culties and the fact that basically or 
almost entirely the mild steel pro¬ 
duced by them is used for construction 
purposes certain bans on construction 
of buildings have been removed to 
facilitate the take off of steel from 
these plants. Also the Government 
has given Rs. 150 per ton as excise 
relief to these mini-steel plants. 

I have appointed two Committees 
consisting of top consultants of Mecon 
and Dastur who have been asked to go 
into the problems of the mini-steel 
plants and also suggest how they can 
be helped. We feel that they should 
also try to produce special steel so 
that it can be made use of. But the 
requirement of mild steel is very low; 
even then, we hope that as the build¬ 
ing activities pick up in this country 
their difficulties will be over. 

In the meanwhile we have appoint¬ 
ed two Committees to go into their 
problems. I think as soon as we re¬ 
ceive the recommendations of these 
Committees, action w»U be taken on 
them accordingly.

No compensation is, how¬ 
ever, admissible in the case of removal 
of unauthorised epspachments on 
existing National Hij^Way land. 


SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER; The answer is very unsatisfac¬ 
tory. Now, Dr. Dhillon has taken the 
charge of Shipping and Transport 
Ministry. Whether the Government is 
aware that in West Bengal the expan¬ 
sion of Grand Trunk Road, Barrack- 
pore road and Jessore road has led to 
eviction of hundreds of families who 
were former refugees from East Pakis¬ 
tan, now Bangladesh. They have been 
virtually reduced to destitutes. Some 
of them have committed suicide. 1 
would like to know what steps have 
the Government taken to rehabilitate 
these people. In this connection ^may 
I know whether the Government has 
received any representation?. If so, 
what steps are being taken on that? 

THE MINISTER OF SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (DR. G. S. DHILLON): 
I did receive a letter from the hon. 
Member. I got the position examined 
and as the Deputy Minister has stated 
they do pay compensation for private 
structures but so far as encroachments 
are concerned this is unfortunately 
quite lacking in that provision. I 
fully sympathise with the oustees and 
all I can say for the time being is lo 
sympathise with these people and 
yourself but there is no way out. I 
tried to find a way out but unfortun¬ 
ately as regards the encroachments... 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER; I am asking for U.P., Bihar and 
Delhi also. Lakhs of people have been 
evicted. Regarding rehabilitation of 
these evicted people three important 
aspects are required to be looked into, 
namely, giving them alternative place 
of accommodation in an adjacent area; 
giving them alternative source of liveli¬ 
hood and giving them adequate com¬ 
pensation for the source of livelihood. 
Unless these things are taken care of 
the rehabilitation will be ineffecflve^ 
May I know on each of these pplnts 
what action does Government jKroj^se 
to take?

DR. G. S. DHILLON: As I have al¬ 
ready explained tffere is no such. pto- 
vision at present. You know 1^®

mentioned the road and the towns. If 
anybody has been ousted from a 
structure or a place which belonged to 
him or in some other legal terms he 
was entitled to that, we are surely 
going to write to the State Govern- 
ments to intervene and do something 
in the matter. But, in the case of en¬ 
croachments which are purely en- 
creoachments, we are helpless. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY; Sir, Govern¬ 
ment spends a huge amount on con¬ 
struction of highways and - also paj'- 
ment of compensation for displaced 
, persons. I would like to know whether 
the Government of India have got any 
agency of its own to assess the loss, 
the compensation paid and also to see 
whether fine materials are being used 
In the construction of roads or not.

Zionism adopted by the IT.N. General 
Assembly during the 30th Session. This 
has been consistent with out stand in 
this regard. In 1973, we had supported 
a U. N. General Assembly Resolution 
which “condemned the unholy alliance 
between South African Racism and 
Zionism*’. We had supported the 
Mexican Declaration on the Interna¬ 
tional Women’s Year in 1974 Which 
oaUed for “the elimination of Zionism, 
apartheid and racial discrimination”. 


At the Non-aligned Conference in Lima 
in August 1974, the final Declaration 
“called on all countries to oppose 
Zionism as a racist and imperialist 
Ideology.” Support for the Resolution 
does not mean support for anti-semi- 
tism. It is only a recognition of the 
fact that in ils impact on the people 
in West Asia suffering from the con¬ 
sequences of Zionist occupation and 
oppression, Zionism is a form of ra¬ 
cial discrimination.

Uneconomic coastal freight rates and 
lack of assurance regarding definite 
quantities of cargo particularly coal 
for movement had an adverse efitect 
on the quantities moved. The passen¬ 
ger traffic on the coast is mainly on 
the Konkan coast. Here, there has 
been decline in the passenger move¬ 
ment from the level of 3.44 lakh pas¬ 
sengers transported in 1969-70 reason 
to 1.88 lakh passengers in 1974-75 sea¬ 
son.

SHRI L. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur): 
Mr. Speaker, yesxerday I was re¬ 
ferring to the process of the declara¬ 
tion of Emergency and saying that the 
leadership of this country has taken 
the country from political freedom to 
economic freedom. 

MR. SPEAKER; I am sorry I 
think he took two minutes only yes¬ 
terday. So he can continue. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: The other 
side was commenting on the declara¬ 
tion of the emergency. Sometimes 
they agreed wAh it; sometimes they 
said that it was unconstitutional 
This is not en experiment made by 
the Prime Minister of this country 
against the Constitution, but she has 
exercised the powers available within 
the ambit of the Constitution under 
art. 352. So I think my friends are 
wrong m saying that the emergency 
has been declared against the Consti¬ 
tution and against the interest of the 
nation. This is precisely what is 
indicated in irt. 352. Under this 
article, the President is empowered, 
whenever there ig a danger to the 
' sovereignty of the country, or a 
threat of sabotage nr a threat to exter¬ 
nal or internal <.ecuritv of the coun¬ 
try, whenever a situation is develop¬ 
ing which constitutes a "threat to out 
democracy and sovereignty, to pro- 
< claim an emergency. What is the 
Opposition’s grievance? From the be¬ 
ginning of our freedom till today, 
they have been opposing certain pob- 
cies and programmes of the Govern¬ 
ment which are of a socialist charac¬ 
ter. Some people eroded and also 
obstructed the path of social revolu¬ 
tion in this country, a revolution in 
the history of Indian politics for which 
the Prime Minister is responsible. 
'This is the only grievap/ce against the 
Prime Minister of Ihw on the part 
hi these people who have been en- 
ji<Qd^g the privileges Idiaft freedom 


gave them to accumulate wealth, in¬ 
dulge in hoarding and black-market- 
ing and also enter into smuggling 
activities These are the privil^es 
the princes and the Maharajas were 
enjoying after getting freedmn. 


Freedom is for the people of this 
country. That is why the Prime 
Minister of India is justified in not 
only having an emergency proclaimed 
but also in exercismg her mind to see 
that structural changes are introduced 
in the Constitution along with reform 
of election process and machinery so 
as to bring about prosperity and eco¬ 
nomic integrity in the country. This 
is the first time in the history of 
India that Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi has taken ihis country to eco¬ 
nomic prosprarity. The system that 
has been applied, the mechanism that 
has been applied, has been welcomed 
by the entire country. 


Actually it is not an emergency 
that has been declared but a process 
of economic freedom has been started 
with the launching of the 20 point 
programme. This is one of the im¬ 
portant aspects to fulfil the aspirations 
<rf the people of India. The Consti¬ 
tution has hitherto been static, but 
now she has converted it into a living 
mstrument. It has become a living 
instrument to reflect the aspirations 
of the dum millions of the country. 
There are subversive activities coupl- 
led with international conspiracy. 
Foreign agencies work in this country 
to sabotage freedom and the rights of 
the dumb millions of the people 
They had mutilated freedom to the 
name of freedom. Freedom aceprding 
to them means exploitation of the 
dumb millions and using the CohStilu- 
tion to sabotage democracy, seciatorism 
and socialism. Using the name of 
freedom they enter Parliament and 
the legislatures through the mecha¬ 
nism of elections. We have to see 
whether the election process is riSeet- 
tog the real views tlto people, the 
dmnb wiWhmg. Thie is ^piestion 
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th9t was answered by the emergency 
deelared by Shrimati Indira Gandhi. 
Sbe is bringing in real socialism and 
real democracy in this country. 
Rightists, vested interests and their 
agents, extreme leftists all indulge m 
vioQience and terrorism. Those were 
the events which the Presiaent had 
described in his address. After the 
declaration of the emergency, there is 
discipline in every •w'alk of life. But 
«ven after the declaration of the 
emergency, reactionaries and vested 
interests have mfiltrated into various 
organisations including the govern¬ 
ment machinery and that is why the 
Prime Minister says ihat the country 
cannot be complacent. Unless the 
economic programme announced is 
implemented with a measure of disci¬ 
pline and the involvement of the 
people is there in its implementation, 
otho: people will take advantage. 1 
have seen fascist forces and their 
organisations also welcoming the c'co- 
ncmnic programme and the declaration 
of the emergency. That is why our 
leadership is warning people not to 
be complacent over the situation; they 
must watch the situation carefully and 
guard against infiltration of the ad¬ 
ministrative machinery bv subversive 
forces. In my own State fascist orga¬ 
nisations and their agents are very 
active and are trying to create an 
atmosphere of unrest. In colleges and 
in cities they want to do so; they 
infiltrated into bureaucracy. That is 
why the economic programme has to 
be implemented and disciplinary ac¬ 
tion has to be taken against those who 
try to put impediments and the 
bureaucracy has to be disciplined. 
Unless bureaucracy is controlled and 
guided by popularly elected statutory 
committees with power to supervise 
the implementation of the 20 point 
economic programme, they try to 
sabotage the economic programme. In 
one breath they accept the economic 
programme; in another they indulge 
in a wMapming campaign in Karna¬ 
taka ahd lUtey publish literature. 
Zhrttt day I receiving literature 
contatnlng Jieij they 'amnt to create 
«n atmon^ere of tenw and violence 
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And even in spite of these things, 
action has not been seriously taken so 
far. Therefore, the leadership should 
see to it that disciplinary action is 
taken against this system, that is the 
bureaucratic system that is operating, 
which is not conducive to the country. 
That is why I and the Members on 
this side have suggested in various 
ways for bringing in structural 
changes in certain Articles of the 
Constitution including Article 311. 

Sir, in the name of regional organi¬ 
sation, they are taking advantage of 
the situation. In the name of regional 
organisation, Shiv Sena is taking ad¬ 
vantage of the situation. Terrorism 
has been let lose in the name of Shiv 
Sena in Maharashtra. In the name of 
regional organi^tion, Kannada Chelu- 
valigars Q’"e taking advantage of the 
situation in Karnataka. If you exa¬ 
mine and investigate into their ante¬ 
cedents, you will know how much 
terror they have created, how much 
violence they have created, in Maha¬ 
rashtra and Karnataka. Such are the 
fascist organisations which are still 
raising their heads and they are tak¬ 
ing advantage of the emergency. They 
are working against the democratic 
system and they are sabotaging what 
is called the social structure of the 
system and also standing in the way 
of implementation of the economic 
programme. Therefore, the leader¬ 
ship should, see that these regional 
fascist organisations are dealt with 
severely. Those fascist organisations 
are more responsible for sabotaging 
our economic programmes. In the 
end, I would again like to sugge.st 
that structural -'hanges in the Consti¬ 
tution are very necessary including the 
change of Article 311. These organi¬ 
sations which are sabotaging our 20- 
point economic programme shouM be 
put down immediately and by taking 
very stringent action. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, the President in hie 
speech has higbliidtted two thibS** 
that is, the declaration of cmorgencjl* 
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on ttte 25th June, 1875 and is on the 
SD'point economic programme an¬ 
nounced on 14th July, 1975 which 
according to him have a dramatic 
effect on the health of the nation. 
Sir, I will deal with the emergency 
afterwards. But coming to the econo¬ 
mic programme I v/as one of the first 
person* who welcomed it and trans¬ 
lated it in the vernacular, printed the 
same in thousand* of copies and dis¬ 
tributed them in my own constituency 
because my constituency happens to 
be a rural constituency and I definitely 
know that the people in my constitu¬ 
ency will be greatly benefited if this 
economic programme is implemented 
in the true sense. In my constituency 
there has been a glaring economic 
disparity between the rural rich and 
the rural poor and it is my sincere 
hope that the ruial poor will be 
grefitly benefited if this programme is 
properly implemented. We all know 
how these poor people have been de¬ 
prived of their land by | the rich land¬ 
lord* by dubious methods. Under one 
pretext or the other the lands the 
poor i>eople have been taken away by 
the landlords. These poor people 
have been subiectod to greaf hardship 
to by the usurious money-lenders ond 
the Mahajans, They do not hesitate 
even to charge 50 per cent interest 
lor the amall loan given by them, 
whether it is in the shape of paddy 
or in the shape of money. Last year 
because of the drought, they did not 
hesitate to charge 75 per cent inte¬ 
rest against mortgage of gold. i gin- 
c^dy feel that this 20-point econmnie 
programme will go n long way to 
ameliorate the condition of the poor 
in my constituency. 

Coming to land reforms, there has 
been constant tension. It may be a 
legacy of the past but it still conti¬ 
nues. Even though there is no Naxa- 
lite or Isflftlst moveinent iu my cons¬ 
tituency, at least one or two heads of 
landlords roll evety year. I, wlio 
^hpve got all along tremendous aup]oort» 


love and affection from the iwnver 
sections of the people from 1952 on¬ 
wards, cannot but support this econo¬ 
mic programme, if the intentkm of tha 
goverxunent is to implement it in the 
correct way.

We, on this 
side of the House, have vehemently 
opposed the continuance of the 
Emergencj^ not only now and not only 
after 2.5th June, but we had been 
agitating for the lifting of the emer¬ 
gency earlier also. 

Now, emergencies have a way to gO' 
on idenfinitely particularly, when they 
give the ruling party absolute power. 
They have a way of prolonging their 
lives. We should not forget that we 
have been under Emergency right 
from 1962 which continued upto 1969 
and only for 1 1/2 years thereafter 
there was no emergency. But then 
Emergency was reimposed .again i in 
1971 and it was continuing although 
the cause for that Emergency long 
ceased to exist. None of the powers 
that the Government have taken or 
employed to curb the Opposition, 
whether inside the House or outside, 
was lacking. Still a new Emergency 
was imposed and now we have been 
told fruiu the fuium of the ruling 
party in Chandigarh that it will con- i 
tinut, and that partiamentary elections 
scheduled this year will be post¬ 
poned. You toow under Art 8® 
elections to Lok Sabha can be post¬ 
poned and its term extended by one 
year at a time. One year at a time 
means it can be prolonged indefl:dtely. 
We do not know what will happen 
after one year what will, j^hppP®h 
this time to prolong the term t|l» 
present Lok Sabha. There is a bdh- 
certed move towards cOBSolid#4ng 
absolute power in this coun^^ emd 
it will bd no exaggeration tp: say jhat 
the entire opposition (its Bi^hipcPt^ori 
is varfed, th«Pe are largl iBffet^scea 
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of opinion in their ideology) would be 
opposed to this kind of absolutism. 

Having said that, let me come to tihe 
more urgent immediate problems. The 
si^eeches made from the Congress 
benches have been nothing but pan¬ 
egyric' not only to Emergency but 
also to the Twenty-Point Programme. 
When this House met in July la^ to 
approve the proclamation of Emer¬ 
gency, without exception all the 
leaders of the opposition who were 
present here declared that they had 
no quarrel with the Twenty-Point 
Programme as such. Not only that, 
some of us have been clamouring that 
those points to which Government 
were already committed, for example, 
the enforcement of land ceilings, 
redistribution of surplus lands, mini¬ 
mum wage for agricultural workers 
and the like should have been im¬ 
plemented much earlier. The Gov¬ 
ernment were not committed for the 
first time on 25th of June, they were 
committed to these points long long 
ago They were not implemented at 
all. I thank the Prime Minister, she 
w*as frank enough when she announc¬ 
ed the twenty-point programme, she 
declared that these programmes are 
not new; she only claimed that there 
was a new determination about them. 

The country has seen what has 
happened during these six months and 
how the twenty-point programme par¬ 
ticularly concerning the demands of 
the poorest section of the poor, the 
landless agricultural labourers and 
others is being implemented. There 
have been complaints not only from 
this side of the House, but also from 
the other side of the House that these 
things are deliberately not being im¬ 
plemented. Opposition is being put 
up by bureaucrats, not only by the 
bureaucrats'but also by the in-built 
powers of the vested interests.

MOTION OF THANKS ON THE 
PRESIDENTS ADDRESS—contd. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI: I was 
saying that those items of the twenty- 
point programme which related to 
agricultural sections of the rural poor 
and agricultural workers were opposed 
by the entrenched position of the 
vested interests inside the administra¬ 
tion and the implementation machi¬ 
nery. Unless the implementation part 
of it is afiended to, howsoever you 
may go on repeating the slogans of the 
20 -point programme, nothing will 
happen. 

Personally speaking, I am not satis¬ 
fied with the 20-piont programme as 
it is; we-iShotrid go much further. Only 
the other day Government had given 
figures about census of land holdings 
and the facts w'hich have come but are 
extremely disquieting. In 1961-62. 
39 per cent of the holdings were less 
than one hectare and in 1970-71, in the 
last census, the percentage has gone 
up to over 50 per cent. Only 4 per 
coni of our landowners own holdings 
of more than 10 hectares. Ten years 
back, these large landholders bad 
24.4 per cent of total landholdings. 
Now' they have 31 per cent of the 
holdings out of the total cultivable 
land area. So, merely giving plots tp 
the landless alone won’t do. .YoU 
carmot also give plots to everybody-, 
result of constant InCTqaw fl#: 
gmall unectfeOmlc hidings 
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there will be endless migration to the 
cities of the pauperised population and 
howsoever much you may try to 
^ Temove them by demolishing their un- 
wuthorised structures in your rich 
'urban areas, as you are doing today, 
■poverty from all sides •will squeeze 
you. Ultimately, the whole social 
fabric will bo in jeopardy. So, some 
more radical land system based on 
socialist cooperative and collective 
liner should be immediately thought 
of. 

Similarly, I was speaking about :he 
implementation of Twenty-point Pro¬ 
gramme. According to the present 
set-up of the Government, demons¬ 
trations, strikes and other things have 
disappeared. The Ministers of the 
Government are complimenting them¬ 
selves that now the industrial relations 
are much better. Yes. Sir, industrial 
relations are much better. Rut what 
is the actual fact? In Calcutta, the 
other day, when the Central Trade 
Union orgainsation wanted to take out 
■a deputation to the Governor about 
the Bonus Ordinance, immediately the 
■police banned it. This is the way that 
you achieve industrial peace. But I 
ask the Government, as to what have 
they done about Iheir promised legisla¬ 
tion agmnst the lock-outs, lay-offs and 
retrenchments. At least half a dozen 
Ministers—I am not speaking of other 
Private Members of the Congress 
Party—and even Shri Jagjivan Ram, 
the Minister of Agriculture, the other 
day, at Chandigarh said that the Gov¬ 
ernment was not going to tolerate 
these lock-outs, lay-offs and retrench, 
iwents in this period of emergency. 
Since the House sat last July you have 
passed 29 ordinances—^this is really an 
Ordinance Raj—but could you not pans 
a sigle law, a single order against 
xetrenchment, lay-offs and lock-outs? 

1 know Ibat fhy time is running out. 
But I would request you to bear with 
me for two or three ipinutes. I have 
one or two urgent ^ints to 
Many Members have, refmred to the 


likelihood of constitutiona] amend¬ 
ments. 1 will not beat about the bush 
The Bar Council of India has cicculat. 
ed some kind of a draft about the 
authenticity of which they themselves 
ore not very sure. But, that draft and 
the suggestions contained in it Which 
are supposed to have been drafted by 
a senior official of the Government are 
very disquieting. This draft said to 
be under the consideration of the 
Government. That draft has proposed 
some kind of a Presidential system 
of Government with powers of Parlia¬ 
ment completely taken away and gov¬ 
ernment being made responsible to 
the President alone. This is the sort 
of thing is circulating or is BSiin’g 
talked about everywhere. So^ I want 
the Government to give a categorical 
assurance on these points. 

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER 
OP PLANNING, MINISTER OP 
ATOMIC ENERGY, MINISTER OP 
ELECTRONICS AND MINISTER OP 
SPACE (SHRIMATI INDIRA GAN¬ 
DHI): Sir, let me straightway tell 
the hon. Member that we have not 
circulated any draft on behalf of the 
Government or the Congress Party. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI: There 
is also a second set of proposals. Of 
course, that cannot become law unless 
the House agrees to it. It has been 
reported in the press that a Sub-Com¬ 
mittee of the Congress Party has 
suggested a committee procedure about 
dealing with legislation and budget 
etc. and that the plenary session of 
the House will be confined to general 
discussion only and the number 
planary sittings of the Parliament 
would be cut down drastically. So 
whatever happens, I would requMt the 
Government to consider very seriously 
whether it would be at all proper,to 
curb the powers of Parliament. It is 
one thing to call for restraint anfl we 
should all be restramed—from, fee 
Govemrnent as w^ as feem 
Opposition side—and be respo^blo. 

1 remind the Prime Ifiidster feKt fedy 
the other day—after fee df 
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Speaker—in the course ol her 
ielieitations to the new Speaker she 
aaid: 

“After the first general elections 
under the Constitution the Lok 
Sabha became the repository of the 
expressed democratic will of the 
people—^Parliament’s supermacy is 
the reflection of complete sovereigni¬ 
ty. This sovereignity is not an abstr¬ 
act concept. As a living institution 
Parliament should mirror the evolv¬ 
ing aspirations of the people and 
provide solutions to various old and 
newly emerging problems.” 

She also said: 

“It has been our constant ende¬ 
avour to preserve Parliament's 
authority and to enlarge its capacity 
to deal with the problems.’’ 

1 hope this is a commitment to the 
House and to the country on her part 
and on the part of Government and 
that nothing will be done to curb the 
supermacy or restrict the supermacy 
of the Parliament. 

’ In the end i would like to remind 
the Government now that they have 
all the powers in their hands—they 
had all the powers even before 25th 
June—they have now deliberately 
taken much more powers and for that 
they have their own iustification per¬ 
haps, we do not agree to that, but 
it is a fact that they have concentrated 
all powers in their own hands. If the 
urgent problems that confront the 
country tbday are not solved '.he 
people will blame them and none else. 

Sir, I have in my hands a copy of 
the letter purported to have been 
written by Shri Jayaprakash Narain 
while he was in detention to the Prime 
Minister. • Th^ letter, I understand, 
still remains unanswered. But I would 
like to read a few lines from that 
letter. I Quote: 

“t»et me assure you that “J.P. 
wroter-xif you do the right things, 
lor iastance, 3 ?our 20 pi^ts, tacking 
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corruption at Ministerial levels, 
electoral reforms, etc. take the 
opposition into confidence, heed its 
advice, you will receive toe willing 
cooperation of every one of us. For 
that you need not destroy demo¬ 
cracy.” 

That iettor might not have been 
answei'ed at that particular time when 
it was addressed to her but this is a 
L'asi"; On which perhaps some kind of 
iv-co!H/.iation and understanding 
the Government and Oppoisi- 
lion may yet be po.ssible. Sir, I hope 
the Government would give their 
serious consideration to it. 

SHRI P. R. SHETnOY (Udipi): Sir, 
at the fag end of this debate on Presi¬ 
dent’s /address I rise to support (he 
Moi-ion with the object of giving ex* 
pre.-^sion to the feelings of common 
people witn regard to some of their 
day to day affairs. 

Sir, the common man is very happy 
that the Government has at last been 
able to check inflation. Essential com¬ 
modities arc not scarce any more. 
Their prices are not going up any 
more. In fact, the prices are coming 
down in some cases. The prices would 
have come flown substantially for all 
essential commodities if there were 
no false fears of recession or loss to 
the producer, expressed and nurtured 
in some quarters. Sir, the prices cf 
foodgrains have been kept very high 
by putting artificial restrictions, by 
imposing restrictions on their move, 
ment. In my State, that is in the State 
of Karnataka, there is ban on the 
movement of rice even from one dis¬ 
trict to another district. Permission is 
necessary to move rice from one dis¬ 
trict to another. As a result, the prices 
are very high even today. The price 
of rice is very high even today, in 
some districts and in some other dis¬ 
tricts, the price is very low- 

Tyres are available freely in the, 
country. The price of lyres is comi^', 
down. $1113, an aitiftciid 
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fv'i$ being create'd by not removing the 
V inter-state restrictions on the move¬ 
ment of tyres,. 

. Sir, it is said that cement stocks are 
. not being lifted. ’This problem can be 
. easily solved. It is not a problem of 
recession or demand. When the prices 
are coming down, producers cannot 
expect high profits. They can reduce 
the price. The price of one bag of 
c<.'me.-;t was Rs. 12-13 a year ag'j 
N«.w. It li Rs. 21 per* bag. If thev 
reduce the price of cement by 25 per 
'ent ll.ore will no immediate t'emanc! 
for cement. After all, the producers 
cannot expect vo-v high rates nf profits 
even today 

Similarly, in the case of textile and 
sugar industries, an attempt is being 
made in some quarters to give pro¬ 
tection to these industries, giving ex¬ 
pression fo the false fears that there 
may be recession in these industries 
or, want of demand. There is no cause 
for this fear. Let us face the problem 
of recession when it actually cames. 
If it is a question of less profits to 
the producers, Government need not 
worry about it. All these years, the 
producers were making good profits. 
Now, for one or two years, if they 
get Jess profits or even if they incur 
losses, there Will not be any difficulty. 
Therefore, Sir, I would request the 
Government not to give any protection 
to the producers on the plea that there 
will be recession otherwise, or that 
there will not be any demand and so 
oh. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhavnagar): 
They have already given conces.sions 
to ^he tmetUe mills. 

SHRI P. R. SHENOY: If they have 
given concessions, there will be some 
reason for that. 

Sir, there Is a reference in the 
Presidehi*3 Address tb the rapid pro. 
gr^.that has been made in the allof- 
, of House sit|s |o the landless 
. It is. I a statement of 
there is no use simply' allotting 


house sites to the landless poor« They 
must have houses to Rve in, and theire. 
fere, each State Government muat 
have a housing scheme. In Ke^alar 
they had a scheme to build one lakhL 
houses, which I think, has been im¬ 
plemented successfully^ In Karnataha 
also, there is a Janata Housing Scheme. 
But, there is no rapid progress in the 
implementation of this scheme for 
want of money. I do not know what 
the otlrer Sfafes have done in regard 
to building houses on these lakhs Of 
sites which are being distributed to 
the landless poor in the villages. 
Tl'-erefore, Government must direct the 
Life Insurance Corporation of India 
which is having crores of rupees, to 
give loans to the State Governments 
to finance these housing schemes. 

Every State Government must have 
a hou.sing scheme to pul up houses on 
these house sites given to the landless 
poor. For this purpo.se «!! State Gov¬ 
ernments must be financed by the UC. 
Only then this scheme of distribution 
of hou.se sites to the landless poor will 

succeed. Moreover these house sites 

• 

are being distributed only to those land¬ 
less poor who are .still living in villa¬ 
ges. Some poor people have come to 
neighbouring small towns, not cities 
tike Bombay or Calcutta. They have 
shifted from their villages to these 
neighbouring small towns in search of 
jobs. But such people do not get the 
advantage of this scheme. Their num¬ 
ber is not small. They do not get any 
house sites. They are prepared to go 
back to Iheir villages and put up hous¬ 
es if they get house sites, and they 
can come to the nearby towns lor jobs- 
But they do not get any house sites. 
Therefore, this scheme of distribution 
of house sites to the landless poor 
should be extended to these poor, peo¬ 
ple who have migrated from villages 
to nearby towns. 

There are thousands and thousands 
of young entreprenaurs, mostly engi¬ 
neers, twhnicians and graduahw, Who 
have entered into s^-empteypu^t 
with the hope they iiiili 
i^o^erous and also bring proaiHpi^iq: 
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the country. But unfortunately, aue 
to the credit squeeze, the high rate 
of interest amd initial hurdles, they 
have landed into financial difilculties. 
The Government must set up a niachi- 
nety to look into the difficulties of 
these young entrepreneurs and give 
them some sort of relief from penal 
interest and even part of the debts 
they have borrowed from banks. 

There is a reference to the 2()-point 
programme in the President's Address, 
It is said that the people should in¬ 
volve themselves in the implenienlation 
of this programme. But for that the 
formation of powerful people’s com¬ 
mittees at village, taluka and district 
levels is absolutely necessary. But in 
many States, specially in my State of 
Karnataka, there is no district level 
committee at all for the implementa¬ 
tion of the 20-point programme. 
There is no taluk level committee 
either with any authority worth the 
name. Unless there are some powerful 
people’s committees, it is very difficult 
to get co-operation fiom bureaucrats. 
In the case of MPs, it is very difficult 
for them to approach the Slate machi¬ 
nery unless they have some authority, 
unless they are members of some com¬ 
mittees. Unless they have some autho¬ 
rity, it is very difficolt for them to in¬ 
volve themselves in the implementation 
of the 20-point programme actively. I 
therefore request Govermr.ent to look 
into this matter •jeriously. 

There has been reference to the 
Kudremukh Project. A fear was ex¬ 
pressed that it might not be safe to 
export iron ore to Iran on the ground 
that Iran might turn against us In 
future. What we have to see is the 
present relationship with Iran. Iran 
is very friendly with us now. It may 
have a different relationship at a dif¬ 
ferent time. After all, what we are 
doing is business with Iran. India is 
a big country and we must have a 
very large foreign market. We can¬ 
not depend upon one country or one 
group of countries for our business. 
S^;we 5lffiVe dor» a very good thing in 
enlsrlng into an agreement with Tran 
for hixr iron ore. i hope that* 


this project will be Implemented as- 
early as possible. 

There is talk about con.stitutlonol re¬ 
forms. I am glad there is no reference 
to it in the President's Address. It 
has been proved that our Constitution 
is a flexible one. U does not require 
any Tadicar changes. If we want to 
make a change in it, we can do it very 
easily by way of amendment. It has 
nc\'er been found iitficult to amend oui 
Constitution at any time. We could 
amend it at any time we wanted. 
Therefore, it is not necessary to change 
the Constitution radically without 
knowing the actaal problems. We can 
amend it as usual whenever it is abso¬ 
lutely necessary. Only in the case of 
a rigid constitution, we may have tb 
throw it out because it could not be 
easily changed: then only wo may have' 
to think of another constitution or 
some radical changes. In our case of 
is not necessary to have radical chan¬ 
ges in our constitution, in the present 
situation. 

SHRI H, M. PATEL (Dhandhuka): 
Mr Deputy-Speaker, I am somewhat 
surprised at the .attempt on the part 
of the Government spokesmen conti- 
nuallj to refer to th^ situation in re¬ 
gard to law and order in Gujarat. Yes- 
terda.y, the Minister of Home Affairs 
said that “the performance of the Cong- 
ress in the panohayat elections and the 
civic poll in Ahmedabad in the face of 
positive hindrance and resort to vio¬ 
lence should serve as an eye-opener to 
the critics of the Prime Minister and 
her policies the Congress would have 
got 80 per cent of the seats in the 
panchayat poll, had the elections been 
fair.” This particular statement calls 
for observations on two aspects, firstly,' 
in regard to the question whether vio¬ 
lence had taken place, whether there 
was such widespread violence as was 
suggested; and secondly, about the pos¬ 
sibility of the Congress winning eighty, 
per cent of the seats, had the elections 
been fair. The Chief Minister of G«t 
jarat had written to the Prime 
ter saying in categorical term9^ 
there is absolutely no truth in the 
ports thikt here. ha^ been yJplenge 
Gujarat before electlems, 
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■Aress workers were being arrested, their 
'Itibu^s belongings burnt and that 
' CongTOSs workers were being murder- 
led He says: “As head of the Cuja- 
,irat Government, 1 am prepared to 
furnishreplies to each and every 
incident if the Prime Minister 
were to give particulars about the in- 
eidents mentioned by her in her state¬ 
ment”. Then he goes on lo say: “We 
will welcome a visit of an all party in¬ 
vestigation committee if the ,Indian 

Parliament appoints one and sends it 
to Gujarat to enquire into the manner 
in which elections were held and Ihe 
extent to which violence look place in 
the State. I also extend an c.pen invi¬ 
tation to national pressmen to visit Gu¬ 
jarat and make an independent enquiry 
to assess the truth about the allega¬ 
tion.’* When there is a clrarcut acnial 
of the incidents and an open offer to 
hold an enquiry at the same lime, if 
■you have any doubts why do you not 
accept the offer for an open enquiry. 
Let Parliament send out a commitlee 
of its own to enquire Into it What 
is the point of making statements here 
that if fiiere is any State in the whole 
counry where there is absence of law 
and order, it is Gujarat? That is an 
utter and absolute falsehood. Such 
absurd statements snould not be made. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY; What about 
three Congressmen killed? 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: It is only when 
present Government came into power 
that it decided to have free, fair and 
open elections for panchayats and Muni- 
cJlpal corporations. That they were 
free, fair and open, there is no doubt 
at all. The Gujarat Chief Minister ha? 
extended this invitation for an enquiry 
and if there is any doubt let them 
accept it But what surprises 
me is this. The Government 
says that it could have won 
in open, free and fair elections 
eighty per cent of the panchayat seats. 
When it* is so confident of emerging 
triumphant in elections. I do not 
understand why in the san^ breath 
they SMTodalm again qbite loiidly, “no, 
gping to pt^pope the d^ions 


which are due to be held in Mareb”. I 
learn that is Government’s intention; I 
do not know whether a decision has 
been taken. If they are so dbnfldent of 
winning 80 per cent of Ihe seats—ac¬ 
cording to them in free and fair ejec¬ 
tions, they could have done so in 
Gujarat and they were capable of win-> 
ning quite a substantial percentage .oi 
seats in the elections even in the con¬ 
ditions which they were held, then 
what is it that they apprehend? Why 
is it that they are nut prepared to hold 
elecions when they are due? it can¬ 
not be merely that they are anxious icf 
avoid disapiioiplments to the candida¬ 
tes of the opposition parties as and 
when they were defeated as they were 
certain to be. The Congress is surely 
not &s generous-hearted as all that. 
One cannot help having this 
suspicion that it is the under¬ 
standable wordly-wise feeling that 
a bird in the hand is worth 
two or half-a-dozen in the oush that 
is influencing them. They have 2/3 
majority in the House today. Ytliy 
take a chance? After all elections are 
a chancy busine.ss. Anylhing can hap¬ 
pen. It may be that. That is indeed like¬ 
ly to be the case. They may also be 
afraid lhat if elections are held and 
if they wish to make the claim that 
these elections are free, fair and open, 
then they would have to lift the'emer¬ 
gency. The restrictions that obtain 
today under the emergency would have 
to go. Those who are detained today 
in prisons wou.d have to be released. 
The press would have to be allowed to 
give new.s freely and also be perinit- 
ted to comment freely. This would 
make the elections even more chancy. 
Why take this risk? With the lifting of 
the emergency there would perhaps t>e 
apprehension that the risk rfiay be 
greater. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You are 
getting only the balance of your party’s 
time. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: Sir, as I 
got a very limited amount of Hflie 
my disposal. i would now refer to 
matter of, some conaiderablp : irnpo;^- 
ance. Zt is this. About th« iSO^^nt 
economic programme, as has beeh-^- 
phesiaed by several speakers, l,.wodd 
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sajr tiiat whUe there is not much to 
quarry with in respect of any item 
in the programme what causes concern 
is the question of implementation 
apd how effective is the implementa¬ 
tion going to be. Now, you look at this 
item of development of rural areas. 
There is a reference in the Pre.siclent’s 
address to this question of rural deve¬ 
lopment, that poverty {s very extensive 
and that it cannot be eliminated over¬ 
night, and that special programmes are 
going to be evolved for the rural areas. 
But, Sir, consider what has liappened? 
For the first time, in these 28 years, cen¬ 
sus of agriculture was taken and it 
has brought out this lemarkable fact 
that there are about 70 million agricul¬ 
tural holdings in the country' and out 
of these, over 50 per cent are holdings 
of less than a hectare. 25 years ear¬ 
lier, the number of sueii holdings was 
considerably smallei'. What this means 
is that the number of n.arginal hold¬ 
ings is increasing. Th-^ tore of hold¬ 
ings is becoming loss and less economi¬ 
cally viable. If w'e want to maximise 
our agricultural production, then the 
holdings should not be allowed to go 
below a certain limit. Thi.s is as imoor- 
tant as that there .should be a ceiling 
on agricultural holdings, 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I cannot 

help. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: Well. Sir, it 
is very difficult to race against time 
in this manner. I would rather not 
say anything more.

Sir, this v^m the first Presidential 
Address that we have had after the' 
declaration of emergency. I must 3«3>' 
that I was most disappointed because 
Instead of reflecting the sense of ur¬ 
gency that is required in the emer¬ 
gency for implementation of the 20- 
Point Programme, this Address has 
much more sentiments of complacency 
and I think, that is very dangerous 
for the simple reason that when we 
look towards the country very little 
has really been done during the last 
six months. No doubt certain very good 
features are also there. There are sonde 
of the ordinances tha; are now coming 
up before the House, to be turned into 
statutes, such as the ordinance on 
equal pay for equal work and the 
ordinance on the abolition of bonded 
labour. All these things should have 
been brought a long time ago. They 
have been welcomed by all of us and 
they have to be really implemented 
with a sense of real emergency. At 
the same time, I would also say that 
during these months, the working 
classcj; have really had quite a raw 
deal. The working classes were called 
upon to work with a sense of emer. 
genc.v, inci’ease production and h&lp in 
re-huilding the national economy. They 
have not failed in their duly. The work¬ 
ing class did and has come forward to 
cooperate in every possible manner. 
What is the reward that they have 
got? The first shock that was given, 
was the bonus ordinance, taking away 
even what they had. Bonus has a 
history in this country; but I do not 
have time to go into it. This is a 
jolt for the working class. All sec¬ 
tions Of the working class and all 
sections of the trade union movement 
speak with a single voice in this 
matter. Why was it done? I 
want the workers also to contribute 
in whatever way they can, could you 
not call the leaders of the trade 
imions and the working classes and 
find out where and how can econo¬ 
mies be effected? To be told again 
and again that they were a privileged 
section and therefore they should 
not ask for niore but should think 0^ ; 
the under-privileged,—how dp 
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things help? How are they jjrivile- 
ged? Certainly, they are employed; 
but they are also giving their labour 
and sweat for improving the economy 
. and increasing production. Today, 
there is not a single househoid among 
bank employees and tlie Central Gov¬ 
ernment employees which is not 
maintaining the unemployed of this 
country. Are they not helping that 
way? When you say. ail that 

.you can” and when they do it, they 
expect appreciation of it. You may 
say that these economies ;ue neces¬ 
sary; and the argument u^ed is that 
this is necessary to fight inflation. But 
at the same time, why is it that you 
do not have the .same sense of urge:icy 
in taking action against those em¬ 
ployee's who to-day are .sabotaging 
production, and. who are guilty of 
measures which affect the national 
economy? Only this morning we had 
a Question on lay-offs and retrench¬ 
ment. What was the reply given? It 
was said that during the period 
following the Emergency, increasing 
lay-offs and retrenchment in several 
industries in private sector which 
had been brought to the notice of the 
Ministry of Labour wei-p causing 
Government some concern. Just some 
concern! Thousands of workers are 
out of work, production is affected 
and the Government in this period of 
Emergency has ipnly some concern. 
Again and again we have been de¬ 
manding from this side of the trade 
union movement; “Please come for¬ 
ward witH a legislation, so that you 
can take action against those em¬ 
ployers who are declaring these lay¬ 
offs, who afe guilty of closures and 
who are also, now, resorting to re- 
trenchmeat.** In the national apex 
body which was set un. there was a 
discussion ©n this and still the matter 
is pending. I am amazed that the 
President’s speech which refers to so 
much, of legislation which is to come 
before us in this session, makes no 
mention at all abput|,this very serious 
feature in our natfonal economy. He 
does pay a tribute to the workers.

What he says in hoe part of thd ?*»eech 
is this; 

“With the co-op^ation of wor¬ 
kers, industrial peace has been ma^- 
tained, save in a few isolated cases. 
Several distortions and imbalances 
that had developed in the economy 
have been corrected.” 

“As a result of this, the privileges 
enjoyed by some groups have been 
reduced.” 

This is a euphemistic allusion pro¬ 
bably to bonus, I do not know. 

•'But it should be remembered 
that no single group can further Its 
interests in isolation.” 

Are not the employers who are re¬ 
sorting to lock-outs, closures, re¬ 
trenchment and lay-off, guilty today 
of betraying the national interests? 
Then, why is action not being taken 
against them? 

The national apex body, at its meet¬ 
ing on the 29th Novemlter. took npte 
of the continuation of the prolonged 
closure of the Laxmi Ratan Cotton 
Mill.s and the Atherton West Mills of 
Kanpur in spite of the efforts of the 
State Government, the State apex 
body and the National Industrial 
Committee for Textiles. Is this not a 
very sad commentary on what the 
Government is doing about taking 
steps for increasing productitmT 

Again, large-scale lay-off and re¬ 
trenchment of workers of sugar fac¬ 
tories in Tamil Nadu are cemtinuing 
unabated. I can give a few examples. 
In the Sakti Sugar Mills of Erode, 600 
workers have been laid off from 1st 
October. 1975 for three months, *50 
workers retrenched and go on. This 
is the picture of the sugar tedtistry, 
and we are talking in terms at ex¬ 
porting sugar in order to feurrease pur 
foreign- exchange.

The Reserve Bank Bulletin has also 
ahnwn that in the private corporate 
sector, 1.6S0 companies have been 
spending only 15.8 per cent on labour 
costs, and yet we are being told that 
the workers are asking too much, ihat 
they are being given too much. 

Apart from the problem of the 
workers, there is the problem of the 
peasants also, and we find, particular. 
!v in a State like Tamil Nadu, whose 
present Government claims that the 
twenty point programme has been 
mnolemented, only a few days ago, on 
!hid January, there was a large-scale 
peaceful movement demanding the 
imolementation of the twenty point 
programme, demanding the .stoppage 
of the large-scale eviction that is 
taking place and demanding tnat 
debt relief should be extended. And 
what happened? That wonderhil 
Ministry puts 10,000 reople into lail— 
Just a mere ten thousand' For what- 
for demanding that this twenty point 
programme be implemented. But the 
President’s Address says: 

“The new spirit that has been 
generated over the last few 
months should therefore be 
maintained unimpaiT ed The 
20-Point "Economic Program¬ 
me will continue to be imple¬ 
mented " with zeal. Govern, 
ment invites the full co¬ 
operation of the people it 
ig a peoples’ programme-’’ 

But. when the people come forward 
demanding the implementation of the 
nrogramme, ^s wonderful ISIiristry 
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in Tamil Nadu puts them In Jail 
Something should be done about a 
Ministry that carries on in that way. 
A conference is being held of the 
party at the State level, and the whole 
State apparatus goes into collecting 
money. The sales tax officers go and 
threaten people, smaU shop-keepers 
are threatened. Is this the way a 
Govemnujnt should function duririg 
the emergency? 

SHRI C, T. DHANDAPANI (Dha- 
rapuram): I object'to tHat~ I was one 
of the Secretaries of the Conference, 
The Member should not make false 
charges. 

SHRI THA KIRDTTINAN (Siva- 
ganja): This is highly objectionable. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: This has also appeared in all 
the papers. So, I think I am at 
Liberty to talk of what appears in the 
pre5i> in my State. 

Lastly, I would refei to what my 
colleague Shri Indraiit Gupta said, 
about the bureaucrats having been 
given such enormous powers that 
they are running not. We find that 
In every industry large-scale re¬ 
trenchment IS taking place in the 
name of emergency. On the railways 
particularly, casual workers who have 
been there for 15 and 20 years have 
been thrown out on the streets. 

Similarly, at the same time, about 
those who were victimised during the 
1974 strike, we 'have an answer here 
that nearly a thousand of them con¬ 
tinue to be on the starvation line. Is 
this the manner in which Emergency 
is going to be implemented? Is this 
the manner in which the working 
class is going to be moved against, to 
be neglected, to be victimised all tho 
time? Therefore, I say, the bureau¬ 
crats’ role is something which is very 
serious and which also leads to a 
great deal of consternation on the 
part of the pdbple.

Ona last point which is extremely 
important. Today, we were told by 
thP Health Minister about the great 
pyramid he is building up for health 
seryiceg in this country. Today, In 
this country, you go to any hospital, 
you go to any clinic, you go to any 
nursing home, the main problem that 
they are facing is the shortage of 
drugs. With the shortage of drugs, 
the people’s health is being neglected 
At the same time, the multi-national 
eorporations are raising the prices of 
drugs and no action is taken against 
them. On the other hand, they are 
sending drugs underground for the 
purpose of black-tnarketing. I would 
request the Government to see that 
inunediate action is taken to see that 
drugs position is set right. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI (Bombay 
—North-East Ji; Mr. Deputy-Speaker. 
Sir, unlike the earlier speaker, I am 
not disappointed at the working of 
the Emergency or the 20-point Eco¬ 
nomic Progreunme. I am not one of 
those who hold that during the last 
six months, the measures that have 
been taken by the Government on the 
aeonomic and political fronts can be 
construed, on th?' whole, as anti- 
working class. There are a number 
of steps which the Government have 
teken to help the working class and 
also to help the national interest as 
well. 

During last six months, the infla¬ 
tionary forces have been contained 
and the increased trend in prices has 
gone down on the negative side. This 
has been a very big gift to the work¬ 
ing class in the country Its signiP- 
eance should not be under-estimated 
by those working in the trade union 
movement. In the whole world, it 
has been acclaimed*, that India is the 
on^ country which has succeeded, 
within a span of 9 to 10 months, in 
controlling inflationair forces. Many 
newspapers in the world are quoting 
India as ah example which has shown 


significant results in containing infla¬ 
tionary forces. This measure h«i 
definitely helped the working class. 

In the 20-point Economic Program¬ 
me, there are some items which are 
specifically included for the benefit 
of the working class as a whole. 
Abolition of bonded labour brings 
into the fold of the working class, 
those under-privileged who were not 
construed as the working class. A 
large sectioif of people, under-privi¬ 
leged peopfe, who wer^ not given 
even the civic or political or any 
social right in this country are now 
brought into the orbit of the working 
class. The working class concept has 
undergone a change qualitatively and 
quantitatively. 

Similarly, there is an item like the 
minimum wage for agricultural labour 
by statute. Where the statute already 
existed, minimum wages have been 
increased during the last six months 
to a large extent and where the 
statute ditr not exist, the minimum 
wages have been given. This has also 
brought into the orbit of trade union 
movement, a large number of people, 
probably more than the presently 
organised labour. The trade union 
movement which was confined for the 
last 60 to 70 years to the organised 
worker—the industrial worker—^has 
now got bigger dimensions and fron¬ 
tiers to bring in more and more 
under-privileged class of worke -s. 
These millions of people enlarged the 
scope of the trade union movement. 
I think, these are the qualitative end 
quantitative gains which the Indian 
trade union movement has secured 
during last six months. I am nware 
that every step, that is being taken 
might not be in the interest of sections 
of the working class. But every action 
that is taken has lo be mwisured in 
terms of national interest. Whenever 
an Ordinance on bonia.s comes, no doubt 
the trade unions will give out their 
views, appreciation nr suggestions for 
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whatever they zn^y be. 
But hpoua should not be treated as 
co-terminus with the interest 9t the 
I working class but with the national 
interest as a whole. 
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the same time, this is a step taken by 
k d^ocratic method alse- The Presi¬ 
dent has rightly drawn attention and 
emphasized these measures in oara 12, 
page 4, of his Presidential Address.

'up. No doubt there might be defects 
or lacunae. But it is under discussion, 
and'tile apex body is going to. discuss 
it in the next meeting on the 10th and 
11th of this month. Whatever scheme 
might emerge, taking into account the 
lessons of labour participation In the 
past, whatever changes might he made 
in it, the fact remains that labour 
participation is a definite gain which 
has been given to the workers in the 
I organized InduStrieg of this country 
^Therefore, these gains should not be 
undM'-estimated by any Member of 
this House, and we would request that 
no such impression should be created 
that the working of the 20-point pro- 
gramme and the steps taken after the 
Emergency have acted against the 
interest of the working class as such. 
I would, in fact, go further and say 
Ithat this is a necessary. Of course, 
feverybody is free to make construc¬ 
tive suggestions with a view to im- 
jplemmit. successfully implement, the 
20.point programme. 


According to me. this is a very big 
step, a significant step. This step, by 
itself, might not be a very big one, 
but it is a very significant step, it is 
chaxiging the whole character of the 
onward march of democracy in our 
society, it starts becoming an active 
catalytic factor in chzuiging the socio¬ 
economic structure of our society in 
changing the attitudes as well es 
procedures, especially the financial 
procedure.

I would like to make one or two 
suggestions for the successful and 
quick implementation, so that all the 
benefits of this 20-point programme 
go to all those under-privileged and 
weaker sections of the society for 
Whom they are meant. 

Regarding the 2(l-poiDt programme, 
H has been stated that this is not the 
fibd sole of it, it is only a step 
dif^tiem of socio-economic 
tranaC^nnation. 1 definitely feel that 
^bis is a stejr'in the right direefion, at 


right direction has much more elfect 
than all the psychological and other 
things that have been spoken during 
the last 25 years. I do feel that by 
this step democracy is now transcend¬ 
ing from the realms of psychological 
orbit of'ideas, farther from the insti* 
tutional forms, and farther away from 
the decision-making power structure 
into the field of human relations 
TJltimktely, these procedures and atti¬ 
tudes vifiiich need to he changped— 
what exactly are they? Th^ am 
codlflcatizms'of of hitedliftt 
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human affairs. They are human rela¬ 
tions woven into a form of experience 
codified. These are purely procedural 
things. My suggestion further would 
be that this experiment which is good 
and which is a right step should fur¬ 
ther be extended not only to financial 
administration but also to all govern¬ 
mental work, cind not only to the gov¬ 
ernmental work but even to public 
sector undertakings. In public sector 
labour participation in management 
has been given, but implementation is 
yet to begin and in the proper spirit. 
The- buneaucraflc attitude of the 
public sector management must also 
change. Therefore, there is a need of 
large-scale change in the attitudes and 
procedures in the public sector 
management also without which labour 
participation in the management would 
not succeed. 

There is also a need to exter j this 
experiment into all other social wel¬ 
fare measures which are being imple¬ 
mented whether departmentally or 
with the co-operahon of voluntary 
organizations. Whether it is in fami> 
ly planning or in rural development 
or in any other field, the implementa¬ 
tion is halted because the representa¬ 
tives of the voluntary organizations 
are treated as rivals and competitors, 
by the government officials and this 
kind of attitude needs to be changed. 
A role-playing attitude needs to be 
taken. If that is done, a lot of pur¬ 
pose will be achieved and the 20-point 
programme can be implemented suc¬ 
cessfully. 

SHRIMATI M. GODFREY: (Nomi¬ 
nated—Anglo-Indians); We, particu¬ 
larly, Anglo-Indians and the Chris¬ 
tian community who are interested in 
educational and social work, welcome 
emergency wholeheartedly. Since we 
are specially interested in education, 
ve find that the frustration and lack 

discipline which existed in schools 
aiod colleges is now a thing of the past 
.and wHb the uni^mentation of the 20- 
formula has come a nbw vigour 


and a ray of hope that much can be 
achieved now. With the dhRdpline 
and security that prevails now in the 
academic field, we have no fear about 
the security and future of our chil. 
dren as we could see that they can 
prosecute their studies in a calm at¬ 
mosphere. I often felt grea^ con¬ 
cerned what our next generation 
would be. But thanks to God and to 
our Prime Minister, things have been 
controlled in time and normalcy has 
returned in the field of education. 

Now, although ihe prices of 
essential commodities have not come 
down very much, by and large, prices 
of certain articles of food have come 
down perceptibly and the poor at least 
will now have food to eat. Rome 
was hot built in a day and since the 
emergency is only six months <dd, per¬ 
haps, after a few months more the 
people will get accustomed to this vray 
of life and things will go on smoothly 
even after the emergency is lifted. We 
will than have more suitable people 
working at the helm oT affairs. 

Another great and redical change is 
the pimctuality seen in the offices and 
the prompt care that is now taken in 
every case. So many inefficient offi¬ 
cers have been dismissed from service. 
With this" efficiency has increased and 
we hope that this kind of efficiency 
will continue even after the emergen¬ 
cy is lifted. 

Abuut those who have been put into 
jail, I would like to say it is not 
because of the twenty-point program¬ 
me or emergency but because of the 
bureaucrats working in the States. 
Too much power has been given to the 
magistrates and to the police so much 
so that the police in^;>eetors can put 
anybody into jail. I think this power 
should be restricted to higher 
officers only so that things may work 
better and there may not be "so much 
misuse of power that the wtneigency 
has conferred upon them. I 

I would like to touch upon the poin 
to which Shrlmati ParvaQU Krishnai 
made a reference. ,Jt ig. gbp nt t h 
medical care 
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«/ouid' suggest that enough medicines 
shoukT be distributed among the poor 
people. Many of the pebple come and 
tell us that in the hospitals injections 
ven 'for titanous are not available, 
patients are asked to pay for them. 

[ think such essential drugs should be 
available in smaller hospitals. 

Certain drugs which are very essen¬ 
tial for human life are not available 
in big hospitals too. I would request 
that to take care of our people medi¬ 
cines in sufficient quantity should be 
made available. 

Once again i would like to say till 
the emergency continues, the power 
granted to the officers and bureaucrats 
should be so streamlined that there is 
no misuse of it and that they should 
not feel that they are bU powerful 

With the elimination of the bonded 
labour, persons working under the big 
landlords now iteel that they have the 
same freedom and liberty and that 
.they can work like other people and 
can claim and get that much of wages 
too. 

With these words 1 thank you for 
giving me this opportunity. 

SHRIDHARNTORARDAS (Mangal- 
dai); Mr. I>eputy->l^aker, Sir, 
the President’s Address, has raised 
certain basic points for discussion in 
iu> far as the process of implementa¬ 
tion of policies is concerned. 

In the last sentence of the Presi¬ 
dent’s Address, it has been said: 

“There is not a minute to waste. 
I am sure you will provide the clear, 
bold and firm lead which the people 
expect’’ 

It means that whatever we have not 
been able to do in the last 28 years 
We must now finlrir that unfinished 
work in the shortest span of time.

tion the country shoiild proceed Is 
the main question There are two 
roads, one is the ci^italist road and 
the other is the sdbiSlist road. Since 
so many years, for 28 'years, it was 
not very clear to us, which way to move. 
Jawaharlal Nehru said: *We cannot 
move along two parallel roads: social¬ 
ism cannot be a halfway house.’ When 
there is clash of interest which has 
taken place now very clearly betwerao 
the haves and the have-nots, the ex¬ 
ploited and the exploiters, the Inte¬ 
rests of the haves and exploit»s must 
be sacrificed. It must be fought out 
ruthlessly. For this ideological clari¬ 
ty is very necessary. That means, the 
clarity of socialism in a scientific 
way; but what we find is that it has 
been vulgarised and distorted. Even 
in the name of socialism, Hitler came 
to power. He used the word National 
Socialism for his party. Viewed his¬ 
torically large-scale capitalism pays 
the petty bourgeoisie class and it has 
called the tune to save capitalism 
from the socialist revolution. It was 
done in Hitler’s Germany. Socialism 
is the only popular word that can 
attract the masses and the masses can 
be deceived by the word socialism 
only. So Hitler did it. Here in our 
country also the word socialism is be¬ 
ing misused. It is used to save capi¬ 
talism. They call themselves socialists 
just like the national socialists and 
play up all communal forces, chauvi¬ 
nist and racial forces, as Hitler did. 
These communal forces killed Maha¬ 
tma Gandhi, the Father of our nation. 
Under Mahatma Gandhi’s leadership, 
India attained national independence 
through a mass revolution in which 
he gave a call of ‘Quit India’ to the 
British Imperialists and at the same 
time, a call to the people, ‘to do or 
die’. Prior to it various political re¬ 
forms prolonged imperialism and 
tightened its noose around the neck 
of Indian people, UlUroately the im¬ 
perialists had to go. 

Similarly at this juncture a socio¬ 
economic revolution is a must for Bo-^ 
clalism. What we find is that the 
reacrionaries have liunchhd offleoiiv# 
agsiihst demeoriicy, socta^jpBk ipfl 
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progressive ft^cef in this country. 
They are on the offensive. They want¬ 
ed to drown the country into chaos 
• and anarchy had there been no emer- 
’ gency measures. In other words, they 
have launched a counter-revolution to 
save capitalism. This can be counter¬ 
ed and defeated only by economic and 
social revolution and that is what so¬ 
cialism means in this country. That 
is why this twenty-point programme 
is the lever in the hands of the masses 
to defeat this counter-revolution. 

In the name of mixed economy, 
capitalism developed into monopoly 
capitalism. Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru 
in 1962 said; ‘Monopolies are on the 
increase. To the extent they have 
grown in recent years, to that extent, 
we have drifted from the goal of so¬ 
cialism’. This is what he said to stop 
monopoly growth. He warned us 
against the danger of capitalism. He 
said: ‘Unless the process of socialism 
is speeded up, people will discard the 
peaceful methods of economic trans¬ 
formation. 

Now, this is the time lor us here 
to act vigorously for the implementa¬ 
tion of the 20-point programme, for 
a socialist transformation. I would 
like to join issue with the critics of 
emergency. To them I would say: Yes, 
emergency is bad lor the capitalists, 
for the exploiters, the blackmarkete- 
ers, the hoarders, smugglers and the 
right reactionary and fascist forces, 
those who obstruct the march towards 
socialism, those who want to stall 
radical reforms in the country for the 
benefit of the masses. 

It is bad lor them. It is good for 
the masses. What does 20-point pro¬ 
gramme mean? It means economic 
revolution in the country for the 
emancipation of the Indian proletariat 
Composed of landless agricultural la¬ 
bour, bonded labour, etc. They con¬ 
stitute 80 to 90 per cent of the work¬ 
ing masses of India. Thig programme 
it for the dowfnwtcoddaa worfchig 
■Msef af India. capititom ia for 


the capitalists and upper class, soa'al- 
ism is just for these classes of people 
—the working peasantry, landless 
peasantry, agricultural workers, the 
poor working people, etc. The State 
has now taken side of the exploited, 
down-trodden masses instead of its 
previous class neutral position.

[Mh. Speaker in the Chair] 

Now how to implement this pro- 
gramme is the main question. Is it 
possible by bureaucracy? Even Lenin 
failed when he wanted to implement 
his famous ‘land decree*. The bureau¬ 
crats went to the landlords and told 
them that they need not be afraid. 
This Government will collapse very 
soon and ag£iin they will have their 
Government. He called the ‘bureau- 
cracy’ as ‘lousy bureaucracy*. Here 
also in our country this danger is in¬ 
herent in the implementation of our 
programme through the bureaucratic 
machinery. So. the President in his 
Address has clearly pointed out that 
through bureaucratic agency it is* not 
possible to implement this 20-point 
programme which means launching a 
socialist revolution in the country. 
Changing of tile entire, capitalist sys¬ 
tem, a complete chang^ver from the 
capitalist system to socialism is not 
possible through bureaucratic agency 
alone. 

Sir, here I want to furnish the 
House with facts as to what we have 
done in the State of Assam. In 
Assam, to supplement or supplant in 
some cas^ this bureaucratic machi¬ 
nery in the matter of public distribu¬ 
tion system there is one very impor¬ 
tant thing which should be known to 
the Members of this House, that is, 
we have don# away with the whole¬ 
salers and all private trader#. Firom 
the wholesale stage down to the fair 
price shop level everything has been 
done hy mass cQbpiei^atlves. The ep- 
tine distribution qrstem been 

channeled through aMsatwosh. #1 mash 
cooperative#. Xliey aae nt^ iMhMd co- 
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dj^ratlves. They ere mass coopera¬ 
tives where the vested interests can¬ 
not have a foothold because the weak¬ 
er and the poorer sections have beoi 
given the double .representation in the 
executives. The entire distribution of 
i^eat. nee, etc. has been managed 
through the cooperative system. The 
other day Mr. Indrajit Gupta made a 
suggestion in this House that for im- 
plementation of this 20-point pro¬ 
gramme there should be popular com¬ 
mittees. Now. that is what exactly 
has been done in Assam. There pro¬ 
duction, procurement and distnbution 
councils at district levels have been 
formed with representatives of popu¬ 
lar mass and pary organisations. 
These are headed by representatives 
from non-offleial organisations. A 
Minister has been appointed Deputy 
Chairman in each council. But the 
Chairman is a non-ofHcial. These are 
fuBy representative of all mass orga¬ 
nisations having an effective role in 
decision making and for implementa¬ 
tion.

go up. without any relation to the 
cost of production. Therefore, we wUl 
have to undo this capitalist law of 
demand and supply. Assam has given 
a bold lead in this direction. There 
price has remained the same, whether 
there is scarcity or abundance. We 
will have to understand the laws of 
capitalism and capitalist development 
as well as the laws of socialism and 
socialistic development. For, socialism 
mass involvement and participation 
are indispensible. In our State, we 
have not only involved the people in 
mass meetings, but we have given op¬ 
portunities to the people to participate 
in the running of the public distribu¬ 
tion system, m the distnbution of 
land to the landless people and so on. 
People are involved in this work, not 
only in the offices, but in the fields. 
Similarly, the Governmental machin¬ 
ery has to work in the fields, not only 
in the offices. 

Therefore, this change, this undoing 
of the capitalistic and bureaucratic 
process is very important for the im¬ 
plementation of the 20-point economic 
programme and this is how we have 
to fight the right reactionary forces 
at the economic base by undoing the 
capitalistic system, which is the bread¬ 
ing ground of the right reactionary, 
and fascist forces. 


SHRI DHARNIDHAR DAS: I am 
raising a very important point. 

MR. SPEAKER: I will give you two 
minutes more. 

SHRI DHARNIDHAR DAS: Sir, the 
question is whether the 20-pomt eco- 
nomic programme will be implement¬ 
ed only through the bureaucratic 
machinery or whether the people will 
also be involved in the actual imple¬ 
mentation. It is not merely a question 
of getting their cooperation. This 
has been done in Assam and it has 
succeeded there. If we want to fight 
ci^iltalism, we must fight to undo the

DR. K L. RAO (Vijayawada); Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, we should express our 
deep thanks to the President for an- 
nouncing that a National Water Re¬ 
sources Council will be set up. This 
IS a very important step and it is long 
over-due. Many nations have accepted 
this and they have set up councils and 
have reaped great benefits. The de¬ 
claration of water as a national asset 
will create a large amount of confid¬ 
ence in the people and it will be the 
best step for bringing about integra¬ 
tion among the people. 

Water, Sir, is most important especi¬ 
ally for India for the agricultural pur¬ 
poses becautw India is pre-d(gninan^ 
atfrieuttol. It is by dou»llfi|t tlM 
i^alSd a^a since indepen^ce thal' 
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have doubled our food production. 
This is a point which has got to be 
noted so that it will help us in the 
critical tlntes ahead. We are assum¬ 
ing that for the rest of the century, 
in the next 25 years, we should double 
our irrigated area. It means, bringing 
another 43 million hectares under 
irrigation. This is a very huge and 
stupendous task and it requires a very 
careful consideration. The National 
Water Resources Council must be in a 
position to accelerate the pace. 

There is another point. India is cul¬ 
tivating for foodgralns as much land 
as the USSR or China. But, we are 
producing only half the amount of 
foodgralns and this is due to want of 
sufficient irrigation facilities. 

SHRI R. S- PANDEY: Is the area of 
cultivation the same? 

DR. K. L. RAO; The area of cultiva¬ 
tion is the same in India, USSR and 
China. Still, we are producing only 
100 million tonnes as against the 200 
million tonnes produced by them. The 
reason is, apart from the erratic con¬ 
ditions due to want of sufficient irriga¬ 
tion facilities on a scale that is neces¬ 
sary, one-third of our land is subject 
to drought conditions. Therefore, the 
effective land that is reedly producing 
food is very much less. ' 

Therefore, what I am submitting is. 
the National Water Resources Council 
will be of greatest help in tackling the 
irrigation problems more effectively 
apart from general planning. What 
we should first do is to look for areas 
where irrigation is necessary and pro¬ 
vide the facilities there. For example, 
in Madh.ya Pradesh, the area of culti¬ 
vation is about 20 million hectares, 
19.7 million hectares to be more ac¬ 
curate. Of this, the irrigated area is 
only two million hectares. Here, it is 
very interesting to make a comparison 
with iPakistan. Pakistan has also got 

cultivation 19.7 mUlioti hectares, 
ei^tly the same as Madh^m Prade^ 


But it is producing far more food than 
Madhya Pradesh from its irrigated 
area of 12 million hectares as against 
2 million hectares in Madhya Pradesh 
—almost an absurd proposition. This, 
of course, is because of the irrigation 
system of Pakistan which was formerly 
a part of India. Madhya Pradesh has 
got a high potential. So what we 
should do is to take up a special pro¬ 
gramme of an irrigation scheme in 
Madhya Pradesh. Then only it will 
be possible to increase foodgralns pro¬ 
duction in that part of the country. 

There is another point. That is 
with regard to Kerala. It is very 
interesting to note that Kerala has 
plenty of water and it should produce 
more food, but it is not able to do so. 
That is because of'the dense popula¬ 
tion and the very limited availability 
of land. When the land is limited, 
you have got to adopt other techniques 
to make up for it. What do we do? 
We have to do as in Bombay, for in¬ 
stance, where because of the limited 
land they do vertical construction and 
not horizontal construction. In the 
same way, in Kerala the land must be. 
made to yield a second and third crop 
whereas at the moment we are doing 
only one crop. That means , we must 
have an irrigation system with stor¬ 
ages. But it is very unfortunate that 
in Kerala there are two schemes, the 
Pamba and the Kallada, which had 
been 'sanctioned ten years ago, but not 
completed. They are small projects, 
but they are still hanging on. The 
result is that prices are going up and 
the object is not achieved. Therefore, 
what 1 would submit is that if we 
spend an additional Rs. 25 crores, we 
shall be able to produce enough food 
from the Pamba and Kallada projects 
and also other projects—^food which 
will be sufficient to meet Kerala’s 
needs at the present time. Tjfie Watw 
Resources Council should look int# 
these special problems. 

As I haye said already, there are 
vast drought areas ia the QOta^. 
Qne-fhird of our QOuati;y Is 
prone. Thereore, we should 
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to see tiiat the drought areas are pro. 
vided with irrigation. Hiis is most im¬ 
portant. But we have not done it so ar 
Ihere has been no comprehensive 
scheme to tackle this problem. First, 
we should tackle the drought areas of 
Bihar, in Palamau, Gaya and Shah- 
abad districts. Plenty of water can 
be supplied to the.se areas. But we 
have not done that. Similarly, Madhya 
Pradesh has got the Rewa plateau. UP 
has got the Mirzapur and Bundelkhand 
areas. All these are highly drought- 
stricken areas. With the result that 
year after year, we have to import a 
large quantity of food and also spend 
a lot of money on drought relief. We 
must avoid these and make special 
funds available for these two or three 
areas. Similarly drought areas in 
the rest of the country must receive 
attention. 


Then again, this country, as you 
know, is subject to serious floods. The 
Council must take notice of this seri¬ 
ous-floods problem; it does not matter 
so far as other floods are concerned 
because they can be dealt with by the 
States and the Ministry of Irrigation. 
But there are serious floods which 
occur and which can be tackled only 
by alloting special funds for them and 
by taking a deeper interest in them. 
For example, in Orissa there are the 
Brahmini and Baitharani rivers. They 
cause a lot of trouble. When something 
happens, we just meet, discuss about 
it, but nothing happens. These two 
rivers must be controlled. Also in 
UP, the Rapti, the Sarda and the 
Ghagra are rivers which have been 
causing a lot of trouble rendering the 
eastern parts of UP completely poor, 
though they have the richest amount 
of fertile land, because aU that is taken 
away every year. Likewise in North 
Bihar, we have the Burhi Gandak gpfl 
the Adhwara system of rivers which 
cause fi. lot of trouble year after year. 
Then in the Assam Valley, the pro- 
bletn pomd by the Brahmaputra and 
its tributaries te a most difBcult pro- 
blem. Th^ areas have got to be 
given gpedal asidatance and special 
coashleri^cai. ' 


We have got all these problems. 
The question is, what do we do with 
these projects? Everything requires 
money. We have only one basket 
from out of which we cannot take out 
money for everything. What do we 
do? For this, 1 submit we must adopt 
a new approach. Here I would sub- 
mit a few points for the consideration 
of Government. Prices, have gone up 
steeply. At the time of independence, 
the cost of irrigating one hectare was 
Rs. 500; now it "costs Rs. 5,000. So 
you have to have a new approach for 
solving these problems. This is a very 
serious problem. It will become much 
more serious in twenty years time be¬ 
cause by then we would have so many 
more people on the land. If jrou are 
not prepared for it you will be con¬ 
demning the whole community to a 
condition of utmost poverty. You 
must take people’s participation and 
associate them as they have done in 
other countries like China or USSR. 
You must introduce a certain amount 
of compulsory service for the people 
of those areas; they must be associated 
in the construction of the projects 
like distribution channels, it is quite 
simple but one has to organise them. 
Similarly we have to spend a huge 
amount for overhead and establish¬ 
ment charges for managing our irriga¬ 
tion system; we have to spend crotes 
of rupees. We should think of ap¬ 
pointing irrigation committees as was 
done successfully in the United States, 
consisting of non-offlcials. They have 
got to manage the irrigation system. 
We can reduce considerably the cost 
element involved in this. Similarly in 
the irrigation charges also some 
changes can be made. For the second 
crop storage of water is necessary. 
For such lands they charge less in 
the country. For the second crop they 
should charge irrigation charges as for 
the first crop. You have to tackle this 
problem by adopting such measures. 
There is a serious problem ahead of 
us; in the next 10—20 years Ridia 
going to face a critical situation, heavy 
population and inadequate amount of 
food production.. Therefore it is nac^- 
sary that we should take up the va^rk 
out points tiiat I have mentioned. 
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1 And that there is uo mention about 
jMTWtr in the President’s Address. I 
aha afraid that we should pay more 
attention to the problem of power. 
Power supply is utterly inadequate in 
fills country; it is 20 million kw lor a 
country of this size and population 
it is nothing. We should increase the 
quantum of power in our country. We 
have adopted five year plans for power: 
it should not be so; it should be ten 
year or 20 year plans for power. Then 
only we can tackle the power problem. 
In 2000 AI> what should be our plan? 
The target should be 150—200 million 
kw. We are now having 20 million 
kw; it should go up by ten times. 
Otherwise there will be complete dark¬ 
ness in all sectors of life. Power is 
most important and essential. In our 
country more than fifty per cent or 
even 70 per cent of energy is got from 
burning wood, vegetable waste, cow 
dung which are called non-commercial 
fuels. Those can be used as manure 
and fertilisers. In many other coun¬ 
tries, in the United States for example 
only five per cent of the energy comes 
from non-commercial fuel; all the rest 
is produced from commercial sources. 
We should take a comprehensive view 
of our power problem and see that the 
quantum is increased. There is no 
meaning in saying that reducing the 
loss in transmission or better manage¬ 
ment of distribution wiU give the 
needed power; never. We want power 
in a big way. There should be an 
emergency power plan in the country, 
apart from the other emergency 
created in the country. For instance, 
Maharashtra is well developed and in- 
duirtries have come up and are also 
coming up daily. 1 was surprised to 
team that last month when hydel sta¬ 
tions were full of water and hydel 
production was quite good, there was 
power cut imposed in Maharashtra 
because the demand is much more 
fiian what we are- able to produce. 
When I was there I heard a proposal 
was there; the Tatas had a power sta¬ 
tion at Trombay and the government 
at Mah^shtra and Tatas have 
divided to jointly tecrissM the. power 


production there. I should aay.;, do 
not depend upon** ideologieic 
straight ahead with that proje^ and 
create 500 mws of power, because as 
facilities are already available it will 
mean an advance of two years in the 
commissioning of project; in the next 
three years it will be possible to 
create 500 mws for the State of Maha¬ 
rashtra which has a great demand for 
power. Similarly in Tamilnadu there 
is heavy power short^lge and they are 
thinking in terms of Ne 3 rveli and 
Tuticorin. They are long term plans. 
They should develop power in the 
Singareni coal fields and transmit 
power to Tamilnadu and that is the 
only way and it should be done on a 
priority basis. Apart from whatever 
general plans that you may have for 
power, there should be emergency plan 
for power also. Just as there is ah 
emergency for discipline, etc, you 
must have an emergency power pro¬ 
gramme. People do not realise this 
priority need in our country. 

People should recognise the vast 
shortage of power in some areas. Take 
for example Bihar, particularly North 
Bihar. We are talking of these areas 
where the power per capita is 10 kw 
hrs. as against an average of 100 kw 
hrs. in India. Whatever reforms you 
can start it is important that Bihar 
should improve in power generation. 
It is the less power fed area. I would 
therefore submit that we should take 
note of these areas and see that power 
is supplied on an emergency basis. So, 
you must have a plan of programme 
for 10, 20 jrears—a target plan. There 
is a general plan for generation of 
power. There should be a special emer- 
gency plan for giving electricity for 
the highly deficit areas. Otherwise it 
will create a considerable amount of 
hardship. 

Finally I would like to caption that 
very often here and eteewbere the 
solar radiation is referred to for gene¬ 
rating power. But we mte mre 
of it. Research is going on; It wiB 
ti^ many years to come; it te 

available for use. But t|Ete:‘4fillh fin*'

PQjtlBnt requis^nent i« that we must 
iii' to produce power from' proved 
commercial sources. We do not want 
it in terms of kilowatts but we want 
It in terms of thousands of kilowatts. 

Therefore, I would_^ submit that in 
respect of power and water, necessary 
step should be taken to see that na¬ 
tional water and power Commissions 
are set up as early as possible. Some¬ 
thing on an emergency basis must be 
done in power sector for generating 
power in those areas which are badly 
in need of it. I would only sa.y that 
this is the best period for us to adopt 
new approaches and see that mini¬ 
mum needs of the country in respect 
of power and water are provided.

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI YESHWANTRAO 
CHAVAN): Mr. Speaker. Sir, I am on 
my lecB for a veiy brief intervention 


on the discussion on the Motion of 
Thanks to the President. I must ^rst 
of all. thank many of the Members 
who in the course of their contribution 
referred to some of the important as¬ 
pects of the foreign policy matters. 
They have certainly made a useful con¬ 
tribution and some constructive sug¬ 
gestions. Some times they were some¬ 
what critical also. But looking to the 
contents of the speeches on the major 
issues, I get a very pleasant impression 
I think, all of you will share it with 
me that as far as the aims and objec¬ 
tives of the foreign pohcy of this coun¬ 
try are concerned, there appears to be a 
general consensus and that I think is 
one of the assests of our national 
strength. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, in the course of 
my brief intervention, I would like to 
deal with two aspects of the debate; 
one naturally deals with the foreign 
policy matters but ultimately foreign 
policy in way, is a reflection of inter¬ 
nal political and economic policy as 
well. If I mention those subjects, 
certainly I will be dealing with both 
the subject together. 

As far as the important matter 
referred to in the speech of the Presi¬ 
dent is concerned. I think, we have 
practically taken a review of the entire 
world situation. We have tried to 
refer some of the positive aspect and 
positive positions that are developing 
in the world today. And we have also 
made a reference to certain elements 
or forces which can be said to be of a 
negative character. I regard to the 
positive points, we have welcomed the 
successful culmination of the Helsinki 
Conference where the European 
countries had met to consider pro¬ 
blems of their security. We have 
welcomed it as one of the very posi-. 
tive elements among recent develop¬ 
ments in the world, where two groups 
of Powers have accepted the principle 
of peaceful co-eiqistence. They have 
committed themselves to make an 
effort to relax the tension both in poli¬ 
tical and economic matters as also to 
seek areas Where they can cooperate 
with each other. Looking to the hif- 
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tory of the last two decades, this is 
certainly a very positive development 
which we have welcomed. The other 
important development in the world 
situation is the successful end of the 
people’s strggule in South-East Asia, 
particularly the people’s struggle in 
South Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos 
which have struggled for decades with¬ 
out the help of any big power, I was, 
really speaking a demonstration of the 
very bad inherent strength of the peo¬ 
ple against the forces of imperialism 
and colonialism, when they depend on 
themselves and not on any other out¬ 
side force. It has been demonstrated 
that if people fight with determination 
and patriotism, they can ultimately 
succeed. This certainly is some thing 
not only good for the people themselves 
in those countries, but it certainly 
gives a sense of confidence to the 
people at large. I would say that it 
gives a sense of confidence to the suf- 
. fering humanity, that they certainly 
could have a bright future, provided 
the depend on their own strength, 
on their own strategy and on their 
own efforts. This is one more impor¬ 
tant development that we see there. 
Another major political event to which 
we have made a reference—I am try¬ 
ing to- categorize them, but they have 
been individually mentioned there—is 
the Afiftcan continent. There,'^he pro¬ 
cess of de-colonization started after, I 
would say, the defect of fascism in Por¬ 
tugal itself. So, as a matter of fact, 
the process of de-colonization started 
at home in Portugal; and then, this 
wave of de-colonization started in the 
Afican continent; and we see that a 
number of countries. So which men- 
tion has been made in the speech of 
the President, have declared their in¬ 
dependence and have come into their 
own»—which is a positive factor. But, 
Sir. if It were only these three factors, 

I would certauUy have said that 
things were very rosy and that we 
should sit back relaxed and say: “Very 
well done and now very little remains 
to be done as far as our nation is con- 
cernsil** But. unfortunat^y; that is not 
so, t(%en these things are maldnf 


progieiK. when nationalism has suc¬ 
ceeded in certain areas, those forces 
which were defeated, have not acce|}t> 
ed their defeat .with any grace. 
They cannot, because it is not the 
forces but, really speakiiig, it is .the 
interests which are defeated; and the 
vested interests never accept defeat so 
' easily. That is the basic thing; 
therefore, they have now changed their 
fronts. They have changed their tacties 
and methods, they have changed their 
ways of doing'{Kings and changed the 
areas of functioning;; and they have 
changed the instruments also. That 
is what we have to see, because they 
are not going to accept that as the 
final word, because they are not only 
nations or only groups of people, they 
are dominating world interests which 
can depend only on their capacity to 
exploit, and if at all have to under¬ 
stand these world forces ultimately, 
we must understand them in their cor¬ 
rect perspective. Therefore, they are 
trying to find out some other ways, 
some other methods.

When they saw that their army 
itself could not succeed, and would 
never succeed,—that is one thing 
that is very clear now—they have found 
out some other ways. The other way 
is trying to divide the developing 
countries, the non-aligned countries, 
trying to get those elements in those 
countries which are favourable to 
them. Here I would like to differ 
slightly from Dr. V.K.R.V. Rao, if I 
have understood him correctly. There 
is nothing like internal Fascism alone, 
I do not believe in that sort of thing. 
Fascim is external as also internal 
External Fascism has* an op¬ 
portunity to .work mainly on internal 
base which is narrow. There is 
always some base of vested interest in 
socio-economic field in a counti^y on 
which they try to build themselves, 
They make use of these forces also. 
That exactly what is happening in 
Angola for example. 

We have welcfomed the indepcK)4er 
nee of Angola. We have* weteomed 
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the independence of Mozambique. But 
what la happening in Mozambique 
and Angola today is an eye-opener. 
We find there the^real representative 
of all world reactionaries, all reaction¬ 
ary philosphies, the imperialistic or 
neo-colonial economic policies, the 
racist policy. South Africa is the 
epiteme of neo-colonialism. Today, 
South African forces are making an 
armed intervention in Angola. They 
are sending their armed forces 
to Angola. This is what is happening 
in Mozambique for example. In 
every colonial country, there are al¬ 
ways certain elements. There is an 
army trained by the colonial powers. 
If that can be made use. of, they 
certainly try to use it. There are 
some economic, vested interests which 
can try to assert themselves. Because 
they have no further opportunity, 
they would like to give last battle 
That is what is happening. 

These are the negative elements to 
which 1 was making a reference, and 
these negative forces are not merely 
seen in the distant African continent. 
They are in the Indian Ocean, they 
are in South Asia, on our sub-contin¬ 
ent. What is happening beyond the 
borders of our country and perhaps 
within our own country? 

1 heard arguments for and against 
the emergency, why it was necessary, 
why it was not necessary. Let us 
now take it for granted that it is a 
reality. Now we will have to find out 
why it came about. When you ac¬ 
cept that it has come because of cer¬ 
tain basic reasons, political, economic 
and social reasons, we have to accept 
that reality and try to make a crea- 
t’ve use of the emergency. I would like 
to deal with that aspect along with 
other matters. 

What was happening in the coun¬ 
try? I beard with rapt attention the 
speech of my hon. friend, Shri Pras- 
anabhai M^ta. He said that the whole 
ihin.» was linked up with what hap¬ 
pened In Gujarat. T would say, not 
only Gujarat: I would go even a little 
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before that. What happ«ied in the 
last few years in the country? I 
think, it is your and my responsibih- 
ty, as representatives of the people and 
as advocates of democracy, to look 
back as to what was happening. Let 
me think aloud with you. 

When we say that we accepted a 
new Constitution after Indpendence, 
when we say that there was a tryst 
with destiny, when we fondly quote 
our great leader Nehru, what were its 
implications? Its implications were 
not merely the transfer of British 
power to us. But it was a commit¬ 
ment to our own people for a socio* 
economic transformation. This is the 
tryst with destiny. For that matter, 
the Parliament was created. The 
soverign Parliament is the expression 
of the will of the people. About some 
other democratic institutions in which 
all our members have faith, we have 
no less faith than what others claim 
to have in those democratic institu¬ 
tions. The iKililical parties as such 
is another institution of democratic 
culture. The courts are in institution 
which is necessary for the functioning 
of democracy. It Is all right. But are 
vou to go by only the forms of demo¬ 
cracy? Are you coing to take diadow 
for substance? What is the substan¬ 
ce of democracy? What is the basic 
objective for which we have accep¬ 
ted democracy as an instrument m 
India. It is the sorio-economic trans¬ 
formation. 

What have we been observing in the 
last tew years? Kindly excuse me 
if my phrase is not sb elegant. I 
think, it is a common man’s phrase 
if I 'may say so. At least I have 
felt, functioning on the Treasury Ben¬ 
ches, functioning a.s a citi/en of India 
functioning as an old freedom fight¬ 
er that there wag a game of ob¬ 
stacles going on all around. This was 
all that was happening. There are 
many plus points in our internal situ¬ 
ation. In the least 25 years, we cer¬ 
tainly have created many important 
assets in our country, we have built 
up great talent in all fields, in tiie 
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tecanical tieia, in the scemmc xiela, in 
the agricultural iield and so on. 
Vve nave created new laira-struct- 
ure. We have built a very big diver- 
ailled industrial base in our country. 
We have developed some important in¬ 
stitutions to which 1 made a relerence. 
But having done all this ultimately; 
one was feeling that we were not ex¬ 
ploiting or making use of all the pot¬ 
ential strength and assets that we 
have built in our country. 

What was building up was sense of 
frustration in the country. Ji we 
allow a sense of frustration to build 
up; I would say; that itself means an 
end of democracy in the country. 
This is a basic thing. If people feel that 
with all their strength and assets with 
all the democratic institutions they 
have got, with all he political sov¬ 
ereignty that they have got, they are 
not likely to make any progress to¬ 
wards socio-economic transformation, 
that is the end of democracy itself. 
Democracy means faith of people in 
themselves. The moment they feel 
that they cannot make any further 
progress through the institutions that 
they have created and to which they 
are conunitted, once they get that 
sort of feeling, that is the end of 
democracy. 

Some people tried to see democracy 
In a particular sense, whether they are 
allowed to speak what they want 
whether they are allowed to 
function as they want. i think, 
the phrase in Hindi is Manmani. 
This is a very expressive and a very 
eloquent phrase that I have found 
in Hindi. If manmani means democra¬ 
cy, well, I must say, the time had 
come to say, stop it. Somebody had 
to say it. Somebody required the 
.courage to say it Fortunately, in the 
person of Prime Minister, we found a 
great leader in India who could say 
that. So, it is not merely a question of 
what happened in Gujarat But what 
happ^ied in Gujarat Is certainly, an 
illustration of it_

Apart from stone-throwing, the viol^- 
ce as such is bad enough, and I am 
sure that Mr. Prasannabhai 
will not justify violence. Now, may 
I ask him another question? Even 
for right or wrong, can an elected 
representative of the people be fcxrc- 
ed to resign? Can you gherao a 
Member somewhere outside the House 
and ask him to resign? Will it be 
justifiable? If that batons, that 
is the end of democracy. What was 
happening was an organized attempt 
by very eminent people, because they 
were accepted as eminent people by 
some people, they had their own place 
in the political life of our country....

You have made your point. Now, let 
me make my point. I am taking this 
only as an illustration. An organi¬ 
zed effort was being made in this 
country to create a political vacuum. 
What wak happening in Gujerat? 
It was not happening merely in Guja¬ 
rat. It was intended to be ^read 
throughout India; it was supposed to 
be done in Bihar; it was expected that 
the same thing could travel from Ah- 
medabad to Bombay—a shorter dis¬ 
tance. But Bombay proved to be lit¬ 
tle stronger for them. I must con¬ 
gratulate those people. The idea 
was not merely to confine themselves 
to State Legislatures, but if they 
couldt^and they wanted to they had 
plans to ultimately reach the major, 
important sovereign body, this august 
House. If a vacuian. had been creat¬ 
ed in India, can anybody with his 
hand on his conscience say that there 
would have been democracy in this 
country? And this, only because

Money, men, electricity and water 
are tangible resources and they are to 
be made use of. But the intangible 
resourceji are equally important, and 
they are the unity of the people to 
make -use of these resources in a

.tion to go in a particular way with a 
particular speed, with the determina- 
tion to achieve those targets. I think, 
because of this game of obstacles, 
these intangible resources, which are 
more vital than the tangible resources, 
were becoming scarce in our eoun^ 
tiy.

In a democracy, people ara Jbe jreAt

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(Shri Yethwaotrao CbavanJ 
was exactly wfaat was needed* to be 
done.’ It ia a good thing that this 
is done. That was the-final veruict 
and a more important verdict against 
winch you are complaining. All the 
speeches that I have heard 00 the 
other side are not speeches against 
what the Government has done^ but, 
really speaking, they are complaining 
that the verdict of the people has 
gone against them and they just can¬ 
not be justified. That is the basic 
thing, 

Tnerefore, I would say, what we 
are passing thi-ough accoraing to nie. 
is a very important phase ot history 
or period of the post-mdependciiee 
India, a very important phase of ms- 
tory. It can be a great phase of his¬ 
tory, this time we took a ratner very 
hard look at ourselves, a hard look at 
our methods, a hard look at our in¬ 
stitutions and a hard look at our means 
and methods and as to how they should 
change. This is the time. As I 
told you, 1 am only thinking aloud 
with you. The emergency is continu¬ 
ing. Now, we have to see if we are 
prepared to get the results of this 
thing. It is not just an emergency. 
Emergency is just an occasion to have 
another look at things. Many mem¬ 
bers have said that and many 
others would have said it that if we 
had not done that, what happened in 
Bangladesh would have been repeated 
in this country. What has happened in 
Angola or Mozambique or any other 
country would have happened here. 1 
tell you from my experimce in the 
laat oM year. Let us take for ex> 
ample tlK hon-alignnu(nt move¬ 
ment What has happened to the 
non-aligahnent movement which te 
the moat potent weapon of the 
progressive fivceg in the world 
today? Thanks to our great leaders 
like Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, Tito 
and his colleagues who thought of 
this movement thought of this prih- 
ciple. They coaid do it because I 
think they had made a very correct 
judgment about the ^ype of world 
ttat was gedng to MhiBrge after the 


Second World War, there were laro- 
gresaive forces which were expanding 
and asserting themselves. They had 
created new hopes in mankind and 
there were forces which were alter 
distributing the world, interested in 
status quo. At that time it was 
necessary, lor liberated countries ana 
independent countries, if they had to 
succeed in their achievements and in 
their strategies to remain independent,, 
to follow their own methods. In order 
to do that they had to accept the 
principle of independent foreign policy 
based on acceptance of progressive 
socio-economic objectives. They had 
to transform the societies, create new 
societies based on social justice 
and equality, remove the exploitation 
that existed in the colonial world; 
and if they had to do that, they had 
to loUow independent national poli¬ 
cies. They had to assert their lib¬ 
erty to act independently of others on 
merit and that is how this nmi-align- 
ment movement grew. 

There were countries which were 
laughing at non-aligned countries in 
the beginning. There were qpeakers 
even in our country and in Parlia¬ 
ment and you can find their speeches 
ridiculing non-alignment. But, gra¬ 
dually, we found that non-alignment 
policy had been accepted as one of 
the very important plans of more 
than 100 countries in this world. It 
is something very interesting that 
when the big powers—big imperial 

powers, saw that this is making ao 
impact, they have resorted to some 
different tactics now. There is on 
attempt of infiltration in the non- 
alignment movement. There is an at¬ 
tempt to dilute the princiides of non- 
alignment. One has to be very care¬ 
ful about this. We find that the non- 
allgnmeot movement made an impact 
as a result of deliberatinns ha 
ent forums. What they did in the 
six special sessions in UJf., iot 
ample. They gave a call for a new 
economic order and tlA one fiirase 
that reaRy spesdeing friiditens the 
imperial powm's in ttaic tamrld ie 
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*a new ecwaonic ordcr’^ Wt «• 
yet to put content. in it, we «ie 
yet 4o organiae it . But alter ihe 
very acceptance by tte most impor. 
tant representative body of the world, 
of the declaration lor having a new. 
economic order, they think there is 
a basic challenge now, and new and 
different tactics have been started. 
We have to be very careful about it. 

I must say that this new dialogue 
or new movement that has been sup¬ 
ported by the developing countries in 
the world today of having a new 
economic order is something where 
we are taking an attitude of co-opera¬ 
tion. We are trying as a matter of 
fact, to test the will of the develop¬ 
ed countries—whether they are willing 
to accept certain programme of new 
economic order. This is going to be 
the final test for them. It has to be 
proved whether—besides Rowing 
wish or mere talk of co-operation, 
they want to make sacrifices to bring 
about equality; because in our own 
country we are fighting for removal of 
the distance between the rich and the 
the poor and we are emphasising 
equality in the country. The same 
problem is before the world to-day. 
As I have often said, to the world 
agenda to-dgy the first item is econo¬ 
mic equality, removal of in-equality 
between the rich and the poor nations. 
It is reaQy speaking thd basic problem 
of world. Is the basic problem of 
any individual country. This is, really 
speaking, ttio major problem that we 
face today. I would not use the word 
‘leaders’ because that is a s^isitive 
word, but aa pioneers, it is our res¬ 
ponsibility to see that the non-aligned 
movanent remains committed to its 
basic principles so as to the 

process of exploitation the process of 
de-stabilisation and tt»e process oi in¬ 
tervention. Th^is la going to be our 
major policy. Tte negative forces 
which are operating are resorting to^ 
rather, v^ interesting, tactics. I do 
oot want to go. into ^e details now.

We want to develop friendly 
relations with Nepal, Bhutan, Bangla

body. What some of the big coun. 
tries aim at is to plant the seeds 
of suspicion in the minds of small 
neighbouring countries. This is their 
strategy. India is big amd we cah- 
not shrink because somebody wants , 
us to shrink. We are what we ace, 
What are our objectives? We do not 
want to impose our will on anybody. 
We do not want to invade any coun¬ 
try. If at all our army was used, it 
was used for the liberation of a ' 
country. If at all wo had made use 
of our army, it has been used for 
peaceful missions in some countries. 
We sent our army to places like the 
Gaza and some other countries where 
there were wars. They functioned 
there as peace-keeping forces. This 
is our objective. We are certainly a 
nationalist country believing in our 
own independent foreign policy. We 
certainly have our own social and eco¬ 
nomic objectives. We are determin¬ 
ed to achieve them, vduitever may be 
the difficulties in our way and I a® 
sure we will succeed in this matter. 
So far as Bangla Desh is concerned, 
we were shocked by the brutal mur¬ 
der of their leadership there. But 
even so, we said, it is their internal 
matter. But, a malicious campaign 
was started saying that India was inte- 
rested in "nrilitary intervention in 
Bangladesh. I would just give this 
as an illustration. This malicious pro¬ 
paganda was done to create suspicion 
in the minds of neighbours, among the 
non-aligned countries, because most 
of our neighbouring countries are non- 
aligned countries. Ihe Delegatimi of 
Wangln Desh had come here and we 
have had discussions" witfT them. We 
want all good to Bangla Degh. We 
want their Indepmidence. We want 
their sovereignty. We want them to 
have progressive, economic and foreign, 
polieies. We want them to he non- 
aUgned. We want them to be their 
own mastefi. That is a^l. 
want We want them . to t^aaiTO,. 
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petfCi3!ully, no conimunalisin, no 
seclarisn atUtude. Theit dalegdtion 
is HI India today and in tl^e 
course oJ this week, we are dis¬ 
cussing the problems ol economic 
cooperation and trade cooperation. 
This is our basic policy. But how the 
other countries are looking at it is the 
most important thing now. This is a 
vary complicated world and you can 
face this complicated world by vour 
clear thinking, your clear judgment rf 
the world situation and the internal 
situation, with determination, with 
faith in the programmes and the poli¬ 
cies which we have accepted. This is 
the only way to get what we want to 
get. When I said, I was going to 
mention basic foreign policy issues, 
these are the foreign policy issues 
which I meant. But they are so organi¬ 
cally linked with internal policies that 
sometimes I wonder how one can diffe¬ 
rentiate between foreign policy and 
internal policy. They are practically 
the same thing. It is an indivisible 
entity. It is sajd conventionally that 
they are the two sides of the same .loin. 

I would say that is rather incorrect. 
It is the same coin and the same side. 
It is so together that you cannot take 
one position . in interrmtional relations 
and another position in interal mat¬ 
ters. ...

cracy will disappear, democracy in its 
real spirit will succeed ultimately. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR 
(Quilon): Mr. Speaker, Sir, my amend¬ 
ment reads as follows: 

regret that the measures to 
cheek the~»outrages by the bureau¬ 
cracy and' the police are not out¬ 
lined in the Address.” 

Sir, let me at the butset admit that I 
am one of those who accepts this 
Emergency as a reality. I am one of 
those who wants this Emergency to be 
utilised to implement the twenty-point 
• economic programme in such a manner 
as to benefit fhe common people at this 
country. Therefore, I am pointing out 
some of the excesses that are being 
committed in the States .in enforcing 
the Emergency.

[Shri Vasant Sathe in the Chair] 

Sir, as the hon. Minister has said, I 
am also one of those who fought for 
the freedom of this country. Sir. I 
have snent neatly six years, in the 
cream of my youth, in the beUiah 
prisons under the British rule. After 
the attainin«it of freedom. 1 was 
thoroughly disappointed over the in¬ 
discipline; tlM< inefilciency and tlu» cal¬ 
lousness which has permeated all 
aspects at social lifii. With, the 4e. 
claration ot Emergency, there has bean 
a vast innate, in the cotmtiy, a,.change 
far the>bi^r. The imphnaentatiea 
of the 20 poiat economic prograxpine 
w^ll be a landmi^ ia.ihe history of 
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oui- onward masch succeed in 
tackling the problems e&oot-ve)y. But, 
for this, as has been pointed out by 
the Presidmit in POra 0, Page 2, of his 
Address, the full cooperation of the 
people is a must. We cannot afford 
m shove On the responsibility on the 
shoulders of the bureaucracy and the 
police. 

Sir. power corrupts and we have 
now got unlimited power. Therefore, 
we have to keep a close watch over 
the machanism which has been set up 
to forward the schemes of implemen¬ 
tation. The implementation commit- 
tees at all levels, the apex bodies and 
the watch dog committees at the Cen¬ 
tre and at the headauarters of the 
Stately are intended to look after all 
aspects of administration. Apart from 
the two Stales which are not bound to 
implement the programme in all fields, 
are all the other States doing it with 
honesty, integrity and impartiality? I 
will say ‘No.’ I am afraid, criticism and 
self-criticism which should form the 
backbone of this scheme is badly lack¬ 
ing. The rights of the common man 
are forgotten. Because of the Emer¬ 
gency, people cannot complain. The 
implementation committees do not 
generally go into the mis-deeds of the 
Ministers. When I' raised these issues 
in the implementation committee in 
my State, I was told by the hon. Chief 
Minister of the State that a high 
powered committee without the officers 
will be formed to go into such matters. 
But, no such committee has yet been 
formed. 

As regards police atrocities, it is an 
admitted fact that in Trivandrum, a 
Police Inspector entered the house of 
a poor woman and battered her in the 
open. He was suspwided by the In¬ 
spector General of Police. But, Sir, 
the very next day, he was re-instated 
in the same police station and he has 
been allowed to go scot-free. I av> 
reliably infomaed that a DSP la 
the. Mallapuram district shot dead a 
mad man on the spot wittout suMw 
cicot provocation. One of Ws sub¬ 
ordinates, Sir, went to a broBi^ and 
he picked up a quarrel witii' WMihiar

cuatpmer. H« flred three shots with 
his revolver, wounding the other per- 
son very geriet^ly. Can this happen 
in any democratic country, I ask? I 
could not raise these matters in the 
imjc^mentatiion ' committee becausie 
that committee has not met lor the 
past two months. 

1 would earnestly plead with the 
hon. Prime Minister and the hon. 
Home Minister that the intelligence 
agency at the Centre should be toned 
up to check the outrages ot the Police 
and the bureaucracy. The law and 
order situation during Eniergency is 
not entirely a State subject. If the 
Police and the bureaucracy are 
allowed to strangle the rights of the 
people, there will be serious conse¬ 
quences in future. 

I may also point out that in spite of 
the functioning of the apex bodies, 
labour is getting a raw deal. 

The Ordinance regarding bonus is 
being misinterpreted by the officers tc 
the detriment of the workers. I had 
to appeal to the hon. Prime Minister 
to get a wrong partially redres.sed in 
the matter of the workers of the Hin¬ 
dustan Insecticides Ltd. 1 suspect 
somp of the officers have a diabolical 
motive to create disaffection among 
the workers and to bring down the 
tempo of production. 

In fhe Titanium Products at Tri¬ 
vandrum. owned and run by the State 
Government, a set of workers and con¬ 
tractor registered and have been 
working for the oast 15 years, have 
be^n supplanted. substituted, bv a 
new set of workers and a new- con¬ 
tractor, When the workers protested, 
they were arrested, on the allegation 
that, they were threatening the integri- 
Jty and solidarity of the Indian Union. 
What a kpinbiiS attempt to cover up 
^Uegal .action by the officers? 

, tnawnes^’ repast.the Jidm,Prime 
ISipjistpr^lo jjirect. the States to set up 
hi^rPbi’^r cohipittees to ^afee note 6t 
the QiJiticisms made ..^d^carry^ out the 
aaiggestions,. made.

SHRI ANANTRAO PAUL 
(Khed): Mr. Chairman, I rise to 
support the Motion of Thanks on the 
President's Address. A few minutes 
back our External Affairs Minister 
very ably and thoroughly explained 
not only the foreign policy of the 
country but also dur economic, poli¬ 
tical and internal policies. The re¬ 
sults of the Proclamation of Emer¬ 
gency which we have been experien¬ 
cing are very encouraging. Undoub¬ 
tedly discipline has been maintained 
and production in the fields of agri¬ 
culture and industry is going up and 
up slowly. 

The most important part of the 
Emergency from 'the point of view 
of the people is the twenty-point 
economic programme put forward by 
the Prime Minister. If we want to' 
make it successful and very benefi¬ 
cial to the people, we should not 
depend only on tKe Government ma¬ 
chinery or^bureaucracy, but party 
members as well as membetrs of all 
other partie.s who claim that they 
are doing work for the welfare of the 
common man. all of us, should work 
for thte implementation of this pro¬ 
gramme. If we do justice to this, if 
we put our efforts for the implemen¬ 
tation of this programme, from what 
I have seen actually experiencing 
during 'the last three or four months 
of the change in the rural area; the 
change in th^ aspirations and expec¬ 
tations of the bommon people., in the 
rtiTal area, incltiding people‘who are 
afericdltiiral ‘ labotrfers, people with- 
(Jut'land alid wotkerS inr ftwto. 
rfi^s, the b^lts will be" r^ly benefi- 
lelal to 'the peoplb. Thes* **liinfc that

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How many of our friemda from tbe 
opposition hava criticised the ProcIa> 
iuation and continuance of the Emer. 
geney. That was poreiy from the 
political angle. I leave aside the po¬ 
litical angle of the criticism. I 
should like to lay stress on national 
discipline, national character and 
national prosperity. If we look from 
this point of view Emergency and 
the 20 point economic programme 
have proved very successful. AU 
those who are people’s representa¬ 
tives, whether in Parliament or State 
assembly or zila parishad, should take 
the lead in the implementation of 
the economic programme and we 
should not depend entirely on the 
Government machinery such as the 
collector or the commissioner or 
other officers of the Government. If 
We join our efforts with them and 
U we co-operate with them, there will 
be a great change and a useful change 
in the rural area as well as in indus¬ 
trial centres.. 

Bonded labour system has been in 
this country for centuries. Do you 
"Icnow how those people felt when 
they came to know that they had been 
freed from that system? In my part 
of the country, to which you Mr, 
Chalrinan also l*elong, we are taking 
up the house building programme 
for the poor who have no houses. 
We not only give nioney and house 
site; We actually build houses for 
them and give them accommodation. 
The Government is serious and sin¬ 
cere in giving something to the have- 
nots. Some opposition parties were 
charging that are interested in 
some vested interests. They should 
know that we" are attentive to the 
h'eeds of the have-nots. The twenty- 
point econbmic- programme is meant 
for th&t purpose. I' do'not want to 
quote the 20 points; everybody knows 
them. If the Emergency is continued, 
We -must take 'full advantage of « 

and try to contribute 'in implement¬ 
ing the twentyjipoint programme. I 
do not w«it'to'take any more ;t>he 
time the House: I ^ support, the 
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motion and I thank you for giving me 
this opportunity. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad): Mr. Chairman, I am glad 
in a way that I am able to siteiak after 
the intervention of the Minister of 
External Affairs, Shri Y B. Chavan, 
because I could say that it was the 
first speech during the last three days 
from the Congress benches that I 
heard which gavp me s(mie idea that 
reasoned speeches can still be made 
from the Government benches. Skil¬ 
ful parliamentarian that he is, he 
tried to defend naturally the entire 
gamut of national and international 
policies during the Emergency for 
the last six months. He used what 
he himself called a very expressive 
Hindi word, man mani [meaning, doing 
what pleases one’s mind] and ^id 
that man mani was being done by 
some, not all, of the opposition par¬ 
ties. I am prepared to agree that 
some people from the opposition side, 
even before the Emergency, in fact 
during the last 28 years of our free¬ 
dom, not only from the opposition 
but even from the ruling party, from 
the . political parties in general, had 
been doing a lot of man mani. I 
should respectively ask him: if man 
mani is not to be done by the oppo¬ 
sition, is man mani to be done by the 
Government? Unfortunately he is 
not here now to reply to my point, 

. MR. CHAIRMAN: What he said 
was that what the Government was 
doing was jon mani, 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: It 
may be jan mani. I am coming to 
that. I am only saying that if man 
' mani is wrong it is wrong for every¬ 
body. It cannot be wrong for one 
set of people and right for another 
set of people. And, secondly you. Sir, 
interrupted me and interpreted from 
the Chair that it was jan mani and 
so I asS if if is there, if what Gov- 
' emmeirt are doing is }an mani, v^y 
close 'ddmi fhfe free channelfing of 
oMiddh as exiJressed hi various news-

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really people at lar^e in this country 
of ours have sueh a massive sti^ort 
for Emergency and if you are really

Radio because it is a Government or>- 
ganisation and not a public corpora¬ 
tion, must need be expressed? Why 
don’t you allow people to Say ’.hat 
the Emergency is not right? Why 
don’t you allow this if a large num¬ 
ber of people ate with you? It is 
all very well to talk about lieople’s 
massive and enthusiastic support. 1 
am congratulating Sfari Yeshwantrao 
Chavan ft>r the skilful reply he pre¬ 
sented on behalf of the tkivernment 
But is it an honest truthful rep¬ 
ly? 

Now coming to my own points, I 
would like to begin by saying that the 
Presidential Address over a period of 
many years had already bepome an 
annual ritual. But this year it ha.s 
been both more and less than an 
annual ritual. Its significance lies in 
not so much for what it says but ra¬ 
ther, for much that it skilfully leaves 
out!

, Sir, an important poknt ,:wotdd 
like to ’ mention in the b^nnisig is- 
that in the last Emergency session 
our rights were curtailed, not only of 
the Members of the Opposition parties 
but also of the Ruling party, and the 
rights of the Independents and indeed 
of all the Members of the House were 
curtailed. Now, during this session, 
the hon. Speaker, after his election in 
a TV interview in Delhi has said; 
“This is an absolutely normal session 
and I look forward to a more orderly 
and business like session,’’ that is 
meaning that this particular session 
wc are in. Sir, if the idea of a nor¬ 
mal session is that some of the Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament on both sides of 
tlie House are to be kept in jail, if 
rules are to bs observed Strictly in 
letter, and rigidly and no dissenting 
voice is allowed to be expressed legi¬ 
timately, if this is meant by an order¬ 
ly session—and I see particularly 
that I^rliament's session has become 
an orderly session this week!—then I 
want to know singly this; do wb want 
an order which is an imposed one or 
an order which is created and prac¬ 
tised by us all with understanding, to¬ 
lerance and self-discipline? You 
yours<5?I tola the country about 
Acharya Vinobaji’s ‘Anushashan’ 
which really should buid not only 
the people of the opposition parties. 
Independents and the citizens but 
also tUi> Govcrnmcfnt and the Mem¬ 
bers of the Ruling Congress party. 
Therefort!, Sir, it is no use saying 
that this is a normal session, because 
what was abnormal in the last ses¬ 
sion has now been sought te be le¬ 
galised and is this being institution¬ 
alised. Part of the emergency regula¬ 
tions haVe alrbady been institutional¬ 
ised. Use press has been muzzled. 
Tbe proceedings of Parliament have 
not been permitted to be sent out to 
the peoffie at large. Idy esteemed 
friend, Shri lRdrij.it Gupta, bas very 
rilpitly isked; can you permit 

the dHtWt to Itere in ParUanmnt?” 
Sir, wfe tlic^e hem what must 
"■ko to the people kha not «o t» tiu 
people. But how can a censwr, < 
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nominee of th« executive, ih the 
fhd^pendent Pai^tunent' and say, 
'^rint this tmd don’t print that; have 
this point and do not have that 
point”, and so on? ThereSove, this 
Is not a norinal session but a conti> 
miation of the Etnerfency session 
Vrith the freedoms of members of 
Parliament curtailed. I need not re¬ 
peat what I said in the last session. 
Moreover, I have moved 21 amend¬ 
ments to the Mdtion of Thanks on 
the President’s Address, and I do not 
Vvant to repeat what is contained in 
them. 


The President’s Address makes no 
reference to elefctSons which are now 
constitutionally due in February or 
March this year at the latest. Can 
a party outsidie Parliament, although 
it may be the party in power, give a 
call to Parliament inside to extend 
the life of this Parliament by one 
year? If you say this is done consti¬ 
tutionally, my reply is, constitution 
can be used in a mala fide way or 
in a bona fide way. The declaration 
and subsequent use of the emergency 
during the last six months and more 
has been done in a mala fide way. We 
oppose the emergency and so we 
chose to remain absent at the lime 
of the President’s Address. It was 
one way of showing our opposition 
effectively. There is an atmosphere 
of unreality, a climate of artificiality 
everywhere. Where is the free de¬ 
bate. where is the reascffied argument? 
And. where is the voice of dissent 
being expressed through the radio, the 
newspapers and other mass media? I 
only smell and see a sense of confor¬ 
mism and complacency everywhere 
and it is groa'ing everyday! The press 
Is muzzled. Freedom of tHe press is 
stilled. Free and fair reporting has 
beefn baniriied. Sir, a Ffe* Press is 
not only the ‘Tourth Estate” in a de¬ 
mocracy. it is indeed an extensimi of 
•• Parliament. If the press is n*t 
free to Tmort to pertray. to reflect on 
ia hainc said here and What is he- 
ivg dana in tWa House; What is the use 
then of having tida augUSl House? 


Why should We cosine and sit here 
and spes^? ARer all, the ^entiec ootm- 
try is our constituency. The people 
outride must know what we s&y here, 
how we behave here, what we de¬ 
mand here, how we represent the- 
peoples’ anger and alffiirations here. 
But all that is stopped. During the 
last session, there was no reporting 
in the press. Now, in this sesision,. 
there is reporting, but It is partial, 
biased and partisan which Is more 
mischievous and dangerous. I have 
already referred to the presence of 
the censor in Parliament building. I 
hope the new Speaker will be more 
strict and independent. I said when- 
he was elected, the Speaker must re¬ 
main independent. Once a Speaker, 
always a Speaker—that is a well- 
known maxim. But if the Speaker 
were to become a minister, as in the 
case of Dr. Dhillon, what happens to 
the independence of the Speaker? He 
will look forward to the executive 
government for the spoils of political 
office. The Speaker becoming a Cen¬ 
tral Minister has never happened in- 
our country in the last 25 years. 

As I said, our colleagues on both 
sides of the 'House are behind the 
bars. If they are really culprits and 
if you have evidence to prove it, why 
not try them in a court of law? Un¬ 
til then you should at least ensure 
that the conditions in the prisons 
which are appalling are improved. 
The torture and the inhuman treat¬ 
ment to political prisoners must stop. 
Tlie Draconian law of MISA is being 
used in an absolutely arbitrary man¬ 
ner; it is a veritable example of 
complete manmarti conduct by the 
Government. 

As regards constitutional Referms, 

1 am all for changes in the Constitu¬ 
tion if they are for the good. But. 
can we honestly say that the Gansti- 
tution has come in the way of the 
implementation of the pbagfaMve 
policies during thegt last 2» y«ars 
except ^zhaps In ragartt to pm«mty? 
'Bat artitde patparty 

rights has been amended Bmea ar 
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four times. Indeed it is the lack of 
imlitical will which is responsible for 
.slackness in proper implementation 
rather than the Constitution. 

My point is that the Constitution 
, must not be impossible, but difficult 
to, change, and even when it is chang- 
;ed it tpust be for the better, to im- 
. prove upon it, to make the Constltu- 
) tltai more democratic. The rule of 
law, judicial processes and their 
independence and the right of dissent 
. are the pillars of democracy and they 
must always remain in that. In 
this connection, I would like to quote 
what Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru said 
. about the judiciary: 

‘•We must respect the judiciary, 
the Supreme Court and the other 
High Courts in the land. As wise 
people, their duly is to see that in 
a moment of passion, in a moment 
of excitement even the representa¬ 
tives of the people do not go wrong; 
they might. In the detached atmos¬ 
phere of the courts, they should 
• see to it that nothing is done that 
- may be against the Constitution... 

U is important that judges should 
be people of' the highest integrity, 
if necessary people who can stand 
up against the executive Govern- 
■ ment and whoever may come in 
their way.” 

This is what Panditji said. There¬ 
fore, I am saying, don't erode and 
corrode the process of rule of law. 

In fact, I lask my Congre.s.s friends, 
what do.you want? By changing the 
Constitution, do you want to envisage 
and ensure an irremovable executive 
and an irresponsible executive? is 
this'the aim? Anri, further, edn the 
Constitution bind only the govern. 

^ ’and, ■not fhe^ Government? A 
GonstitutibnaT Government is' afterall 
a limited Government and if it is a 
ttralted -Government, then the Consti- 
• tutiori must' limit the powers of the 
Gpvemmettt. Well, Siri-I -shali- leave 
the .^uestlbn of-Coaatitutiaiial changes 
at'that point.'

Most of the speeches made by ’ my 
friends from the Congres? benches 
have referred to Gujarat. If 1 bad 
enough time I would have gone in 
detail My esteemed friends Kumari 
Maniben V. Patel and Shri II M. Patel 
have already stated the facts welt. 
But 1 tell you that in Gujarat the 
direct elections for the Panchayats 
were held for the first time, while there 
are many States in this great Republic 
of ours where Panchayat elections— 
direct or indirect—^have not been held 
at all for the last five, seven, nine or 
ten years, Gujarat at least must get 
the credit for holding these elections, 
and for the first time, the direct elec¬ 
tion*. In this direct election 670 
seats for District Panchayats and 3342 
seats for Taluka Panchayats were 
being contested. And when that was 
clone, what was the result? More¬ 
over, the Congress friends are talking 
about incidents of violence. But the 
Gujarat Government rightly said that 
in June, 1975 when elections to the 
Gujarat Vidhan Sabha were being 
he/d, at that time there were 67 cases 
of violence. At that time, there was. 
presidential rule in the State and no 
Government was there. As against this, 
there were 27 cases only this time. 
My friend, Shti*Ram Sahai Pandey— 

I do not see him here—referred to the 
two murders which took place. He 
asked what about the two Congress¬ 
men who. were murdered? I shall 
reply to my friend, Shri Ram Sahai 
Pandey and others. The Gujarat 
Government have already ordered a 
judicial inquiry under the Commission 
of Inquiry Act. Therefore, if the 
Judicial Inquiry says that so and so 
is wrong, then it’ will come to light. 
But .until then how can you say that 
thereL was pll wrong and violence? I 
see that Government and Congress MPs 
arq. trying, to build up a case against 
the Gujarat Government in ordhr to 
see that this Gbvemmettf is'out and 
Presidential ryle' ‘Is clamped down. 

It is, not good and honourable for the 
Government of India to 'do like -this. 
Their allegations peHt'ically moti¬ 
vated, apd they waiit to s^^'tisat' the 
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Gujacat Qo^^iiwnen* which ia legally 

establtehad hy consent 61 the 

people, jaftmoAi in Guiarat, is Out. If 
in future the Jentnani says let them go 
and M the Congress come, we will 
accept it. But the point is: let the 
people say it. You also cannot do it 
through defections; you cannot do it 
through false and fabricated propa¬ 
ganda. That is tny point. 

After all, Sir, why do we have a 
concern for democracy? You, Mr. 
Chairman, are coming from an area 
from which I do not come. But it so 
happens that you and 1 know and 
speak the same language, Marathi. 

The great saint. Tukkaram said:

"The house of the critic should 
be in the neighbourhood." The 
eminent British political scientist, 
the late Professor Harold Laski 
said: 

"A Government always learns 
more irom the criticism of its op¬ 
ponents than from the eulogy of its 
supporters." 

. -I am not in the habit of making per 
sonal attack or, individual criticisms. 

I have never in the past referred to 
‘‘Maruthi’’ in my speeches. But let 
me tell you that I feel both amu¬ 
sed and distressed when I see Con¬ 
gressmen in high posts and *t lower 
ranks remark wildly competing in 
flattery of the Prime Minister and her 
20-Point Economic Programme. No 
less a person than the Chief Minister 
of Maharashtra says that this 20-Point 
Economic Programme is the Bhagvad 
Gita" of modern times! Sir. there is 
a limit to flattery. An academician 
and a former colleague of mihe in 
Ahmedabad says that the 20-Point 
Programme is the ‘Magna Carta’ of 
India! SRr, have these gentlemen redd 
the "Bhagvad Gita’i or., the "Magna 
Carta"? 

Dembcricy 'Essentially xnfeahs a dia¬ 
logue, which 4s taking place right now, 
W^y don!f you.allow this, dialogue to 
take place outside? Mr. Chafiman. 
Sir. d<NnoeraCy essentially means ^ 


dialogue between the rulers and. the 
ruled, ll U a dialogue betweea the 
majority aid the lainority. it is a 
dialogue Yietween thoac who agree and 
those who don’t agree. Majority rule 
ia just a means. Democracy is not 
a synonim for majority rule. A tacit 
or explicit consent of a minority is 
necessary. Therefore, I would like 
to say that by silencing different opl- 
oions and opposite views and by silen¬ 
cing dissent, you don’t necessarily d «»- s ,r 
troy them. You don’t really eUml- 
nate them. They go underground. 
When o(^osition is muzzled, you get 
a distorted picture. The best course 
would be to let opinions fight with 
opinions. If opinions clash, the jan 
mani will decide, which is right and 
which is wrong. I entirely agree that 
ihe Opposition must behave. Not only 
the Opposition, but I must also behave; 
all of us must behave. But if all must 
behave, should government misbehave? 
Should a government misbehave--not 
only this government, but any govern¬ 
ment—the governments today in Guja¬ 
rat or Tamil Nadu as well? If Oppo¬ 
sition parties misbehave, should gov¬ 
ernment also misbehave? Should not 
Government also learn some lessons? 
Should they not pay head to the 
warnings of the time? I am conclud¬ 
ing, Sir. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You were con¬ 
cluding two minutes back. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Gov¬ 
ernment also have duties; and they 
should observe onusnsbon. AtiMsoshan 
is the need of the hour. Why do I 
say this? Alter aU, I do not belong 
to any party. I have never belonged 
to any party; during the last 28 years 
of our Freedom, I have belonged to 
no party, no group and no bloc. T 
have remained as a non-party-tnan. in 
this vast republic of ours, like the 
average Indians. Thev vote for a 
party, but they don’t belong t6 any 
partv. ask: Why have' Ih^ sun- 
pre^on of dissent? ,W;hy sj^JOuld 
suppress opposite, differing poin^ of 
view, and suppress them under such 
dictatorial powers? • Why wt have 
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Aaloguc- which goes oa cetitinuously 
«id treelgl! Let the minority ne 
tbnre; try to persuade the minority, 
attract ft towards the majority, so that 
the rmnofity also may have the right 
to pessuade the majority and reduce 
it to a minority through the Janmani, 
through the people of India. 

The need of the hour is not confron¬ 
tation. The need of the hour is a 
careful, considered re-conciliation, re- 
conciliation in the national interest, 
and national re-conciliation and 
national endeavour for attacking the 
Colossal problems of poverty and un- 
der-devriopment. Sir, my voice may 
sound feeble. I am a lone individual. 

I do not want to speak in arrogance. 

I am speaking in all humility. Tagore 
had said: “Ekla Chalo re". If you 
and I have to go as ‘Lkla Chalo re’, 
even within the Congress party, you 
may go ‘Ekla’. in spite of the majo¬ 
rity, why not?--We should be 
ready to go along the right path 
alone, for it is possible that the 
majority may not have the whole 
truth; and the minority may 
have some valuable portion truth. 
Therefore, I appeal to the Prime Minis¬ 
ter and to the Government—if my ,ip- 
peal has some substance and value— 
that in the interests of the nation, we 
should look at national problems 
nationally and tackle them democia- 
tlcally; and let her. therefore, end the 
emergency, external and internal and 
rfntore normalcy in the right sense: 
because, how long will we tolerate 
this kind of untruth and fabrication? 
We must hear the people’s voice and 
the people’s voice as reflected here, 
and we all must constantly hear the 
Voice of the Almighty which is guid¬ 
ing us all in our lives and on this 
Earth!

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Asaithambi, one of the leadinc 
lights of the DMK and Chairman of 
the Tamil Nadu Toterim Corpdration. 
was delivered in the presence of the 
Chief Minister and other Mintsters: 

“We must announce our war 
plans here and now. I have sonie 
suggestions to make. We must con¬ 
vene the cession of the Tamil Nadu 
Assembly early next month and 
pass a resolution declaring Tamil 
Nadu an independmit State. Mr. 
Karunanidhi should the 

programme of elections immediate¬ 
ly. fle should hold the elections 
and not the Centre or the Kection 
Commission. For convenience, let 
him hold elections to Delhi Parlia¬ 
ment also, but this should be with¬ 
out prejudice to Tamil Nadu de¬ 
claring its ind^jendence.” 

Again, he says: 

“We should remember that 
Bangladesh became indepmdent 
only because its demand of auto¬ 
nomy was not conceded and was 
sought to be suppressed. We should 
^ tell Delhi that what was good for 
Bangladesh could not be bad for 
the people of Tamil Nadu.” 

This was the speech of lir. Asai- 
thambi. There wae another speech, 
and the speaker happmed to be a 
Member of this House and he 
threatened civil ‘ war in this country. 

These are the speeches that are al¬ 
lowed in a State by the State Govern¬ 
ment. Whmi we aak, when we de¬ 
mand, that thia Goventmsnt should 
not continue after the expiry of its 
ieim, there is a pertinent question 
put to ui, especially frmn this side: 
“When we have extwded the term 
of the Kerala Assembly for six 
mtmUis, will it not ibe diso'iminatary 
to refuse it to the Tamil Nadu Minis¬ 
try?’’

1 
would quote only ,one classic example. 
This is a petition which we presented 
to the President.^of India.

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amount of nearly Rs. 2 crores to the 
owner of this company, obviously as 
compensation for the take-over. In 
our view, this company is not worth 
any payment, leave alone such a high 
amount as compensation. In our dew, 
payment of amount sought to be 
made is a colourable exercise of the 
powers under the Constitution taking 
advantage of the word “amount” to 
pay a heavy price for an almost dead 
and worthless company from the tax¬ 
payers’ money, whereas the constitu¬ 
tional stipulation regarding payment 
of amount aims at minimal payment 
for the undertaking which is sought 
to be nationalised. 

The net working capital of the com¬ 
pany is minus Rs. 3.46, crores. This 
negative position is extraordinary 
and needs a thorough probe by the 
C.B.I, regarding how far the borrow¬ 
ings of this company from credit 
institutions and the Government have 
been utilised. We suspect that there 
has been a systematic siphoning oil 
of the funds illegally and with a view 
to cheating the institutional creditors 
'including the Government of Tamil- 
nadu. 

We respectfully submit that the 
company’s financial position is so bad 
that it is beyond redemption. Its liqui_ 
dity is extremely adverse and its cre¬ 
ditworthiness is zero. Over and 
above that, the arrears of dividends 
on preference shares and depreciation 
overdue would further depress the 
value of the assets. The real value 
of the fixed assets and current assets 
can he realised only on a distress sale 
basis. For this company the payment 
of Rs. two crores as emnpensation 
and, more shockingly, a firm commit¬ 
ment in the Bill under Miscellaneous 
Chapter for a payment of more and 
further sums to the owner if advised 
So by the Commissioner of Compensa¬ 
tion is most obnoxious, wholly unten¬ 
able, opposed to equity and fairplay 
to the tax-payers, is reflective of 
squandermania and worse still a poli¬ 
tical design dt the time of elections 
to siphon off funds from the public 
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exchequer in the name of paying 
compensation to the owner to finance 
and further the political aims of the 
ruling party with the help of Thiru 
N. Mahalingam, who is an ardent 
supporter of the ruling party. 

SHRl N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): 
What do they manufacture? 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: Pipes, 

Sir, r, copy of this petition was also 
presented to the Home Minister Shri 
Om Mehta when he was present in 
Madras. In the same evening a news 
item was published in a daily paper 
•Makkal Kural’. All copies of the 
paper were seized and yet Mr. Karu- 
nanidh; is a democrat. He opposes 
Emergency in the name of democracy 
but at the same time utilises the emer¬ 
gency powers to suppress the opposi¬ 
tion, false cases on hundreds and 
thousands of people are foisted, ar¬ 
rests are made, seizures of newspapers 
are made. Not only that, Mr. Samar 
Mukherjee referred to the censor in 
Tamilnadu. I would like to say that 
censor.ship is there only for the oppo¬ 
sition. The Chief Minister never be¬ 
lieves in censor as he can print papers 
and pamphlets and circulate them 
because, after all, it is the State Gov¬ 
ernment which hag to take action! 
Here fe ^ pamphlet published by the 
State Government without going to 
censor and there is not even the name 
of the press mentioned on it. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The more you 
oppose, the more you expose, Mr. 
Kiruttinan. Therefore, please keep 
quiet. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN: We are 
not afraid. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: Not only 
the Government, but particularly the 
Chief Minister also is creating aH 
sorts of hatred religious, linguistic 
etc.—among the people. He defines 
people who can live in the State and 
who cannot live in the State, peopte 
who can rule the State and whb ctm- 
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not rule the State. He wants to subs¬ 
titute himself in the place of the 
Indian Constitution. Yet Mr. Karuna- 
nidhi is a democrat. 

Civil servants are completely frus¬ 
trated because honest officials are 
being punished and corrupt officials 
are getting promotions. Not only that, 
ministerial interference is not only 
there in the Administration which is 
pardonable in a democracy, but it has 
reached judiciary. From Magistrate 
and Munsif court upto High Court, 
judges are pressurised and threatened 
to write judgments according to the 
wishes of Ministers. In ;spite of it 
there are honest and straightforward 
judges nnd magistrates to whom we 
should pay our compliments. Under 
tremendous pressures they are work¬ 
ing. In' the name of the people of 
Tamilnadu whose rights are 5 upprc.«s- 
ed and whose wealth is robbed, whose 
fair name is tarnished, and whose 
future has been made bleak, I de¬ 
mand a firm and decisive action in 
the national interest by this Govern¬ 
ment and the Government in Tamil- 
nadu should not be allowed to conti¬ 
nue even for a single day after the 
expiry of its term of office, 

SHRI K. GOPAL (Karur): I am 
thankful for the_ opportunity now 
given to me to participate in this dis¬ 
cussion and support the Motion of 
Thanks moved by my hon’. friend. 
There are no two opinions about what 
the hon. President has said about di.s- 
cipline. Discipline is something which 
we have got to enforce. For a long 
time I used to wonder, even before 
I came to Parliament, why discipline 
is not being enforced at all. It is to 
our credit ttiat we have not only con¬ 
tained inflation and inflationary 
trends in the economy but that we 
have brought the prices down. We 
have latmched this 26-point pro¬ 
gramme and the emergency has help¬ 
ed us a lot in regard to implementa¬ 
tion of this 20 -poiitt programme. 
Our public sector unite have done ex¬ 


tremely well. I would like to take 
this opportunity fw congratulating 
the workers also and they have cer¬ 
tainly done their duties. To say that 
they are being forced to do work is 
something which I do not believe. 
That is not correct. We are happy to 
say that a thorough overhauling is 
being done in respect of public dis¬ 
tribution system. Yesterday the hon. 
Minister, in reply to a question, said 
about the manufacturers of certain 
essential commodities being asked to 
allot 20 per cent of their production 
to our public distribution system. 
Tliere is no point in having a system 
which cannot work. Our distribution 
pipeline should be kept full. The 
manufacturers of all essential com¬ 
modities should be asked to supply 
the full requirements of the public 
distribution system. Then only they 
can go to the private sector. 

Sir, we are glad that the exports of 
many of our commodities have gone 
up. With regard to handlpom, handi¬ 
crafts, marine product* etc. we are 
doing very well and we are boosting^ 
up our exports. I am happy to say** 
that industrial controls which have 
been hampering production are being 
removed. In this way we can achieve 
a lot. 

Coming to the political situation' in 
Tamilnadu, my friend Mr. Viswa¬ 
nathan made certain points. I am 
very sorry to say that there appears 
to be no effect of emergency at all 
there, simply (because the State Gov¬ 
ernment does not like to see that the 
credit of emergency goes to Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi. So, deliberately even' 
MISA is being made a mockery, 

SHRI R. P. ULAGANAMBI: They 
have not arrested anybody under 
MISA. 

SHRI K. GOPAL; Let me have my 
say please; I do not have much time. 
They have not arrested many of the 
blackmarketeers, anti-national ele¬ 
ments etc. under the MISA. But tixey 
arrested hon. Mr. Viswanathan, though 
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he was not detained under MIS A; 
but he was arrested and he was let on 
bail. This thing happened. There is 
One Trade Union leader in Madras 
City. The only fault committed by 
him was that he was against the rul¬ 
ing party in Tamilnadu. And, as a 
political vendetta they arrested him. 
He not only supported the 20-point 
programme but he has given a call to 
the workers that they should prove 
this by their action in increasing pro¬ 
duction. He took the lead about this 
increasing production in the units 
where he was the President. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil); What is his name? 

SHRI K. GOPAL; His name is 
Mr. Kuchelar. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Is he still 
in detention? 

SHRI K. GOPAL: He has been re¬ 
leased. As perhaps they did not have 
valid grounds to tell the Centre so 
they released him. Recently many 
..conferences have been held by my 
DMK friends in many districts. In 
Tirunelveli district conference in the 
presidential speech ths gentleman 
who presided over the meeting said 
that in the matter of population Tamil 
Nadu will be sixteenth among the 
countries of the United Nations. Then 
recently they passed a resolution 
opposing emergency. Then now in the 
State conference they say that elec¬ 
tions should be held along with parlia¬ 
mentary elections because they had 
the feeling that the life of Parliament 
might be extended. So, they want the 
life of Assembly to be extended. 'Diey 
oppose the emergency on the one 
hand and on the other they want to 
enjoy the fruits and benefits of emer¬ 
gency. Morality demands that they 
should quit. In any case it is all in 
the game. Even recently there was a 
conference of Congress party (O) 
which favoured merger witii my party 
in Tiruchi. Efforts were made to see 
that this Conference was not held and 
a Minister had camped there and tried 
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his best to see that the Conference 
was a flop. I can understand their 
using the political platform. It is all 
in the game. But how can they use 
the Government machinery. Even at 
public meetings after 10 O’clock we 
are asked to shut our mouth and go 
home. They go to the extent of 
calling and threatening people who are 
in favour of merger of Congress (O) 
with our party. They have threatened 
them. They have managed to see that 
our meetings do not take place peace¬ 
fully. This is the way they are be¬ 
having. It is not proper on their 
part. In any case they know after 
March they may not be there. I do 
not know their apprehensions and 
fears. But this is not the way. Why 
I am saying this is because a political 
party has got every right to exist at 
^east in the proper manner it deserves 
but when their activities are sup¬ 
pressed it is highly objectionable. 

SHRIMATI ROZA DESHPANDE 
(Bombay Central): Sir, I rise to place 
few important points and I would not 
take much time I fully agree with 
the views and opinions expressed by 
my colleagues Shri Indrajit Gupta and 
Smt. Parvathi Krishnan. So, I do not 
wish to cover them again 

Sir, this emergency was brought 
about to check sabotage on the part of 
the fascist forces and fascist and reac^ 
tionary forces against our democracy 
any many conferences were held 
throughout India against the fascist 
tendencies in this country and a de¬ 
mand was made to ban organisations 
like Jan Sangh and Anand Marg. 1 
fail to understand that there is an or¬ 
ganisation in the State of Maharashtra 
which is called Shiv Sena. This is a 
very well known fascist organisation 
and the leaders of this organisation 
have frankly and publicly professed 
the ideology of fascism. In fact, we 
know by experience that theirs has 
been a murder-gang and ttoirs has 
been a gang which' has alwa3rs been 
supporting the monopolists and ^ 
saboteurs in this country. In spite of 
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all this, in spite of the demands made 
by the Congress leaders also publicly 
that this organisation should be banned 
it has not been banned. Why? Not 
only that. This organisation owns a 
building in Bombay in a very impor¬ 
tant square near the main road 
through which big dignitaries pass and 
big processions pass. IIow is it that 
they own a building near the Shivaji 
Park? I do not know why the Go¬ 
vernment is ignorant of this. Why are 
they shutting their eyes and why docs 
not the Government at the Centre a.sk 
the Government of Maharashtra to 
take note of this and ban this organi¬ 
sation? I would like the Government 
benches to take note of this. 

Secondly, there is one point which I 
would like to mention, with your per¬ 
mission. The Presideni has mentioned 
the fact that during the Emergency, 
the working class of this country has 
come up and is helping in the produc¬ 
tion effort and that it is supporting the 
Emergency and the fight against the 
reactionary foi’ces Sir, we expect that 
the public sector would also contribute 
to this and we know that the workers 
in the public sector are helping in this 
effort. Since the hon. Minister of 
Petroleum is here, I would like to 
draw his attention to the problem in 
the Hindustan Antibiotics, which has 
been lingering on for a long time. It 
was agreed in the last Session that the 
Manager of this company would bo 
removed as the production there is 
going down rapidly. During thg last 
Session, a few workers of this com¬ 
pany presented a memorandum to the 
Prime Minister here, on the situation 
in Hindustan Antibiotics. But, these 
workers were charge-sheeted by this 
very same General Manager and an 
enquiry is going on. Why? Because 
they came and exposed the activities 
of this General Manager, the involve¬ 
ment of the vested interests, why the 
production is going down and why 
company is incurring losses. In spite 
of fte asaurartce given by the then 
Minister. Mr. Ganesh, nothing has been 


done. If the Government wants to 
protect an individual and sacrifice the 
public sector unit, I would not say 
‘God save you’, but I would say 
‘People will rise and the workers of 
this company will also rise and fight 
such actions on the part of the 
Government.’ I would ask the Minis¬ 
ter to take note of this. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih): Mr. Chairman, 
Sir, I thank you very much for giving 
me thfs opportunity to take part in the 
discussion on the motion of thanks to 
the President for his Address. By a 
happy coincidence. Sir, this month, on 
the 19th of January, we will be cele¬ 
brating the Indira Decade, on that day, 
our Prime Minister completes ten 
years in office. 

Sir, we are now passing a great 
divide by means of the Emergency and 
the twenty-point programme. This 
programme is really trying to inject 
some socialistic content in the political 
frame-work of our democracy. Noted 
political commenlaters and writers hadU 
doubts On this point, I would mention 
Harold Laski here. He had doubts 
whether peaceful transition from capi¬ 
talism to socialism is at all possible, 
voiced in his books, crisis and the 
constitution, Democracy in crisis, the 
State in Theory and Practice, Where 
do Wg go from here?. The major 
landmarks of his thinking being that 
whenever we go ahead for political 
transformation, for socialist transfor¬ 
mation of a political democracy—be¬ 
cause it is implicit in the logic of poli¬ 
tical democracy itself,—the vested in¬ 
terests will join forces. They will 
say ‘Let us hang together or we will 
be hanged separately. I'he Right and 
the extreme Left, the Communist 
Party of the ‘Marxist variety’, the 
Jan Sangh plus foreign agencies or 
their supporters, the Anand Margis, 
Jamaat-e-Islami and the Shiv Sena 
with their fascist tendencies will come 
together to a queer the pitch, to pre¬ 
vent this transition which is so vital 
in the present unfolding of Indian de> 
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mocracy ,a3id polity that is taking place 
before our very eyes. 

Why Emergency was necessary can 
be summed up in three incidents. Why 
did the Whitlam Government in Au.s- 
tralia fall? Why was it dismissed? 
Well, they are trying to have a world 
cartel for raw materials including iron 
ore, of which our respected Mr. 
Malaviya himself is personally aware, 
in which developed countries have very 
great stake and interest. All the 
media went on haranguing. The pres.s, 
the TV and the radio, all privately 
owned. There, saw to it, and Whitlam 
did not come back, although he had a 
line record. What happened in Bangla¬ 
desh? I do not want to labour the 
point. In the context of North Sea 
oil, what is now taking is place lin 
Great Britain itself, with a demand for 
secession, a demand for a separate 
Scottish National Assembly. When 
our Minister of Petroleum is bringing 
out one rabbit after anothear like a 
magician out of his hat, Bombay' High, 
then Kutch, then Saurashtra, when 
with Diego Garcia and with their 
satellites they have mapped the oil 
resources, its flows past Madras, 
Vizag, then up in the Bay of Bengal, 
then it is trouble, international 
trouble. After all, six international 
giants own more money, more resour¬ 
ces and more powers than any other 
Government excepting the U.S.A., 
USSR and Japan. Trouble was im¬ 
plicit in the situation. 

So we underline the emergency. At 
long last, our friends opposite should 
understand where do we go from here. 
Do we split up, do we destabilise, do 
we fragment, India and Indian polity 
which we have earned? We have a 
five thousand year old civilisation. 
With our heritage, we have supported 
civilisations in so many countries, and 
God willing, w© will do so again and 
again and again. The voice nf 
Mahatma Gandhi, the policy of Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru, is a guarantee that 
India cannot exist for herself, for her, 
standard of life alone^ but she will 
spread her deepest thinkings and 
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spiritual values aU over the world, 
provided we can set our house in 
order. This is precisely what our 
Prime Minister has been doing with 
consummate skill, determination and 
fortitude against raucous voices, 
against character assassination, and 
smear campaign by opposition. 

Yet, we are called upon to uphold 
the prestige of Parliament by them. 
Did wc uphold the prestige of parlia¬ 
ment when an old parliamentarian 
wanted to do satyagraha on the floor 
of Parliament itself? Wag it serving 
any ‘revolutionary movement’ when 
on 18th March, the day of Paris cora- 
inune, the .students of Patna went out 
—the.y are our boys and I have to 
hang down my head in shame at 
what they did—and helped themselves 
liberally with all the bottles of whis¬ 
ky that were lying there in Ambar 
Hotel; it was finished in a matter of 
minutes. They were on a ‘revolu- 
tionEr.v’ course. This is the unfortu¬ 
nate part. We gave our best years of 
life in student movement. Some of 
us were considered to be good stu¬ 
dents. Who were the leaders of those 
students? One of the student leaders 
came to me and told me; we have 
everything, arms and ammunition, to 
beat the Government. I told him: do 
not use the sword: those who kill by 
the sword will be killed by the sword; 
do not go that way. And I asked him: 
what are you? I am an honours gra¬ 
duate in physics, he replied. Did you 
do your home work properly and if 
so, kindly draw me what is called 
an exponential graph, e = o. He could 
not dc it. This is what is happening 
to developed countries who are going 
on spiralling up their economy on 
ascending courses whereag ours is a 
sinecure going up and down. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please conclude 
now; we are not going to extend the 
time. 

SHRl C. T. DHANDAPANI: What 
about my time then? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The Speaker 
will decide tomorrow. 
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SHRI C. T. DHANPAPANI: It is 
very unfair, 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I cannot extend 
the time; and at 6 O’clock some paper

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: Sir. in 
view of the fact that even ori‘ a very 
conservative estimate the extent of 
black money in this country can be 
taken to be Rs. 4.000 crores, being 1/10 
of the national income of Rs. 40,000 
crores, apart from the estimate projec¬ 
tions made by the Wanchoo Committee, 
will the Government explain why deli¬ 
berate. sustained and large scale tax 
evaders liave been given a premium 
for dishonesty and treated so much 
more leniently than regular aasessees 
and will Parliament have a clear as-' 
surance that none of. the wealth and 
income revealed during recently wide¬ 
ly published searches and seizures has 
been and will be. permitted to be put 
on the list of voluntary disclosures 
and escape full legal assessment and 
penalty? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER¬ 
JEE: Sir, so far as the quantum of 
black money in the country is concern¬ 
ed, it is Imown to the House that Wan¬ 
choo Committee have also dealt with 
the question. But the whole philoso¬ 
phy behind this scheme, as it has been 
explained, is to give an opportunity 
to a large section of the citizens to 
come back to the path of rectitude and 
to cleanse the economy. It is a fact 
that there is black money and opera¬ 
tion of black money is distorting the 
economy to a great extent and we have 
taken various measures including in¬ 
tensification of the searches, seizures 
and raids by strengthening the tax 
laws and streamlining the procedures. 
At the same time it was found desir¬ 
able, in the atmosphere which was 
created as a result of the intensidca- 
tion of searches and seizures, to give 
an opportunity to the tax evaders and 
we have made it a last chance for the 
tax evaders to come back to the path 
of rectitude. ♦At the same tij»e as 
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bas ueen correctly pointed out by the 
bon. Member, the persons whose pre¬ 
mises were searched and raided, could 
take the opportunity under Section 
14(1) of the Scheme to come forw'ard 
and make voluntary disclosure. At 
the same time, it was pointed out 
when the scheme was in operation, and 
I would like to reiterate it now, that 
searches, seizures and other measures 
to stop generation and operation of 
black money taken by the income-tax 
department will continue unabated. 

SilRI H. N. MUKERJEE: In view of 
the Minister’s assurance that he desires 
to brins these people back to the path 
of rectitude, may I know if it is found 
necessary to offer them concession 
after concession like immunity from 
confiscation and penalty under the 
Gold Control Act, Chistoms Act etc., 
dropping of all court proceedings for 
compulsory acquisition of immov- 
ahde property, exemption from discios.

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKllER- 
JEE: All the concessions are not new, 
though some may be m-v. We had 
some experience of the oner.it'on of 
the scheme in 1951 and 'I'here- 

fore, to make the scheme successful ws 
had to give some concessions. When 
the ordinance comes before the House 
for discussion, we will have an oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss it in detail. I do r»ot 
know whether the Rs. 1529 crores of 
income disclosed is only the tip of the 
iceberg. .As I said, it is after all a 
guess woi!k as to what is the total 
quantum of black maney operating in 
the country.

SPEAKER: WiU there be legal 
action against them or not? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER. 
JEE: As I mentioned 1 in the radio 
broadcast which came out later on in 
the press, i indicated that even under 
the existing provisions of the tax 
laws, the disclosure scheme is there. 
If the assessee cooperates with the 
tax authorities and comes forward 
with voluntary disclosure of concealed 
income and wealth* there is discre¬ 
tionary power available with the 
authorities to exempt him from various 
penalties and prosecution proceedings. 
But they have to pay the taxes at 
the normal rates. About realisation of 
taxes, I have already said in my main 
reply that out of Rs. 246 crorcs of taxes 
payable on the income and wealth 
disclosed, Rs. 1.54 crores have already 
been realised. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: The Taxation 
Laws (Amendment) Act, 1973 passed 
ai the last .fuly session to implement 
ihe recommendations of the Wanchoo 
Committee was in fact intended to P"6- 
vent generation and proliferation of 
black money. In that Act, the law 
was made extremely stringent so far 
as penalties, prosecutions, etc. were 
concerned. Soon thereafter the volun¬ 
tary disclosure scheme came in com¬ 
plete defiance of the earlier recom¬ 
mendations of the Public Accounts 
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Committee that this sort of scheme 
should not be.brought because they 
become excessively punitive to the 
honest man. On the one side we have 
such an excessively stringent legisla¬ 
tion and on the other side we come 
to another legislation which puls a 
premium on dishonesty. Will the 
Government consider whether it is 
necessary to rationalise the tax laws 
themselves so that the dishonest peo¬ 
ple are not given a premium as com¬ 
pared to those who pay taxes honest¬ 
ly? 

SHHI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Sir, how can I forecast about the 
tax structure before the Budget? 


SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: So far as demonetisation is con¬ 
cerned, many a times we have said on 
the floor of this House that Govern¬ 
ment have no idea of demonetisation. 
At the same time, regarding the various 
measures which the hon. Members are 
suggesting, the latest amendment to 
the taxation laws passed in the mon¬ 
soon session of Parliament, has streng. 
thened the hands of the Department 
and even the legal provisions have 
become more stringent. i can mention 
just one. Quantum of punishment has 
been increased and courts option has 
been decreased to some extent. 


SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: In 
spite of all these legal advices and 
maximum opportunity given to tnese 
persons if they do not come forward to 
disclose their income, may I Know 
from ttie Government, keeping aside 
tWBe laws and advices, wfll they go 
lor massive raids against these anti¬ 
social elements in the country? What 
do Government propose to do 
Don’t extend the time further.

How this created special pro¬ 
blem for the handloom products oe- 
cauJe an import licence m U.K. is 
given only after the Textile Commit¬ 
tee in India has issued a certilicale. 
And this certificate is issued after ins¬ 
pection of the goods which is done 
just very near when the shipment is to 
be made. This creates a bottleneck. 
Recently an ofiRcial delegation had a 
meeting with their U.K. counterparts 
and they have agreed that licences will 
be issued against the contracts made. 
And we hope that an official decision 
will be announced shortly by the U.K. 
Government and that this would solve 
the problem. As regards the quantum 
of exports, I suppose that the non- 
fulfilment of quota cannot be a reason 
for imposing more restrictions. In 
fact, there were large imports from 
other countries also; and this prompt¬ 
ed the U.K. Government to take some 
defensive action in which also, the 
procedure hit India. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: Was there 
an agitation by the British textile pro¬ 
ducers against imports; and, as a re¬ 
sult of the delay in exports from this 
country, did they get an excuse to 
pacify the agitators and control im¬ 
ports?

After the im¬ 
provement in quality, the stock posi¬ 
tion has come down. Stock of control¬ 
led cloth in April, 1975. which stood at 
153.5 million square metres has come 
down in September to 116.87 million 
square metres. That shows that with 
the improvement of the quality, the 
product has become acceptab^ to the 
consumer. So far as the prii?c of con¬ 
trolled cloth and making it available * 
at cheaper prices to the consumer are 
concerned, the Marathe Committee has 
been set up and it is going into it. 
We have asked the Committee to sub- 
mit its report soon.

Impact of Foreign Exchange RegnJa- 
tion Act on Foreign Companies 

•67. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; 
Will the Minister of FINANCE bfi' 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether the operational aspects 
of Foreign Exchange Regulation Act 
towards the foreign companies have- 
been reviewed; 

(bj if so, whether Government are 
considering dilution of the foreign 
equity by further modification;, and 

(c) if so, its likely impact on. ex.- 
port earnings? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRIMATI 
SUSHILA ROHTAGI): (a) to (c). 
Applications of foreign comptmies etc. 
covered by Section 29 of the Foreign 
Elxchange Regulation Act, 1973 are 
being dealt with in terms of the Guide¬ 
lines issued for the administration ot 
this Section of the said Act. A copy 
of these guidelines was laid on the 
Table of the Lek Sabha on the 20th. 
December, 1973. 

The operation of the guidelines on 
Section 29 of the Foreign Exchange 
Regulation Act is under Government’s 
constant review to see whether any 
changes are called for keeping in view 
the overall objectives of Foreign Ex¬ 
change Regulation Act. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: The 
Government’s policy in this regard is 
said to be to bring down the foreign 
equity' holding to 40 per cent of thos6 
companies who hold majority foreign 
shares. I would like to know from: 
the bon. Minister whether it is a fact 
that the response, regarding the pro¬ 
posals called for by the Reserve Bank: 
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of ' liidla irom the foreign companies 
In regard to dilution of the foreign 
equity was very poor; and if so. the 
facts thereof. 

SHIUMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
Sir, it is about two years ago, when 
the guidelines were framed and since 
then various operational activities 
have already come to the notice of 
the Government. Moreover, they have 
also received representations from the 
various Ministries and various other 
quartei!s^ Therefore. recently, all 
these matters have been under the 
consideration of the Government. 

SEOa C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I do 
not know whether you are happy or.. 

MR . SPEAKER: He wants to know 
the response; whether it is poor. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI; 
Which response? 

MR. SPEAKER; Anyway, you can 
ask the question again. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROH.-\TGI: 
May I request the hon. Member to re¬ 
peat the question? 

MR-SPEAKER: He wanted to know 
the guidelines that we’.e issued first. 
He wants to know whether the res¬ 
ponse of these companies was poor or 
adequate. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I 
think I can repeat the points.

Minister whether these multi national 
corporations are mounting pressure 
through their lobby to achieve their 
objective Jof scuttling the policy of 
the Government in the name of their 
export earnings which are supposed to 
be very meagre and, if so, what tl» 
Government propose to do about it- 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
The RBI has already issued letters of 
intent to 217 companies. I leave it 
to the hon. Member to say whether it 
is poor or otherwise. About the ether 
question which he asked just now, I 
would like to say that the Government 
is not operating under any presEure at 
alL I think, only in today’s news¬ 
papers, the Minister of Industrial 
Development has categorically said 
something to that effect. The Gov¬ 
ernment is not working under any 
pressure at alL 

DR. RANEN SEN: In 1973, the 
Reserve Bank of India asked the 
foreign companies to gradually In- 
dianlse their equity capital." May I 
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know why in the last two years, in J 
1974 and 1975, the four foreign com-j. 
panics which are producing most non-j 
esscsitial ^ods, worthless goods, in ■. 
Indict nam^, the Coca Cola Export 
Corporation, the Cadbury Fry, the 
Cheeirtiury Pond. The Colgate and 
Palmolive and even the Hindustan 
ILever Ltd. are not being forced to 
'bring down the equity capital to 40 
per cent. They are producing non- 
essential goods which can be profiucetl 
in our country and which arc being 
produced by Indian companies. The 
resistance of these foreign companies 
is preventing the growth of Indian 
sector. I would like to know why the 
Govwnment is not forcing these 
foreign companies to bring down the 
equity capital to 40 per cent. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATOI: It 
is a big question. May I request the 
lion. Member to put it to the Ministry 
directly concerned with the industrial 
development? 

SHHI H. N. MUKHERJEE: It is a 
very specific question which arises as 
a natural supplementary from the 
Question already asked. The Minister 
should be able to reply the question. 
Bhe might ask permission from you, 
Sir, to give the reply later on. That 
is a different matter. 

MR. SPEAKER: Has the Minister 
got dny information about those com¬ 
panies? 

DR. RANEN SEN: The Reserve 
Bank of India is under her Ministry. 
Why should I ask the Ministry of 
Industrial Development?

Keep¬ 
ing in view suggestions and complaints 
made hy passengers, the composition 
o£ snacks was changed, once m 
August, 1974 and again in April, :!i75. 
Complaints received are duly looked 
into, and the need to exercise quality 
control constantly emphasised. 

Regarding delays in services, al¬ 
though there have been some com¬ 
plaints, the average on-time perlor- 
mance of Indian Airlines improved

SHRI K LAKKAPPA: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, the answer that was given by the 
Hon’ble Minister is not satisfactory.

manner. Therefore. I would like the 
Ministry to go into all these aspects, 
so that the travelling passengers are 
fuUy satisfied.

Hot 
meal ig served hot and is called hot 
meal as opposed to, or distinguished 
from, cold meal. (Interruptions). If 
meals cannot be served hot in winter 
season, it will not suit the taste. With 
all respect, I would say that our ex¬ 
perience has been that in respect of 
meals there has been a vast range of 
variety and quality demanded. We 
made all possible efforts to satisfy aU 
tastes and when we could not after 
a good deal of deliberation and con¬ 
sideration we thought that, apart from 
the wastages involved, we should not 
serve meals and conform to the gene¬ 
rally accepted practice in respect of 
domestic airlines world over. So 
practically all over the world, most of 
the domestic airlines do not serve hot 
muQls,; tlicy serve ‘snacks, tea and 
coffee. That is exactly what we want 
to conform to. We do not claim that 
we are serving meals at meal time. 
We are only serving snacks. I do 
realise that Mr. Lakkappa has been 
inconvenienced sometimes. But I 
would like to point out that out of 
four lakh cases of snacks serveil, we 
had only 78 complaints. I will not go 
by the percentage of the complaints. I 
would say that any suggestion that 
is offered for improvement of snacks 
will be gladly accepted. He has spo¬ 
ken of vadas, idlies And dosas. What 
We are doing is, we'serve continental 
bredkfast invAriably which is the ao* 
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cepted form of breakfast and different 
snacks at other times. 

SURI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Stale 
bread. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: As I said, I 
will be grateful for any suggestion. 
They are all public sector concerns.. 
.... (Interruptions). It may sometimes 
happen; I admit. It depends on the 
quaLtj' of material supplied to us. We 
have got Chefair which is a public- 
sector concern; we have got the Inter¬ 
national Airports Authority which is 
serving meals; we have got the Con¬ 
nemara Hotel which serves in Madras 
side. We will certainly consider any 
suggestion which is given to us. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; My .second 
question is this. In view of the lar¬ 
gely accepted fact that a deplorable 
situation exists in this regard, I would 
like to suggest to the Ministry whe¬ 
ther thej' could go into all the aspects 
of it, including the working of the 
catering company, by having a small 
committee. All the tastes can be re¬ 
flected on the flight for the convenience 
of the travelling passengers. It would 
also attract more passengers. If you 
provide a tasty food on the flight, that 
will be an attraction for passengers. 

I am just making this suggestion, v.-he- 
ther the hon. Minister would accept a 
small Committee going into all the 
aspects, including the working cf the 
catering company. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: I at once 
accept the suggestion made by him 
for a small Committee of the Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament to go into the 
whole question. I would very much 
wdcome it. But let me inform the 
House that, when we adopted the 
snack system we informed the Consul¬ 
tative Committee which consists of 40 
Members. We laid samples of the va¬ 
rieties of snacks, etc., that we were go- 
ihg to. offer before the members. It 
was after their appro^val that we 
really introduced the snacks. 


Secondly, I would beg of this House, 
taking into account ti^ enormous 
wastage of food, taking into account 
the varieties demanded by different 
sections of people in regard to quality 
and items of food, not to ask us to 
revert back to the old pracice of serv¬ 
ing hot meals—because that is reallj 
wasteful and it is hardly possible to 
satisfy aU ustes. 

SHRI A. K. SEN: Nobody is demand¬ 
ing hot food. The hot food was not 
either palatable or fresh in the olden 
days and I am not objecting to it. 
None of us would be objecting to a 
fare of good snacks. But I can tell 
you. Yesterday I was travelling from 
Bombay. The snacks which v/ere 
served were absolutely Inedible and 
I returned both the plates. I thought 
of bringing one to the House to 
show.... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Instead of 
that, you should have laid it on the- 
Table of the House. 

SHRI A, K. SEN; It is lawful. I do 
not know who caters. They have 
neither any taste nor have they any 
imagination. I think a committee- 
should go into it and advise the gov¬ 
ernment. 

MR. SPEAKER; The Minister has 
already accepted if and I think the 
committee will look into it. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: May I ask 
him the number of the flight by which 
he travelled from Bombay? 

SHRI A. K. SEN; It is impossible to 
go on complaining. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Will the 
Minister be made to travel by every 
flight....

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Profits of Public Limited Companies 

*72. DE. RANEN SEN; Will the 
Minister of J’lNANCE be pleased to 
state; 

(a) whether a study conducted by 
Reserve Bank of India of 1C50 medium 
and large non-financial, non-Govern- 
ment public limited companies had 
shown profits lor 1973-74 as nearly 
one thousand crores of rupees; and 

(b) if so, the reaction of Govern¬ 
ment in view of the repeated cry by 
big industrial houses regarding the 
industry’s economic difficulties and 
^‘demands needed relief"? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRIMATI 
.S0SHILA ROHATGI): (a) and fb>. 
The gross profit during the 1973-74 of 
1650 medium and large non-linancial 
non-Government public limited com¬ 
panies was Rs. 991 crores as compared 
to Rs. 827 crores in 1972-73. The com¬ 
paratively higher level of profits in 
1973-74 was partly attributable to the 
inflationaiy trends obtaining ia that 
^ear. The reversal of the inflationary 
trend in 1974-75 had posed problems 
lof adjustments lor a number of in¬ 
dustries, leading to demands for relief. 
Government, therefore, decided to 
mnire a careful review of the existing 
industrial situation and announced on 
November 13, 1975, a package of mea¬ 
sures to stimulate production in cer¬ 
tain vital sectors of industry, but with¬ 
in the overall framework of continued 
emphasis on fiscal and monetary dis¬ 
cipline. 

DR. RANEN SEN; May I know \vhe- 
iher the Government are aware of the 
fact that the employers, on the plea 
that there are difficulties in their in¬ 
dustry, are resorting to lay-ofl, re¬ 
trenchment, lock-out, etc., whereas in 
the one ymt, Ot*., l»73-74 their 
profits '■soared 'to nearly Rs. 1,000 
erores lahkli was a 20 t>er cent rise 
over the pfOtlotis Iwflofi «nd the rate 
df jTowlh '.both iin wtine of pro- 
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duction and the total income of these 
companies hag increased and this has 
led to their profits rising very sharply? 
May I know whether the Government 
is going to take steps so that the 
wheels of production continue and the 
employers are not able to resort to 
closure, lay-off, etc.? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI; 
The Government is taxing eveiy step 
and is constantly reviewing. I agree 
wiin the hon. Member there that the 
wheels of progress in the industry 
.should not be in any manner tllowed 
to revert or stagnate in any case. But 
so lai ds the profits are concerned, 
much of this, as 1 have explained in 
the reply to the question, is largely 
due to the inflationary trends. There¬ 
fore, we should not look into the gross 
profits alone but also the net profits 
and there we find that the r^’oflt is 
i30t so much, though it is there. They 
have promised and the Government is 
aware and would not allow any mea¬ 
sure through which they can increase 
their profits in a manner which is not 
conducive to industrial growth. 

DR. RANEN SEN: Is it knowft to 
the Government that the employers 
plead that there is recession in the 
country whereas we find that the 
employers themselves are raising the 
prices of commodities resultir^ in a 
sort of scarcity in the market and also 
buyers’ resistance. The buyers are 
not in a position to purchase the goods. 
In view of this, have the goveniment, 
in the interests of the industry and in 
the interests of the common people, 
devised any method to bring down the 
prices of industrial goods to a reason¬ 
able level? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: I 
think the hon. Member will agree 
that the twin demands of the industry 
have always been (1) a reduction in 
the excise duty and (2) relaxattbn 
of tiie credit restrictions. AU tMse 
we are aware of atod tiie govemndbnt 
are tzyi^ to take very strong itAa- 
fiures and we flhd that they Itfive 
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ah efCad;. Wham these new measures 
we^e tak«), all the points ntnahoned 
by. the hon. Meniber that production 
should increase and also the umploy- 
ment situation does not deteriorate, 
were taken into consideration and 
will always be taken into considera¬ 
tion. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE. Govern¬ 
ment shamelessly reduced the quan¬ 
tum of bonus from 8 1/3 per cent to 
4 per cent. Whether action will also 
be taken by the Government to reduce 
the fabulous known profits. I am 
talking of known profits and about the 
un-known profits we do not know. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: I 
do not agree that the Government 
shamelessly reduced that, it was lor 
capital formation and building up ih- 
vestment for industry in the cduntfy 
that the Government took the decision. 

1 do not agree. If there axe un-khown 
profits, we have voluntary disclosure 
scheme, package programme of the 
anti-inflalionary measures. On luxu¬ 
rious living all these things have their 
eflect. I am sure Government will 
not rest here and will take all the 
measures that are necessary to un¬ 
earth black money as has been pocket¬ 
ed by these people. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI: May I know from the hon. 
Minister whether the statistics of pro¬ 
fits which she has placed before this 
House are the statistics given by the 
entrepr«ieurs and if so, has the Gov¬ 
ernment made any effective check on 
these figures to see whether the statis¬ 
tics are correct or not? It is appa¬ 
rent from the voluntary disclosures 
itsedf that the statistics given by the 
entrepreneurs cannot be wholly cor¬ 
rect. Has the Government made any 
assessment? And if such assessment 
has been made w>U the Government 
tett us what is the difference between 
the assessment made by th^ Govern- 
iB^t and the statistics given by 
private entrepreneurs. 


SHRI VASANT SATHE: They de- 
pend on the balance sheet. 

SHRIMATI SUSHIM. ROHATGI: I 
do not think so.

Airlifting of Birds by Air India

(a) whether in October, 1975 more 
than 2000 exotic birds airlifted from 
India were dead on arrival at Lon¬ 
don’.'

In October 
iM’prf.N.'mii.'-'.'i HKiO ( "^olic birds 
airlifted by Au-India for ■-hipment to 
Loir’on on their f ij’.lil Delhi 'Bombay/ 
Ki.:\vi..'l.T.o:jdnn were found dead on 
arrival at ilealhrow airport. London. 
In accordan'ce with the laid down pro¬ 
cedures the Cargo Flight Handling 
Section at Santa Cruz had sent a 
message to Kuwait and London indi¬ 
cating the air way bill numbers and 
the number of cages of live birds, on 
board and their weight. This was 
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foMowed by a load signal addressed 
to -Kuwait airport and London airport 
specifically indicating the presence of 
live birds in hold of aircraft. MeS' 
sages sent by Santa Cruz .Flight Handl¬ 
ing Section were received at Kuwait 
airport but the handling agents at 
Kuwait overlooked the message and 
also the presence of live birds in the 
hold of the aircraft. After the air¬ 
craft landed at Kuwait there was also 
a bird ingestion in one of the engines 
requiring engine change due to which 
the flight to London was delayed by 
32 hours. Owing to long delay and 
extreme heat, the birds could not sur¬ 
vive. Air-India’s handling agents at 
Kuwait have expressed regrets and 
offered sincere apologies. They have 
assured that similar instances would 
not be permitted to occur in future.' 

Air-India have taken disciplinary 
action against their airport staff 
stationed at Kuwait whose negligence 
acted as a contributory factor. Further 
Investigation is in progress to find out 
whether any other staff was involved, 
Air-India are reviewing procedures for 
handling live stock and bird consign¬ 
ments and have pending this review, 
stopped accepting such consignments.

Y&«re has hem -m 
fall of 10.6 per cent between thiit ddte 
and December 20, 197b, and of 6.6 per 
cent over the year ended December iO,, 
1975. This was the gombined residt of 
the anti-inflationary measures taken 
last year, the declaration of the Emer¬ 
gency and launching of the 20-point 
Economic Programme, and the improv¬ 
ed outlook for production this year,, 
both in the agricultural and the indus¬ 
trial sectors. However, although in¬ 
flationary pressures have thus been 
brought under ontrol, the need ‘for 
maintaining a careful wutch over the 
situation remains as great as ever.

The 20-polnt Economic Programme 
includes inter-alia the following items 
which are of direct concern to the 
Ministry of Finance:— 

I. Strict economy in Government 
expenditure; 

II. Special squads for evaluation of 
conspicuous construction and 
prevention of tax evasion. 
Summary trials and deterrent 
punishment for economic offeo* 
ders; 

III. Special legislation for conflsca- 
tion of smugglers’ properties; 

IV. Income tax relief to middle class- 
exemption limit placed at 
Rs. 8000. 

The Ministry of Finance have taken 
specific measures for their speedy im¬ 
plementation as per following details. 

Item (I); Government have, for 
quite some time, been aware of the 
need to exercise strict control ever 
expenditure so as to keep deficit finan¬ 
cing to the minimum and thus to keep 
inflationary pressures under check. In 
this connection orders had issued to the 
various Ministries/Departments and 
the efforts to effect economy have been 
intensified under the 20-point pro- 
gramme. The economy .measures 
cover ban/restriction on creation of 
new posts, filling up of vacancies and 
engagement of additional staff; strict 
economy in office expenditure; reduc¬ 
tion in overtime payments; restriction 
on tours by officials; reduction in the 
frequency of foreign delegations and 
restrictions on expenditures on tele¬ 
phones, consumption of electricity etc. 

Item (II): As envisaged, the special 
squads for the detection of unaccount¬ 
ed investment in the construction',-of.. 
Luxury houses were appointed ln,A» 
cities of Bombay* Calcutta, Madr^. 
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Delhi end 7 other cities. They con^ 
tinned to be in existence upto early 
October when the voluntary disclosure 
scheme was announced. The estim¬ 
ated undisclosed investment/under¬ 
valuation reported for the property 
already valued is over Rs. 17 crores. 

The Law Commission had recom¬ 
mended that punishment that can be 
awarded for certain tax offences 
should be increased, and that the 
severity of the maximum punishment 
should be made to depend on the rela¬ 
tive seriousness of the offence judged 
from its repetitive nature or the ex¬ 
tent of loss sought to be caused to the 
exchequer. These recommendations 
have been accepted and several pro¬ 
visions relating to tax offences under 
the Income-tax Act and Wealth Tax 
Act have been amended through the 
Tax Laws (Amendment) Act, 1975 so 
as to make the penalties more stiff, 
involving as they now do prescription 
of rigorous imprisonment, minimum 
period of imprisonment and withdrawal 
of discretion vested in the courts to 
award monetary punishment as an 
alternative to imprisonment or to 
reduce the term of imprisonment be- 
low the prescribed minimum. 

Item (III): The Smugglers and 
Foreign Exchange Manipulators (For¬ 
feiture of Property) Ordinance was 
promulgated on 5th November, 1975. 
This Ordinance provides for the for¬ 
feiture of illegally acquired properties 
of persons engaged in smuggling activi¬ 
ties, foreign exchange manipulators 
and their relatives and associates. The 
term ‘properly’ includes both movable 
and immovable property. The burden 
of proving that any property is illeg¬ 
ally acquired is on the person affected. 
Initially, three competent officers of 
the rank of Joint Secretaries to the 
Government of India are being ap¬ 
pointed under the Act on a regional 
basis at Delhi, Bombay and Madras. 

Itam (IV ); Under the Finance 
(Amendment) Act, 1975. the exemp¬ 
tion limit for personal Income-tax has 
been raised from Rl. 6,000 to Rs. 8.000. 


The rate of tneoma-tax on the first 
slab of income upto Rs. 8,000 wag fixed 
at nil and the rate of Income-tax on 
the new slab of Rs. 8,001—Rs. 15,000 
fixed at 17 per cent. As a result 7.8 
lakh tax payers went out of the tax 
range. Another 7.3 lakh tax prtyers 
having taxable income ranging bet¬ 
ween Rs. 8,000 to Rs. 15,000 get a 
benefit o£ Rs. 45 to Rs. 264. About 4.4 
lakh tax payers having taxable income 
exceeding Rs. 15,000 benefit to the 
extent of Rs. 44. 

In addition to the above steps taken 
tow'ards the unplementation of the 
20-poinl Programme, the Ministry of 
Finance have been following a credit 
policy designed to keep the inflation¬ 
ary pressures in check whife assisting 
the production and distribution of 
essential commodities. The investment 
climate has also been sought to be 
improved through such measures as 
amendment of the Companies (Tempo¬ 
rary Restriction of Dividends) Act 
1974 and relaxation of the frequency 
test for issue of bonus shares. Steps 
to encourage investment by non¬ 
resident Indians have also been an¬ 
nounced and private remittances dur-* 
ing 1975-76 are expected to be more 
than double of those in 1974-75.

These recomendations have been 
accepted by the Government. The 
effect of the recommendation at (i> 
above would be that n'on-haiddng non- 
financial companies will, after the re¬ 
commendation is fully implemented, be 
able to raise deposits to the extent of 
25 per cent only of their paid-up 
capital and net free reserves.

(b) The main findings of the study 
are that the States' tax revenues do 
not respond adequately to the growth 
in the national income and that this is 
as mainly because of the States’ rely¬ 
ing heavily on a few taxes, leaving the 
agricultural income outside the pur¬ 
view of progressive direct taxation. 
Though the State budgets show super¬ 
ficially a surplus of Rs. 10 crores in 
the current year, this is actually like¬ 
ly to turn into a deficit on account of 
the expenditures not provided for in 
the budgets and the resources needed 
for sustaining the Plan outlay. If the 
States are to balance their budgets 
and the Plan outlays are to be sus¬ 
tained, the States will have to raise 
additional resources, especially from 
the farm sector, which still remains 
substantially untapped. 


(c) and (fi)- The Centre has been 
impressing upon the States the need 
for mdbilisation of additional re¬ 
sources in order to sustain the tempo 
of developmental activities and for 
raising such resources particularly 
from the affluent sections of the agri¬ 
cultural sector. The Centre has been 
suggesting to the States the Imposi¬ 
tion of agricultural holdings tax as 
recommended by the Raj Committee 
Or a mix of other measures, like with¬ 
drawal of concessions on land reve¬ 
nue, levy of progressive sutcharges 
On land revenue, levy of betterment 
contribution, cess on comnutfciel 
crops, enhancement of water* rates 
and of electridty tariff on agrlepi- 
tural leads etc. In 'ihe Annual Plifi 
discussions with the States also; the 
scope and. the need’ for raisitag addi¬ 
tional resources from the agricultural 
sector is q)wUteally brbugfat to tbe 
ftttenffba of the State CfoverUiwlnta.

THE PRIME MINISTERv jdINISTER 
OF PLANNING. MINISTER qF ATO¬ 
MIC ENERGY. MINISTER OF ELEC¬ 
TRONICS AND MINISTER OF SPACE 
(SHRIMATl INDIRA GANDHI): Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, as usual there has been 
a long debate on the President’s Ad¬ 
dress. But for the first time, I felt 
that the speeches tried to argue 
rather than abuse. Even so many 
Members were not able to get away 
from their old narrowness of tlunk- 
ing and some arguments, if I may say 
so, were rather self-destructive. 

Obviously, the President’s 
-cannot all-emb^ing , ai^ 
hll the pqints which are in^^ to 
us. or tQ the nati^h* ^ effoke 
fioally of the TwentyrPntat 
ramme and that subject also found

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mention in most of the speeches in 
the discussion. An hon^ Member 
opposite, Shri Sezhiyan, referHng to 
the twenty-point economic programme 
asked rather derisively, 'what happen, 
ed to the Fifth Five Year Plan?’ 
Now, the twenty-point economic 
programme Js not in lieu of the Fifth 
Five Year Plan nor does it in any 
way conflict with the basic objectives 
and goals of the Fifth Five Year Plan. 


What is the philosophy of the 
programme? My hon’ble friend, Shn 
V. K. R V. Rao, put it in perspective 
The programme has to be looked at 
as a whole First, it deals with im¬ 
mediate tasks and long-neglected 
ones. It has introduced new priorities 
in identifying programmes of special 
concern to those at the very bottom 
of the ladder afnd to impart a new 
thrust and vigour to their implemen¬ 
tation. Urban people—students and 
house-wives—have not been I’orgot- 
ten. Then, there are long-term prog¬ 
rammes such as those for irrigation 
and power. It also contemplates a 
multi-pronged drive against econo¬ 
mic evils such as black money and 
smuggling which erode the resource 
base of our Plan. If implemented in 
right earnest and with a due sense of 
urgency and mission on the part of 
all the agenciesi concerned, the pro¬ 
gramme will make a quick end per¬ 
ceptible impact on the lives of our 
people. It will rouse public enthu¬ 
siasm and secure a greater sense of 
commitment of the people to the 
goals of our Plan, l^us, it will lay 
the foundations for a speedier ad¬ 
vance fen the years to come. 


The important thing to remember is 
that at a moment of raging inflation, 
we have taken up a major develop¬ 
mental programme which does not in¬ 
crease Inflation but contains it. I do 
not think that this can ke called a 
small achievement. It is an ideal ex¬ 
pressing itself in reel and i^actical 
terms. Needs and justice have been 
sought to be met. 


The hon’ble Members also referred 
to the delay in the finalisation of the 
Fifth Plan. It is a canard to say that 
we have given up the Plan. The 
basic strategy and objectives of the 
Fifth Plan remain valid as I have 
said on previous occasions in this 
House. They are economic self-reli¬ 
ance, the development of domestic re¬ 
sources of energy and the removal of 
constraints of production such as short¬ 
ages of power and transport. In fact, 
these objectives of the Plan have now 
acquired heightened significance in the 
light of developments on the interna¬ 
tional economic scene in the last two 
years Unfortunately, the hon. Mem¬ 
ber oppo‘!ite and his party came to 
power by exciting the people on a 
narrov/ provincial basis. But, we in 
this House, cannot ignore the wider 
aspect Economic upheavals have 
thrown the economies of most develop¬ 
ed countries into disarray. Countries 
which have until recently maintained 
a rate of growth of 10 to 15 per c<“nt 
per annum have had to lower their 
sights are now faced either with a 
negative or a negligible rate of 'growth. 
Countries which used to pride them¬ 
selves on their record of price stability 
have become victims of double digit 
inflation. Was it possible for us to 
completely insulate our economy 
against the blizzard blowing ^across the 
international economic scene? If there 
is delay in the finalisation of the Fifth 
Five Year Plan, it is because, we would 
like the international economic situa¬ 
tion to stabilise a little so as to enable 
Us to plan with a greater degree of 
certainty and assurance. It is wrong 
to think that the Annual Plana are 
ad-hoc exercises.. Annual plans are 
formulated within the framework of 
the Five Year Plan and seek to ''urther 
the objectives of the Plan. We have 
tamed the inflationary forces that 
threatened to wrech our economy. Pri¬ 
ces today are s®™® ^ P®c c®®t lower 
than this time last year. This is an 
achievement of which we can be letf- 
timately proud. 

Our success in the anti-inflationary 
campaign has given us a new sense of 
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confidence and has Improved the out¬ 
look for the Plan. In 1975-70, we pro¬ 
vided for an increase of nearly 25 per 
cent in plan outlays. We are aiming 
at a further substantial increase in the 
outlays for the next year. The House 
should remember that the world situa¬ 
tion today is very different from what 
It was when we began planning. 

State plans which are largely con¬ 
cerned with irrigation, power, agricul¬ 
ture and social services are somewhat 
less vulnerable to the destabilisation 
pressures generated by turmoil in in¬ 
ternational economics. Even so, what 


I would not hanre referred to the 
poor record of the Tamil Nadu Gov¬ 
ernment on the economic front but for 
their attempts to mislead the public 
into believing that the State itself is 
doing everything it can to further the 
economic progress of its people, while 
the Centre is standing in the way. If 
the State claims to have implemented 
the twenty-point programme already, 
it is welcome to nurse this delusion. 
But for me, the specifics in the twenty- 
point programme and the spirit ani¬ 
mating it are so important that no one 
who has the welfare of the people at 
heart can rest content with what has 
been already attempted or achieved. 


is the record of the Tamil Nadu Gov¬ 
ernment in the implementation of its 
State Plan, Now, Central assistance, 
whether it is high or low, is being re¬ 
leased in accordance with certain 
principles. Some States in the south 
such as Andhra Pradesh and Karna¬ 
taka and in the north States like Pun¬ 
jab and Haryana and even a relative¬ 
ly backward State like Madhya Pra¬ 
desh, have managed to fulfil the Plan 
outlays which in per capita terms are 
far higher than that of the Tamil Nadu 
Government. I should like to remind 
the hon. member and his Party that 
during the days of the Congress Gov¬ 
ernment under the leadership of 
Bhri Kamaraj, Tamil Nadu used to be 
. near the top in terms of pe* capita 
plan outlays. Today it is somewhere 
near the bottom. This is the plight to 
which this State has been reduced 
during the last 6 years. In the long 
run, the poor performance of the State 
in certain crucial sectors will adverse¬ 
ly affect the prospects of the talented 
I>eople of the State. It may fit In with 
the political strategy of the Party to 
make out an impressive catalogue of 
their minor achievement^ for tempo¬ 
rary political gains. But I am deeply 
worried about the damage caused to 
the growth potential of an important 
State in our country or indeed of the 
Indian sub-continent, for in their pub. 
lie pronouncements, the DMK Govern¬ 
ment seems unable to forget their 
separatist philosophy.* 


There must be a continuous search 
fer programmes benefiting the poor 
and the weak and a constant endea¬ 
vour to improve on the quality of 
implementation of such programmes. 1 
would, therefore, ask the hon mem¬ 
ber and his Party not to lay that flatt¬ 
ering function to their soul, as Shakes¬ 
peare said, that they have already 
done everything that needs to be done 
to implement the programme and 
therefore can relax into complacency. 
It is not those clothed in brief autho¬ 
rity but the common people of the 
State who will suffer the consequences 
of this grand delusion. 

I should like to say a few words 
about economic achievements under 
the twmty-point programme in these 
last six months. Consumer prices for 
the agricultural labourer ara now 8.3 
per cent lower; 27 lakh tonnes of 
kharif cereals have been procured 
against 14 lakh tonnes last year; S3 
lakh bogus cards have been eliminat¬ 
ed; public sector production in these 
six months is 31.5 per cent higher than 
last year. Industrial production gains 
are as follows: steel ig 15.9 per cert, 
power generation 12 per cent, coal 12 
per cent, fertiliser 43 per cent; cement 
11.8 per cent, crude oil 10 per cent, 00 
lakhs house sites have been distribu¬ 
ted The programme for the removal 
of bonded l)^our is well known as 
also the establiiriunent ttf rural banks, 
intimately there win be fifty banki^ 
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«i(ch wi^ 100 l)ranchea. Xrrifation is 
being expandi^ and the Godavary ac¬ 
cord is a welcome new and significant 
step. Hsndlooins have been given a 
loan of nearly Rs. 5 crores. Urban pro- 
perty evaluation programmes and the 
confiscation of smugglerst* properties 
nre other items. Workers’ participa¬ 
tion hag already been effected in about 
75 per cent of ©ur public undertakings 
and we hope to expedite the pro- 
grarome in the remaining months. In 
income-tax, 7.3 lakhs of tax-payers 
are now off the tax range. In the 
apprenticeship scheme, 1.17 lakhs of 
seats have already been filled up and 
work is progressing. 

One hon. Member opposite asked: 
why are people not being tried if they 
are guilty of treason? We have—can 
at least speak for myself—^never used 
this word or questioned their patriot¬ 
ism. The danger is not of individual 
acts but of the collective challenge 
which was being exploited by elements 
within and outside the country. Their 
political challenge has been politically 
met and the unconstitutional agitation 
has been constitutionally repulsed. 
The Opposition cannot any longer 
hope to divide the Confess or to play 
one against the other, nor will the 
aowing of rumours help them. 

It would be ri<yculous for any per- 
aon to claim izffalUbllity. I have never 
done 80 . I have always considered 
myself a humble servant of the coun¬ 
try. What I have said is that my 
assessment of trends In hidia and the 
world have go far proved correct as 
against the assessments made by most 
opposition leaders who usually echo 
the assessment of those outside our 
•country. This is not because of any 
personal quality but because I have 
learnt from our great leaders to be 
«lose to the voice of the people. 

When I first mentioned foreign 
agencies, 1 was ridiculed within the 
country and trlthout How do we, or 
atty feveloplng comAry for that matter. 
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prove Or dispute the doings of agencies 
who have had long years of experience 
in a variety of countries, using all 
kinds of methods, and different sec¬ 
tions of their own and the local popu¬ 
lation, besides, religious groups, jour¬ 
nalists, academicians and 50 on? This 
is not an ordinary, everyday crime that 
can' come under normal law. To take 
it lightly does not speak highly of any¬ 
one’s patriotic instincts. Unfortunate¬ 
ly the Member who spoke of this 
matter has become known for his cle¬ 
verness in creating mischief and mis¬ 
understanding. So long as those antloai 
were confined to this House one could 
look upon them with some amusement 
but now he has attempted to do the 
same in state politics with undesirable 
results. 


I listened with great respect to 
Kumari Maniben. No one says or 
thinks that the emergency Is a perfect 
solution or that everything ig for the 
best. There are many Imperfections. 
1 am conscious of our shortcomings. I 
know also that we have people among 
Us who may not be fully in tune with 
our programmes. Yet we are moving 
ahead. We have not compromised on 
any policy matter. She mentioned 
abuses by the bureaucracy; we are 
also aware of that. But 1 dkould like 
to point out that those dbuses have not 
suddenly begun since the proclamation 
of the emergency; they have eidsted 
before also. It is our task to discover 
the faults and to rectify them when¬ 
ever they are pointed out to us or we 
get any information. I know also that 
the difficulties in implementation are 
not going to be removed merely by 
our wishing so or declaring the emer¬ 
gency. They will remain because 
powerful classes and powerful forces . 
at all levels are against the implemen¬ 
tation of our policy. We do realise, 
this. All we can say is that these 
forces must be combated with all 
strength at our command and this jls 
what we are trying to do. We may" 
have setbacks, but we have mov<|d 
forward and we intend to coptitiue to 
do so. H there are any complaints. If ^ 

' ‘,t , .-1.'/'' 
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anylbody knowg of cases, I shall be 
SUid to be told of them and I shall 
certainly follow them up. Kumari 
Maniben also spoke of people drink¬ 
ing. Kow, you know that we are try¬ 
ing to launch a movement against al- 
coliolic drink. But what about that 
paragon of virtue in this respect—the 
State of Gujarat? During the Assem¬ 
bly election I heard of liquor being 
distributed in a tanker. Only the other 
' day we all read of deaths in Surat due 
to the imbibing of illicit liquor. 

Kumari Maniben and her party may 
not believe in violence and I do not 
dispute her saying so. But why do 
they join with those who do? Why 
do they allow this violence? hon. 
Members on our side have mentioned, 
there were attacks at every Congress 
meeting held before the Assembly 
elections. In my meetings, while the 
attendance was in lakhs, 10, 15 Or 25 
people would throw ^ones, or shoes. 
They would shout abusive and even 
obscene slogans. I did not once hear 
any of their leaders objecting or ins¬ 
tructing that that should not be done. 
One of our candidates was sought to be 
burnt alive and eoul'd be rescued only 
ih* ihe hick of tiifte with serious 
9mm injuries^ In the recent elections 
there, there have been three murders 
of 'Which ' >Ve ' definitely know and 
many cases of violence. I do not want 
to rihd fi^m the large number of 
lettel:^''ahd telegrams which I have 
receded aftd which have been re¬ 
ferred' to the Government. 

Kumari Maniben spoke of two pri- 
.spners. We all know that Shrimati 
Qayatri Devi and Shrimati Scindia 
we not political prisoners. They were 
arrested for something quite differ¬ 
ent. In fact, the case against Shrimati 
Gayatri would have been 

brought, but there ia often a delay in 
auch matters and she was arrested 
because of information that she might 
l^ve the country. I know how 
avongly Parliament feats when some¬ 


thing like this happens end we wouldl 
be blamed for not, preventing it. 

Hon’ble Member, Shri FSatel spoke 
of fair elections. I do not want to ge 
into details. Some of our Members 
have pointed to what has happened 
in the Gujarat election*!. I shall only 
mention two cases. One is about the 
Government official who had pnt 29 
papers in the ballot box for the 
Janata Front. He admitted doing sa 
when he was caught red-hknded and 
actually had other such marked: 
papers in his hand ready to be put 
into the ballot box, I believe he ia 
now behind bars. Similarly there was 
the news which nobody has contra¬ 
dicted that some thousands of Hari- 
jans were not allowed to vote. They 
were surrounded by workers of a 
particular group. This happened irt 
the recent elections. But before that, 
after the Assembly election, I think I 
have referred earlier to this, a- colony 
of Christians was razed to the ground 
because on being questioned by some- 
students as to for whom they had 
voted, they replied ’Congress’. Their 
houses were burnt to the ground. 1 
do not know whether the Govern¬ 
ment has come to their help now. But 
for (]uite some time the Government 
had not done so. Now, does Shri 
Patel consider it democratic- or cons¬ 
titutional to dissolve a duly elected 
Assembly by public violence, by 
Street agitations' or a threat to fast 
unto death? We gave into Morarjf 
only to s^ve his life, knowing that 
it was a wrong thing to do. Not a 
wrong thing to eave his life, but 
wrong to dissolve the Assembly be¬ 
cause of such pressure and threat. 
Maniben was perfectly right when- 
she quoted what I had stated about 
MISA. I did say so, but I would sub¬ 
mit that the circumstances which de¬ 
veloped later were exceptional and 
extraordinary. And, when something^ 
entirely extraordinary and excep¬ 
tional takes place, you have to have 
exceptional mesumres to deal with lt» 
Who is the best doctor? la, it a panel 
of, doctors, a hotdipotch of 
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wiili different views on treotnient? 
Otie doctdr may make a wr<mg dlag> 
nosis, but having a number of doc¬ 
tors, perhaps with dififerent view- 
point»~>one Asrurvedic, one Unani, 
one Allopathic, one Homoeopathic, 
one expert in Tibetan medicine or 
some other science—are they capable 
of giving better treatment to the 
country? Because, this is what it 
waa-^a group of heterogeneous ele- 
mente in which the Jan Sangh was 
dominating and calling the tune. I 
don’t think that what we have heard 
in their speeches, what we have wit¬ 
nessed of their actions, can be the 
nght path for this country to retain 
either its unity to give fairplay to its 
minorities or to bring about the sort of 
eauality which ig absolutely essential 
not only from the human point of 
view, but from the point of view of 
the country’s future strength and 
effectiveness in’ dealing with problems, 
pressures, threats and dangers. 

Shri Tridib Chaudhuri is a senior 
and respected member of this House, 
but I think he would have been more 
convincing when he spoke against de¬ 
mocracy and people taking advantage 
of certain situations had he raised his 
voice all these years, when so much 
hatred and falsehood ^cre being 
spread. A virulent campaign was 
moupted with tremendous pressure. 
Whgt shouting ^ere wr<s! Again and 
again we are asked, ivhat could a few 
people of the opposition do when 
Congress has a massive majority? 
But they had made it difficult for any 
member on this side to function, to 
reply even in a soft voice. Later, I 
must admit our members also took to 
s^houting and it was not possible for 
me to stop them. Their standard re¬ 
ply was; when the opposition cannot 
be controlled, how can you tell onls\ 
cs to be quiet? I had no answer to 
that. So, thip pressure was mountmg. 
As I pointed out the ottier dayt it 
takes a long time to construct, whe¬ 
ther it is a building, whether it is a 
dam or a pnijeet, it takes a long time, 
it takes a deal of zoeney and re¬ 


sources and involves many people.. 
But to destroy, what is needed? One* 
person can throw a bomb. One per¬ 
son can set fire. 1^, this argument 
about relative members is irrelevant 
and un-convincing. All over the 
world, where the forces of reaction, 
have been able to establish them¬ 
selves, th^ have not been in the 
majority. It is a few who have been 
able, through noise, and support from 
outside, by creating a particular at¬ 
mosphere to suppress the voice of the- 
people. They have been able through 
rumour-mongering and whisper cam¬ 
paigns to create an atmosphere where 
the ordinary person is thoroughly 
confused and does not know what is. 
happening. While he attempts to sort 
out his thoughts and to find the- 
truth of the situation those other take 
advantage and establish themselves. 
This has happened time and again in 
different countries and different parts 
of the world. Did Shri Tridib Chau¬ 
dhuri pause to wonder whether there 
was any truth in the wild allegations 
which were being bandied about and 
hurled across at Ug day in, day out? 

1 see in front of me the,, hqp* mem¬ 
ber, Shri Viswanathan. A .short while 
before I came into the House 1 hearth , 
that alter his speech in the House 
yesterday, some members of a politi¬ 
cal party--rpei:haps you can guess 
which one it is; assaulted him in the 
lobby. {Interruptions ). I am not 
yielding.

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 

I appeal to the Speaker please cons¬ 
titute a committee. If anything has 
been done by my Party menubers, I 
am ready to face whatever consequen¬ 
ces you suggest. {Interruptions). 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: I 
am not entering into any argument. 
(Interruptions). 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: My Party can 
never indulge in such things, (rnfei*-* 
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SHRI G. VISWANATHAN (Wandi- 
'waah): This House was a witness, 
.-when I was speaking I was not only 
rprevented from speaking but they had 
talso used abusive language in Tamil 
'\iiiich I did not bring to Chair’s no¬ 
tice. Again, they threatened me in- 
tside the House. In the Lobby also, 
they tried to assault me. (Jnterrup- 
4i07is).

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: I 
■said: I waa told, I was not a witness 
to the incident and, therefore, I do 
not wish to argue about it. 'The word 
used was ‘assaulted*. (Interruptions). 
Any Member who wishes to do so, 
'Can go to the hon. Speaker and speak 
to him later on. Threats are given 
-quite publicly. Cuttings of what is 
-said and written against many people 
including myself have been sent to 
me from Tamil Nadu. I am used to 
this and we have not complained. But 
when the falsehoods and threats crea¬ 
ted an atmosphere which finally led 
to murder most foul, even then most 
■of the Oppositiori were content mere¬ 
ly to say that this should not have 
been dcme. They did nothing to 
^umge the atmosphere of hatred 
-'Which always breeds violence. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tri- 
puna East): What has the Congress 
Party done in Tripura. They have 
put the Opposition Members inside 
the jail. Please tell me. (Interrup¬ 
tions). 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: We 
.«re now talking what is happening in 
^s Parliament. 

Shri Indrajit Gupta commented that 
there was no point in speaking if it 
would not be fully reported. I do not 
know whether the speech has been 
folly reported or not because I do 
not reed these things in the news- 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Ali 
pcffe); Both. We are gent here by 
the people. (Interruptions). 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: It 
is an odd way of looking at it. We 
speak here to put our point of view 
before Parliament, 

Points were also made about mono¬ 
polists and monopoly. It is true that 
we are thinking of changes in the 
industrial licensing policy, some have 
been made and these are precisely in 
order to encourage small and medium 
entrepreneurs and to prevent a few 
people from taking advantage even of 
the controls for their own businesses. 
Some controls are necessary. We do 
not think that everybody should be 
left free to do exactly a$ he likes in 
industry, in grabbing economic power. 
But we must guard against controls 
becoming self-defeating. Controls in 
themselves are not synonymous with 
socialism. We should not confuse the 
means for the ends. If we find that a 
particular policy is not yielding the 
results that we had hoped from it, 
we must modify it. And when hon. 
Members opposite spoke about our 
association with the monopolists 1 
wondered if they considered the Jan 
Sangh and the Swatantra Party more 
radical just as China and Chile to¬ 
day are considered more democratic 
by some? 

Then comes the question of bonus. 
This is a controversial quattion* It 
is true, that workers in India may not 
get the sort of wages that are paid in 
other countries. But 1 do not know 
^whether the wageg of all industrial 
workers here are very much lower 
than in every coimtry in the wnrlfi. 
When a concern is Josipg. bow can 
it possible get on its feet, jl it is forced 
to pay a particular amount in bonus? 
My attention was drawn to this aspect 
the week after oqr decision on the 
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b' per cent bonus. I happened to go to 
one of our big public sector mider- 
taldniKSi where 1 met a ddegation 
from one of the socialist countries; 
and the first thing they told me that 
they were astonished at this decision 
of.ours. They could not see how 
we could hope to build up our indus¬ 
try, how we could put our public 
sector on a sound basis, if we continu¬ 
ed with this policy. It is not only 
a question of industry. It is also a 
question of the workers themselves. 
An increase in payment leads to grea¬ 
ter inflation and an increase in the 
prices of other goods. They are not 
merely industrial workers; they arc 
also a part of this country; they have 
to meet the needs of their families— 
then that increase in bonus does r.ot 
help them at all. That is why wc 
took the decision. I was a party to 
the earlier decision. I am not blam¬ 
ing anybody. If 1 find any decision 
is wrong, then it is our duty—even 
if we displease people—to set that 
wrong right. But we sincerely hope 
that as our industrial base strengthens 
and as our economy is on a sounder 
“basis, it will be possible for us to do 
more for our workers. 

Similarly, I share the concern of 
all hon. Members dF both sides of the 
House at the lay-offs and the retrench, 
ment and so on which have been 
taking place. Ihe Minister, my col¬ 
league, yesterday announced that a 
legislation would be brought soon. I 
am told that the apex body which was 
set up. has been able to solve some 
questions. {Interruptions). 


SHRI a M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
The employers do not care for the 
apex body. They care two hoots for 
the recommendations of the apex 
body. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jal- 
fiagar): Emergency has not helped. 
bTot a sin^ employer has been arrest, 
ed under MISA or the DIR. 


SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: 
Then we must look at it again and 
see that the employers are not helped 
in this manner and that the workers 
do not suffer. There are no two opi¬ 
nions in this matter. 

I should like to take this opportunity 
of expressing my congratulations to 
industrial workers. They have shown 
great discipline and enthusiasm. The 
figures show improved working in 
almost all sectors of industry. Re¬ 
cently when I was in Visakhapat- 
nam I found that quantum of work 
done by the dock workers in the last 
few months had increased consider¬ 
ably So, I would like to express my 
gratitude to them, and also to the 
armed forces which have shown cou¬ 
rage and determination in war and 
disciplined work in peace They are 
to be congratulated on their stead¬ 
fastness. 

Much has been said about the press. 
I do not want to dilate on that mat¬ 
ter. I have spoken on many occa¬ 
sions. 1 am not against the press, 
Indian or foreign. What I am against 
is falsehood and hypocrisy. What has 
been the record of some newspapers? 
If I can take the House back, long 
years ago when I was a girl, it was 
more important fk)r {d ptressman fo 
secure a scoop and to get it printed 
in hia paper then to save the life of 
the Lindbergh baby. We find this 
attitude increasing not only with re¬ 
gard to Indian affairs, but affairs any¬ 
where, that more and more people 
want to go for something that is 
sensational, something that will hit 
the headlines, rather than construc¬ 
tive, solid work. It does not perhaps 
matter in an advanced and affluent 
society, but it does matter in 
a country which is trying to build 
itself up in the face of tremen¬ 
dous odds and difflcultie.s It does 
matter if you are spreading what I 
was told by a British Lord who visit¬ 
ed us. “alarm and despondency", 
against which there was a law m 
England during or immediately after 
the last World War. It is a serious 
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matter for any country which con* 
fronted with special difficulties, as our 
country undoubtedly was. We all 
know the attitude taken by the foreign 
press towards events in India, to¬ 
wards drought, the refugee situation, 
Uie Bangla Desh war or any other in¬ 
ternal or international problem- 

Speaking of the emergency some 
hon’ble Member alleged that we have 
opened the flood-gates which could be 
used by despotic persons. Was it the 
same thing said about our atomic ex¬ 
periment? Does anybody seriously 
believe that those who do not believe 
in democracy, those who do believe in 
the use of atomic power for military 
purposes, were waiting for India or 
the Congress to do anything? Would 
they and have they not, in their coun¬ 
tries, taken whatever steps they want¬ 
ed to take regardless of foreign opi¬ 
nion? We have tried to take certain 
steps, which may not be ideal, in order 
to prevent something worse happening 
to the country, in order to prevent 
democracy being swept off entirely. 
Certain curbs have been put, nobody 
denies that. Nobody says that it is 
good to do so. At the same time, as 
many Members mentioned^ there has to 
be a feeling of responsibility, some 
thought of duties along with rights. 
Unfortunately, we were going further 
and further away from such a concept, 
and this has to be reinstated. 

< The .Foreign Minister spoke at 
length on the international situation. 
I need not go over the same ground. 
As our strength increases, there is an 
effort to decry India. This is no time 
lor us to slacken our vigilance. We 
have believed and we do believe in 
co-ezistence. What does that mean? 
It means that we agree to get along 
with countries whose systems or me¬ 
thods we may not entirely approve 
of. 

There are countries with whose 
policies we do not agree. But no 
^^untry can be ptiahed off this world 
on to another planet. Unfortunately 


there is a new theory (I am .not quite 
sure how to pronounce it) the, ‘Triage 
Doctrine* which absdlVei 
countries from the bother of helping, 
very poor countries, which are to be 
left to fend for themselves. Where 
will they go? Can they be , moved 
from their geographical position on 
earth? If poverty increases or disease 
spreads, can other countries be im- 
mune? These are far deeper questions 
I am not going into them here. 

I should like to emphasize our de¬ 
sire and genuine and persistent effort 
for friendship and cooperation with 
all countries, near and far. We may 
not always agree with America, but 
we know that it is a dynamic nation; 
it has attracted talent from all over 
the world including India; the people 
are dynamic and are constantly giving 
birth to new and stimulating ideas 
on education, the arts, science and 
technology. I should like to give them 
my congratulations on their bicenten¬ 
nial. 

I forgot to mention one point. 1 
think it Was hon. Member Shri 
Manoharan, who referred to Hindi. 
This question has been debated here- 
many times. I repeat my assurance 
that there is no desire or attempt fo- 
force Hindi on those who do not want 
it. But we do ’ feel that it coult) be 
worth while for all Indians to have at 
least a working or an understanding 
knowledge of any one Indian language 
so fhait we do not have to converse 
with one another in English. You and 
I happen to speak English. Perhaps 
those on the other side have greater • 
knowledge of it than we have. But, as 
a whole, those who know English are 
such a minute minority in the country 
that it cuts us off from the vast 
majority of our masses. Therefore, if 
all over India there is an understand¬ 
ing*—it need not be a perfect under¬ 
standing of Hindi—which does not 

obstruct the dev^opment of Bengali, 
Assamese, Tamil, Telugu or fCannad 
or any other Indian language, it 
should be welc<»ned. Wa' are awara 
that none of these languages is a 
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aspects whidi cannot be neglected and 


they are aU ancient languages 
-with tbeir own history and beautiful 
•old literature. We are doing every¬ 
thing possible to encourage these and 
iielp them to grow. But no one langu- 
age need impinge or tread on the toes 
of others and certainly we do not want 
Hindi to do so. 

Sometunes a group of people are 
over enthusiastic on both sides. The 
Hindi enthusiast try to spread the use 
of Hindi and some hon. friends out¬ 
side are over enthusiastic in decrying 
Hindi, saying that only their language 
should be encouraged. 

Yesterday 1 replied to Sbri Patel 
■when he spoke about some draft of 
Constitutional changes being circulat- 
od. A number of people, known and 
unknown, legal luminaries as well as 
others, have sent me notes, suggestions, 
letters, telegrams, all kinds of things, 
and one or more of these may be In cir¬ 
culation, I do not know. No such docu¬ 
ment has been circulated by me or by 
the Government or Congress Party, 
so far as I know. But I have said 
that whatever suggestions come should 
be considered in depth. We do not 
belihve in change for the sake of 
•change. On the other hand if change 
is necessary, we should not hesitate to 
bring it about. But if there is a 
change, it should be In the direction 
of justice and fair play to those vast 
number who are being denied their 
■due. 

This change should not be for the 
sake of any party or personal power. 
We must be concerned with human life 
and welfare which are as important 
as human liberty. 

Some hon’ble members hove spoken 
about elections. Elections are cer¬ 
tainly not being given up. But elec¬ 
tions are not the be-all and the end-aU 
•of deiimcracy, or of life. Wfe do look 
beyond. The good of the country, its 
ttdity and capacity to detoid itself 
agauist aggrefig^ or oppiiMSion. its 
ability to prodUM moM ,j^nd distribute 
m b'i^ lairty, aH these are 


we cannot allow a situation to develop 
where these aspects are Jeopardised 
merely for the sake of an election or 
of proving to the world how democratic 
we are. 

There was also mention of a round¬ 
table dialogue. I spoke of this yes¬ 
terday. My attitude has never been 
one of rigidity. In one of the papers 
I saw a headline suggesting that ‘1 
rule out dialogue” 1 am not in the' 
habit of categorically ruling out any 
proposition except when it concerns 
injustice or matters which go against 
the interest of our people Or the 
strength of our country. On those 
matters I must say. 1 am and always 
will remain Arm. But on questions of 
dialogue or talking with the Opposition 
my attitude has not been inflexible. 
On the contrary, I have always tried 
to And ways of conciliation. I am 
afraid, this effort of mine has led us 
into trouble. When we have gone out 
Of our way to be tolerant and have 
made friendly gestures, the Opposition 
has taken it for a show of weakness 
and they have chosen that moment to 
threaten and exert greater pressure 
to exact some more concession out of 
us. Can you shake hands with one 
hand? It needs two bands. We have 
always shown our willingness. It is 
for the Opposition to give up the path 
of obstruction and violence and to 
create conditions for a dialogue. 

What is the objection? For the poor 
people of the country, the goal is to 
have more; for our workers, it is to 
have better conditions; for our farmers, 
to have strength to face the vagaries 
of weather; for our city people, better 
amenities, better transport and so on. 
What of us who are supposed to re¬ 
present all sections of the people? Can 
the end bC any one or several of these 
things? Is our task not of a far greater 
magnitude, of va.ster proportions?, I 
spoke earlier of duties. This' is fhe 
time when we must consider what, grn 
our duties and obligations, hot only to 
Parliament but to the country aa 'a 
whole, is it not bur duty h aea thaf 
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peaceful conditions exist?. While it is 
the duty of the Government and the 
ruling party to allow freedom of 
expression and association and to 
allow the* legitimate functioning of the 
Opposition, it is equally the duty of 
the Opposition to allow the legitimate 
functioning of the Government. But 
this functioning of the Government and 
of some Assemblies was being ham> 
pered long before these Ordinances 
came into force. Along with rights 
we have to think equally about our 
obligations, our responsibilities and 
our duties. 

Democracy cannot be one-sided. It 
can work only if all sections subscribe 
to its conditions and are willing to 
curb their liberty to the extent that 
it does not tread on the liberty of 
others. Only then can democracy 
survive and function. It is our res¬ 
ponsibility to restore hope and confi¬ 
dence. This is what we have tried to 
do and this is what I meant, when I 
earlier spoke about the spread of 
alarm and despondency. I was con¬ 
cerned at the danger to the country 
and not at threats to a Party or one 
or more individuals. There was a 
deliberate effort to spread despair 
amongst the people, to spread a feel¬ 
ing of hopelessness by proclaiming 
that notliing has been done, nothing is 
being done and nothing can be done. 
This aff<»ted our young people, our 
farmers and others. Therefore, each 
group tliought that it should try to 
get what it could for itself. If you 
believe that tiae country has no future, 
how can you work for a future? You 
will then say ‘let us grab what we 
can while we may’, it is only when 
we have hc^ and confidence for a 
bright future that we can say 'let me 
sacrifice now because the future is on 
the horizon’.

INCOME-TAX (AMENDMENT) BILL 
THE MINISTER OF STATE IN- 

chArge of department of 

REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKERJEE); I 
beg to move: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
Che Income-tax Act, 1961, be taken 
into consideration.” 

As the hon. members are aware the 
unprecedented floods in several parts 
of the country last year caused large 
scale destruction resulting in con¬ 
siderable hardship to the more vulner¬ 
able section of the population. 
Vigorous action at governmental level 
had to be supplemented by generous 
charitable funds and organisations in 
order to provide adequate relief 10 the 
flood victims. In view of the urgent 
need to attract large donations to the 
Prime Minister’s National Relief Fund. 
The Income Tax (Amendment) 
Ordinance 1975 was promulgated by 
the President on the 9th September. 
1975 for liberalising the tax concession 
in respect of donations to this fund. 
Under the Income Tax Act, an amount 
equal to 50 per cent of donations made 
to certain funds and charitable institu¬ 
tions was allowed to be deducted in 
computing the taxable income of the 
donor. The amount qualifying for this 
deduction is restricted in the generality 
of cases to 10 per cent of the gross 
total income of the donor or Rs. 2 lakhs 
whichever is less. Donations to the 
Prime Minister’s Relef Fund were also 
subject to these ceiling limits. The 
Income-Tax (Amendment) Ordinance. 
1975 amended the Income Tax Aot 
with a view to removing the cdling 
limits in respect of donations to the 
Prim^ Minister's National Relief Fund. 
The said fund has thus been placed 
On par with Prime Minister's -Drought 


Relief Fqnd» National Relief Fund and 
Jawaharlal Nehru Memorial Fund. 
The Bill before: the House now seeks 
to replace the said Ordinance. 

The object of this short and simple 
Bill is laudable and I am confident it 
will receive the unanimous support of 
the House. 

I commend the Bill to the House.

Even a 
big col^y which was ostaldishcd about 
20 years back—after partition, people 
came and built their houses and deve¬ 
loped a colony—with the help of Gov¬ 
ernment money and loans—ultimately, 
land was also given by the Govern¬ 
ment itself-—, the entire colony has 
been demolished in the n »me of deve¬ 
lopment of Delhi, beautification of 
Delhi and removal of unauthorised 
structures In Karol Bagh and other 
big places, shops and establishment"! 
have mercilessly demolished 

without giving sufficient opportunity 
to the concerned people to remove 
their structures, without giving them 
.alterative sites and without providing 
them with alternative means of liveli¬ 
hood. Their requirements were not 
taken into consideration by the Delhi 
Development Authority.

This is only an enabl¬ 
ing provision giving power to make 
rules. 

SHRI DINESH .TOARDEli. I am 
bringing this to hi.s notice. He ,may 
take note of this when framing tfle 
rules. There i.s a difference between 
the allowances to ex-officio members 
and to Advisory Council members. 
What should be the provision for the 
Advisory Council members? There 
should be a guideline in this Bill itself 
to this effect. Even then, I support 
the Bill. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Tel- 
licherry); This is a Bill based on the 
recommendations of the Committee on 
Subordinate Legi.slation. We have no 
objection to having it passed here. But 
I take this opportunity to bring to the 
notice of the hon. Minister—fortunate¬ 
ly, he himself belongs to Delhi—a fact 
which wa.s mentioned by my hpn. 
friend, that is about the plight of the 
people who are dwellers in the slums 
of Delhi.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Other hon.

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA: If 
that is the manner in which the Gov¬ 
ernment plans to solve the problem of 
the down-trodden masses during the 
emergency, all 1 can say is that demo¬ 
cracy should soon be restored. 

tWE MINISTER OP state JN THE 
TRY OP WORKS AND HOUS- 
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ING fSHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT): I am, 
grateful to the hon. Members lor ex¬ 
tending support to this Bill and I am 
grateful to you, Sir, for appreciating 
that this Bill had come, though rather 
late. I can frankly say that I am my¬ 
self not happy about its being brought 
late. I should like to say this to my 
friends. Joarder. Chandrappan and Se- 
queira; they give the impression that 
the Delhi Development Authority was 
doing something which was very ciuel, 
that they were removing people merci¬ 
lessly and were not giving them any 
alternative accommodation. I very 
much share the concern and anxiety 
which they have shown for the people 
of Delhi, I my.selt repre^nl Delhi and 
I am very much conscious of my res- 
ponsibilty as a Memiber from Delhi and 
also as a Minister. But I would very 
respectfully and humbly put it to the 
hon Members for consideration that it 
IS not tiuc that the people are not be¬ 
ing given alternate accommodation I 
would sav that all the families who 
have liccn removed from jhuggi-jhom- 
paries have been provided with alter¬ 
native accommodation and they are 
permanently settled m those places 
where facilities like water, electricity 
roads drains and other things exist. 
Sir, airangements have also been made 
for admission of Iheir children in 
schools Foi ration shops, some ar¬ 
rangements for sale have also been 
made so that they are not put to any 
inconvenience, psneciallj' during winter. 
This is not an operation of demolition 
or uprooting of these tenements. In 
fact, this is their permanent settlement. 
They have been remaining on tempo¬ 
rary sites with no security and no 
CIVIC amenities. Now, they are perma¬ 
nently settled Some of my friends 
earlier pointed out here in this House 
that these people are being removed to 
the borders and they are being remov¬ 
ed to a distance of about 20 to 25 miles 
I respectfully submit that it is not cor¬ 
rect If you *106 the topography of 
Delhi, you will find that the distance 
from one end to the other within Delhi 
territory, is "about 20 miles.

I would respectfully submit that 
It is not correct to say that in some 
colonies houses have been demolished 
although the plans for Ihe same were 
sanctioned and land allotted by Gov¬ 
ernment.

Concrete steps have been taken in pro¬ 
viding necessary facilities to people 
who were dislocated when it is neces¬ 
sary to widen the road, lo keep cer¬ 
tain places open for parks, schools and 
other things.

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): Something unnatural 
has happened to-day. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There is 
nothing unnatural. I think the R»lg 
were very very well discussed, from

Last 
year, I know there was a big demons¬ 
tration by the medical representatives 
coming from all over the country. 
They had also presented a memoran¬ 
dum and offered satyagraha in front 
of Parliament. A large number of 
them were arrested. They also sub¬ 
mitted a petition to the Rajya SaMia 
which v'?r discussed by the Petitiona 
Committee there On the basis of the 
recommendationc of that Petitions 
Committee, this bill has been brought 
forward by the hon. Labour Minister, 
That is good no doubt But he has 
done it in a half-hearted way, as 
Mr. Shastri has already mentioned. 
Why should there be a wage limit of 
Rs. 750 beyond which it is said that 
this Act will not applv. I think this 
clause should be deleted. And somu 
of the Members, including Members 
belonging to Mr. Reddy’s party also, 
have given amendment for deletion of 
the restrictive clause, I think th* 
Minister will be good enough, \U> 
accept the amendment 
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MB. DEPOTV SPEAKER: You are 
talldtaig on clataee now. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHABYYA: 

I am drawing his attoation. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER- We will 
come to clauses.

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SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA 
(Marmagoa): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, I am sorry to have to sav that 
this BiU is another good example of 
rather hasty and often ad hoc manner 
in which this Government used to 
work before the emergency and con¬ 
tinues to work during the emergency. 


As has been said by my friend who 
spoke earlier, this Bill has come in 
reply to a long outstanding demand 
of the employees of the pharmaceuti¬ 
cal companies. It is very true that 
the employees of the pharmaceutical 
companies, who have, as you know, 
worked outside their office and in the 
field, have remained all these years 
outside the scope of Beneficial Labour 
Legislation, which applies to their col¬ 
leagues who work inside the office. 
And it was as a result of this that tWIs 
demssid was made to Government 
and very often to Parliament. My 
question to the Government is whether 
these pharmaceutical employees are 
the only employees who work under 
such conditioits. 


We all know that every single com¬ 
pany, every single partnership, every 
single proprietorship, in this country 
that has anything to do with selling 
requires precisely the same kind of 
employees as the sales promotion me¬ 
dical ‘reps’ as they are called in the 
pharmaceutical industry. These peo- 
]de work precisely under the same 
conditions as the medical ‘reps’ do. 
'For example, you have the soap com¬ 
panies, 3 rou have the companies which 
b^y milki^der and are

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There is one more thing which is 
also relevant here. I think, all of us 
will admit that in many ways the 
pharmaceutical companies are paying 
their employees better than other 
employees in the other sales promo¬ 
tion organisation.s that I am tsiking. 
of. As a result of this, I would say, 
if the medical representatives require 
the protection of this beneficial legis¬ 
lation which all of us are in favour 
of, it is so much more necessary for 
the other employees who are working 
precisely under the same conditions, 
in the same busine.ss and doing the 
same job as the J'.iedic'il representa- 
tivs do. 

As I was saying earlier, this is a 
sort of ad-hocism that at all times 
creates problems in this country. Now, 
in one class of employees, you are 
going to create two classes when it 
was absolutely unnecessary. Why 
was it necessary for the Government 
to restrict this measure to the phar¬ 
maceutical industry? Then, in another 
clause, you give them the option of 
extending it to others. This only ; 
means that before bringing the BiU 
to this House and to the Rajya Sabha 
where it was previously passed, the 
Government did not take any time Rt 
all to go into the question to 
consider whether this was the only 
sort of class of employees who re- , 
quired protection. They have coma; 
forward betore the House saying thkt ■< 
they want to give this benefit to fifies^- 
people and let us decide who ahw- 
should have it. 

I would appeal to the hon. NSnjWI^/ 
across the well of the House— 
tunately, one get a clear feeling. 
no appeals are heard either here 
in courts—to please look into it eyeii 
now. It is only a minor amcndniant'i 
that is required^ Alrea^,. oq 
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of th« Bill, sub-clause (d), you have 
d te g flfta d fairly clearly the sales pro¬ 
motion OTuployee. You have already 
defined udiat is the type of person 
who should get this protection. Hav¬ 
ing done this, you have gone further 
and restricted it to only the emp¬ 
loyees of the pharmaceutical concerns. 
Our request to you is that you stick 
to the clause and remove the restric- 
'tlon. Let this Act, from the day if be¬ 
comes law, apply to all those who 
■work in sales promotion 


Another point is about the restric¬ 
tion that has been placed on the emo- 
Huments upto which thi«! measure 
should applv We all know that the 
figure that has been mentioned here 
in the Bill comes from another Ac* 
which was passed many venrs ago in 
which the restriction was placed. 
Through the mismanagement of the 
country, since that figure was put into 
law—^it is this Government which is 
respondble for the mismangemeht— 
this figure of Bs 750 has verv much 
depreciated and its value today is 
•v<ery much less So. I would request 
the hon. Minister that this fact should 
be taken into consideration All of us. 

, In the last two-three years have been 
uying that labour legislation should 
apply at least up to a limit of Rs 1000 
Tn my opinion, this is also inadequate. 
T do not think there is any reason why 
a welfare legislation should stop at a 
particular salary level If there are 
employees who are doing the same 
job and get Rs. 1200 or whatever it is. 
why, should they not get the benefit? 
For* this reason. I say, the Govern¬ 
ment even now can have a look at this. 
Now that an opportunity is being 
given to it,—bdlieve, by the clock,— 
at 8.30 PM we take up the other 
'business, the Private Members* Busi¬ 
ness—the Government "Should have 
another look at it and. I hope, they 


will come forward before the Hoiise 
to extend the measure to other emp¬ 
loyees also.

SPEAKER: Now we will take* 
up further consideration of the fol¬ 
lowing motion moved by Shri Dinesh 
Chandra Goswami on the 2nd May,

Shri Goswami was already on his 
legs. He has taken five minutes; he 
may continue. , 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS¬ 
WAMI (Gauhati): Sir, on the test 
day, I only began my speech and, 
therefore, I think, I should start 
afresh. 

The Bill which 1 have brought may 
be a sensitive one which wants to 
amend Article 80 of the Constitution 
Of India imth omission of .Fourth. 

Schedule. Article 80 deals with the 


with the recommendation 
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'Osttncil of States and the allocation of 
seats in the Council of States in 
adcordance with the provisions con¬ 
tained in the Fourth Schedule. On 
the basu of population, different num¬ 
ber of seats have been allocated to 
diffesrent States. The whole purpose 
of my amendment is that instead of 
different number of seats being allo¬ 
cated to different States, the Council 
of States should have equal represen¬ 
tation from all States irrespective of 
the size of population and as such, I 
have suggested that ten representa¬ 
tives from each State may be there in 
the Council of States and three each 
from the Union Territories retaining 
the existing provision of nomination of 
twtdve Members by the President 
becavtse of their distinguished service 
to the country. This House has de¬ 
bated in the past on various occasions 
various aspects of Rajya Sabha and 
views have been expressed by very 
many persons that Rajya Sabha to a 
certain extent has no function to per¬ 
form and, therefore, it should be 
abolished. View.s have also been ex¬ 
pressed in this House that the election 
to Rajya Sabha should be direct one, 
but these are, more or less, matters 
out of the Scope of present amendment 
and I will leave them out except re¬ 
ferring to these whenever I feel that 
• this becomes relevant for the purpose 
of discussion of the amendment which 
1 have sought fOr. 

Sir, in spite of the fact that there 
is strong debate going round the whole 
world as to the necessity of the se¬ 
cond chamber, yet the fact remains 
that all the leading countries of the 
vmrld, and more particularly, the 
federaV countries have bicameral legis¬ 
lature, except New Zealand which 
abolished its second chamber in 1951. 
Sbccept New Zealand all other impor¬ 
tant countries have got the second 
chamber though there is a famous 
saying of one of the revolutionary 
thinlEfHrs of the 18th century, who 
aafd; **I£ the second chamber dissents 
first, it is misdiievous, if it 
' ^ siiper- 

fMusK'vI do not go to that extent 


and 1 feel chat the second chamber 
may have many important functions 
to perform in the parliamentary de* 
mocrecy of a country, provided it be¬ 
comes effective in its composition and 
also in regard- to its powers. What 
are the functions of the second cham¬ 
ber primarily? One of the function is, 
the function of revision. That means, 
the second chamber is composed of 
more experienced and aged persons, 
though the Law Minister^ who is oppo¬ 
sing this or looking after the Govem- 
ment interests today does not appear 
to be very elderly person inspite of 
the fact that he comes from the 2nd 
chamber. Whatever it is, it is said' 
that the second chamber is composed 
of experienced and elderly persons 
and that itself is aon asset. But I 
feel that this argument has lost much 
of its relevance today with the growth 
of the party system. When a party 
brings a Bill in the House, whether it 
conies from the Opposition or the rul¬ 
ing party, all aspects of the Bill are 
considered ai the party level, and 
therefore, whenever it is brought, it 
has got a certain amount of previous" 
and thoiuugh study, and as such I do 
not see much of a purpose even if a 
Bill is gone through in two chambers 
instead of one. 

It is also said that gome time be¬ 
comes available between the conside¬ 
ration of the Bill in the Rajya S^ha 
and the Lok Sabha and it provides 
an opportunity for a national consen¬ 
sus to emerge on important issues. * I 
think, to a certain extent that has 
also become irrelevant because tbe 
national consen.sus in important issues 
are formed even before a Bill is 
brought before a House because thb 
mass media provides enough opportu¬ 
nity for the debate. 

The third is that because in the Lpfc" 
Sabha or the first Chamber often i 
members are guided 1^ : 

debates become more passimtabl «MiV 
in the Upper House as 
do taut havp thf fear cff 
electorate, it becomes more 
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It nay be so because in the last two 
years at least, we will have to con- 
'cede that in ao far as the Lok Sabha 
debates are concerned—i do not say 
that these debates lacked in merit^— 
but at least these debates were more 
passionate than the debates in the 
'tipper House. 

The fourth and the more important 
functions that the Upper House per- 
foims is that it suppresses the centri¬ 
fugal .forces and afford? an opportunity 
to the States to have their say in na¬ 
tional legislation and in fact in the 
debates in the Constituent Assembly, 
this aspect was put with great em- 
.phasis by Mr. Gopalaswamy Ayy^agar. 
A second Chamber is essential in a 
federal structure because the House 
of People being thg representative of 
the people, obviously the people will 
have their say there, but the States 
also should have a sav of their own 
tin a democratic constitution and the 
Rajya Sabha, being a Council of 
'States, obviou.sly the States will have 
a say and, in our Constitution, we 
have recognised the importance of the 
voice of the States because certain 
constitutional amendments cannot go 
through unless they are passed by 
the majority of the States. Therefore, 
in our democracy people are the main 
‘criteria but the opinion of the majo¬ 
rity of the States on important issues 
is also an important factor. 

« 

Whether this aspect will be proper¬ 
ly fulfilled by the Rajya Sabha will 
be dependent to a great extent on the 
composition and the powers which the 
Rajya Sabha—and I will try to exa¬ 
mine its existing powers and compo¬ 
sition—has in comparison with some 
of the other Second Chambers that we 
have in the world to-day. For ex- 
‘ ample, the most powerful Second 
'Chamber In the world to-day, every¬ 
one will have to agree, is the Senate 
of the United States. The Senate 
Members directly elected. Their 
powers 'are, also mudh wider because 


the Senate possesses the power of even 
vetoing treaties which are agreed upon 
by the President. Ratification by the 
Senate is necessary before a treaty 
comes into force and uptili now nmre 
than 60 treaties have been vetoed by 
the Senate. in the United States 
Senate each State is represented by 
two Members irrespective of its size 
and population. Now. let us look to 
another federal country Australia. 
There the Senate is not as powerful 
as that of the USA. There 60 Sena¬ 
tors are there and they are elected, 
ten each from the six States. There¬ 
fore, irrespective of the size of the 
population, uniformity ig maintained 
there also of all the States Same is 
the rase in Switzerland ai.so where 
each State has two members. So also 
in the case of Soviet Russia where in 
spito of the divergence and composi¬ 
tion of the population and the area, 
25 deputies arc there from each Re¬ 
public. Tlie only countiy where tbis 
principle is not lollowed is Canada and 
we are following to a certain extent 
that pattern. In Canada 120 members 
are nominated by the Governor- 
General and 4 Provinces have 24 
Members each and other Provinces 
have got varying number of members 
with a minimum of 4. We have, to a 
certain extent followed the pattern of 
Canada and Eire because we have 
accepted the principle of both nomi¬ 
nation and indirect election and 
the principle of not having uniform 
representation. Our principle has 
been to provide one representative for 
every five million ©f the population 
and one for every additional two mil¬ 
lion or part thereof. Why I am 
objecting and asking for an amend¬ 
ment and asking this House tn consi¬ 
der the necessity of changing the pre¬ 
sent structure, I will just now emne 
to that. 

In the House of the People, ob¬ 
viously the House being representa¬ 
tives of the people, the populous 
States will have more representatives. 
Nobody can deny it and that bhould 
be the first and basic lainelple. 
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Yintesg *tliere is another Chamber 
'Where the smaller States may feel 
that they are not overwhelmed by 
the pot>ulous States, I think to a 
certain extent a situation may arise 
some day When the smaller States 
may feel that their problems are not 
being discussed in the proper pers¬ 
pective as it should be discussed. For 
example, to-day in the Rajya Sabha 
we find that 7 States alone command 
a majority in the Rajya Sabha out 
of the 25 States (including Union 
Territories). 11 States have 180 seats 
while 14 States have only 45 seats 
14 States totally have 45 seats whereas 
11 States have 186 seats. It is not 
that these 14 States do not have their 
own problems. They have many 
diverse and complex problems hut 
they may not get an opportunity of 
expressing their viewpoint in an 
effective manner because they may be 
overwhelmed by the stiength of the 
other major States. Obviously, at this 
moment l will concede that not only 
the quantity but quality also counl.s. 
But in a democracy the number also 
counts very much. Nobody, can deny 
and in fact this is one of the reasons 
probably which prompted all other 
federal (democratic countries like the 
United States, USSR and Switzer¬ 
land to have uniformity of the num¬ 
bers representing their States. In 
the United States wp find that the 
Senate and House of Representatives 
try to strike a balance of conflicting 
interests through different composi¬ 
tions conflicting with one another. 
For example, in the United States we 
find that they have got eight farming 
States like Iowa, Kansas. Minnesota 
and these States have 47 representa¬ 
tives in the House of Representatives 
whereas there are industrial States 
like Illinois, Ohio, New Jersey, the 
number of their representatives in the 
Bouse of Representatives is 174. In 
the House of Representatives the dis¬ 
parity is there. The industrial States 
may have a dominating voice and 
much more time may be taken in dis- 
cuining the industrial matters. But 
^at baa been balanced in the Upper 
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House. In the Upper House the 
farming States have 16 representatives 
whereas the industrial States have 14 
representatives. It indicates that in 
the case of conflicting interests which 
is natural in a big country like India, 
if there is uniformity of the represen- 
taliong from different States, the dis* 
parity ,if particular viewpoint to a 
certain extent reduces and that is why 
I feel, wc .should have also a fresh 
view a" to whethci the (’ompa.sition 
of the Raiya .Sabha should be changed 
becau«e of thi‘- fnst principle alone. 


Secondly, the Constitution has re¬ 
cognised in our own country the equa¬ 
lity of all Slates irrespective of its 
size and its nopulation and wo sav 
that the Ra.iya Sabha is a Council of 
States. Should not this equality be 
reflected in the composition of the 
Raiva Sabha also’ If all the Slates 
aie equal, should they not have equal 
representation in the Upper Chamber? 

If you do not give them equal repre¬ 
sentation, can I not come and say. 
theoretically you have given me 
equal status, but in practical fleld 
you have not provided me an oppor¬ 
tunity to express that equal status 
because so far as numbers are con¬ 
cerned in Parliament both the things 
do count Theoretically I am' equal 
but in practically, I am in minority, 
that is what i feel. When the Consti¬ 
tution has laid down the principle of 
equality of States, I feel that that 
should be reflected in the Upper 
House of the Rajya Sabha. Thai can 
be reflected by treating all the State.? 
equally. I am not for a mDm**nt 
saying that populous States should 
not have a preeminent voice in the 
House of the People, There these 
States have the greatest degree of 
representation But when we have 
made Rajya Sabha, the Council of 
States, if we make the Council of 
States and the House of tiie People 
the same in composition are we not al¬ 
most making the powerg and funettong 
of both the HoOae the garnet 
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‘What distinction can be there that 
one is representative of States and the 
other the representative of the people 
If the compasition is almost same in 
principle’ Can you say that for 
representation ot a particular body 
you will treat every State differently? 
I have come before the House not in 
oidei to gi\e more ' ^presentation to 
any partu ul n Sti te not to curtail 
roprcientviticn of other States but on 
the basis oi certain principles May 1 
poae anothei aspetft >(' the matter’ 
Today both 'O the Hou'e of the People 
and in the Raiya Sal' a many com¬ 
plex matters ar to be discussed. 
Many oJ us do not k.iow the com¬ 
plexities of particular region^ Some 
such States are represented bv only 
a couple of Members in L(’k Sahha 
and Rajya Sablia We ourselves know 
the difficulties of getting sufficient 
time for speaking in Debate' I know 
the difflcidlies of getting time Ironi 
my Whip Mr. Mahajan to speak and 
if any Member wants to speak on all 
subjects he cannot do that, ne will not 
be permitted I know, that today if 
I want to peak on a particular sub¬ 
ject, that recjuircs c^rta^n amount of 
expertise, certain amount of study and 
ao on Would it bc' possible loi a 
m«nber who may be the sole repre¬ 
sentative in this House or the other 
House to PJ'oject effectively the piob- 
lems of his State in the House’ I can 
telUyou that in some matters the com¬ 
plexities Of States represented by 
scmaller number of people are more 
than the complexities of more popu¬ 
lous States. UP is a most populous 
State; we know much more about UP 
than, for example, some of the re¬ 
motest comers of our country And 
if you want debates to be meaningful 
and effective, don't you feel that more 
members coming from a particular 
region must be ^ven opportunities to 
express their view points? If States 
are given adequate number of re¬ 
presentatives, although these members 
may not be able to project the views 
in the House of the People, but in the 
other House they uriH be able to 


project their viewa and those 
naturally will be reflected in tSiia 
House also. This is another reason 
why I have thought it necessary to 
bring this measure. This is e very 
sensitive matter. I am not sayii^ 
that my view’^ point is the last view 
point or the only correct view point. 
But I thought that when we are talk¬ 
ing about constitutional changes, a 
debate should take place on many as¬ 
pects, and this is one aspect to which 
I thought I could draw the attention 
of the House And I do hope that 
hon Members will examine this view 
point not from anv sensitive point of 
view, but from a rational point of 
view in which 1 have tried to place my 
whole case before you.

welcome Mr. Goswami’s Bill which 
seeka to ensure a more equal repre¬ 
sentation and a fairer representation 
to various States of our Indian Union, 
and I welcome it because it gives to 
us all some chance to do loud think¬ 
ing on the floor of this august House 
about certain aspects of our Constitu¬ 
tion and its working. 

I «m glad that Shii Goswami men¬ 
tioned various illustrations from dif¬ 
ferent countries, and he did not restrict 
himself to USA onl'\ He has relcrred 
to many other iecVral constitutions of 
the world. He h is also said in so 
many words that problem is bound 
to be con.<^idered as vpr:k sensitive and 
jierhaps explosive too, and, therefore, 
I hope the House 4 i\es dispassionate 
consideration to the whole matter. 
What 'does he viant? lie want* cer¬ 
tain equal represcn atioji ot the States 
in the Rajya Sai'ha, but the mam 
question is, do we really commit our¬ 
selves to Iticamerai legislature? Mr. 
Dagi referred to the Bill sought to be 
moved by Mr. Chandrappan in which 
he wants the second chamber to be 
completely abolished. I can under¬ 
stand that extreme also, but if you 
have a federal structure then I do not 


see how you cm escape having two 
cham'bers. If you have the fedeyat 
structure, bicameralism bottom^ indiia. 
pensable because at the federal lev^ 
the Parliament will have to consist of 
two houses—one represrating the en¬ 
tire country on the basis of popula¬ 
tion and directly elected, and another 
representing the States which are very 
much part and parcel of the whole 
federal scheme. Therefore, as long as 
we have a federation, bicameralism is 
a must and a question of abolition 
of Rajya Sabha would be out of con¬ 
sideration Having said so, let me go 
to the original point and ask this 
question. Does bicameral legislature 
really serve the purpose for which, at 
least theoretically, R is meant? Theo- 
letically the idea is this; if you have 
two chambers, then the lower house, 
being elected directly, consist of peo. 
pie with passions, fury and enthusia- 
ism and they may in a hurry talk 
something, decide something and legis¬ 
late something which may not be right 
and good. Therefore, there must be 
a second chamber to review, re-con- 
sider and check, the haste, the hurry, 
the rashness and the enthusiasm of the 
Lower House. George Washington, 
one of the founding fathers of 
America and his associates were talk¬ 
ing about bicameralism, because they 
were also concerned about it at the 
Philadelphia Convention in 1787, and 
even before that, between 1776 and 
1787. One of the stories going rdund 
about it was this. He had a guest at 
tea The question was asked, 'Why 
do you want a second chamber?’ Tfea 
was being served in the cup. But it 
was too hot to drink, So from the 
cup he Doured some tea Into thfe 
saucer, and said, ‘The fli%t chamber, 
the popularly elected House is the pup 
and the second chamber is the saucer. 
You pour the tea from the cup in to 
the saucer; now it has cooled d<wifn» 
,nnd vou can drink the tea’. 

The idea, therefore, basically‘fWas 
that the second chamber stops the- 
arbitrariness, the absoluteness, df the 
Lower House; it ,-corrects the flwt 
chamber, it improves tip6n the first 
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chamber., But this is aM academic and 
tl^retieal, because as things go in aU 
democracies uf any type where there 
are tree and fair elections and repre¬ 
sentative bodies^ you wiU find that 
the second chamber hardly improves 
on the first, because the party system 
Is there and the chambers work 
through the mechanism of political 
parties. What happens is that almost 
every subject, every discussion, every 
legislation, every resolution or debate 
that takes place in the first House 
is repeated in the other House. In any 
discussion that takes place on any 
subject, there are the same arguments, 
the same lines of defence, the same 
lines of attack, and there are hardly 
any additional or new points made in 
the second chamber. It is almost a 
repetition of what is said in the first 
chamber. 

Moreover, having two chambers, the 
other problem that arises is, what hap¬ 
pens when there is a deadlock. When 
the second chamber does not agree 
with the first or vice versa, whose 
decision wiU prevail? Natur^y, you 
will have to say that the wiU of the 
larger body must prevail, which means 
the House which is directly elected 
by the people, which is the I,ower 
House. 

. SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA 
<Marmagoa>: Not necessarily. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA (Barmer): 
There is provision for a joint sitting. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I 
know, I agree that there is such 
a provision. But with the 
mechanism oi the party sys¬ 
tem as it is and with tba strength 
of the Lower House being what it is 
—4t will be ,7-15 now—and the Upper 
House having only 250 members, if 
we have a joint sitting, the built-in 
majority inthe Lower House is still 
there and this majority plus the 
.inajority party’s own strength In the 
Upper House put together wlU mean 
the. same thing. So, it is only a kind 
of Contrivance of the Constitution that 
iU 'tW itwb Houses do not agwie, there 


must be a joint session and the joint 
session will decide. Wha does itniitl- 
mately mean?. It means that even 
when you have a bicameral legisla¬ 
ture, one of the chambers must lead 
and the other must follow. In aU 
parliamentary democracies—I am not 
talking of the presidential type that 
exists in America—wherever there are 
two chambers, inevitably, by the logic 
of things, by the very reality of pbfiti- 
cal events, by the operation of thei 
party mechanism, the Lower House. Z 
do not say dictates but certainly leads, 
and the Upper House has to foUow. 

Therefore, perhaps the Lower House 
pleases the Upper House by saying 
that it consists of elders, wiser people, 
statesmen, experienced people, more 
mature) people... 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA: 
There the average age is lower than 
that in this House. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; They 
say, ‘Look here... 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA; You mean 
this is the Lok Sabha and that is the- 
‘Parlok’ Sabha? 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I am 
using the phraseology Lower House 
and Upper House. The Lower House 
will say, ‘You are all exi#eFienced, and 
very knowledgeable persons, and your 
chamber has in it some retired Gener¬ 
als. retired administrators, retired 
politicians etc, and, therefore, you give 
us the benefit of your guidance, ex¬ 
perience and advice, but ultimately 
agree to what we say''. Even in this 
built-in system, on ah financial mat¬ 
ters, it is on]’*' the Lower House, the 
popularly elected Hou=c which has got 
the full monopoly of doing everything. 
This is so with regard to the Finance 
Bills. If the Speaker of the 
House certifies that a particular .BiP 
is a Money Kill, the matter ends ther^ 
That is what the Constitution 

I am saying all this because, ^ 
debate also gives us a chance to 
out some wider issues, namely, 
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we^want a second chamber or not. I 
\;feel that whether it is a luiitary or a 
federal state, if we have a bicameral 
aystem, we must accept the fact that 
one will have to lead the other. Other¬ 
wise, there will be deadlock. No con¬ 
stitution can deliberately create a 
deadlock situation. So. it cannot be 
allowed. Of course, if occasionally 
there is a deadlock, the Lower House’s 
decision will prevail through this 
built-in msyority system which is thed^ 
in our own Constitution. 


Having said that, I come to some 
further points. What does my friend 
Mr. Goswami want? He wants that 
each State must have in the Rajya 
Sabha ten seats and the Union Terri¬ 
tories must each have three seats, if 
a Union Territory becomes a State of 
the Indian Federation, from three that 
number will then jump to ten auto- 
jn^cally, I suppose. That is the pro¬ 
posal which he has made. That is a 
Step in the right direction, in the 
sense that India is a federation; our 
constitution-makers have said that 
India, that js Bharat, is a Union of 
States. That means the States must 
have a say at the federal level and 
'the States* authorities are co-ordinate 
with the federal authorities in many 
natters. I think his move is a step 
In the right direction because it res¬ 
tores at least to a small extent one im¬ 
portant principle of federalism, name¬ 
ly, equality of states irrespective of 
their size and population in terms of 
their status and their rights. In 
America we find that a small State 
like the Rhodh Island or Kentucky 
or Ohio has fewer seats in the federal 
House of Hepresentatives in Washing¬ 
ton DC'and states like New York or 
California have a large number of 
seats on the basis of their population. 
But in the Senate of tlw American 
Congress there are two represdntatives 
from each State, irrespective of their 
size or population, because tHq prind- 
ple of federalism is that all stattes are 
equal in their status, powers enicl 


iThe constitution-makers thought Of 
India as a federal state. But in so 
many constitutional provisions in 4|lie 
structure, they have in the end made 
it not a strictly or a genuinely federal 
State, in the end what you get is an 
Indian Federal Structure which is 
neither completely unitary—you can¬ 
not obviously do it—nor completely 
federal, because they could not afford 
to do it in the context of the Indian 
conditions of those days. Therefore, 
they tame to this kind of a golden 
mean, a golden via media whereby as 
Professor K. C. Wheare says, the 
Indian Constitution has provider! a 
quasi federal structure. We have a 
federal authority and we have State 
Governments, but these State Govern¬ 
ments are more dependent on the 
Centre in India, compared to the 
American Scene. 


Having said that, 1 want to ask Mr. 
Goswami one question; do you or do 
you not want a genuine federal struc¬ 
ture? If we are going to have a genuine 
federal structure in our constitutional 
set-up then what my friend Mr. Go¬ 
swami suggests is a step in the right 
direction, because today the States are 
in many respects at the mercy of the 
Centre. In respect of concurrent 
powers the State law does not prevail; 
the union law prevails over the state 
laws. The residuary powers are en¬ 
tirely with the federal government. 
Matters of finance are entirely with the 
federal government. .Matters of foidign 
affairs or defence, they are with 
the federal government; you can¬ 
not have ten different foreign 
policies and financial policies. 
Even in America, the States are on 
the losing side. Ever since the Phlla. 
delphia Convention which was held in 
1787, through thesej last nearly 200 
years, the experience of the .^mericaii 
constitutional and political pundits and 
also of enli^tened individuals is 
the Centre is becoming more and taptO , 
powerful and the States cure constantly 
losing their .rights. In our nw coix- 
sUtutional scheme, if we ^ 
rasfoire India to a more gumuinely gim 
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more properly worked out federal 
structure, Mr. Goswami’s Bill is 
certainly a step in the right direction, 
because the States, irrespective of 
their size and population, must have 
equality of status in the Constitution. 
But that is not going to be achieved 
merely by giving 10 seats to each 
State in the Council of States. The 
important thing is that the States will 
have to be given other rights like 
financial viability, independent 
economic authority and genuine 
autonomy in their respective territo¬ 
ries. I want India to become a 
genuine federation. A country of this 
size and diversity can never be a 
unitary State. It has to be federal, and 
if that is so, let it be a genuinely 
federal State. But that purpose. Mr. 
Goswami will, I am sure, agree 
that he will have to bring another 
Bill—or some other private member 
like myself will have to do it,—giving 
the States other rights like financial 
viability, genuine autonomy, etc. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA; 
Sir, this is private members’ day and 
it pains me that so many of our lead¬ 
ing private members like Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu, Shri Vajpayee, Shri 
S. N. Mishra, our two Madhus; Shri 
Piloo Modi, Shri Janeswar Mishra 
•and others are absent from the House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; That is not re¬ 
levant to the Bill. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA: 
It is relevant bcause this is a private 
member’s Constitution (Amendment) 
Bill on which every one of these 
gentlemen would have had something 
very significant to say. I am sorry 
they are not here, not because they do 
not want to be here, but because they 
have been held without trial under the 
misused MISA. All the same, I am 
happy that this Bill has come before 
the House, because at a time when 
Parliament iti»lf is being made, in my 
opinion, more and more irrelevant by 
executive action, here is an hon. 
member of the Congress Party coming 
^rward with a Bill towards making 
one of the Houses of Parliament more 
19(K)|aS~8 
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relevant I trust, if i may say so, he 
will not in any manner be made un¬ 
comfortable in his party swimming 
against the tide, as our colleague Shri 
Ram Dhan had been a little earlier. 
Sir, as Mr. Goswami rightly pointed 
out. many of the problems of the 
States are problems of the States 
themselves and they apply in equal 
measure to U,P. as they apply to 
Nagaland. Therefore, there is a lot 
in what he is saying that the voic¬ 
ing of these problems is distinct from 
the problem of the people themseh^es. 
Fortunately, of course, all problems 
are problems of the people. There are 
many problems which are problems 
of the State it.self. 

I am one with Mr. Goswami where 
he says that equal representation in 
Upper Chamber will cqrtainly lead to 
a greater balance of the voices Ibat 
emerge from the House to the people 
if these voices are ever allowed to 
re-emerge. Right now they are gross¬ 
ly interrupted by the Chief Censor of 
the Government. 

There is one thing where I am in 
disagreement with Mr. Goswami and 
that is about the representation to 
Union territories. There I am in 
disagreement with the very concept 
of Union territories because Union 
territories today have the very same 
structure, incur the same expenditure 
as the States and i do not see any 
reason why they should not be turned 
into States. As you know, I represent 
a Union Territory, a constituency 
from Goa. When I go to the Central 
Government and say that my Govern¬ 
ment which is mis-ruling even more 
than this Government if it is at all 
possible, is doing something wrong, 
they say, talk to the State Government^ 
When I talk to the State Government, 
they say, it is Union Territory and 
they cannot do it. When I go to Goa, 
they say that the papers are struck 
up in the Home Ministry. Therefore, 

I am saying that turn them into 
States because they have the aatiro 
structure of the State and thoy 
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will exactly cost as much as they cost 
and no less. 

He was talking about the relevance 
01 ; Parliament. There are one or two 
issues here. One oI them was 
mentioned by Mr. Goswami and that is 
the question of whip. I know that a 
bill before it comes to the House is 
supposed to be discussed in the Party. 
We aU know it is not. It is a few 
who decide and a whip who carries it 
through the House. In these circums¬ 
tances, I submit to the representatives 
of the Government here that one parti 
cular law and one particular article 
that we should look at is the 
West German Basic Law. In that 
law it is very specifically provided 
and it has happened after the Weimar 
Constitution went the way ours is go¬ 
ing, that no member shall be bound 
by any order or instruction and shall 
be bound only by his own con.science. 
The Whip is prohibited in their 
Constitution. 

Sir, we are looking at the country 
from the top down. My feeling is 
that if we wish democracy to be 
strengthened in this country and we 
wish a position where nobody will 
ever touch if which is not the position 
today—it is being touched and des¬ 
troyed by a very few people—^then we 
must make our Panchayats work. We 
must make Panchayats a constitutional 
Institution. We must ensure that re- 
v«me accrues directly to Panchayats 
and we must make a regular monthly 
People’s Sabha in the Panchayats, 
something which must be held just like 
the Parliament session use to be held. 
Then, you will involve the people in 
the democracy and they will have 
stake in the democracy and they will 
see that none of us ever temper with 
it. 


Another point I wish to make is 
that we are at the end of our term. 


Our mandate is running out. There 
is nothing w.’ong in our debating a 
major mea.sure for, in iny opinion. 
We do not have. any more right to 
decide on it; because, if we continue 
in this House beyond 18th Mlarch, 
or whatever the ejate is—^that is what 
it says on my railway pass—then w© 
shall be riding here as ticketless 
travellers. There is no getting Sway 
from this fact. If this Government 
plans to postpone elections, I can only 
think of one reason—I will borrow the 
expression Mr. Goswami had used, 
but not in the same context, in fair¬ 
ness to him—fear of the electorate. 
Thank you. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Mr Amrlt 
Nahata. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA (Barmer): 

I entirely agree with Mr. Mavalan- 
kar that a bicameral legislature is a 
‘must’ in a federal con.stitution. But 
having said that. Mr. Mavalankar 
went on to contradict himself. The 
justification for a second chamber that 
he gave later on, is not the justifica¬ 
tion for federal bicameralism, but 
one for a unitarv bicameralism. In 
the. U.K., for example, the philosophy 
behind the two chambers is that the 
House of Commons is represented 
by Tom the drunk; and the House of 
Lords is represented bv Tom the so. 
her. They thought that the represen- 
talives .directly elected by the people 
would be heady, impassioned, restless, 
headless. romantic. running for 
change and inspired by flights of 
fancies. So. they needed some check 
and some restraint, so that the Upper 
House was given revisionary powers 
to exercise a check of age. experience, 
wisdom and sobriety. That was file 
iustification for the Upper House in 
the U.K. We have not accepted that 
basis of bicameralism in our country. 
There are no ‘comrotms’ and no ‘loins’ 
in this country. We are all comm<^*, 
There are jio plehians and patrieiaiu. 
We have people and we do not divide 
representatives of the People into 
heady mid romanfic On the one hand 
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and sober, experienced, wi»e and «ia 
men on tbe other, who would aci as 
correcuves over the Lower House. 
That philosophy we have not accept* 
ed. We introduced the second cham¬ 
ber because we had States and a 
Union in this country. The lounuing 
fathers of our Constitution providea 
for a House of the People where for 
the sake of convenience, Members 
would be elected from different 
constituencies and yet each Member 
would represent the entire people of 
the country. Though I have been 
elected from a particular constituency 
in Western Bajasthan, I am not sup¬ 
posed to represent only that 
constituency. i am supposed to 
represent the entire people of 
India. Each one of us in 
this august House represents the 
entire people of India. The Rajya 
Sabha, as the very name denotes, the 
Council of States, as the very name 
denotes, represents the different 
States of India; and that is why the 
Members of that House are elected 
by the State legislatures. They re¬ 
present their States. So, the theoreti¬ 
cal basis for the two chambers in our 
Parliament is that we have a Central 
Government and the State Govern¬ 
ments; the Members of the Lok Sabha 
and of Rajya Sabha. In common 
parlance we nmy call them the Lower 
House and the Upper House; but that 
is not a correct, scientific or con.=!ti- 
tutional terminologj”. We have the 
House of the People and the House 
of the States. So. the Members in the 
other House represent their respec¬ 
tive States. This Is true as far as it 
goes, but here again. Mr. Mavalankar 
was getting confused. We are not a 
strictly federal State or a federal re¬ 
public. In a strictly federal republic, 
it is not only bicameralism .which is 
inevitable, but the Upper House is. 
of necessity, more powerful than the 
Lower House. For example, in the 
United States, the Senate has the real 
power, tTobody knows even the names 
of .the important Members of the 
House of Representatives, it is almost 
a non-emtity, but the Senate has all 


the powers. What happened to Presi- 
aent Wilson ana many urner Presi 
dents? The Senate has refused to 
ratify many treaties. They have 
quasi-judicial and quasi-inestigativc 
powers, and that is why some extra- 
constitutional practices have evolved 
Known as Senatorial courtesy. In 
order to win over the support of the 
Senators, the President gives certain 
concessions legally or behind thg cur¬ 
tain and somehow he manages to 
placate the Senate. So, the upper 
chamber in a Federation is for more 
powerlui than the lower one. Is that 
the intention of the Mover of this 
Bill? 1 hope it IS not. 

That brings us to tlie question of 
the type ol ttepuniic mat we nave. 
Mr. MavalanaKar very correctly saio 
that we have a quaai-feaerai type of 
State or Hepublic in this country. We 
are not a Federation, we ore a Union 
Republic. The mam purpose of the 
founders of the Constitution was to 
strike a balance between unity and 
diversity. I know, Mr. Chairman, that 
you would definitely have reservations 
about my views because 1 know the 
views of your parly, and, therefore. 
1 pray for some indulgence from 
you. 

A federation is a system in which 
the constituent States are almost 
sovereign or at least autonomous. 
Very lew powers are vested in the 
Federal Government. Here we do not 
have that system. Owing to certain 
historical and political conditions, we 
wanted to maintain the diversity the 
richness, the variety of our land and 
yet remain a nation. We were a 
nation long ago, we are a nation 
today and we shall continue to ha a 
nation. Tlierefore, the emphasu is 
greater on unity in our Constitution 
than on diversity. Our Constitution 
seeks to strike a balance between 
unity and diversity, and that is why 
we have three Lists, two of which 
are under the Centre, because the 
Concurrent List for all practical pur¬ 
poses is a Central List. The tTnion 
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List and the Concurrent List are lor 
the Centre and the State List is lor 
the States. The residuary, powers are 
also with the Centre. 

Not oniy that. In actual practice, 
though law and order is a State sub. 
ject, the Central Reserve Police is the 
most powerful police in this country. 
Though agriculture is a State subject, 
the Agriculture Ministry is the grea¬ 
test empire in Delhi. Though edu¬ 
cation is a State subject, the Educa¬ 
tion Ministry’s Advisers and its 
various institutions in India are the 
most powerful instruments in the field 
of education. So, even where the 
subjects are in the State List, the 
Union has to play a very important 
Tole in laying down policies, in co¬ 
ordinating the efforts of the States 
and in providing research programmes 
and plans. The very fact that plan¬ 
ning is centralised means that our 
Constitution lays much greater em¬ 
phasis on the powers of the Centre 
tiian those of the States. I think the 
framers of the Constitution were very 
wise in this. 

1 am not for total unitarism as the 
Jana Sangh used to be. They want 
one Centre, one State, one flag, one 
leader. That is not my approach a1 
all. We do want the States to flourish, 
we do want the diversity, the richness, 
the variety and the multi-colourwi 
garden that our great land is in 
which various flowers bloom to be 
(retained, and yet we should not 
weaken the thread of unity and 
nationalism that unites us, and that 
is why tl» spirit behind our Consti. 
tution which is a quasi-federal State 
having greater emphasis on unity than 
on diversity is a correct and wise 
approach. Having come to this, what 
happens? It'is true that since we have 
States, they must be represented in 
a Chamber. Now. the doubt that Mr. 
Mayalankar has raised would be 
raised bjr everybody because party 
•ystem has eroded the felevance, the 


validity and the constitutional rea¬ 
sons in support of bicameralism even 
in the United States of America. 
Lincoln had to wage a civil war, but 
that was in a different context. But 
in federal States, States have the 
freedom to cede also. States volun¬ 
tarily join. States have the right to 
cede also—strictly federal structure 
of the States. Many States have 
joined in the United States of 
America.. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: That is the con¬ 
federation. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA: No. They 
were even in a federation. More 
States have joined in the United 
States of America. Originally, there 
were 13 States. But today there are 
51. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; 50. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA: It conti¬ 
nues to be a federation and not a 
confederation. 

What my dear friend Mr, Goswami 
concludes is between quality and 
autonomy or equality and sovereignty. 
It is true that our States are equal 
In the sense that they all enjoy the 
same power. There is a separate list 
for them. They have legislatures 
though some States are more equal 
than others. I have not been able to 
understand the rationale of bicame¬ 
ralism in States. I am all for abolish¬ 
ing the second Chamber in the State.s. 
There is no justification for it, be¬ 
cause we have not accepted syndi¬ 
calism in our Constitution. But 
that apart, to what happened in the 
United Nations at the time of Bangla 
Desh crisis. I would like to draw 
your attention. 80 votes went agained 
us in the General Assembly. Hif 
population of those 80 countries was 
less than thp number of refugees that 
had entered our land, because there, 
each member being a sovereign State 
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has one vote, irrespective of the popu. 
lation. 

Do we want to introduce that prin> 
ciple in our country or that sovereign¬ 
ty or that autonomy? Do we want 
our States to be that autonomous? 
The logic behind having equal 
representation from the States 
would lead to the implication that 
the Upper House has got to be more 
powerful than the Lower House, that 
the States have the right to cede; and 
in actual practice, let us come ;o the 
realities that are obtainable in our 
country today. It would dehnituly 
encourage fissiparous tendencies. 
There would be a clamour for more 
and more and smaller and smaller 
States in this land. I cannot under¬ 
stand the logic. People say that 
Haryana is a small State, but look .it 
the progress it has made. Orissa is a 
smaller State than Haryana, but it 
is one of the most backward State.’;. 
What is the size to do with the 
growth or the economic development 
or the efficiency of the administra¬ 
tion? It has nothing to do with that. 


And that is why, I think, the pre¬ 
sent arrangement in the Constitution, 
as far as the Upper House is con¬ 
cerned, or the Rajya Sabha is con¬ 
cerned, is. as it should be. Then 
there may be some other changes that 
one may think. But that is altogether a 
different pattern, because I want some 
kind of a quasi-judicial body within 
the Parliament having revisionary 
powers over the Constitution. I do 
not want judiciary, as it is, to act as 
the third Chamber of correction and 
sitting in judgment over the wisdom 
of the representatives of the people. 
If we make the Constitution, we are 
the watch-dogs and the people of 
India are the watch-dogs of the 
Constitution. If we amend the 
Constitution, that is final. H 
somebody raised a doubt about the 
amendment ^ the Constitution or 
about the eires of e particular law, 
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whether a particular legislation passed 
by us is within the Constitution or 
uUra-uires dl the Constitution, he 
should not be a bod.v to decide it. 
Let there be something like they 
are having' In the House of Lords or 
something like that. 


We may conceive of some such body 
in the Rajya Sabha or we may have 
some experts or people of knowledge 
of jurisprudence from both Houses 
who may decide whether a particular 
law passed by u.s or being considered 
by us is within the vireft of the Con¬ 
stitution or ultra-vires of the Con¬ 
stitution: whether a particular amend*- 
ment of the Constitution is justified or 
not. I would like some such type of 
amendment in the powers of the Rajya 
Sabha, adding certain things to Rajya 
Sabha anti bridging and reducing the 
powers of the judiciary. 

As far as the reviews of the Con¬ 
stitution are concerned, there. I would 
support such an amendment. But to 
change the composition of the Rajya 
Sabha considering the autonomy of 
the States and having equal repre¬ 
sentation in number would not solve 
any problem; it may create many 
anomalies. There may be a State 
having three Members in the Lok 
Sabha and ten Members in the Rajya 
Sabha. There may be State having 
two Members in the Lok Sabha and 
ten Members in the Rajya Sabha. A 
very strange situation would develop. 
This could be consistent only with a 
totally federal type of State where 
also, every time, the sovereignty or the 
autonomy or the paramountsy, what¬ 
ever you may call, of the State is 
gradually eroded. Though there are 
different federal laws and State laws 
In the United States, still such are the 
realities of life that even though, when 
the Constitution of the USA was fram¬ 
ed. different States had different his¬ 
torical background, different directs, 
different economies, and they thought 
it was a voluntary union of so many 
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States, now they have also emerged 
and evolved into one nation. There is 
the American nation now. That is 
why^ of necessity, the federalism has 
gradually eroded and unitar ism is 
gaining ground. It is inevitab e in s 
country like ours, where there is the 
supreme need of strengthening the 
feeling of emotional integration, ol 
nationhood, it is essential that the 
present character of our Constitution, 
a quasi-federal character with greater 
emphasis on unitarism must be re¬ 
tained. That is why I submit that 
there is no need for introducing any 
change in the composition of the Rajya 
Sabha. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IJM 
THE MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (DR. V. 
A. SEYID MUHAMMAD): Mr. Chair¬ 
man, Sir, I am very thankful to my 
hon. colleague, Mr. Goswami, for 
having made a very enlightened and 
illuminating speech on the Bill and 
the various issues involved. There 
was a considerable discussion on the 
merits and demerits of bicameral 
legislature. I must thank various hon. 
Members for the very learned and 
profound discussion which they have 
had here in this House today. While 
thanking them for that, I must say. 
since that question was not an issue 
before the House, I will not waste the 
vs^luable time of the House by reply¬ 
ing to that. 

In the Statement of Objects and 
reasons of the Bill. Mr. Goswami has 
stated that equal representation is the 
object of federalism or some¬ 
thing to that effect. While agreeing 
that that is one of the purposes or one 
of the objectives. I cannot agree that 
that is the sole objective or the pur¬ 
pose. Conriderable discussion has 
taken place amongst the constitutional 
pundits; essays have been written: 
books have been vnritten about this 
question. While conceding to what 
Mr. Goswami has said ftiat it is one of 


the purpo^, the moderii trend seems 
to be, as one of the constitutional 
writers has said, that it is not the 
equality of the States that is the mam 
purpose but, what he calls, it is the 
essence of Statehood that is the mAin 
purpose. Stated as such, it may 
sound as a sort of metaphysical pro¬ 
position. But it is not. 

What is meant by that statement is 
that in view of the diversity in a 
State, the various interests in a State, 
the various sections of the pMpie 
which con.stilute a State, it is the re¬ 
presentation of sum-total of the 
essence of Statehood that is represent¬ 
ed in the Upper House. I think, there 
is much to be said on that. 

Sir, I was going through the dis¬ 
cussion that took place in the Con¬ 
stituent Assembly about article 80 
which was then, 1 think, article 336. 
Except Shri K. T. Shah, nobody re¬ 
ferred to this aspect of the matter 
because, it seems, there was a con¬ 
sensus that the second aspect of the 
problem which I quoted, as discussed 
by constitutional writers, it is the 
essence of Statehood, namely, repre¬ 
sentation of the various interests, 
diverse people, diverse cultural and 
other aspects, which is the purpose ol 
the representation in the Upper House. 
Consequentially, except Mr. K. '!'■ 
Shah, nobody mentioned even the 
question of equal representation of 
States. The main emphasis wa^ on 
whether there was necessity for a 
bicameral legislature and, on these 
lines, we have had an exce'.lent treat¬ 
ment of the subject today in this 
House 

So, that being the position, the Con¬ 
stitution makers deliberated upon that 
and the Constitutional Pandits and the 
fathers who drafted the Constitution 
ultimately, weighing the two aiWeCtS 
of the matter whether equal represen¬ 
tation was the essence of statehood, 
came to tbe conclusion that the prin¬ 
ciple of equal representatioai is what 
is called the essence of stat^ood. 
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So, it is a debatable point and I 
agree to that extent. But what is now 
before us Is an amendment of the 
Constitution. An amendment of the 
Constitution, I need not stres.s, cannot 
be treated lightly. Unless there are 
compelling reasons we should leave 
the Constitution or whichever provis¬ 
ion is concerned for the time being, 
as it is. If you have compelling re¬ 
asons, we may have it. But in areas 
of debatable positions, where much 
can be said on both sides, we should 
not tamper with the Constitution. 

In that spirit, while I admit that Mr. 
Goswami’s Bill represents one point of 
view, I would request him to bear it in 
mind that unless we have some com¬ 
pelling reasons, we should not tam¬ 
per with the provisions of the Con¬ 
stitution in Article 80. So, while ap¬ 
preciating his point of view I would 
very humbly request him, for the 
reasons stated, to kindly withdraw his 
Bill from further consideration by the 
House. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA 
GOSWAMI: Mr. Chairman. Sir, at the 
outset I wish to express my sincerest 
thanks to all the Members and the 
Minister of State for Law for their 
participation in this debate, and I fake 
this opportunity of congratulating Dr. 
Seyid Muhammad for what I consider 
his maidiAi appearance in a debate m 
this House after taking over the charge 
of the Ministry. When I started this 
debate, you must have noticed that 1 
spok'e^ in a very low key. I spoke in a 
low key because I was apprehensive 
that, a.s my amendments* are to curtail 
the mtmljer of Members of some 
States, passion may be roused and, if 
passion is roused, the purpose of the 
dlscuKiioii would be lost. I am happy 
that members approached the debate 
dispassionately and calmly and, in fact, 
we had a very good discussion, as I 
see it, on aU points. 

Mr. Sequerira supported ihe. He 
. criticised the Whip system and I 
understand why he has criticised. Be¬ 
cause It h]ipears that the Whip of his 


Party did not permit him to speak in 
the Presidential Address debate 
Therefore, what he could not speak in 
the Presidential Address debate he 
tried to speak here and though most 
of what he said had no relevance to 
the subject matter except referring to 
my Bill once his whole speech was on 
other subjects and I think I need not 
reply to them because this morning 
the Prime Minister has replied to all 
the points and, during the debate on 
the Presidential address, there was 
enough discussion on these points. 

Mr. Mavalankar has supported nrie 
but, as an extremely intelligent Mem¬ 
ber of the House, he has tried to give 
in a subtle way. a very difterenl politi¬ 
cal overtone io it. He said that the 
Bill should be the first step for in¬ 
creasing the power of the States. 1 
beg to differ from him so far as this 
is concerned, because I feel that in a 
country like ours with so man.y div¬ 
ersities and centrifugal forces, there 
must be a strong centre and one of the 
essences or basii: features of the reason 
for which bicarmeralism is encouraged 
is to keep a check on the centrifugal 
forces. My own view point was— 
on which Mr. Amrit Nahata has 
differed through an illuminating 
speech—that if only some of the States 
are given too much representation, 
they may upset the balance at some 
point of time. For example, in a 
House where there are eleven States 
with a representation of 186 and four¬ 
teen States with only 45. the views of 
the 45 from 14 States, though they are 
more in number, may be upset by 
those of these eleven States. Shri 
Daga spoke that populous States 
should have more representation. I 
am not denying that; in fact* in this 
House, it would always be so. But on 
the question whether Raj.va Sabha 
should have it there is undoubtedly a 
difference of opinion; I had a particular 
view and I thought, the House should 
discuss it. Well, different views have 
been expressed by other Members. It 
is also true that amendment of the; 
Constitution should not be treated 
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lightly and as Dr. Seyid Muhammad 
said that at the present moment, there 
is no compelling reason ior this 
amendment and when in fact a debate 
has started on diilerent constitutional 
amendments, a debate of this nature 
serves my purpose and therefore in 
keepiniL' with his request, I beg to 
move tor leave to withdraw the 
Constitution (Amendment) Bill. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: There is one 
amendment by Shri M. C. Daga that 
has already been moved. I will pul 
this amendment to the vote of the 
House. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU 
RAMAIAH); Sir, it would be a futile 
exercise if an amendment is to bo 
moved in respect of a Bill which is 
to be withdrawn, This is my submis¬ 
sion. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: l would like tf* 
draw the attention of the Minister, 
that when an amendment is moved, 
it has to be put to the vote of the 
House. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA: On a point 
of order. When an amendment is 
moved that has always to be voted 
first, but where the mover of the Bill 
seeks the leave of the House... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: It comes later. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA: When the 
feave to withdraw is refused, only 
then amendments come. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; My 
point of order is dfiferent. I agree 
that the amendments should come 
first, but since the mover is not there, 
why have his amendment put before 
the House. We do not know, whether 
he is pressing for It or not. 

MR. chairman': Once the amend¬ 
ment is ihoved, it becomes the pro* 
of the House. We have to take 
|<(f4e^sion.

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO¬ 
SWAMI: Sir. I withdraw the Bill. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Shri Naval 
Kishore Sharma is not moving Item 
10 , so We will take up next item. 


CONSTITUTION (AMENDMENT) 
BILL 

(Amendment oj Articles 22, 32 etc.) 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(S-erampore); Sir, I beg to move; 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Constitution of India, be taken 
into consideration." 

Sir. my Bill was introduced about 
three years back. However, the pur¬ 
pose for and the urgency with which 
the Bill was moved is more now than 
it was at that time. Now, we are 
under Emergency. The first part is 
very clear in the Bill. It is rather a 
shame on our part that stiU the 
Constitution should provide for pro¬ 
visions for making laws to detain a 
person without trial for any length of 
time. Now the situation has become' 
worse than it was before and aven the 
little scope that was there to go to 
the Court and challenge the validity 
of retention order bas been snatched 
away by the emergency providons 
and even to-day a notification ha^ 
been issued that whatever little , scope 
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ther? was under Article 19 of the 
Constitution, has been taken away 
and nobody can now approach the 
courl. 

•> •" 

When 1 move this Bill, the purpose 
ia that under Article 22 sub-section 
..41) 4ad (2) you are giving some 
prot^tion for a detained and/or an 
arre^d person. There the Consti¬ 
tution provides the protection that he 
has to be produced before a Magis¬ 
trate and reason has to be given for 
his arrest. That has been taken oul 
by Sections (b) and tc) of the same 
Article. Now, in tho present context 
situation is completely otherwise and 
a detaining authority has no obligation 
to give any reason for arresting and 
detaining a person. When the Presi¬ 
dent's Address was debated and as 
such there was almost unanimity on 
the side of the Opposition that the 
emergency should be lifted, all the 
persons, especially Members of Parlia¬ 
ment who have been detained without 
trial, .should be released forthwith 
and other restrictions that are there 
on the political Parties and people 
and the Press censorship should not 
for any moment continue. The situa¬ 
tion is not such that the authority has 
to take recourse to this draconion 
measure. My point is very simple 
and it is more important now that the 
'Government even at this moment 
should give its attention to the 
realities when the alleged reasons for 
which the emergency has been im¬ 
posed are really not there. It has no 
reality and basis whatever. This 
morning while intervening in the 
debate on President’s Address, the 
Prime Minister tried to explain that 
had there been no emergency, we 
would have to face a very serious 
catastrophe so far as our national 
interest are concerned. That is not 
at all a fact. This power has been 
taken only to keep the ruling Party 
In power as long as it wants, in any 
manner as it suits them. That is 
iwhjr this emergency has been imposed 
1900 LS-9 
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and by my amendment 1 wanted to 
change the provision in the original 
constitution for the reason that there 
should not be any provision in the 
Constitution to detain any person 
without trial. Exception may be 
there in case of a person who is an 
alien and enemy of the country. That 
is my first contention. 

NL>.\t is; many things have been . 
said now that emergency nas giveu 
enough power to the authority so far 
as land distribution is concerned. 
Here is a specific amendment—where 
there is a dispute for any land which 
is under the occupation 01 a poor and 
landless peasant and which has been 
given to him out of the vested Lands 
by the Government, there should not 
be any scope on the part of the land¬ 
lord to go to the court—High Court or 
the Supreme Court. I know thousands 
of cases took place in our State in 
which such lands were distributed. 
During the United Front Government's 
time, I know more than 3 lakhs 
acres of land were distributed to the 
poor peasants and to the landless, but 
subsequently it was found that the 
land which wa.s distributed or taken 
possession of by the landless was 
owned not by a real landlord but was 
in benami and in most cases vested 
land. In a large number of these 
cases, so-called landlord.s and tljeir 
Benamdari approached the Court and 
in.i unction was granted and the land 
was snatched from the persons to 
whom the land was distributed. My 
point is in case of any land dispute, 
that should never be brought under 
the purview or jurisdiction of either 
the High Court or the Supreme Court 
and that amendment suggested in the 
Bill must be provided in the Constitu¬ 
tion.

Even after the emergency you Will 
find so many cases filed by landlord® 
against the burgadars, the stu^ 
croppers who were cultivating 'to 
share croppers for a long tima. Tlh® 
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iandlijrcis go to the court to harass 
tiietn. My point as very sample. 1 
thanK the Maiiisicr wall also be or me 
same view inat j1 he is serious inat 
tne laaaiess ut given tiie iuiia wmca 
has ueeu vested in the Goveriinieiu 
or the land winch is beuig occupied 
illegally by me landloru either 
in lus own name or benami, m thal 
case there should not be any scope 
on the pui't oi tne landloru to tuKe 
the help of the court to continue keep- 
ing illegal possession ol the land. It 
is happening daily that even the share 
croppers are being put to harrasment 
and very ollen murdered by the land¬ 
lords. Share-cropper spends money and 
anyhow cultivates the land and when 
the harvesting season come.s, the land¬ 
lord sends goondas and with the help of 
local police and the district authori¬ 
ties who always stand in support of 
the landlord, the share croppers arc 
deprived of the crops that they culti¬ 
vate. I know of many cases in the 
eastern part of India where harvest¬ 
ing is going on and no protection is 
being given to the tillers of land 
which they are occupying and which 
they cultivated as recepients ol vested 
lands. This thing should be taken 

note of by the Government. This 

loi|P-hole should be plugged in the 
Constitution. 1 am glad that our 

hon. Minister Shri Raghunatha Reddy 
is here. Hundreds of cases are 
there. Under the provisions of Arti¬ 
cle 311, if somebody is to be dismissed, 
he should be given the reasons for 
which he is dismissed. He should be 
given sufficient scope to disprove the 
alleged charges. He must be 

given such a chance of hearing and 
reinstatement. Now, what we find is 
that if the Government is pleased or 
if the President is pleased, then, he 
can dismiss any person without as¬ 
signing any reason, without giving 
chance to the aggrieved person to de¬ 
fend himself. So, I have brought for- 
this amendment'to delete the 


portion that deals with blanket pow¬ 
ers not only during emergency but 
in any time. Government can dismiss 
any railway employees any Govern¬ 
ment employees. This has taken 
place actually. Even now I know 16 
employees working under West Ben¬ 
gal Government were detained under 
MISA. While in detention, the Gov¬ 
ernor then expressed his pleasure that 
thej' be dismissed under Article 311 
of the Comstitution from service with¬ 
out assigning any reasons. What are 
the allegations? What are the charges? 
They do not know at all. There is no 
scope under this Article to go to the 
Court. Whatever scope was their ear¬ 
lier has now been completely taken 
away. Some of these dismissed emp¬ 
loyees met our Home Minister and 
others. They asked: What is our fault? 
Somobody might have been their for 

20 years or 15 yeai'S. What was their 
fault? Nothing. No indiscipline and 
no corruption charges w’cre there. In 
the same way, in Tripura, more than 

21 employees w'ere suspended and dis¬ 
missed under this proviso. 

In almo.st all the States you will 
find this thing. 1 know that in Madhya 
Pradesh and in Maharashtra also the 
services of the employees serving in 
Government undertakings or govern¬ 
ment establishments have been ter¬ 
minated under this provision of this 
Act. 

I want a radical change the provi¬ 
sion contained in the Constitution. Un¬ 
der emergency your purpose is to see 
that the landless people get the 
lands. Look at the amendment that 
I have proposed to section 4. You say 
that the situation is such that such 
and such a person must not he allow¬ 
ed to continue in service and in many 
cases they are served with dismissal 
orders under Article 311 of the Cons¬ 
titution. I say this is unfair and you 
have no right to treat the employees 
in this manner who had not com¬ 
mitted any offence or who have acted 
in any way against the interests of 
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the country as well as Government. In 
many cases—at least I know about 
West Bengal—in the West Bengal 
because they have formed an associa- 
titon and because they demanded 
that there should not be any discri¬ 
mination in the case of promoiions. 
and they demanded justice, for that 
only Government could not bring any 
charge against them and so they took 
recourse to this obvious provision m 
the Constitution and wrongfully dis¬ 
missed. There are specific cases pend¬ 
ing with Government and in .some 
cases I know that even after the 
court gave its verdict that the dismis¬ 
sals were wrong the concerned emp¬ 
loyees were not allowed to work in 
the railways. What should have been 
done in these cases? Not only in 
those cases but in the cases of a simi¬ 
lar nature which were not taken to 
the court the Government should 
have reinstated them forthwith. 

The purpose of my amendment to 
the Constitution is this. You gua¬ 
rantee the right to the landless who 
gets the land from Government that 
he will not be evicted by any 
court of law. There should not be 
any provision in the Constitution giv'- 
ing such blanket powers either to tlie 
Governor or to anybody to dismiss 
anybody without giving him a chance 
or without showing any reason for his 
dismissal or without giving him any 
chance to defend himself. 

So, these are the points on which in 
nutshell I bring this amendment and, 

I hope, that the Minister will agree 
with me and amend the Constitution 
in that way and the House will ac¬ 
cept It. With these words I conclude. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Motion moved; 

"That the Bill further to amend 
the Constitution of India, be taken 
into consideration." 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul); Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, I did not have the 
slightest intention to partieipeting in 
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this debate until I heard the hon’ble 
mover of this Constitution amendment 
Bill, Shri Bhattacharyya coming out 
with his exceedingly pet theories in 
support of this Bill. Only' then 1 
thought I might clarify some of the 
point.s as to whether or not the Bill 
as it is drafted would take care 
and achieve the results and objectives 
which he seeks to achieve. This is a 
ditTorent matter and I will not got into 
it for I do not suppose Shri Bhatta- 
charyya is a constitutional lawyer. 

Sjr, let us try to analyse and appre¬ 
ciate the reasons as expostulated by 
Shri Bhattacharyya and see whether 
those reasons are at all tenable and 
valid for this sort of measure here 
to be brought in the Hou.se at this 
juncture. Articles 22, 32, 226 and 311 
of the Constitution are sought to be 
amended by this Bill. 

So far as Article 22 is concerned the 
Article deals generally with the pro¬ 
tection afforded to the citizens again.st 
arrest and detention and it is sine 
quanon in case of detention and arrest 
in thi.s clause 2 of the same Article, 
that the person who is so arrested has 
to be produced before the Magistrate 
within twerty-four hours. The excep¬ 
tion has been enumerated in clause 3 
of the same Article, namely, unless it 
is a person who is arrested or detained 
under any law providing for preverilive 
detention. 

The mover of this Bill seeks for 
deletion of this category from the 
Con.stitution itself which is an excep¬ 
tion to the general rule which govern 
detention in this country or in any 
civilised society, so that no person ac¬ 
cording to him—if the Bill is passed 
—should ever be detained for pre¬ 
ventive detention ss such, that every 
person must be produced before the 
magistrate. Then, ony one categofY 
remains, that is. unless the person sd 
detained according to him is an enemy 
or an aHen. No Indian should be 
detained as such. 
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There is a considerable irony that 
a Marxist member has come to fight 
lor the liberties of individuals in -this 
country. (Interruptions,). 

Marxists according to him are al¬ 
ways fighting for the libertie.s of the 
individual only in the countries where 
democracy is permiative and soft 1 
wish the Marxists fight for the liber¬ 
ties of the people where it needs to be 
fought. They will not fight because 
they cannot fight in the land of Uncle 
and Father. 

Be that as it may, my respectful 
submission^ Sir, is that I am one of 
those people who consider that the 
period of the last six months in this 
country has been a golden era, a 
period in which the nation has come 
out of frustration, disappointment and 
exasperation. One of the main reasons 
why we havg been able to do so is 
that we have been able to use this 
weapon of detention very effectively 
and efficaciously. Had this been clone 
earlier, things would have been much 
different. 

The Mover of the Bill has not con¬ 
fined to leaving out people to be de¬ 
tained because detentions are for 
purposes of economic offences, social 
offences and many other offences, 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
There are laws. You can bring them 
to trial, Why don’t you do it?... 

SHRI N. K. P, SALVE: The diffi¬ 
culty is that the Marxist member does 
not seem to have a proper idea of the 
legal system which exists in a demo¬ 
cratic society. In a democratic society, 
if it was so easily possible, the USA 
would have got rid of Mafia, the UK 
would have got rid of many other 
illegal organisations. They could not 
do so. At any rate whatever they 
wanted to do with their illegal orga¬ 
nisations, if we are not able to get rid 
of Anand Margls, RSS and many other 
pepple who have been'creating havoc 


in this country. I fail to understand 
how long are we going to allow a 
situation where the entire society, and 
the vulnerable sections of it is held to 
ransom because of the nefarious acti¬ 
vities of these people whom we cannot 
get penalised before counts of law. 
How many times the counts have come 
up and laid down reasons, which the 
courts are certainly entitled to go into 
and said that the topmost smugglers 
must be let out, that the topmost poli¬ 
ticians who have done havoc to the 
country—I do not want to name them 
at this moment—they too could not 
even be chased or arrested or if 
arrested they had to be left free into 
the society again? In this country, had 
wc not reached a stage where a clarion 
call had been given for resorting 
not to the methods of satyagraha but 
to blanant. unconstitutional means, 
the means of violence, lawlessness, 
disorder and chaos? If such people had 
been arrested, I think the provision 
it has only been a great boon. The 
provision has been mercifully used 
by Government to eradicate such peo¬ 
ple and to isolate them from the mas¬ 
ses. What is the effective media of 
isolating these extremely dangerous 
and pernicious elements in the politi¬ 
cal circle from the masses except de¬ 
tention? If the Marxists think that 
democracy should be made softer than 
what it has been, that it should 1^ 
made more permissive than what it 
has been they are tragically mistaken. 
I wish to assure them that this country 
will never go back to what it was be¬ 
fore 25th June. It will only go ahead 
of it because like Phoenix it is a new 
coutitry arising whatever you may 
talk.. 


SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
It is your day now. 


SHRI N, K. P. SALVE: It is not 
a question or it being my day. The 
country is now..

*81. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 

SHRI S. A. MURUGANAN- 
THAM: 

Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Government are aware 
that there is a pressing demand for 
setting up of a Coconut Board; 

(b) whether representations were 
made to the Minister recently by the 
States where Coconut is the main 
commercial crop to set up Coconut 
Board in these Sthtes; and 

(c) if so, whether the Government 
propose to take a decision soon in this 
regard? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNASA- 
SAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) and (b). 
Yes, Sir. Recently some representa¬ 
tions have been received suggesting 
the formation of Coconut Board. 

(c) The matter is under careful 
examination of the Government of 
India and a decision will be taken as 
early as possible. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Sir. 
in view of the fact that there is a 
widespread disease affecting the coco¬ 
nut cultivation in Kerala and also in 
other States, whether the attention of 
1929 US—l 
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the Govertiment has been drawn to the 
fact that it is urgentlj' needed to have 
some co-ordinated all-India effort so 
Uiat there will be a planned and sys¬ 
tematic replantation with disease— 
rc.sistent plants? Whether the Gov¬ 
ernment would help the State Gov¬ 
ernments like Kerala where the Coco¬ 
nut Board has been set up for under¬ 
taking such efforts? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; I 
can only answer your question with 
positive ‘Yes’. The hon. Member is 
taking very keen interest in this and 
We also propose to consult all Mem¬ 
ber? of Parliament of coconut grow¬ 
ing Stales on 21st of this month so 
that in addition to the suggestion 
made by the hon. Member even if 
there are other suggestiom. Govern¬ 
ment of India would like to help the 
State Governments of the various 
coconut grow'ing States and we would 
like to go into the matter and help 
coconut growers, 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: We 
are thankful 'for the positive answer 
that the Minister has given. But I 
would like to ask another question. 
Whether the attention of the Govern- 
ment has been drawn to the fact 
which is equally important, that is in 
regard to the rapid decline in the 
price of coconut which affects the* 
coconut cultivction as a whole? I 
hope the Minister is also aware of the 
fact that more than 90 per cent of the 
cultivators are mainly small farmers. 
So, it affects the economy of certain 
States which are mainly coconut-grow. 
ing. May I know whether Govern¬ 
ment would take some steps so that 
the cultivators’ interests and the coco¬ 
nut cultivation as a whole can be 
saved from this crisis? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
India is actually a country at small 
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iarmers and particularly of cocount 
farmers have very small holdings. 
Government is aware that recently 
there has been a drastic fall in prices. 
But the hon. Member will appreciate 
that in this country the prices of edi¬ 
ble oils were very high and beyond the 
capacity of the consumers. All of us 
were trying to bring down the prices. 
So, if prices have come down, it is a 
very welcome sign. The only thing is 
there should not be a sudden fall 
which would upset the agricultural 
economy. This is engaging the atten¬ 
tion of the Government. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN: Is the hon. 
Minister aware that the coconut re¬ 
search stations being set up in our 
country such as those at Kayamkulam 
or Kasargode have not been rising to 
the occasion, as revealed by the fact 
highlighted by Mr. Chandrappan that 
the pasts have been eating up the 
whole coconut plantations and after 
some time if this continues, the people 
of Kerala may have to change the 
name of the State. Kerala means the 
land of coconut trees and it is en¬ 
visaged that in another 25 years the 
coconut plantations will be completely 
wiped out and it would be an anachro¬ 
nism to retain the name. Such is the 
widespread impact of this disease. It 
is a catastrophe that our research sta¬ 
tions are not catching up. will the 
hon. Minister be able to englighten 
the House on this matter? 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
There can be a view that there is 
much which can be done by our re¬ 
search stations to help the coconut 
economy. But I am not prepared to 
take a very pessimistic view. In fact 
We have succeeded in evolving new 
hybrid stains. Allied nurseries have 
been established in Kerala and else¬ 
where to replace the diseased coco¬ 
nut plantations, like human beings, if 
trees are unfed and not properly 
looked after, disease strikes them 
more severely. In Kerala irrigation, 
fertiliser dpes and i|}utrients are not 
adequately given. Ko other agrono¬ 


mic practices are being followed. In 
the adjolnix^ State of Tamilnadu, 
the productivity is much higher. 
These points are enga^g the 
attention of Government and hon. 
member need not have any fear that 
cocoanut plantations will be wiped 
out in Kerala, They would continue 
to play an important role in Kerala’s 
future economy.

A statement is laid on the Table of 
the Sabha. 

Statement 

(a) and (b). The Government of 
India do not sell any seeds directly to 
cultivators. The assessment of re¬ 
quirements and arrangements for 
production and distribution of seeds 
are primarily the responsibility of the 
State Governments. The State Gov¬ 
ernments themselves or through insti¬ 
tutions like cooperatives etc. arrange 
to distribute seeds of hybrid or high 
yielding varieties of various crops 
sufficient to meet the requirements. 
The prices at which seeds of certain 
important crops are sold by the State 
Governments in Assam, Rihar, U-P. 
and West Bengal are given in the 
Annexure. According to informatioin 
obtained from the State Governments 
of Assam, Bihar, Uttar Pradesh and 
West Bengal arrangements were made 
to ensure that there was no shortage 
of seeds for Kharif, 1975 and Rabi, 
1975-76,

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: It 
is true that agro-climatic conditions in 
different parts of the country are so 
different that one Organisation will 
not be able to meet all the require¬ 
ments and, therefore, w'g have advis¬ 
ed the State Government to have their 
own Seeds Corporations. We have 
also suggested to the Stale Govern¬ 
ments that it is not adequate to have 
Seed Corporations and they must 
have independent certification agen¬ 
cies which may be relied upon so that 
sub-standard seed does not go to the 
farmers. As far as National Seeds 
Corporallon is concerned, if it is prov¬ 
ed that any sub-standard seed has 
gone to the farmer he will be com- 
ipensated. 

SHRI ANANTRAO PATIL; The 
question of selling of seed has got a 
close connection with the production 
of seed. In this country, there are 
different organisations which are pro¬ 
ducing seeds. For instance, Pusa Ins- 


■a 

titute produces one of the best quali¬ 
ties of seeds. There are State Gov¬ 
ernments, there are agricultural uni¬ 
versities and there are private persons 
also As far as seed is concerned, 
there is no proper machinery for the 
certification of quality seed and many 
a times, the agriculturist gets sub¬ 
standard seed. May I know from the 
Minister whether it is not necessary 
to have coordination in the production 
of seed between these agencies apid 
whether there should not be a machi¬ 
nery for the certification of seed so- 
that the agriculturists are not affected 
adversely? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Yes. Sir. I would say that coordina¬ 
tion is absolutely necessary. That is 
the assessment of my Ministry and 
that is w’hy, we have established a 
Central Board for coordinating the 
activities in regard to seed. Secondly, 
as I have already referred, indepen- 
dei't certification agencies are being 
set lip by the Stale Governments and 
Government of India w'ould like to 
render even financial assistance if 
such agencies are set op. Enforce¬ 
ment machinery is also necessary. We 
have advised the State Governments 
that enforcement machinery should 
also be set up 

DR. RANEN SEN: It is well known 
that the Central Government is sup- 
plyric; all the seeds from various agen¬ 
cies, to the Stages. May T know why 
is there this wide variation in price 
from one Stale to another? In Assam, 
the price of wheat is Rs. 277—50, in 
Uttar Pradesh Rs. 180/- and in West 
Bengal Rs. 2i5/-. In regard to wheat 
and paddy, why is there this wide 
variation? Is it due to the fact that 
the Central Government charges dif¬ 
ferent rates for different States; or, is 
it because the States themselves 
evolve their own prices? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: I 
would first like to clarify that the 
Central Goveyrnment does not supply- 
seeds to anybody. It is done by the 
National'Seeds Corporation, the States 
Farms Corporation, the Terai Corpo- 
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ratioit—^likfe these there are a number 
cf public sesctor and semi-public sector 
seed organizations which supply seeds. 
As far as the NSC is concerned, we 
supply seeds at the same price uni¬ 
formly to all the States. What hap¬ 
pens is that the State Governments 
purchase seeds from various agencies; 
they pool the prices. Therefore, this 
price variation occurs. It is not be- 
cause of the differential in price of 
seeds supplied by the NSC. 

Vnder-weight Shipment of Wheat 
from U.S.A. 

• 83 . SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH: 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI 
KRISHNAN: 

Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government have seen 
reports to the effect that U.S. compa¬ 
nies while loading foodgrains to India 
supplied less quantity than officially 
declared; 

(b) if so, the facts thereof; and 

(c) whether any enquiry has been 
made from Indian Agents there and 
action taken against them for failure 
to check the weight? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNASA- 
HEB P. SHINDE); (a) and (b). Gov¬ 
ernment have seen Pre.ss Reports to 
the effect that a lower level employee 
of M/s Bunge Corporation, New York, 
had deposed that the Corporation was 
resorting to short-weighments of food- 
grain ships bound for India and 
African countries from their elevator 
at Destrehan. 

(c) The Indian Embassy, Washing¬ 
ton, who are responsible for all food- 
grains purchases from U.S,A, on be¬ 
half of the Government of India, has 
been asked to ascertain the position. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH; This 
raises several questions. 1 would 
like to know first from the Minister 
whether the Government of India has 


any accurate checking agency to know 
whether there is any under-weigh- 
ment, or not Di^ the Government of 
India know about it only from the 
US. reports, or did the Government 
have any developed organization or its 
own agency? Secondly, what will be 
the approximate loss? Has any esti¬ 
mation been made about the approxi¬ 
mate loss due to this under-weigh- 
inbnt^ 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: It 
vi’ould be interesting for the hon. 
Member to know that under the sta¬ 
tute, not only in America but in most¬ 
ly all important exporting countries 
like Canada and Au.slralia, they have 
u uniform law. Our inspection has no 
relevance, because under the statute, 
wiiatevor their inspectors certify has 
to be accepted as final, under their 
law. This matter has been taken up 
by u.-: with the U.S Government, but 
it i.s their legislation. And, therefore, 
our certification has no validity as far 
jj.s this is concerned The problem 
whether we should have an indepen¬ 
dent certification agency, was gone 
into some lime back witn the help of 
our India Supply Mission in Washing¬ 
ton. Whatever views our representa¬ 
tives there might have expressed, if 
they are going to have no legal vali¬ 
dity. then We are advised; what is the 
use of spending foreign exchange in 
rcanrd In that? As far as under- 
woighment is concerned, wc only came 
to knrnv from the reports from the 
U.S. Press and the court proceedings 
which are going on there. We have 
referred this matter again to the 
Indian embassy. We are collecting 
details. So far, it has not come to our 
notice. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH; Will 
th > Government approach the U S 
Government about compensation on 
account of the loss in .short weigh- 
ment of foodgrains from U.S ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The court ca.ses are on. The cases 
have not been established so far; but 
assuming, for the sake of argument, 
that the cas***: pre established, we will' 
definitely ask for compensation. 
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SHRl K. GOPAL: The hon. Minister 
had said that we have no machinery 
tQ check the correct weighment of 
these foodgrains which are loaded in 
U,S, ports; an^. that our inspection has 
got no relevance. I would like to 
know whether any .check is made on 
unloading the foodgrains in our ports 
in order to ascertain whether the 
weight is right or not, 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; 
Unfortunately, we have no automatic 
weighing machines at the ports and 
all our unloading activities are done 
manually, because, first of all, if auto¬ 
matic machines are set up, it is a very 
capital-intensive proposition and it 
will displace labour. So, we are fill¬ 
ing up the bags by hand and natural¬ 
ly that is some handicap because it is 
not possible to have very precise 
weighment because of manual handl¬ 
ing. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: The hon. 
Minister said that we have no agency 
to inspect. Nevertheless, may I know 
whether all thg shipments are accord¬ 
ing to the weight as certified by the 
inspectorate of the American Govern¬ 
ment or the commercial concern? Is 
any check made there, or are we just 
anxious to receive the stocks as they 
come? Is it not the policy of the 
Government to check whether the 
stocks received are according to the 
weighments specified in the hill of 
lading? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: I 
was referring to rough calculations. 

The weight is roughly calculated and 
accounting is done, but precise weigh¬ 
ments are not available to us because 
of our methods. 

Second World Congress on Water

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

IRRIGATION (SHRI KEDAR NATH 
SINGH): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) A statement is laid on the Table 
of the House, 

Statement 

The following, are, in brief, the main, 
recommendations made by tiie Second 
World Congress on Water Resources: 

fi) Water must be regarded as a 
national a.s.set and planning for water 
resoui-ce- development has to be 
directed towards evolving master 
plans on regional and national basis 
ignoring political boundaries and 
framed in the background of a clearly 
defined national water policy. 

(ii) Conjunctive use of surface and 
ground water is essential. New tech¬ 
niques of exploration such as remote 
.sensing and radioactive materials 
should be exploited to the maximum. 

(iii) Water resources planning 
.sliould take into account measures to- 
alleviate or reduce any adverse envi¬ 
ronmental effects. 

(iv) Research is needed on develop¬ 
ing waste water treatment processes 
suited for less developed countries. 

(v) Further investigations are need¬ 
ed on pond cooling systems and the 
effect on fish life by the discharge of 
cooling waters from thertnal stations. 

(vi) Water management should in¬ 
clude other areas such as economics; 
s.milation, social effects etc. 

(vii) Proper design of irrigation 
systems including improvement of 
delivery and control systems can save- 
much water. 

The above recommendations have 
been noted by ifte Government 
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■SHRI R. S. PANDEY: It is mention- 
ed in the statement: 

'‘Water must be regarded as a na¬ 
tional asset and planning for water 
resources development has to he 
directed toward evolving master 
plans on regional and national basis 
ignoring political boimdaries... 

First of all, I would like to congratu¬ 
late hon. Shri Jagjivan Ram for using 
his good offices for solving the prob¬ 
lem of the Godavari. May I know the 
salient points of that agreement? se¬ 
condly, about other river disputes like 
the Narmada etc., may I know what is 
going on? 

MR. SPEAKER: That is not relevant 
to this question Please put a question 
on the water lesources, not on river 
disputes. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: What is the 
difference between the two, because, 
water is, after all, Rowing into the 
river? 

One-tenth of the water of the world 
is flowing in this country. How are 
We going to harness that water? 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: I re¬ 
quire notice for this question. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: It has been stated in the 
statement: 

“_development has to be direc¬ 

ted towards evolving master plans 
on regional and national basis ignor¬ 
ing political boundaries and framed 
in the background of a clearly de¬ 
fined national policy.” 

In this context I would like to know 
whether’ a comprehensive scheme has 
been developed between India and 
Bangla Desh to utilise to the maximum 
the water resources of the Teesta, 
Padma etc., rivers jointly? 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: This 
also requires notice. 


SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI; Then, what is the use of the 
question? 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: It 
does not come tmder the conference 
because the conference was of a non¬ 
governmental organisation, and they 
have recommended certain things 
which we are also considering in the 
context of our own country. So. as 
regards this Padma which is an inter¬ 
national river, we are not touching 
that aspect. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: May I know from the hor. 
Minister what is the reaction of the 
Government to these recommendations, 
and more specially the first recommen¬ 
dation which says that water should 
be regarded as a national asset? Is the 
Government thinking of making any 
constitutional change and bringing the 
water resources in List One? What 
about recommendation No. 6 which 
says that water management should 
include other areas, such as economics, 
sanitation, social effect, etc? For 
example, the recent reports have 
shown that there is so much pollution 
in Ganges with the result that the 
sacred river has no longer remained 
sacred and it’s pollution has become a 
problem of health hazard. Has the 
Government taken any steps to imple¬ 
ment this recommendation, and if so, 
will he kindly give us the details? 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: The 
Government of India has taken note 
of the recommendations of the Com¬ 
mission and the President of India had 
also mentioned this in his Presidential 
Address when he addressed the joint 
session of Parliament, both Houses. 
We are very sincerely considering this 
aspect.

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: 

WiU the Minister of EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
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tii pleased to state: 

(a) whether the University Grants 
Commission have made known its 
proposal regarding Readerships in 
colleges; 

(b) whether a large number of col¬ 
leges, specially those belonging to 
minorities, have opposed the proposal; 
and 

(c) the reaction of Government 
thereto? 

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): (a) Yes, 
Sir, 

(b) and (c). Neither the Government 
nor the University Grants Commission 
have received any representations 
from the Universities, to whom the 
scheme has been communicated, op¬ 
posing the proposals. Some sugges- 
tiong from certain colleges have been 
received by the Commission. The 
Commission is looking into these. 

SHRI SAROJ MUKHERJEE: Will 
the hon. Minister let us know what 
will be the fate of 700 selection grade 
teachers who are at par with the 
Readers, according to iHe present sys¬ 
tem, if and when the recommendation 
of the UGC is implemented, that is, 
new recruitment for the post of Rea¬ 
dership begins? 

PROF, S. NURUL HASAN; I am 
given to understand that about 400 
teachers of Delhi colleges who were 
in the selection grade have filed a writ 
in the Delhi High Court on the 9 th 
January, 1976 . So, it would not be 
proper for me to make any comment 
on that. 

SHRI SAROJ MUKHERJEE: There 
are certain suggestions from the mino¬ 
rity colleges, that is, from the Minority 
Linguistic Departments, such as South 
Indian languages. Telugu, Tamil and 
Malayalam that there are 3-4 qualified 
teachers and not 6. According to the 
new recommendations, unless you have 
six teachers, there will be no post of 
Readership. In order to have the post

of Iteadersfaip, they want at least 2-3 
qualified teachers in a department. 
What is your reaction and suggestion 
to the Minority Linguistics Depart¬ 
ment? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; These 
matters are being looked into, as I 
submitted, by the Comifussion. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: May I know the re¬ 
action of the hon. Minister 
and whether any proposal of the 
UGC has been considered or not? At 
present, the practice in the universities 
is to have a four-tier system in the 
teaching department like a Teacher, a 
Reader, a Professor and Special Chair, 

I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister whether it is the standing 
practice to offer these postb by the 
universities or through the universi¬ 
ties by the University Grants 
Commission on the basis of 
seniority or on the basis of 
academic brilliance and performance? 

I would like to know, whether such a 
practice is there or not. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: I do not 
know whether I fully understood the 
question. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN dAS MUNSI: 
My question is whether you take into 
account the seniority or the academic 
brilliance and performance at the time 
of offering these posts. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: The 
practice that has been so far followed 
by most of the universities is and that 
is the policy which has been advocated 
by the University Grants Commission 
and to which Government subscribes, 
that all academic posts should be filled 
On the basis of an open competition on 
an All India basis on the basis of 
merit. 

' PROF, NARAIN CHAND PARA- 
SHAR: May I know from the ho». 
Minister as to t^iP date when the deci¬ 
sion to have the Readers in the colleges 
was taken? Secondly, now that the 
writ has been filed by the Delhi 
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teachers in the Delhi High Court. Was 
it not incumbent on the Delhi Univer¬ 
sity and the authority to have this 
question decided prior to the filing of 
the writ, especially when there was a 
time lay between the original position 
and the date of filing of the writ which 
is 9 th of January this year? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: The 
letter from the University Grants 
Commission to the various universities 
Communicating the scheme is dated 
the 13 th August. In this letter, it was 
stated that detailed schemes were to 
he submitted by the universities to¬ 
wards the end of November or Decem¬ 
ber. The representation from Delhi 
teachers was forwarded by the Vice- 
Chancellor to the University Grants 
Commission vide his letter dated 
January 1 , 1976 . You will see that 
between January 1 and January 9 , 
not all the time had elapsed. 


Loss due to devastating floods in Patna 

* 87 . SHRI RAM avatar SHASTRI 
Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the loss to the tune of 
crores of rupees was caused in Patna 
town by the devastating floods in 
August last; 

(b) if so, official as well as non¬ 
official estimates of the devastation 
caused; 

(c) whether Government have for¬ 
mulated a scheme to find out a solution 
to the problems of the flood-afiected 
people of Patna town; and 

(d) if so, the salient features there¬ 
of? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI KEDAR NATH 
SINGH); (a) to (d). A statement is 
laid on the Table of the House. 


Statement 

(a) Yes, Sir, 

(b) According to the reports receiv¬ 
ed from the State Government, tha 
tentative estimated damage to State 
Government Departments and public 
utilities is about Rs. 10.15 crores. The 
final figures are still under compilation. 
The State Government have also re¬ 
ported that damage to private proper¬ 
ties has not been assessed but this is 
likely to be several crores of rupees. 
In addition to this, valuable documents 
in some libraries and office records 
have been damaged, which are not 
amenable to being assessed in mone¬ 
tary terms, 

(c) and (d). Immediately after the 
floods, a High Level Expert Committee 
w'as set up by the Bihar Government 
to enquire into the Patna floods of 
August, 1975 and to suggest measures 
for future protection against similar 
catastrophies. The Committee is head¬ 
ed by Member (Floods), Central Water 
Commission and consists of the Chair¬ 
man, Ganga Flood Control Commis¬ 
sion, two Chiel Engineers of the State 
Government Irrigation Department 
and two Members of the Bihar Legis¬ 
lative Assembly. The Committee sub¬ 
mitted its interim report in Novem¬ 
ber 1975 recommending flood pro¬ 
tection and drainage wmrks which 
have to bo taken up on a priority 
basis. Its final report is awaited. 

The main items of works, recom¬ 
mended by the Committee to be taken 
up on first priority are:— 

(i) Construction of an embankment/ 
mason ary wall on the south bank of 
Ganga from Digha to Maner along- 
with revetment at vulnerable places; 

(ii) construction of a new embank¬ 
ment from Maner to Saidabad along 
the right bank of Sone; 

(iii) construction of an escape chan¬ 
nel from Patna canal upstream of 
Naubatpur through Kha'juri distribu¬ 
tary and Panchahua Nalla; 
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(Iv) raising and strengthening of 

Danapur distributary; and 


(y) improving and remodelling the 
existing urban drainage in Patna. 

The Commitee has also recomrnend- 
ed that the r^emodelling of the drainage 
system in the rural areas and raising 
and strengthening of the left embank¬ 
ment of Punpun along with construc¬ 
tion of new embankments in its upper 
reaches to be taken up as works of 
second priority.

Preparations for participation in 
Montreal Olympic 

*89. SHRl PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: Will the Minister of EDUCA¬ 
TION, SOCIAL WELFARE AND CUL¬ 
TURE be pleased to state: 

(a) whether preparations have been 
made by the Indian Olympic Associa¬ 
tion for participation of Indian team 
in the Montreal Olympic this year; and 

(b) whether hi« Ministry has per¬ 
mitted the Indian Football team to 
participate in the preJDlympic Games? 
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THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL. WELFARE AND IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CULTURE (SHRI 
D. P. YADAV): (a) and (b). A state¬ 
ment is laid on the Table of the Sabha. 

Statement 

Preliminary discussions between the 
Indian Olympic Association and the 
All India Council of Sports about 
India’s participation in the Olympic 
Games 1976 have been held. Accord¬ 
ing to mutually agreed criteria for 
participation of Indian teams', only 
the Hockey Team would clearly quali- 
ly. A programme for its training has 
been initiated. 

In addition, a few outstanding 
athlets, who reach reasonable stand¬ 
ards after undergoing further train¬ 
ing, as per programme already started, 
would also be permitted. 

The All India Council of Sports has 
given careful consideration to the 
question of participation of the Indian 
Football Team in the Olympic Games, 
in consultation with the Indian Olym¬ 
pic Association, and have not recom- 
meded the same. 

The Indian Football Team has been 
participating in the pre-Olympics 
since 1964, and has not even once 
qualified from the Asian Zone. In the 
Asian Games held at Tehran in 1974, 
the Indian Football Team lost badly 
all the three matches it played. The 
All India Council of Sports, lias, 
therfore, also not recommended" its 
participation in the forthcoming, pre_ 
Olmpic Tournament. 

The deterioration in the standard of 
football is causing serious concern to 
the Government of India. Government 
will take necessary action in the matter 
in consultation with the All India. 
Council of Sports, Indian Olympic 
Association and the All India Football 
Federation. 

SHRI .PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI; In this long statement, the 
reasons for not allowlhg the Indiaa 
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Football team to participate in the 
Olythpic Games, have been clarified. 
But I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister whether he is aware of 
^he fact that the very concept of parti¬ 
cipation in the Olympics is not to win 
prizes or get medals but to enthuse 
amateurism among the sportsmen of 
the world as well as to honour the 
countries and also encourage them in 
their sportg promotion and develop¬ 
ment, If India do not participate in 
the pre-Olympic Games just out of fear 
that they may lose the match, would 
it not result in the International Olym¬ 
pic Committee disaffiliating the Indian 
Football Team from further participa¬ 
tion in the Olympic Games in the 
future? 

I would also like to know how much 
money has been spent by the Govern¬ 
ment of India on promotion of sports 
on an average every year for the last 
live years, 

■SHRI D. P. YADAV: The hon. 
ber has rightly expressed his anxiety 
over the deterioration lii the standard 
of football in the country. I would 
like to draw the attention of tlie hon. 
Member to the recommendation of the 
Committee of which he himself was a 
Member; I will read out the portion of 
their recommendation: 

*^‘While usual sports events within 
the country shall be encouraged 
and expanded, participation in inter¬ 
national sports events shall be 
strictly restricted to games/sporls 
where the Indian sportsmen have 
achieved standards .favourably com¬ 
parable to the prevailing interna¬ 
tional standards.” 

This was the suggestion of the hon. 
Member, Shri Priya Ranjan Das 
Munsi. As regards the third part of 
his question, the total Plan and non- 
Plan provision will be about Rs, 1.61 
crores. 

SHRI PRIYA rANJAN DAS 
MtJNSI: I am glad that the Minister 
has referred to my suggestion. I still 
stick to my views. My question is that 


the promotion of the sports in the 
country, and the promotion of football 
speciallly, whether national or interna¬ 
tional, cannot be the independent res* 
ponsibility of the Associations or 
Federations. Government of India have 
a special re^onsibility too. Can the 
Government of India Veil us in this 
House bow much are the other deve¬ 
loping countries spending out of their 
total capacity or their annual plan in 
the field of sports and how much are 
the Government of India spending. I 
can .substantially prove that Govern¬ 
ment of India is spending on sports and 
games for the last two decades less 
than even the small African countries 
who participate in the international 
events. Does it indicate a healthy 
growth in the standard of football or 
any other game? 

SIIR] D. P. YADAV: We are all con¬ 
cerned nn this subject; I can simply 
say that within the provision of tha 
Plan budget and the* resource we have, 
we are trying our level Taest to en¬ 
courage the .-^porl.s ii\ the country. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Apart 
from the quantum of funds, which are 
being allocated for thig pu pose, the 
funds may be leSg or more, that is a 
matter of their financial resources, but 
what is more important and what I 
would like to know is, what sp'^cific 
steps are being taken and pursued to 
see that the gover::ing bodies which 
are responsible for the development of 
these games, particularly footl.a'I, are 
liberated from the gup of small coterie 
of ve.sted interests who have controlled 
these associations for long years? 
Second'y, what .arc the detailed sche¬ 
mes being undertaken to sec that 
young talented foolballei-s are dis¬ 
covered and encouraged, and proper 
training and coaching schemes are re¬ 
gularly followed? Without that any 
amount of money that you spend will 
go down the drain, 

SHRI D, P. YADAV: At this stage, 
it will be very difficult to say anything 
specific, but I can assure the hon. 
Member that through this Rdral Sports: 
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TMfeet in each block, we are trying to 
Involve ISCO youths in different sports 
in which football constitutes a major 
part. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Where 
are the coaches? 

SHRI D. P. YADAV: The hon. Mem¬ 
ber is awaj'e that we have limited re¬ 
sources. Eut so far as coaches are 
concerned, we are trying to have more 
trained coaches now in the Patiala 
Institute. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: My ques¬ 
tion was about the people who control 
these associations. He has not answer¬ 
ed that. 

MR. SP15AKER: He cannot answer 
a specific question without notice. 

SHRI INIDRAJIT GUPTA: Why not? 
I can give a more specific answer if he 
likes. 

SHRI BIISWANARAYAN SHASTRI: 
In the statement, it has been stated: 
“In the Asian games held at Tehran in 
1974, the Indian Football team lost 
badly all the three matches it played.’’ 
From 1^4 to 1975 ig a long time. Dur¬ 
ing this period, what steps has the 
Government taken to improve the 
standards of Indian football team so 
that it can participate in Olympic 
'games? 

SHRI D. P. YADAV: I do not think, 
there is anything new m the question. 
Again, I will say that we are trying 
our level best to improve the stan¬ 
dards.

•90. SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION be pleased to state:

During the 
last six months about 43,000 unautho¬ 
rised structures, residential at well au 
commercial, haiVe been cleared by the 
Delhi Development Authority and the 
Municipal Corporation of Delhi. Of 
these 43,000 about 32,500 were resi^ 
dential structures and the rest were 
commercial. 


2. About 30,000 residential squatters: 
have been allotted alternative plots 
in the Jhuggi Jhompri colonies and 
J. J. tenements built by the DDA or ia 
the DDA’s Housing Estates. In the 
case of the rest 2500 their tenements 
were found to be unoccupied or occu¬ 
pied just prior to the clearance opera¬ 
tion. Hence their cases were not con¬ 
sidered for re-settlement. 

3. Of about 10,500 commercial 
squatters, 7,200 were ranoved by the 
DDA and 3,300 were removed by 
Miinicipal Corporation, Delhi. Of the 
commercial squatters removed by 
DDA, about 4000 were provided inr 
DDA’s re-developmenf/re-location 
schemes; and 1000 in the commercial 
pockets of the J.J. colonies. Another 
500 commercial squatters who were 
evicted have also in the meantime 
purchased plots in auction held by 
the DDA for the eommereibl purpose. 


Of the remaining 1700 commercial

variety of rice which combines in it 


some of the characteriatics of the 
traditional basmati varieties found in 
India. Thus, the new variety named 
Pu8a-33 has fine slender grains and 
basmati aroma. The variety matures 
in 98 to 105 days depending on the 
agro.climatic sones of its cultivation. 

(b) Like the traditional basmati 
varieties the new variety has line 
grains and also a characteristic aroma. 
Its cooking quality improves on stor¬ 
age as in the case of the traditional 
basmati varieties. However, it falls 
short of the traditional basmati 
varieties in some of its quality cha- 
racteri.siics. For example the 
aroma on cooking is not as strong 
nor Is the grain elongation as great 
as in the traditional varieties. In its 
food value it compares well with the 
traditional varieties.

Agencies/Marginal Farmers and Agri¬ 
cultural Labourers Development 
Agencies allow subsidies to identified 
small farms beneficiaries small far¬ 
mers upto 25 per cent and marital 
farmers and agricultural labourers 
upto 33-1/3 per cent of the invest¬ 
ment cost for various pro^ammes 
like minor irrigation, land devdop- 
ment, soil conservation, animal hus- 
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tondry, etc. through financing institu¬ 
tions which make available the 
balance portion of investment as loan. 
Subsidy at 25 per cent is provided for 
the subsidiary occupations under 
schemes like dairy, poultry, piggery, 
sheep and goat rearing, fisheries, etc. 
to small farmers and at 33-1/3 per cent 
to marginal farmera and agricultural 
labour«-s. Landless agricultural la¬ 
bourers are given the first priority in 
the case of above subsidiary occupa¬ 
tions.

planned to be imlemented in 3 
phases. So far only the first phase of 
the scheme comprising the excavation 
of the Amta Channel and some of its 
tributary drains, a link channel bet¬ 
ween Madaria and Dakatia Khals, and 
construction and remodelling of exist¬ 
ing bridgeo, sluices etc. estmated to 
cost Rs. 6.82 crores have been approv¬ 
ed for implementation by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission in April, 1971. 
Phases II and III of the scheme esti¬ 
mated to cost Rs, 27.64 crores are yet 
to be approved. 

Flood Control forms partg of the 
State Plan and therefore the funds for 
the implementation of the schemes 
have to be provided for by the State 
Government in theii- plans. However, 
the Central! Government in the wake 
of severe floods during 1971 provided 
financing iissistance bf Rs. 11 crores 
to the State Government of West 
Bengal in the last two years of the 
4th Plan, to supplement tlje provision 
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made in the State plan for complet¬ 
ing the work on certain priority flood 
control works. Lower Damodar 
Scheme was one of the priority 
schemes. 

It is reported that tht work of re¬ 
sectioning of the Amta Channel and 
also Madariakhal, Ronarkhal, Daka- 
tiakhal, including diversion and link 
channels have been completed. 

The expenditure incurred on the 
scheme up to the end of the 4th Plan 
was Rs. 6.11 crores. The expenditure 
during 1974-75 is Rs. 1.26 crores and 
the anticipated expenditure for 1975- 
76 is Rs. 0.80 crores. The combined 
outlay for all the three phases of the 
Lower Damodar Scheme proposed by 
the State Government for 1976-77 is 
Rs. 5.50 crores. 

(b) Phase I is programmed to be 
completed by June, 1976. 

(c) The scheme on completion will 
benefit an area of 1.2 lakh hectares 
(723.04 sq. miles) in the districts of 
Burdwan, Hooghly and Howrah. 
Information about the number of vil¬ 
lages to be benefited by ihe scheme 
is not available.

Society

Commission on Agriculture in their 
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Interim Report on Credit, Services 
for Small and Marginal Farmers and 
Agricultural Labourers, detailed 
guidelines were issued by Govern- 
' ment of India, in consultation with 
the Reserve Bank of India, for orga¬ 
nising Fanners’ Service Societies), 
along with model bye-laws of the 
Farmers Service Cooperatives, to the 
State Governmenis/Union Territories 
in 1973, The guidelines cover, inter 
alia, the areas where they can be 
organised, minimum population 
coverage, composition of membership, 
reservation of seats on the board of 
management for the weaker sections, 
nature of the financing agency which 
can finance the Societies, technical 
staff support to be provided, etc. 
These Societies are to cover a mini¬ 
mum population of 10,000 and going 
upto a full Community Development 
block and are expected to disburse 
all types of credit required, supply 
inputs including fertilisers, arrange 
for processing and marketing, etc. 

The State Governments|Union 
Territories have also been advised, 
from time to time, about the manner 
of organising the Farmers Service 
Societies, the priorities to be given in 
the selection of areas for setting up 
such societies etc. 

(b) There are about 3300 primary 
cooperative marketing societies cover¬ 
ing almost all the important secondary 
markets in the country. These 
marketing cooperatives provide facili¬ 
ties to the farmers for marketing of 
their agricultural produce besides 
supplying their requirements for in¬ 
puts. Efforts are being made to 
strengthen and streamline the market¬ 
ing cooperative at various levels in 
order to improve their services to the 
farmers. The cooperative are also 
being increasingly involved in the 
procurement of foodgrains, cotton and 
jute by the public sector Corporations. 

A scheme for financial assistance to 
the selected regulated markets was 
taken up during the Fourth Five Year 
Plan and ig being continued during 
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the Fifth Flan. The scheme envi¬ 
sages financial' assistance selected 
regulated markets in the country in 
order to safeguard the interests of 
growers and enable them to realise 
better and remunerative price for 
their produce by providing proper 
marketing facilities.

cost of paper. In order to supply text 
books and exercise books to students 
at cheaper rrftes, the Government of 
India have arranged to allocate 
tonnes of white printing paper annu¬ 
ally for the educational sector at a 
concessional rate of Bs. 2,750/- per 
tonne as against the market rate of 
Hs. 4,000 to Hs. 6.000 per tonne for 
other varieties which are used for 
printing books etc. This arrangement 
has brought down the price of text 
and exercise books. 

The prices of exercise books have 
been brought down and are being 
standardised to bring about a unifor¬ 
mity in their prices in the country.

D. P, YADAV): (a) The matter is 
primarily the concern of the State 
Governments, The majority of the 
Slates and Union Territories have> 
already introduced the new pattern 
and the remaining States are consi¬ 
dering the matter seriously. The Cen¬ 
tra] Advisory Board of Education on 
which all State Education Ministers 
are represented has adopted a resolu¬ 
tion recommending that the new pat¬ 
tern of School Education should be 
introduced throughout the country be¬ 
fore the end of the Fifth Five Year 
Plan period. No difficulties are likely 
to arise by the introduction of the 
new education system. 

(b) The recent Conference of Vice- 
Chancellors (September 30, October, 
1, 1975) accepted the new education 
syster introducing 10+2-j-3 pattern. 

(c) Some of the advantages that are 
likely to accrue on the implementation, 
of the new pattern of education would 

be; 

(i) the school stage will be streng. 
thened and its standards will 
improve because of its length¬ 
ening to 12 years and because 
of the inclusion, within it, of 
the intermediate stage which 
will bring in better teachers 
and facilities. 

(ii) The students will be mature 
enough, when they enter class 
XI, to make a tentative deci¬ 
sion about their future career. 

(iii) The pressure on the Univer¬ 
sity system is likely to be re¬ 
duced as a sizeable number of 
students would be entering 
vocations at the higher secon¬ 
dary stage instead of aimlessly 
pursuing higher education. 

(iv) The standards in higher edu¬ 
cation will also improve as 
the students going into the 
University stream will now be 
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better prepared and more 
mature. 

>(v) The three year degree course 
would be a definite improve¬ 
ment on the existing two year 
course as it will be possible 
to meet the demands of spe¬ 
cialisation as wcil as broad- 
based general and inter-dis¬ 
ciplinary education and to 
make adequate provision for 
practical experience, field 
work and project-orienting 
studies. 

.<vi) The products of both the 
school system and University 
system would be more em¬ 
ployable and will be more 
useful citizens.

To check the rise in prices, the 
Government canalised exports of 
onions from 4th December, 1975, only

■w'ho were directed not to undertake 
the exports for the time being. As a 
result of this measure and because of 
the arrival of the second onion crop 
in the market, there has been an ap¬ 
preciable decline in the prices of 
tonioriS,

Following 
the decisions taken, two meetings at 
officers level were held and the Chief 
Minister of Andhra Pradesh discussed 
the various issues involved with the 
Chief Ministers of Karnataka, Madhya 
Pradesh and Maharashtra and reached 
bilateral agreements. A meeting was 
also held between the Chief Ministers 
of Madhya Pradesh and Orissa at the 
request of the Union Minister of Agri¬ 
culture and Irrigation, and a bilteral 
agreement was reached. The final 
accord on the Godavari was reached 
at the meeting taken by the Union 
Minister with the Chief Ministers of 
all the five States on 19 th December, 
1975. 

(b) The broad features of the agree. 
ment are as follows; 

(1) In the Manjira Sub-Basin 
Karnataka can use 14.27 TMC 
and Maharashtra 22 TMC for 
new projects. Andhra Pra¬ 
desh can construct Singdr 
project with gross capacity of 
30 TMC and withdraw 4 TMC 
for drinking water supply to 
Hyderabad city. 

(2) In the Main Godavari, Maha¬ 
rashtra can use all waters 
upstream of Jayakwadj and 
Siddheswar Dams.

Statement 

A Conference of Vice-Chancellors 
of Indian Universities was held on 
30lh September and 1st October, 1975 
under the joint auspices of the Minis¬ 
try of Education and Social Welfare 
and the University Grante Commis¬ 
sion. The mam recommendations of 
the Conference ere as follows:— 

tl) The GovL;!i..-ent of India 
may place at the disposal of 
the University Grants Com¬ 
mission sufficient funds to 
enable the Commission to pay 
maintenance grants for speci¬ 
fied activities to the State 
Universities as emvisaiged 
under Section 12(0) of the 
UGC Act. More funds should 
be placed at the disposal of 
the Commission for it*s plan 
development prograimmes 
also. 

(2) Hostels for students should 
not be treated as non-func¬ 
tional buildings for purposes 
of temporary ban imposed by 
the Government of India on 
coriistruction of buildings. 

(3) In order that the collection of 
books in Book Banks could 
be augmented from time to 
time, the UGC may assist 
colleges with additional 
grants during the plan period. 
The scope of Book Banks sway 
be extended to postgraduate 
and professional courses. 
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(4) The State Governments may 
be persuaded to implement 
the revised scales of pay in 
universities and colleges in 
all faculties including 
Faculties of Agriculture, 
Engineering and Medicine. 

(5) The State Government may 
set a Coordination Committee 
of Vice-Chancellors of Univer¬ 
sities with a representative of 
the UGC a3sociated with it 
for purposes of better coordi¬ 
nation. 

(6) The UGC may finance on 
100 per cent basis some teach¬ 
ing posts for providing com¬ 
pensatory teaching in colleges 
and universities for the 
benefit of backward students. 

(7) The main emphasis on 
restructuring of courses 
should be on updating and 
modernising of all courses 
and on developing a teaching¬ 
learning process which has a 
measure of congruence with 
individual and social needs of 
istudenls not in one subject 
but in all teaching. 

(8) It will be nece.ssary to provide 
financial assistance to the 
universities for switching over 
to 10-|-2-f-3 pattern especially 
those universities which have 
at present a two-year degree 
course. In the course of the 
next two years, the UGC 
may bring together the 
universities for bringing 
about enrichment on content 
in the first degree course and 
for ensuring a measure of 
comparability and equivalence 
of standards. 

(9) The UGC may set up Joint 
Consultative Committees with 
the All India Medical Council, 
ICAR, NCERT and the Bar 
Council to study the implica¬ 
tion of 10-1-24-3 pattern on 
professional courses. 


(10) The Conference while express¬ 
ing general agreement with 
the concept of autonomous 
colleges suggested the follow¬ 
ing guidelines lor identifying 
colleges for autonomous, 
status: 

(i) A long record of excellent 

performance including 

evidence of educational 
experimentation and 

innovation; 

(ii) Adequate facilities libraries, 
laboratories and staff; 

(iii) Having a high academic 
standard and administra¬ 
tively viable; and 

(iv) Good teacher-pupil ratio. 

(11) Greater importance should be- 
given to sports and games 
activities in university life 
and UGC should earmark 
funds for sports and games for 
universities and special grantg 
be made available for employ¬ 
ing coaches and sports facili¬ 
ties be organised in such a way 
that they are made available 
to a major section of student 
community. Each university 
should set up Students Centres 
whore students can participate 
in a variety of cultural and 
recreational activities and 
funds for this purpo.se may be 
provided by the UGC. Youth 
festivals may be organised on 
nnivf>rsitv and inter-uni'ver- 
sity basis.

The State Government bave since 
complied with the first two require¬ 
ments, The necessai^ assurance re¬ 
garding adequate funds for buildings.

The Commission wUl take 
necessary action to declare the uni¬ 
versity fit to receive assistance from 
the Central Government sources as 
soon as this assurance is received from 
the State Government. 

At present 36 constituent/affiliated 
colleges of Lalit Narain Mithila Uni¬ 
versity have been brought within the 
purview of Section 2(f) of the U G.C. 
Act and are therefore eligible to re¬ 
ceive assistance from the Commission. 
The Commission has so far not receiv¬ 
ed a proposal from the Lalit Narain 
Mithila University to bring Kalidas 
Vidyapati Science College, Benipatti 
v.dthin the purview of Section 2(f) of 
the U.G.C. Act.

Out of 
these, 98 Bangladesh girl refugees haid

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■were advised to obtain Bangladesh 
passports from the Bangladesh Mis¬ 
sion in India and then aPPiy the 
grant of long-term visas for stay in 
India. Since these persons are Bangla- 
desh nationals, they are not eligible 
for any rehabilitation facilities. 

Further up-to-date information has 
been called for from the two State 
Governments.

Godavari: With a view to reaching 
a consensus for a programme of con¬ 
struction of new projects in Goda¬ 
vari 15 jsin pending the Tribimal’s 
decision, the Union Minister of Agri¬ 
culture and Irrigation called a meet¬ 
ing the decisions taken, two meetings 
cerned States in July, 1975, Follow¬ 
ing the decisions taken, two meetings 
at officer level were held and the 
Chief Minister of Andhra Pradesh 
discussed the various issues involved 
with the Chief Ministers of Karna¬ 
taka, Madhya Pradesh and Mahara¬ 
shtra and three bilateral agreements 
were reached. A meeting was also 
held between the Chief Ministers of 
Madhya Pradesh and Orissa at the 
request of the Union Minister of 
Agriculture and Irrigation and a bila¬ 
teral agreement was reached. The 
final accord on the Godavari was rea¬

The 
Kliarif crops have just been harveset- 
ed and Rabi crops sown. However, in 
the current year—(1975-76)—rainfall 
and supply of inputs including ferti¬ 
lizers and power have generally 
been favourable in most of the States. 
The area under Kharif crops register¬ 
ed substantial increase over the pre¬ 
vious year and the target of 69 
mllion tonnes is likely to be achieved. 
Similarly, due to favourable condi¬ 
tions at the sowing time, the area 
under Rabi crops, particularly wheat, 
is also expected to increase signi¬ 
ficantly. Due to increased production 
during the Kharif season, the prices 
of foodgrains have generally shown 
a declining trend. 

(b) The 5th Plan target of food- 
grains Production has been fixed at 
140 millions tonnes. It is envisaged 
that the fulfilment of this target will 
make the country not only self-suffi¬ 
cient in respect of foodgrains but a'so 
leave a cushion for building a buffer 
stock. The steps being taken to 
achieve this target include extension 
of area under high yielding varieties 
of crops; increased emphasis on deve¬ 
lopment of minor irrigation emphasis 
on command area development for 
increased utilisation of irrigation po¬ 
tential; advising the State Govern¬ 
ments On introducing, better crop 
patterns including advancing the 
sowing of paddy in some area sup¬ 
ported by timely relesilse of water 
and raising of community nurseries. 
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introduction of dry farming tedhi^ 
nology through pilot projects - and 
drought prone area programme, closer 
coordination among Agriculture, irri¬ 
gation and Allied Departments; 
strengthening of arrangements for 
production and sufjply of quality 
seeds; stress on soil analysis and opti¬ 
mum utilisation of available fertilisers 
supplies supplemented by accelerated

been notified at the same level as fixed 
in July 1975 for 1974-75 season, and 
the matter is kept under constant 
review. 

The Government have no intention 
of reviewing the notified statutory 
minimum cane price for 1975-76 sea¬ 
son, which has been fixed having re¬ 
gard to the overall economic situation 
and the Government’s determination 
to hold the price line of all the essen¬ 
tial commodities of mass consumption. 
Under the policy of partial control in 
vogue, the sugar factories, however, 
usually pay higher cane prices in 
consultation with State Governments.

The helicopter cre^w came out with 
minor injuries. Of the six pas.'.engers, 
Mr. Mike Ryan, g French rational 
working with schluniborger, was 
thrown out of the helicopter in a State 
of severe shock. The other five pas¬ 
sengers died instantaneously and their 
bodies were recovered. Among those 
killed was a Canadian employee of a 
fnm of Singapore engaged in the 
ceme’-iting work of oil w^ells; and foiu: 
were Indians, of whom one was a 
Senior Driller of the O.N.G.C., and 
three were Indian employees of 
foreign contracting firms 

On receipt of the information, e 
rescue helicopter wa.s immediately 
flown out. The helipad of the Haakon 
Magnus having become unserviceable;, 
due to the accident, the rescue heli- 
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copter landed on the deck of a lay- 
barge operating about four to five 
miles away. With the help of a supply 
boat, the injured were brought to the 
lay-barge and flown to Bombay for 
treatment. 

The dead-bodies were brought to 
Bombay and handed over to the repre¬ 
sentatives of the respective organisa¬ 
tions in which the deceased were 
working. The dead body of Shri Ram 
Pal, Senior Driller of the O.N.G.C. 
was flown to New Delhi and. taken by 
road to Hoshiarpur, his home town. 
O.N.G.U. further arranged for the 
funeral and other obsequies. Apart 
from a cash grant for meeting the 
immediate expenditure, O.N.G C. 
would be paying a sum of Rupees one 
lakh to Shri Ram Pals family, under 
the basis of an insurance scheme. 

I visited Bombay on Saturday, im¬ 
mediately after getting the news of 
the tragedy. The Chairman of the Oil 
and Natural Gas Commission had also 
arrived and necessary consultations 
were held with regard to the disposal 
of the bodies and other duties that 
had to be performed in this connec¬ 
tion. Mr. Mike Ryan, the French 
aational is receiving treatment in the 
Beach Candy Hospital and is wholly 
out of danger As the burnt helipad 
was to be cleared yesterday afternoon, 
it was not considered practical for 
any one of us to reach the Haakon 
Magnus just now. All alternative 
arrangements for normal drilling ope¬ 
rations and communication with the 
Haakon Magnus drill ship have been 
made and the testing of the Haakon 
Magnus drilled well is at present go¬ 
ing on according to programme. 

A Court of Inquiry will be held by 
Air Force authorities. The O.N.G.C. 
has been advised to go into the ques¬ 
tion of additional safety precautions 
they may be considered necessary.

SHRIMATI ROZA DESHPANDE 
(Bombay Central;: Mi. Speaker, 
Sir, it is a pity tbat even though the 
medical representatives in this coun¬ 
try have been demanding for years 
together that they should be covered 
by the Industrial Disputes Act as 
workmen, today, you have just play¬ 
ed a hoax on them. Even after 28 
years qf Independence, they are npt 
protected and after just making a 
show that you are going to help them 
*' you had cut their throats. In fact, it 
would have been better if you had not 
done it. But, after doing it you have 
done a thing by which you are 
not going to cover 

even 20 per cent of the medical re- 
preientatives in this country. I do 
not know who has supplied you with 
all kinds of statisUts. I do not know

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whether for their intellectual satis¬ 
faction, they were giving you all 
kinds of statistics or what. 


It you had gone into the real pay 
scales and the system under ■which 
the medical representatives are paid, 
you would not have introduced such 
a kind of ceiling, where no medical 
representative would 'be covered by 
this. For instance, today, there are 
20,000 medical and sales representa¬ 
tives in this country. You would be 
covering hardly 20 per cent. Secondly, 
Sir, the total sales turnover of the 
multinational companies in this coun¬ 
try is Rs. 370 crores and out of this, 
70 per cent is accounted for by the 
multinational companies of the drug 
industry. But they hardly spend 5 
per cent on the salaries etc. of the 
medical and .sales representatives. 
What do they gel? Even an ordinary 
clerk in a monopoly concern in the 
drug and pharmaceutical industry 
gets more than Rs. 1200—1300. Here, 
you are imposing a ceiling and say 
that inclusive of DA and basic wage, 
it should be Rs, 750. If a person is 
employed on commission, the ceiling 
is Rs. 9,000. I do not know by what 
method you have calculated this and 
by what arithmetic you have worked 
out this ceiling. As my friend has 
.said, you could have increased the 
ceiling. You have increased it in 
the ESI scheme. You are doing it 
in the Payment of Wages Act, What 
is wrong here? Are not they workers? 
What do they gel? You can very well 
imagine the plight of the medical re¬ 
presentatives. They have to work for 
10-12 hours a day. They get hardly 
Rs. 20—25 by way allowance. They 
ax'e not ihe affluent section of indus¬ 
trial workers. They have to slog along. 
The way the drug and pharmaceuti¬ 
cal concerns are treating these medi¬ 
cal workers, we thought you would 
come to their help but instead of 
helping them, you are stabbing them 
in the back, I know the Minister is 
not going to yeild to any of our re- 
presentatioins or rfspond to our 
speeches, do not know how the modi-' 
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cal workers would be able to show 
their protest against these restrictions 
oi) .the part of Government. 

I would have really given you full 
statistical data of how the medical 
workers are paid. You have not 
even split the emoluments. Some¬ 
where Dx\ is linked up. But DA fiuc- 
tuate.s. With this ai a certain time, 
it is within the specified Rs. 750. At 
any time the DA goes up and the 
total emoluinenis increase, the next 
month that worker will not be cover¬ 
ed by this. If .you could understand 
what I mean, the Huctuation in the 
DA will always change the status of 
these medical representatives. To 
the majority of the medical workers 
even in the smalJer Indian sector, any 
employer will just say ‘today you are 
being given 750 salary’. Finished. He 
is out of this. He has no protection 
whatsoever. These multi-nationals 
have been cutting the throats of these 
medical workers for such a Jong time 
giving them no facilities. The em¬ 
ployers have no norms; somewhere 
there is commission, somewhere there 
is basic pay plus DA, somewhere 
there is total salary, somewhere they 
ges some kind of allowance. 
Why could you not say that there 
should be a certain amount as basic 
salary instead of giving this grand 
total of Rs. 750? By what calculation 
have you come to this? Have you 
taken a general review of what the 
medical workers are earning, what 
are they getting, how are they pro¬ 
tected, what ibonus do they get? They 
do not get bonus. Somewhere they 
give incentive. This incentive also 
fluctuates. With 'all that, making 
such a grand gesture or helping the 
medical workers, you bring forward 
this kind of Bill, At this rate, I do 
hot know what way you are going to 
protect the workers in this country. 
This whole drug industry is in the 
hands of multi-nationals who spend 
lakhs and crores on advertisements 
;.|ilone. These are the medical work- 
who propagate their drugs. How 
you going to pl^e than, protect 
thani? Those who are gating out to 


propagate the petty formulations of 
these monopolists iti this industry do 
not get even 5 per cent of what these 
monopolists spend on advertisements 
in terms of their salary and remu¬ 
neration. With all that, you have 
brought forward this Bill. I am very 
sorry I cannot say anything more 
about it. But I would not surely vote 
in favour of this Bill. I would rather 
abstain. 

SHRI K. GOPAL (Karur); Mr, 
ker I am happy to take part in the 
discussion on this Bill, not because 
it is in the form in which I desire 
but because ns one who belonged to 
the clan of salesmen once, I am hap¬ 
py to sec some Bill has come at last. 
M":'. Roza Deshpande pointed out the 
difficuliies of medical repre • entatives. 
As one who has spent a .substantial 
part of my youth as a salesman. I 
won lid aay one thing. I request the 
hon. Minister to be considerate in the 
provisions of the Bill. This Bill has 
been brought forward after the 
judgement of the Supreme court two 
years ago regarding the working con¬ 
ditions of medical representatives. 
Then the Committee of petitions of 
Rajya Sabha went into this matter 
and they said that something should 
be done for the benefit of medical re¬ 
presentatives and the salesmen in 
general so that they might be cover¬ 
ed by the Labour Acts. I am sorry 
to say that in the form in which it has 
come the present Bill is not going to 
help any body. Clause 1(4) says that 
it shall apply in the first instance to 
every e.stablishment engaged in the 
pharmaceutical industry. I am 
happy about it so far as it goes. But 
why should it apply only to them? 
I concede that the subsequent clause 
gives power to extend it to other in¬ 
dustries. I am not happy because it is 
going to benefit only twenty per cent 
of the medical representatives. Is it 
because only the crying babies are to- 
be fed. Only those who demand 
things get them? Do not the salesmen 
of other industries deserve considera¬ 
tion? You could have brought other' 
industries also under this at the same- 
stroke. 
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Secondly, Bajya Sabha had stated 
that the exids of social justice to that 
class of people demand a suitable 
amendment to the definition of the 
term workmen voider the Industrial 
Disputes Act so that the medical re¬ 
presentatives were also covered by 
the term ‘definition’ in the said 
<^kct « • V 

The Working Journalists Act has 
been suitably modified. But you say 
here that the total emolvunents should 
not exceed Rs. 750. If there is an in¬ 
crease of Rs. 10 in my total emolu¬ 
ments and I get Rs. 760 in one month, 

I will cease to be workman for that 
month. If there is a reduction of my 
total emoluments to Rs..740 in a 
month. I w'ill be treated as a work¬ 
man. I do not understand this. Why 
should you keep a ceiling at all? 
The very purpose of the Bill will be 
defeated. More than 75 per cent of 
the medical representatives in the 
country are getting total emoluments 
exceeding Rs. 750; so this Bill is going 
to benefit hardly 25 per cent of the 
people and 'vithin a couple of years 
perhaps they will also exceed that 
limit. I have given an amendment to 
clause (1) (iv) and (iv) and I do not 
konw' whether the hon. Minister will 
agree to that. Unless you remove 
the ceiling the Bill will not meet the 
ends of justice. Even during the last 
session when this Bill was being in¬ 
troduced We represented to the hon. 
Minister and to the Prime Minister 
also. They did not give any assurance. 
But we were fondly hoping that the 
ceiling clause would be removed. I 
request the hon. Minister not to stick 
to the ceiling clause but to accept 
our amendments. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayink- 
il); Sir, I fully share the views expres¬ 
sed by my colleague Mr. Gopal and also 
Mrs. Deshpande. This Bill has been 
brought forward by the Government 
because of the report of the Petitions 
Committee and the judgem^ of the 
Supireme Court. I am afraid that the 
spirit in the above two documents is 
not contained iti this BilH 1 should 
hke tb aik os» basic question; What 
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is the logic behind the eiling? There 
must be some logic when you are in¬ 
troducing a law. What is the ration¬ 
ale behind the fixation of the ceiling 
at 750? Will it cover the majority 
of the workers or not? It is with my 
knowledge—I do not know if the hon. 
Minister can refute wha. I say with 
.statistics—that with this ceiling, the 
Bill will benefit only about 
20 per tent of the workers. 

I do not want to go into 
more details. We have arrested smug¬ 
glers and tax evaders and black mar- 
ketecis. Still those people who have 
a monopoly grip on the drug indus¬ 
try arc scot free. 

Now, you have to arrest those peo¬ 
ple. We the Members of Parliament 
do not know the value of the medici¬ 
nes. I know that people have to pay 
so much money for the medicine.s as 
per the p’^escription given by a doc¬ 
tor. The drug manufacturers are 
making the highest profit. They are 
making a profit of 400 per cent out of 
which they spend about 25 per cent 
on advertiseinent.s alone. Such an in¬ 
dustry with high profit can easily 
take interest in the workers who are 
about 20,000 or 25,000. These workers 
lor a long time have been claiming 
for security and other facilities. I 
have written a letter to the hon. 
Labour Minister in this connection. 
I have also written a letter to the 
Chief Minister of Maharashtra in 
regard to the termination of the ser¬ 
vices of the Union Secretary of this 
industry. But so far nothing could 
be done. The hon. Minister could not 
influence these drug companies in 
this regard. So, I fully support the 
amendment which my hon, friend 
moved that the ceiling must be taken 
away. Sir, I would like to ask the 
hon. Minister whether this ceiling 
would cover a majority of the work¬ 
ers. As Shrimati Roza Deshpande 
pointed out, the income of workers 
has gone up. The medical represen*- 
tatives have to go to field work neat¬ 
ly dressed in suits costing about Rs. 
300 or Rs .400 and to marintain these 
things they have ^be peid voxmi' 
Today in cities liici Bombay, 
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or Calcutta, the cost of living is so 
much that the ceiliniT of Rs. 750 
would hardly cover these workers. 
Sir. I do not want to go into detail. 
“We about 18 to 20 Members have 
given a note to the Minister expres- 
«ing our concern over this matter. So, 
Sir, if the ceiling is not taken away, 
this bill wil serve no purpose. There¬ 
fore, I would request the hon. 
Minister to please consider the views 
expressed by the hon. Members and 
remove the ceiling and help a majo¬ 
rity of the workers of this industry. 

SHRI AMIT NAHATA (Barmer); 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am afraid I am 
going to strike a iscordant note even 
.at the risk of being misunderstood by 
the Trade Union leaders on that side 
and on this side. I am not opposed 
to white-collar trade unionism. I 
am not opposed to elitist trade 
unionism. Shrimati Roza Deshpande 
mentioned at the end of her speech 
about this but she could not reconcile 
her demand with those analyses. Who 
are the most of the medical agents? 
Who are the most of the pharmaceu¬ 
tical salesmen? They are brilliant 
young men. They are M.Scs. and 
B.Scs. They are qualified chemists 
and persons who have the capacity 
to persuade the buyers. They are 
very good salesmen. There is no 
doubt about it. But what are they 
controbuting to the society? I am 
afraid, Sir, there is no better or a 
worse example than the most use- 
les»5 unproductive and worthless em¬ 
ployment than this. It is as if this 
country is very healthy, as if the 
people of this country do not need 
medicines and as if there is a great 
need for pushing and selling these 
products in the market that an army 
of salesmen are required to persuade 
and bribe the doctors and they are 
competing with one another because 
the same product is sold with one 
hundred names. And similarly with 
different combinations and permuta¬ 
tions, they create different brand 
iiam«s and thw are exceptionally 
doses of vita^pns and high dose 
;)ifl unnecessary dr^s in innumeredde 
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lonks axid luost of these salesmen 
and pharmaceutical representatives 
are employed by the multi-national 
corporations. The Indian sector of 
pharmaceutical industry cannot afford 
to employ these agents. 

Most of them are employees of 
foreign drug firms who conduct no 
R&D On the drugs. They conduct 
R&D only in market mechanism and 
salesmanship. These medical agents 
are only cogs in the wheel of their 
market mechanism and publicity. 
These yoimg brilliant men should 
have been really engaged in manu¬ 
facturing those drugs or in conduct- 
in research on them, but they are now 
being used in a very wasteful capa¬ 
city. As individuals I have sympathy 
for them. But do they realise that un¬ 
less these multi-national cartels are 
taken over, they cannot contribute to 
the national wealth? If that realisa¬ 
tion dawns on them, I would sup¬ 
port them. Merely demanding trade 
union rights for them and that they 
should be treated as workmen does 
not solve the problem. If the selling 
agents of the Indian sector are to be 
treated as workmen, I would support 
it because every often they have to 
face stiff competition from the 
foreign cartel.s. But I have 
no sympathy for this class 
of agents as a whole and 
I cannot understand the demand for 
raising their emoluments from 
Rs. 750 to 1000 or 1500. I fail to 
understand the rationale of this 
demand. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
Sir, I am really astonished to hear the 
speech of my friend, Shri Nahata. I 
think he would be better advised to 
agitate inside the party to which he 
belongs that multi-national cartels 
are not allowed to carry out depre¬ 
dations in the country, instead of that, 
he is attacking the employees. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA: I am not. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Sales¬ 
men are also employees. According 
to his argument, a worker in a multi- 
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national factory who helps in the 
production of the drug is equally at 
fault as the man who is promoting 
its sales. Anyway, I would welcome 
Mr. Nahata agitating a bit inside his 
party to see that the doors are closed 
to the further entry of multi-nationals 
Instead of ihat, he is wraking venge¬ 
ance on the wretched sales employe¬ 
es! I can not understand his logis at 
all! 

The purpose of this Bill is not to 
increase anybody’s emoluments. The 
purpose is only to extend to this claiss 
of employees the protection ensured 
to others under various .labour sta¬ 
tutes. That is all. Therefore, I want 
to know from the Government the 
logic by which they propose 
to bring certain categories determin¬ 
ed according to their emoluments 
within this legal p(rotectio(n and to 
exclude others. We Icnow many of 
these sales employees nowadays are 
women. May I take it that if a 
woman is earning Rs. 749 she is en¬ 
titled to maternity benefit, but if 
she is earning Rs. 800 she is not? 
What is the idea in the government’s 
mind? 

I know they have brought forward 
this Bill most reluctantly having 
been compelled to do so by (a) 
the judgment of the Supreme Coxurt 
and (b) the agitation being carried 
on by these employees for many 
years. These two pressures have 
ultimately brought them very reluc¬ 
tantly to introduce this Bill. Having 
brought forward this Bill which is a 
good thing in principle which we 
welcome, they act just like a baniya, 
with the mentality of a baniya. High 
expectations were aroused among all 
sales promotion employees in the 
country that at last they were going 
to get some justice and get some legal 
protection. But I think if this BiU 
goes through as it is,-the effect is 
going to be most dei^oralising and it 
is going to act as a further irritant to 
these employees. Certainly this is 
not the way that the GovenmMsat -will 
earn the gi^will cd these etnphqrees. 
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Mr. Nahata says that he would like 
to see the employees of smaller 
Indian firms protected. But I feel that 
this Bill as it is now defined here, 
will, to some extent, protect only 
those employees, which is good 
because the small and medium scale 
Indian firms which also employ sales 
promotion employees though in fewer 
number generally pay less and their 
employees may come under this ceil¬ 
ing. Precisely the people who are 
being protected are the employers of 
the bigger firms and not the em¬ 
ployees. It is precisely monopoly and 
multi-national firms who, out of the 
huge profits are able to pay slightly 
higher emoluments to their sales pro¬ 
motion employees and it is those 
employers who are sought to be 
protected by this Bill by fixing the 
ceiling in such a way that majority 
of the employees who are earning 
more than Rs. 7501- will be exclud¬ 
ed from coverage so that they will be 
denied this legal protection. So, this 
is the other way round. I have got a 
suspicion that some very active 
lobbying has been done perhaps be¬ 
hind the scene by these very powerful 
monopoly pharmaceutical concerns 
who send us a lot of literature from 
time to time. ..I have every suspicion 
that this OPPI which is a big 
organised consortium of these phar¬ 
maceutical drug firms in this 
country dominated by the foreign 
multi-nationals, has done considerable 
lobbying with the Government to see 
that the definition of ceiling is made 
in such a way that the overwhelming 
majority of their employees are ex¬ 
cluded. It is only the employees 
coming under the small Indian firms 
who may be covered by this. Wdl 
and good if fhey have the majority 
but the majority is somewhere else. 
Therefore, I do not want to say much 
on this but I feel that this is a BiJl 
were you will find that cutting across 
party loyalties, the overwhelming 
majority of Menfbers here- in ttsis 
House are totally opposed to the Wf3r 
this ceiling has been laid! 
because what it gj-vas -with ooo hioi^ 
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it takes away with the other. There 
fore, we have pleaded with the 
Government and there was sufficient 
time between the passing of this Bill 
in the Rajya Sabha and introducing 
it here. We went in a deputation to 
the Prime Minister—Members belong¬ 
ing to all parties in this House—^we 
pleaded with her and we explained to 
her and she told us that she would 
look into this matter. Now, we find 
that the Bill has come in th® same 
old un-araended form, apparently the 
Government is determined not to 
change a fullstop or comma. Well, 
they are welcome; they are running 
the country, they can go ahead and 
do whatever they like. But let them 
not think that this ig the way they 
can enlist the support and enthusiasm 
ol the working people in this country. 
They arc only handing these people 
to the reactionary forces of this 
country. Let them think of that. The 
political responsibility rests with this 
Government. They are giving am¬ 
munition 10 reactionary forces to go 
and instigate and win over these 
people to their side and say what the 
Government has done. This is what 
they will tell them. Therefore, I do 
not know whether thwe is any use of 
making any plea, but I would plead 
with the Government that even at this 
stage the heavens will not fall if this 
ceiling is removed and legal protec¬ 
tion is extended to all the sales pro¬ 
motion employees working not only 
in the pharmaceutical industries, as 
other friends have pointed out, but to 
industries manufacturing toilet goods, 
soaps, tooth pastes, they are also 
sending sales promotion employees 
about. Why do they not apply it to 
sales promotion employees to which¬ 
ever industry they may belong? Why 
have they confined it here only to the 
pharmaceutical industries? All the 
powers have been taken to notify 
other industries. What is the idea? 

promotion employees are sal^ 

' pipmotion employed The point is 
/^i^teer they ^ould be covered by 


the Industrial Disputes Act, Maternity 
Benefit Act, Payment of Bonus Act 
and Payment of Gratuity Act and 
whether they should gat certain 
leave facilities and so on. That is 
all. I think it is a very elementary 
thing which is being asked for. In 
every country, as far as I know—and 
we pride ourselves on the fact that 
we are becoming an industrially de¬ 
veloping country and so on—certainly 
the provisions of such legal enact- 
montg arc extended to cover all the 
people who are working there. I 
could under; land it if this definition 
would entail some sort of higher 
emoluments being given. Nothing 
jiko that is envisaged here. Why are 
you, in this individious way, dis¬ 
criminating among these employees. 
And, as has been pointer out, an 
anomalous situation will arise. In one 
month, I am an employee according 
to this Act: and after two months, I 
am not an employee any more; and 
again after 2 months I become an 
employee, because the D.A. variations 
will bring me either within or outside 
the ceiling of the bill. Let us under¬ 
stand why exactly Government is 
doing like this. Why is it having this 
cussed outlook? I do not understand 
their behaving like Shylock. I am 
afraid we will be compelled to 
oppose this l*lll- if if sought to be 
put through in this form. There is no 
meaning. They ar® doing just the 
opposite of what they are wanting to 
do. I would like the Minister to 
clarify. I know this must have gone 
through the Cabinet. I do not know 
how many members of the Cabinet 
have really given their mind and 

understood the implications of if* 
There is still time. We should not 
stand on dignity and all that. We 
can postpone the final consideration 
of the bill for a day or two. You can 
think over the matter and you caw 
bring It again here. Government 
should not stand on a false sense of 
prestige. That is what I would submit. 
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Let the Labour Minister kindly 
hear nae and try to read the clauses 
of the Bill, SOclion 8(1) says: 

•‘The State G-'vernment ir,ay. by 
notification in the Official Gazette 
appoint such persons as it thinks 
fit. 

Again. Section 2 ( 2 ) td) says ihat 
such Inspectors well “exercise sucli 
other powers as may be prescribed."

Does tile Law Department examine 
these Bills? No. That ig the trouble. 
The Speaker ha.s asked me to finish 
within two or thr^e minutes. I will 
finish in hr*ir a minute. The question 
is how it is implrmonled. The way 
legislation is pnssed even a very good 
Bill is turned into a bad Act, Nobody 
applies his mind to the question as 
to what are the provisions and how 
they are enforced. It is left to the 
di.screlion of the executive. They 
will frame their own rules, which 
will lake years, and then they will be 
enforced. At that time, they will 
say “wc want to make some chanes”. 
1 do not know why they are 
not appreciting this. The .spirit of 
the Bill is all right. But what is most 
important is how it i.s implemented. If 
the provisions of the Bill stand as 
thov are, I do not think the intentions 
of the Bill can be achieved. 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): I 
am very thankful to the hon. Mem¬ 
bers who have participated in fhe 
debate on this Bill and extend^ their 
whole-tearted support though wtth. 
some reservation in certain case*. 
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At the very outset, I would like 
strongly to repudiate the sugges¬ 
tion made by Shri Indrajit Gup¬ 
ta with reference to pressures 
being brought on the Gov¬ 
ernment or being built up by 
some other agencies. Shri Ramavatar 
Shastri and Shri Dinen Bhattacharyya 
wanted the coverage of the Bill to be 
extended to all the employees in the 
pharmaceutical side, whether en¬ 
gaged in sales, production or distribu¬ 
tion. Regarding this point I may 
mention that the intention of the 
Government is not providing mini¬ 
mum protection to the weaker sec¬ 
tions of the employees. W eare not 
at present having such protection, 
and those who are engaged in produc¬ 
tion or distribution are already 
covered by the provisions of the In¬ 
dustrial Disputes Act or the Shops 
and Establi.shments Act of the States. 
Sales promotion employees who are 
not covered by the existing enact¬ 
ments are sought to be given mini¬ 
mum legal protection. 

A major point that has been agi¬ 
tated by various members here is with 
regard to the limit. Hon. Members 
wanted the deletion of the provision 
in the Bill relating to salary limit or 
enhancing this limit. It is not 
without consideration or thought 
being given to this that this provision 
has ben limited to a particular salerv 
limit or remuneration limit. This 
aspect has been examined thoroughly 
and, though I do not want to enter 
into any controversjr with regard to 
the social philosophy of elitist trade 
unionism which my hon. friend Shri 
Amrit Nahata has mentioned, or the 
other criticisms which have been 
mentioned by other hon. Members, I 
can say without any hesitation that 
considerable thought has been given 
to this aspect and it has been decided 
by the Government that the limit can 
be fixed for this purpose in order to 
give protection to ‘i^uch class of per- 
itQiUS with such salary limits, so that 
class of persons may have the 
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necessary b^efits by way of proec- 
tion and others many have the neces¬ 
sary wherewithal to protect th^- 
selves without the provisions of law.^ 
Well, in the future, if an occittion. 
arises and if it is found to be abso¬ 
lutely necessary to give protection to 
such persons even beyond this limit, 
such a suggestion would certainly be- 
considered. Government will not feel 
hesitant to consider such suggestions^. 
But for the time being it is felt that 
such persons are capable of protect¬ 
ing themselves without the help of 
the law. Therefore, we thought that 
people getting only about Rs. 750 as 
salary or remuneration should be 
protected by bringing them within 
the purview of the law. That is the 
whole philosophy behind this law, of 
protecting the weaker sections, 
whether they belong to the white- 
collar elitist trade union section or 
otherwise. 

SHRI K. GOPAL (Karur); Does 
this ceiling apply to the other people- 
also? For the others, it is Rs. 1,000; 
We have peons who are getting 
Rs. 900. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: I 
may tell the hon. Member that the 
Industrial Disputes Act is of » 
different character and does not cover 
.sales representatives. If it was such 
a simple proposition, we could have 
amended the definition of the indus¬ 
trial Disputes Act in regard ta 
“workman”, instead of bringing 
special legislation for this purpose. 

Sliri Dinen Bhattacharyya sug¬ 
gested a special provision for protec¬ 
ting the aimual bonus for certain 
classes of industrial workers in this 
country. I need not refer to it 
because when the provisions of the - 
bonus law and various other laws are 
extended to given benefit to this class 
of persons, they will be covered by 
them. 

t 

So far the question of the deflni- i 
tion of the term “represaitetlve’'^ 
raised by Shri Dinen Bbattadutiyya 
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and other friends is concerned, the 
term “sales promotion employee” is 
already defined in the Bill and all 
those who are engaged in work re¬ 
lating to sales promotion or business 
of that kind are covered subject to 
other conditions being satisfied. It is, 
therefore, not considered necessary to 
separately define the term “repre¬ 
sentative”. 

I can assure my hon. friend Shri 
Daga that we will try to appoint a 
date for bringing this law into force 
as early as possible, as soon as we 
make the necessary arrangements for 
the purpose of enforcing this law. I 
have no doubt about it that the pur¬ 
pose is to enforce law and that it 
will be done with as much expedition 
as possible.

SIKKIM) BILL 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: we take 
up the Elwtion Laws (Extension to 
Sikkim) Bill. Dr. Seyid Muhammad. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (DR. V. 
A. SEYID MUHAMMAD): Sit, I beg 
to move:* 

"That the Bill to provide for 
the extension of the Representation 
nf the People Act, 1950 and the Re¬ 
presentation of the People Act, 
1951, to the State of Sikkim, be 
taken into consideration,” 

The Bill is of a non-controversial 
nature. As the House is aware, by 
the Constitution (Thirty-Sixth Ame¬ 
ndment) Act, 1975 which came into 
force on the 26th April, 1975, Sikkim 
has become a constituent unit of India 
as the 22nd State in the Indian Union. 
Section 3 of that Act inserted a new 
article 371F in the Constitution to 
provide inter alia that the sitting 
Memb€:rs of the Assembly for Sikkim 
formed as a result of the elections 
held in Sikkim in April, 1974, shall 
be deemed to be the Members of the 
Legislative Assembly of. the State of 
Sikkim duly elected under the Consti¬ 
tution, that until other provisions are 
made by Parliament by law, there 
shall be allotted to the State of Sik¬ 
kim one seat in the House of the 
People and that the representative of 
that State in the existing House of 
the People shall be elected by the 
Members of the Legislative Assembly 
aforesaid. Section 4 of that Act 
amended the Fourth Schedule to the 
Constitution to allot one seat in the 
Coimcil of States to that State. 

With a view to giving effect to the 
Provisions of the Constitution (Thir¬ 
ty-Sixth Amendment) Act, 1975, it 


was decided, in consultation with the 
Election Commission that the Repre¬ 
sentation of the People Act, 1950 and 
the Representation of the People Act, 
1951, should be extended, with neces¬ 
sary modifications to the State of 
Sikkim. As Parliament was not in 
session and as it was necessaiy to ex¬ 
tend those Acts so that the represen¬ 
tatives of the State of Sikkim in Par¬ 
liament could be elected without de¬ 
lay, the President promulgated on 
September 9, 1975. the Election Laws 
(Extension to Sikkim) Ordinance, 
1975. This Bill seeks to replace t|iat 
Ordinance. 

I commend the Bill for the consi¬ 
deration of the House. 

MR DEPUTLY-SPEAKER: Motion 
moved:

Shri Ranen Sen; 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat).: Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, as the hon. 
Minister slated, this is a non-contro- 
veisial Bill and 1 do not have much 
to speak on this Bill. I was thinking 
that while speaking, I will quote from 
the Slatement of Objects and Rea¬ 
sons but I find that the Minister has 
read out the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons from A to Z Therefore, 
Sir I would not do that. 

Sir, it is a very good thing tliat now 
Sikkim is a part of India, a constitu¬ 
ent unit of this Sovereign Republic 
of India. One of the reasons to make 
Sikkim a part of India was to protect 
Sikkim from obnoxious political in¬ 
fluence of reactionaries inside and 
outside the State of Sikkim. The 
object was to protect Sikkim from the 
influence of external agencies that 
were putting pressure on the State of 
Sikkim. This was one of the primary 
reasons, but the other reason was to 


*Morved with the recommendationeff the President. 
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develop Sikkim so that Sikkim can 
come on par with other units and 
States of India. I would like to draw 
the attention of the Minister to the 
second point. 

Now Sikkim being a part of India, 
naturally no external aggression or 
reaciionaries will be tolerated there. 

I take it for granted that the Govern¬ 
ment of India will see that no such 
agencies operate inside Sikkim either 
from outside or from inside. As I said 
earlier, the other object was lo deve¬ 
lop Sikkim so that it comes at par 
with t.be other States of India, I come 
from a state which is a neighboring 
Stale of Sikkim. I have, therefore, a 
little connection with Sikkim and we 
know a little bit of Sikkim. Sikkim 
is a very backward area; it has no 
industry, the agriculture there is 
more or less, primitive and ihc popu¬ 
lation is also a few hundred thou¬ 
sand. It is really a mountain State 
of India. It has very little connection 
with the rest of India; only through 
the di.'trict of Darjeeling, Sikkim can 
be approached from other States. 
Government of India should see that 
the people residing in their back¬ 
ward terriior.y should feel that after 
coming to India, they have found a 
path of development and that the Gov 
ernmeiit of India are helping the 
people of Sikkim to develop to im¬ 
prove their posiiion by casting aside 
their old, rotton and outmoded mode 
of living and that Sikkim becomes a 
modern State. This is the desire of 
the people of Sikkim. I think, this 
position should be taken into con¬ 
sideration and the people there 
should feel satisfied; their con¬ 
science should be aroused. 

There is another point. When Sik¬ 
kim was outside India, and before 
this Constitution (Amendment) Bill 
was pussed, there were posted in 
Sikkiift. a battery of official from Delhi 
whom generally people inside India 
called bureaucrats. For the 
running of administration a little 
amount of bureaucracy is necessary 


and inevitable and cannot be avoided, 
but in this new State of Sikkim, I 
would say that the Government of 
India should see that the rule of bure¬ 
aucracy is wiped out, if not all at- 
once, but at least gradually and spe¬ 
edily so that democracy develops 
from inside the State of Sikkim, de¬ 
mocracy develops on the basis of the 
genius of the people of Sikkim and 
that democratic traditions also grojv 
in S-'kkim because previous to the in- 
clu.sion of Sikkim in India, it is 
known fo everybody that a sort of a 
^'^•ry reactionary monarchical politi¬ 
cal Eet up was there and the people 
wanted to get rid of that reactionary, 
monarchical out-moded obsolete and 
obscurantist political .‘■'ot up. There- 
Coie, in this situation also it should 
bt; the look-out of the Government of 
India th.at democracy develops there 
cm the ba.sis of the genius of the 
people of Sikkim. .. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I am 
sure you do not want all these to get 
into the present Bill. 


DR. RANEN SEN: But this is the 
background of the present Bill. It is 
because Sikkim is a part of India, not 
because India wants to grab Sikkim 
but because India wants to develop 
Sikkim as a part of India... 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: All that is 
know'll. We had a dissussion on this. 


DR. RANEN SEN: I want to raise 
another point. In this connection, I 
want lo stress that for the prraent it 
has been inevitable that one person 
should represent Sikkim who would 
be elected by the Sikkim Assembly 
one to Lok Sabha and another to the 
Bajya Sahha. 1 can understiind it. 
Just for the present moment no other 
arrangement can be made, but, sooner 
this arrangement has to be changed 
and there should be proper idafitioh 
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on the basis of universal adult fran> 
chlse to the Lok Sabha. And what¬ 
ever arrangement is to be made in 
regard to Rajya Sabha, that can be 
thought over because there also in¬ 
direct daction takes place, hut, here, 
the future representative to Lok 
Sabha should represent the people of 
of Sakkim in the sense that the 
people of Sikkim elect him on the 
basis of univeral adult franchise 
and secret ballot. 


With these words, I commend the 
Bill. 


DR. V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAD: 
There is not much to say in reply. 
The seniments which have been ex¬ 
pressed and the opinion expressed 
by the hon Member that the consti¬ 
tution should not be imposed but 
siiould be allowed to develop—these 
ai-e all vital points but arc not strict¬ 
ly relevant to the Bill before u.s and

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IMPORTS AND EXPORTS (CON¬ 
TROL) AMENDMENT BILL 

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
(PROF. D, P. CHATTOPADHYAYA): 

I move: 

''That the Bill further to amend 
the Imports and Exports (Control) 
Act, 1947, be taken into considera¬ 
tion.’ 

The provisions of the Imports and 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947, and the 
Ordeis made thereunder were en¬ 
forced by the prosecution of the 
offender or by debarment of the off¬ 
ender from receiving import and 
export facilities for a specified period. 

Our experience shows that the de¬ 
sired objective of the Bill could not 
be adequately realised because of the 
relative lenient character of the pio- 
visions of the Bill and in pursuance of 
the Prime Minister’s twenty-point 
programme it was thought that 
economic offendcis, particularly, the 
violators of Export and Import Con¬ 
trol Orders .should be sternly dealt 
with In view oJ that this Import 
and Export Control Act, 1947, in 
terms of an ordinance has boon re¬ 
vised and certain new provisions have 
been inserted. Tlic main purpose is 
to punish more effectively those who 
mis-utilise the imported ('oods in 
cqntravention c>f the conoilions sub¬ 
ject to which the import was allowed 
and secondly, to prevent mis-reprc- 
sentation of facts in obtaining import 
licences or Letter of Authority and 
also*to prevent unauthorised sale or 
acquisition of imported goods in 
contravention of conditions subject to 
which the import was allowed and 
also to effectively deal with the per¬ 
sons who abet or attempt to commit 
the offences which I have mentioned. 

The proposed penal measures are— 

1. The confisipate the imported 

goods in respect of any conditions 


of the licence or letter of authority 
or allotment with regard to tlm use 
of such goods or direction govern¬ 
ing under the Import Control Order 
with regard to the sale of such goods 
has been or is attempted to be con¬ 
travened. 

2. To confiscate any conveyance 
which has been or is being used for 
the purpose of transporting those 
imported goods. 

3. To enter the premises and ins¬ 
pect the goods and documents, to 
search the premises or to seize 
goods and documents. 

We also propose to raise the 
penalty, not exceeding five times the 
value of the goods m question or 
Rs. 1,000 whichever is more. 

We aie also aware that when we 
equip the concerned administration 
with more power for dealing with the 
economic olfendeis, there is a po.ssi- 
bility of misuse or power by the con¬ 
cerned authoiity. Theretore, neces- 
.sary provisions have been made to 
see that leview is possible and 
different hiciaichies of authorities 
are prescribed so that necessary re¬ 
view, it and when called for, could 
be affected. 

We have also made a piovision 
that existing sentence—provision for 
two years should be enhanced and 
.should be raised to three years and 
fuither to seven years if the amount 
involved, of imported goods, is not 
less than Rs. 10 lakhs. 

To expedite the matter and to cur¬ 
tail the time taken in making ordi¬ 
nary judicial processes, some of thc| 
matters could be settled through ad¬ 
judications also. 

These provisiuiB of the Ordinance 
bad been promulgated because 
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Parliament was not in session. These 
are ^erefore, now before the august 
House for consideration. 

The objectives are laudable and are 
in agreement with the views often 
voiced On the floor of the House, 
urging the Governnuent to deal with 
the economic offenders very harshly. 
It is in pursuance of the desires of 
the House and twenty-point prog¬ 
ramme of the Prime Minister. 

This provision is now before the 
House for consideration. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Motion 
moved: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Imports and Exports (Control) 
Act, 1947, be taken into considera¬ 
tion.” 

SHRIMATl ROZA DESHPANDE 
(Bombay Central): It is good that the 
Government has brought forward this 
Bill, which we welcome. At the 
same time, 1 would like to caution 
the Government in certain respects. 

Sir, we know how the import and 
export licences have been used. We 
know how over-invoicing and under- 
mvoicing is being done by various 
companies. It is being done on a very 
large scale. I would say that this 
over-invoicing and under-invoicing 
IS the method by which black money 
IS created. Lakhs and lakhs of rupees 
are concentrated in foreign banks in 
the name of so many monopoly 
houses. We have not been able to 
do anj^hii^ in this regard. What I 
say is that we should be very serious 
in tackling these problems and we 
should be bent upon bringing cetrain 
measures to deal with these things: 
otherwise we will not be able to 
tackle the whole problem. 

Sir, it is very easy to say a thing; 
but implementation needs very, serious 
attention. We know the scale on 
which corruption is going on in every 
1 1929LS—t 
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sphere of our livee. We shQutd be 
very strict with regard to implemen¬ 
tation of these measures. We know 
how licences are sold in the black 
market 1 know especially about the 
Drug Industry, for instance, because, 
I come from the trade union of that 
industry. I can very well say that 
the licences are very easily sold at a 
very high price in the black market. 

Sir, the question now is whether 
we will be able to dig out these 
thuigs. The Government authorities 
should not be pressurised by anybody. 
1 say this because we know that 
there are pressures being brought by 
the monopoly houses in the country. 
We have already passed the Bill re¬ 
garding sales promotion. Yes, but 
what happens? I can say that the 
monopoly houses have gained after 
the passing of such a Bill. It is not 
the workers who have got the benefit. 
That is why I say that even in regard 
to passing measures with regard to 
export and impoit business, we 
should really be very serious to see. 
that implementation is done properly. 
This is a very serious thing to be 
attended to. Government should pay 
more attention in this respect because, 
importing certain goods and selling 
them has become a business in this 
country. People want genuine things; 
nice things, for themselves. They 
want better cloth, they want better 
radio, they want better electrical 
gadgets and so on. In case of ma. 
chinery also people prefer the foreign 
machinery, instead of the indigenous 
machinery. If these things are «pro- 
duced in our country and sold at 
reasonable price, then, people would 
not go for foreign articles But, if 
there is a good foreign article, the 
person says, T will go in for it’. H 
^ere is some good Swiss thing, the 
person says T will go in for it. let me 
have that*. 


Row are we going to cnsb this? I ' 
know that we have to see that thaee 
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people use indigenous raw material 
and indigenous machinery. They have 
to use the indigenous thini^ that are 
produced in this country. Licences 
should not be given to import such 
things which are available in the 
country. We have to seriously look 
into the matter. In the name ol a 
certain product they find a loophole 
and they still go on importing the 
things. So, we have to be cautious 
and very alert as otherwise smug¬ 
gling in the name of import is not 
going to be curtailed; it is not going 
to be stopped. We have to look to 
what we are producing and we should 
depend on our technology and should 
not go in for the import of tech¬ 
nology from foreign countries. What 
is needed is implementation of the 
provisions. We should’, rely on pro¬ 
duction that is insir'e the country. We 
must improve the quality of our own 
goods. We believi in buying thing's. 
Take for example radio. This can 
easily be produced in India instead 
of depending on the smuggled or 
imported radio, radiogram or things 
of that sort. We have to bring down 
the prices of these things. We 
should see that a better quality of 
cloth is produced in our country so 
that our people will be able to use it 
rather than using the imported nylon 
cloth etc., etc. for which the fibre 
alone is to be imported. Can’t we look 
into these things? While supporting 
this Bill I would say that we have to 
keep the basic difficult economy of ours 
in mind and, at the same time, we 
have to be vigilant so that there may 
not be any pressure on Government 
and on the monopoly sectors in this 
country. The monopoly can cheat the 
government; in fact, they are cheat¬ 
ing throughout in the licence business 
and even in import and export busi¬ 
ness by induling in over-invoicing and 
under-invoking. They have built up 
a big/|»«|>ire by this method and by 
this ikrt of rsckekering, the money 
««>t we are supposed to have In- our 
country it lying somewhere else. 


I wish the Minister a great success. 
Alter the Bill is passed, I hope he 
will implement it in the true spirit 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA; 
Sir, I find that the hon. lady Mem¬ 
ber is indicating just a little more in 
detail the views openly which I brief¬ 
ly mentioned in introducing the Bill. 

I entirely agree with her that there 
are some malpractices prevalent in 
the field of import and export. That is 
precisely the reason why we think 
that the existing penal provisions are 
not sufficient. We propose to 
strengthen them and make them more 
stringent. I also entirely agree with 
her that in implementation of it we 
should be very careful and proper 
steps should be taken to see that the 
implementation is equal to the ob¬ 
jective we have in our view. 

Keeping that thing in view we 
have already decided to strengthen 
the staff requirements for implement¬ 
ing the new provisions ' the 
appropriate levels both ' . the head¬ 
quarters as also at the .eld levels, the 
office of the Chief ' jntroller of Im¬ 
ports and Export .0 j being strengthen¬ 
ed and I can assure you and, through 
you, the House, that the Government 
will do whatever is possible to .com¬ 
bat this menace of economic offences. 
We cannot do it only on our own or 
at this menace of economic offences, 
consumers who have sCme under¬ 
standable weaknesses for some 
foreign goods, they will take appro¬ 
priate steps to see that they purchase 
indigenous goods whenever they are 
available and they should not provide 
indirectly any incentive to the smug¬ 
glers. So, Government will be doing 
its best by taking action under 
COFEPOSA and FERA and by other 
various economic measures to effec¬ 
tively combat the economic offences. 
We certainly seek the people's own 
orientation, motivation and coopera¬ 
tion also so as to make K more effec¬ 
tive. Sir, I take note of the , view 
expressed by the hon. lady Me^ter.

RESOLUTION RE: 

RATE OF DIVIDEND PAYABLE 
BY THE RAILWAY UNDER¬ 
TAKING TO GENERAL REVEN¬ 
UES. 

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OP RAILWAYS 
tSHRI MOiHD. SHAFI QURESHX): 

Sir, X beg to move: 

“That tHia House as^roves Uie re- 
emuaaehdstions made in paras 4, 5, 
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15, 18, 17 and 23 cmitained in the 
Eleventh Report of the Committee 
appointed to review, the rate of 
dividend payable by the EaUwaqr 
Undertaking to General Revenues 
as well as other ancillary mat¬ 
ters in connection with the 
Railway Finance and General 
Finance which was presented to 
Parliament on 9th January, 1976. 

‘That this House further directs 
that the action taken by Govern¬ 
ment on the other recommendations 
made in this Report as well as in 
the Eighth and Ninth Reports; 
should be reported to the Commit¬ 
tee.” 


Sir, based on the recommendations 
of the Acworth Conunittee 1920-21, 
Railway Finance were separated from 
General Finance by a Resolution of 
the then Central Legislature in Sep¬ 
tember 1924. The Resolution known as 
Separation Convention prescribed the 
rate of contribution to be made by 
the Railways to the General Reven¬ 
ues to be worked out on the basis of 
the capital-at-charge of the Railways 
and the working results of the Com¬ 
mercial Lines. 


The Railway Convention Commit¬ 
tee, 1949, the 5i*st such Committee to 
meet after Independence, had a fresh 
look at these arrangements and re¬ 
commended the concept of a fixed 
dividend which the Railways should 
pay to the General Finance on the 
loan capital invested in the ‘under¬ 
taking as computed annually. This was 
approved by the Parliament. The 
Convention Resolution is reviewed 
periodically once in five years. Accor¬ 
dingly, the relationship between 
Railway Finance and General Finance 
as spelt out by the 1949 Committee 
was reviewed hy the Railway Con. 
vention Committee set up in 19S4. 
1960, 1965 and 1971. These initial,, 
financial arrangements have under¬ 
gone modificatkms in’ the light pf -fttm 
eiianging drcuittstaBces, though ttm 
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basic concept that the Railways should 
pay a fixed dividend to Greneral Re> 
venue still holds. 

With the economic development of 
the country on a planned basis under 
the sucessive Five Year Plans, a prac¬ 
tice has been adopted to set up Rail¬ 
way Convention Committees whose 
recommendations regulating the pay¬ 
ment of dividend by the Railways to 
the General Revenues, etc., will also 
conincide with the Five Year Plans. 
Such an arrangement has much to com¬ 
mend itself since it enables the Rail¬ 
ways to assess the resources that 
would be available with them during 
a particular Flan period and to regu¬ 
late their programme for rehabilita¬ 
tion, development and expansion of the 
Railway system accordingly. 

The recommendation of the Rail¬ 
way Convention Committee, 1971, co- 
vei^ the Fourth Five Year Plan 
period 1969-74. Apart from issues such 
as the payment of dividend by the 
Railwsqrs to the General Revenues and 
connected financial matters, that 
Committtee had gone very deely into 
various aspects of Railway working 
such aa Accounting Matters, Suburban 
Services, Commercial and Allied Mat¬ 
ters and Requirement and Availability 
of Wagons. The recommendations 
made by that Committee have been 
carefully examined and most of them 
have been implemented. 

The Railway CJonvention Commit¬ 
tee, 1973^'was constituted by this 
House In May, 1973 to detennme the 
dividend payable by the Railway Re- 
ventaas to the General Revenues and 
other connected matters during the 
Filth Plan period, 1974-79. The Com¬ 
mittee has already done and is con¬ 
tinuing to do most valuable work. 
They presented an Interim Report in 
December 1973 and Sixth Report in 
December 1974 governing the finandal 
arrangements applicable during the 
first two years of the Plan viz. 1974- 
•76 and 1075-76. These recommenda¬ 
tions which were adopted by this 
House tveie taken into account in fra- 
tnbig -^e Railway Budget XstfaneWa 


for these two years. They have also 
extensively reviewed the action taken 
by Government on various recom- 
mendations of the Railway Conven¬ 
tion Committee, 1971 

The Committee have now submitted 
furtner three Reports. These are 
the Eighth Report on the Railways' 
Fourth and Fifth Five-Year Plans, 
Ninth Report on Social Burdens on 
Railways and the Eleventh Report on 
the rate of dividend for 1976-77 and 
other ancillary matters. 

In the Eighth Report, the Commit¬ 
tee have examined the performance 
of the Railways during the Fourth and 
Fifth Plans, and made some pertinent 
observations regarding the technique 
of planning, the utilisation of assets, 
the capaciti^ created for the move- 
mmt of traffic etc. Their recommenda¬ 
tions will be given the most careful 
consideration. 

In the Ninth Report, the Committee 
have analysed in detail the impact, on 
their financial position, of the various 
social burdens which the Railways 
have to bear by way of retention of 
uneconomic passenger services and 
uneconomic branch lines, carriage of 
goods at below-cost rates etc. Almost 
everywhere the Railways are regarded 
not only as a commercial enterprise 
hilt also as a public utility undertaking 
catering to the needs of the commu¬ 
nity, and in the result, considerable 
social burdens have to be borne by 
them, in practically all'countries. For 
this burden borne by them. Railway 
systems in Seva's! countries are com. 
pensated in some form or the other. 
The Ccunmittee have studied this com¬ 
plex and intricate problem most 
patiently and from all possible angler. 
While emphasising and very rightly, 
the need for the ensuring opthnum 
utilisation of the railway assets- 
created at the cost of public revenues, 
the.Committee have made certain 
suggestions to provide relief to the 
Railways in cerWn ansaa. 1 am great¬ 
ful to tbe Conuaittee for the trouble 
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the ESeventE Keporl, the arrange* 
mente as now in force concerning the 
z«4e of dividend payable to General 
Revenues connected financial matters 
Imve been recommended to be continu¬ 
ed during the year 1976-77 also. The 
fnesent arrangements envisage pay¬ 
ment of dividend at 5.5 per cent (in¬ 
cluding 1 per cent representing pay¬ 
ment to the States in lieu of the Pas- 
seiger Pare Tax etc.) on the capital 
invested on the Railways up to 
3'l-3-1964 and 6 per cent on the capi. 
4al invested thereafter, subject to 
certain concessions. Considei'ing the 
increasingly difficult financial position 
of the Railways and the growing in¬ 
debtedness of the Railways to the 
General Revenues, the Committee have 
Extended the additional relief by way 
of enhancing the remission of dividend 
pasrment on capital works-in progress 
from 25 per cent to 50 per cent for the 
■entire fifth Plan period. The Com¬ 
mittee have also accepted the Rail¬ 
ways’ plea for meeting the cost of 
construction of staff quarters now 
met out of the Development Fund 
from Capital, dividend on such capi¬ 
tal being payable only if Railways 
have surplus after discharging other 
dividend obligations. The additional 
amount of relief which will be admis¬ 
sible to the Railways on this account 
during these three years 1974— 
would amount to about Rs. 13 crores. 
The recommendations after adoption 
by the Parliament would be taken in¬ 
to account in preparing the Railway 
Budget for the .year 1976-77. 

I must express my gratefulness to 
the Chairman and other Members of 
the Committee for the arduous labour 
undertaken by them and for their 
sympathetic consideration of the 
Railway^ problems. 

With Ijhese words, I commend the 
Resolution for the consideration of the 
House.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; We have 
to utilise these five miniutes* 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (ALT- 
PORE): A number of Members have 
given their names. Probably, they 
did not anticipate that this will come 
so soon. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
my problem. Whenever I sit in the 
Chair, nobody anticipates that it will 
come. Anyway, we will take note of 
this. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Nobody 
complains of lack of progress. Every¬ 
thing is being disposed of in five 
minutes. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: This 
payment of dividend by the Railways 
to General Revenues is an old heritage 
carried forward from the BriHah 
period. We have repeatedly expres¬ 
sed our views against it. In the name 
of social burden, during the British 
period, the big interests got «ll the 
benefits. They aslo benefited through 
imdettaken by them in this bi&alfr ‘ 
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tills system of drawing a* dividend 
from the Railways to General Reven- 


Now the economy of the Railways 
is not good, and to improve the health 
of the Railways, basic, thorough and 
fundamental changes in the system of 
running as well as administration are 
very essential. This requires serious 
thinking and an absolutely new out¬ 
look. The burden of the loss, the 
preparation of a so-called budget 
showing the loss as due to carrying 
the social burden, is virtually imposed 
on the railway workers and emplo¬ 
yees. The 1974 railway strike has 
brought this issue to the forefront in 
a naked form because the plea was 
that because the Railways are running 
at a deficit, we cannot accept the de¬ 
mands of the railwayman even if they 
are just. Now the railwayman are get¬ 
ting a pay scale much lower than that 
of the public sector undertakings and 
this issue is coming, again and again 
to -the forefront. But the reply of 
Government is in the negative: no¬ 
thing can be done, because if we in¬ 
crease their wages, we give them be¬ 
nefits, there will be inflation, that will 
affect the price and consequently their 
existing income will be eroded. All 
these arguments given in a capitalist 
system are repeatedly vomitted to 
them. But this is not the solution of 
the problem. That is why we have 
been repeatedly saying that the burden 
should be borne by the entire society 
and not by the Railways independent¬ 
ly. 

We have repeatedly drawn attention 
to the concesions given to the big 
houses. Bamboo was being carried 
at a concessional rate to the Birla 
factory though lu the last budget some 
of the concession was cut. Still big 
concessions are being given to these 
big houses, who have been enjoying 
these concessions from the old period, 
and the workers and employees are 
being tretated like slaves, and special¬ 
ly during the emergency when the 
^^(uestion of discipline and more pro¬ 
duction as a sicken has acquired a 


new meaning. The'-conditions in the 
Railways are day by day worsening 
though an'tePression is being crated 
now that the Railways are nmning on 
time and due to the emergency, there 
have been big improvements. Acci¬ 
dents are taking place. Personally, 
three weeks ago, I went from Madras 
to Kerala . . .

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Shri 
Ranen Sen. 

THE MINISTER OP STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRA JIT 
YADAV): i just wanted to give the 
latest position. Perhaps that would 
help members participating in the 
debate. With your permission. Sir, 
I would take only two minutes. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You do 
not have to request. You can do that. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: In 
my last statement before the House, 

1 had given the details available by 
that time and also the work going on. 
As I had made clear at that time, our 
whole attention at the moment is on 
two items, one, dewatering of the 
mines and second, relief being pro¬ 
vided to the victims’ families. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We Win 
take this as a continuiation ol your 
statement.

Ag 1 have stated earliu. we have to 
dewater about 110 million l^allona 
from the mine. Till todby wjb have 
been able to pump out about 73 
million gallons and the level of water 
has gone down by 83 metres. (An 
Hon. Member; feet) 18 pumps were 
workng till last evening, including 
three Soviet pumps and the dewater¬ 
ing capacity installed is 11900 gallons 
per minute. 

One difficulty we are facing is this. 
As the water level goes down, muck 
and other things are coming up and 
water is also polluted because of coal 
dust and other things. That is why 
there are certain interruptions in the 
pumping out of water and our experts 
along with the Soviet and Polish ex¬ 
perts are trying to get over those 
difficulties. 

In today’s papers there wag a news 
item which was creating a little con¬ 
fusion. River Damodar flows about 
2000 metres away from Chasnalla 
shaft mine and is towards the tip side 
of the present works. Therefore, 
there is no possibility for the Ba- 
modar river water seepage. The fact 
is that the normal seepage in 
this mine is about one million gal¬ 
lons P®*" day; that is taking place. We 
' have put certain pumps as standbys 
so that if there are certain difficulties 
we can use those pumps. We are 
trying our best and we hope that it 
„wili take three or four days to clear 
up the first horizon depth; when we 
do that, then it will be clear how we 
can pump water from the second hori¬ 
zon. 

We tried to take the service of the 
navy diver; he inspected the spot and 
found that it was risky in the present 
situation of the mine to go inside and 
therefore he was not able to go inside 
the mine. 

We were trying to get the latest in¬ 
formation by telephone and I am glad 
that Just now we got some informs- 
titni fbout the position as it obtained 
today at noon. 21 pumps 3iad been 


installed with a capacity of 15200 
gallons per minute. It says that 15 
pumps were working with the capa¬ 
city of 11900 gallons. 86 milliop 
gallons of water had been drained and 
the water level has come down by 97 
feet. Three out of four Soviet pumps 
are working and the fourth one is 
being taken out for repairs; there 
were some troubles in that pump. 
Five submersible Polish pumps with 
a capacity of 450 gallons per minute 
are reported to have reached Calcutta 
and are on their way to Chasnallq, 
Further details are not yet available.

The .seepage rate is estimated at 
one million gallons per day, as already 
anticipated and there is no abnormal 
seepage a.s reported in newspapers. 
Sir as i said, there is no fear of see¬ 
page from the nearby Damodar river. 
I thought that I should give this in¬ 
formation to Members. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Ali- 
pore): These figures show the total 
amount of water which has been 
pumped out now per day. Is it more 
or less than the one million gallons 
which is seeping into the mine? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV; We 
are pumping out the water. Now, the 
installed capacity for pumping out 
the water is 15,000 gallons per minute. 
It means that almost IS million gal¬ 
lons per day are pumped out. The 
water which is coming through see¬ 
pages is one million gallons per day. 
Sir, I can assure this House that round- 
the-clock work is going on. Every 
possible effort is being made. About 
800 workers, engineers and experts 
are working there and tiie first prio¬ 
rity, as I have said earlier, that we 
are giving is for dewatering the 
Chasnalla mine. Sir, I thought that 
this information may be useful to the 
House. 
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DISCUSSION RE. ACCIDENT IN 
THE CHASNALLA COAL MINES 
NEAR DHANBAD 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat): 
Sir, with a heavy heart and a heart 
fall of anguish and emotion, i rise 
to speak on this Chasnalla disaster. 
It is actually not a disaster but a 
massacre of hundreds of miners. Sir, 
the Chasnalla tragedy should rouse 
the conscience of the people of India, 
the Government of India and the con¬ 
cerned Ministeries. The Chasnalla 
tragedy has roused the conscience of 
the country which is evident from the 
fact that ordinary people of India, 
trade unions, workers are contributing 
for the relief which is being provided 
to the families of those miners. I 
must also appreciate, first of all, the 
Bihar Government and also other 
State Governments who arq trying 
to come to the help of the distressed 
families. The Government of India is 
trying to help them in many ways. 
Just now we have heard the report 
of how efforts are being made to de- 
water the submerged horizon. Sir, I 
also take this opportunity to thank 
the Governments of U.S.S.R. and 
Poland who came to the rescue of 
those miners, in fact came to the help 
of the Indian people. 

Sir, I will now come to the actual 
point Sir, it is the worst disaster in 
the history of coal mines in India. It 
is said—-rather it was said—that the 
number of people involved in this 
would be 372. But I say that the num¬ 
ber of people involved would be much 
more than 400. Why do I say this? 
There were 1100 people who were 
working in the pit under the mines. 
TOO of them were outside the mines 
at the time of the tragedy. So accord¬ 
ing to the simple arithmetic, the re¬ 
maining 400 people were lost—^let us 
hope they are safe and let us hope 
against .hope. But according to the 
Simple {u-ithmetic, 400 people were 
underground. Then, besides these re- 
' gialar workers, there were six con- 
%e#Drs working in the Chasnalla Coal 


Mine. Their niunber was not known. 
We do not know how many contract 
labourers went down or were sent 
down to the pit. Nobody knows. I 
am not going to refer to the news¬ 
paper reports for this. But there is 
a definite suspicion expressed by the 
officials that there were many contract 
labourers. The contract labourers are 
worse thaa cattle. Nobody cares for 
them. No register and no record is 
maintained for them. These contract 
labourers are used against the ex¬ 
press recommendations of the Mine 
Safety Organisation, I will come to 
it later. Firstly, much more than 400 
people are involved. Who are the 
owners of this colliery? IISCO. What 
is their record? In 1973 in this House 
we had more or les<? chastised Mr. 
Mohan' Kumaramangalam for the 
accident that took place in Jitpur Col¬ 
liery where 48 people died. An en¬ 
quiry commission was set up under 
the chairmanship of Shri R. C, Dutt 
and some recommendations were 
made but none of them was imple¬ 
mented in any mine. This also vras 
an IISCO mine. 

What is the history of this mine? 
In the last 50 years, it has changed 
hands several times and abandoned. 
Long before when Mr. Mukherjee was 
a big man, he got a loan of Rs. 40 
crores from the World Bank to mo¬ 
dernise it. It was long back and so 
I cannot quote from' any recor^ I 
can quote only from the newspaper. 
Nobody knows what renovations were, 
made, but the expert officer made a 
report to the IISCO Coal Division 
Director Board that one horizon of 
this mine should be abandoned at 
least. This has also appeared in the 
newspapers and hag not been con¬ 
tradicted so far. Of course, enquiry 
will be made and truth will come 
out. But today I ask; In January 73, 
coal mines were nationalised, IISCO 
was taken over and along with that 
this captive mine also was taken over. 
At that time did the Steel & Mines 
Ministry fihd out whether any such 
report is there? They have experts. 
When a unit is taken over, a thoronj^ 
examination is made. Did they find 
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out what is the position of this captive 
miina? Three years ago the Jitpur 
colliery disaster took place, which waa 
also a captive mine under IlSCO. Now 
'the Chasnalla disaster has taken place, 
Tlie responsibility lies squarely on 
the Steel & Mines Ministry for negli- 
ssence and dereliction of duty. Human, 
lives are not play things. 

I would like to put the whole res- 
-ponsibility on the Energy Ministry 
and the Finance Ministry, x am not 
quite sure about this thing but I want 
to put before the Minister whether 
it is a fact that there was a report hy 
the DGMS that number one horizon 
•should not be worked. I know that 
the officer made /that statement to 
the newspapers. Secondly, whether it 
is a fact that such de-watering before 
working up the horizon was recom¬ 
mended? Thirdly, when the contrac¬ 
tor’s labourers were sent down, was 
there not wsiei' inside? My report 
•says that there is hea'vy seepage of 
■water. Whether there was any re¬ 
commendation for prior de-watering 
before working the mines? Coal mines 
have become death pits for the miners. 
On 8th January, 1976, I had put a 
question to the Labour Minister be¬ 
cause the DGMS comes under his 
jurisdiction. After the Chasnalla 
<iisaster, within a few days another 
disaster has taken place in Sitapur 
Colliery. Ag j have already said, hu¬ 
man lives in our country have no 
value. Miners job is to produce more 
for the country but observance of 
safety rules is nobody’s business. 
Neither Mr. K. C. Pant nor Shri Ra- 
ghunatha Reddy are bothered about 
that. 

The labour leaders sitting on the 
Congr^s bench^ will bear me out 
that a court of inquiry has recommen¬ 
ded banning of contract laboiur 
but this is still going on. There is 
great deterioration in the safety mea¬ 
sure# during the last two years. I 
only quote two years accidents—1973 
and 1875. llhese hre from the Gov¬ 
ernment reports. In 1973, 2^ people 
were involved and m 1875, 277 people 
excluding Chasnalla disaster, were 


involved. If we include Chasnalla, it 
comes to 700 or 800 people. Why? 
Because there is no safety rule ob¬ 
served in the coal mines. What is the 
position now? Here | have got a 
PBi>er cutting. The (Director General. 
Mr. B. N. Bhatt, Eastern Region says 
that he has only 20 Safety Officers 
to look after the safety of 1,70,000 
workers. A Welfare State talking of 
socialism and socialistic pattern of 
society, does not have money to em¬ 
ploy more officers for safety of miners. 

As I had said, Mr, Pant and the 
Government of India are interested 
only in raising coal, and the workers 
are raising it at the cost of their 
lives. I now quote from the note given 
by the Coal Mines Officers’ Associa¬ 
tion to the Committee to review the 
Mines Safety law. it says; 

“After nationalization, the sup¬ 
ply of protective equipments, 
capital stores etc., is not up to 
the desired standard." 

One would say that these officers 
were against nationelization. I know 
that not all officers were against; but 
some were. But I quote Mr. Kanti 
Mehta, whose statement has come 
out. He has said that even before 
Independence, conditions inside the 
coal mines were horrible and there 
has not been desired improvement. He 
belongs to the Congress; he is un 
INTUC leader. There is no doubt that 
the safety measures are observed 
more in violation than in observance. 

Now about the supervisory staff 
who are not so much of higher-ups or 
very big bosses. In a note to the above 
committee on 23-12-1975 from their 
association i.c, 4 days before this 
Chasnalla, disaster and 5 days after 
the Chinakuri disaster, they have said 
-~and I quote; 

"All safety provisions have been 
ignored and mines axe work¬ 
ed in violation of them." 

Their own officers are sayiitg tWs<i 
I do not find Mr. K. C.. Pant hjBte. 
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Probably he thought that Mr. Chand- 
rojit Yadav will be hammered here; 
but he is more responsible. Mr. Yadav 
is responsible for Chasnalla; but Mr. 
Pant is responsible for 700-odd collier¬ 
ies owned by the Government of India. 
More prosecutions by the DGMS are 
taking place for violation; in 1974 
there were 11 cases of prosecution and 
in 1975, 25 cases. The DGMS has 
blamed the management for the acci¬ 
dents. He has held them responsible. 
They are under-staffed, as I had said 
earlier. Mr. Raghunatha Reddy is not 
here. He is in Rajya Sabha—I am 
told. The mines safety organization 
is directly under him. So many times 
in the Lok Sabha and the Rajya Sabha, 
in the Labour Consultative Committee 
meetings—^whose members are here— 
and in the meetings of the coal safety 
organization, the trade unions have 
said that the mines safety organiza¬ 
tion had to be strengthened. It is 
under-staffed. It is said that money 
is not available. Mr. Subramaniam 
and his predecessors could not get 
money to appoint qualified officers as 
mines safety officers. This fellow 
DGMS laments that in the whole of 
the eastern region, for 170,000 workers, 
he has got only 20 officers. I cannot 
read the whole statement. He says 
that his officers can visit one mine 
after a lapse of six months. This is 
the position. That poor fellow may 
also be responsible for many acts of 
commission and omission. I don’t hold 
brief for him. But this is what he 
has said. Nobody hag contradicted it. 
He has said it in Calcutta and in 
Dhanbad. In October 1974 such a 
dangerous thing took place. It was 
an underground explosion in the Rani- 
pur colliery. The DGMS put the blame 
squarely on the management then. 
After Jitpur accident, Mr. R. C. Dutt 
had made some recommendations. In 
this House, the Ministry of Energy, 
when asked a question, replied that 
iSwBB were under consideration. The 
Government go on considering recom- 
inaidations of such commissions and 
committees. Tbfiy do not take any 
step and people die. They die ip hun^* 
every year. The finance Mini*. 


try has no money and so the Labour 
Department cannot employ propex- 
persons. The only bv^inesg of the 
Energy Ministry seems to be to raise- 
coal; not to see about the safety of 
the workers. Shri Pant should have 
been here during this discussion. But, 
unfortunately, he ig not present here. 

Three safety conferences have taken 
place between 1958 and 1973 and they 
have made recommendations like the 
appointment of proper inspectors, a 
number of inspections by the officers' 
of the DGMS, etc. Any number of 
recommendations have been made. 
One of the recommendations was that 
the representatives of the trade unions, 
irrespective of political affiliations, 
should be associated with mines 
safety orgianisationi That bias beein 
the demand of the INTUC, AITUC and' 
all the other trade union organisations, 
whether affiliated to the central or¬ 
ganisation or not. Yet, Government is 
still thinking over that. i am told that 
in certain collieries in Bihar apd 
Bengal, even though the workers have 
made this demand and the mines 
safety organisation has been vocifier- 
ously demanding it. no worker has 
been associated with it. Should not 
the trade union workers be involved 
in it? But the bureaucracy does not 
like that. 

The DGMS in a statement earlier 
had statd that rescue operators, etc., 
are not always available. Look at the 
Chasnalla. The newspapers reported 
that the Government of India had to 
bring pumps for de-watering from 
Poona. Even though Dhanbad and 
Asansol are two big colliery areas 
producing the best coal in our country, 
proper pumps are not available in 
that area and had to be brought from 
Poona. 1 am told on enquiries that 
smaller pumps are available in that 
area. I say that the mines safety 
organisation of the Governmimt of 
India should be equipped with at least 
the minimum requirements to meet 
such exigencies. Yet, the fact remahur 
that we had to bring pumpg from 
Poona and, ultimate^, from X7S£3t 
and Poland. 
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The safety conferences between 
19S8 and 1973 made certain recom¬ 
mendations. But none of thmn has 
been implemented so far. The third 
safety conference took place at Cal¬ 
cutta and the Chief Minister of West 
Bengal was ask^d to make a speech. 

In the course of his speech, he a^ed 
what was the use of mak¬ 
ing recommendations when those 
recommendations were not im¬ 
plemented. Our Chief Minister, Shri 
Ray, is not very famous for his very 
progressive or very socialistic outlook. 
Yet, when he found that none of the 
recommendations of the safety confer¬ 
ences has been either accepted or im¬ 
plemented, he was forced to ask: what 
was the use of holding these confer¬ 
ences. 

Even though the R. C. Dutt commis¬ 
sion made its recommendation in 1973, 
as far as I know, it is still under exa¬ 
mination. I say that four Ministries 
are responsible for this Chasnala dis¬ 
aster, namely, the Ministry of Steel 
and Mines, the Ministry of Labour, 
the Ministry of Energy and the Minis¬ 
try of Finance. They are playing with 
the lives of the people. I must say 
that I have no personal grudge against 
Shri Yadav. As soon as the Chasnala 
disaster occurred, he went there, stay¬ 
ed for a couple of hours and since the 
atmosphere was not congenial, he 
went to Chandigarh where there was 
much cooler atmosphere. I say it is 
true. Let him deny whether for three 
days he was staying in Chandigarh 
or not? If it is not true, I will sue 
the newspaper which has made this 
report. The presence of the Minister 
was necessary when atleast 372 deaths 
were apprehended. 

As 1 said, we are playing with the 
lives of the workmen. The Mines 
Amendment Bill was passed unani¬ 
mously by the Joint Select Committee 
in the year 1973. Sven the Govern¬ 
ment side agreed to that. There are 
Members here who were the Members 
of the Joint Select Committee in 1973. 
Th^ matte certain recommendations 
in regard to safety measures. This 
Joint Select Committee consisted of 


Members of both Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment. That Amendment Bill has.^ 
never seen the light of the day. 

Who sabotaged it. D.G.M.S. made, 
a statement on the 24th February, 1975, 
that means after waiting nearly for 
1^ years, that the Bill was facing, 
some trouble from vested interests.. 
Who were the vested interests? This . 
Was a newspaper report. Nobody con¬ 
tradicted it; nobody hauled him up for 
making such a statement, such a 
damaging statement, I say it is good 
that the e.v~gratia payment is being 
made to the families of the affected 
persons. The mine is being dewater¬ 
ed, We are hoping against hope that 
some lives will be saved. But no 
amount of money can bring back the- 
death to life. The Chasnalla disaster 
is a sad chapter in the history of free 
India. 

I say let there be a thorough en¬ 
quiry into the Chasnala affairs. I 
quote a statement from the President 
of Burdwan District Congress Com¬ 
mittee. Mr. Pramanik, President, 
Burdwan District, Congress Committee, 
Asansol is under Burdwan District.. 
Therefore, that gentleman was very 
much worried. Five or six days be¬ 
fore, a disaster took place and that, 
took place in Asansol area. He says 
in Calcutta on 7th January, 1976; 

“Collieries were no more safe than. 

Chasnala, where nearly 300 mines 

were trapped below pit in floods and 

subsidence.” 

Mr. Pramanik said the mines at. 
Chinakuri where the disaster took 
place on the 18th of December and the- 
adjacent coal belt, as well as mines in 
the Kulti region, were all not quite ^ 
safe. 

It means a very big portion of Asan¬ 
sol area was not quite safe. This' 
gentleman is worried. According to 
other sources, a Are had been raging 
for 15 years. That is nothii^ new. He • 
further says; 
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'The entire situation in the coal 
belt should be examined thoroughly 
and steps initiated early to prevent 
a re>occurrence of the kind of cala* 
mity that took much a heavy toll of 
life at Chas Nala.” 

As far as the nationalised mines are 
concerned, the whole position has to 
be gone through, and in co-operation 
with the trade unions, this enquiry has 
to be made in regard to all the collie, 
ries and see whether the safety mea¬ 
sures are followed or not, who are 
responsible for fibt implementing 
them? 

When the Chas Nala Enquiry Com¬ 
mittee was set up, the All India Trade 
Union Congress wrote a letter to the 
Minister that the workers’ representa¬ 
tives should be there as assessors. 

1 have no grudge against the INTUC. 
I do not know whether they have also 
made that demand. But we had tnade 
that demand. The Steel and Labour 
Ministries did not find it necessary to 
associate the AITUC in this thing. 
However, that is not a very big thing. 
Let the truth come out. But I say 
that a thorough inquiry has to be 
made into all the coal mines that exist 
in India if we want to avert further 
disaster. 

In the end, I off» my sympathy to 
the suffering people and their families 
' who are suffering so much because we 
• could do very little for them.

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
(Howrah): While the debate is taking 
place here, the unfortunate miners sure 
still under the mines trapped and 
their families are still uncertain about 
the fate of their men. But, generally, 
it is to be accepted that nobody will 
survive. 

Now, it is admitted by all that this 
is the worst tragedy, the worst disaster 
in the collieries of India. This tra¬ 
gedy has taken place under conditions 
of emergency. The government is 
declaring that a New Era has started, 
an era of discipline, an era of produc¬ 
tion, an era of advancement has be¬ 
gun, but the worst tragedy took place 
in this era. Why? Why did under 
this new era this worst tragedy take 
place? Accordin'^ to my assessment 
of the situation, it is because of the 
bureaucratic implementation of these 
two slogans, ‘More production’ and 
‘Discipline’. 1 visited Chasnala Oq the 
30th. I met my friend, Shri R, N. 
Sharma there and I am thankful , that 
he helped me and with his assistance, 
I got some overall idea of the situa¬ 
tion there. The reports 1 got I want 
to place here. 

The workers of the night ahift cn 
the 26th struck work in protest ag^huit 
the ord^ of blasting coal thefe. I^his 
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piece of information has never seen 
the light of the day. I was told by 
the friend who is the President of the 
local INTUC who helped me in seeing 
these spots that written protest was 
submitted to the local management 
against the order of cutting coal near 
that wall but for fear of discipline— 
as it is emergency now—and for feau: 
that they will be charge-sheeted and 
will be suspended, they could 
not defy the order. So, they 
had to succumb to discipline and it is 
the conviction of the workers there 
with whom I had talks that it was 
this overworking of the mine neglect¬ 
ing warning that had caused this tra¬ 
gedy. Maybe so. After investigation 
what will come into the report or the 
document, I do not know, but I was 
told this by that, friend—Mr. Nisar 
Ahmed, INTUC President of the local 
unit who accompanied me at the re¬ 
quest of Mr. Sharmaji. Re told me 
that there is record in writing that the 
workers protested because they have 
some horse-sense about safety, they 
know and they have experience and 
that is why they have objected. 

SHRI R. N. SHARMA: That will be 
used in the Court of Inquiry. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: May 
be. But I am placing this before the 
Minister and before the House. 

I have also been told that one Over¬ 
seer gave in writing a warning that 
this wall may collapse any day. 

SHRI R. N. SHARMA: There is no 
Overseer in the coal-mines. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: What, 
ever it is, I am placing before you 
what 1 heard there. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripura 
Bast): Maybe some other functionary, 
if not an overseer. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; These 
things ’are getting currency there. It 
is not that 1 am telUng these things 
in or^r to discredit the Qovemnient. 
I am only placflsg before you what 1 
heard there. 


This is a very grim tragedy. With 
all seriousness we should discuss all 
the doubts which are dominating the 
minds of the workers there. ISfow it 
is admitted that the norms of safety 
had been callously ignored. 

16.00 hrs. 

The main effort was to step up pro¬ 
duction, let any consequences be 
there—^whether wall collapses or whe¬ 
ther ffeople are entrapped. Mr. Sen, 
an officer over there told me that the 
usual daily production was 450 to SOO 
tonnes. From 1st January, the target 
had been fixed to 600 to 700 tonnes. 

The officers responsible lor all this 
were very much interested in increas¬ 
ing the production. 

More production and discipline were 
the two main slogans imder emergen¬ 
cy. Safety norms were completely 
ignored and the norms had been com¬ 
pletely violated. 

So many other reports have also 
come in the newspaper Some have 
been referred by Dr. Ranen Sen and 
some have been referred by my friend 
Mr. Sharma. The map was an old 
one. It was shown there in the map 
that the wall was 80 ft. According to 
the Mines Act, the safety barrier 
should be at least 60 meters i.e., 160 
ft. Mr. Swaminathan, Reporter, Times 
of India hag stated, though in the map 
it has been shown as 80' but actually 
it is not 80', it may be 60' or even less 
than that. 

1 was told that these workers struck 
work in the mid night shift of 26th. 
They refused to cut coal at that point. 
It is also heard that there was some 
blast I do not know whether there 
was actually any blast or not, but 
everybody admitted that there was 
such a big sound, it apeared that there 
was a big blast. 

As per the Times of India, the quan¬ 
tity of water gust shows that the 
breach in the wall was more than 8'. 
Water was just on the top> of the first 
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tunnel in the abandoned mine. The 
depth of the tunnel is 535’. The depth 
of the second tunnel is 935’. The third 
tunnel of depth of 1335’ is not work¬ 
ing now as there is water over there. 


I was told that immediately after 
that disaster the attendance register 
was removed and the woi’koi’s are 
very much suspicious that there will 
be tampering. Tliat is why the wor¬ 
kers got enraged and they assembled 
before the Office of the Manager, Mr. 
0’ *i. 1 was told that that Manager 

.nrough some of his assistants remov¬ 
ed that attendance register. 


Workers’ tempers rose so high that 
they threw stones. Some of the glass 
panes were broken. Police authorities 
came. They announced in the mike 
that unless that Attendance Book is 
restored back, everyone responsible 
for removal of the Book will be arrest¬ 
ed. In the afternoon that book was 
restored back. In that book it is re¬ 
corded that 412 people went under¬ 
ground; 40 came out. But this 40 was 
challenged. In my presence, the Assis¬ 
tant who helped me, told another offi¬ 
cer. Ho told this in my presence. He 
told him that there are 4 names which 
is not in the list. They are missing; 
they are still there. The officer was 
asking me to see the distribution sys¬ 
tem. He immediately told “you give 
me the name, T will check up, whether 
it is correct, whether they were there 
or not.” So, what I say is, the num¬ 
ber figured in the register or the re¬ 
cord of attendance is not absolutely 
correct. Because, I have seen this on 
the spot. From 372 it has now come 
to 375. But, as I said, the workers do 
not believe that only 375 have gone 
underground. There are some con¬ 
tractors’ men and the practice is this 
that some of the contractors* men go 
underground without signing any re¬ 
gister. There is one name of a con¬ 
tractor, Ajit Singh but the names of 
bis men are not there. So, it is evi- 
deiit that more men are trapped in 
this- tragedy. Sir, the local manage-

ment, is trjing to tmder-estimate the 
number of these casualties. We know 
their performance for the past bo 
many years and you cannot wash away 
these doubts which arise in people’s 
minds. 


Sir, there is also another threat. 1 
am glad that the Sudamdih colliery 
has stopped working from 5th Janu¬ 
ary, I have gut information from 
some st)ureo which I immediately in¬ 
formed the Minister that any day this 
colliery may face the same disaster. 
There is also a big storage of water 
above it. The seepage i.s very danger¬ 
ous and there is no proper protection. 
It is good that this colliery has stop¬ 
ped working. There is another col¬ 
liery, Jitnur colliery. It is faced with 
similar danger, sirr.iiar threat. 


Sir, this Chasnalla disaster has high, 
lighted some of the basic weaknesses 
and the operation of the dark forces 
there. We 'vill know how the dark 
forces are operating. This is from the 
Times of India of January, 3rd. 


‘Miners who evade the gangsters 
at pay offices, are pursued in their 
heunos. There is no way to escape 
or redress. Tt is useless to turn to 
IJie police who allegedly get a cut 
from the big money lenders to look 
the other way. Some policemen are 
akso alleged to be engaged in money 
lending business. No succour can 
be obtained from security guards at 
the mines who themselves are the 
roughest and cruellest of the money¬ 
lender gangsters. Many of them In 
the old ways were musclemen hired 
by private mine-owners to subdue 
labour. After nationalisation they 
have been given a perrnahent tenure 
as security guards.’ 

So, Sir, this is the sort of cc^dition 
under which miners have to liv» 
there. This tragedy has highl4^ted 
so many things. The magldnery: of 
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the Director General for Safety of 
jMines has not been strengthened. .Ail 
the recommendations of so many 
Inquiry Committees after the disasters 
have been sabotaged and itiis is not 
something which is an isolated case. 
The mineowners are very powerful 
and they can sabotasc any recommen¬ 
dation, because they are living in a 
capitalist system; the Government 
defends that capitalist system, though 
talking of Socialism. 

That is why I say all these vested 
interests have very strong hold on the 
machinery of the Government. Al¬ 
though we may shout here, i have no 
confidence that there will he any big 
remedies found after this disaster. I 
may say that we are going to see far 
more disasters in future. 

MR. SPEAKER; You must conclude 
with this, 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; I am 
concluding. I agree with what my 
friend Shri Sharma has said with re¬ 
gard to relief. Government should 
give its serious thought to change the 
Act and provide for more relief so 
that the people, throughout their lives, 
have been rehabilitated. Those who 
are the victims of this tragedy are 
now getting the attention but those 
who are losing their jobs now because 
of the closure of the mines should not 
also be neglected and confidence has 
to be created among all the employees 
and throughout the country. And 
Government must act very very seri¬ 
ously to observe all the safety rules 
and bring before the House the Bill 
already amended and recommended 
the Joint Committee without delay. 
I pay my homage to all those victims 
who are still in the trapped mine and 
my sympathies go to the families who 
have become the worst sufferers.

SHRI SATYENDRA NARAYAN 
SiNHA (Aiirangabad), Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, as has been stated by the previous 
speakers, it is clear that this disaster 
in the mining industry has displayed 
how illequipped we are to meet such a 
situatioh. The MiiUster has stated 
that ^e ihiU^ Isidhma of watcu: is 
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seeping everyday in the mine. There¬ 
fore, there must have been some 
arrangement for dewatering. 

Besides that in 1956 a similar disas¬ 
ter took place when the roof of the 
Barodome mine collapsed due to heavy 
rainfall on the surface entrapping thir¬ 
ty-nine persons. Dewatering had been 
done and after 19 days 11 persons 
were founj to be alive as they found 
shelter in an air pocket. With that 
hope dewatering has been done here 
also but it has taken a long time and 
we had to ask for help from Soviet 
Union, Poland and other countries. 
No doubt, they readily agreed to send 
high-powered pumps for which we 
are graftful to them. But, Sir, is it 
not a sad commentary on us that des¬ 
pite such accidents in the past we 
have not made adequate provision for 
high-powered pumps in the event of 
such a calamity. 


Secondly, it has been admitted that 
the authorities had left or were leav¬ 
ing nearly 80 feet layer when the Cen. 
tral Mining Research Station on a re¬ 
ference by them in an earlier cases ad¬ 
vised them to leave the safe distance 
of 160 feet between the two workings. 
The content that this was a ‘develop¬ 
mental colliery’ not intended for extr. 
action of coal is not intelligible to me 
and to many other persons in the coun¬ 
try. Even in this case there would be 
biasing and evtraction of coal. There¬ 
fore, I would like to say that the min¬ 
ing authorities have shown criminal 
negligence on their part in not consult¬ 
ing the Central Mining Research Sta¬ 
tion or for that matter the Director 
General of Mines Safety for advising 
them about the safe^distance between 
the two workings. 


Then again Mr. Sharma has pointed 
that they did not prepare new maps. 
They were working on tke old maps 
and did not know the level of watef 
in that khud. They did not kncrtv 
whether there were any gasses ip thfe 
pocket of the mihe because there Praa 
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a loud report, an explosion resulting 
into subsidence and flooding of the 
mine. All this point out to one thing 
that we have not been observing the 
safety provisions with care an<j con¬ 
cern as is expected of the manage¬ 
ment of a public sector. It has been 
stated by Dr, Ranen Sen that three 
safety conferences have made earlier 
certain recommc'ndations which were 
not implemented and aLso the courts 
of enquiry have made certain recom¬ 
mendations which have not been im¬ 
plemented. 

Last year, in a seminar, the Director 
General of Mines Safety said that 75 
per cent of these accidents were due 
to non-observance of safety provisions. 

The Health Minister of Bihar, who is 
also a labour leader, stated the other 
day that the disappearance the pre¬ 
vious year of the inspecting staff has 
led to decline in safety standards. 
Why is it so? Is it because the min¬ 
ing authorities have been asked to 
raise the production? Is it because 
they are more anxious to reach the 
target of 12 million tonnes production? 

Is it because, in this particular mine, 
production was lagging and while they 
were trying to make it up with in¬ 
creased efforts, they have ignored the 
safety provisions? 

The Court of Enquiry is going into 
this question. But, I was a little am¬ 
azed that the hon. Minister made a 
statement that the .'safety provisions 
were observed. In my opinion, he had 
no business to say so and he should 
not have made that statement. It was 
rather hasty and in my opinion, it will 
tend to pre-empt the findings of the 
Court of Enquiry. In the face of this 
volume of evidence that the safety 
standards have gone down, he should 
not have made this statement. He 
will notice that the inspections are not 
carried out regularly. I wonder whe¬ 
ther these mining authorities had con- 
suited the Director General of Mines 
Safety. Was it not incumbent upon 
this organisation to carry out infec¬ 
tions? Why did they allow mining 
operations to go on with the layer of 
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SO ft., as is claimed, although it is 
doubtful whether it was 80 ft- or less? 

My friend Dr. Ranen Sen has given 
the answer that this Directorate Gene¬ 
ral of Mines Safety is under-staff^ 
that the pay scades are not attractive 
and that most of the posts are im-fill- 
ed. Some of them have already left 
the organisation or are leaving for 
more lucrative appointments else¬ 
where. This situation should be recti¬ 
fied by Government. I entirely agree 
with Mr. R. N. Sharma that Govern¬ 
ment ought to place this organisation 
on a firmer footing by giving them 
adequate pay scales and all that, treat- 
ing them as technical personnel and 
requiring the staff to have particular 
qualifications so that the safety stand¬ 
ards could be properly observed. 

But, unfortunately, even after na¬ 
tionalisation, we have not become 
safety-conscious. There is no anxiety 
and feeling for the welfare and well¬ 
being of the workers, and if I may 
say so, it has been largely ignored. We 
find that accidents have increased 
after nationalisation. Dr. Ranen Sen 
has already given the figures This is 
largely because of the fact that ins¬ 
pections are not carried out regularly, 
rules are not observed and the safely 
organisations have also not been acti- 
vised. If I were to believe the hon. 
Minister that the safety provisions are 
there and that the safety organisation 
is functioning, then, there is no need 
for Coal India limited to come out 
with a modern scheme of safety orga¬ 
nisation, which was reported in the 
Statesman recently, after the Chasnalla 
disaster. The Energy Minister has 
also set-up a high-powered committee 
to look into the standards of safety in 
the mines, as if they were all sleeping 
so far and they wanted this grim tra¬ 
gedy to wake them up from their 
slumber or to rouse their conscience 
about the safety of the persons who 
are working in the various mines. 

It is a sad commentary on the 
whole system of working in the 
mines. My submission would be that 
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whatever may be the findings of fhe 
court of inq\ury, we cannot exone¬ 
rate the management in the public 
sector from their responsibilty and 
duty to see that such disasters do not 
take place, that they are reduced to 
the minimum, if not altogether 
eliminated. 

With these words, I join the other 
friends in conveying our sympathies 
to the bereaved families.

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SOKHI 
(Jamshedpur): Sir, this is the third 
biggest world mishap in the history 
of coal mining. I will not repeat the 
points made by the previous speakers. 

I visited the Dhanbad coal mine 
area a month before this accident, i.e. 
between 27 th and 29th November and 
I was surprised to see that water 
was being pumped into the abandon¬ 
ed mine. When I enquired from one 
of the coal washery officers, he eaid, 
“This is an experiment from the 
side of the Mine Safety Department.” 

It has to be enquired into whether 
this experiment has resulted in this 
accident. When there was seepage of 
one million gallons per day, why was 
this water being pumped? When I 
asked, “Why din’t you do send stow¬ 
ing here?” The officer was not aWe 
to explain. He only said. "The order 
is to fill water from the Damodar 
river." This is a serious thing. I 
think this accident could have been 
prevented If the authorities had been 
a little bit sdert. Some experts tbffilt 
that as per the map of tiie abandon' 
ed mlne^ the disaster should netref 

w 
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have occurred. Why did not the 
Chasnalla mine authorities ask the 
Central Mining Research Station to 
test the seam and recommend safety 
margins, if the question of distance 
between the two mines comes in? The 
mine authorities could have easily 
taken the precaution of verifying the 
accuracy of the old map by drilling 
test holes. This was not done. This 
accident has taken place due to the 
negligence of the mining authorities 
and of ;he Directorate General of 
Mine Safety. 

I want to lenow the duty of 
Director General, Mines Safety. Whe¬ 
ther he is a ceremonial head or is he 
meant for looking after the mines? 
There are preventive measures which 
could be suggested to the mine 
owners. He and his subordinate offi¬ 
cers who have their headquarter at 
Dhanbad should have taken these 
measures. Now, I am told that there 
is a tug of wav going on between the 
Mines Authority and the Director- 
General of Mines Safety and each one 
is t’ying to blame the other party. I 
would request the Ministei’ of Steel 
and Mines whosoever the officer may 
be, if he is found irresponsible and 
negligent, should be dismissed and I 
would say that some of them should 
have been suspended by now. In 
1971, a roof collap.3ed in Rourkela 
Steel Plant. When the report came 
in, late Mr. Kumaramangalam dis¬ 
missed right from Foreman to Gene¬ 
ral Manager. This time also, nobody 
should be spared and T think, only 
then, you can set an example. 

With these words. I conclude my 
speech.

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI (Calcutta-South); Mr. Chair¬ 
man, Sir, the whole country is deeply 
moved and shocked at the accident of 
Chasnala and our Minister of Steel 
and Mines, Shri Chandrajlt Yadav, in, 
his statement, has made it abso-' 
lutely clear that the Government is 
takinj; all possible steps at least to 
sec that people, if at all anybody is 
alive, are properly rescued and other 
immediate measures are taken. 


I am not going into detail, since 
almost all the rescponsible Members 
from the Opposition and from our 
Party have expressed their views. 
Some of them have visited the area 
and have givoi the actual position as 
they had witnessed there. I would 
like to deal with the accident in a 
different angle in the country. 

As you know, Sir. the main source 
of our weeUh in the country is from 
the coal mines and the main achieve¬ 
ments of our country, whether it is 
industry or transport or energy, art 
due to coal. I do not like to make 
any premature statement at the 
beginning till the inquiry is not over 
as to whether it is a sabotage or any 
conspiracy. But immediately after 
the Emergency we arc deeply con¬ 
cerned with some of the incidents, 
like, the sabotage in electrical plants 
of the State Electricity Boards in 
various States, a few minor and 
major trains accidents, the disaster in 
Chasnala and today’s statement by the 
Minister of Petroleum about the inci¬ 
dent in the Bombay High, All this 
is no way gives any indication that 
the growth of the country’s economy 
is entirely dependent on its being 
run smoothly either by the workers 
or the management. 
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Before the coal mines were taken 
by the Government, they were in 
the hands of the private individuals. 
Rightly or wrongly, they had done 
their best to exploit the workers and 
the resources of the country. Before 
that, they were in the hands of the 
British. But I do feel, in view of the 
Statement of the late Mr. Mohan 
Kumaramangalam, the nationahsation 
does not merely mean only to have 
an overall control on the wealth, the 
production and distribution but also 
to have a complete change in the ad¬ 
ministrative set up, including those 
machines and mechanisms in the ope¬ 
ration of the coal mines or in other 
areas. 


I would briefly put a few questions 
to the Minister for my personal 
curosity and for the curosity of the 
people in the country. I hope, the 
Minister will be able to give the 
answers to these questions. It is good 
enough for all of us to express our 
gratitude to those countries, specially 
who have rendered their help, like, 
Poland and Soviet Union, in their 
usual manner of friendship to India. 
Is it not bad enough for us to realise 
that in a country like India, after 
more than 28 years of operations in 
various sectors, like, coal mines and 
others, we are not in a position to 
claim that we are self-equipped in all 
capacities for all sorts of operations 
and accidents or sabotages or such 
disasters in coal mines without de¬ 
pending on foreign support? This 
gives us a clear indication that either 
the Coal Mines Safety organisation or 
the Government or the Ministry 
itself is not very clear as to which 
are the essential requirements for the 
Coal Mines Safety organisation to 
face the worst possible disaster in the 
coimtry if at all it so happens. It is 
good that Soviet Union and Poland 
have come forward to help us in 
time. But it is aiot good on our part 
to feel that such type of help will 
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always come on every occasion in 
every spliere. 

Firstly, I want to know whether the 
Government or the Ministry or the 
Coal Mines Safety organisation has 
given a careful consideration and 
thought, after Jitpur colliery incident, 
to improve the character and cemdi- 
tion of the safety equipment and tha 
organisation through financial invest¬ 
ment involving foreign expertise or 
improving the character and quality 
of research in the Coal Min^ Safety 
organisation. 

We often hear and listen even from 
the responsible political forces and 
the Government officials that some 
of the officials in every public sector 
undertaking are not happy with the 
system of activities run by the Gov¬ 
ernment and that, on the contrary, 
they would have been extremely 
happy if the private sector would 
have been in-charge of these opera¬ 
tions. I do not like to prejudice any 
officer nor I would like to put a 
question in regard to anybody in 
particular. I feel, it may not be the 
motive of all officials to go against 
the workers and the Government. 

But I would sincerely like to put a 
few questions as to whether it is not 
a fact that it has been found on 
several occasions in the coal-mine 
areas that complaints have been lodg¬ 
ed by the working-class people against 
a few individuals in the coal-mines 
Management in the various collieries 
for their mis-conduct and for their 
criminal negligence, in some cases, 
about safety organisation, apd if so, 
after the Jitpur incident, if any ’ 
officials in this matter have been sack¬ 
ed, punished or suspended. 

Mr. Chairman, Sir, the relief is no 
doubt inadequate, even though the 
Government is trying its best to give 
some measure at least, including the 
State Governments and other non- 
ofRicial organisaUcois. But, agfain, I 
come back to one of the im^rtapt 
questions which I raised during the 
Jitpur discussion on the Floor of the 
Hinise, We baye seen that when e 
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plane crashes, the passengers who fly 
by airlines get compensation of not 
less than a lakh of rupees and we liave 
seen that the passengers who can 
afford to fly by plane are not ordinary- 
citizens or poor people. If this is the 
justice shown by one public sector 
undertaking to its passengers who are 
flying by plane, why can’t the same 
justice be applied in another public 
sector undertaking or public sector 
unit where serious types of works 
are being done by coal-mine workers, 
the poorest people of the country to 
generate wealth for the country, by 
providing all sorts of amenities for 
the people who are not in the mines 
but outside? It is a. great shock for 
al] of U 5 that we don’t try to consider 
this problem in any manner which 
would have increa.sed the morale of 
the people in the coal-mine areas. 

After the Jitpur incident Mr. Mohan 
Kumaramangalam promised that he 
would look into the problem but, un¬ 
fortunately and to our great shock, 
he is no more and he also died in a 
plane crash. 

I visited some of the coal-mine 
areas—^not during this incident but 
before—and everyone there posed the 
very same question; and they have 
taken it for granted that whether 
their lives are being secured or not 
just to fill their bellies they have 
to go to the mines, taking all risks. 
This does not increase the good and 
healthy conditions of the mining areas. 

If you take the example of the Afri¬ 
can coal-mines—African countries, 
most of which have been liberated 
just now or which are not yet libera¬ 
ted but are still under colonial rule— 
it has stated that their mining 

operations and safety organisation 
and equipment are much more im¬ 
proved. On the contrary, the Indian 
coal-mines are not even up to the 
Piark. Just imagine that the coal- 
Piinas satety organisation were not 
siving a factual report till the nation¬ 
alisation of the coal-mines and the 
respective collieries! It was agreed 


upon, after nationalisation, that pro¬ 
per co-ordination would be made. 
Now, during the re-allocation of busi¬ 
ness amcmg the Ministries, the nation¬ 
alised coalmines came under the 
Ministry of Energy while a few coal¬ 
mines which are associated or attach¬ 
ed to the steel companies are under 
the Ministry of Steel & Mines. So- 
I would like to know whether at least 
now, in the role of Management for 
the security of the working-class 
people in the mine areas, any proper 
co-ordination is made between the 
Ministry of Energy, the Ministry of 
Steel & Mines and the Ministry of 
Labour; and if not in what way they 
are operating, I would like to know. 

Mr. Chairman, Sir, another interest¬ 
ing thing which most of the Members 
have witnessed during their visit to 
Chasnala I would like to point out 
On the one hand, the Management ot 
the public sector units are saying that 
there is no more room to recruit aiu* 
other labour in the coal-mine areas 
and, in most cases, a few muster rolls 
have been demolished immediately 
after nationalisation because, it is true, 
there are many fake labourers. But, 
at the same time, we see that in 
every coal-mine, in respect of regular 
labour and without taWng any other 
fresh labourers, some contractors are 
being deployed to save labourers. 
Those who are not guilty can come 
for the work but they have no secu¬ 
rity—though they are not fake—^under 
the Compensation Act because they 
are not regular labour as per the 
muster roll. It is also interesting to- 
note that the attendance registers— 
even after taking over the coal-mines 
—are not clear as to how many are 
going into the mines and how many 
are being kept out If this is so, what 
is the point of the General Managed 
there hiding the facts all the time? 
All these details would be revealed 
at thee time of the enquiry, I know. 
But, at the same time, I would make 
this request to the hon. Minister. 
Immediately after this Chasnala in¬ 
cident, our first task should ba to 
increase the morale of the pepplfi 
working in the ooalminM who a» fiot 
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yet affected and who should not be 
affected adversely by incidents such 
as this, and also to make immediate 
enquiries and get reports On other 
eoalmines, to ensure whether the 
safety operations aro going on or not. 

The -last question to the Minister is 
whether he is aware of the fact that, 
during December, in the course of the 
usual inspection and check of the 
safety operations inside that mine, 
reports were made available to the 
General Manager apprehending some 
dangers in that mine, and if so, whe¬ 
ther adequate measures before 27th 
December, 1975, were taken or not. 
These are not matters to be gone into 
in the inquiry; this information must 
be easily available with him just 
now. 

With these words. I would like to 
conclude because nothing is to be said 
here until the inquiry is over. But I 
would just make a point in reference 
to the speech made by a Member of 
the Opposition, Shri Samar Mukher- 
jee. I am grateful to him that he 
visited the area and expressed sym¬ 
pathy with the working people. But 
I do feel that, taking the incident of 
Chasnala, it would not be wise on 
our part, whether sitting on the ruling 
party side or on the Opposite, to make 
any sarcastic remarks about the 
standard of discipline or the character 
of production in our country, because, 
that would ultimately demoralise the 
whole trend which is geared uP at the 
moment. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA (BAR- 
MER): Mr. Chairman, Sir, while we 
are debating the Chasnala disaster, 
each one of the speaker of this august 
House has expressed a sense of deep 
sorrow. We all feel as if we are un¬ 
der the shadow of a very haiTowing 
and- poignant tragedy. I join all my 
hon. colleagues in expressing my sense 
of sorrow and sjunpathy for the 
'bereaved families. 

Now,, I want ..to make one proposal. 
Tomorrow or this evening, the radio 
|i|hd the press will carry tha news 


that Parliament discussed the Chas¬ 
nala disaster, and various Members 
criticised this and that. i would make 
one suggestion. I hope I am expres¬ 
sing the feelings of all the hon. Mem¬ 
bers present here. It is true that the 
entrapped workers have lost their 
lives, and those lives cannot come 
back! But just as a humble token of 
our sympathies with the bereaved 
families, i propose, each one of the 
hon. Members of this august House 
may donate today’s allowance to the 
Chasnala Relief Fund. I hope all the 
hon. Members will agree with this 
proposal that one day’s allowance 
will be contributed to the Chasnala 
Relief Fund that has been constituted 
under the Chairmanship of Shri 
Chandrajeet Yadav. 

I do not want to repeat any of the 
points that have already been made, 
nor do I want to go into the facts. 
But I would say one thing. There is 
a general feeling among the mine 
management, the industrial manage¬ 
ment, the management of the public 
sector and also the private sector that 
the security rules are an impediment 
to p^-oduction. This is a great miscon¬ 
ception which has got to be removed. 
The safety precautions are meant not 
only to save human lives which are as 
important as, if not more important 
than, the national production—^hunaan 
lives are sacred, each man’s life is 
sacred to us—^but also to preserve 
uninterrupted production. The statis¬ 
tics prove that accidents, whether in 
mines or factories, lead to not only 
loss of human lives but also to loss 
of production, loss of mandays. They 
exceeded the target of production in 
this particular mine. But what has 
happened today? For months, I am 
afraid, the entire mine will have to be 
abandoned, and production will com¬ 
pletely cease. First of all, this mis¬ 
conception must be removed, and the 
Government must impress upon the 
entire management of the industries, 
mines and all other sectors, that the 
safety precautions are a must for un¬ 
interrupted production as well as for 
the safety of human lives. 
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1 would support the demand made in 
this House that the Compensation Act 
must immediately be amended. Bs. ten 
thousand for the loss of a life is a 
mockery. This also, I was told, is not 
the limit. If management wants, it 
can pay more than Hs. ten thousand, 
but that never happens. No manage¬ 
ment pays more than Ks. ten thousand; 
even this Bs. ten thousand is paid 
grudgingly I would request that 
minimum compensation for a loss of 
life in any mine or industry should be 
Bs. fifty thousand. 

Many a time, it has happened in the 
coal mines and other mines that wor¬ 
kers apprehend some danger to their 
security; they apprehend that certain 
safety rules are not being observed. 
Under such cases, the workers’ right 
to refuse to work must be recognised. 
When they point out non-observance 
of certain safety rule, or they appre¬ 
hend danger to their security, imme¬ 
diate action must be taken. Actually 
what happens is different. I have my 
own experience in a particular mine. 
When there have been violations of 
safety rules, or when da^Ser has been 
apprehended and the workers have 
refused to work, they have been 
charge-sheeted, suspended and repri¬ 
manded. And later on, accidents have 
occurred and their fears have been 
vindicated. In such cases, I would 
urge upon the Government to see that 
whenever a group of workers point 
out any violation of safety rules, and 
they refuse to work, that right must 
be recognised and whatever violation 
is there, that should be set right. 

Today* I was reading in Patriot, 
how the Mines Safety Laws have a 
long history in our country, and it has 
been claimed that our safety laws are 
as perfect as anywhere in the world. 
And, there is no doubt, whatsoever 
that if all the safety measures are 
observed strictly, 80 per cent of the 
accidents can be avoided. What does 
it mean? It means, that if ny accident 
takfes place in coal mine or any other 
mine or factory, it must be assumed 
that violation of some safety measures 
has taken place. This must t>e assmn- 
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ed and the management must imme¬ 
diately be punished until and other¬ 
wise later on proved beyond any doubt 
that it was not responsible for it. It 
must be assumed whenever there is an 
accident. 

In the case of Chasnala disaster, thii 
enquiry will go on and usually in such 
disasters, no evidence is left behind. 
I am afraid, the entire thick wall 
might have been washed away, be¬ 
cause it was a ton-ential deluge and 
probably we would not be able to find 
tUc bodies, only skeltons may be there. 
One does not know, such disasters do 
not leave any evidence. This ques¬ 
tion will go on for years and years, no 
responsibility would be fixed by then 
the people who are responsible would 
not be here; they might have retired 
or promoted, or they might find out 
ways to escape. That is not the pro¬ 
per way. Whenever accidents take 
place, the management must be held 
responsible, they must be suspended 
immediately, because it is assumed an^ 
it can be taken for granted that with¬ 
out violation of safety laws, accidents 
do not take place. Our safety laws 
are fool-proof and when accidents 
take place, it must be assumed that 
violation has taken place and they 
must be punished. 


Now, a word about the mining safety 
arrangement. 1 was shocked to learn 
that there was a proposal to disband 
the office of the Mines Safety at 
Dhanbad. There was even a proposal 
that the Department of Mines Safety 
should be under the concerned Minis¬ 
tries. This would be disastrars. Th» 
Mines Safety organization is a policinf 
force, to enforce mines safety rule*. 
But, what is the position to-day? 
Many hon. Members referred to the 
Director-General of Mines Sffety. ' 
a matter of fact to-day thm?e is no 
such person. There is only an Acting 
Director-General of Mines safety. For 
more than two years, I sappqse, there 
has been no Directc»r-G«)eral of liQnei 
Safety. He is horribly tmder-sttaffed, 
the Inspectors him imd the 002^ 
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cerB under him. For example, for the 
whole of Rajasthan—Rajasthan is the 
second State where mines wealth is 
the largest, after Bihar—^there is only 
one Inspector for Mines Safety. Hor¬ 
ribly under-staffed all these Inspectors 
are also poorly paid. In such condi¬ 
tions how can you imagine that a 
Mines Safety inspector could face the 
General Manager of a huge complex, 
a Rs. 200 croreg or Rs. 600 crores 
worth complex where the mining 
safety or the factory safety rules are 
violated? That poor Inspector goes, 
nobody listens to him and nobody 
cares for him. Moreover, what is 
happening especially in public sector 
undertakings is that these Mines 
Safety Inspectors are lure^ away by 
offer of remunerative jobs in their 
undertakings. Previously, the pri¬ 
vate sector used to bribe them. Now 
the public sector firms pick them up, 
offer them better posts with higher 
salaries. With that temptation the 
Mine Safety Inspector does not do any¬ 
thing with the hope that he will get 
a more remunerative job in the pub¬ 
lic sector undertaking. Unless the 
mining safety organization is streng¬ 
thened, unless the mining safety 
directorate is strengthened with 
adequate staff and with ade¬ 
quate number of Inspectors and 
their emoluments raised sufficiently 
enough so that they can confront the 
highest managerial officers in the pub¬ 
lic sector and having raised their emo¬ 
luments, a ban could be imposed on 
them from accepting any job in any 
other public undertaking, the mines 
safety organization cannot act as an 
effective policeman. Otherwise, what 
does happen? Even these days even 
if it is proved that it is not an accident 
but a murder or massacre, the Inspec¬ 
tor of Mines Safety launches the pro¬ 
secution in the local court and it goes 
on and nothing happens. These pro¬ 
cedures have to be radically revised 
and their powers enhanced, the orga¬ 
nization strengthened and mining 
safety must be made very rigidly en¬ 
forceable because it is necessary not 
only ’to akve valuable human liv^ but 
also to ensure uninterrupted produc- 
national wealth. 
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THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SllRl CHANDRAJIT 
YADAV): I fully associate myself with 
all tlie non. Members who have ex¬ 
pressed their concern and sorrow for 
the families of the workers who have 
been trapped in the Chasnalla mine. 
My heartfelt sympathies arg with 
those families who are still under a 
pressure of great anxiety and still 
with some little hope they are looking 
towards the rescue operation that is 
going on. Really speaking, even to¬ 
day we are not in a position to say 
what will be the fate of the workers 
but we are proceeding only in this 
hope that there are survivors. There 
are some precedents in mining history 
that people have been saved and res¬ 
cued after weeks and that is the rea¬ 
son why the Government is doing 
everything possible for rescue opera¬ 
tion, to pump out the water and noth¬ 
ing is being left out. 

As the whole country knows, th< 
entire resources within the country 
and even from outside have been 
mobilised. Some friendly countries 
have offered their help and we accept¬ 
ed these offers promptly as it will 
perhaps help as in early dewatering 
of the mine and saving the previous 
lives of the workers who are unfor¬ 
tunately trapped. 

While Speaking in this debate many 
suggestions have been made and I 
mu.sit say, they are useful suggestions. 
Some people have tried to find out the 
reasons thereof. Perhaps, this is a 
sheer guess. It will not be appropriate 
for me to say at this stage as to what 
were the reasons and drcumstances 
responsible for this gfeat tragedy, as 
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the Government has appointed a court 
of enquiry. We, therefore, leave it to 
the court of enquiry to go into those 
reasons and details. At this stage, I 
can only assure the honourable mem¬ 
bers and this House that if the court 
of enquiry will come to this conclu¬ 
sion that any particular officer how¬ 
soever high he may be due to his 
negligence or failure in his duty has 
been responsible for this great tragedy, 
no mercy will be shown to him and 
Government will take immediate action 
against that officer. 

I have placed before the House the 
possible efforts that are "being made. 
The latest report was trying to get 
from the spot so that I may place the 
same before the House. 

Hon. Member, Dr. Ranen Sen was 
a little uncharitable to me when, he 
said that I was sitting at Chandigarh. 
I got the report on the 27th December, 
afternoon. The first thing that was 
done was that my colleague, the 
Labour Minister and myself got into 
touch with all the officers on the spot. 
We gave the instructions that through¬ 
out the length and breadth of the 
country from wherever rescue appa¬ 
ratus can be made available, may be 
acquired and no effort should be 
spared to hefp them. Immediately 
after that I brought it to the notice of 
the Prime Minister because it was a 
big tragedy and the Prime Minister 
gave me the same instructions i.e., 
every possible effort should be made 
to help them. I got in touch with my 
honourable colleague Shri R. N. 
Sharma who represents that constitu¬ 
ency. The next morning, we rushed 
to the spot and we saw that all our 
organisations BCCL or D.G.M.S., or the 
Company officers and officers on the 
spot all were working with the fullest 
cO-operation of the State Government. 
The local authorities were extremely 
helpful in this re-scue operation. There 
was perfect and full co-ordination. A 
newlv appointed Administrator of 
nsco was asked to co-ordinate the 
entire duties. A Committee of the 
Teebziit^ ipersonxtel wag foroied* 


There were so many difficulties, 
certain equipments were to be taken 
from the shaft, the openings were very 
narrow and the water hundreds of feet 
below was there. On the 28th evening 
We were in a position to start de¬ 
watering. 

It was an unprecedented kind of 
tragedy. I may be charged or some¬ 
one can be charged as to why did we 
not envisage that this kind of tragedy , 
may take place. This kind of tragedy 
was not expected at all* This mine 
was inspected during 1975 on 20 occa¬ 
sions by D.G.M.S, but nothing abnor¬ 
mal wa.s found. 

Just 12 days before this tragedy, 
this was inspected by the DGMS on 
15th of December and there was no in¬ 
dication to say that this kind of a tra¬ 
gedy might happen. So, it will be 
completely wrong to lay the blame, on 
the officers there. We have one of our 
high officers there. They are first 
class managers. The General Manager 
only narrowly escaped. He came but 
just ten minutes before the tragedy 
took place. He, along with the safety 
Officer, made the inspection. There¬ 
fore, it would be most unfair to say 
that they were criminally negligent 
and all that, that they kenw that the 
water is coming that they kenw that 
the wall is going to burst and all that 
It would be wrong on our part to 
blame any person saying that he was 
doing something wrongly or 
intentionally. 

My friend, Mr. Priya Ranjan Das 
Muiisi said that every possible step 
should be taken to strengthen the re¬ 
scue operations, I felt myself that 
perhaps we should have stronger re¬ 
scue operations; perhaps our safety 
measures should be on a much more 
bigger scale. Form the fact of tJie 
appointement of a committee, one 
cannot conclude that there may be 
certain weaknesses. That is not a cor¬ 
rect thing to say and that will not be 
fair. I wish that we comiMire our¬ 
selves with certain other countrli^^I 
M8^ AW «anpletei|f 
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immune from this of a thing or 
that our Safety Organisation is 
iOO per cent perfect. But, as I said, we 
are trying to do our best. Maybe, we 
will have to strengthen it. I would 
like to make some comparisons with 
other countries. It is not at all my 
ease that they were 100 per cent per¬ 
fect. That is not at all my case, Sir. 

If you see some figures, you will 
appreciate what I say. These are the 
1973 figures, the latest figures. The 
fatality rate per 1,000 persons is as 
follows: 

Japan—1.58 
Canada—.1.15 
Australia—1.14 
U.&A.—0.89 
Belgium—0.89. 

Oxechoslovakia—0.82 
. India—0,50 
W. GERMANY—0.49 
U.K.--0.31 

I ©titirely aigree with the sentiments 
expressed by hon. Members that 
everything possible should be done to 
minimise the rate of accidents. Each 
and every life of our worker who is 
working underground, the contribut- 
ip.g to the development and progress 
of the country, is indeed very precio¬ 
us. We should see that every possible 
effort is made to give safetey to his 
life and person so that he may work 
with more confidence. 

Now, I wish to remind the honour- 
sdfle House that as soon as I got the 
report, <m the next day we reached, 
there. My colleague the Labour 
ijinirttor was there. I met the officers 
personally who were doing the rescue 
operations. The Labour Minister stay¬ 
ed behind. Because there was scone 
important coordination to be done 
fromi Delhi, I came to Delhi and then 
went to Clumdigarh only with a view 
to pose the ^test developments to the 
Rrime Ifinister, Certain offers of help 
WJ^ rec^ved Irom other countries 
had to cem^ider how to avtJJ 
off^s of ,|ielp. 


The Labour Minister and myself 
were of the c^inion that at the earliest 
the court of enquiry should be annou¬ 
nced. Therefore, I wanted to take the 
clearance of the Prime Minister, We 
should act as early as posible and be 
in a position to announce the court of 
enquiry. That was my purpose of go¬ 
ing to Chandigarh. I am the saddest 
person to-day that we have lost so 
many precious lives. Immediately I 
came back I was trying my best to co¬ 
ordinate everything posible apart from 
many agencies from many other coun¬ 
tries, officials and non-officials within 
the country and they were to be con¬ 
tacted so toat may expedite the help. 

Again the labour Minister and my¬ 
self went to the place of occurrence 
and we visited many many families. 
It was ^ heart-breaking scene. After 
all it was a big tragedy and I fully 
appreciate and share the sorrow that 
has happened to those families because 
of this tragedy. To say that because 
the atmosphere was not very con¬ 
genial and so I left the place within 
a few hours is most uncharitable I 
must say. When we went there Shri 
Sharma was there who is my colleague 
who represents this constituency. 
There were a few thousand workers 
and We together went and addressed 
the meeting of the workers. It shows 
the fiilest roperation. fullest under¬ 
standing?, I must say and without their 
cooperation, the rescue operations 
would not have been possible. They 
did appreciate that the tragedy had 
happened perhaps in a manner which 
was not expected at all. The Govern¬ 
ment form the very begining did no 
leave any stone unturned and every¬ 
thing possible was done. They were 
cooperative and there was full under¬ 
standing. For this I must congrataulate 
the workers. They were doing their 
work and they had grouped in hun¬ 
dreds and we got the full coorperation 
from the workers Shri Mukherjee 
mentioned about ^ome of our collea- 
igues who are working there and the 
iNTirc people were good enou^ to 
take him i?qtmid the of qwi|vmnce 
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and he met some of them and 1 also 
met them. i must say that every 
worker there felt that his first job 
was to help in rescue operation and 
nobody put in any blame on anybody 
and, at that time, nobody even con¬ 
tested that figures which is being 
said today is much more than 400. It 
will be a crime to conceal the figure. 
After £ill we have lost certain preciou.s 
lives. If it is 375 or even 400, what 
does it matter. Why should we com¬ 
mit the crime of concealing the figure. 
The register or the records show that 
the figure was 372. Later on we find 
that in place of one person another 
person went in his- place. Therefore a 
few more persons may be there. From 
the enquiry report we can find it out. 
The list has been published in local 
newspapers. Today I give instruc¬ 
tions that the list should be published 
even in those newspapers from whose 
States even one worker is supposed 
to be involved in that tragedy. Wc 
have nothing to conceal. You will 
say that unfortunately they were not 
able to save their lives. It so hap¬ 
pens that inspite of our effo’"'’: to 
save every worker, who is invoH" ’ in 
this tragedy, maximum possible aung 
will be done. 


I fully appreciate that certain sug¬ 
gestions have been made that there 
should be compensation but the rate 
is very low,. Suggestions have been 
made about group insurance. Even 
this morning I had a meeting with my 
colleague, the Minister of Energy. I 
had earlier a meeting with my collea¬ 
gue, the labour Minister and we had 
been talking about this and I want to 
assure this House that these sugges¬ 
tions, particularly those suggestions, 
namely that we should increase the 
rate of compensation—if so, how 
much—and we should do tiie group in¬ 
surance—for this whether we should 
ai^oach the LIC people or we should 
have to build up an organisation to 
do this and also how to strengthen 
the- organisations to see that whatever 
equ4^anei^s there are they are operated 
tlhft better qiialified staff. At least I 


want to assure this Houiie that govern, 
ment will give a sympathetic consi¬ 
deration and we shall see that all 
these thihgs ate implemented in a 
manner that we should be able to take 
care of our workers. 

Sir, I must say many trade union 
workers including Shri Damodar 
Pandey were the first to suggest to us 
that there should be a national wel¬ 
fare fund for the workers and the 
workers working in the coal industry 
will come forward and donate one 
day’s .salary and let the matching 
salary be given by the Govenunent 
and the companies so that we may 
have a good amount of fund at our 
disposal if such tragedies happen. Not 
that we will wait for tragedies to 
happen. Even the loss of one life is 
very precious and we have to see as 
to what can we do for their children’s 
education. We are thinking on these 
lines. The committee which has been 
formed under my chairmanship has 
been formed with this end in view, as 
to what should be the immediate re¬ 
lief given to these families and what 
should be the long term relief to those 
who are involved in such accidents. 
Already one meeting of this committee 
has taken place and the second meet¬ 
ing is taking place this evening after 
this debate is over. We are thinking 
of what can we do for the education 
of the children of those unfortunate 
families who are in thi.s difficulty; 
what we can do for the marriage of 
the daughters of those people who are 
trapped; whether we can work out 
long-term -pension or provident fund 
scheme for those families. 

Sir, the Prime Minister has been so 
good enough and kind enou^ that 
she immediately gave Hs. 4 lacs from 
her fund and also told me that wa 
should see that this relief is not givan 
in lump sum but we must work out 
some schemes for long-term real as¬ 
sistance to these families. We are 
thinking on these lines ,and we 
hope, that we will be able to wqzft 
out a scheme to evttqfune’s |i^ 
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factioa. Even then 1 am fully aware 
that no compensation' can compen¬ 
sate those families who have lost 
either their husbands or sons or 
'brothers or fathers. But after all this 
tragedy has happened and it was per¬ 
haps beyond our control. 

Now, the question is as to how to 
compensate and bring relief and so¬ 
lace to these families. We are trying 
to do this. It has been said perhaps 
Mr, Ohri who was the Chief Execu¬ 
tive of this mine was involved in an 
earlier Jeetpur accident. This is not 
correct. He was not the General 
Manager at that time of Jeetpur. His 
brother wag associated with Jeetpiu* 
accident and he was asked by the 
company to go from the company but 
his headquarters at that time were 
at Burnpur and he was working in 
the planning organisation. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Was he not in 
the same organisation, namely, 
IISCO? 

SHHI CHANDRAJIT YADAV. He 
was in the same organisation. But he 
was at Bumpur. No reference has 
been made about him. Sir, I will very 
humbly say this was not the time to 
take action against the officials. Our 
first and foremost task was to see that 
those who knew the nature and 
character of the mine, we should take 
their help to dewater the water which 
was in that mine. That was the most 
important work and, therefore, we 
thought any person who knew the 
mine if we remove him or take anj 
action against him perhaps it was not 
in the interests of the work which we 
had given top priority at that time. 

Sir, it has also been said that in 
Jeetpur accident no action was taken 
on the recommendations of the Jeet¬ 
pur enquiry committee. This ig also 
not correct. Many suggestions were 
made. One of the important sugges¬ 
tions about < a separate cadre of the 
safety and ventilation officers should 
be organised. This suggestion was 
implemented. Then there was the 
/WWCestion that at the mine level the

safety officers should be assisted by 
the ventilation officers. This sugges¬ 
tion was also implemented. Then there 
was the suggestion about the revival 
of the pit safety committee. This vras 
also implemented. There were many 
other suggestions regarding super¬ 
visory officers including engineering 
officers to be made fully aware of 
their duties and responsibilities. These 
duties and responsibilities were clear¬ 
ly defined and they were given to 
these officers and its compliance has 
been observed regularly. Certain 
officers who were found responsible 
particu]arl.v three officials, Sarvashri 
K. R. Dhandwal, Verma and O. P. 
Ohri—not this Ohri—^were removed 
from the company and action was 
taken against them. 

Sir, it will not also be correct to say 
that the DGMS had warned or rather 
prohibited the working of Horizon 
No. 1 . There was no report like that 
and there was no indication from that 
organisation. 

Sir, certain suggestions have been 
made here. Now, the hon. Minister 
of Energy has appointed a committee. 
What is the purpose and object behind 
the appointment of this committee? 
After this tragedy, it is not that we 
are shutting our eyes. May be that 
this tragedy itself has awakened us. 
As it has been said, it has roused the 
conscience of the whole country. Why 
should we not presume that this kind 
of thing may happen and why should 
we not do everything possible to pre¬ 
vent such things from being 
happening? 


As I have said earlier, it is normal 
thing that there is seepage of one 
million gallons of water in this mine. 
For the purpose of de-watering, every 
arrangement was made at the mine 
level and the work wag being done. 
Certain horizontal pumps "were 
working—^five of them—but, unfor¬ 
tunately, they are now flooded. There 
were ftlio two-lluree pumps 
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at the station and they were used. 
BCCLt also rushed ail the available 
pumps. Sir, I have earlier expressed 
our gratitude to the Soviet Union and 
to Poland whose experts are even 
today working very hard along with 
our officers; their pumps are also 
working. The USA and West Ger¬ 
many have also offered their help. 
We have also expressed our gratitude 
to them. But, it took some time to 
instal the pump^ from the Soviet 
Union. The nature of the mine is 
such that even though the pumps 
started working, there were certain 
difficulties. Even the experts who 
came could not understand how to 
work in this complicated situation, 
Later on, other experts also joined 
them. Even today, though five pumps 
are available at the spot, only three 
pumps are working. The pumps 
available in our country are of the 
capacity of 600-800 gallons per 
minute. The pumps from the Soviet 
Union which we got are also of 300 
gallons per minute capacity. It is not 
that they are high-capacity pumps and 
that we are lagging behind in this 
respect. This is not the case. At the 
moment, we are able to pump out, 
about 12,000 gallons per minute. Out 
of this, 75 per cent of the water is 
being pumped out by the pumps 
available in the country itself. We 
ensured that they reached the spot at 
the earliest opportunity. But, we are 
extremely sorry, our heart is full of 
sorrow and paii\, that this tragedy 
has taken place. Certain suggestions 
have been made. As I said earlier, 
this accident should not be linked 
with the safety conditions in the entir 
coal mines. As I said earlier, measures 
were being taken. The organisation 
had been strengthened. But, we feel 
it our duty that we should go on 
strengthening this. If there are more 
modern methods and if there are 
better qualified iieople available, we 
should take advantage of them. If 
certain suggestions have been made by 
the Members, why should we not 
take advantage of those suggestions 


and see that the incidence of acci¬ 
dents is reduced to the xninimum? 
With these words. Sir, 1 would like 
to assure tbe'House... 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: 
Mr. Yadav, 1 am told that this pump-> 
ed out water is polluting the Damodar 
and other rivers. DVC has issued a 
warning. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: Let 
us not go by the BBC, I am very 
sorry to say that sometimes the BBC 
comes out with fantastic and baseless 
news. They came out first with the 
news that 900 people got trapped in 
this. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Not 
BBC, but DVC. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: Even 
DVC. Let us not go on the basis of 
baseless rumours published in some 
newspapers. I am very sorry to say 
that some newspapers sometimes 
unnece.csarily and baselessly quote 
officials when the officials had not 
made those statements. Even they 
have been quoted like this in news¬ 
papers. 

I would like members to bear with 
me. Dewatering operation is still 
going on. Today nothing should be 
published in the press which would 
unnecessarily demoralise our work¬ 
ers, which would create misunder¬ 
standing. We are all occupied with 
the most important and top priority 
work of dewatering the mines and 
providing relief to those families. 

It has been said that many money 
lenders are perhaps harassing those 
people. I must say that the Bihar 
Government, particularly the local ad¬ 
ministration imder the supervision of 
the Deputy Commissioner, Dhanbad, 
have done commendable work. I will 
be failing in my duty if I do not pay 
my gratitude to them. They have done 
their maximum. As social workers, 
those people have been worldng day 
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and right. We have seen that they have 
reached every family. They have 
taken care of every family. Even 
the police did extremely good work. 
They have been giving every possi¬ 
ble support. 1 want to assure the 
House that nobody would be allowed 
to be so hard-hearted as to exploit 
these people. If anybody does so and 
harasses them, it will be brought to 
our notice and we will take the 
strictest action; if it is brought to our 
notice, the strictest measures will be 
taken against those people who have 
the covurage to create any kind of 
harassment to these families. 

’ 1 want to say a word of gratitude 
to the social organisations. Many 
State Governments have come for¬ 
ward with their donations. Many 
trade union organisations have come 
forward with their donations. So also 
many individuals. As you have seen, 
in this House also there was a pro¬ 
posal about it. Shri Shankar Dayal 
Singh was saying something about 
it. The House knows it already. To 
those who have extended their help 
in any form, we are very grateful. 

This tragedy is, really speaking, a 
national tragedy.. Therefore, our 
people have extended every possible 
support and help to these people, I 
must say that the House has de¬ 
bated this issue keeping in mind that 
concrete suggestions should come out. 
We will take all these into considera¬ 
tion. The court of inquiry will go 
into all the details. We have re¬ 
quested the ex-Chief Justice of the 
Patna High Court to start the inquiry 
as soon as possible. On Committee 
formed by the Energy Minister has 
already started working. The Com¬ 
mittee for the co-ordination of relief 
under my chairmanship has started 
working. I want to assure the House 
that everything possible has been 
done anti our effort will be to see 
that this kind of tragedy does not 
occur • in futyre. Whatever has to 
be done, should be done by the 
ilhyernment.

DR. RANEN SEN: 1 do not want to 
make a speech. When I spoke, 1 
levelled certain criticism against the 
Energy Ministry. 1 had quoted about 
the failure of the Energy Ministry to 
look after mines safety. 1 said that 
Mr. Pant was more interested in 
production and nobody was interested 
in mines safety. I had quoted the 
President of the Burdwan District 
Congress Committee who had openly 
said in a newspaper that the mines 
in Asansol and Raniganj are in a very 
precarious condition. He had aSked 
for a proper inquiry. 

SHRI SHANKAR DAYAL SINGH: 
Do not allow a new discussion. He 
has already started it. 

DR. RANEN SEN; No discussion. 
Mr. Pant was not here at that time. 
New he is here. Otherwise, I would 
not have raised this ^oint. 

The Congress President had stated 
that a thorough enquiry into the 
condition of mines, the safety and 
security aspect of it, has to be made, 
to find out the actual position.

As 
we have said, we will see that every 
one of them is given his salary for 
this month and wc shall see that none 
of them is without a job.

Eradication of Malaria Mosquitoes

•121. SHRI P. GANGADEB: Will 
the Minister of HEALTH AND 
FAMILY PLANNING be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether the two years experi¬ 
ments conducted by scientists in 
Hyderabad have recently discovered

KARAN 
SINGH): (a) and (b) In answer to 
the problems posed by insecticide re¬ 
sistance and concern about envircm- 
pollution, there is a trend 
towards the concept of integrated 
control of malaria.

.-ably effective in keeping down larval- 
densities, then can at best only par 
tially replace rapid acting chemicals.

DR. KAEAN SINGH: Sir. 1 do net 
think it is correct to say that these 
were discovered by the Hyderabad 
scientists. Larvivorous qualities Ct 
certain fishes and plants have been 
well known for a long time. But the 
hon. Member entirely right whew 
he said that malaria i.s on the increase 
and in order to combat it, we have 
devised a new strategy and in that 
strategy we intend to utilise both the 
chemicals and. if possible, for tWe 
larvivorous fish, particularly in the 
urban areas. The hon. Member has 
asked about the international invest¬ 
ments. ’Hiere is no international in¬ 
vestment at present except that the 
W.H.O. held a conference for South- 
East Asian countries to revise stratogy 
to overcome recrudescence of malaria. 


SHRI P. GANGADEB: May I 
further ask as to what are tiie anti- 
malaria measures being developed hy 
the malariologist in the malariologtert 
institutes that are being set i» 
India? What is tBe approximate 
estimate of the Government regard- 
ing the time it will take to at 1e<^ 
a break-through in spite of »• 
heavy odds?

DR. KARAN SINGH: I think I 
would say, we should have given' 
more attention to these methods. I do 
not think it is correct to say that these 
have been discouraged. In fact, these 
very Hyderabad experiments have 
been conducted by scientists working 
under the Malaria Eradication Pro¬ 
gramme. What happened was, the 
insecticides began to take priority. 
Before the insecticides were developed, 
a lot of work was done on larvivorous 
fish. Then these insecticides came 
into the picture and everybody 
thought it had been solved. Now 
everybody is realising that insecticides 
themselves create their own ecological 
problems including pollution. As you 
are aware, in many western countries 
DDT is now totally banned. I entirely 
agree that we should give more im¬ 
portance to this. Regarding the other 
point to which the Hon. member 
refrred, that particular chapter, Is 
over. The agreement has been termi¬ 
nated and our concentration In the 
future is going to be <m the prodUe- 
tion of insecticides and on theoe 
biological control methods. 

SHRIM ATI SHEILA KAUL: Would 
it be correct to say that insecNcidea 
are more dangierous than malaria 
itself, because we have learnt tkruuifh 
newspapers that tests have shown that 
use of insecticides fs harmful to man 
as a whole? I would like to know if 
the use of insecticides would be 
worthwhile.

At this 
stage it is difficult to say when the 
Government will take a decision to 
invest further, because the conditions 
prevailing in the country regarding 
resources are difficiflt. Also, the 
availability of steel is easy. There¬ 
fore, no provision has been made in 
the Fifth Plan for the expansion of 
TISCO. So far as TISCO remaining 
as a private company is concerned, us 
the hon. Member himself admits, 44 
per cent of the shares belongs to the 
Government. The Company is doing 
well. There is no proposal to lake 
over the Company by the Government. 


SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: f am 
disappointed by tne answer of the 
hon. Minister that the Company is 
running well. Here is a statement by 
the Managing Directer of TISCO, Shri 
Modi, that TISCO immediately needs 
Rs. 250 crores for rehabilitation. He 
says that the private sector and the 
public finance institutions are not in 
a position to find out these resources 
That means he is asking the Govern¬ 
ment to invest another Rs. 250 crore.s 
In this Company. When already 44

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: In view 
ol the alai'ming delay that has already 
taken place—I say “alarming” be¬ 
cause the future of the Calcutta 
and Haldia port complex is terribly 
important in so far as the entire re¬ 
gion abutting on these ports is con¬ 
cerned'—in commissioning the Haldia 
port, may 1 know if the reported avail¬ 
ability of Farakka waters, reported 
since tlie last eight months or so, has 
much of an impact on the river, and 
Haldia and Calcutta to the extent 
possible are now In a position to func¬ 
tion as major ports in the country and 
Haldia port can be set up as it has been 
promised to be done? 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI: Sir, hrstly. 
the commissioning of the Farakka 
{Project is itself partial, in so far as 
certain seasonal flows from Farakka to 
the Hooghly are concerned. Secondly, 
the inflow of Farakka water is likely 
to have an effect over the Hooghly 
over a long period. In other words, 
the successful deepening of draught 
over a stratch of the river is likely to 
have an effect over a number of yews. 
Thirdly, as far as Haldia is concerned, 
the effect of the commiasloning of the 
Farakka is likely to be maaginaL 

The hon. Member had referred to 
the hydraulic studies and asked whe¬ 
ther or not they show some effect. 
That study is not yet complete. But 
there sre some indications that even 
with the present flows, there might be 
an effect on the Haldia channel. But 
the channel has four bars, and the 
Dceessity to continue dredging or 
maintenance dredging to be able to 
achieve the target drafts which are 
planned for Haldia will still remain. 
This is the position. 

. SHRI H. N. MUJCERJEE: Does Gov 
element mean to say that in view ol 


the impact of Farakka w^er hawing 
to be examined over a period of five 
years, the future of Calcutta and Hal¬ 
dia, by implication, is in jeopardy *for 
at least the next five years to come,- 
before you have completed your exer¬ 
cises'! If that is so, may I know, Sir, 
if there is any coordinated plan link¬ 
ing up the future of Haldia as well as 
Calcutta. If Calcutta for the time 
being cannot be rescued to the extent 
that We all desire, at least Haldia can 
be made viable so that that part of 
the country wnich serves the entire 
north-eastern region can have a sii^ 
of relief. Government's answer rais¬ 
ed a great deal of perturbation in our 
mind, and that is why, I want a little 
more positive reply. 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI: As far as 
Haldia Project is concerned, irrespec¬ 
tive of the effect which in the coming 
three-four years the Farakka commis¬ 
sioning may have, we are proceeding 
with the project of completing the 
channel by dredging the bars and 
effecting the 35 ft. draught both at 
the lock gate and in the chaxmel, which 
is what the original project was. We 
are also planning for deepening the 
approach channel for Haldia over the 
coming four years to enable ships of 
40 ft draught to come in. In other 
words. I need not assume the bon. 
Member that as far the Haldia Pro¬ 
ject is concerned, we are not awaiting 
the xesrults of the oommissioning.

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVAJUT: 
There was some dispute between the 
Central Government and the State 
Government regarding the length of 
the protecting waU. The stages men¬ 
tioned In the reply are referable to 
this dispute. I would, therefore, like 
to know from the Minister what is the 
bpcond stage of development 

• 

SHRI Tt M. TRIVEDI. As I have 
already indicated m the reply, the 
first stage which was approved as • 
Centrally sponsored scheme in the 
Fourth Plan has already been com- 
picted. The State Government then 
wanted a further extended sebraoe 
in rcdation to Ratnagiri Harbour in¬ 
volving an extension of the break¬ 
water from 1500 to 1900 ft 1 will 
not call it a dispute. But the Sta^e 
Government feels that the extension 
IS necessary. Our informaion on the 
basis of technical studies earned by 
the Central Power and Research Stat¬ 
ion at Poona indicates that an exten¬ 
sion of the break-water beyond 150| 
ft is not necessary. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: So 
far as the Poona Laboratory is ccwi- 
cemed, they have indicated Hial ftt 
order to make it an all-weather har¬ 
bour, the extension to 1900 ft U ngces- 
sary. I would like to know what 
sidy or loan the State Governing 
had akked for the second stage and 
what is the reaction of the Gentrsi 
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Government to the proposal of the 
Stale Government 

SHRl H. M. TRIVEDI: The State 
Government bad asked for Rs. 150 
lakhs for the construction of a pas- 
aenger-cum-cargo jetty and for the 
extension of the bi'eak-water. The 
Planning Commisbion has maintained 
Chat thtfi xs a new scheme and cannot 
therefore, be accepted as a spill-over 
scheme of the Fourth Plan and that it 
cannot be financed in the Fifth Han 
as a Centrally-sponsored scheme. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR: Unless Rat- 
nagiri port is made into an all- 
weather port, it is not going to help 
the passengers going from Bombay, 
specially the labour population. I 
would to know from the Minister 
whether the Central Government will 
review the position and And out a 
scheme to make it an all-weather port. 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI: The consi- 
Hl^ation of developing any site liKe 
Ratnagiri into all-weather port is a 
matter of a very detailed and exten¬ 
sive investigation: The question of 
developing it as an all-weather port 
has not been technically investigated.

Minister,, Shri Y. B. Chavan, who is 
co-Chairman of the .Toint Commission. 
Secretary of State. Dr. Henry Kissin¬ 
ger, who is eo-Chairman from the 
US side, led the US Delegation to the 
Joint Commission meeting. 

Under the Joint Commission, three 
Sub-Commissions, namely, the Econo¬ 
mic and Commercial Sub-Commission, 
the Science and Technology Sub- 
Commission and the Education and 
Culture Sub-Commission were set up 
to Identify areas of cooperation in 
(helT respective fields. 

At its meeting in Washingten, the 
Joint Commission relieved and en¬ 
dorsed the atnss of cooperatlcni as 


identified by the three Sub-Ctonunis- 
sions. 


(b) The establishment and the meet¬ 
ing of the Joint Commission and of 
the Sub-Commissions set up thereundei. 
is expected to consolidate and pro- 
mote economic relations between 
two countries. Besides, in the ares? 
of science and technology, education 
and culture, the establishment and 
work of the Joint Commis.sion is ex¬ 
pected to produce beneficial results. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: May 1 
know from the hou. Minister whether 
there wag only one meeting of this 
Joint Commission that was held in 
last year or whether there were 
■»re than one meeting? In his origi¬ 
nal answer, he has referred to three 
Sub-Commissions tend has said that 
the areas of cooperation were being 
identified and discussed. Would he 
kindly spell out those areas of coope¬ 
ration and r,iiy whether any progress, 
subsequently. In the last three months 
or so, has been achieved in the desired 
directions? 


SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN; 
So far as the Joint Commission meejt- 
ings are concerned, two meetings have 
taken place; one was held in Delhi 
when it was established, and about 
the second, I have made a reference in 
my reply. The Sub-Commi.ssions met 
before the Joint Commission meeting: 
most of the three Sub-Commissiong 
had one meeting each; maybe, one of 
them had more than one meeting. 
They have been successful in identify¬ 
ing some of the areas. I can illus¬ 
trate, though not give all the details. 
For example in the Economic and 
Commercial area they have endorsed 
the plans for wide-ranging programmes 
fo Increase trade between, the two 
countries, to stimulate trade proiao- 
tion ia each coimtry through trade 
missions, trade riiows. exhibits aad 
cairiogue riaows, to estaMlidi a Jelat 
Business Coimeil bi^iglfig iogetltev ^ 
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business leaders of both the countries, 
to actively encourage joint ventures 
between India and USA in third 
countries. 1 can just mention some 
of the areas. For example, in the 
case of Science and Technology, they 
have confirmed the continued interest 
of both the countries in intensifying, 
cooperation in the following areas, 
Igpntified earlier by the Sub-Commis- 
^n, namely, agriculture, energy and 
natural resources, electronics and 
communications, liealt^, environment 
and exchanges of scientists and infor¬ 
mation. In the field of Education 
and Culture, the Joint Commission has 
reconunended joint seminars to be held 
in either country, respectively; the 
idea of exchange of major cultural 
exhibitions between the two countries 
was also approved by the Joint Com¬ 
mission, the programme of scholar¬ 
ships and visitorships to enable pro¬ 
fessionals from both countries to 
pursue specialised studies was also 
endorsed. These are some of the 
areas. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: While 
I am obliged to the hon. Minister for 
giving illustrations in lei^ to my first 
supplmientary, may I, in the context 
of his reply to part (b) of the Ques¬ 
tion, adc him what exactly has ac¬ 
crued, in his judgment, from the meet¬ 
ing he had with President Ford in 
ttae White House last year while he 
was in the United States and whether 
tals meeting and the hon. Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s meeting, last week with the in¬ 
fluential U.& Senator, Mr. George 
McGovern, have further improved the 
climate for good relations between the 
two countries, especially in tewns of 
removing certain misunderstandings 
and strengthening certain areas of co¬ 
operation between the two countries, 
USA and India?

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SUKHDEV PRASAD); (a) No. 
.Sir. 

(b) Yes, Sir. The Government has 
asked the Steel Authority of India 
Limited to prepare a 25.year perspec¬ 
tive plan lor the development of the 
steel industry in the country. Detailed 
studies have already been undertaken 
•on the principal requirements on the 
basis of which a per^iective plan for 
the steel industry for the next 25 years 
could be prepared. Any perspective 
plan for steel industry would neces¬ 
sarily hav to be drawn up taking note 
cf possible overall rates of growth, re¬ 
quirements of steel and availability of 
resources. 

SHRI M. K. KRISHNAN: Consider- 
ing the fact that a big country like 
ours with a tremendous backlog of 
under-dev^pment and unemployment 
has no other alternative but to ac¬ 
celerate the rate of growth in this 
vital sector, t would like to know whe¬ 
ther Government would ask the SAIL 
to prepare the blueprint early this 
year itself. 

THE MINISTER OP STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI C3IANDRA3IT 
YADAV): Sir, the Government is 
tally taking into consideration the re- 
duizements of the country. As the 
I'on. Member knows, the steel v<dilch 
^ ai^ producing today is able to meet 


our requirements, rather we are plan* 
ning to export considerable amount 
of steel this year, and we have got 
firm orders for about 13 iakh tonnes 
of steel. With the completion of 
Bokaro and expansion of Bhilai plants, 
we will be able to meet our require¬ 
ments in the coming years. I have 
decided that the SAIL must make a 
study of the requirements of steel for 
this country by the end of the cen¬ 
tury, what will be the requirement of 
steel, how much infrastructure will be 
required, what will be the money in¬ 
vestment etc. A long-term study is. 
therefore, being made with a view 
that we should be able to meet our 
requirements and expand this basic 
steel industry according to our re- 
quirement.<!. 

SHRI M. K. KRISHNAN: I would 
like to know, whether the Government 
consider it necessary to have a nation¬ 
wide discussion not only on the tar¬ 
gets to be suggested but also on mea¬ 
sures proposed to achieve those. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: A 
national debate is always welcome. 
Anyhow, this is a matter where ex¬ 
perts should make a study and they 
have been asked to do it.

It is true 
that there are still some problems 
which are facing a difficult situation 
and in certain cases the advice given 
by the Apex Body was not fully imp¬ 
lemented. 

T do not want the House or the hon. 
Member to have the impression that 
the apex body decision is not implo- 
mentod. In certain cases the decisions 
are implemented and in certain cases, 
there are certain knotty problems.

that level, lay-off may be introduced 
subject to the terms of such agree¬ 
ment. If, however, there is no agree¬ 
ment at the plant level bilateral dis¬ 
cussions the matter shall be taken up 
either by the State or by the national 
committee for the industry within a 
specified time limit.” 

III. Absenteeism 

“It was agreed that absenteeism 
should be discouraged and trade unions 
offered their good offices to see that 
absenteeism is reduced to the mini¬ 
mum.” 

IV. Seven Day Working 

“Regarding the Seven day working 
this Body accepts the proposals in 
principle as it would increase produc¬ 
tion and employment opportunities 
particularly when it is to be introduc- 
in 'agreement with workers/ 
union (s).” 

The National Apex Body also laid 
down guidelines for Seven day work¬ 
ing. 

V. State Apex Body 

“The National Apex Body is un- 
animously of the opinion that State 
Apex Body is necessary in order to 
deal with the new situation, which 
has arisen after the declaration of 
emergency. The NAB is convinced 
that State Level Apex Body should, 
therefore, be set up on the pattern of 
the National Apex Body in all the 
States. This will be necessary to deal 
with industrial relations and other 
donnected, problems promptly^ The 
NAB, therefore, appeals to the State 
Govenunents to take steps for im¬ 
mediately setMng up State Level Apex 
Body. Ihe NAB further dedred that

Body shall be nominated by respective 
recognised organisations. 

VI. Workers’ Participation in Manage^ 

ment. 

“The National Apex Body notes that 
one of the 20-point programme an¬ 
nounced by the Prime Minister relates 
to ‘Schemes for workers’ participation 
in the industries , particularly at the 
shop floor level and production pro¬ 
grammes’. The National Apex Body 
attaches great importance to participa¬ 
tion of labour in management.” 

(c) and <d). The NAB at its 6th 
meeting held on 10-1-76 reviewed the 
problem of lay-off, retrenchment, 
closure, lock-out, strikes, gherao, go- 
slow, work to rule etc. The Com¬ 
mittee felt that the progress was not 
wholly satisfactory in certain areas. 
NAB therefore decided to set up a 
compact bipartite committee consist¬ 
ing of 3 representatives from each side 
to go into the cases of lay-off retrench¬ 
ment and closure and to recommend 
appropriate action where it is con¬ 
vinced after proper enquiry that such, 
lay-off, closure is not bonaflde.

(c) (i) Exports efforts were stepped 
up during the year and substantial 
orders have been booked for export of 
steel. About 2.60 lakh tonnes of steel 
valued at Rupees 45.71 crores ha%’e 
already been shipped till 31-12-1975. 

(ii) Government have lifted ban on 
constructional activities.

Writings In a Foreign Journal 

631. SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: 

SHRI NARSINGH NARAIN

AFFAIRS (SHRI BIPINPAL DAS): 

(a) The paper carried some false re¬ 
ports to tbis effect in November and 
December, 1975. 

(b) Yes. A statement issued by the 
official spokesman of the Ministry of 
External Affairs is attached. 

(c) There is no Resident-corres¬ 
pondent of "Washington Post” in 

India. The previous such correspon¬ 
dent was earlier expelled for false 
and tendentious reporting 

(d) Does not arise. 

Statement 

A spokesman of the Ministry of 
External Affairs made the following 
statement here today:— 

A small but vociferous section of 
the international Press continues to 
“harp on the well-worn and thread- 
Ime theme of Iddian plans for arms 
linterveation in Bangladesh. In its 


latest article of December 14, de¬ 
tailed Dacca, the Washington Post 
correspondent has alleged that Indian 
soldiers (not in uniform) had crossed 
over the Bangladesh border. He also 
gives currency to a report that in 
Mymensingh district of Bangladesh 
some persons have been active in 
promoting communal disturbances in 
order to provide India with a pre¬ 
text for intervention. 

This is not the first time that stories 
have been fabricated about Indian 
interference and even armed incurs¬ 
ions into Bangladesh. 

It is curious that a section of the 
foreign press seems more concerned 
about India’s plans and actions than 
Bangladesh itself. 

It is evident that certain quarters 
find it intolerable that friendly re¬ 
lations should continue between India 
and Banglade.sh and that the border 
should remain free from friction and 
tension. Incidentally the Washington 
Post correspondent has himself not 
been anywhere near the border and 
even his informants have not actually 
seen an Indian soldier, at least not 
one in uniform. 

It appears that the results of the 
recent meeting it- Calcutta between 
the Chiefs of the border security 
forces of India and Bangladesh and of 
the visit of the high level Bangladesh 
delegation led by Mr. Justice A. 
Sattar to Delhi from December 5 to 8 
when the two sides reaffirmed their 
desires to maintain a peaceful border 
and to continue to work for friend¬ 
ship and cooperation between the two 
countries, are not to the lilting of 
some foreign elements. 

If India had any hostile intent, it 
would not have continued to train 
Bangladerii military personnd aaad to 
supply defence equippieat. No one 
with any common sense would bdieve 
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that India was interested in instigat- 
ing communal incidents in Bangla¬ 
desh. Afterall any communal dis¬ 
turbance in Bangladesh which is apt to 
lead to an exodus of the minoritie-s 
would create intolerable burdens and 
serious law and order and security 
problems for India itself. 

The Government of India wish to 
state categorically that there has been 
no movement of Indian troops from 
their peace time locations anywhere 
along the Indo-Bangladesh border. 
The Government of Bangladesh have 
been given adequate and satisfactory 
assurances in this regard directly and 
through the Sattar delegation which 
' recently visited Delhi. 

Persistent false and malicious pro¬ 
paganda against India is obviously in¬ 
tended to heighten tension and mis¬ 
understanding between India and 
Bangladesh. But by its utter disre¬ 
gard of truth and common sense such 
propaganda is unlikely to fulfil its 
mischievous purpose. 

Anti-India Propaganda by a Section 
of Western T.V.

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
(Howrah): Mr. Speaker, Sir, the 

other day I was just mentioning one 
•f my experiences. I was going to 
Kerala from Madras three weeks 
before. On the way I saw that, one 
after another, two engines went out 
■of order and my train was delayed by 
three hours. I do not know what 
actually were the reasons? But, so 
far as I know, the Railway Authorities 
are now using the old locomotives 
and forcing the drivers to run those 
engines. But, they are old and worn 
out and therefore break-down is 
’^ssible; I am not blaming the Rail¬ 
way Administration for this. But, my 
point is in regard to the picture which 
the Government is trying to project 
that the functioning of the Railways 
is improving and so on. This is not the 
'reality. The reality is, Railways are 
passing through a crisis their finan¬ 
cial position is not healthy: it is sick. 
Sir, here, i would like to refer to the 
XiTith Report of the Railway Conven¬ 
tion' Committee on Social Burdens on 
Indian Railways. On Page 143, it has 
been admitted by the Committee: 

‘‘in the pre.sent parlous slate of 
Railway finances when they are 
. heavily indebted to 'Genreal Reve¬ 
res, any further burden by wa.v of 
Jnitional dividend liability and re¬ 
curring losse-s on such lines, is bound 
to be backbreaking and may in fact 
shatter the entire fabric of the rall- 
■way system in the cbtaitry.*’ 

This is the position. Therefore, Gov¬ 
ernment should not be complacent, 
.This requires serious thought on the 
part of the Government to formulate 
riew policieii;' old policies must be 
'Changed. You are carrying forward 
the old heritage of the colonial period. 
That is our tmint of criticism and we 
want that this heritage should be 
tdianged ultimately, basically and 


fundamentally. ' It is also mentioned 
in the Report: 

"On the other hand, the Commit¬ 
tee recognise that the need for open¬ 
ing up backward areas is also ur¬ 
gent and pressing. In the situation, 
the only course left open to 
the Government, in the view of the 
fommillee, i.< to enunciate a clear- 
cut policy whereunder the Central 
and Slate Governments would be 
willing partners in mobilising the 
capital needed for such lines and in 
sharing the losses in their opera¬ 
tion.” 

The social burdens should not be 
placed on the Railways because their 
economy is not healthy and they are 
pas.sing through an acute crisis. 
Similarly, the system of a fixed divi¬ 
dend going to the General Revenues 
should also be discontinued. Be¬ 
cause, ultimately, whether it is through 
the Railways or through the Govern¬ 
ment. the bur^n is placed on the 
common people. Even in cases, where 
foodgrains and other essential com¬ 
modities are carried at concessional 
rates, it does not benefit the common 
people. People are forced to pur¬ 
chase these essential commodities— 
coal, foodgrains, etc,—at higher prices 
in the black-market. The traders are 
taking full advantage of this, parti, 
oularly, the big business. So, In the 
name of social burdens, they are 
setting extra concessions from the 
Railways; but, the common people 
are not benefitted. Therefore, this 
situation must be reviewed by the 
Government and this old method of 
forcing the Railwa.vs to pay a fijeed 
divi'^on'^ ><' ♦he General Revenues 
should be di.sconlinued. 

Railways must be considered more 
as a public utility service than as a 
commercial concern. The attitude 
of the Rjiway Administration should 
be basically changed in relation to 
its employees. Unnecessary expendi¬ 
ture can be avoided. I will give one 
example- Thousands of raltway ean- 
ployed have dismissed under

But the present position is that the 
ratlw'ays are not ruiming. Due to the 
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Intervention of the dietrD^ collector 
and <»e of the Ministers of the Bihar 
Ctovemment, the management agreed 
to run it from 9th of January but 
without any pasrment .The workers 
protested because they were not get¬ 
ting the wages end they said that if 
there was no pay, there will be no 
work. From their side there were 
some agitations. Due to intervention of 
the district authorities trains started 
running. There is no lamp, no first aid 
box. It was decided that the trains 
would not run after 6 pm I got a 
complaint that one guard was forced 
to run the train without any light in 
the darkness. So he refused One 
guard was looted; if the train runs 
in darkness the danger of looting is 
there naturally. Even broadgauge 
trains are being looted now-a-davs. 
The guard who refused to run the 
train without any light was suspend¬ 
ed and the workers started an agita¬ 
tion. Again the district collector 
and one Bihar State minister inter¬ 
vened and they forced the manage- , 
ment to withdraw the suspension cr¬ 
uder and the tram is run The manage¬ 
ment has assured them that bv toda^ 
15th January, they will clear their old 
wages. But that has not yet been 
done In these circumstances, I re- 
tiuest the hon. Minister to intervwe 
in the matter immediately and decide 
to take over the management of that 
railway because that railway runs 
through areas which are

My last point is this. The framework 
of the system under which we are 
now living is a capitalist system based 
on profit and exploitation. Under this 
system the economy is bound to go 
through deepening crisis. There is 
no way out of the crisis unless this 
system is changed basically. That is 
not dependent on the Railway Board 
and the Railway Ministry. Keeping 
this in mind we suggest that at least 
the Government should come forward 
to save the railways .from the finan¬ 
cial crisis and take upon itself the 
social burden, instead of placing it 
on the railway administration. The 
railway administration is passing on 
the burden to the workers and emp¬ 
loyees, denying them their legitimate 
wages, bonus and other economic 
benefits The plea of the railway ad¬ 
ministration is that the railways are 
running at a lo^ and they could not 
entertain th^ d™iands of the wdtkers. 
So the only' way left to them was 
to suppress their movement. For that 
the government are prepared to spend 
any amount of money and they will 
increase the police force and call 
in the CRP and if necessary the 
army also will come and they will 
bring in black legs and give them 
extra preference and double promo¬ 
tions. For suppressing the

As fa» as the railway 
fiHanpes are concerned. Sir, this is not 
thg’ first report of this Committee. I 
think in the previous report, this 
particular Committee had expressed 
its opinion and had suggested certain 
things. Sir, it is true that for the 
railway finances we have to undertake 
the responsibility. The position of 
the General Revenues is difficult. The 
railways have to manage their own 
affairs. 


Sir, as*£ar as running of the trains 
is concerned. I must admit that to¬ 
day there is much improvement. 
Punctuality is being maintained and 
it is not that previously if the train 
was to , arrive at 5.00 PM we could 
siafely go and expect it on the railway 
platform at 6.00 PM. Now there is no 
late arrival of the rain. It has im¬ 
proved a lot. As far as branch lines 
are concerned, some ^improvement is 
still required to be dbne. But in this 
matter, I must congratulate the Rail¬ 
way Ministers. They have been able 
to achieve results. I must also con¬ 
gratulate the employees who a^e 
equally Responsible for running ihe 
trains punctually. Now, when the 
question of railway finances has 
come, we have to ask ourselves why 
there is always a deficit. Previously 
k was not the case. I do not know 
whether it ig genuine or man-made r,r 
k Is a manipulation. Sir, it is always 
said that there is an increase in the 
fares of the railway tickets. Sir, 
^hen we compare the ticket rates 
from 1947 to date, we come to know 
how many times the fares have been 
increased. I can understand the 
particular time when the fare of the 
tickets was increased to meet the de¬ 
ficit end to avoid recurring loss. But 
everv year it is happening. The. capa¬ 
city to pay the fares bv th^ .ordinary 
passengers is limited. Great inconve-

Now, what are the methods to bP 
adopted to reduce the deficit or to. 
get outRf this difficult position? Ifowi 
to plug the loopholes? I know ii* 
many ways corrupt officers have been 
dismissed. Their services have been 
terminated and it has definitely given 
impelus to those bone.st officers who 
are working very efficiently. This 
will also cieate a.;sense of fear in the- 
minds of those who have been indul¬ 
ging in corrupt practices. So, much is 
dependent on the efficient administra¬ 
tion of the Railway Board to see how 
best they can plug the loop-holes and 
completely remove corruption andf 
curb wasteful expenditure. We have 
to see that these things have been 
practically removed. 

1 would like to know from the Rail¬ 
way Minister the results of various- 
Committees formed to stop theft and 
pilferages on the railways. I can 
still say with evidence that a lot of 
theft is taking place with the conni¬ 
vance of railway staff %nd the Railway 
Protection Force. I do not say that 
the entire people in' R.P,F. are dis¬ 
honest. There are honest people alsa 
But there are some people who, with 
the help of the contractors are send¬ 
ing coal to various places, are indulg¬ 
ing in corrupt practices. I have seen 
neople sending the stolen coal for 
sale by the contractors. That must 
come to an end. Some people have-, 
bfcen caught and prosecxrted. but Jhat 
is not enough. From Calcutta on-, 
wards, in the Asansol division wagon- 
breaking iS' going on unabSted.- 
There is a gang at Mughalsarfd and 
other places. 

AN. HON. MEMBER: They are con¬ 
nected with the ruling party. 

SHRI S. M. BANlffiJEE: I do- 
not know; let us not attribute mo¬ 
tives. A wagon-breaker may betoug 
to any party, but he is a wagon- 
breaker first and politician next. T 
want to know whether the back-l»ne 
of this gang htw'baeo broken. ,I an» 
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very, important and influential 
p|tole of that area are connected with 
It. ' They run this gang and* finance 
It They are armed with pistols and 
guns. At Asansol, they have got sten 
guns. So, out of sheer fear nobody 
intervenes. I want to know what is 
being done about it. 

Members from all sections of the 
House have time and again ple.aded 
for the abolition of the Railway 
Board. It may not be abolished, taut 
it should be reorganised. The mem¬ 
bers of the Railway Board, including 
the Chairman, feel that they can do 
whatever they like. They will have 
to be made to feel that they are 
subservient to the minister. I must 
congratulate Panditji and his junior 
ministers for putting their foot down 
this time. It is a good sign that the 
members of the Railway Board have 
also started feeling that it is not easy 
to mislead the country any more, 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI KAMLAPATI TRIPATHI): 
You can say all this when the budget 
comes up for discussion. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Abolition 
of the Railway Board is a subject 
which we can bring up any time. 
You should support us in this. He 
need not abolish it now; let him abo¬ 
lish it at the time of the budget. Much 
moliey can be saved by reorganising 
the Railway Board. The Board should 
function efficiently. And each member 
dioiuld be made responsible for what¬ 
ever happens on the various railways. 

My other request is about the 
Delhi-Saharanpur light railway. When 
Sbri Tripati was Chief Minister of 
U.P., he stayed the proceedings and 
said, this line should not be taken 
away. But ultimately he was over¬ 
powered by the then Railway Minis¬ 
ter and We lust that line. It was a 
boon fmr passengers from Saharanpur 
Delhi. I want to know Whether 


a broad gauge line is being' wnstrucl- 
ed there. 

Last but not the least, I would sup¬ 
port the hon. Member Shri Samar 
Mukherjee, when he said that we 
are spending too much money on liti¬ 
gation against the railway employjses. 
If a railway employees goes to the 
High Court, they win go to the Sup¬ 
reme Court; if an employee goes, to 
the sc.ssions court, they will go to 
the High Court. Now that there w 
such good relations between the em¬ 
ployees and the railways, they should 
take back tho.se 980 emplojj^ees. If 
the Mizo rebels could be made amen¬ 
able, if the Naga hostile* could be 
brought round, if we could talk of a 
change of heart in the case of the 
Naga hostiles, could we not do that 
in the case of these 980 employees? 
Why should the litigation be prolong¬ 
ed? If the Minister would given 
assurance that t^ey would be taken 
back, I am prepared to give an assu¬ 
rance on behalf of those employees 
that they would give up their court 
cases. 

With these words, I support the Re¬ 
port Of the Committee. I would re¬ 
quest the hon. Minister to answer 
some of these points, if not today, at 
least during the regular budget dis¬ 
cussion.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This de¬ 
bate is with regard to the recommen¬ 
dations made by the Railway Conven¬ 
tion Committee and it should not 
become a general discussion on the 
functioning of the Railways,

hope they will keep this in mind.

SHRI S. N. SINGH DEO (Ban- 
kura): I rise to support the - resolu¬ 
tion moved by the hon. Railway 
Minister, Shri Mohd. Shaft Qureshi. 

It is needless for me to say again 
that since the promulgation of emer- 
genc.v there has been a marked and 
definite improvement in the function¬ 
ing of our railway system and admi¬ 
nistration. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You n«ve 
started with just what I said. 

SHRI S. N. SINGH DEO: Difficul¬ 
ties are there in my constituency 
which I want to highlight. X wauid 
not say much about the improvements 
which everybody knows, I will touch 
upon only certain aspects of the 
functioning of the railways. I would 
not take the time of the House and I 
will confine myself only to a few 
points particularly with regard to my 
constituency, the District of Bankura. 
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In my district of Bankura there is 
■one railway called the Bankura-Da- 
‘modar River Railway which is a nar¬ 
row gauge system. It is a very old 
and worn-out narrow gauge system 
running in great deficit. I am lold 
that the extent of loss to the railways 
is about Rs, 24 lakhs per year. There 
is a popular demand for converting 
"this narrow gauge railway system 
into a oroad gauge system and con¬ 
nect it to Burdwan Junction with a 
bridge over the river Damodar. This 
will then not only give more evenue 
to the railways but also greatly nelp 
the people of that area who are most¬ 
ly backward and are lagging behind 
due to want of proper communica¬ 
tions. 

Another point I want to emphasire 
is regarding the narrow gauge railway 
link between Kotsila Junction and 
Purulia Junction in the district of 
Purulia whch is only 24 km in length, 
"This should bp converted into broad 
gauge which would directly connect 
Ranchi with Calcutta via Purulia. 

This would be the shortest distance 
between Ranchi and Purulia. This 
is a very popular demand of the area 
and so far as I know necessary sur¬ 
vey work etc., in this connection has 
long been completed. This will 5m- 
'prove the economy of the area.

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI): Sir, I am 
grateful to the hon. Members who 
bave taken part in this debate on the 
Resolution and for the kind words they 
have spoken about the operational 
performance of the railways. This 
'Could not be achieved but for the un¬ 
tiring efforts of our employees whether 
they be In the Railway Board or 
gangmen in the tracks. It is with a 
new sense of devotion of dedication 
r«nd discipline that our employees have 
•put themselves to this great task of 
.iSmi^oving the overall efllcimey in 


the'railways. I hope that with torir 
cooperation, we will be able to sustain 
the efforts to maintain the tempo of 
efficiency. 

In the beginning of this debate on 
the Resolution. Shrl Samar Mukherjee 
was a little critical about the railway 
finances. Sir, this Railway Conven¬ 
tion Committee came into existence in 
1924 by a Resolution passed in thh 
Central Legislature. Then the first 
Committee about to be formed was 
in 1949. The idea was to have * a 
fresh look at the arrangements .of 
finances between the railways and*the 
general finances as to what dividend 
should be paid to the General Revenue 
and when there are any surpluses, 
how that should be apportioned bet¬ 
ween the general finances and the rail¬ 
ways. Then, subsequently, the whole 
thing was reviewed by the Committees 
in 1954, 1980, 1955, and 1971. Now the 
present Committee’s recommendations 
are before this House. 

Wih regard to the financial position 
in the railways. I think the hon. 
Members will have an opportunity of 
discussing it in greater details when 
the railway budget is presented to the 
House. I do not. therefore, want to 
dwell On this problem at this stage. 
And more information would be avail¬ 
able to the hon. Members at that time. 
But, I can tell the hon. Members one 
thing that the efficiency In the railway 
operaions has shown a considerable 
improvement. Today, our workshops 
are very busy and active in the sense 
that a large number of wagons are 
being sent out now from the workshops 
to be utilised on the open tracks and 
the efficiency has gone up to 33 per 
cent which is a big improvement. The 
originating loading on the Indian Rail¬ 
ways is at a record level of 25,150 
wagons per day on the broad^auge 
during December 1975 as against tl» 
previous year’s best record of 24,100 
wagons in November 1974. Simifariy, 
the passenger traffic has also gone up. 
It is not correct to say that both tNs 
goods trafik: and the passenger trafile

hais ^056 down. That is why 1 have 
made a submission that when the full 
figures are available the hon. Members 
wiU have an opportunity of discussing 
these things in greater details when 
the railway budget is presented. 

One or two other problems were 
raised by the hon. Members. One of 
the problem touched upon by the hon. 
Members from both sides of the House 
was about the treatment meted out to 
the employees who had participated in 
1974 strike. 1 have made it clear in 
this hon. House umpteen times that 
we do not have any policy of wreak¬ 
ing vengeance on our own emplovees. 
It is true that some of our emplo.vees 
were misled by certain leaders and. 
possibly they had ulterior motives and 
they did not have any good for the 
railway emplo.vees at their hearts. Out 
of 16.898 employees who were dis¬ 
missed or removed from service, 
16.057 have been taken back. That 
gives a total number of 841 w'hich 
means about 5 per cent of the total. 
This means about 5 per cent of the 
total. Out of this. 70 people have not 
yet appealed and 456 people have gone 
to the Court. This leaves a balance 
of 315. If the hon. Members still feel 
that the number is bigger, we will have 
an open mind on this. These em¬ 
ployees can file second appeals or ap¬ 
peal to the Minister and their cases 
will be considered. But, ultimately. 
Sir, there will be only a few employees 
left who possibly may not find a job 
in the Railways. Hon. Members 
should realise this because there are 
people against whom there are charges 
of murder, sabotage, violence and in¬ 
timidation. Those cases are pending 
before he Courts. If the Courts give 
judgements in their cases and if they 
are found guilt.y, I am sorry to say very 
plainly that we will not take back 
such employees in the Railways. But. 
their number will be very small. 

(qwr) : 
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SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
Sir, I have given the figures. If the 
hon. Member can bring to my notice- 
any cases where emplo.vees are not in¬ 
volved in such cases, where there are 
no charges of violence or sabotage 
against them, certainly, we will take- 
back such employees. There is noth¬ 
ing which can stop us from doing so^ 
But, there are people who have gone 
to the Courts themselve.'^ With regard 
to Court cases and appeals, I would' 
like to make it clear that we will go 
in appeal only on legal points, only in 
cast’s where some legal interpretation- 
is required; in such cases, we will cer¬ 
tainly go in appeal, and get a verdict 
from the highest Court, namely, the- 
Supreme Court. But. where on factual 
side we find that the emplo.yees possi¬ 
bly have not been involved in such 
things, we will be liberal and we will 
not go in " appeal against those em¬ 
ployees. But, where a point of law is 
involved, where we have to seek the 
legal interpretation of the- highest 
Court, certainl.v. we will go in appeal 
against the orders of the High Courts, 
to the Supreme Court and get a clear 
verdict on that. I have made this 
clear many times not only to Shri 
SanjcT Mukherjee, but to my hon:, 
friend Shri Shastri also. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: What* 
about the casual labourers; (Ifiterrup— 
tions ). 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Order- 
please. Mr, Shastri, you have bad' 
your say. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: If 
was very unfortunate that these casual' 
labourers should have been Involved 
in this 1974 strike and It was on the- 
adidce of some people outside l&at 
they were mls-led into this type o^; 
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acttvity. Now. Sir, with rei^ard to the 
casual labourers; I have made it clear 
that their job is of a casual nature. 
Now, they have' gone out of their jobs 
by themselves, voluntarily. But. we 
are still trying to be considerate to¬ 
wards them and as I said earlier on. 
those people who were working as 
casual labourers will be taken back 
on such works where the works are 
now being restarted. There is no 
question of keeping these people away. 
But, the point is, there is no work for 
them at the moment. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; How 
many are outside? 

SHRI MOHD, SHAFI QURESHl; I 
think, it i.-s less than 2000. i do not 
have the exact figure.'? with me now. 
But, it should not be moi-e than 2,000. 

Sir, a reference was made lo the 
Arrah-Sasaram light railway. I have 
already stated that this railway com¬ 
pany Is working under an agreement 
with the district authorities of Shah- 
aban who subsidise the loss of this 
company to the extent of an amount 
not exceeding Rs. 88.000. The Central 
Government did not have any financial 
or contractual obligations with the 
company. But, Sir, when we found 
that in February 1975 that the com¬ 
pany was Ihreaiening a closure and 
on that account a large number of 
people would be rendered unemployed, 
the Central Government agreed to 
rater into a financial arrangement 
with the company for a period of three 
years with effect from 1-4-1975 under 
which the Central Government would 
bear all the working losses of the 
company. The company was also 
given a ways avd means advance of 
Rs. 2.5 lakhs with interest at 6 per 
cent. If the company is unable to 
repay this advance by March 1976, 
the advance would be set-off against 
flie subsidy payable to the company 
toy the Central Government. Sir, again, 
after the Central Govermnent entered 
into this flnancial arrmg^ent with 
tfae company* the Government of 
Upbar have agreed to increase their 


subsidy payable to the company from 
Rs. 88.000 annually, to Rs. 1.25 lakhs. 
As the Central GovernriJ&nt hove 
agreed to suBsTdise the working losses 
of this company for a period of three- 
years during which the company is 
expected to improve its financial via- 
iiility and performance, the nationali¬ 
sation of this railway has not yet been 
considered necessary. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; Al¬ 
ready it is closed 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFi QI’UESHI It 
js not closed. We have given thorn 
money. It is functioning. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; From 
4 December it wa.s closed. Due to the 
intervention of the district adminis¬ 
tration. on the condition that the 
employees would be paid their wages, 
it was started. For two months the.v 
are getting no money. Today, 15 Jan. 
1976. is the Iasi day. Assurance was 
given that liy this day they would be 
paid their back wages. On that as- 
surance only for a few days the trains 
have been running. But there <s no 
light, nothing of Ibe kind. After 6 p.m. 
the trains will not run. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHl: I 
have already said that the Central 
Government have given them Rs. 2.5 
lakhs. (Interruptions). 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: What is 
this wrangling about? You have made 
your point, 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHER.TEE- That 
railwa.y must be taken over. That is 
the demand. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHl; 
With regard to the Fatwa-Islampur- 
Light Railway Company, there is an 
agreement with the Central Govern¬ 
ment under which the Government of 
India have guaranteed a minimum re¬ 
turn of 3J per cent of the paid up 
share capital of the company. If. 
however, the net receipts in one year- 
exceed the amount sufBcient to pay 
interest at 5 per cent on the paid up' 
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rthare capital of the company, the ex> 
cets is divided equally between the 
'Company and the Govemm«it. The 
•Government has the option to purchase 
the Company after every ten years. 
■Commencing from 31 March 1948, the 
last option which fell due on 31 March 
1968 was not exercised as the pur- 
<chase was not found to be financially 
viable. The working of this light rail¬ 
way has been satisfactory and the 
Company has no financial difficulties 
in the running of this railway. Na¬ 
tionalisation, therefore, is not con¬ 
sidered necessary at this stage. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: That 
is not a fact. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 

‘ These are the facts I am giving 
.... (Interruptions). 

shri SAMAR MUKHERJEE: I 
have recently got telegrams.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Nothing 
will be achieved by this wrangling. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
JShri Daga, who is not here, referred 
to goods traffic going down. He said 
that a lot of traffic is diverted to road 
transport. It is a fact that after 1965 
we have had some goods traffic going 
to roads. It is natural because road 
service in certain areas is more effi¬ 
cient. Deliveries can be taken fom the 
factory itself and the goods handed 
over at the premises of the consignee. 
In order to meet this competition from 
the road side, the policy Governmrat 
are now evolving is that both have to 
be complementary and supplementary 
to each other. We are trying to avoid 
competition. In backwafd/hUly areas, 
I think it would be a more economical 
and viable proposition to have roads 
built, feeaer roads which can be link¬ 
ed to the main roads and to railways, 
and where the railways are in a posi¬ 
tion to carry long-distance commodi- 
"ties at normal rates, i think the rail¬ 
ways should be allowed to play their 
p^. Titmre we no two opinions on 
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this. Tlwre is absolute eo-ordinatinn; 
between railways and road transpwt. 
In fact, we are now paying some 
amount to road transport. In order to 
achieve this co-ordinatlfm in the field 
of transport services the railways 
participate financially in the State 
Road Transport Corporations wherever 
they are set up by State Governments 
under the Road Transport Corporation 
Act of 1950. The total investment of 
the railways in 13 State Road Trans¬ 
port Corporations at the end of 1972-7.3 
amnimted to Rs. 35.14 crores. So that 
.shows that there is co-ordination bet¬ 
ween road transport and rail transport. 

As for other matters, Shri Bibhuti 
Mishra raised a local matter. He want¬ 
ed a particular train to run on a parti¬ 
cular day on a particular route. I 
have told him these are matters which 
can be discussed mutually and agree¬ 
ment reached (Interruptions) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He is not 
in a positixm to give any assurance. 
He will take note of these things. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
Most of the points have been covered. 
With thew words, I commend the 
Resolution to the acceptance of the

to what is happening In Andhra Pra¬ 
desh. Those incidents in Andhra’Pra¬ 
desh will show that the Oovisniment 
is using emergent methods to suppress 
the legitimate demands of the work¬ 
ers. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You are 
aware of the rules that the discussion 
should relate only to those items of 
demands that are mentioned in the 
supplementary demands. 

SHRI B. N. REDDY: Item SI is 
there, it relates to Home Ministry. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It may be 
there. Will you kindly read out the 
demands? 

SHRI B. N. REDDY: Item No. SI: 
other expenditure of the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, Rs. 24,35,000. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There is 
an explanatory note that this sum of 
Rs. 24 lakhs is meant for some pur¬ 
pose, not for the whole of the Minis- 
fry. There are certain rules about 
this. Let us not twist them too far. 

SHRI B. N. REDDY: The incidents 
I want to refer to will show how the 
Home Ministry is working. These in¬ 
cidents will show that the Government 
police are suppressing the people, 
workers’ movesnents, against the spec!- 
tic assurance given by the Prime 
Minister and also fly the Home Minis- 
that MISA would not be used 
against political parties. MiSA is 
beiiif; used against our party, CPM 
indiscriminately, to suitress CPM 
activity and their leadership. In the 
IDPL factory in Ifyderabad, there are 
4000 workers. They earned a prt^t 
of Rs. 4.7 crores and in view of that 
the workers demanded amne bonus. 
Instead of giving them bonus* the 
management handed over the 4 Mtire 
tdant to the police and the police 
party, more toan 10 thousand stiwngt 
eame in and aepkxtod tear gas shMls 
and actually established a raflttaTY 
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ca^ diere in tha factory in the capi¬ 
tal of the State. 19Q persons ware 
in)|ifi^te4 in ciiroinal eases and 25 
.pers^ were beinf detained. 

There is an HMT plant in Hydera¬ 
bad where 3000 men are working. In 
view ot their good peiformance during 
the year 1974-75, they demanded 
bonus. But instead of giving them 
bonus, the police arrested the general 
secretary of the union under MISA, in 
addition to eight leaders who also had 
been put in jail The wages of those 
workers are also not being paid and 
their families are suffering. In an¬ 
other plant, ECCL, there are 5,000 
employees and there also the same 
thing is happening. Workers’ leaders 
had been arrested indiscriminately. 
Simply for demanding bonus, the 
workers are being lathi-charged and 
haraseed4 In my State about 20 kisan 
CPM leaders have been detained under 
MISA, including the Agricultural 
Labour Union Secretary, and secretary 
of the State CPM. This is against the 
assurance given by the Prime Minister 
and the Home ^Minister that MISA 
would not be used lor political pur¬ 
poses. A number of political murders 
are taking place in my district of 
Nalgonda. Recently 6 political mur¬ 
ders took place in my district. 


the trouble of looking up the demands. 
There is no smih thing as Demand Ho. 
51 under the supplementary demands. 
There is Demsnd No. 52 under the 
Home Ministry but that relates only 
to the expcndi^iip of,)thl>Jpeihi Admi¬ 
nistration. It has nothing to do with! 
Andhra Pradesh. Secondly, any kind 
of thing that happens within the State 
is the responsibility of that State, when 
there is a Government in that State 
and nre do not rrfer to that. 

Mr. Banerjee is also very quick to 
defend his colleague, ao that he also 
may have an opportunity to go out of 
the limit. He referred to Demand 
No. 51 under the excess grants, buf 
that relates only to pensions to free¬ 
dom fighters and certain post-matiie 
scholarships to scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes. Please keep theim 
things In mind. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARyyA 
(Serampore): Please be flexible. 

MR. DEPUTy-SPEAKER: I am tl^e 
most flexible person, if you are play¬ 
ing within the limits of the game. But 
if you go out, it is my duty to point 
it out OQierwise, there is no point 
in my sitting in this chair to guide 
the proceedings of the House. 


Ctsning to 'the demand about agri¬ 
culture, 1 submit that the prices of 
agricultural products have oome down 
lo less than half the normal prices. 
The entire agricultural market is in 
a grave crisis. This hits hard the 
middle-class and poor peasantry. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We have 
met after a long time and it is good 
we remind ourselves about the proce¬ 
dure in discussing supplementary de¬ 
mands. The first is that we refer only 
to those items of demands which are 
listed In the supplementary demands. 
We do not even go to the principle 
underlying the main demand. Let us 
remember this. 

Mr. Reddy referred to Demand No. 
51 ,ui)der tii® Home Ministry. I took 


SKRI S. M. BANERJEE fKanpur): 
I shall confine myself to Demand No. 
11, dearness allowance to the Central 
Government employees and Demand 
No. 1, which deals with the transfer 
of the National Textile Corporation 
from the Ministry of Industrial Deve¬ 
lopment to the Commerce Ministry. 
The National Textile Corporation, 
which has under its fold 103 textile 
units, is under the Commerce Ministry, 
A demand has been made in this House 
that some of the sick textile units 
should be taken over by the Govern¬ 
ment. Not only in this House, but 
recently in the national apex body ot 
the All India Textile Committee a 
demand was made unanimously by 
th^ workers that sick textile units 
like Luxmi Rattan Textile Mill and 
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Atherton West Mills should be tatcen 
over. I am ..happy that in the apex 
body, which was recently attended by 
th(B ,hoji^ .Prime Minister, a-demand 
was..made thal^ tlm National Textile 
Corporation should take over these 
two textile units. I want to know 
from my hon. friend, Shri Vishwanath 
Pratap Singh, the Deputy Minister 
dealing with the matter, what has hap¬ 
pened to that demand. 

I am happy to tell you that I took 
up, the matter with the UP Governor, 
because we have no Chief Minister. 
I may slate here that the previous 
Chief Minister bad, supported this con¬ 
tention of mine. The Governor, on 
10th January 1976, in reply to m,y 
telegram, replied 

‘‘My dear Shri S. M. Banerjee, 

' I have received your telegram, 
appreciating the steps which the 
State Government was taking to per¬ 
suade the Central Government to 
take over the three closed industrial 
units in Kanpur, 

The closure of Uuxmi Rattan and 
Atherton West Mills and the Kanpur 
Jute Udyoff has been a matter of 
concern for the State Government 
and the intervention of the Union 
Government in that respect has been 
urgently requested. T do hope that 
the final deci.<;ion in this regani 
would be taken soon and the ques- 
fion mark appearing in the “Pioneer” 
of January 7. would eventuallv he 
-answered in the affirmative. With 
best wishes, 

M. Chenna Reddi." 

When Ibe State Government have re 
commended the taking over of these 
units, when the apex body, irrespec¬ 
tive pf th^ party affiliations and trade 
unions, have recommended unanimous¬ 
ly and jointly the taking over of these 
units, when the hon. Prime Minister 
came to the rescue of these 10.000 
workers of Kanpur who were starving 


in. the streets, why is tho GoVerhmenl 
taking such a recalcitrant attitude. - 1- 
want 8 dear positive/ reply that thhse 
textile units, headed by those who 
have practically swindled it, would be 
taken over by the National Textile 
Corporation. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It 'haa 
nothing to do with this Demand.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: It has: 
slightly. I would ‘ request the' hbn. 
Minister to take over these mills. 

M.v second point is on Demand No. 
11 . It is mentioned that additional 
dearness allowance has been sanction¬ 
ed to the Central Government em¬ 
ployees. Five instalments have been 
paid. What about the sixth instal¬ 
ment, which is long overdue? Recent¬ 
ly the employees of the Income-tax 
department were given one month’s 
extra pay and I was very happy. I 
congratulated both Shri Subraroaniam 
and Shri Pranab Kumar Mukherjee. 
I now congratulate Shrimati Rohatgi 
also. It was a very feorrect decision 
which will help and encourage the em¬ 
ployees to work with more enthusiasm*. 
But when the Central Government 
employees have worked so nicely both 
liefore and after the emergency, why 
should they not tie paid the sixtii 
instalment of dearness allowance due 
lu them? They should be paid that. 

the end. I would like to refer to 
the sad plight of the Government pen¬ 
sioners in this country. When we are 
paving five instalments of dearness 
allowance to the Central Government 
employees, what about giving three or 
four instalments to the pensioners? 
They have not been given. I was told 
that Government was taking some 
decision. So. I reouest that Govem- 
n^ent mav kindly announce here and 
now that the sad plight of the pen¬ 
sioners will be alleviated by giving 
them some financial benefit. 

With these words, I support the 
Demands.

House from discharging one of our 
greatest constitutional responsibilities, 
which is exercising some control over 
the expenditure of the Government. 

If you refer to Demand No. 78 at 
page 42, you will see that when the 
Budget was presented, a provision of 
Rs. 208 lakhs was included for loans 
to Central inland water transport. Now 
they come before us and tell us that 
what is required i.« Rs. 427.21 lakhs. 
This is more than double of what we 
were told initially. How is the House 
to exercise any control if this is the 
slipshod manner m which Budget, are 
presented to Parliament, and then 
Supplementary Demands come preci¬ 
sely for double of what was previously 
asked lor? 

At page 30 you will see that in the 
National Textile Corporation, the re- 
. quirement of additional capital wa.s 
assessed at Rs. 48.71 crores. At that 
time they asked us only for Rs. 28.71 
croreS. Now they come back and say 
that it is not Rs. 28.71, but they re¬ 
quire Rs. 48.71 crores. the same figure 
®s origin^ When there was an as¬ 
sessment already for Rs. 48.71 crores, 
they came and misled us in this House 
that they only required Rs, 28.71 
,crores. Now they give us the rest of 
the bad news. This is how Govern¬ 
ment handles this House, and this 
shows how little care it takes to see 
that the House is informed of the real 
position. 

If you turn io page 25, you can see 
what has happened. Due to the delay 
in giving effect to the increase in coal 
prices, ttie cash losses incurred hy 
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Bharat Coking Coal are Bs. i2M 
crores. Carelessness with time, delay 
in making a decision, and Rs. 12.20 
crores of public money down'the'drain. 
This is how Government runs this 
country. 

Kindly turn to page 14. We nave 
been hearing, especially in this ses¬ 
sion. about how hard our Government 
is working in the international sphere 
to protect the interests of the develop¬ 
ing, countries. 1 suggest that you 
kindly read the last paragraph in that 
page. This year we are going to make 
an advance to the USSR, on the rupee 
payment account, of Rs, 305.02 crores. 
Can 3 ^u imagine this? A developing 
country like India making such a lai gc 
advance to a developed super power 
like the USSR. We preach one thing 
and practise another. 

Then, look at p. 10. When we talk 
of austerity, we are told that more 
provision is necessary due to increased 
activity in the Ministry relating to 
export effort and more delegates going 
abroad. All of us who have been 
travelling are quite used to going to 
international airports and seeing that 
the largest population in the lobby 
consist of bureaucrats and Ministers 
from India. This is something that 
must stop. If the Government is 
serious, it must put a curb on travel¬ 
ling. 

Coming to pp. 34-35, there is a de¬ 
mand for grant-in-aid lo the Communi¬ 
cation Centre, India which, according 
to the Government, aims at building 
up communication channel to dissemi¬ 
nate infoimation about national 
achievements. Here, I would like to 
record in this House a protest about 
how the media and how communication 
is being so grossly misused specially 
since the declaration of the alleged 
Emergency, not to put forward natio¬ 
nal achievements, but much more so 
Id build up the ruling party as dis¬ 
tinct from the nation itself.

With this in mind, 1 say, whatever 
may be the thesis of the Congreas 
party* as long as they wish to convince 
the House that they are really oonstii- 
tutiimal* then they must diidiinguish 
between Oat party interest and tiie 
inteiest of the country, and even of 
the Goveroment that they hold in trust 
fbr the people, and only for a period 
ef our fhre-yoar term. Beyond that, 
we are all here as ticketlesa travellers. 

Lastly, I come to demand 79. 
This is about the second pelletisation 
plant that is sought to be built in Goa. 
1 would like to Bring to the attention 
of the XJtov&mnmA the tremendous 
amount of dissatisfaction there is in 
Ooa about the site that has been chosen 
for this plant. The people of the 
village of Siroda, in Goa, have been 
protesting continously now for several 
months, and no attention at all has 
been paid to their point of view. In 
fact, when* the I’iesident was in Goa 
the day before yesterday, there were 
a hundred people peacefully standing 
* there holding only black flags and 
they were all arrested. If they say 
that they are going to protect demo¬ 
cracy In this country, as this Govern¬ 
ment claims—^we, personally, believe 
that they are doing the contrary— 
then, surely, it is no crime for a hund¬ 
red people to stand peacefully on the 
road holding black flags. Why should 
they be arrested? 

If they say that it is democracy that 
they are trying to protect, bow can 
they ride rough-shod over the people? 
There is a^wry reasonable'point of 
view being put forward by the peo^ile 
in objecting to the site being chosen.

SHRl P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ahme- 
dabad): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I 
shall try my best to abide by the 
guidelines you have laid down, while 
iAicing part in this discussion on 
Supplementary Deman^ for Grants 
General. Coming to the various 
Demands put under Agriculture and 
Food, I would like to invite the atten¬ 
tion of the Government to the loJig 
pending issue of Narmada waters 
wta^b It BOW before' the Tribunal Al- 
tlhi^pt:\tiie Minister, on the opening 


day of the week, on MondaFi replied 
to me that the matter w^ being ex¬ 
pedited,- I wonder when Tribunal 
wiU- be able to come to a particular 
decision, so that the entire questioi) of 
Narmada waters will be settled soon 
in the. national interest—because on 
the one hand we are having a lot of 
Demands for irrigation and water 
supply to various parts and on the 
other hand such issues are not settled. 
If the Narmada water issue is not set¬ 
tled amicably, justly and soon, how 
are waters to reach Gujarat and Raj¬ 
asthan, the two States out of the four 
States which are concerned, namelly, 
Maharashtra, Madhya Pradesh, Guja¬ 
rat and Rajasthan? I would request 
the Government to see it that, in the 
interest of the nation as a whole and 
in the interest of development of irri¬ 
gation and water supply to agricul¬ 
ture, this question of Narmada wdtens 
is settled very amicablj- and soon. - - 


Coming to Demand No. 12—Foreign 
Trade and Export Production—I 
would like to say that the Kandla 
Free Trade Zone in Kutch is reallj' 
meant for export promotion. But, for 
the last several years, some of us 
on this side and some ot the, Mem- 
bers on the Congres.< benches also! 
have been complaining that the ex¬ 
port promotion objective of that 
Free Trade Zone is not being fulfilled 
In particular, if you lake the ques¬ 
tion of haudicrafts. I would like to 
suggest that Government should real¬ 
ly devote more time, attention and 
energy to- the question of export of 
Indian handicrafts to some of the for¬ 
eign countries, where these are very 
much demand. Last month. i was in 
Kutch and I saw some of the best 
handicrafts of Kutch villages and 
counti-yside, but the people and crafts¬ 
men there were complaining that al¬ 
though they are able to produce these 
goods, there is no market and the 
Government of India and the Com¬ 
merce Ministry have not done any¬ 
thing substantial in regard to seeing 
that tiiese handicrafts are speedily 
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and. properly' channelised through ex- 
I»rt. promotion markets. I would 
like this particular aspect of the 
matter to be looked into by the 
Government. 

Coming to Demand No. 23, at>out 
power generation. I would like the 
Government to tell us whether they 
the conscious of the need for overall 
energy, resources to be augmentea in 
our country. My feeling is that most 
of it is done on the basis of ad hoc 
requirements and ad hoc arrange¬ 
ment. If We knew that the need for 
power-for the entire country is of a 
particular magnitude; why not think 
in terms of having better resources for 
the State Electricity Boards and also 
for additional power stations, in this 
regard I would like to stress once 
again with all the force at my com¬ 
mand the need for setting up an ato¬ 
mic -power station in Gujarat. 1 be¬ 
lieve, the Government of India have 
gone already ahead in the direction 
of setting up of the additional atomic 
power station, and if th© report, as 
we were told, is that such an atomic 
power station can be set up, and prte- 
ferrably in Gujarat. I ask why it is 
being • delayed. 

Finally, two more points and I have 
done. One is al'oul Demand No. .'iO 
relating to Industries, the question of 
National Textile Corporation. I want 
to invite the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment to the sick unit of Priya Lak- 
shmi Mill in Baroda, not only that, 
but all such units which are there in 
the country, and would like to know 
whether these are not going to be 
taken over by the Textile Corporation, 
so that the labourers do not s-.ifTer 
unduly. 

Lastly, in regard to Demand No. 63 
relating to Information and Publicity. 
I find that there is a mention about 
Information Centres. What do these 
centres do? We are now living in a 
situation where instead of information 
centres doing their job. Censors are 
doing their job of supiiressing infor¬ 
mation, and not allowing right Infor¬ 


mation to go across the land of this 
country. All kinds of wild rumoiurs 
are thus spread. 1 would, therefore, 
suggest that if DA VP is going to be 
used for Governrilfii^t ^blicity, let 
DA VP be used as a genuine informa¬ 
tion media, rather than use it for just 
Government publicity. If the Infior- 
mation Centres have to work in the 
right spirit, as is desirable in a demo¬ 
cracy, I would request that insteail 
spending money on DAVP advertise¬ 
ments, I would like the Informatioiv 
Centres to pass on correct informa¬ 
tion about the .'state of alTairs in our 
country.

22 leading Members, 
without trial, without knowing for how 
long.T-if that i.s what is meant by 
ringing out the old and ringing in the 
new, then. I am afraid, as far as I 
am concerned, I do not have any con¬ 
fidence in the future of this country 
of ours. Because, I get the feeling. Sir. 
that I arrived in this House in a demo¬ 
cracy, and I have suddenly woken up 
in an autocracy’. This is not a good 
feeling. 

Coming to these Excess Demands, 1 
would like to refer to Demand No. 5d. 
There is sub-section (i) to which I 
would like to make a reference. This 
relates to excess amount spent relating 
to a contract. The contract was for 
supply of 1500 quintals of maida at 
Hs. 57.11 per guintal. The contractor 
did not supply, and a new contract was 
ordered at the risk of the previous 
contractor according to this document. 
It was accepted at Rs. 137.25. I 
Wpiild think that there would be some 
recovery to be made on this account 
ieom the contractor who . did hot 
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honour his contract. 1 do not under¬ 
stand how this money is being charg¬ 
ed to this House. In fact, j would like 
to demand from the Government that 
an investigation should be carried out 
into this particular contract and the 
House should be told about what 
really happened in this case. 

Then. Sir. under item (3). Forests, 
there is a provision of Rs. 1,59,000 due 
to excess exijenditure on forests. 
Everybwly knows that Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli is very rich in forest 
wealth and, for a long lime, there has 
been a public complaint about the 
manner m which this contract has been 
held and about how much money is 
paid for the wood, and how muclt 
accrues to the Government for cutting 
of the forest, and how much of it 
accrues to those who are responsible 
for administering the territory. Here 
again, I would call for an investiga¬ 
tion. As you know, the union terri¬ 
tory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli is rtln 
by the Lieutenant Governor of Goa as 
Administrator. Ver.v often I have 
read in the press—the reports obvious¬ 
ly come from the gentlemen \yho are 
running Dadra and Nagar Havel'—that 
this is run purely on administrative 
lines without political interference. I 
would now like the Government to tell 
us in this House what steps the.y are 
taking to ensure that in Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli where there is no politi¬ 
cal control and no accountability like 
the rest of the places in the country, 
what they are doing to see that that 
particular corner of India is properly 
run, and that those who are responsi¬ 
ble for running it are called to 
account in an effective fashion. 

Many of the excess grants or at least 
some of them, referred to the paynsent 
of dearness allowance under the Third 
Pay Commission’s recommendatians. 
Like my friend, Shri Banerjee, I wcaild 
like to request the Government that 
the instalment that is remaining 
should be paid as quickly as .possible. 
If . I may mentioi^one more point, 
Third 'Pay Commission has re<|Uasted 
* the Qovenunent to go into the qnesliDn 
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of the pensioners. We all know of the 
dire-straits some of them, specially, the 
old pensioners, are having to go 
through in these days when prices are 
said to be dropping, but prices are 
tising. I would request the Govern¬ 
ment to please considi^ this, and do 
whatever it can for these pensioners.

Now, Sir. with regard to the family 
planning programme of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, it is true that our Gov- 
erament and our country have been 
perhaps the pioneers in respect of 
taking advantage of the WHO exper¬ 
tise and assistance in regard to family 
planning programmes and that in the 
last several years, one cannot ignore 
some of the good sides of the achieve¬ 
ments of the family planning pro¬ 
gramme. 


But. Sir, I would like to invite the 
attention of the Government to two 
aspects of the matter. One js that, 
after having got this experience of 
some years, more than a decade or 
twa can we not have some kind of a 
sustained uniform policy with regard 
to the various projects and pro¬ 
grammes of family planning, oartl- 
dilarlv with regard to two things? 
i^pjlne is. the , a<isistanee that Wcr would 
‘ to rope in , of the voluntary 


agencies. Because, by its very 
nature, this is not something which the 
Government can do. Government can 
spend money, Government can give 
encouragement. But, basically, it is a 
question of educating the people, edu¬ 
cating the illiterate and educating the 
people in the countryside and also- 
taking the maximum possible help 
from the voluntary social institutions- 
in which—I am sure the hon. Minis¬ 
ter, Shrimati Sushila Rohatgi knows— 
a large number of women organis¬ 
ations are also doing a lot of good’ 
work. 


hear IS that the policy of the Govern- 
ment in regard to incentives offered 
IS not quite free from faults. Every 
now and then, different kinds of in¬ 
centives are tagged on. while attrac- 

tive more People. Then, those incentives 
are not maintained for a particular 
period of time so that certain incen- 
tive.s arc withdrawn and certain new 
incentives are given. The result is 
t^hat, the interest in the programme is 
for the incentives offered rather than 
for the ultimate objective of con¬ 
trolled and healthy family planning. 
I would therefore, request the Gov- , 


ernment to ensure that the family 
planning programme has a certain 
sustained outlook, that the incentives 
are well thought out and that there is ' 
no change every now and then in re¬ 
gard to this or that incentive. Then, 
this should be free from one very 
serious error. This is not only an 
error, I would say it is a crime, a 
criminal thing. In the name of oper¬ 
ations, a large number of old people, ‘ 
children and boys are also hooked into 
the whole thing, because they get 
some extra financial incentive? 
Therefore, the matter needs to be ex¬ 
amined very carefully so that the 
family planning programme becomes 
more successful. If I may say so In 
all humility there could be a round 
table for two or three days of voltia- 
tary workers and social inatitu^ons 
doing this Job with ofl!h^lir in the 
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•Ministry of Health and Family Plan- 
•ning and also such of the elected re¬ 
presentatives of the people in State 
legislatures and Parliament who are 
interested in the whole problem so 
^at We look at it from two angles, 
economic development and a healthy, 
■Sane family life in our country. 

Now I come to Demand No. 51— 
alout the freedom fighters. I endorse 
very warmly many of the points 
which my hon. friend, Shri Ramavatar 
Shastri, made when he talked about 
genuine and bogus freedom fighters. 
In fact, the Government of India 
■themselves in various replies in the 
past in this august House have told 
us about how many bogus ca.ses were 
also found out. Here we must ’■e- 
member that to some e.xlcnt. we the 
elected members of State legislatures 
and Parliament, are also responsible 
for giving false information or false 
certificates. 1 am not saying that this 
or that particular person has done it. 
But when the Government say that in 
the absence of any proper proof, the 
certificate of an MP or ML A should 
be attached, surely the MP or MLA 
should be 100 per cent sure of his 
facts and he just cannot do it by way 
obliging any person. It is there where 
the bogus cases come. 

SHR,I DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
There you have to mention that ‘he 
•was my co-prisoner’, 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: It is 
there. But the whole point is that if 
the certificates are given on insuffi¬ 
cient grounds, how are the govern¬ 
ment agencies to know? Excess pay¬ 
ment may be all right, but we have to 
make a distinction between genuine 
freedom fighters and others. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
How can you verify? 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; I am 
only making an appeal through this 
•'speedi to MLAs in State -legislatures 
and MPs here that we take extra¬ 
ordinary care so that we do not issue 
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certificates liberally or irresponsibly, 
because otherwise it becomes more 
difficult for the Government. 

The second point is that some free¬ 
dom fighters are not yet included in 
this scheme. I do not know whether 
the Minister has ready information at 
hand to give me. But I want to ask 
about the RIN ratings in Bombay 
who mutinied in 1946. I do not know 
whether they are included in the 
category of freedom fighters. If they 
are not included, I would very much 
like them to be included. Freedom 
fighters arc not only (hose who have 
gone to .jail. The definition has been 
expanded to include those who have 
done underground work, taking part 
in the people’s liberation movements 
in the States In the princely India of 
former days. Therefore, why not 
those who took part in the RIN rat¬ 
ings mutiny in Bomha.v in 1946 be 
included so that they also get the 
same benefit. 

There is also the project of cjd 
freedom fightens’ home.s. I remem¬ 
ber there is one in Delhi, but it is 
neglected. Some of the old freedom 
fighters who are living in Delhi are 
staying in this House. There is no 
one to look after them. They are not 
given proper food, proper drinking 
water, hot water for bath and .so on. 
Because they are old and infirm, 
naturally thej need thesg things all 
the more. Therefore, I would like 
Government to take particular care of 
these old freedom fighters’ homes. 

Lastly, although I know that the 
Government of India have paid a lot 
of money to these freedom fighters, I 
see from letters received by me not 
only from Gujarat but from other 
parts of India as well that the papers 
of freedom fighters are not disposed 
of, although the applications had been 
properly sent through the State ad¬ 
ministrations and more than two 
years have elapsed. Some of them are 
above 65, 70 and 75. If they have to 
wait for another one br two yeart to 
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get their pension, they may not be 
available to take it. We are prepar¬ 
ed to give some additional grants, if 
the Minister wants it that way, but 
let these cases of at least fairly ad¬ 
vanced aged freedom lighters, who are 
very old and in very bad health, be 
taken up and disposed of as per rules 
as early as possible so that in tbe re¬ 
maining period of their lives, m the 
late evening of their lives, these peo¬ 
ple can get something by way of bene¬ 
fit under this scheme. 

I am giad that in the same demand 
there is mention of excess money for 
post-matric scholarships for Scheduled 
Castes and Tribes. If I could have 
my say in the matter, I feel that it 
should be increased because it is only 
by going to the neglected and weaker 
sections of our community and giving 
them opportunities for educational ad¬ 
vancement that we can really hope to 
build a just and egalitarian society. 
It is from that point of view that I 
say that it is a justifiable demand. I 
hope additional benefits of scholarship 
etc. will be available to the bright 
and promising students belonging o 
the Scheduled Castes and Tribes.

Of course, there can always be im¬ 
provement; and it is the duty of the 
Government, it is the duty of this 
House to point out where these should 
be tapped and r where it should be 
made. At the same time, I would a’so 
like to quote from the Report of the 
Public Accounts Committee: 

“The Committee note with some 
satisfaction that the eiaess over 
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•authorized expenditure during 
1073-74 aggregated to Rs. 10.06 
crores—as against Rs. 223.81 
crores and Rs 126.33 crores res¬ 
pectively during the years 1071- 
72 and 1972-73.”: 

I think this speaks for itself. 

Now, the last point is the reference 
to the family planning project which 
was mentioned in aetail by Mr. Mava- 
lankar. He is a man of great culture, 
eminence and learning. I would invite 
him to come with some Members and 
discuss this matter of family planning, 
because no matter how much we go on 
improving our production, how much 
we try to reduce the rate of inflation— 
and we have curbed the rate of in¬ 
flation in a manner which is specta¬ 
cular: and I think it is something 
which is to be admired all over the 
country and even in the international 
Diena: to-day it remains at minus 8 
per cent: I think, Sir, this is some¬ 
thing to be really proud of—our popu- 
lation is rising at the rate of 2 3 per 
cent every year Every year more or 
less an Australia is born into our own 
country And these are not records; 
these are human beings which are 
born. And each child who cries, each 
child who is born, requires certain care 
and human consideration, education, 
food and everything else. Hence the 
point that has been mentioned bv him 
deserves top priority. The Govern¬ 
ment is giving top priority. I would 
only Invite him to give an suggestions 
that he ma.y have in this matter. With 
these words. Sir, I think the House 
will pass the Demands for Excess 
Grants.

DER (Ausgram): Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
through you I would like to say a lew . 
words about the supplementary 
demands for grants for Railways for 
the period 1975-76. 

Sir, you might have read in news¬ 
papers some time back, that the Rail¬ 
ways are spending one crores of 
rupees on the maintenance of VIP 
Saloons every year. In fact these 
saloons are utilised by the members 
of the Railway Board mostly and by 
other dignitarie.s also. This is one 
single instance to show how the Rail¬ 
way administration doggedly pursue, 
out-dated, out-moded and colonial 
practices which were followed by the 
Britishers. Today when the country 
is under emergency and appeals are 
being made to bring about economy 
and better descipline in very sphere 
of the nation’s life, the Railway Ad¬ 
ministration does not appear to be 
aware of it. They are spending a 
huge amount for the luicury of the 
officers. Today when the workers and 
the petty employees of the railways 
are being called upon to make sacri¬ 
fices. there is no reason wny the 
officers too should not be asked to do 
the same. I‘would therefore, suggest 
that the time has come when there 
should be no difference in matters of 
sacrifices between an ordinary railway 
worker and an officer. I would also 
suggest that this amount of rupees 
one crore should be better devoted 
for the welfare of the workers of the 
Railways who are running the rail¬ 
ways from Kashmir to Kanya Kumari 
from Assam to farthest West. There 
is no justification for the maintenance 
of these VIP saloons at siich a high 
cost. It would be better and appro- 
priaU If we are able to spend this 
sum for 'the education Bnd welfare 
of the children of 'the railway em¬ 
ployees anff for creating better pas¬ 
senger amenities. I would, therefore, 
demand Sir. that there should not be 


any gap between what is said and 
wnat is practised by the Government 
•nd they should consider and abolish ' 
these saloons and divert the funds for 
the education and welfare of the rail¬ 
way employees and the passengers. I 
would also'expect that the hon. Minis, 
ter. Mr. Qureshi, while replying to- 
the debate would give a specific reply 
10 this point. 

While taking part in the discussion 
on the Railways I had mentioned 
earlier that the big industrialists and 
business men of Bombay, Madras, 
Calcutta. Delhi etc. use railway 
wagons as godowns. Of late, the 
Government have taken some steps in 
this direction but I would, like to 
nave a clear and specific answer from 
the Minister when he answers the 
debate as to the number of traders 
and business men who were prose, 
culed for misusing the railway 
wagons to further their own ends, the 
earnings that were made by the rail- 
wavs a.s a re.<;ult of this action and the 
present position that is prevailing in 
the matter in the different railways. 

Sir. I would also like to take this 
opportunity to bring to the notice of 
the bon. Minister the plight of the 
workers who are engaged in the 
wagon manufacturing industry which 
is mainly located in the eastern zone 
of the country. These wagon manu¬ 
facturing ‘units mainly depend on the 
railway administration for the sale of 
the wagons that are produced In their 
units. Unfortunately, some of these* 
units like the Indian Standard Wagon 
Company, Burn and others have been 
cbmpelled to cut down their produc- 
tion heavily because of the steep fall 
in demand for the wagons in the rail¬ 
ways. I hardly need to emphasise 
Sir. as a result of this, these units 
have resorted to lay off and thousands 
of workers have been rendered job¬ 
less. Tbe Railways earn a greater 


«Tlie original speech was dfUvered in Bengali. 
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part of their earnings through freight 
and for this wagons are necessary. 
It has been said on behalf of the Gov¬ 
ernment that during the 5th Five year 
Plan there will be a substantial in- 
^crease in the railway freight service 
and if the Government estimate of the 
future is correct then there is no rea- 
:Son why the demands for the wagons 
should not be augmented in time to 
meet the demand when it comes up. 
It is, therefore, necessary that the 
Railways should re-assess their need 
for wagons and place better order? 
to these manufacturing units so that 
the units themselves are not compel¬ 
led to lay of and bring miscrie.s to 
the workers. During the course of 
his speech the hon. Minister has said 
that every day one thousand addi¬ 
tional wagons than last year are being 
used I do not know whether this 
is in keeping with the demand or not 
but as the Government says the de¬ 
mand is likely to increase then there 
is no justification of not augmenting 
production of wagons in our ofvn co’un- 
try. These wagon manufacturing 
units have asked for diversification of 
their products, I am not against 
diversification but I am truly interest¬ 
ed to see that as a result of the faulty 
policy of the Government the workers 
engaged in this industry shou’d not 
be made to suffer. 

I would now come to Calcutta lube 
railway. Sir, Calcutta is one of the 
biggest cities of our country which 
IS visited by persons from all corner 
of the country. But to an outsider 
the city of Calcutta is a horrer city 
because of the pressure of the popu¬ 
lation, the lack of adequate transport 
ftcilitie.?, etc.' Even though the Gov- 
lirnment have taken a decision to in. 
trodupe tiibe railway, the work on 
ihis project is proceeding haltingly. 
Sff, the more the time we taka in 
executing' the proj^ the mote will 
be the cost of construction. Whether 
this project firlll at all be completed 
or wKl It be left half way, as it ip 
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today. Is the question in every man’s 
mind, I would therefore urge upon 
the Minister that he sjiould take 
every step to ensure expeditious im¬ 
plementation of this scheme and tell 
this House in reply the progress so 
far made and the targets fixed for the 
future. 

In 1972 ihe Prime Minister had 
gone to Calcutta to address an election 
meeting. During the course of her 
speech she had given a promise to the 
people of West Bengal that the Howrah 
Anita T.ight Railways will be replaced 
by the broad gauge line. Pursuant to 
this assurance, the metre gauge line 
was scrapppi! and foundation stone for 
broad guague line was laid but un¬ 
fortunately nothing substantial has 
bcf'Ti done in this direction. Lot of 
complications are being created. It is 
now being argued by the Centre that 
the broad gauge line can be laid of the 
West Bengal Government arranges for 
the land from their own resources. 
Thus the people of West Bengal have 
been put to a great predicament. 
Thousands of people used to come to 
the city of Calcutta for attending 
offices, selling milk and vegetables 
and they used to go back by the same 
train to their homes at night. Today 
all these persons have been put to 
great difficulty because the old line 
has lieen scrapped and the new line 
has not come up The whole process 
i.': so painfully slow that the people of 
West Bengal have started doubting 
"’hether the project would at all be 
eomnleted. I do not know whether 
the work will be expedited or a fresh 
foundation stone would be required to 
be laid only when the next general 
elections are held in the country? I 
would therefore request the hon. 
Minister to tell this House and though 
this House to the people of West Ben¬ 
gal as to what they- are going', to do, 
what is the, present position and by 
what time this will be coippteted, 

■ • - . , ^ 

I would like to take this opportunity 
also to remind the Railway Minister, 
Shrl Qureshi, tv^ho is pr^nt in Ihe 
House, of an indication may assuraaae 
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.Civen by Panditjl Kamlapati Tripathi 
when he had gone to chitrahjan Loco¬ 
motives works. Pandltji had told the 
people that he would consider making 
Asansol.Burdwan section a suberban 
section but I regret to say Sir. that the 
Railway Ministry have yet to take 
some positive action in this direction. 
The importance of this section needs 
hardly to be emphasised. It feeds the 
Durgapur industrial belt, the collieries, 
IISCO. Chittranjan Locomotive Works, 
DVC etc.. People from all over India 
go to Calcutta through this section. 
This is a point where the grand chord 
meets the main line anti Ihe tMJttlenecks 
at this point needs to be cleareti for 
efficient handling of passenger and 
goods traffic. It is very essential that 
Burdwan-Asansol section is remodalied 
and more space is created to ensure 
better handling of railway rakes. I 
have sent many representations from 
the people of this area and written let¬ 
ters to the hon. Minister drawing the 
Government’s attention to the above 
needs, but I have given only mechani¬ 
cal replies to mv queries. The hope 
arou«>d by Shri Kamlapati Tripathi is 
getting dampened. Some days l^ack a 
Congress VIP had told me personally 
that he had to wait for nearly 5 hours 
to go from Durgapur to Calcutta. Such 
is the plight of the peeple of this area. 

It is very essential that a fast tram 
from Asansol to Howrah is introduced 
immediately. E.M.V. Coaches should be 
introduced and more bogies are, atta¬ 
ched at Asansol to trains going to 
Calcutta so that people’s sufferings are 
ended, and if is not done. I am 
afiraid that the peoples anguish may 
not remain peaceful for all time to 
come. 

A little while ago the hon, Mini.ster 
had informed this House that nearly 
841 railway employees are sacked for 
taking part in the railway strike. He 
had also told this House that there 
were some charges against them. I 
would like to tell the hon. Minister 
that it is not impossible to level base¬ 
less charges by the officers , against the 
workers and in fact it has been done 
On many occasions. Some time back 
«t Cbijtranlan Locomotive Works there 
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were some clashes between the work¬ 
ers. 

Eventually it was found thfd murder 
charges were framed against some 
workers who belonged to some inde- 
pendent trade unions. What I want 
to emphasise in this connection is that' 
it is quite likely that all the charge?s 
that have been framed against the- 
workers may not be true. It Is neces. 
.sary therefore thnt an impartial in¬ 
quiry into the matter should be held 
and even a parliamentary committee- 
may l)e constituted to go into the 
matter. I would once again urge up¬ 
on the Minister that cases of 841 em¬ 
ployees should be considered sympa- 
thotically and that fhey should be 
taken back to work because if is row' 
nearly two years that they are sicke l. 
With these words atai hoping that the 
hon. Mini.ster would give humane and 
sympathetic tre.atment fo these wor- 
kers. I conclude.

SHRI C'llINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneswar): Mr. Chairman. Sir, I 
rise to support the Supplementary De¬ 
mands for Grants for Railways:. 

It is very happy to note that the- 
Railways of late are making good pro¬ 
gress in all directions. I must say, a 
kind of new confidence has returned 
to the Railways after the Emergency, 
wherever we go, w'o find that there is 
a kind of particiting collaboration. 
between the administration and the 
employees. It is a very good new do. 
velopment after the Emergency and. we 
hope, that this will improve further. 

Here, i would like to take tne 
opportunity to place before the hon. 
Minister some of the difficulties and 
the shortcomings that we the people in 
Orissa feel so far as the railway com¬ 
munication is concerned. We are 
a’so quite confident that our Railway 
Minister. Shri Tripathi and Shri Qure- 
shi have been very kind and receptive 
to whatever we have put before them. 

I w'ould like to bring to . the notice of 
the hon. Minister that so far as Oriasa' 
is concerned, it is peculiarly placed so-, 
far as raitwky coh^untcdtiim is con- 
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cemed. in the coa3tal Orissa, the 
railway line connects Madras and 
Calcutta and, in the western districts, 
there is also a railway line. But bet¬ 
ween the coastal and western districts, 
there is no link. Therefore, what the 
State Government of Orissa has sug¬ 
gested and we have also always met 
the Ministers and tried to impress 
upon them is that there should be a 
link between the coastal and western 
districts of Orissa and that the Govern¬ 
ment of India should be kind enough 
to start work un Jakhpura- 
Banspani railway link. It has 
been almost cleared, the loca¬ 
tional survey and final engineering 
survey and everything has been 
completed and, in the budget, money 
has been provided for, but the work 
has not been taken up. The usual 
reply that we get from Government is 
that the State Government has not 
replied as to what will be its contri¬ 
bution to the cost, and that is the 
hurdle to the work starting. There¬ 
fore, I appeal to the Hon’ble Minister 
to look into the special difficulty of the 
State of Orissa and the railways so far 
as the coastal and the western districts 
ure concerned and I would again 
request the Hon’ble Minister 
to kindly re-examine the whole thing. 
This year has become a hopeful year 
for the railways so far as finance is 
concerned and I hope that the Jakh- 
pura-Banspani line will be taken up 
for construction in 1976-77—because 
it is a very hopeful new year so far 
as all aspects are concerned—so far 
as the economy is concerned, produc¬ 
tion of food-grains is concerned, etc. 
Therefore I hope that in 1976-77 we 
shall see that the construction of the 
Jakhpura-Banspani railway is taken 
up. 

There is another railway which I 
have be«i pursuing for the last fif¬ 
teen years and that is from Khurda 
Road to P^llbani vio Daspala and 
Nayapith, which is a tribal district 
and Is comp!«6&y cut off- I hope 
r^slt, though funds, may not permit it 
line will .always be kept in 
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view to help those backward amas, 

I would also like to bring to the 
notice of the Hon'ble Minister, as 
many of us said, that the zones were 
constructed or the Railways were 
divided into these different zones as 
long back as ten or twenty years ago. 
There, things have developed and 
communication facilities have develop¬ 
ed so much. To whichever zone you 
may go you will see that their work 
has multiplied. Therefore, many of 
the zones have become unmanageable. 
So I would suggest to the Government 
and the Hon’ble Minister to see that 
these zones are re-arranged again. 
Tedcing into view the new load that 
has come about and all the develop¬ 
ments that have taken place during 
the last twenty years, this requires 
immediate consideration. I have al¬ 
ways had a very responsive reply 
from the Minister and the Adminis¬ 
tration that they have not closed their 
eyes and whenever the need arises, 
the re-arrangement of the zonal system 
would be looked into, and I hope that 
the time has come when it will be 
looked into. 

Similarly, if you take the case of 
the South-Eastern Railway, it covers 
almost six States and it carries al¬ 
most 80 per cent of the load of the 
entire Indian Railways. This is one 
of the very good earners and It. is 
doing w'ell- and I am happy that the 
whole Administration and the workers 
are working together. But 1 would 
suggest, why not have a kind of 
coastal-railway zones connecting all 
the coastal States by having a r.ew 
railway zone? You can call it a 
coastal railway or any other railway 
and you can have the zonal head¬ 
quarters in Orissa or Andhra or any¬ 
where. but have a new coastal rail¬ 
way zone so that you can take otf the 
load of the South-Eastern Railway and 
make it a viable zone for effective 
implementatioa of all the programmes. 

Similarly, I would also suggest that 
so far as Divisions are concerned, you 
have to create many more msw Divi¬ 
sions. If you go to any railamy w 
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my Division, the man in charge of 
Division says that it has become 
unwieldy. There has to be a re- 
I arrangement of these, and 1 vvould 
; .suggest that Rourkeia may be a new 
Division. I have gone and seen 
things there; it can be a good, viable 
new Division. 

1 have represented many times to 
our Committees and the Government 
regarding apprentice-ship facilities— 

, one item of the twenty-point program- 
.^e. The Railway Administration 
was kind enough to allow 1000 appren¬ 
tices for the South-Eastern Railway 
hut, because of the .unequal develop¬ 
ment of the railway communications, 
what happened? Out of 1,000 appren¬ 
ticeships went to the West Bengal 
side, and whenever this point is 
raised it is said that there are no 
workshops there. Therefore, all the 
£98 apprentices were recruited from 
West Bengal to get the training at 
iKhargpur., Therefore, you are not 
implementing this aspect of the 20- 
point programme so *far I® the other 
States like Orissa and Andhra Pradesh 
nre concerned. The reason given is 
that there are no work.^shops in those 
places. Therefore, I have always 
been pursuing this matter wifh the 
Railway Administration. Whenever 
you are arranging for workshops, 
you should have them on Khurda 
Road so that whenever an oppor¬ 
tunity comes for providing employ¬ 
ment to the young men of those states, 
workshops are available where those 
people can be trained. I hope, this 
matter will be looked into. The 
South-Eastern Railway authoritie.s 
Jhave already moved in this matter 
favourably. It must be pursued, so 
that something can be done in this 
direction. 

X must congratulate the hon. Rail¬ 
way Minister for introducing Puri- 
^rupati Express and the Brindavan 
Express. This helps national integra¬ 
tion. We had invited the hon. Rail¬ 
way Mlhister, Shri Kamalapati Trl- 
pafiii, on that day, but he could not 
come. Thera vms jubilation all round 
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when the train started becau.^ two 
important places of pilgrimage, Pun 
and Tirupati, wene being linked up 
directly. In this connection, i would 
like to invite the attention of the 
Government to the fact that there is 
no direct train service from the 
western districts of Orissa to Puri. 
We could connect Puri to Tirupati, 
that is, one part of Orissa to another 
State we are connecting Puri with 
the whole of India, but in the same 
State, ttfeire is no direct service from 
the western part of Orissa to Puri. 
Therefore, I plead sincerely: why not 
have a Jharsuguda-Puri Express so 
that people from western part of 
Orissa, from those six districts, Sam- 
balpur. Kalahandi, Phulbani, and all 
other districts of western Orissa, 
could comte to Jagannath Puri direct¬ 
ly? Now, they have to change trains 
at three or four places. I hope, this 
matter will receive the attention of 
the Railway Administration. 

1 would like to draw the kind 
attention of the Railway Minister tn 
the Cuttack-Paradeep rail link. Two 
or three years have passed. Ir must 
have stabilised. I would request the 
hon. Minister to run passenger ser¬ 
vices at least for the benefit of the 
railway employees who are now re¬ 
quired to go to the dirterent stations 
in that line only b.v bus. I hope the 
line has stabilised; if not, the matter 
should be looked into and the need¬ 
ful should be done early. 

T was, first, thinking of not raising 
this point before the hon. Minister, 
but I feel I should bring this to his 
notice. Government have sanctioned 
more than Rs. 1 crore for re-girdering 
the Mahanadhi bridge which is about 
100 years old. I am sorry to say that 
the girders which are being used 
there are below specifications. For¬ 
tunately, some officers—I must con¬ 
gratulate them—could see through 
this game. On account of this, the 
work has been delayed for six months. 

X do not know now much Incon¬ 
venience has boon caused people 
on thi« account. X am not tolag la(t» 
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fixe details now. This is a very serious 
meiter, and I would request the hon. 
Minister to take immediate action in 
ttili regard; tomorrow or the day 
after, action should be taken to find 
out how girders below specifications 
c«me to be used in a project which 
will cost us more than Rs. 1 crore 
and whether any attempt is being 
made to rectify or replace the mate¬ 
rial. Using sub-standard material 
her* will be very dangerous. So 
vMich of money ig being spent on this 
project, I hope, this matter will be 
looked into urgently. 

Lastly, I come to the cooperative 
housing schemes. Railways have 
enough land. They are not providing 
quarters for the railway employees 
because of economy measures. 1 am, 
of course.. happy that in the case of 
Rourkela, some Type II quarters have 
been sanctioned. Why not give the 
Railway emplyees land if they are 
prepared to take loan, which the 
Government of India is giving them, 
and conrtruct their own houses? Gov- 
emijfient of India is giving them ad- 
ances for Housing schemes. The Rail¬ 
ways have enough land. Why not 
give them th!e land, so that they can 
construct their own colonies? 

I a:^peal to the Government to look 
into all these things. I support the 
Demands.

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Srampore); Sir, I will refer to only 
those important points which have al¬ 
ready been mentioned so many times 
in this House. The first point is that 
On the national highways approaching 
the important cities like Calcutta, 
Bombay an'd Madras, fly-over should 
be bulit at places where the railway 
line.s cut them across. It is not enough 
even if the railway crossings are 
managed or manned very efTiciently 
at these places, but fly-over should 
be built on those crossings. For 
example, there is one such place in 
Kathua which is a sub-divisional town 
and the railway lines cut across tha 
road here thus causing a lot of in¬ 
conveniences hoth to the pedestrains 
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as well as the traffic. A fly-over 
should be built at this place. But 
I know what plea the Railway l^finis- 
ter would advance for this If the 
State Government agrees to bear 50 
per cent of the cost, the Railway Board 
will take up the work That is what 
he will say, but I submit that will 
never happen. Kindly take up the 
matter seriously so that we have not 
to face such difflcullie.s. 

There is another mysterious thing. 
So far season ticket-holders could tra¬ 
vel from any station to any station 
within the jurisdiction of that ticket. 
Suppose I have a season ticket from 
Burdwan' to Howrah, I could get down 
at any intermediate station. Now a 
circular has been issued by the S.E. 
Railway that if they get down at any 
intermediate station, they will be 
treated as ticketlfess travellers. I 
appeal to the minister to withdraw 
this circular. There should not be 
any ban on getting down at inter¬ 
mediate stations. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA BAL¬ 
DER: I have written to the Minister 
about it. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
This is agitating the minds of the 
daily passengers. 

Prom Burdwan to Khanna Junction 
there is double line but from Khanna 
to Sahibgani, there is single line. A 
double line should b^ there. In the 
Katwa line, so many representations 
were made. It is horrible. You can¬ 
not travel after darkness. Trains move 
very slowly because it is single line. 
There should be double lin'e. 

You are not maintaining any dining 
car. Food is supplied by the caterers 
who are getting commission. Pre¬ 
viously they were getting 15 to 16 
per cent commission. Now It has been 
reduced to 10 paise per rupee. I ap¬ 
peal to the minister that what they 
were getting before should be main¬ 
tained. 'thefl. there is abaolutriy no 
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job secmity for the caterers. Some 
job security should be given to them. 

The food supplied should be im¬ 
proved, specially in the Northern 
Railway where we travel very often. 
When we travel from Delhi to How¬ 
rah, the Northern Railway food is 
bad. The Western Railway food is 
slightly better. This should be looked 
into. A committee may be set up to go 
into it because passengers complain. 
The bearers may give sonte] better 
food to us MPs, but thu other passen¬ 
gers look at us enviously saying, “Be¬ 
cause you are an MP, you get good 
food.” This should be looked into.

UNIT TRUST OP INDIA (AMEND¬ 
MENT) BILL 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI- 
MATI (SUSHILA ROHATGI); Sir, 

1 beg to move: 

“That the Bill further to amend 

the Unit Trust of India Act, 1963, 

be taken into consideration.” 

Sir, when the Parliament was not 
in session, an Ordinance was promul¬ 
gated on 31st October, 1975 amending 
the Unit Trust of India Act, 1963. A 
statement indicating the circumstances 
which necessitated the promulgation 
of the Unit Trust of India (Amend¬ 
ment) Ordinance 1975 has already 
been laid on the Table of the House. 

Hon’ble Members are aware that 
the Unit Trust of India was estab¬ 
lished in 1964 with an initial capital 
■of Rs. 5 crores to promote public sav¬ 
ings through the sale of units. The 
primary objective of the Trust is to 
encourage and mobilise savings of 
the community and channelise them 
into productive corporate investments 
so as to promote the growth and di¬ 
versification of the country’s econo¬ 
my. 

During the last 11 years of the 
■operation of the Unit Trust of India 
almost the entire sale of units has 
been confined to the country and sales 
to Non-resident Individuals constitu¬ 
ted a negligible portion (about 1.7 per 
cent) of the total sales of the Unit 
Trust of India. 

Government hag been recently exa¬ 
mining various suggestions to mobilise 
the savings of the nonresident Indians 
and aliens of Indian origin living ab¬ 
road and to facilitate investment in 
India by those people and to improve 
remittance from Indians earning ab¬ 
road, In this connection Gov^nment 
bss examined various suggestions and 
it was conridered "appropriate that the 
inteome earned ^ mm^resideDt 
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Indians and aliens of Indian origin on 
investments in units of the Unit Trust 
of India purchased from Non Resident 
(External) Accounts are made tax 
free and are brought at par with the 
fixed deposits by these people in the 
nationalised banks. At present, while 
in respect of Non Resident (External) 
Accounts the interest earned by non¬ 
resident Indians is totally free of in¬ 
come tax and no tax is withheld, this 
did not apply to non-resident unit- 
holders who secured exemption only 
upto Rs. 5,000 allowed to all Indian 
investors. 

In order to bring the Non-resident 
Indian unit holders at par with the 
bank depositors in this category, the 
Unit Trust of India (Amendment) Or¬ 
dinance, 1975 was promulgated on 
31st October, 1975. which inter alia 
provides that;— 

Income earned from Units of the 
Unit Trust of India purchased by 
non-raesident Indians and aliens of 
Indian origin from Non-Resident 
(External) Accounts or through re¬ 
mittance of foreign exchange will 
be free from income tax. The Ordi¬ 
nance further envisages that in'vest- 
ments in Units by the above men¬ 
tioned persons, cither from Non- 
Rosident (External) Accounts for 
through remittance of foreign ex¬ 
change, will also be free from wealth 
tax. 

The impact of the Ordinance ap¬ 
pears to be favourable aod a larger 
number of non-resident Indians and 
aliens of Indian origin are likely to 
make investment in Units the Unit 
Trust of India; thus improving the in¬ 
flow of forei^ exchange into the 
country. The Unit Trust of India has 
already launched a campaign in differ¬ 
ent foreign countries where the poten¬ 
tiality of investment in Units appear¬ 
ed to be greater and arrangements 
are being made with the help of our 
Embassies, Consulates and overseas 
branches of tbe State Bank of India 
to appoint agents in these countries

It is reported that as a result of the 
initial efforts, applications for invest¬ 
ments in Units totalling several lakhs 
of rupees have already been received 
by the Unit Trust of India. 

It is hoped that with the enactment 
of the present legislation and the 
efforts underway the investments in 
Unit Trust of India by Non-Resident 
Indians and aliens of Indian' origin 
will improve. 

Sir, the present Bill seeks to replace 
the Ordinance issued on 31st October 
1975 and will come into effect from 
that date. I request the House to 
unanimously accept the Bill. 

Sir, I move. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Motion moved: 

“That the Bill further to amend 

the unit Trust of India Act, 1963, be 

taken into consideration.” 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Tel- 
licherry): Mr. Chairman, Sir. we 
have no objection in passing this Bill 
because it will provide the Indians re¬ 
siding abroad the facilities which are 
already there in regard to the invest¬ 
ment in the commercial banks. So, 
as a matter of policy, I do not think 
that the Government has brought for¬ 
ward anything new. 

At the same time, I do not under¬ 
stand one thing. In this very House, 

On previous occasions, the Chair has 
told the Government that unless it is 
very essential, it is not good to pro¬ 
mulgate an ordinance. I really fail to 
understand what was the urgent ne¬ 
cessity behind promulgating this Or¬ 
dinance for regularising a certain 
thing. It was absolutely not neces¬ 
sary. The Ordinance was promulga¬ 
ted on 31st October. Prpm 31st Octo¬ 
ber till the dpy on wbi?h the Parlia¬ 
ment met, I do not think the Govern¬ 
ment has achieved any tremendous 
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break-through in mobilising the re¬ 
sources by way of foreign exchange in 
Unit Trusts. I would like the horn 
Minister, while replying to the debate 
to enlighten the House as to what was 
the reason for the Government to pro¬ 
mulgate this Ordinance and take the 
House for granted that it will just ap¬ 
prove it. 

Then, the hon. Minister said that 
there is a good response to the- Ordi¬ 
nance and that several lakhs of dol¬ 
lars or several lakhs of rupees v/orth 
of foreign exchange are being attract, 
ed by the Unit Trust of India. 1 would 
like her to be more specific to tell us 
what exactly has been' the response. 
FVom that, one can understand whe¬ 
ther it was justifiable to promulgate 
this Ordinance in such a haste. 

The' third point that I would like 
to make ig about the functioning of 
the Unit Trust of India. By v/ay of 
fulfilling an assurance given in the 
House, the Government has sent cer¬ 
tain answers to me yesterday where¬ 
in the Govrnmnt says that the Unit 
Trust of India ig making a big invest¬ 
ment in' large industrial houses. The 
whole scheme of the Unit Trust of 
India is supposed to be the one by 
which the small income group, the 
middle income group an<j the people 
who are not very affluent will save 
their little savings and they will be 
utilised for the growth of our economy 
in a purposeful manner. While 
introducing the Bill, the hon. Minister 
also said that the Government is 
amending the Act and bringing for¬ 
ward this Bill with a view to attract 
the foreign exchange so that the eco¬ 
nomic growth of our country will be 
made faster. I do not disagree with 
that. But I disagree “very much and 
rather violently on this point that you 
collect money of the poor ordinary 
people and you invest it with large 
industrial houses. I would like to 
know to what extent they have inves¬ 
ted the money in .large industrial 
houses through the Unit Trust of India 
during*-the last ^vetsal years. If that 
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is the policy of the Government, then 
I fear one thing. Of course, it will 
help the economic growth tut it will 
not encourage the economic growth 
with social justice about which 've are 
talking gp much. If we are collect¬ 
ing money from the poor and giving 
it to the rich and the Unit Trust of 
India’ is a conveyor belt in doing this 
process, then it will add to the distor¬ 
tion of economy. That is why I feel 
that, while answering, the Govern¬ 
ment should come forward and say 
more specifically what their policy i-s 
in, regard to the investment of the 
Unit Trust of India. 

Lastly, in the same answer the 
Government says that the Uitit Trust 
is represented by Shri R. D. Pusalkar, 
Shri M. V. Arunachalam and Shri 
D. C. Randeria. This was as in July 
1974. I would like to know who are 
these gentlemen. Government should 
not try to escape by saying that they 
are trustees. I know, they were the 
trustees of the Unit Trust at that 
time.... 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Belul)- 
This is outside the scope of the Bill. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I 
support the Bill, but I would like that 
the Unit Trust should function in such 
a manner that it will justify this 
amendment. That is the reason why 
I am raising these points. I would 
like to ask the Minister whether 
these people, the trustees, are big in¬ 
dustrialists, whether they are leaders 
of the Chamber of Commerce. I want 
to know who are those people. Or, 
do they belong to that small income 
group who are investing in the Unit 
Trust of India? 

These are some of the things I would 
like the hon. Minister to answer while 
she replies. Otherwise, we support 
this Bill.

*141. SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA- 
Will the Minister of FINANCE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether any meeting between 
India and Yugoslavia on banking and 
finance was held recently; and 

(b) if so, the outcome thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHBI- 
MATI SUSHILA ROHATGI): (a) 
Yes, Sir. A meeting of the Indo- 
Yugoslav Sub-Committee on Corpora¬ 
tion in Fhiance and Banking was held 
in Belgrade from September 24 to 30, 
1975. 

(b) A statement is laid on the Ta¬ 
ble of the House. 

Statement 

Ati^the Belgrade meeting Yugoslavia 
undertook to utilise the services of 
Indian banks abroad for the' settle¬ 
ment of pajrments arising out of Indo- 
Yugoslav trade. This will generate 
additional business for our banks ab¬ 
road. The Sub«>Coramittee also ctm- 
afidezed various outstanding issues 
rating to payments including the 
aetaement of olakos arising from the 
dauidiwtion of the pmmd sterling and 
n^ee iMyments due to Yugoslav 
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firms from Indian parties and the li- 
q^ttidation of Yugoslav surplus rupees 
funds in India. The Sub-Commit- 
mittee also reviewed trade relatians 
between the two countries and discus¬ 
sed problems relating to the estab¬ 
lishment of joint ventures in Yugo¬ 
slavia, India and in third countries. 
Finally, the Sub-committee reviewed 
the resolutions adopted at the non- 
aligned meetings relating to ecomnic

*142. SHBI HARI KISHORE 
SINGH: Will the Minister of HN- 
ANCE be pleased to state; 

(a) the reaction of Government to 
the reported alarming increase in the 
deposits with the non-banking corpo¬ 
rate sector; 

(b) whether Government propose 
to implement the recommendations of 
the Raj Group in this regard; 

(c) if so, to what extent; and 

(d) whether there is any time 
schedule for this? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OP THE DEPARTMENT 
OP REVENUE AND BANKING 
(SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE): (a) to (d) In formulating its 
recommendations, the Study Group on 
Non-Banking Companies, set up by 
the Reserve Bank of India has ob¬ 
served that there is evidence to sshow 
that the dependence of non-fin ancial 
companies on deposits has tended to 
increase. Government are in agree¬ 
ment with the broad approach of the 
Study Group that (a) acceptance of 
deposits by non-hnancial companies 
may not be prohibited altogether but 
it should be discouraged and reduced 
in due course, avoiding at the .same 
time disruption of the productive pro¬ 
cess, and (b) the ultimate objective 
should be to discourage further 
growth of these deposits and to roll 
them back gradually so that they 
would cease to be a significant source 
of finance to industry and trade. 

All the main recommendations of 
the Study Group have been accepted 
and taken in hand for early imple¬ 
mentation. Some of the recommenda¬ 
tions would involve legislative action 
and every effort is being made to en¬ 
sure speedy implementation. 

SHRI HAtll KISHORE SINGH: May 
1 know from tfie Government whether 
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this alarming increase in the non¬ 
banking companies deposits is the re¬ 
sult of the efforts made to escape 
the financial disciplme sought to be 
enforced through the Reserve Bank 
and thus diluting the effects of those 
policies? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Firstly, it is not increasing in 
alarmmg pic portion. By end of March 
the credit growth was 10 per crait. In 
1972 it was 9.7 per cent, in 1975 it 
is 11 per cent. If we talk m absolute 
terms, now it is of the order of 1300 
prorpf of rupees whereas deposits in 
the national commercial banks are 
Rs. 13,000 crores. 

Secondly about the diluting effect 
of deposits in the non-banking com¬ 
panies and financing companies, there 
too we are taking certain measures. 
For example if the companies want to 
met their marginal requirements by 
raising deposit" through these com¬ 
panies. v.hen the commercial banks 
fix the limit of the credit to be given 
to that particular concern they take 
into accovnt all the money raised by 
tiiem In this process also, apart 
from that, in order to protect the 
interests ^ the depositors. Reserve 
Bank’s directions are there to see 
that when they issue application form 
or advertisement, they explain in 
clear terms about the financial por¬ 
tion of that particular company. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH; 
May I know to what extent the depo¬ 
sits ‘ with the non-banking financial 
institutions have been used for specu¬ 
lative purposes? 


SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MDKHER- 
JEE; It is very difficult to quantify 
the percentage in absolute terms for 
speculative purposes. But Government 
have taken aU measures to see that 
the deposits utilised for speculative 
purposes are curbed to the maxtenun 
possible extent. 
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SHRI S. R. DAMANIj May 1 know 
from the honourable Minister to what 
extent the depositors amounts are be- 
ing used for productive purposes and 
‘ialso I would like to know whether it 
is less costlier than the bank finan¬ 
ces? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: It would be difficult for me 
to exactly c.uantify. In the text of the 
main answer I have already indicated 
that w® have taken measures to re¬ 
duce it. At the same time we see 
that the production process is nos dis¬ 
rupted and there is no denial of 
the fact that it contributes to the 
production process of the country. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: In 
view of the fact that Government has 
enforced measures to curb credit to 
anybody for that matter from he 
bank may I know whether it is not 
an attempt by big companies to souttle 
the credit policy of the Government 
by way of offering bigger interests and 
attracting money from the public 
and then using it for making more 
profits by way of speculation. Taking 
that into account, would Government 
come forward with immediate mea¬ 
sures so that this kind of step will 
be prevented? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Already I hav® indicated that 
so far as the diluting effect on selec- 
tive credit policy is concerned, there 
is no danger because certain limita¬ 
tions are there on the mobilisation of 
deposits. They cannot go beyond 25 
per cent of paid-up capital etc. Certain 
conditions are there. They have to 
comply with the directives of the RBI 
issued from time to time. They have 
'to explain their financial position In 
advertisements to those people who 
make deposits and they take the risk. 
'Some risk element is there and that 
also is contributing as discouragement 
in the matter of deposits in these non- 
banking companies. So, the selectl'/e 
, credit policy pur.sued by Government 
'is not frustrated as a result of thJi^ 
because when we fix the Rmit fbr 


the companies concerned, we take 
into account the money realised by 
them by these methods.

JEEr So far as arrears are concatn- 
ed, we have answered many questions 
, on the fioor of this House and the 
other House. We have replied that 
various steps have been taken. There 
was also the amendment of the In- 
con)e-tax Act in the last session. Va¬ 
rious measures are taken to reduce 
arrears. But one thing would have 
to be kept in mind that in the ac¬ 
counting proceiffl Of the department, 
there would be certain arrears at the 
end of 31st March every year. This 
is because of the fact that assessments 
completed in the months of January, 
February and March may not fall due 
by 81st March. Sometimes the amount 
assessed is being challenged in the 
court. Therefore when we indicate 
the gross amount outstanding on 31st 
March, that does not reflect the actual 
net amount outstanding. That is why 
sometime we give the net flgure and 
the gross flgure. But it would be very 
difficult for me to indicate by what 
time all arrears would be wiped out.

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: There is 
the report of the Public Accounts 
Committee saying that one of the 
main reasons why arrears of income- 
tax stands so tmduly bloated is on 
account of the tendency of the income 
tax officers to over-flx assessments, to 
work for fancy assessments, and to 
respect of incomes which are never 
earned by as.«essees and, therefore, 
really, the income-tax arrears does 
not arise. 

The malaise seems to continue. If 
it is so, may I know from the hon. 
Minister of Banking and Revenue 
whether litigation continue or they 
happen to be passed on to the asses- 
sees because of over-pitched assess¬ 
ments for which the assessees have to 
fight the litigations and, if it is so, 
whether before the Tribunals and the 
courts reliefs may be given; whaf 
steps are being taken to ensure that 
the Income tax Officers who so un¬ 
duly overpitch the assessments and 
make fancy assessments which is also 
the cause of corruption in the Depart¬ 
ment, are taken to task? Would they 
consider awarding costs to the asses¬ 
sees at the Tribunal level to avoid 
such overpitched assessments of thia 
sort? 

SHRT PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Sir, perhaps it is too strong a 
suggestion because the Income-tax 
Officer makes the assessment in the 
best of his wisdom and if we say that 
the costs to the assessees for getting 
the relief are to be passed on to them 
perhaps, it is too strong a suggestion 
and I am afraid I cannot accept this* 
(Interruptions) 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: No, no. 
Costs are to be paid by Government 
and not by the officers. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; In 
view of the fact that the numbffif 
ot persons or firms against whom 
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arrears of tax amounting to more 
rupees fifty lakhs are outstanding 
cannot be very large and they are the 
big fries about whom the Income-tax 
Department should take a very special 
interest, may I know how it is that 
Government now says that it would 
be incommensurate with the labour 
involved to bring out their names— 
the names of those persons and firms 
against whom the arrears are out¬ 
standing to that extent ought to be 
publicised, particularly, in view of 
the recent Government’s policy in this 
regard? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEB: What I say is that we shall have 
to collect the information from vari¬ 
ous stations—we have 20 Income tax 
stations apart from four centralised 
charges—and we maintain some dos¬ 
siers of the big assessees. If we want 
to give you that information, it will 
take some time. Apart from that, if 
I remember correctly, it is more than 
100. The number against whom the 
amount outstanding is Rs. 50,00,000 
and above is not insignificant. It may 
be more than 100. That is why I say 
that if the hon. Member was interest¬ 
ed to have information about any par¬ 
ticular firm Or any particular indivi¬ 
dual, we shall try to collect it since 
we do not have that information. We 
are not feeling shy of giving this 
information. (Interruptions). 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: You lay 
it on the table of the House later on. 
How am I supposed to know about X 
firm or Y individual. I am not con¬ 
cerned with the individuals but 1 am 
concerned with the total position. Let 
the Minister come forward and tell the 
House. You lay it on the table of the 
House On your own and do not ask 
the Mendier concerned to find out X 
individual or Y firm. How do I know 
who is the guilty person? 

MR. SPEAKER; TMs is a fugges* 
tion whidi you can consider. 


SHRI VASANT SATHE: In view 
of the fact that the total number of 
assessees whose income above Rs. 
1 ,00,000 is less ttian 20,000 out 
of a total of 38 lakhs assessees 
in the country—as you yourself 
have said that those against whom 
the outstanding above rupees fifty 
lakhs are less than hundred, 
approximately it may he hun¬ 
dred or it may be more than 100, that 
is, between hundred and two hundred 
or three hundred or whatever it may 
be—I would like to know what is the 
difficulty in giving the names? If there 
are genuine difficulties in giving the 
names it is all right. Would you at 
least let us know the number of as¬ 
sessees.? Unless he can explain this 
to your satisfaction and not to my 
satisfaction, what is the objection that 
he has in giving the names of the 
firms and individuals against whom 
the arrears are over Rs. 50 lakhs. We 
^e not satisfied with the answer tihat 
it is not commensurate with labour. 
Why is it not in the interest of the 
State to give the names. Let us at 
least know this, unless of course you 
disallow this question, since the 
number is very very short. Let us 
have the total amount of arrears out¬ 
standing against these firms. How 
many such assessees are there? And 
also in what slab do they fall? 

SHRI PRANAb KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Sir, even of those above Rs. 10 
lakhs their number is 800. Sir, here 
I would like to be guided by your 

advice because this is not the first time 
that we are confronted with this type 
of question. Earlier we were faced 
with the question regardng list of 
shareholders of each company whose 
houses have been raided. Sir, it takes 
a lot of time. If we are to give the 
information against each as to what 
was the amount outstanding, etc., it 
will take a good deal of time. Sir, I 
depend on your guidance. Whatever 
you will direct, we win do. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Sir, wfaat 
* is the answer that he has I 

asked him tibout 58 IsS&s and alMsW 
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SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKH- 
®RJEE: Their number is more than 
100 . * 

SHRI R S. PANDEY; Sir, taking 
into consideration that thousands of 
cases have been pending and not fina¬ 
lised for the last 10, 15 or 20 years, 
may I know whether the Government 
is thinking seriously to devise certain 
methods by which agreement could be 
reached and money realised? They 
have assessed but somehow they have 
not come to any agreement. Now, a 
particular person has been assessed 
for Rs. 1 crore. It may be that he has 
assets or does not have assets. There 
are such cases which have not been 
finalised. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Sir, there is no doubt about it 
that the procedure itseK is time con¬ 
suming. But, I think, the House and 
the hon. Member is aware that one of 
the devices which the Select Commit¬ 
tee suggested to us and which we have 
incorporated in the Amending Act 
is about the Settlement Commission. 
Perhaps the device which the hon. 
Member has in mind to some extent 


could be met by Settlemmit Commis¬ 
sion.

Reserve Bank of India has advised 
the banks to give added attention to 
term finance for deferred payment ex¬ 
ports and also to industries where a 
substantial pwrt of the goods is meant 
for export or where new potential for 
export could be built up quickly.

SO 
lakhs and the credit period does not 
exceed 5 years. The Industrial Deve¬ 
lopment Bank of India has been made 
the focal point for grant of approval 
for other deferred pa 3 rment contracts. 
Banks liave also been recently advis¬ 
ed by Reserve Bank of India lhat they 
should take steps to ensure timely 
issue of bid bonds and preformance 
guarantees. 

Reserve Bank hag also announced

transactions. Moreover the free mar¬ 
ket quotations do not reflect the True 
exchange value of rupee since such 
transactions are few unauthorised and 
fragmentary. 

(lb) It is the aim of the Government 
to eliminate the unofficial exchange 
market for rupee. Therefore the 
question of bridging the gap between 
unofficial value of the rupee and the 
official value does not arise. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: 
The hon. Minister hag not spelt out 
the actual rate of exchange but has 
made a significant observation that 
the difference between' the actual rate 
and the official seems to have narrow¬ 
ed down very considerably in the last 
few months. There is no reason why 
she should not give the actual rate. The 
hon. Minister may also speak out the 
steps that are being taken to eliminate 
the unofficial market? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
By he ‘actual value’ of the rupee, I 
think the hon. Member is presumably 
referring to the unofficial rates that 
are operative in some of the markets 
in Singapore, Hong Kong and other 
places. Of course Government does 
not recognise this. Government had 
taken a number of steps. Firstly, 
under FERA, Foreign Exchange Regu¬ 
lation Act, penalty had been increas¬ 
ed and steps are being taken to see 
that moneys are routed through pro¬ 
per channels. Those violating FERA 
are subjected to more severe penalties 
and imprisonment. Because of the 
anti-smuggling measures that had been 
taken recently and the provisions of 
MISA, Conservation' of Foreign Ex¬ 
change and prevention of smuggling 
activities, we find that a number of 
boats had been seized and other penal 
action had been taken; nearly 1600 
smugglers are in detention under va¬ 
rious Acts. Because of the crackdqN^ 
on the smugglers and ia^fflementatton 
of various steps that I had enumaiatl^

Indian Jute Mills Associatioii 

*150. SHRI R. S. PANDEY; 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; 

Will the Minister of COMMERCE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether Indian Jute Mills As¬ 
sociation has urged Government for 
assistance to the jute industry faced 
with a loss of export market in the

THE MINISTER OP COMMERCE 
(PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA): 

(a) Yes, Sir.

(b) Government is deeply concer¬ 
ned about the possibility of the U.S. 
market for cotton bagging being lost 
to the hidian jute industry. Assist¬ 
ance has been granted to a project for 
developing an improved cotton bale 
covering which might be able to com¬ 
pete effectively with polypropylene 
cotton" bagging. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: I am satisfied 
with the answer and I offer the supp- 
lementaries to be asked to Shri Sathe^ 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: In view Of 
the fact that the loss that would he 
suffered by the jute manufacturers of 
India would be to the tune of Rs. 9 
crores, what alternate arrangemento 
are envisaged, A suggestion was given 
that you may give assistance to 
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facture some material which may 
compete with polyprc^ylene. What 
alternative arrangements for producing 
a jute of better variety, or a mixture 
with some artificial fibre which will 
be better and at the same time cheaper 
than polypropylene are being thought 
of? There apears to be a cost factor 
also in production. 


PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA; 
Sir, the hon, Member is right when 
he has said that polypropylene is re¬ 
latively cheaper vis-a-«is Jute. Six 
yards of jute of this particular speci¬ 
fication costs approximately one dollar 
and fifty cents. Whereas polypropylene 
which competes with jute of the same 
length and specification costs one 
dollar and twenty-five cents. So 
there is appreciable price differential. 
Sir, besides this the organisation in 
charge of this, that is the Bale 
Packaging Committee of the National 
Cotton Council of the U.E.A. places 
the order to the Indian Jute industry. 
They are now reluctant to do so be¬ 
cause they are petrochemical complex¬ 
es who produce the synthetic materials. 
So, our response has been somewhat 
like this. We are making some funds 
available to the Indian Jute Industry’s 
Research Association.'; who are engag¬ 
ed in the process and development of 
lighter fabric, the price of which will 
be cheaper. An(i this material would 
be in a position to compete with the 
synthetic material. So, they are now 
getting this fund and they will draw 
Tip the project and we hope when the 
research result is available the fibre 
will be lighter and cheaper. Then we 
would be in a position to compete in 
the market. That is what we can do 
imder the circumstances. 


SHRI VASANT SATHE; Another 
factor which is important in the cost 
element is the freight charge because 
that constitutes 81 per cent of the cost 
f.o.b. I would like to know whethw 
there is any plan worked out by the 
Government to have arr^ements 
with the Shipping Companies or do 
We have our own shipping arrssige- 

mSnte to transport the juts goods so 


that freight cost may work out less 
to the American buyer? 


PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
The freight component of the f.o.b. 
realisation varies from 53 per cent to 
80 per cent depending upon the differ¬ 
ence in the destination in the East and 
the West. The hon. Member would 
realise that we have to neutralise the 
freight component of f.o.b. It will be 
very difficult to do this and I do not 
know what would be the response of 
my friend who is otherwise very nice. 
But here it is such a big amount and 
after all it is a Commercial proposi¬ 
tion. The neutralisation would be 
necessary because of the f.o.b. com¬ 
ponent. So, we have to compensate for 
this. Sir, we are seized of the problem. 
Under the circumstances it will be 
very difficult to concede the demand 
in the form that has been described by 
the industry, but, however, we are 
having a look into the matter. 


SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHASTRl: 
Is it not a fact that the Jute Mill 
Association controls the jute market 
in India and they are advancing a 
plea that they havg to face a keen 
competition in the U.S.A. and 
market? As a result of this, the jute 
growers have been hit very badly. In 
view of this, may I know from the 
Minister whether he will ask the JUie 
mills to diversify the production in 
order to find out new markets? 


PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA:

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OP COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH); (a) 
No, Sir. 

(b) Does not arise. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAR¬ 
DER: The Minister has replied in the 
negative. When two-thirds of our 
population are living below the pover- 
ty line, before trying to earn foreign 
exchange through the export of food 
articles like sugar, onion and basmati 
rice, Government should consider ful¬ 
filling our requirements first. May I 
know the total production and con¬ 
sumption of sugar, basmati rice and 
onion? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: In 1974-75 production of 
sugar ■was 45 lakh tonnes. Carry over 
figure was 8.78 lakh tonnes. Thus 
total availability was 53.78 lakh 
tonnes. Consumption was 39 lakh 
tonnes. The surplus stock available 
■was 14.78 lakh tonnes, out of which 
only 6.95 lakh tonnes were exported. 
So, care has been taken to meet do- 
meotle'iteeds. We have exported only 
4.6' per cent of the total availability of 
onitmt, whereas our potential is about 
15 per emit. The exports of basmati 
rlee amotmt o&ly to 0.1 per cent of our 
HKhd praductten rioe. 


SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA BAL¬ 
DER: The reply is not satisfactory. 
1 also want that industrial develop¬ 
ment of the country should take place 
and I know for that foreign exchange 
is necessary. But is it pot a fact that 
the prices of all these food articles 
within the country are going up 
because of the wrong policy of the 
government? I also want to know 
whether the government would first 
meet the full demand of sugar at con- 
trolled price, onion and basmati rice 
and for this purpose whether the gov¬ 
ernment has any proposal to recon¬ 
sider its wrong policy and take a real¬ 
istic decision to check rising prices. 


SHRI VISHIVANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: I have already said that the 
government has given full considera¬ 
tion to the domestic needs. Exports 
are not so high as to affect the domes¬ 
tic needs. So far as the rationale be¬ 
hind our exports is concerned, domes¬ 
tic consumption of basmati rice is con¬ 
fined to the richer sections. But 1 
tonne of basmati rice exporf can fetch 
us 4 tonnes of wheat or 7 tonnes of 
milo which will be consumed by the 
lower income groups. The rise in the 
price of onions was not due to our ex¬ 
ports but due to the failure of the crop 
in certain parts of the country. Now 
the onion prices have come down. 


SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
JVUNSI: In view of the fact that at the 
moment the government is engaged in 
a long struggle against poverty to 
make the country more prosperous, in 
view of the fact that the government 
had to incur a huge expenditme on 
import of crude oil and other things 
and in view of the fact that basmati 
rice is consumed only by the rich, may 
I know why the government is not 
taking a positive decision to ban, if 
necessary, the consumption of basmati 
ri{» in the country and also to reduce 
consumption of sugar by not aHowtag 
its use in a peculiar manner lor pro¬ 
ducing all types of sweets aiM confflar 
ing Its use to produce one or tuf» 
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items only in the intereste of the coun.

THE MINISTER OP COMMERCE 
(PROP. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA); 
The amount of foreign exchange earn¬ 
ed by the jute industry in India during 
the years 1972-73, 1973-74 and 1974-75 
has been of the order of Rs. 249 
crores, Rs. 227 crores and Rs. 300 
crores respectively. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
May I know in this respect to wnac 
extent the concession was given to the 
jute mill owners in respect of export 
of jute goods especially carpet pack¬ 
ing in the years 1973-74, 1974-75 and 
1975-76? 

PROP. D. P. CATTOPADHYAYA: 
The export duty is adjusted from year 
to year, depending on the competi- 
tiveness or otherwise of our goods, 
vis-alvis their substitutes or competi¬ 
tors—natural or synthetic—from 

other countries. In view of that fact, 
Sir, in 1973 on primary backing, ex¬ 
port duty was Rs.' 200 per tonne. It 
was raised later on to R?. 650. It was 
reduced to Rs. 200 per tonne in De¬ 
cember 1974. It has been abolished 
now Similarly, also in secondary 
carpet backing, it was Rs. 300 in. 
August 1973; then during March 1974 
it was raised to Rs. 750 and in Decern- 
ber 1974, it was Rs. 200. Later on. It 
was completely knocked out. What 
these figures will indicate is this. We 
do not give assistance if it is not 
necessary. Rather, if it can bear 
higher duty, we impose it. Govern- 
ment takw a very rational attitude 
towards export duty. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
My first point is that the Minister has 
very cleverly avoided a specific ait-- 
swer; and the people of our country 
will not understand what the Minister 
has said. 
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MR; SPEARSR: Please ask your 
second question. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
The first question has not been 
answered. Anyway, I will ask the 
' second question as you want me to do. 
My question is about the total. Up 
till the end of the year 1975, during 
the last 3 years, what is the total 
amount in respect of the export duty

According to the reports, the voluntary 
disclosures, so far as the Calcutta area 
is concerned, are cutterly negligible. I 
vrould like to be enlightened as to 
what 'action has beep taken in that 
area.

Member looks at the 
figure for West Bengal, he will find 
that it is not much less; it is 1629. So 
far as Calcutta is concerned, only a 
few big business houses are put 
under the charge of Calcutta Central. 
That is why the figure there is only 
43. But if you take West Bengal as a 
whole, the figure is 1,629, which is not 
insignificant. 

Regarding the break up, I have 
nlready indicated that the total 
amount disclosed, income and wealth 
taken together, would come to more 
than Rs. 1,500 crores. It is difficult to 
indicate what percentage of it is in 
the form of real estate, gold or jewel¬ 
lery. Anyway, we shall have an op¬ 
portunity of discussing it in detail 
when we take up the Bill to replace the 
Ordinance, when we shall try to give 
some information, if it is available 
with me. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
As no break up is available and as the 
Minister has promised to give them 
during the course of the discussion... 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; If available. 

MR. SPEAKER: He says that you 
will get an opportunity.

The Reserve Bank of 
India have introduced a new scheme 
effective from 1-11-75 under which 
persons of Indian nationality or Indian 
origin residing abroad may open what 
is called non-resident (external) ac¬ 
count designated in specified foreign 
currencies. The designated currencies, 
at present, are British Sterling and 
US Dollar. Remittances to these ac¬ 
counts have to be received in one of 
the designated currencies. The foreign 
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currency accounts will be maintained 
in the currencies in which the remit- 
.tances are received and the funds will 
also be repaid to the account holder, 
or transferred elsewhere under his 
instructions in the same currency. The 
interest payable on deposits in such 
accounts will be free of Indian income- 
tax and such interest will also be 
payable in the currency in which the 
account is maintained. Thus the 
•exchange risk in respect of both the 
iunds remitted by the account holder 
nnd the interest accruing on the fund 
will not have to be borne by the non¬ 
resident depositor. To start with the 
accounts are being maintained in the 
form of fixed deposits for period of 
91 days and above but not exceeding 
■61 months. All facilities which are 
available in respect of the non-resi¬ 
dent (external) account maintained in 
Indian rupees will also be available 
for the accounts maintained in desig¬ 
nated foreign currencies.

How¬ 
ever past experience shows that pro¬ 
visional figures are liktely to be 
somewhat lower than final figures. 

The main reason for decline in the 
exports of handicrafts seems to be 
the recession that has recently hit the 
economics of USA and other Wtest- 
ern European countries.

(i) Centres for training in car¬ 
pet weaving are being opened 
with a view to increasing 
production of carpets which 
have a good market.

Economic Price to Jute Growers 

731. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: WiU 
the Minister of COMMERCE be pleas¬ 
ed to state;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH); 
(a) to (c). Statutory minimum price 
for raw jute is fixed every .year on 
the basis of the recommendations of 
the Agricultural Prices Commission, 
which takes mto account aU relevant 
factors including economic price to 
the jute growers. In the current season 
the statutory minimum price fixed for 
Assam bottom and comparable varie- 
ties at the up-country markets is 
Rs 135 per quintal, as against Rs. 125 
per quintal in the previous season. 
Jute Corporation of India has been 
established by Government for pur- 
chase of raw jute in the up-country 
markets, through its own departmental 
purchase centres and through co¬ 
operative societies of jute growers. 
The extent of the raw jute market 
falling to the share of the Jute Cor¬ 
poration of India, essentially depends 
upon the financial resources that 
can be deployed by it. The cash credit 
availability of the Jute Corporation 


has been increased in the current 
season to Rs. 24 crores, as against 
Rs. 20 crores that was being made 
available for the last season. Addi¬ 
tional cash credit has been assured to 
the Jute Corporation where it finds 
it necessary to effect purchases by way 
of price support operations. In the cur¬ 
rent season, the Corporation has so 
far procured aijoul 5.70 lakh bales. 

While the prices of raw jute niling 
in the beginning of the season were 
higher than the statutory minimum, 
they started to move down in October- 
November, when the Jute Corporation 
of India intensified its operations. 
Moreover, the Jute Commissioner 
issued orders, under the Jute (Con¬ 
trol & Licensing) Order, to various 
jute mills, stipulating the minimum 
quantities that will have to be pur¬ 
chased by them from the market. 
From December onwards the prices of 
raw jute have again firmed up and the 
market rates ruling at present are 
comfortably above the statutory mini¬ 
mum levels.

Committee of Direction for an on¬ 
going review of the problems that may 
arise from the implementation of the 
recommendations of the Study Group. 

Statement 

Main Recommendations of the Study 
Group to Frame Guidelines for 
Foilow-up of Bank Credit. 

Main recommendations of the Group 
which relate to such aspects as ap¬ 
proach to lending, norms for inven¬ 
tory and receivables information sys¬ 
tem, ‘■•tyle of credit, follow-up and 
supervision of credit and financial 
structure of the borrowers, are as 
follows; 

(i) The Committee has visualised 
that the main function of a bank 
a* a lender is to supplement the 
borrower’s resources in carry¬ 
ing a reasonable level of current 
assets in relation to his produc¬ 
tion requirements. In the light 
of the above, the Committee has 
.suggested three methods for 
working out the maximum per¬ 
missible bank borrowings to 
meet the working capital gap 
(excess of current assets over 
current liabilities). In the first 
method, the borrower is requir¬ 
ed to contribute a minimum of 
25 per cent of the working 
capital gap; in the second 
method, the borrower will have 
to provide a minimum of 25 per 
cent of total current assets from 
owned and longterm funds; in 
the third method, the borrower’s 
contribution from long-term 
funds will be to the extent of 
the entire ‘core’ current assets 
and a minimum of 25 per cent 
of the balance of current as¬ 
sets. Each successive method 
will increase the involvemont of 
the long-term funds ceanprising 
borrower’s own funds and term 
borrowings to support the cur¬ 
rent assets. To avoid hardship 
to the borrowers, the Committee 
has recmnmende4 that a begin- 
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ning may be made by placing aE 
borrowers on the first method 
within a year and then moving 
to the second and third methods 
in stages. This recommendation 
will apply to all borrowers hav¬ 
ing credit limits in excess of 
Bs. 10 lakhs from the banking 
system. 

(ii) The Group has recommended 
norms for inventory and receiv¬ 
ables for 15 selected industries 
and has suggested that the re¬ 
commended norms should apply 
to all industrial borrowers with 
aggregate limits from the bank> 
ing Astern in excess of Rs. 10 
lakhs. 

(iii) The Group has suggested that 
instead of making available the 
entire credit line in the shape 
of cash credit limit for a year, 
it may be bifurcated into a loan 
representing the minimum level 
of borrowings, which the bor¬ 
rower expects to use throughout 
the year, and a cash credit 
which will take care of his 
fluctuating requirements. This 
recommendation is to be applied 
to borrowers having total credit 
limits in excess of Rs. 10 lakhs 
from the banking system. The 
Committee has further suggested 
that in the case of borrowers 
having ciredit limits in excess of 
Rs. 1 crore and above from the 
banking system the cash credit 
line should be placed on a quar¬ 
terly budgeting-reporting sys- 
term. 

(Iv) As part of the integrated system 
the Committee has made com¬ 
prehensive suggestions for 
follow-up and supervision of 
credit and ensuring the end-use 
of funds. 

<v} As regards the financial struc¬ 
ture of the borrowing companies 
the Committee has emphasised 
that the banker will always 
look to two basic financial ratio 
vie. debt-equity ratio, i.e, total 
look to two basic financial ratios 


and the current ratio. The pro>- 
, posed approach to lending will 
take care of the current ratio. 
As to the debt-equity ratio, it 
has not suggested any rigid 
norms but has indicated that 
long tqrm debt-net worth and 
total liabilities-net worth ratios 
• may be compared with the in¬ 
dustry medians and where these 
ratios are worse than the medi¬ 
ans, the banks should endeavour 
to iiersuade the borrower to 
strengthen his equity base as 
early as possible.

STATEMENT ON PATNA FLOODS 

TliE MINISTER OF AGRICUL- 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI 
JAGJIVAN RAM): I beg to lay a 
Statement on Patna Floods on the 
Table of the House. 

Statement 


Floods oi 1975 in Patna: The 
monsoon depression which originated 
in the Bay of Bengal on 17th 
August, 1975 moved into the Sone 
catchment on 19th August, 1975 caus¬ 
ing heavy rainfall between 19th and 
22nd, August Consequently a rain¬ 
fall of 271 mm was recorded at Pen- 
dra and 591 mm at Umaria both in 
Madhya PradeSh and 371 mm at 
Chopan in Uttar Pradesh. Following 
this heavy rainfall the Sone .started 
rising from 19-8-1975. It reached a 
peak level of 128.07 m at 01.00 hours 
on 23-8-1975 at Japla, exceeding the 
level recorded in 1971 which was 
127.89 metres. At Indrapuri, it 
reached a level of 108.85 m against 
the warning stage of 108.204 m on 
25-8-1975 at 05.00 hrs. It crossed the 
wanting stage of 55.525 foelwar 
on the afternoon of 21-8-197^ 
maximum level reached at Koelww 
was 58.81 xiietres on 23-8-1975 ’‘'t¬ 

ween 10—14 hours. This level vms <^y 
rftghtiy less then'that of 1971 -^en 
|i had reached a level of 58.884 mewes 
Is the maximum on record. 


The Ganga was above timming stager 
of 48.6 m at Patna on 22*d-1975. It 
continued to rise further and reached 
a level of 49.988 metres at 18 houra- 
On 24-8-1975 at Gandhi Ghat (Patna). 
This level was 0.35 metres higher than 
the level recorded in 1971 and is the 
highest on record so far. Its level 
at Digha surpassed the level of 52.15 
metres recorded in 1971 and reached 
52-52 metres at 8 hours on 24-8*1975. 
However, this did not exceed the level 
of 52.585 m recorded in the year 
1923. 

As a result of the extremely high 
flood level at Digha, the combined 
waters at Ganga and Sone over-top¬ 
ped most of the road from Digha to 
Maner, to the extent of about 30-60- 
cm. and there was a sheet flow from 
Sone Ganga towards the low lying 
area in the country side towards 
Patna and Digha. There were seven 
breaches on the road during this flood. 
The water started flowing over this 
road from the night of 22-8-1975 and 
continued for a few days. In addition 
to the overtopping of this road, there 
were 11 breaches/cuts in the Manei* 
distributory through which substantial 
flood flows from Sone travelled to¬ 
wards Patna. Due to over-topping 
and the breaches on Bihta-Maner road^ 
Bihta-Maner embankment and Kba- 
gaul-Danapur road the waters ulti¬ 
mately gravitated against the left 
bank of Patna canal in its lower 
reach. The water headed up gra¬ 
dually till it reached a level of 63.34 
metre? on the evening of 24-8-1975. 
This resulted in over-topping the left 
bank of the Patna canal and ultimate¬ 
ly breached both of its banks. Since 
there is no barrier against the flood 
waters after-Fatna CanaL the com¬ 
bined flood waters of the Sone «s well 
as the Ganga entered Patna in the 
night of 24-8-1975 resulting in vob 
deluge. 


2. Damage due to floods: The 
catastrophic floods in , August, 
1975 in Patna cauied eictemdve da¬ 
mage to both the Gcve^nment at 
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«K private ^perties. Dunage to 
private properttea Itag not been asses¬ 
sed by the State Government ao far, 
accordlbg to tlte information available 
with us. However, rough estimate of 
the damage caused to Government 
buildings, roads and other public uti¬ 
lities as indicated by the State Gov¬ 
ernment is about Rs. 10.15 crores. A 
total population of 8.7 lakh was affect¬ 
ed by the floods. Almost Sll the roads 
including Ashok Rajpath were sub¬ 
merged to a depth varying from 0.67 
m to 2.1 m for more than a week 36 
roads in a length of 89 km were da¬ 
maged in various degrees. 90 office 
buildings, 2640 residential buildings 
(under the public works Department) 
and colony roads in a length of 145 
km were also damaged. Within the 
limits of Patna Municipal Corpora¬ 
tion 37,514 holdings were affected, 
sustaining partial or full damage. 
Heavy damage was also caused to the 
properties of the Municipal Corpora¬ 
tion, Public Health Department, Hous¬ 
ing Board, Electricity Department and 
a number of other departments. 


According to the State (Jovernment, 
5 human lives were lost, and about 8 
persons were missing. 66 cattle heads 
were also lost. 

It has been stated by the State Gov¬ 
ernment that it is very difficult to 
assess the huge loss sustained by Pri¬ 
vate persons. However, the persona 
in Ibwer income group, suffered maxi¬ 
mum loss as 'theiir houses mostly col¬ 
lapsed and their belongings got sub¬ 
merged. The middle income group 
with single storey house also sustain¬ 
ed heavy loss as their houses were 
completely submerged involving con¬ 
siderable loss to their properties. 
Rven in the case of upper income 
group iMOPle having doubte or multi- 
storied buildings suffered damage as 
the-pound floors were submerged f^ 

a-period of 5 to 7 days. Tbous^ ^ 

vehicles both Gkwamment aWpi^te 
yfite submerged invblvfcg conalder- 

abfe loss. 
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8 . Flood protection Sehkmat^la^ 
mediately after the floods, a HU^ 
Level E^rt Committee was set up 
by the Bihar Government to en 9 uj^ 
into the Patna floods of August, 1975 
and to suggest measures for Mure 
protection against similar catastro- 
phies. The Committee is headed’ iJF 
Member (Floods) Central Water Com¬ 
mission and consists of the Chairman, 
Ganga Flood Control Commission, two 
Chief Engineers of the State Govern¬ 
ment Irrigation Department and two 
Members of the Bihar Legislative 
Assembly. The Committee submitted 
its interim report in November, 1975 
recommending flood protection and 
drainage works which have to be taken 
up on a priority oasis. Its final report 
is. awaited. 

The main items of works, recom¬ 
mended by the Committee to be taken 
up on flr.st priority are; — 

(i) Construction of an embank* 
mentfmasonry wall on the 
south bank of Ganga from 
Digha to Maner along with 
revetment at vulnerable 
places; 

. (ii) construction of a new em¬ 
bankment from Maner to 
Katesar and from Katesar to 
Saidabad along the right 
bank of Sone; 

(iii) construction of an escape 
channel from Patna canal 
upstream of Naubatpur 
through Khajuri distributary 
and Panchahua Nalla; 

(iv) raising and strengthening ol •' 
Danapur distributary; and 

(v) improving and remodel¬ 
ling the existing urban drain¬ 
age in Patna. 

The Committee has also recoms- 
mended that the remodelling of ttie 
drainage system in the rural areas 
Md raising and strengthening of , 
left embankment of Ptmpun along 
with construction of new embank-* 
aiesits in its upper reaches to be tskeat- 
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up aa works of second priority, llie 
first priority works have been roughly 
estimated to cost Rs 8.68 crores, and 
those are planned by the State Gov¬ 
ernment to be completed before the 
floods season of 1976. THa State Gov¬ 
ernment have accepted the recom¬ 
mendations of the CommitSeie and 
have already initiated action on these 
works. They expect to incur an ex¬ 
penditure of about Rs. 2 65 crores till 
March 1976. The Govemmapt of 
India have agreed to give advance 
Plan assistance covering this amount 
to the State Government during the 
current financial year. 

The Committee in its interim re¬ 
port has stated that it has not been 
possible for it to go into details of 
the various causes that led to the 
floods of the magnitude experienced 
In 1975. The Committee hopes to 
submit its final report to the State 
Government by the end January 
1976.

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore); Sir, yesterday, when 
the Bill was raised before the House 
by the iHon’ble Minister and I heard 
the speech, it appeared to me that it 
was a very simple Bill. My friend 
Mr. Chandrappan also said that this 
was a very simple Bill and there is 
nothing to oppose it. But after going 
through the Bill it appears to me that 
it is a trick by the Government to 
give ample opportunity to the rich to 
anyhow see that their black money 
Is transformed into white money and, 
while doing it, they are also getting 
concessions if they deposit th^r black 
money in the, Unit Trust'. As such, 
there are some points to be consictered. 

As Mr. Daga has very ably put it, 
it is only to encourage the rich and 
see that more chances are given to 
them to get some benefit out of this 
Fund that this concession has been 
given. H somebody who is now stay¬ 
ing outside India invests money in 
this Unit TVust of India, when he 
wants to sell it, in which currency 
he will get back the money is not 
very clear from the Bill. It also ap¬ 
pears that the claim that has been 
made .here by the ifini^er that it 
will help us to earn more fdreign ex¬ 
change la not correct. I am net In 
. Bgreein«(it . 7 ^ this version I^use 
when ^eyT-dhose. wto,’i^;^iiot. nftid- 
big hen 'ind are rmdite'g dBfbad— 
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invest money In this Unit Trust of 
India, whenever they want to take 
back or dispose of their shares, they 
will be paid in foreign exchange and 
not in Indian currency. That is Ob¬ 
vious; otherwise the Bill could have 
provided specifically in what currency} 
they will be paid back. 

It has been already pointed out that,, 
for the most part, it is now out of 
the purview of the Reserve Bank of 
India and all the Directors there are 
in no way responsible to the Parlia- 
ment. A major amount of the money 
that is there in the Unit Trust Fund 
is invested for the benefit of the big 
houses and thfei big industrialists and 
they are gaining by this Unit Trust 
of India and not the ordinary poor 
people. So, this concesssion given to 
the Unit Trust holder is itself another 
device to increase the profitability of 
the richer classes in and outsidie India. 
When the ordinary working classes 
and the Government employees in 
this country are being hardhit by the 
exorbitant ri.se in prices due to the 
imposition of heavy indirect taxation 
on essential commodities, you say that 
they have to make sacrifices for the 
country. But when it is in respect 
of the richer sections of the people 
either within the country or outside, 
all these concessions are given. More¬ 
over, from the reports so far available 
to us, it has been amply established, 
as Mr. Daga and Mr. Chandrappan 
mentioned, that all the benefits^ are 
being en.ioyed by the richer sections, 
especially by the monopoly houses. 
So, whatever may be the excuse 
stated Were by the Minister regarding 
this Amendment Bill. I do not find 
any reason why this House should 
allow the Government to extend fur- 
th^ concessions to the richer sections 
of the people. So. my very humble 
suggestion to the Minister is this; be 
truthful artd say for what purpose this 
Bill has been brought, tor whose bene¬ 
fits this has been brought. You in«y> 
say that this Is for the detrelopment 
i of out niitiiwial efeoiiomy, we Will ettn 
foreign eacii^ge ihd ell ’that But 
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these are bogus arguments, because 
ultimately you will have to pay them 
back in foreign exchange, not in your 
•own currency. So, do not plead in 
■that way. Further, I would like to 
know whether, henceforth, this money 
which is accrued in the Unit Trust 
•of India will be spent for the benefit 
of the medium and small entrepre¬ 
neurs or it will be spent as it is now 
being spent for the benefit of the 
richer people, for the benefit of the 
big houses, specially the monopolies. 
■All these questions must be clarified. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI (Sholapur): 

Mr. Speak^, Sr I rise to support this 
Bill. The Amendment is to attract the 
funds of our countrymen who are 
settled or are working in other coun- 
Iries, especially to encourage the flow 
nl foreign exchange into the country. 
This is a very laudable purpose and 
T am sure it will be very useful for 
■the country. I have visiHed many 
’CountriM, especially the Arab coun¬ 
tries, aAri 1 have found that a large 
number of our countrymen are work¬ 
ing there in almost every walk of 
life. They ttequire investment ave- 
‘nuea. It will be a good attraction 
'for them to make investment in the 
Unit Trust because their money will 
be secured, they will get their full re¬ 
turn and also they will not have to 
pay taxes on that. 

In this conrtection, I would like to 
make a suggestion. Vigorous efforts 
are required to advertise this scheme 
in all thte countries where our coun¬ 
trymen are settled or are working. 
Without that, we cannot attract those 
people only drawing up a schemia wul 
not do; the Government, i>articularly 
the Unit Trust, should spend sufflci^t 
money to approach those, people vmo 
are settled or are working in other 
countries artd bring to their notice tlw 
advantages of this scheme, his is 
one suggestion which I make 
practical experience. I hope, the 
Unit Trust of India and the GoVapn- 
' ment will take note of this. 
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Two of my friends have spoken 
about administrative ^xpendittu^ 1 
would like to point out that the ad¬ 
ministrative. expenditui<e is not very 
high. The total investment of the 
Unit Trust of India is Rs, 175 crores, 
and to manage the affairs of a Cor¬ 
poration with an investment of Rs. 175 
crores, an expenditure of Rs. 1.8 
crores, which works out to a little 
more than half a per cent, is not signi¬ 
ficant at all. Our country is a very 
big country and in fact, they should 
spend more money on advertisement, 
So that the public should know about 
their schemes and invest their funds 
in the Unit Trust of India. 

MR. SPEAKER: Let the bell be 
rung. 

Now there is quorum. The hon. 
Member, Shri Damani, may continue. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: I was say¬ 
ing that the Unit Trust of India should 
spend more money on advertisements 
to attract deposits. 

The investment policy of the Unit 
Trust of India is very correct. They 
are investing in various sectors like 
cement, steel, fertilizers ate. which are 
very essential for the country. Most 
of their investment has bden made in 
these industries. According to me, the 
investmegnt that they have made, or 
the criterion of investmMit in diffe¬ 
rent industries is justified. 

The investment in tbq Unit Trust of 
India serves two purposes. One is 
that the money of the investors is 
secure, and secondly, the industry gets 
finance for increasing tMeir production 
or for setting up new industries. The 
Unit Trust of India pays 8-9 percent 
dividend on the investment and the 
first three thousand rupees are free of 
income-tax. That is good In^^eptment 
and it is better than deiwiting In 
banks. The investment is secure, the 
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investors get 8-9 t^rcent dividend and 
the entrepreneurs are able to get 
funds for thei]^ industries <6)tc. The 
money is secure and in case of need, 
the investors can get back their money 
without any depreciation. 

I would only like to suggest one 
thing which is not there already. The 
money which is invested should get 
appreciated. Something should b^e 
done so that the funds appreciate; that 
will attract more funds. Therefore, 
there should be some scheme by 
which investors who purcha^ units 
should have the benefit of some appre. 
ciation in the value of the units and 
that would attract morei funds from 
the rural sector also. It is said that 
Rs. 175 crores worth of units have 
been purchased by the public from all 
sectors of the society and they are 
able to take advantage of the Unit 
Trust. 

I suggest that the Government 
should introduce a scheme by which 
they can get benefit of appreciation 
in the value of thb units and also 1 
would plead that the present exemp¬ 
tion limit of Rs. 3000 should be raised 
to Rs. 5000 so that more and more 
people may take advantage of the 
units. 

With these words I support the Bill. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI. 
MATI SUSHILA ROHATGI): I 

would like to thank at the outset ell 
the hon. Members who have partici¬ 
pated in this debate and I welcome 
their suggestions. Though I may 
agree or disagree with some of them, 
I do welcome many of the suggestions. 

I think Mr. Daga made a very 
scathing attack on the operation and 
working o* the Unit Trust and he is 
entitled to have his own opinion. But 
I think when he said that there is 
probably no need for the Unit Trust 
at all and probably the hon. Member 
from the other side also agreed and 
said that it represents the monopoly 
houses and probably it is a trick which 
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the Government is trying to impose 
on the innocent public and that the 
Minister should be a truthful one for 
a change and that we should come 
out with the genuine requirements 
behind H and the motivation why the 
Government came forward with this 
Bill. I would only say that generally, 
not only generally but always we try 
to be tiuthful and this is no exception 
to the same and the Government cer¬ 
tainly consider it to be a very inno¬ 
cent, very useful and very good and 
timely Bill. There is no question of 
any trick involved. 

May I have the hon. Member, Shri 
Bhattacharyya’s ears? 

SHRI DINEN EHATTACHARYYA: 
My Kanpur friend wants to have a> 
word with me. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHTAGI; 
He is great friend. 

Sir, the fact is that there is no* 
trick behind it. In this connection I 
would like to assure hon. Members 
that there ig no skeleton in the cub- 
board and everythmg is above board. 

This Bill is a welcome measure in 
the sense that from time to time 
there have been representations and 
people have been wanting to have 
their money invested in India in the 
form of these units and the Govern¬ 
ment also wanted that there should 
be a package of incentives which 
would attract foreign investment here 
and from abroad. At the same time. 
Parliament was not in session at that 
time. Therefore, it was desired that 
all these things should be presented 
in a package form so that there is a 
real incentive to people to come and 
invest here. 

About the working of the Unit Trust, 
the annual report of the Trust amply 
shows that the criticism made is not 
well-founded. The main purpose of 
creating the Trust was that apart from 
other factors, with the depression im 
the market, the entrepreneurs were 
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not coming forth and there was hardlsr 
any capital formation and people were 
not sure about it; hence it was not 
only to ensure that there was safety 

■ of the capital involved but there 
should be some steady return also 

■ that the Unit Trust was set up and 
We find that in spite of the ups and 
downs and the depression in the eco¬ 
nomy in the last couple of years, dur¬ 
ing the decade they have shown some 
improvement. Though the dividend 
has remained at 8.6 per cent they 
started with 6.1 per cent—there is 
always scope for improvement and 
there are chances that they may im¬ 
prove also. 

Another factor I would like to men¬ 
tion is that by and large the investors 
do not represent the higher section 
only. 

About assistance by the Unit Trust, 
about 92 per cent of its assistance goes 
to the priority sector. In Maharashtra 
as also in two or three other States 
we tried to make a sample survey 
which, of course, may not be correct 
lor the entire country but we do find 
from the break-up that the majority 
of the units are held by peop'e who 
are salary-earners or house-holders or 
people of middle and lower income 
rgroups and hence this fear of the 
monopoly and concentration, etc. does 
not hold good here. Prom all points 
of view I think the Unit Trust has 
really done well. There is always 
scope for improvement. 

Mr. Daga pointed oat about the 
expense ratio. I would like to tell 
him that the Finance Minister has al¬ 
ready constituted a group to go into 
all the aspects of the expenses of the 
Trust and the report is being prepared. 
I think that will throw further light 
and, therefore, we would welcome if 
there are constructive suggestions and 
We certainly look into them. 

Shri Chandrapyan raised a basic 
'question. He asked about the three 
names on the' Board of Trustees! I 
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would only say that* tihe tlnit l^ust is 
nuiQasgm iqr a- Board of 'KnisteAi, xt 
couaisU ot tan ipembim including 
Chairm^. Out of ^itfe 10, six ara 
appoint^ by the Baserve Bank, on's 
is nominated by the State Bank of 
India and another is nominated by the 
Lie and the remaining two are elected 
by the contributors of the inttfal capi¬ 
tal viz., nationalised banks and other 
financial institutions. As regards Shri 
Arunachelam, he is an industrialist. 
Shri Pusalkar ig the Managing Direc¬ 
tor of Greeves Cotton Ltd., and Shri 
Randeria is ihe Executive Director of 
the Life Insurance Corporation. 

Taking the overall picture, the ob¬ 
jects for which the Unit Trust was 
brought into existence, these have been 
really justified. 

Our people find it helpful. Our 
people have gon? abroad to a number 
of countries. They are carrying on 
a compaign. There is satisfactory res¬ 
ponse to it. Though it is early to 
assess and to quantify the amount, but 
we are sure that with the research 
being carried out now and the res¬ 
ponse that we are having, I think the 
position will improve from time to 
time. 

With these words, I hope all the 
fears and doubts , generated by our 
friends will be allayed and the House 
will give its unanimous support. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA; 
You have not answered, if anybody is 
holding Unit Trust share and he is 
not Q resident of India, in what cur¬ 
rency he will be paid back? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHTAGI: 
When he buys, it will be converted 
into rupees. I suppose, when he buys 
them back, it will be in theiy cqrrency 

SHRI M. C. DAGA; Whether the 
trustees attend the meetings to fiiul 
out to whom they give money and 
whether they are doing thehr work ac¬ 
cording to rules laid down? 
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SHRIMATI SUSHltA ROHATGI: 
IThefe the group goes into all those 
aspects, that will be justified. 

MR. SPEAKER; The question is: 

‘That the Bill further to amend 

the Unit Trust of India Act, 1963, be 

taken into consideration.”

•BURMAH SHELL (ACQUISITION OF 
UNDERTAIONGS IN INDIA—BILL 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
<SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA7: I beg to 
move: • 

“That the Bill to provide lor th® 
-acquisition and transfer of the ri^t, 
title and interest of the Burmah 
Shell Oil Storage and Distributing 
Company of India Limited in rela> 
tion to its undertakings in India with 
a view to ensuring co-ordinated 
distribution and utilisation of pet¬ 


roleum products distributed 
marketed in India by the said com¬ 
pany and for matters connected 
therewith or incidental thereto, be 
taken into consideration.” 

The Government have declared their 
intention of acquiring effective con¬ 
trol over the oil industry, both in re¬ 
fining and marketing as well as in 
exploration and production of crude 
oil. 

The first step was taken in this 
direction in March, 1974 when we 
acquired the assets and operations of 
ESSO in India. Recently an agree¬ 
ment was signed by Government and 
the principals of Burmah-Shell for 
the purchase of cent per cent cf the 
share capital of Burmah Shell Refine¬ 
ries Limited and the transfer and 
vesting of Indian assets and liabilities 
of Burmah Shell Oil Storage and 
Distributing Co. of India Ltd..‘ With 
the taking over of Burmah Shell, 
Government would be assuming effec¬ 
tive control of about 95 per cent of 
the production and marketing of pet¬ 
roleum products in the country. We 
would, as the hon. Members would 
know, be left only with the small 
assets of Assam Oil Company and the 
Caltex which are owned and operated 
by foreign oil companies. Negotia*' 
tions for the take-over and control of 
both the Assam Oil Co. and the Caltex 
are now going on and we hope that 
progress will also soon be made in 
that connection. 

As the hon. Members would have 
noted, this Bill refers only to the 
acquisition of the distribution and 
marketing operations of Burmah SheU 
Oil, Storage and Distributing Co. of 
India Ltd. It is necessary to execute 
this part of the total transaction by 
means of legislation because Burmaii 
Shell Oil Storage and Distributing Co. 
of India is not a company which ia 
registered in India. It is a branch of , 
a foreign company which is operating 
in its home in England. Thne xnay he 


aMoved with the recommendation of the President. 
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other branches of Burmah Shell 
registered outside India. We could 
have purchased the assets of the com¬ 
pany but the transaction involved the 
transfer of both the assets and liabi¬ 
lities, and in the latter, that is, to take 
care of the liabilities, also it is neces¬ 
sary that this House should enact a 
law. 

The Burmah Shell, as is known to 
the House, operates a refinery at 
Bombay, which is conducted by a 
company which is known as the 
Burmah Shell Refinery Ltd. duly re¬ 
gistered in India and having an 
Indian entity. It is possible to pur¬ 
chase the shares of Burmah Shell 
Refinery Ltd. by negotiation and with¬ 
out recourse to legislation and this 
Government proposes to do it imme¬ 
diately. 

Here it is necessary for me to ex. 
plaip very briefly the scheme of the 
take-over of Burmah Shell. 

In the overall interests, it is now 
considered necessary that hundred per 
cent of the Burmah Shell Oil Refinery 
and Marketing Company should be 
taken over. It is proposed,., in the 
first place, to take t>ver all the Indian 
assets and liabilities of Burmah 
Shell Oil Storage and Distributing 
Company of India Limited and to vest 
them in the Central Government. The 
assets include leases and tenancy 
rights held by the Burmah Shell Oil 
Storage and Distributing Company of 
India Limited in India. This Bill 
provides that the Central Government 
may, by notification, vest the assets 
and liabilities in a Government com¬ 
pany. As soon as the acquisition of 
hundred per cent of the shares of the 
Burmah Shell Refineries Limited in 
favour of the Government is com¬ 
pleted, thereby making it a Govern¬ 
ment company, Indian assets and liabi¬ 
lities of Bunnah Shell Storage and 
Distributing Company of India Limit¬ 
ed will be vested by notification in 
the Bunnah Shell Oil Refineries 
Limited. At that point when both 


the operations are completed, it ia 
proposed to change the name of the 
Burmah Shell Refinery ^o Bharat 
Refineries Limited. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I will very briefly 
now describe the scheme of compen¬ 
sation. The Bill provides for payment 
of compensation of an amount of 
Rs. 27.75 crores as the principal amount 
for the transfer and vesting of the 
Indian assets and liabilities of Burmah 
Shell Oil Storage and Distributing 
Company of India Limited to be paid 
in instalments as shown in the table^ 
—in the Second Schedule of this RiU* 
The compensation for the sale and 
purchase of hundred per cent share of 
Burmah Shell Refineries Limited 
Rs. 91.25 crores to be paid on 30th 
March, 1976. This is done by negotia¬ 
tions. I repeat that the hundred per 
cent share of the Burmah Shell Re¬ 
fineries will be purchased by a pay¬ 
ment of Rs. 9.25 crores. This amount 
is payable to Burmah Shell in London 
in pound, sterling converted et the 
State Bank of India exchange rate of 
£. 5,4810 equal to Rs. 100, that is the 
rate of exchange which prevailed on 
the date of agreement when the nego¬ 
tiation between the Government and: 
the Burmah Shell authorities ended on 
23rd December, 1975 and an agreement 
was virtually concluded. The prin¬ 
cipal amount would earn a tax-free- 
interest at 8 per cent per annum- 
■which is in line with the prevailing' 
rate of interest. We have not paid far' 
more, and we consider that less than 
this will not be appropriate at the* 
present rate of interest prevailing in 
this industry. The profits for the year 
1975.... 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA. 
(Serampore); They will be e*®*“P^- 
ed from the inconje-tax. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: We have 
taken that intm consideration while 
paying the compensation. I will come 
to it later. The profits of, Burmah 
Shell, I might refer it for the beneflit 
of the Hon. Member, you might note, 
for the year 1975 would be retain^ 
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fit of takeover would accrue from 1 st 
January, 1^75. But the interest cn 
the principal amount, that is, Rs. 37 
crores, would be calculated with refe¬ 
rence to 1st January, 1976. The rate 
of interest will be calculated with 
reference to 1st January, 1976, but 
the profit from 1st January, 1975 will 
go to the government company. 

Hon, Members are aware t>f Govern¬ 
ment’s declared intention of acquiring 
effective control over the oil industry. 
This is the second major step in that 
direction. The purpose obviously is 
to bring this strategic industry under 
national control .not only because we 
think it should not be left in the hands 
of the foreign companies but also be¬ 
cause we consider the optimisation of 
petroleum production and its utilisa¬ 
tion as of crucial importance to our 
economy. 

Various steps were taken which have 
enabled us in tho last few years to 
use to the maximum the refinery capa¬ 
city and use it for the best purposes 
that have to be there from the point 
of view of consumption of petroleun 
products. However, all these objec¬ 
tives of enforcing product patterns ac¬ 
cording to oUr requirements are not 
possible when ownership of such in¬ 
dustries like the refinery are in the 
hands of the foreign company. It may 
not suit them lo produce what suits 
us in the country, and because a 
foreign company mainly aims to work 
for the sake of profits and does not 
pay as much importance as it ought 
to in the national interest, there are 
always difficuhies experienced by 
them and we also face difficulties in 
enforcing the production of such things 
as the country needs. So, from time to 
time it has been noticed that produc¬ 
tion pattern has to be adjusted to the 
needs of the nation and this is one of 
the rfiesons which has prompted Us to 
control the functioning of the refinery. 

In the case of Burmah Shell, we are 
acquiring a vewatile tirpe of refinery 
which is capable of hendUng a wide 
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range of crude oil and althougfis tia 
current operating level is 3.76 milUun 
tonnes per annum it is capable of 
processing 5.25 million tonnes and 
with a little adjustment here andi 
there we dan increase the working 
capacity of this refinery even to 8 
million tonnes. The refinery is also 
able to handle upto 2 million tonnes 
of Bombay High crude without any 
substantial alteration. When tire re¬ 
finery belongs to us, soon after we will 
provide some money to the national's, 
ed company to make suitable adjust¬ 
ments with a v.'ew to treating Bombay 
High crude oil properly. 

Now immediately, treatment of 
Bombay High crude in a refinery is 
a very important matter. Honourable 
Members will kindly appreciate this 
that if the versatility of the refinery 
had not been there, if its suita'aiiity 
bad not been adapted to Bombay 
High crude we would have faced 
some problem of expediting the refin¬ 
ing of the Bombay High crude. The 
production of Bon»bay High crude is 
going to begin after two or three 
months. We ore confident that from 
March next we shall start' bringing 
crude oil from Bombay High and this 
oil will be mostly treated in this 
•refinery. ' 

Burmah Shell’s distribution and 
marketing organisation is widely 
spread over the country. Considered 
from that point of view, it is a spe¬ 
cial advantage to the nation to take 
over the distribution and marketing 
unit of the Burmah Shell This mar¬ 
keting organisation has a vast net¬ 
work; it has 5 port installations, 78 
depots and 3,173 retail outlets, ’htey 
have been able to establish in such m 
comprehensive manner because they 
have been operating here for a very 
long period. They were the first 
entrants in the marketing field. They 
possess, therefore, a large number of 
important and .strategically located 
(retail outlets i.u major cities «9d 
towns. As a matter of fact, Bunnali/ 
^ell accotmts ior slightly mote Utip 
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30 per cent of the total retail outlets 
In the country. ' Honourable members 
Will, therefore, pieeee realise that this 
is a special advantage in taking over 
such a vast network of distribution 
centres, which would have been diffi¬ 
cult for Us to create in a small time 
when we reallv reed them. At the 
time of negotiatioiis for takeover of 
ESSO, the over-riding consideration 
given by Government was for an 
assured crude oil supply. There f-tre, 
the agreement and the patterns were 
different because at that time the 
advantage of owing and pricing o? 
crude oil was lo the producing com¬ 
panies than to the producing coun¬ 
tries. That( advantage having been 
taken over now....

BURMAH SHELL (ACQUISITION OF 
UNDERTAKINGS IN INDIA BILL 
-■ ■ O ofitd. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: I was 
referring to the overall advantages that 
have accrued to the nation by the take 
over of Esso, and later on Burmah 
Shell. We have a special advantage 
now because there is manouverability 
in. negotiating for the price of crude 
elso. It is no more the principal 
domain of the oil companies alone. 
We can go in search of oil where oil 
is produced also. But in this case we 
'must confess that we are lacing diffi¬ 
culties with the availability of crude 
:ioiL The special advantage that we 
ere trying to take rs to have a third 
party arrangement by procurement of 
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crude oil where, vdthin the overall 
limit of 2.5 million tonnes of crude oil 
per annum the two parties that is the 
Burmah Shell from whom •we have 
taken over and ourselves, can negotiate 
for the supplies of crude oil at a price 
that is mutually agreed upon. This 
arrangement would provide adeq^uate 
flexibility, safeguards and option for 
Government in regard to the price and 
the supplies of crude oil. I have not 
much to say, Mr. Deputy-Speaker. The 
interests of the employees as will be 
evident from the clauses of the Bill, 
have been kept very safe. Broadly 
speaking, the provisions relating to 
employees of Burmah Shell are cover¬ 
ed in Chapter-Ill of the Bill. In terms 
of the provisions contained in the Bill 
every whole-time ofiRcer or other em¬ 
ployee of Burmah Shell who was be¬ 
fore the appointed day employed by 
Burmah Shell in India or on deputa¬ 
tion outside India shall on the ap¬ 
pointed day become an officer or other 
employee of the Central Government 
or the Government company in which 
the rights title and interest of Burmah 
Shell in relation to its undertakings 
in India have vested, subject of course 
to the overall position of the Govern¬ 
ment when an undertaking is taken 
over as to what modifications are going 
to be effected with regard to its ex¬ 
pansion or retrenchment or other 
thing.';. All in all. therefore, we con¬ 
sider the transaction we have agreed 
upon or decided upon is very much 
in ftivuor of the nation. I would, 
therefore, very strongly commend the 
Bill lor adoption by this House. 

MR. _ DEPUTY SPEAKER: Motion

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Shri S. M. 
Banerjee. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Sir, Mr. Raja Kulkarni's amendment 
was to have come on Monday accord¬ 
ing to Schedule. Unfortunately, Mr. 
Raja Kulkarni is not present here now. 
Unless these amendments are moved 
by someone, they cannot be discussed. 
1 know Mr, Raja Kulkarni would have 
been definitely here and he would have 
moved the amendments. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Who will 
move the amendments now? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; The Minis¬ 
ter can move them or i can move if 
you give me permission. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You go on 
with your speech. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; I have the 
difficulty.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I under¬ 
stand your difficulty but I have to 
go by the rule. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Mr. Deputy 
Speaker, Sir, I congratulate the hon. 
Minister for bringing this legislation 
before this' House, though his action 
was delayed. But there is no deny¬ 
ing the truth that it is the mo.st ap¬ 
propriate action that Goveinment has 
taken. The day is fast approaching 
when Caltex and other Oil companies 
like Assam Oil Company will also be 
taken over by the Government. Sir, 
he has already mentioned about this 
during the course of his speech. 
Before I come to the clauses. I want 
to know what is the total amount of 
profit which the Central Government 
is going to take for 1975, because 
clause 4(2)' says: 

“The profits earned by Burmah 
Shell in relation to its undertakings 
in India from the 1st January 1975 
gbflil be payable to the Central Gov- 
’ <emment.” 


1 say this particularly because they 
are going to pay Burmah Shell an 
amount equal to’ Rs. 27.75 crores. 
Clause 8 also says: 

‘‘(2) Taxes, if any, payable in 
India by Burmah Shell by reason of 
the payment of the amount specified 
in sub-section (1) shall be paid by 
the Central Government to Burmah 
Shell in Indian currenc.v.... ” etc. 

In accordance with the Supreme Court 
judgment, we do not pa.y compensation 
but we pay amount. Why are we 
paying such a big amount? What is 
the break-up? If .something has to be 
paid, let us pay just some token 
amount. This foreign oil company has 
bletl our country white. So, I want to 
know whether this amount cannot be 
reduced. When general insurance com¬ 
panies were taken over, we put the 
same question to Mr. Chavan, the then 
Finance Minister as to why such a 
huge amount was paid, but he could 
not explain. When .such a huge 
amount is paid, the very purpose of 
nationalisation is defeated. This com¬ 
pany has disposed of much of its plant 
and machinery. According to the 
Economic Times of 6th November 74, 
in 1969 many giant-seized tanks and 
the entire arrangements were sold to 
Hindustan Oil Storage & Distribution 
Co. Ltd. In 1972 the Benzene section 
of the company and 7 big lathes were 
sold at lower prices. In 1974, a 
Burmah Shell spokesman said in 
Trombay that certain inslallalious jind 
equipments were transferred. This is 
.nil within the knowledge of the Minis¬ 
ter He also spoke in this House 
abounl it. The moment thev visualis¬ 
ed that they could not remain in the 
country for long because the public 
opinion was so much against them, in,/, 
a ver.v sy.stematic and sustained man¬ 
ner they started repatriating maximum 
profits, with or without the knowledge 
of the government. These foreign com¬ 
panies always do that and when they 
leave the count-y. they leave behind 
nothing but junk. But in the case Ctf . 
Burmah Shell, I congratulate ^e 
Minister. Had Mr. Malaviya remained 
the Minister in charge throuilhip^' 
thills would have be^ different , 
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unfortunately any Minister who takes 
a progressive decision is either trans¬ 
ferred to a different ministry or is 
retrenched. So, I do not blame the 
Minister and I admire the courage of 
his conviction. I wish him good luck. 

What about the take-over of Caltcx 
and AOC? We understand negotia¬ 
tions are going on in New York. 

AN HON. MEMBER: New York? 

SHRI s. M. BANERJEE; That is 
what is reported in the papers. Some 
officer will go to New York to negoti¬ 
ate. I do not know what is in store 
for us and what big amount we are 
going to pay to them! Even if it is in 
India, we do not want to negotiate. 
We should negotiate so that the ulti¬ 
mate gain is ours and not theirs. We 
should not have a soft corner for these 
foreign companies because they have 
fleeced the maximum profit from our 
country. With these words, I would 
like to support the Bill. 

Now coming to the amendments, I 
would like to say something on the 
amendments sought to be moved by 
my hon. friend, Shri Raja Kulkarni. 
On page 2, line 30, he says, after 
“India” insert “as well as dues to be 
paid arising! out of any serttlement. 
award or decision in industrial dis- 
putes pending on the appointed day in 
respect of workmen or disputed cate¬ 
gories of workmen in its undertakings.” 
When he says that all the workers will 
be taken over, then this is the safety 
which is given to the workers. All the 
workers should be defined, in any 
capacity—-permanent, temporary or 
casual. Otherwise, what will happen 
is that the interest of casual workers 
will not be safeguarded. All employees 
who are on the rolls on a particular 
date should be taken over. 

May I now invite your attention to 
page 5, line 5 where after "Shell” you 
have simply to insert "in any capacity 
permanent, temporary or< casual". 
This is the most'harmless am^dm^t 
I have seen in my life. Such an 
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amendment was accepted when the 
Bill for taking over of 103 sick textile 
mills was passed. So, this amendment- 
of Shri Raja Kulkarni should be ac¬ 
cepted to safeguard the interest of the 
workers. Let Mr. Malaviya take this 
amendment in his own name, we do not 
mind. I am sure, Mr. Malaviya should 
have a heart and he will accept these 
amendments as his own. 

With these words, i support the BiUs.

Since 
the negotiation was going on with re¬ 
gard to the question of crude oil and 
the price is going to be fixed, may I 
know the landed cost of the crude oil 
which you are importing; and what 
would be the difference? This is the 
simple question. I would like to put 
the question through you, Sir, to be 
reidied to by Malaviya Ji.

CHARYYA ^Gixidih); Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, we welcome the Bill for 
*lts astute timing and we also appre¬ 
ciate the tour ‘d’ horizon to which we 
were treated by Shri Malviyaji, 
Minister for petroleum. In the course 
of his speech, he not only went broad¬ 
ly over the clauses but also gave a 
backdrop which compelled us to con¬ 
sider taking over the Burmah Shell 
Refinery, its depots and storage, 
marketing and ancillary installation 
facilities. 

The international price of crude oil, 
the differential price at which the 
Burmah Shell was purchasing and 
selling the necessit.v of a middle-man 
or a go-between, the promise of Bom¬ 
bay High and other off-shore and on¬ 
shore exploration, the versatile 
character of the Refinery of Burmah 
Shell which has necessitated its taking 
over because with the promise of 
Bombay High, possible shortfall in 
refining capacity in the nex 2-;t years, 
all these things were highlighted b.y the 
Miniser. In fact, we have complaint 
against him that he has tackled the 
subject from all angles, leaving us 
little or nothing to speak on though we 
congratulate him for all that. 

The quantum of compensation of 
of Rs. 27.75 crores may sound too 
high. But the Buimah Shell has been 
the oldest Company operating in 
India with more than 3000 retail out¬ 
lets, with their refinery and depots, 
and it has a well-developed logistic 
supply of its crude and products. 
There are other products also which 
are equally profitable and more so 
then petroleum. So. from all these 
angles, this quantum of compensa¬ 
tion is not too high a price to pay. 
We can certainly take over anything 
for once without paying any com¬ 
pensation. But the compromise 
always pays. One-time taking over 
has always opened up a path bristling 
with difficulties, pitfalls and even 
dangers for other nations during the 
last 50 vears. From a broad point of 
view, tbe compensation tliat has been 
Imposed in this BUI is reasonable. 


Secondly, I am happy to see that 
there has bcsen pay protection and 
.service protection for the employees. 

1 agree with one suggestion made by 
my hon. friend, Shri S. M. Banerjee, 
from the Opposition that once it is 
taken over, the question of power 
equation starts its play inside the 
newly-found company and, as a result 
of this, many of the low income em¬ 
ployees, low cadre employees, suffer 
most. You can always discipline or 
bring any of these employees to heel 
by long-distance transfer, as was urged 
by the hon. Member who preceded me. 

I hope, with wise leadership, direction 
and guidance of Shri Malaviyaji, this 
will not materialise and the employees 
will feel as happy if not more, as they 
were after the taking over and nationa¬ 
lisation of Ibis Company. 

Sir, I can understand that, on such a 
take-over, there will always be an 
attack On the provisions of the Bill 
from the Rightists and the Leftist in- 
terests but, unfortunately, the extreme 
Left also joins in such attacks and 
•somehow combines, although from 
different angles and with widely 
dillering motives. The main issue 
and the main feature of the present 
scene is that we are on the eve of a 
lireakthrough in production and in 
exploration of oil. While our econo- 
m,y was rocked very badly during the 
last two years and a half because of 
the four-fold or five-fold escalation of 
crude oil price, if we can at long last 
eliminate the imbalance of economy 
resulting from the high price of crude 
oil, I think we shall have done lasting 
good to the economy of this country. 

One point remains. Just now our 
production is 4.5 million tons. There 
was stagnation for an interregnum 
between the late Fifties and the early 
Seventies and for that, we had to pay 
through our nose a thousand to twelve 
hundred crores of rupees annually in 
scarce foreign exchange. Now we 
also happy to .see that vdiile our 
Natural Gas Commission is going to 
step up its activity—it was Rs. 86 erores 
or so and now it is Rs. 200 orores and 
may be 400 crores ih the couwie «»; 
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[Shri Chapalendu Bhattacharyya] 
another two years—I think that, with 
this taking over of Burmah Shell all 
the parts or components of the new 
policy which has been enunciated and 
the new dynamisni which has been 
shown by the Minister for Oil, at long 
last, we are within sight of turning 
the corner in* the Indian economy. 


SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA 
(Maruagor); Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, 
it is good thing that Government is 
implementing its announced policy of 
taking over the oil exploration and 
distribution in this country. This is 
something for which there has been a 
long-standing demand and although, 
as usual, Government is fairly slow, 
we are happy that at least it has be¬ 
gun to implement the policy it had 
announced. I don’t want to sound 
like a ‘spoilsport, but I find it my 
duty almost everyday in the House 
not to register a protest against the 
manner in which this House is being 
taken for granted. As you all know, 
it is our duty in this House to superin¬ 
tend the disbursement of public money; 
but if you look at this Bill, Govern¬ 
ment comes forward and says to us 
that ‘we want to acquire Burma Shall 
and we are going to pay a price of 
27.57 crores’ but not a word is said 
about how this figure was arrived at 
and what are the assets to be taken 
over; not a word is said about what 
profits are going to accrue to Govern¬ 
ment from the take-over of these 
assets; not a word is said about how 
interest at 8 per cent net of tax was 
decided upon. The figure is quite 
large. On 30th March, 1977, we are 
going to pay Burma Shell $1513000 
free of tax. What would have been 
the position if this interest was 
charged to tax?, It is a question of 
remittance of foreign exchange. If 
Burma Shell is going to receive in¬ 
terest, surely it should be subject to 
the tax normally payable on that remit, 
tance, so that the outgo of foreign 
exchange is redu^?That is tite law of 
the land. I can understand repatria? 
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tion of the value of assets. But the 
provision about freedom from tax kcn 
remittance, I cannot understand at all* 

Let us take the other thing. Com¬ 
pensation is payable over a period of 
only five years, that is, from 1975 to 
1980. We all know that there have 
been many cases in the wo(rld» in 
other countries, where similar take¬ 
overs have taken place, may be of oil 
companies or of copper mines or of 
other productive enterprises owned by 
foreign companies, by multi-nationals.. 
Surely when a proposal like this is- 
brought forward before the House, it 
would lie the duty of the Government 
to inform the House about how the 
payments that we have decided upon, 
the interest that we are paying and 
the time in which we~are paying com. 
pare with the manner in which these 
other take-overs internationally have 
taken piece. Without such informa¬ 
tion, how are wc in this House {o 
judge whether Government has ac¬ 
quired something worthwhile or not* 
whether Government has acquired it 
for a price which is reasonable or 
whether Government has sold out the 
interests of this coimtiy to a foreign 
company. I am not saying that it 
has. I .im only saying that, with the 
information that has been provided to 
me and to this House today, I have 
not the foggiest idea. I had raised 
this even before the alleged Emergen¬ 
cy; it was when the textile mills were 
taken over, and I have requested the 
Rules Committee to go into this and 
set some standard about what informa, 
tion should be provided to the Hoxise 
tn the case of such take-overs. If we 
want this House to have any mean¬ 
ingful discussion, we must have some 
information on which we can judge. 

I fully support that, once this enter¬ 
prise in taken over, the interest of 
every single workman working for it* 
whether temporary or casual, ^dioujd 
he fully protected. And I would 
strongly urge the Minister to accent 
or to come forward with a adxhpto*' 
amendment making this dear beyimd 
any shadow of doubt. 1 am not SH|h 
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gesting that it is not his intention. 
What I am saying is that, one the law 
is passed and once it goes for imple- 
ntentation, we know from past experi¬ 
ence that it is the letter of the law 
that is followed and not any assurance 
that is being given to the House. In 
section 9 here, the interests of even 
employees who are not citizens of 
India have been safeguarded. Having 
done this much, what is the difficulty 
about putting ui an extra sentence to 
ensure that the continuance in service 
of everybody who is today working 
for Burmah Shell and also his income 
will be protected? 


SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: It is 
there—‘other employees’. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA; As 
1 read, it is not there. I would re¬ 
quest him to look into it. If it is 
guaranteed even gencrically, let us 
make it soecific and clear; let us not 
leave any doubt. It does not look that 
way to us. I would request the minis¬ 
ter to look into it again. 


One more point I wish to make, and 
that is the fact that, as the hon. Minis¬ 
ter knows—I think,, he will admit it— 
the oil companies exploited not only 
the consumers in this country but, in 
many ways, the large net work of 
‘ small dealers. Everybody knows 
that the margins that are available to 
the dealers are very very small, piti¬ 
fully inadequate, since the rise in the 
price of petroleum products, the 
through-put has been reduced sub¬ 
stantially and is very difficult today 
for a petrol pump operator in this 
country, specially in smaller places in 
rural areas, to keep body and soul 
together. Now that Government is 
going, incteasingly, into distribution 
of petroleum products, I would sug¬ 
gest that they should increase the 
margins of petrol pump dealers and 
make sure that they are given an 
adequate return for the very necessary 
service that they perform tiiroi«hout 
the country.

DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Emakulam): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, as I begin to 
speak on this Bill, my mind goes back 
to the early sixties when the present 
Minister foi’ Petroleum visited my con¬ 
stituency and when I, as General 
Secretary of the Petroleum Workers 
Union presented, in a reception 
according to him, a memorandum de¬ 
manding the early Nationalization of 
these foreign firms. I am very glad 
and I pay a tribute to the hon. Minis¬ 
ter for implementing the demand then 
raised by the workers working in tn© 
Petroleum industry.

[Mr. Speaker in the Chat’*] 

If we see the origin and develop¬ 
ment of this Company along with 
other similar companies like Esso, 
which was formerly called Standard 
Vacuum 0:1 Company, or Caltex and 
other companies. we will find that 
these foreign companies have earned 
crores and crores of rupees by way of 
repatriation of profits and they have 
drained the country and bled it white 
while, those who have been working in 
this field, who have been serving the 
country, serving the people, have been 
runining their health b.v working in 
this particular industry. Some of us 
have made certain enquiries and in- 
vestigations have found this one thing. 
Each of these companies. that is, 
Burmah Shell, Caltex, ESSO etc., had 
been also partners of large cartel 
firms outside and in this deal they 
have been making huge profits. That 
means, for every consignment of erwie 
imported and refined in Bombay oT. 
elsewhere, they had been making huge 
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prpSts and this is over and above the 
normal profits that they were making. 

I am afraid,this aspect of the situa- 
^tion that has not been taken into 
account. I am not sure whether that 
aspect of the situation is taken into 
account by the hon. Minister in calcu* 
lating the compensation to be paid. 
What I mean is this. Over and above 
the profits made over the decades by 
these companies, they have been 

making further profits by way of 

manipulation outside b.\ these com¬ 
panies and other companies in the 
purchase of crude and by way of 
manipulations of price structure etc. 
etc. So, if you take into account all 
those surrepitious transactions, I am 
not sure whether this amount settled 
reflects the justice involved in the 
transaction. 

Well, that apart, i congratulate the 
hon. Minister for piloting this Bill. 
When he became a Minister, at that 
time, he assured us that it shall be 
one of his main objectives, to see that 
this sensitive segment of our national 
economy would be brought under 
national control. Much water has 
flown under the bridge since then. 
Petroleum prospecting, refining and 
distribution and all these things are 
very vital to us now, because, in view 
of the very explosive situation noW 
prevailing in the middle-east and in 
view of the general internation¬ 
al situation, we ha^'e got to be self- 
sufficient in petroleum production. 
And. unless we have absolute 100 per 
cent control of prospecting, refining and 
distribution of these things, I do not 
think we will realise our quest of self- 
reliance. And so, today, this bill will 
mark an important milestone in our 
quest for self-realiance in our econo¬ 
my, and I congratulate the hon. 
Minister once again. 

s'dn this connection, i would like to 
place before you certain problems be¬ 
ing faced by the Petroleum workers. 
You know, I have along with some 
other friends, been serving their cause 
for long. If you exaipine the situation 
ixyou will find that most of these wor- 
' kers contract heart and lung diseases. 


These foreign companies have been so 
careless in this regard in that they 
never cared for the health of these 
worKers, who have been working 
there day in and day out. They inhale 
this gas and a sizeable number of. 
them contract lung disease, esthma, 
consumption etc. And this aspect has 
been brought to the notice of the 
authorities several times. But I do 
not think that private companies did 
anything in this regard, except, opening 
some little dispensaries here and there 
and thing like that. When you 
nationalise this industry, kindly see 
that you apportion a portion of the 
profits for proper protective appliances 
being given to them, taking care of 
the psychological problems and other 
environmental problems. After all,. 
these people are w'orking under very 
adverse circumstances and their in¬ 
terests should be taken care of. 

There is one other point which 1 
wish to stress. When you take over 
this, please see that these employees 
do not suffer in any way. Please see- 
that the low-paid categories, Class IV 
and such other categories, do not lose 
anything. Please try to protest their 
interests by absorbing them in the new 
companies which are likely to be 
formed or some other agencies and 
please see that they do not suffer in 
any way in their emoluments and in 
other facilities enjoyed b.y them. 

There is another point which may 
not be strictly relevant to the subject 
now being discussed. We have to go- 
ahead with full steam, with accelerated 
pace In respect of prospecting of oiL 
Although it has been made clear that 
there are various segments which are- 
likely to yield further oil, by Indigen-. 
ous production, off-shore or on-shore,, 
after the successful propecting in Bom¬ 
bay High, I do not think, this has re- 
ceived that much of attention it de¬ 
served. For instance, I want to bring 
out the situation in my own Btate- 
where it has been proved by several^ 
seismic surveys conducted by Soviet, 
experts and also by American expert*- 
and other competent people that there- 
is a tremendous scope fhr pro^peethaf^ 
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• of oil in the Kerala coast, besides other 
areas. That process also has to be 
started. It is estimated that Kerala 
coast alone, if oil prospecting is be. 

. gun, will add a considerable percen¬ 
tage to the indigenous production of 
oil. I would only request that when the 
foreign distributing companies are 
going to be brought under national 
control, kindly push up this scheme so 
that we may produce more oil and 
afford more employment for our men, 
and, oul national economy will be 
further enriched to that extent. 

I do not want to indict a long 
speech and I intervened simply because 
I felt it is my duty to congratulate the 
hon. Minister who, in a decade’s time, 
has seen to it that this vital sector of 

• our national economy is brought under 
national control and also the urges of 
the workers in the industry in this 
regard duly fulfilled. 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
(SHRI K. D. MALA VIVA): I am 
thankful to the hon. Members for 
pointing out both specifically and 
generally some points which I must 
take note of. 

First of all, I will try to dispose of 
the criticism that Burmah-Shell dis¬ 
posed of quite a sizeable quantity of 
its properties and that while negotiat¬ 
ing we did not lake care or notice of 
it. There I would like to assure the 
House that as and when the attention 
of the Government was drawn or we 
ourselves discovered that the proper¬ 
ties of foreign oil companies, whether 
it be the refiner.y or the distribution 
net, have been disposed of privately, 
we always intervened. We called 
them, we restrained them and either 
we stopped it totally or slowed it 
down appreciably. Sometimes, they 
did not listen to us, I admit, but, after 
all, laws of the land allow a private 
Indian, a private citizen or a public 
company to dispose of its property in 
the manner that he or it liked. They 
knew that something was coming up 
and. therefore,-it was between us a 
battle of wits, between the Govern- 


ment and the party concerned but we 
can claim that we succeeded quite 
appreciably in restraining their hands 
in the disposal of their properties. A 
reference was made by my friend, Shii 
Shashi Bhushan. I was just informed 
of it. Sometime ago also some people 
informed me of it just a few days ago 
and I have not made enough in¬ 
quiries and I think during negotia. 
tions those points were also taken 
note of. 


There is another point which is 
pexsonal. Some of the hon’ble 
friends who are very kind and 
extremely kind to me wanted to pay 
a personal tribute to me. I do not 
deserve any tribute or credit for any 
work that was done over ten years 
ago or even now. It is the policy of 
the Government, which manages 
the affairs of the people on behalf of 
the Parliament that is always and in¬ 
variably responsible for the policy that 
it prosecutes or implements, and they 
ought to get the credit or the criti¬ 
cism of it. If any credit goes to this 
Ministry for having discovered oil or 
having taken a policy which is liked 
by the members or the people or the 
Parliament, certainly, the credit goes 
*to the government and the leader¬ 
ship. Pandit Nehru who initiated 
this prospecting for oil had the bold 
vision to see that in an industry like 
the oil indu.stry, exploration is some¬ 
thing which should be within the 
control of the people and the Parlia¬ 
ment. I am only an instrument for 
caro’ing out and implementing that 
policy. Whatever might have come, 
has come, due largely to the efforts 
made by the citizens of this country, 
the technicians of the ONGC and the 
leadership. T am only instrumental 
on behalf of Parliament to have 
carried out certain instructions g^ven 
to me by the Government. 

I will now come to the point which 
was made out by my friend. Mr. 
Ismail. I feel tUgt We do not deserve 
that criticism. W 
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With all the courtesies*and prbprie. 
ties, the negotiations, I prepame, ,are 


going and 1 suppose as soon as po^hlo 
we will be able to find a solution 
which will be swceptable io both the 
parties and, therefore, I will beg of 
the House jo give us a little more 
time so tha^we may be able to com¬ 
plete the whole process of controlling. 

Sir, I want to correct a notion on 
the part of some of the hon. Members 
that the policy of oil has only recent¬ 
ly been revised with a view to cen- 
trol it. It is not like that. Oil has 
always remained under public con¬ 
trol but there were certain conditions 
under which refineries were func¬ 
tioning in this country and we did 
not want to push them' out just for 
the sake of pushing them out. It was 
only appropriate now that under the 
present conditions we should take 
them over with a view to making 
them more purposeful, economic and 
useful for the society. 

So far as exploration is concerned 
a point was raised by Mr. Pandey 
and Mr. Austin that we are not doing 
enough to search for more oil. We 
are doing enough to search for more 
oil. Bombay High has proved to be 
a successful oil structure. This is 
only one structure out of the 17 struc¬ 
tures which are before us and which 
are either in the first stage or in the 
second stage or in the third stage or 
in the final stage. Sir, we just try to 
scan the area and when we get hope 
from certain segments of the basin 
then we do detailed work. Then 
after doing the detailed work, we do 
more detailed work because we do not 
want to waste money on drilling. Fi- 
ndlly we come and start drilling in 
order to find gwhe’^herour preliminary 
investigations were really justiflabte 
or not. Sin taking into account all 
these there are several structures— 
more than sixteen or seventeen— 
where Government with the help of 
ONGC or international oil companies, 
we are trying to search for oil both 
in the east and west. So tar as Blers^ 
coast is concerned we hope that we 
shall soon try to justify the a^£^ 
tions of our hon’ble friend. It is s^d 
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that on the coast of Kerala also there 
are such basins which are capable of 
further attempt to investigate for oil 
and as soon as our seismic ship is 
available to go there—may be within 
next six to eight months or, if not, 
we will again hire another ship— 
we will see that Kerala coast is also 
immediately on our programme. I 
hope, Sir, I have covered most of the 
points. 

The hon'ble Members are already 
aware that our programme of produc¬ 
tion of crude oil from Bombay High 
is of about 10 million tonnes by the 
end of the decade. We will produce 
10 million tonnes or a little more or 
slightly less. It will remain within 
9.5 million tonnes to 11 million tonnes 
from that area by 1980. 

By that time it is my fervent hope 
that we shall discover more structures 
and produce more oil and on land 
also we shall be producing more oil- 
That is why I said, Sir, that there are 
hopes that by the end of this decade 
or early 1980s it is quite possible that 
India might become self-sufficient in 
the crude oil for its own refineries. 

The expansion of capacity of our 
refineries is already getting more 
and more quickly. Mathura refinary 
is also coming up within three to four 
yearp from now. It will be capable of 
refining 6 million tonnes of oil. 

So I hope the House will support 
the Bill just now before it and accept 
it without further discussion. 

MR. SPEAKER; The (question is:

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): I have lis¬ 
tened closely to the speeches made 
by Prof. Samar Guha and other hon. 
Members on this resolution. It is no 
doubt true that in the liberation 
struggle Netaji Subhash Chandra Bqse 
has occupied and still continue, to . 
occupy unique position. When we 
think of Netaji or speak about Min. 
what comes upper most in our mind . 
is his unbending patriotic fervmiiP 
which made him carry our liberellQga „ 
struggle beyond the borders of Xndll|i^ ' 
culminating in the formation of, ! 
INA. His call, on assuming the 
mand of ^e INA to do or die in fliia!' 
cause of India’s freedoin’* inspired^ 
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not only the brave man of the INA 
but milliong of Indians everywhere. 
1118 services to our country are worth 
writing in letters of gold and for the 
younger generations he will continue 
to be a legendary figure. Many of our 
young will be inspired by his un¬ 
daunted courage. We fully support 
the sentiments expressed by Members 
on either side. I am sure that Netaji 
will be gratefully remembered by 
generations of our people for his 
passionate love of freedom and his 
dauntless courage. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Scrampore): 23rd January should be 
oibserved as Netaji’s birthday; but 
here you want to sit in Parliament 
<on that day. 

MR- CHAIRMAN: That ig how he 
would have liked you to behave—to 
work on that day for the nation. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Professor 
Guha naturally spoke with a great 
deal of passion and emotion. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
That is why he is in jail, 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: The report 
which has been made the subject 
matter of this resolution, is the result 
of a painstaking inquiry conducted 
by an eminent judge. The conclusions 
set out in it are based on evidence 
tmdered by a large number of wit¬ 
nesses, the shifting of the evidence by 
the judge and his own assessment 
thereof, and detailed arguments ad¬ 
vanced by counsel. What the Gov¬ 
ernment Has done, as has been said 
earlier in this House, is to accept the 
basic findings of the Commission re¬ 
lating to the fact of Netaji’s death. 
This does not mean—nor is it neces- 
to do so—that Government 
assumes responsibility for everything 
that is contained in the report I hope 
this House will concede that when a 
Judge is ignminted to head a Com¬ 
mission of Inquiry, he should have 
unietiered rii^t to express him¬ 


self freely and frankly on the issues 
before him. He analyses the different 
sets of circiunstances placed before 
him, judges each situation as he sees 
it, and formulates his opinion. The 
judgements are given, by the High 
Courts and the Supreme Court, The 
Judges' opinions on various pohits 
still stand on the record because on 
the overall assessment of the evidence 
before him he comes to some con¬ 
clusions. What we are concerned with 
is his conclusions, his findings on 
Netaji’s death. 

Now, it is in this background I 
would like Hon’ble Members to consi¬ 
der Prof, Guha’s Resolution. II seeks 
to “deprecate” what Guhaji has 
chosen to describe as ‘'all the slan- 
deroug remarks” made against Netaji 
in the Report and urges upon Gov¬ 
ernment to “expunge these disparag¬ 
ing distorted, factually incorrect and 
unwarranted observations”. I have 
read the report, and more particularly 
the pages mentioned by Prof. Guha in 
his Resolution, with great care. In 
the earlier pages, the Judge gives, in 
his own words, a historical narrative 
of the events leading to Netaji's 
reported death and analyses the evi¬ 
dence and the arguments placed be¬ 
fore him. In doing so, he has made 
a glowing tribute to Netaji in the 
following terms: — 

“Netaji occupies such an eminent 
and incomparable position in India’s 
history that he needs no houorifics 
to emphasise or to enhance his in- 
trin.sic greatness. Just as titleaf, 
trappings and dignity have, in the 
• nurse, of time, been dissociated 
from the names of Caesar, Ashoka, 
Akbar. Nehru and Gandhi, it is 
enough to say Bose and yet remain 
completely respectful and conscL 
ence of his political greatness and 
splendour,” 

So, these are the words In which the 
Judge has described it. It does not 
maan that Ke meant to slander him or 
to have disparaging remarks^ For 
example^ at pages 90 and SI the Judge 
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has dealt with the Japanese attitude 
towards Netaji and has described 
how they looked upon him from their 
own interests in the war situation. 
But these should not be confused with 
the Judge’s own views of Netaji’s 
personality. We should not take a 
word or an expression here or there 
in the Report out of context and try 
to draw inferences or conclusions. We 
must read the Report as a whole and 
try to understand the several passages 
in it in their proper perspective. 

Even while referring to the Japa¬ 
nese attitude toward.s Netaji, the 
Judge records in his findings: 

“They nevertheles.s had consider¬ 
able respect for him because they 
saw that he was a man of remark¬ 
able courage and unquestioned 
patriotism.” 

I do not think it is necessary for 
me to go over more passages from the 
Report. Towards the end of his find¬ 
ings, the Judge has described as “com- 
pletely false and unacceptable” the 
numerous stories about encounters 
with Netaji at various times and vari¬ 
ous places after 1945 and has made 
certain observations in this regard. 
He has m^de them obviously accord¬ 
ing to hig best judgement and under¬ 
standing of the evidence led before 
him. 

This Commission was appointed 
under the Commissions of Inquiry 
Act, 1952, and functioned in accord, 
ance with the provisions of that 
Statute. Government cannot, and 
should not, interfere with its func¬ 
tioning; nor would it be proper for 
the Government to interfere with the 
contents of its Report by editing or 
expunging portions thereof. What Is 
contained in the Report are essentially 
the views of the Commission. We 
have instances of judgements given 
by courts in India which sometimes 
> ceniain observations whidi am ciitt- 
c«l But, ih^ that is the van essence 
.Cjl' IndepeUlanca and itifHdlal 
I woifiS appall ' to l£as 


House and more especially to those 
persons who are very critical of the 
Report, that we should not say or do 
things which might amount to ques¬ 
tioning that independence and inte¬ 
grity. We should not cast reflections • 
on judicial probity. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Some¬ 
times. Wo did question the judgement 
of the Allahabad High Court. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: It is an ac¬ 
cepted convention that we should not 
cast disparaging rernarks on the 
judgement given by the Judges. 
You may differ from the findings but 
it has been the convention that we 
should not comment on a judgement in 
a disparaging manner. 

As for the last part of the resolu¬ 
tion. I have already referred to the 
nation’s abiding gratitude to Netaji 
as one of our foremost leaders. He 
will continue to inspire millions of 
onr people both in the pre.<5ent and 
the coming generations into purpose¬ 
ful action in the cause of the service 
of the country. 

Of course, I would appeal to Mr. 
Guha to withdraw the resolution, but 
he is not here. Therefore, I would 
appeal to the House to reject the 
resolution. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA 
(Marmagon): What is the use of 
appealing to Mr. Guha to withdraw 
his resolution when he is not able to 
be present here? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA:

As far as we are concerned, we have 
made it very clear from the 
very beginning that we support 
the 20-point Economic Programme. 
We also consider that the 20-point 
Economic Programme is a very im¬ 
portant instrument by which, if suc¬ 
cessfully implemented, it would possi¬ 
ble to liquidate the reactionary forces 
which had built up a fascist offensive 
in our country. It is in that context 
that we supported the 20-point Econo¬ 
mic Programme. 

We also underslatni that this is a 
part of the package deal This is a 
part of the declaration of the state of 
Emergency in our country. It was 
followed by the banning of RSS, Anand 
Marg and various groups of Naxalile 
elements. So, as a part of the great 
responsibility, the democratic forces of 
this country have undertaken on them¬ 
selves the task of fighting and defeating 
the reactionary oflensive. We under- 
stand that the 20-point Economic 
Programme has a great role to play 
if It is properly implemented. 

When we come to the implementation 
of the Programme, I fully agree with' 
the concern expressed by the mover 
the Resolution that there are many 
lapses.

We feel that 
it should have gone far more than to 
the extent it has gone. For example 
it should have assured the distribu¬ 
tion of essential commodities at a fair 
price to the people. It is proclaimed 
that it is one of the aims of the Gov¬ 
ernment. But to assure the distribu¬ 
tion of essential commodities at a fair 
price, certain measures are necessarily 
to be taken. The first and foremost 
measure is that at the source of pro¬ 
duction, the essential commodities 
should have been brought under the 
control of the Government. If essen¬ 
tia] commodities like drugs, edible oil, 
clothes and food are to be made avail¬ 
able to the people, then the twenty- 
point programme should add certain 
things to it. So. while implementing 
the twenty-point economic programme, 
the Government should take certain 
additional measures such as either 
nationalising or bringing under control 
those firms which are producing the 
essential commodities. 

Then. Sir. from the first day oi this 
Session we have seen what was the 
reaction of the Government in regard 
to the implementation of the Hathi 
fcommittee’s roport. The Government 
was vacillating; the Government was 
- appealing to monopoUsts that they 
should have a social sense. WeU, so 
long as their motive is profit and so 
long as the mulfi-nationals who are 
sucking the blood of the country have 
no sympathy for the people, mere ap¬ 
pealing and mere wishes will no pro¬ 
duce any results. If you really want

Now, coming to food, this year it 
has been said that the God of nature 
was so kind to our country and there 
was a bumper production or bumper 
harvest, as it is called.

That is not th 
policy by which you can implement 
the twenty-point economic programme 
with the spirit in which it was an¬ 
nounced.

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Prime Minister and the Minister from 
Delhi, Mr. Bhagat. When 1 came 
there, I remembered Md. Bin Tughlak. 
Jl gentleman who lived several centu¬ 
ries ago in Delhi who had exercised 
.such a thing in this part of the country. 
He was an emperor; he was a king. 
Today, what is being done in the name 
of rehabilitation is nothing better than 
-that. 1 have seen the poor people 
from Race Course being taken to 
Jamuna Paar, far away from where 
they were living. And what is the 
site they have been given there? I 
have seen only white marks, white 
.lines covering a few yards. What is 
more interesting is this. There are 
boards which say, “This is the site for 
.park; this is the site for marketing 
.centre, this is the site for playground, 
this is the site for recreation”. But 
nothing is there, absolutely nothing is 
there. There are only boards and 
chalk-lines. People have been thrown 
to the mercies of nature. The other 
-day when We were discussing the 
DDA Bill. I spoke about this. The 
Minister gave an answer. i do not 
know with what cheek he could say 
that. I am sure he cannot go outside 
and say that to the people. He said, 
Tt is rehabilitation*. It is not rehabi¬ 
litation. It is a cruel joke being play- 
-ed on the poor people covering your¬ 
selves under Emergency and blinding 
the people, showing with grandeur the 
20-Point Economic Programme. It is 
.nothing more than that. If you have 
•ny sympathy for the poor people, this 
is not the way how it should be done. 

1 have certain suggestions to make. 
First you build the shopping centre, 
help the people to rehabilitate them¬ 
selves, give them financial assistance 
"to build their small houses, make the 
recreation ground and not keep only 
the board, make the school, and then, 
after doing all these, send the people. 
But, here, you are putting the cart be¬ 
fore the horse; you are sending the 
people first. And those people are 
dying there. If you go there, you 
Will see children dying. There is no 
"blanket for them in this biting cold; 


they have been mercilessly thrown in 
Jamuna Paar, which is almost on the 
water level, a very unhygienic and 
damp place. Nobody could have done 
this in the name of implementing the 
20-Point Economic Programme! But 
this is how it is being done Why is 
it happening? It is because this is 
done in a highly bureacratic and 
authoritarian manner.... 


MR. CHAIRMAN: Under which point 
of the 20-point Economic Programme 
does this come? You seid, the people 
were being thrown. 


SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Yes; 
the poor people have been thrown 
there in the chalk-marked places.... 


MR. CHAIRMAN: Do you mean 
'house sites’? 


SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Yes. 
They have been sent there from their 
houses. They have been thrown in 
places where everything is marked and 
nothing is built. 


SHRI S. R. DAMANl (Sholapur^: 
They have not been removed from 
their houses, but from the sluma 
(Interruptions ). 


SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I have 
gone there and I have seen how peo¬ 
ple are living. 1 have been to Maz- 
door Basil. I can take you there and 
show you how people are living there. 
I do not say that they should live for 
ever in the slum conditions. But 1 
know how people are to be rehabilitat¬ 
ed. We have experiences, the world 
over, how people are to be rehabiUta- 
ted. Let them learn a lesson from 
those experiences. In this country it¬ 
self there are exantoloe- That is doe 
thing. 
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Secondly, as I was saying, this is 
because of the bureaucratic way in 
-which it is, being implemented. In 
the 20-point Economic Programme, 
there is a presumption that the people 
who want to implement this programme 
will be invited to provide cooperation. 

But Government is against it at least 
in Delhi. There is no popular com¬ 
mittee. That is why, this is becoming 
counter-productive. 

Now, 1 come to certain other aspects 
of this Programme. I do not want to 
speak about labour participation in 
the production process. We have had 
.sufDcieht questions in the House and 
we have seen how the Ministers are 
answering, how the whole thing is be¬ 
coming almost a hoax. The Commit¬ 
tee is powerless. The apex body is 
powerless. The Government had the 
cheek to come and tell the Parliament 
that 14 States, including the Union 
Territories—^which, strangely, included 
Delhi also—refused to implement the 
•decisions of the apex body. And they 
do not have any say in their apex 
body itself, and the Government only 
a!ay: we are requesting. That is not 
the way it should be done. 

Now, I come to the various conces¬ 
sions, the Government has given to 
the monopoly houses, big business 
houses, black-marketeers, and to the 
'Smugglers. - There are opportunities 
to discuss it in the House, so I am just 
making a passing reference. The 
"Voluntary Disclosure Scheme. whAt- 
■ever be the tom toming the Govern- 
ment is making, is nothing but a con¬ 
cession, a surrender the Government 
lias made before the black-marketeers, 
who had made lot of black money in 
this country. Black money makers 
tiave been "given a bonus, whereas 
Government refuse to give bonus to 
the working class. 

Now, the abolition of bonded 
labour is one of the points on which 
the 20-point programme lays lot of 
emphasis. It is very good that the 
Home Minister himself has come when 
I am raising this pont. In Madhya 
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Pradesh, where too Bonded Labour 
Abolition Ordinance has been pro¬ 
mulgated. some people thought that it 
was necessary to go and propagate 
among the people about this. What 
has happened is this. Those who have 
gone to the villages to propagate this 
have been caught by the landlords, 
their heads have been shaved oil, they 
have been put on a donkey back and 
taken out in a procession and the 
police register a case not against the 
lanlords, but against the victim, 
because he came there and created a 
sort of chaos there his is the way it 
was done. I am not ridiculing tlm 
whole thing; I know some good things 
have been done, but this has also hap¬ 
pened. I would suggest that for the 
implementation of this. Government 
should take more stringent measures 
against those who are trying to scuttle 
this. 

There was a news last week in the 
New Age about a Jan Sangh M.L.A. 
His daughter was married, a dowry 
was given; the dowry was not In 
money, not in ornaments, but in the 
form of .1 male, who is a bonded lab¬ 
our. It was done; it is really so shock¬ 
ing. What are you going to do about 
this? This is our country wTiere you 
have to implement 20-polnt program¬ 
me. Unless, the Government takes a 
very serious view of the matter, 
nothing can be done. 

Now, R.S.S. is banded. I said at the 
very beginning that we look at the 
banning of certain organization, de¬ 
claration of Emergency and the 20- 
point programme as a package deaL 
RSS has been banned. Anand Matga 
has been banned, but I would like to 
draw the attention of the hon. Minister, 
especially Shri Brahmananda Reddy to 
this fact. Vou must have heard about 
Vi jay a Bank, one of the biggest bank* 
in this country. They are patronising 
a Union which is running almost Uk* 
a Department of the Bank. Thi* iM 
manned almost ninety per cent l«f 
RSS people. The recruitment to tho 
bank staff is not made through .ipiy 
other agency, hut the Shakha’s CtdeC 
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Sanchaiak; tbeir letter is only the 
basis of recruitment, j would bring 
a fact to the knowledge of the hon. 
'Minister. The Joint Secretary of this 
Union which is affiliated to the Jan 
8 angh controlled BMS is under arrest; 

. because he is an ASS man but the 
bank•.. • 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The hon. Mem¬ 
ber’s time is up. Under the Rules 
there is a time limit. Nobody can 
speak on a Private Member’s Bill lor 
more than lli minutes. But I have 
given you more than that. Please con¬ 
clude now. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN. I will 
just mention only one more Important 
point. 

This RSS man who is under arrest 
has been given leave by the Bank. 

He is in jail on leave provided by the 
Bank. Another RSS Union leader who 
has gone under ground is on leave 
provided by the Bank. Is this the 
way you are implementing the emer¬ 
gency and the 2()-point programme? I 
wonder about it. 

Now, 1 am coming to the last point 
because the time is very limited. 

How can you do it successfully? That 
.is a point to be thought about. Unless 
you make a democratic machiner,y at 
every level, especially at the grassroot 
level in which you involve all those 
people who are interested in the im- 
plementation of the programme, there 
Is no guarantee that this programme 
will be implemented successfully. 
There is no guarantee. Now, the 
Government is heavily depending it- 
SSlf for the implementation on the 
bureaucracy. That is why, I think, 
they are faced with such consequences. 

Lastly, the work at the grassroot 
level to make the people aware of the 
need for implementing this programme, 
should be done in a very systematic 
manner. Unless this is done, the 20- 
point programme also win meet the 
same fate as that of many other pro¬ 
grammes ahnounped in this country. 
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A programme is an expression of a 
desire, an expression of a wish, but it 
needs organizational guarantee and 
democratic guarantees 'for successful 
implementation. No organizational* 
and no democratic guarantee has been 
provided so far by the Government; ‘ 
This is one of the serious drawbacks 
that the Government should overcome. 
This is all 1 would like to say,

SHRI S. P. BHATTACHARYYA 
(Uluberia): Mr. Chairman, firstly, I 
want to tell the House that a Congress 
Leader has published a book which has 
been addressed to the Congress wor¬ 
kers on the fwenty-Point Progranune. 
®nt, that has been-done by a Govem- 
rtmt organisatiOa i thinj f the 


leaders are thinking that whatever is 
published by the Congress Party is 
similar to one done by the Uovem- 
ment. And whatever is passed In 
Kamagata Marunagar is also passed 
here. Then what is the use of this 
Parliament? The Congress Party runs 
the Government here. You are taking 
the position that since you are in 
power and you are in a majority, you 
take it that whatever the party’s de¬ 
cision is Ga\’crmnenl’s decision. It is 
correct? And tlion .vou are propagat¬ 
ing the Twenty-point Economic Pro- 
gramiiio to tho people. This twenty- 
point prograinine has come now after 
27 years ol irKiependence. Repeated¬ 
ly you have bi'c n telling the people 
that you would solve tho day-To-day 
proldem.s of the fjeople- poverty, un- 
employment and everything else. Re- 
peateuly promises have been made in 
this regard. It is after twenly.'icven 
years of independence that the Prime 
Minister is saying that the Iwunly- 
poinl programnne is to ho implemented 
senoo'.ly to solve the problems. Then 
why nothing had been done so long. 
You declared the tv/enfy-point prog¬ 
ramme, but there is nothing against the 
mulli-nallonal cartels or monopolists 
Or even against the big landlords vrho 
arc keening ihoir fallow lands and are 
minting money. Nrdhing has been said 
about them. But declaration had also 
been made that there would be no 
mere natiorndisafion. and a claim has 
been made that this twenty-point pro¬ 
gramme will solve all tho problems 
with the people's cooperation. 

Sir I come from an area—partly in¬ 
dustrial area; you are declaring that 
the workers’ cooperation will he taken 
in running the factories. But the 
owners of mills and other.c are closing 
down the factories an<l the workers 
are thereby thrown out of employment 
and nothing has been done. The West 
Bengal Labour Minister says that he 
can do anything. Look at the thing 
that the Birla factory I.P.L. (Machine 
Tools) still remains closed; for months 
together the workers are starving and 
in Prem Chand jute mills, suddenly the 
mill owners declare lay-off and 1200 
workers were thrown out of eimiloy. 
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Bwnt as a Ksult# Nothing hn^ bean 
done about it. Take the case of Jetia 
cotton mills where 1200 employees 
were thrown out of employment and 
they are now starving and their 
arrears have not yet been given. 
Now, you declare that there should be 
cooperation of the workers and owners 
in running the industry but this is the 
practice going on. In the rural areas 
as regards the question of land distri¬ 
bution, are the 'khas’ or benami lands 
properly recorded? The reports taken 
by the 2eth round of National Sample 
Survey which you have recently pub- 
lislied or the agricultural census are 
taken orally from the big owners and 
that oral answer is the basic ground 
on which you are deciding as to how 
much land is owned by the big land 
owners and how much is available for 
distribution amongst the landless 
agricultural labourers. 

« 

According to the records in Bihar 
you will find mostly there is no sur¬ 
plus or benami land but on 10th 
January, the Bihar paper, Searchlight 
published a report that one big land 
owner has .sold illegally nearly 2,000 to 
3,000 acres of land. The Magistrate 
after hearing the case decided that all 
the transfers were false and illegal. 

You are taking the record from such 
persons and placing the same before 
the FAO and on the basis of that you 
are giving information to us. 

As regards land distribution being 
done in West Bengal. I can tell you 
that there are cases where the land 
committees are formed by the Con- 
gressmen who are, fortunately or un¬ 
fortunately, themselves big landlords. 
These people have distributed ‘khas’ 
lands among (heir relations. Whereas 
the wife of a panchayat pradhan is 
getting the land the landless peasants 
are not getting any land. 

You know in the villages home¬ 
steads with an area of 2 cents are 
being given. After this kind of home¬ 
stead is given therland committee has 
decided to fix tbh land in some crema- 
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tion i;round or somewhere at a dlftanoe 
of five to six miles. These perfoni to 
whom the land is givmt Went residing , 
earlier in the land of big ownere 
After the land is allotted fhe'hoor 
peasant’s hut is broken and he is 
driven out from there. Now, is it 
giving him the land or throwing him * 
out of the land? Legally it is said 
that eviction should be stopped but I 
can tell you in Birbhum and in other 
areas the big land-owners are illegal¬ 
ly throwing out the share-croppers, 
cutting away his crop and with the 
help of the police getting the ‘burga- 
dar" arrested. The landowner is so 
powerful that he can put pressure upon 
the SDOs, SPs and other Police offi¬ 
cers and they cannot do anything, how 
are you going to implement land dis¬ 
tribution? Is It possible? 

Coming to agricultural wages, even 
the minimum wage fixed is not paid. 
Who is going to see to it that it is 
paid? I asked the BDO in my viUage: 
‘How are you going to implement it?’. 
He said: ‘If an agricultural labourer 
comes with a complaint that particular 
owner is not giving the minimum 
wage, then I can arrest the owner. But 
what next? If I arrest the owner, 
some other agricultural labourer will 
come and work at a lower wage and 
the other man will only lose his job’. 
What is the good of that? So nothing 
is done. How can it be implemented? 
Onl 3 ' with the organised co-operation 
of the rural people can it be imple¬ 
mented. This Government has been 
running the country for years together. 
The main thing must be understood. 
Rajanir Palme Dutt had said in India 
Today that there was no land-less 
peasant in our country before British 
rule. What is the position now?. The 
rural people are thrown out of their 
land. They become landless and 
homeless. They become bonded 
labour; they become slaves to 
moneylender. What is the background 
for that? What is the economic basis 
for that? That is the main thing to be 
studied. Without eliminating Uie 
basic cause which compels the poor 
people to surrender the moneylenders. 
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noticing can ijo aolvvd. niat la 
baaic problem. So our auggestioii la 
llaat tte big oilmen obmiui above 4 
hectaraa of laud wbo are not them- 
aetvea cultivaton abould be tackled; 
all that land should be taken over and 
diatribbted among the landleaa poor 
peasants, tribal people and Scheduled 
caste people, bj elected peasants com- 
mitteea Those cultieatora must be 
helped with irrigation facilities, ferti¬ 
liser, loans, good seeds etc. Then the 
enthusiasm can be created among 
them. iSut I think this is not the pur- 
pose of the Government, to really 
solve the pioblem of the rural poor 
this way. I am definite about thiii 
experience of various countries has 
already proved that a redicai land dis¬ 
tribution policy, of distributing land 
to the real tillers can only win their 
co-operation. This cannot be got by 
bureaucrats doing this and that. Only 
this policy can create real enthusiasm 
among the rural people, can create 
development of our product on, can 
create sufficient markets for the rural 
people and can create a good home 
market for our industrial deve onment. 
Only this way can we wipe out our un¬ 
employment problem. This can be done 
in our country. The real materials 
are there m our country for doing 
But you are uot proceeding m 
this direction. You are proceeUng in 
a different way, supress ng the people 
and asking them to co-operctc But 
no co-<^ration of the peop e is allow¬ 
ed. 


MR CHAIRMAN: You please co¬ 
operate with me. The time is up. 

(SHRI S. P. BHATTACHARYYA: I 
em co-operating. You co-operate vrith 
me. At the Pugwash conference, our 
Prime Minister said that iustice 
jhn pid be established in the Intema- 
gonal field, otherwise peace cannot 
established throughout the world. If 
that is true of the intematlonrt 
our Government must clearly 
gae to*lt th** dovernmeni does iustioe 
«o the people hero thst every person 
^ get dther land of woA, the rl^ 
exist ehd pel be etMoptfled 


to starve or be eiq^loited or girls 
driven to prostitution, idrls to becoaw 
prostitutes or become bonded labour. 
Such a Situation can be created in our 
country vdiere real justice can be dime 
to the people. The basic thing is this. 
Our ministers have been telling about 
feudal exploitation, land owners ex¬ 
ploitation in the village rule, that must 
be totally obliterated and cleared by 
people's co-operation. That is the 
only way, without that you cannot 
proceed any further. Nothing will 
solve the problem, nothing will make 
headway towards better life, if that is 
not done TTie other day in Calc’ilta 
our people wanted to commemorate 
the death of Mr Chou En-Lai who 
removed from his country poverty and 
unemployment They wanted to hold 
a mass meeting but that was not 
allowed. Is this democracy or iustice. 
Is it on that basis you want people to 
build a new India?

“The drive to spread knowledge 
will be given a new dynamism—with 
compulsory school education for 
every child up to the age of eleven 
by 1975....” 

This is 1975. What has happened? 
Have you made it complsory? It fiign 
says: 

“Steps will be taken to establish 
a gigantic national water grid by 
link-up of all our major rivers from 
the Ganga in the north to the 
Cauvery in the south.” 

The one man who could have done it, 
Dr. K. L. Rao, has been retrenched. 
Mr. Mishra’s resoultion, Sir, requests 
that the adminisrative and legal 
hurdles in the way of the 20-point 
programme, should be removed. What 
were the administrative and legal 
hurdles that came in the way of the 
implementation of the previous pro¬ 
grammes that I have talked about? 
There were none. All that I would 
say is the one basic fact that to-day 
the entire country realizes is that this 
Government is unable to perform. 
All it takes to produro a programme 
is a piece of paper and a fertile 
imagination. To implement it, you 
know, is a completely diiTerent matter. 

It is not a nice thing for any one of 
us to say this-we are all in the same 
game; we were all elected to the 
House; they were all elected into the 
Government; we were elected into the 
Opposition; we would like to see them 
perform. But not only did they not 
perform. Tney are not even willing 
to admit it. When were these pro- 
grommes introduced Garibi hatao 
came on the eve of an. election. The 
10-point programme came Just after 
the pa^ split Now comes the 20- 
po!n^ prograinh)e,#just after the alleg¬ 
ed emergency, at the fag ^4 of the 


term of this Govenunent What*^ are 
we discussing today? Wha^,. was the 
term that this Government was elect¬ 
ed for? It expires on the 18th bl 
March. All that is happening 
nothingmore than an attempt to 
detract attenion from the fact that the 
term of his 'Government is running 
out. By all laws of logic and by aU 
laws of democracy, they should now 
go back to the people and seek a 
fresh mandate. It is no use to ignore 
they have not performed it is no use 
to ignore that if they go to elections 
in March, they will land upon this 
side of the House, where they deserve 
to be. This is precisely why, in an 
attempt to continue to hoodwink the 
people of this country, they come for¬ 
ward with another programme which, 

I am sorry to say, I am convinced 
they do not intend to implement, just 
like they have not implemented any 
of the previous programmes that were 
pledged before this country since 
the birth of the new Congress. 

How can anyone believe that this 
Government, and our present leader¬ 
ship, want to deliver the goods to the 
common man? Look at their behavi¬ 
our in office. I will give you a recent 
example. The President was in Goa 
early this week—and I am sure it wiU 
not surprise you, Sir, because you have 
seen this happening all over the 
country—the roads were white-washed 
with paint which would vanish before 
he left, and lakhs of rupees were 
spent. Traffic was stopped on the 
roads, hours before he passed. The' 
entire traffic on the river, the barge 
traffic for iron ore export and fishing 
traffic for food, Was stopped for hours, 
to enable the President to be taken on 
a twenty-minute cruise. Here they 
say that we are a Government of the 
people, and the behaviour is of a 
monarchy, far worse than feudaL 

It is also no secret, i believe, that at 
the Western Regional Conferesiee ift 
Goa the hon. Union Home Miniate^ 
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whO’ happens to be in the House; 
trie4 his hardest to dissuade the Chiet 
Minister of (Gujarat from holding the 
*pahchayat elections. This is the ex¬ 
tent, io which this Government is 
interested in staying away from the 
people; because, it is very well 
known, once it goes to the peole, it 
will never be the Government; at the 
most, it will be an opposition. 

Nobody can quarrel with any of 
the objections that lead to a better 
life for the people of our country. 

I would have been very happy if we 
had discussed this programme in the 
first week of this House in 1971. 
Then it would have been a meaning¬ 
ful discussion. Today it is nothing 
but and attempt to continue to mis¬ 
lead the people of this country. 

I hope against hope that wise 
counsels will prevail and that the 
elections will be held on time, be¬ 
cause, beyond the term of this House, 
this Government, if it remains, it can 
remain only as an usurper of power, 
because it has lost its mandate.

He was elected to Rajya 
Sabha in 1988 and again in 1974 and, 
at the time of his death, was a sitting 
Member of that House of great 
patriot and front-rank freedom fighter, 
he suffered imprisonment several 
times during the freedom struggle. He 
started his career as a journalist and 
was the author of a number of books. 
He represented India in several inter¬ 
national peace and literary confer¬ 
ences. A soft-spoken and amiable 
person, he was a dedicated social 
worker. He had be«en taking active 
interest in the proceedings of Parlia- 
ment, and all his spMches were fiA 
of Keal and ^|e(Meation to the 
cherished by Wpi.

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: I have 
already submitted that the Report of 
the Committee has been received and 
is under the examination of the Gov¬ 
ernment. Regarding placing of the 
Heport on the Table of the House, 
I can only say after the Government 
has considered it. 

Now, Sir, with regard to the num¬ 
ber of colonies which the hon. Mem¬ 
ber hag asked, a survey was conduct¬ 
ed twice, in 1966-67 and later on in 
1972 and some colonies were regularis¬ 
ed. The total number of colonies 
according to both the surveys—I 
mean survey of unapproved colonies— 
in 1966-67 and the survey conducted 
in 1972 was 369. But, I would not 
say that this is the exact number 
because some unapproved colonies 
bavfe been coming into existence even 
after that. Out of these, in 1966-67, 
171 colonies were regularised. 

As far as the number of people liv¬ 
ing in these colonies is concerned, no 
precise survey of the number of popu¬ 
lation has been made and the popula¬ 
tion is also varying from time to time. 
But, I would say that a very large 
number of people, may be some lalchs 
of people, are livtog in these colonies.

ties were provided for. I do not know 
what the Minister had said in 1972 to 
which the hon.

A 
statement is laid on the Table of the 
Sabha. 

Statement 

(a) Coconut trees in Kerala, Tamil 
Nadu, Karnataka and Andhra Pradesh 
are affected by one or more diseases 
like root wilt, bud rot, leaf rot, stem 
bleeding, Ganoderma root rot, Tathi- 
pakka, bacterial blight and pestalotia 
leaf disease. 

<b) The State Governments are 
undertaking intensive belt area spray¬ 
ing compre hensive spraying rejuve¬ 
nation of diseased plants, provision of 
subsidy for chemicals and pesticides, 
mass control operations and extension 
efforts. The Government of India are 
implementing schemes for rejuvena¬ 
tion of diseased plants, production and 
distribution of hybrid coconut seed¬ 
lings and establishment of coconut 
nursery. The Indian Council of Agri¬ 
cultural Research is carrying out 
research on coconut diseases and in¬ 
vestigations for identifying varieties 
less susceptible to diseases. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: In 
the statement the hon. Minister has 
admitted that There are various 
diseases affecting coconut treeg result- 
ing in toinging down the production 


of coconut in vattous: States would, 
like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether it is not a fact that the re** 
search and various other things under¬ 
taken by various agencies of the Gov¬ 
ernment to light disease could not 
produce any result go far and coconut 
production in five of the districts of 
Kerala has been badly affected? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: It 
is true that the disease has affected 
almost one third area of coconut in 
Kerala. Sir, I would not like to make- 
a tall claim that research has found 
solution to all problems of coconut 
trees but a considerable headway has 
been made by way of evolving new 
varieties which are less susceptible to 
diseases. I tbink the way we are try¬ 
ing to spread the new varieties will 
ultimately provide solution. Many 
other steps have been taken and the 
State Government as well as the 
Government of India is seized of this 
matter and, I think, the research 
organisations are aware of both the 
shortcomings and positive achieve¬ 
ments. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Sir,, 
in view of the fact that the Govern¬ 
ment has explained that certain 
disease resistent varieties of coconut 
trees have been produced in the Re¬ 
search Institute in Kasarkode and 
Kdyamkulam, whether the Govern¬ 
ment would take steps to replant the- 
disease affected trees, that is most of 
the disease-affected trees, in Kerala in 
a phased and planned manner with a 
co-ordinated scheme? Whether any 
proposal to that effect had come from 
the Kerala Government and in that 
case what is the reaction of the Union 
Government towards that proposal?' 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The Kerala Governmrait has takmi ar 
numbei of steps. They have also sub¬ 
mitted to Us a scheme but since the 
scheme involved a. very large subsidy 
element, we have advised the State- 
Government to reframe the scftieme. 
We are net opposed if there is somie 
element of. subiridy beeause oecocintrlar 
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a very important crop in the economy 
of Kerala and some of the other 
coastal States. We are awaiting now 
the reviled Scheme from the Kerala 
Governnarent and then we will take up 
that with the Planning Commission 
and Finance and I do hope that we 
will be in a position to have a fairly 
feasible good proposition. 

Prices of Fertilizers and their 
Adequate Supply

Increase in Agricultural Tariff for 
consumption of Electricity 

•IG‘6. SHRI P. NARASIMHA RED¬ 
DY; Will the Minister of AGRICUL¬ 
TURE AND IRRIGATION be pleased 
to state whether the steep increase in 
agricultural tariff for consumption of 
electricity is likely to hit agricultural 
production and economy, particularly 
in regard to small and marginal farms 
and deep-well irrigation areas? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI SHAH- 
NAWAZ KHAN): No Sir. The in- 
ci'c‘a."v ill agricultural tariff for electri¬ 
city is not likely to hit agricultural 
production and economy. 


SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY: Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, I regret to say that thia- 
question which I had given notice of 
has been mutilated with the result that 
We are not in a position to iKnow the 
information we asked for, particularly 
with regard to the increase in the* 
agricultural tariff. I hope the Minister 
will make a statement available. Any¬ 
way I would like to put a suppl^en^ 
tary. Sir, the Minister has confidently- 
stated that it would not affect, agricul¬ 
tural production but with tiie ^cttcal 
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and field experience that we have, it 
is quite contrary in regard to Andhra 
Pradesh *where agricultural tariff hy 
way of meter charges and service 
charges has been increased, as much 
as lOO p'er cent in the recent months, 
with the result that thousands and 
thousands of the marginal farmers 
using electricity for agricultural pur¬ 
poses have been driven to the courts 
to seek protection. May I know, in 
this connection, whether the increase 
in the tariff of agricultural input will 
not hit agricultural production? Whe¬ 
ther the Ministry in its innocence be¬ 
lieve^ that 2 and 2 make 3 and not 4? 
We know that the cost of inputs has 
been increased. How can you assert 
that it will not affect the agricultural 
production in the country? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I have answered this question. But 
with reference to the hon. Member’s 
query whether the increase in the elec¬ 
tricity tariff will advrsely affect the 
agricultural production, my Ministry’s 
views and the Government of India’s 
views are that it will not affect the 
agricultural production. It is well- 
known that the hon. Member knows 
this very well because he knows a lot 
about rural areas problems. Tlic Elec¬ 
tricity Boards in the country by and 
large have been incurring losses by 
way of supplying electricity to the 
rural areas for agriculture. 

The Planning Commission and the 
Government of India have been bring¬ 
ing to the notice of the State Govern¬ 
ments that the Electricity Board should 
at least be in a position to make both 
ends meet because otherwise what will 
happen to the expansion programmes, 
the programme of giving connection to 
other larrhers who are still to he 
covered wiW get affected and only a 
small section of farmers will get the 
benefit. 

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY: I 
regret that the farmers should pay for 
the ineflSciency of the Eelectricity 
hoards and the loss^ Incurred by 
them. If this criterion is applied, vn 
do xwt know where we vlQ end. Id

generation, distribution and various 
other aspects, they are giving room 
for all ,these losses which consumers 
have been pointing out. Will the 
minister explain how this sort of price 
increase in inputs is consistent with the 
20 point economic programme which 
aims at increasing ai^icultural pro¬ 
ductivity and production, particularly 
for the large proportion of marginal 
farmers who are directly hit by the 
increase in input prices, resulting in' 
abandonment of farms and exodus to 
the towns? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; I 
aeek your protection. The main ques* 
tion relates to electricity tariff. He is' 
asking about the general prices policy 
about inputs. ” 

MR. SPEAKER: You can answer, 
whether increase in electricity rates 
has led to abandonment of farms. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: A 
very large number of farmers still 
continue to use diesel engine sets 
whose cost of operation is two to three 
times more than the enhanced elec* 
tricity rate. Therefore, to say that ,the 
present rales are uneconomic would 
not be correct.

THE MINISTER OF STATE 
THE MINISTRY OP AGRICtnL'rURl!l 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNA¬ 
SAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) to (c>. A5 
statement is laid on the Table 
Sabha. 
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Stetentent 

(a) The foUov/ing are some of the 
aalieht features of the Agricultural 
Census 1970.71. 

1 . There aie 70.5 million operational 
holdings in Indian agriculture operat* 
ing over an aggregate area of 162 mil¬ 
lion hectares of land. Tho average 
size of the holdings is 2.30 hectares 
out of which the net area under cul¬ 
tivation is 2.06 hectares. 

5. The aggregate of 70.5* million 
holdings is made up of —12.4 million 
wholly irrigated holdings operating 
over an area of 12.1 million hectares. 
—17 million partly irrigated holdings 
covering an aggregate area of 46 mil¬ 
lion hectares of which the irrigated 
component adds upto 17 million hec- 
hmea, and —41 million wholly unirri¬ 
gated holdings operating over a total 
area of 77 million hectares characte¬ 
rised by rainfed agriculture. 

•0.1 million holdings being under 
current fallows’ are not classified 
under any of these categories. 

3. The total of 70.5 million opera¬ 
tional holdings is made up of 58.7 
million individual holdings (83.3 per 
cent) operating an area of 129 million 
hectares and 11*8 million joint hold¬ 
ings (16.7 per cent) operating 33 mil¬ 
lion hectares. 

4. Preponderance of marginal hold¬ 
ings (Below 1.0 hectare) is one of the 
dominant features of operational hold¬ 
ings in India. Half the number of 
operational holdings are marginal, al¬ 
though their coiftribution to total area 
is only nine per cent. Nineteen per 
cent of the holdings are small (1.0—2.0 
hectares) and they cover 12 per cent 
of the area. Semi-medium holdings 
(2.0—4.0 hectores) constitute about 15 
per cent of the total number and 19 
per cent of th| total area. On the 
other hand medium (4.0—^10.0 hec¬ 
tares) end large holdings (10.0 heeta- 
xes and above) account for roughly 
two thirds of the^area Under these 
hdldings. lEleven per cent of the 
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holdings are medium holdings and four 
per cent are large holdings. In abso¬ 
lute terms 2.8 million holdings which 
are of 10 hectares and above'account 
for an area of 50 million hectares. 
The average size of large holdings is 
roughly 18 hectares. 

6 . Over two-thirds of the total 
irrigated area in the country (67.6 per 
cent) is made up of irrigated areas in 
the middle groups, viz. small and 
semi-medium holdings (39.0 per cent) 
and medium holdings (28.6 per cent). 

6 . Two-fifths of the total area under 
tubewell irrigation in the country is 
made up of areas located in the small 
and semi-medium holdings. Canal 
irrigation accoufits for little over two- 
fifths of the total irrigated area in all 
the size groups. Almost two-thirds 
of the total area under rice cultiva¬ 
tion in the country is un-irrigated. 

7. Small and semi-medium holdings 
(1.0 to 4.0 hectares) account for the 
largest part of the area under rice 
cultivation, both irrigated and unir- 
rigated (43.6 per cent and 44,1 per 
cent respectively). Althuogh margi¬ 
nal aud sub-marginal holdings (less 
than 1 hectare) constitute one-half 
of the total number of operational 
holdings in the country, rice cultiva¬ 
tion by these holdings add up to an 
area which is less than one-fifth of 
the total area under rice cultivation. 

C. Given the substantial role of the 
small and semi-medium holdings in 
rice production in the country and the 
technical and economic viability of 
these holdings in this group for the 
cultivation of this crop, it appears to 
be advantagcuous if added facilities 
are given to thiS category of holdings. 

9. Greater part of the wheat culti¬ 
vation in the country is under irrigat¬ 
ed conditions (55.9 per cent of the 
total area under wheat) in contrast 
to conditions of rice cultivation. Small 
and stani-medlum holdings (1.9-—4.0

production in the irrigated areas and 
strengthening unirrigated cultivation 
through supplementary (minor) irri- 
.gational facilities would be a distinct 
advantage to the economy. 

10 . Small and semi-medium holdings 
(1.0—4.0 hectare.s account for the 
largest part (about two-fifths) of the 
area under maize, both irrigated and 
unirrigated. Similar is the position in 
case of barley. 

11 . There are about t million ope¬ 
rational holdings engaged in the culti¬ 
vation of jowar and bajra under mar¬ 
ginal and subrmarginal conditions 
constituting 72 per cent of the total 
■operational holding.s devoted to these 
crops. 

12. Marginal and sub-marginal hold¬ 
ings which constitute one-half of the 
total operational holdings. account 
for only 8 per cent of the total area 
under pulses cultivation. 

13. Large holdings (10 hectares and 
above) account for about 16 per cent 
of the total area under sugarcane both 
in the irrigated and unirrigated areas. 

14. Medium and large holdings to¬ 
gether account for 63 per cent erf the 
total area under oilseeds. 

15. The bulk of cotton cultivation in 
the country is on the part of opera¬ 
tional holdings of a size of 4 hectares 
and above, which account for 77 per 
cent of the total area under cotton. 

16. Jute cultivation in the country 
is largely an activity of semi-medium, 
small and marginal holding. 

17. The aggregate unutilised land 
under operational hoWlnga is of the 
mder of I2A million hectares. One 
'hSlf of tois land Is attuhted in large 
lioKIBftgs a0‘h««taspes sold above). 


More thin dighty per cent of unutilis¬ 
ed land in the States of Rajasthan, 
Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, Andhra 
Pradesh and Karnataka is in the hold¬ 
ings of 4.0 hectares and above. 

(b) Government have found these 
data useful and the trends revealed by 
the Census will be kept in view in the 
formulation, review and implementa¬ 
tion of agricultural development plans. 

(c) Efforts have been made since 
Independence Id improve the data 
collection .system with the objective 
of securing comprehensive, reliable 
and timely agricultural statistics. 
Efforts are also underway towards 
effecting further improvements in the 
data collection system and in the qua¬ 
lity and content of agricultural statis¬ 
tics as a part of the Fifth Plan. 

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY: J 
am glad to note that this census for 
1970-71, though belatedly published, 
is of great value and guidance to the 
formulation of agricultural policies. , 
From tile statement it is seen that at 
the lower level of holdings, marginal 
holdings are proliferating at an alarm, 
ing rate. This coupled with the in¬ 
creasing costs of inputs may accele¬ 
rate the abandonment of farms and 
exodus 10 the towns. This tendency 
is prominently underlined by the cen¬ 
sus figures and the .statement. What 
is the reaction of the government to 
this pronounced tendency against the 
interests of marginal and small far¬ 
mers brought about by increasing 
costs of inputs fragmentation brought 
about by division of property, etc. and 
what steps are proposed to be taken 
to meet this contingency? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHIWDE: 
The agricultural census report has 
thrown up very interesting data and 
the government are still examining the 
implications from the point df view of 
policy formulations. It is known to 
all that a very large number of optra- 
tional holdings in this country arc 
very small. Out of the totol number 
of 70 million land holdings, half 
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are marginal. They get further frag¬ 
mented because of the law of inheri¬ 
tance and other reasons. Since other 
avenues of enaifloyment are limited, 
people continue lo stick to them. Gov¬ 
ernment have taken up a number of 
schemes to help small and marginal 
farmers. Large investments are being 
made to help the weaker sections and 
even laTTdless labourers. That is one 
way of solving the problem, though I 
would not justify extreme fragmenta¬ 
tion of land. 

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY: 
The statement says: 

“The aggregate unutilised land 
under operational holdings is of the 
order of 12.4 million hectares. One 
half of this land is situated in large 
holdings (10 hectares and above.)’’ 

This large extent of unutilised land in 
the context of the land reform policy 
of the government which seeks to 
make available more land for culti¬ 
vation is inexplicable and mysterious. 
Is it the intention of the government 
to go into the reasons for such huge 
areas of cultivable land remaining 
unutilised and what steps, if any, do 
they propose to take to prevent such 
situations in the interest of agricul¬ 
tural production? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As far as the un-utilised land is con¬ 
cerned, very large portion of it is very 
coarse. Though technically it is classi¬ 
fied as cultivable, it is very coarse and 
very large investment is required to 
make it cultivable. But if anybody is 
neglecting cultivation of land, I think 
there are adequate powers with the 
State Governments to prevent that 
and nobody should have the right 'to 
do that. That is our approach. As 
far as this question of the hon. Mem¬ 
ber is concerned, my Ministry will 
review the specific position and give 
advice to the State Governments to 
take very stringent action against 
those persons who own land but do 
not cultivate. 

SHRI D. D. DEpAI: May I know 
from the Minister whether recently 


when we enacted progressive land 
policy did we base our actons on 1961. 
62 census and that the 1970-71 census 
has come quite as a surprise for the 
Ministry? And is not the basis ton 
the hunch that a large number of 
Members in this Hoiise had said now 
provided by 1970-71 Land Census? Is 
it not now proved by the land census 
that the number of small holdings and 
migration to city and several situa¬ 
tions including fall in real productivity 
are partly due to the Government's 
own policy being pursued during the 
last three or four years? . Will the 
Minister be good enough to answer 
what in course of time with the 
multiplication of families would be 
the picture after a generation or two> 
of future India of which we are talk¬ 
ing so proudly? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
About the first part I would not like 
to agree with him. First of all, cen¬ 
sus results have not come as a sur¬ 
prise in my Ministry particularly be¬ 
cause the position was known to all 
the enlightened members of this House 
and others outside the House. The 
National Sample Survey Reports are 
available in the Parliament Library 
and the hon. Member can have a look 
at it. I would like to repeat that the 
Government of India is very clear 
about the ceiling laws and national 
guidelines are in the right direction in 
this country and that will help agri¬ 
cultural production. I do not agree 
with the hon. Member that there is 
decline in the agricultural production 
but we are proud to say that agri¬ 
cultural production has gone up be¬ 
cause of these measures. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: I would like 
to seek a clarification on a point aris¬ 
ing from the Minister’s answers. The 
number of marginal holdings has sub- 
stantialy increased. That was in fiict, 
the Minister’s reply. The important 
point to note is that tbe number of 
marginal holdings has substantialy 
increased because of fragmentation of 
holdings and inheritance law. Does 
the Government consider taking ai^ 
steps in regard to the modification of 
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the law of inheritance of Land? Sec¬ 
ondly, whether the allotment of land 
to landless persons hag no minimum 
,*so as to ensure that the holdings are 
economic and viable and not marginal 
or less than marginal? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As I have mentioned earlier, it is true 
that marginal units are very large in 
this country, i.e., almost 50 per cent 
of operational holdings are below one 
hectare or so. This was the position 
even in the past, though the niimber 
is increasing because of inheritance 
laws, as pointed out by the hon. Mem¬ 
ber; but it is very difficult to bring 
about a legislation to change the in- 
heritarice laws and not to allow the 
sharing of land, if there are 2 or 3 
brothers, because the employment 
opportunities in other sectors are very 
limited. But Government are aware 
of this position.

An experts’ 
committee has been set up for the 
preservation of Ajanta murals. The 
expenditure incurred for the non-offi¬ 
cial members on the committee so far,, 
is Rs. 2712/-. 

The suggestions made by the com¬ 
mittee are: 

(1) To collect data on humidity, 
temperature and moisture in 
the pla.ster to decide if air- 
conditioning of the caves is 
necessary for the preservation 
of the murals. 

(2) To cover the floors of the 
painted caves with rubber 
matting to minimise the dust 
nuisance. 

(3) To provide new type of elec¬ 
tric lamps which will ‘ not 
generate heat or cause damage 
to the murals. 

(4) To provide a low railing along 
the side walls to keep visitors- 
away from the painted sur¬ 
face and to prevent any phy¬ 
sical damage to the murals. 

(5) To provide curtains in front' 
of the painted caves to pro¬ 
tect the murals in the veran¬ 
dah, from splashes of rain¬ 
water. 

(6) To close all the openings of 
the painted caves with fram¬ 
ed wire-mesh to prevent 
entry of bats inside. 

(7) To seal up the leakage points 
in the roof of the verandah of 
Cave 17. 

(8) To try va.-iems solvents and 
chemicals to remove the chal- 
klness from the surface of the 
murals. 

(9) To combat the activities of 
insects, the Ceve 11 be ftanii 
gated as aa edcpefimehtal mw- 
sure. 
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All these suggestions have been im¬ 
plemented. "Works in respect of the 
items 8 and 9 are in progress.

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: I under¬ 
stand this Committee had been set 
up in 1971. Do I take it that an ex¬ 
pert committee, is appointed lor a 
^'ery specific job, to suggest some 
long-term activities in order to reno¬ 
vate a very important treasure of 
our country’s legacy, and that Com¬ 
mittee goes on hanging fire and con¬ 
tinues to act, or ceases to act, and in 
the mean tinie the Minister is not in 
a position to tell us exactly when 
this job of renovation of oUr relics 
would be completed to the extent that 
we expect at any particular moment?

continuing things; they will take 
very long time, Tlie hon. Member, I 
believe, is aware of the fact that 
there are a large number of caves and' 
the type of work that is being done 
to kil] all the insects and to remove 
what appears to be chalkiness is a 
long term process. Therefore, that 
work was undertaken. But we- 
thought that in a matter like this we 
could not take any risks and go only 
by the opinion of our own experts, 
because they are world'.'j inheritance. 
So, we invited one foreign expert in 
March 197,5. That foreign expert 
examined the work that was done 
and generally supported whatever 
the Indian experts have said, but 
made a few other suggestions re¬ 
garding the cleaning of some of the 
paintings and the looking after of 
some of the holes that had crept in. 
Further, he also suggested that the 
Way we were collecting data, we 
were right in collecting data on tem¬ 
perature, humidity and so on, and this 
work should be continued. Therefore, 
in December last year, at the invi¬ 
tation of the Government of India twO' 
expert? sent by the UNESCO came, 
they stayed here for about a week 
and they went through it in great 
detail and they generally supported 
the recommendations. But the ques¬ 
tion of cleaning up of the surface of 
some of the painting is a long-term 
thing and it would be necessary to 
have continuous expert supervision to 
keep on assessing whether the work 
that is being done is being done pro¬ 
perty or not, or whether in the light 
of new technological developments 
any changes there in are required. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: We are 
proud to have such paintings in our 
caves but it is the greatest tragedy 
that some of the paintings are fading 
away. I would like to know whether 
some artists, either from this couhtry, 
or abroad, have been ae^iated wiljh. 
this Committee to suggest renovatioit 
of,, the. caves, especially those paint¬ 
ings which fading away, so, that 
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they could possibly be reproduced or 
inade to remain as they are. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: I 
would like to assure the House that 
there is no fading away. I have satis- 
jfied myself. I went through and 
-examined the section of the painting 
, through a microscope myself. These 
pigments are of inorganic material, 
mainly from setone material, 
and. therefore, in spite of light, 
moisture and all the ravages of time, 
the pigment itself in most cases has 
remained totally in tact. In a few 
places, some pieces have disappeared 
over a period of centuries, but there 
has been no process of fading away 
in general. The recent UNESCO 
team has suggested thaf something— 
it hag not got anything to do with the 
figures—^by way of restoration work 
on the border might add to the 
beauty and value of the paintings 
This is a very important recommenda¬ 
tion. and I would like to consult 
more expert opinion before I order 
that this work be undertaken.

Anyway, in view of ,a recent report 
of the Estimates Committee that the 
Wcrld Bank-assisted agricultural* 
credit projects are very slow in ope¬ 
ration and that Government should 
lay down firm physical time targets 
and a time-bound programme for 
their implementation, may I know if, 
in relation to these particular pro¬ 
jects, and also generally, in view of 
the large number of World Bank 
projects. Government is going to take 
any steps in this direction of having 
a lime-bound programme of imple¬ 
mentation? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Most of those projects, when they 
are finalised, have some time-limit, 
but the hon. Member’s suggestion is 
very relevance, and I agree with him, 
that when we take a large amount of 
loan for development etc., that should 
be utilised as early as possible. My 
Ministry will ensure that as far as 
po.ssible these projects go through 
according to schedule. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: In view 
of the observation of the World Bank 
team themselves that our villages, 
like their counterparts in other 
countries, are eager to help them¬ 
selves if they are given opportunities 
to do .so may I know what exactly 
is the methodology involved in so far 
as the operation of World Bank pro¬ 
jects of this sort are concerned, and 
how far the presence of World Bank 
delegations or representatives of 
whatever brand militates against the 
evolution of genuinie fnom-below 
development of our own villages ini¬ 
tiative about implementation of their 
own projects? What is the nature cf 
the World Bank involvement In the 
execution? 

SHRT ANNASAHEB P, SHINDE; 
The projects are of different types. 
One category is extraction of under¬ 
ground water, sinking of tubewells 
etc., and we give loans to the indi¬ 
vidual farmers. Then, there are tlH& 
seed project etc., projisets for power* 
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•deiry and <Sattle etc. But the World 
Banic has nothing to do as far as ihe 
internal operation of these projects 
is concerned. They sanction the loan 
and at the most they review, from 
time to titne, whether the loan is 
being used for the purpose for which 
it is granted, but the implementation 
is done by the St^te Government, 
and there is enough scope for the 
initiative of the farmer. In fact, it 
is not possible to think of .such a 
large programme unless the farmers 
are involved, and so, we ensure their 
involvement very effectively.

Minister to the 
address of Shri B. B. Lai, the former 
Director of the Archeological Survey 
of India when he said that the Uni¬ 
versity Grants Commission, the 
Archeological Survey of India and 
the UP. Government have a scheme 
of deeply exploring the size of the 
Ramayana. I would like to tell the 
hon. Minister that Ayodhaya was 
founded by the son of Manu Ichha- 
waku. Ayodhya is the place which 
has been destroyed half a dozen 
times. It was re-established by 
Chandragupta Vikramaditya Maurya- 

It should also he known to the hon. 
Minister that Veer Bahu was killed 
in the battle of Kurukshetra by 
Abhinnanyu, the sen of Arjuna. Ayo¬ 
dhya was also the home town of 
Rishav Dev, one of the first Jain 
Tirathankar mentioned in Rig Veda 
a place which is sanctified by 
the visit of Lord Budha many 
times during the rainy season. Such 
a place should not be dismissed like 
this. Ramayana was earlier than the 
other incidents of Hindus. The thing 
which have been discovered now re¬ 
late to the period of 700 B.C. It is 
sai'^ that Ramayana was written 
sometime later. This controversy 
should be resolved. There should 
be a greater attention paid by the 
hon. Minister to it. Now that his De¬ 
partment has woken up, let him start 
It now.

Statement 

(a) and (b). Since the Fourth Five 
Year Plan, as a matter of general 
policy, subsidies are, by and large, 
restricted to development programmes 
in backward and inaccessible areas 
and special programmes for the bene¬ 
fit of small farmers, marginal farmers 
and agricultural labourers as also 
farmers in dry areas and, to a limited 
extent, for certain export-oriented 
crops. The main features of the sub¬ 
sidies given to farmers for agricultural 
inputs are as follows: 

Fertili-sers—-In the case of fertili¬ 
sers, subsidy is being provided 
throu^. (i) sale of pool fertilisers 
at less than economic cost, (ii) pro¬ 
vision of transport subsidy to certain 
hilly and inaccessible areas such 
as Jannnu mid' Kashmir, Assam, 

< Megbalajm and Himachal Pradesh, 


' and (lii) distribution of fertiliseca 
at subsidised rates in certtain 
backward Union Territofies like 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli, Lakshd- 
weep, Arunachal Pradesh and Anda> 
man and Nicobar Islands. 

Water rates and tariffs for electri¬ 
city —Water rates and tariffs for 
consumption of electricity for agri¬ 
cultural purposes are inadequate to 
meet the expenditure involved. This, 
in effect, amounts to subsidisation 
of water and eleqtricity suipplied 
to farmers. 

Bonus Scheme for Procurement — 
Under the Producers bonus scheme 
for procuring a large proportion of 
marketable surplus of rice with a 
stipulation of certain minimum con¬ 
tribution to the central pool, bonus 
has been given to Punjab, Haryana 
and Andhra Pradesh to be utilised 
exclusively for subsidising phospha- 
fic fertiliser. Also, under a bonus 
scheme for supply of wheat to the 
Central Government the bonus earn¬ 
ed by State Governments can be 
utilised on investments in develop¬ 
ment works primarily for the bene¬ 
fit of farmers or, if considered desi¬ 
rable by the State Government, for 
making available to farmers certain 
inputs at concessional rates. 

Drought Prone Areas Programme: 

(i) 25 per cent subsidies of the 
cost of inputs, seeds of high-yielding 
variotie.s or introduction of new 
crops, phosphatic and potassic ferti¬ 
lisers, pesticides and improved agrl- 
cultqral implements are given to 
small and marginal farmers only. 

Cii) Subsidies are admissible on 
agricultural inputs for comprehen¬ 
sive demonstrations, restricted to 
50 per cent of the cost or Rs. 200, 
whichever is lower. These demons¬ 
trations are mostly carried out on 
the fields of small farmers. 

(iii) In irrigated areas, subsidies 
on agricultural inputs are restricted 
to introduction of new crops or less 
water intensive crops. 
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Tribal Development Agencies: 

• (i) 109 per cent subsidies on sup¬ 
ply of inputs for agricultural de¬ 
monstrations. 

(ii) 100 per cent subsidy for sup¬ 
ply of one pair of plough bullocks 
and one set of agricultural imple¬ 
ments to landless tribals settled in 
newly reclaimed lands, 

(iii) For supply of inputs like 
high yielding varieties of seeds, fer¬ 
tilisers, pesticides etc. to identified 
deservng tribal farmers, generally a 
subsidy of 50 per cent is given sub¬ 
ject to a maximum of Rs. 150 per 
family per acre for three agricul- 
tural seasons. 

Hill Area Development Projects: 

(i) For supply of inputs for agri¬ 
cultural demonstrations, 100 per cent 
subsidy is given. 

(ii) For supply of inputs like 
high-yielding varieties of seeds, fer¬ 
tilisers, pesticides etc., for other 
agricultural purposes, the rate of 
subsidy is generally 50 per cent for 
three agricultural seasons.

the Reserve Bank of India (1972-72) 
the aggregate indebtedness as on 
30-6-71 of the rural poor including 
agricultural labourers, rural artisans, 
marginal farmers and small farmers 
owning land upto 5 acres was Rs. 
1910 crores. 


(b) State Govts, of Andhra Pra¬ 
desh, Assam, Haryana, Karnataka, 
Kerala, Gujarat, Manipur, Maha¬ 
rashtra, Madhya Pradesh, Meghalaya, 
Punjab. Orissa, Rajasthan, Tripura, 
Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal and 
Himachal Pradesh, have taken action 
for imposition of moratorium on the 
recovery of debt from small farmers 
and others. Of these states, Assam, 
Haryana, Madhya Pradesh, Maha¬ 
rashtra, Punjab, Himachal Pradesh, 
Karnataka, Rajasthan, Tripura, Uttar 
Pradesh and West Bengal have also 
taken action for the complete redem¬ 
ption Of debt of the weakest catego¬ 
ries.

An accord 
was reached between the five con- 
eclrnad States, viz., Andhra Pradesh, 
Karnataka, Madhya Pnadesh, Maha¬ 
rashtra and Orissa in December, 1975 
according to which major portion of 
the Godavari waters has been shared 
by the concerned States. Allocation 
of the balance waters will be decided 
the Tribunal. 

New projects will be cleared in the 
Godavari Basin on the basis of this 
agreement. 

Narmada: The dispute is before the 
Narmada Water Disputes Tribunal 
for adjudication since 1969. Accord¬ 
ing to the agreement reached between 
the concerned States, namely, Guja¬ 
rat, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra 
and Rajasthan, Maharashtra can use 
0.26 million acre feet of . Narmada 
water and Rajasthan 0..50 million acre 
feet of water out of 28 million acre 
feet which is 75 per cent dependable 
flow in the Narmada basin. Accord¬ 
ing to agreement reached between the 
conefflrn#d States in March, 1975 
Gujarat may go ahead with construc¬ 
tion of Karjan, Heran, Rami and 
Sukhi projects and Madhya Pradesh 
may go ahead with Koiar, Biohia, 
Bu^ and Bichhia-Latia projects.

Cauvery: The Union Minister of 
Agi-iculture and Irrigation discussed 
the various issues relating to use and 
development of Cauvery waters with 
the Chief Ministers of concerned 
States, iiiz. Karnataka, Kerala and 
Tamil Nadu in November, 1974 and 
February, 1975. Following the! discus¬ 
sions of tlie officers of the Depart¬ 
ment of Irrigation with officers of 
each of the three States in September, 
1975, studies art| being carried out on 
certain issues relating to use of 
Cauvery waters, 

Yaviunas: Studies of the water 
availability and existing utilisation of 
the Yamuna waters have been carried 
out and a copy of the studies sent to 
the concerned State Governments,' 
namely Haryana, Himachal Pradesh, 
Rajasthan and U.P. and the Delhi Ad¬ 
ministration. Their comments are 
awaited. 


Rivers in Bihar end West Bengali

May, 1975. Each command area 
development authority has prepared 
a work programme for the 5th Plan. 

Upto 1974-75, 12000 ha. were covered 
under soil survey and 6600 ha. under 
Topographical survey. During the 
current year 50,000 ha. are proposed 
to be covered under soil and topo¬ 
graphical surveys. Farm Plans of 
about 15,000 ha. have been 
prepared for being posed for 
loan to ARC.

MR. SPEAKER: We shall take up 
the next item, Resolution regarding 
Voluntary Disclosure of Income and 
Wealth Ordinance, 1975.

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN 
(Tellicherry): Sir, I beg to move: 

“This House disapproves of the 

Voluntary Disclosure of Income and 

Wealth Ordinance, 1975 (Ordinance 

No. 15 of 1975) promulgated by the 

President on the 8th October, 1975.” 

Whi'e opposing this Ordinance as 
also the Bill -we find that the Govern¬ 
ment perhaps have got only\ one 
argument to substantiate and justify 
the promulgation of the Ordinance 
and introduction of this BiU, That 
argument :ifiay be based on the well 
known naying that nothing succeeds 
like success. 

This Voluntary Disclosure scheme 
after its promulgation has brought to 
light about Rs. 1450 crores of black- 
money and from that amount, the 
Government is expecting Rs. 200 to 
Rs. 250 crores to be added to the 
revenue by way of taxation. Thase 
disclosures of Rs. 1450 crores and the 
expected addition to the revenue has 
raised the Minister to philosophical 
hdghts. For example, after congratu¬ 
lating the officers of the Income-tax 
Department, the Minister for Finance, 
Shri C. Subramaniam had stated: To 
isrr is human, but to have the courage 
jto confess is truly divine. TTie Minis¬ 
ter bad raised the bUu^-marketf^ra 
and Ute criminals who committed

crime-s knowingly against the society 
to divine heights and now because 
they disclosed some of their incomes, 
that made the Minister to say this. 

What is the question now? The 
question is not what happened after 
the promulgation of this Ordinance. 
This Ordinance was necessitated to 
fight the black-money, to eradicate the 
paral’el economy which is playing 
havoc in our society. If that was the 
purpose, then we have to go a little 
deeper into the matter before we raise 
ourselves to the exalted heights. 

Thii Government had appointed a 
Committee, known as the Wanohoo 
Committee, which presented the Direct 
Taxes Enquiry Report. That report 
says about the magnitude of the pro¬ 
blem of black-money and the parallel 
economy in our country. According to 
Mr. Wanchoo, Chairman of this Com¬ 
mittee, in 1968-69 the value of money 
circulated in the world of par.allel 
economy was to the tune of Rs. 7,000 
crore.s. Another Member of the 
Committee, Shri D. K. Rangnekar 
differed from Shri Wanchoo and said 
that the quantum of black-money is 
not possibly Rs 7,000 crores, it could 
be ju't double that amount, i.e. Rs. 
14,000 crores. There is no dispute 
when We read this report that the 
amount of black-money in circulation 
in our country at that time was 
between Rs. 7,000 crores and Rs. 14,000 
crores. Almost a decade has passed 
and if we again go by the report, 
every passing year had added more 
than a thousand crore of rupees black 
money to the aggregate total of the 
blark money that we had in Our 
country. 

So, safely one can conclude to-day 
that the problem of black money that 
we are facing, the dark face of t^e 
parallel economy which we are trying 
to see is something like- Rs. 25,000 , 
crores of rupees in circulation. TSib 
value of black money is that 
If that is so, th^ 1 ^ amount 
cloised, 1 am very po)^ to aay. .la li# ;. 
very much, it is only Ite. 14W crore* . 
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and 41)1 Ithe experts who spoke about 
this thing agreed that it may not be 
more \-#ian 10 per cent of the total 
black money which is in circulation 
to-day. The Economic Times of day 
before yesterday came out saying that 
when the Ministry finally go into the 
arithmetics of it, what they would get 
after eliminating the double disclosure 
and all that may come to Rs. 1200 
crores and the revenue the govern¬ 
ment is expected to get for the ex¬ 
chequer will also be to the tune of 
Rix 200 or Rs. 250 crores. It may 
also be less. 

Now, the opinion expressed by the 
Wanchoo Committee about the volun¬ 
tary disclosure scheme itself also is 
worth noting, because, this is not a 
new suggestion or a new invention 
made by the Minister. Formerly we 
had done it. I am quoting from the 
Wanchoo Committee. 

"A voluntary disclosure scheme is 
an extraordinary measure meant 
for abnormal situations such as 
after a war or at times of national 
crisis. Resorting to such a 
measure during normal 

times and that too frequently, 
would only shake the confidence of 
the honest tax-payer in the capacity 
of the Government to deal with the 
law-breakens and would invite con¬ 
tempt for its enforcement machi¬ 
nery. Any more disclosure scheme 
would not only fail to achieve the 
intended prurpose o'! unearthing 
black money but would have a dele¬ 
terious effect on the level of confi¬ 
dence among the tax-paying public 
and On the morale of the adminis¬ 
tration. The idea of introduction of 
any general scheme of disclosrme 
either now or ,in future is, thwefore, 
strongly opposed.” 

This is what the Wanchoo Committee 
said. Then also, the Government did 
not pay any attention to the sugges¬ 
tion made by that cmnmittee. 

We have the 63q;)«rience of intro¬ 
ducing cuch schemes. In 1861 thhf 
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Government introduced a scheme of 
voluntary disclosure. The result was 
Rs. 70 crores of income was disclosed 
by 21,000 persons and that added 
Rs. 11.5 crores to the taxes. In 1905 
they again tried this. Then, what 
happened? Rs. 51 crores. Less than 
what We got in 1951 and by 12,000 
persons and the tax revenue was Rs. 
31 crores and in the same year, they 
again tried and they got Rs. 145 crores 
from 10,000 people and Rs. 19 crores 
to the tax revenue. This time, they 
got Rs. 1450 crores from 1,50,000 
persons and expect a tax revenue of 
Rs. 200 crores. 

There is a serious question. When 
we discuss this, we consider this is an 
immoral action taken by the govern¬ 
ment. The step taken is thoroughly 
immoral. Why? Because, the tax¬ 
payer, the honest man who pays the 
tax is penalised for not paying tax 
by harassing him all these years and 
he has paid tax and for his honesty he 
paid more and this Bill now keeps the 
secrecy of those who disclosed their 
ill-gotten wealth. They will not tell 
u£ who are the people who disclosed 
this and they will not ask them how 
they got the money. The officials are 
given immunity. They need not dis¬ 
close to Parliament or anybody or 
even to committees of Parliament, 
This kind of a thing is a crime com¬ 
mitted by the Government against the 
honest people in this country. 

If you go to the results of the 
voluntary disclosure schemes, imme¬ 
diately after the Ordinance was 
announced, you wiU find that the 
Minister threatened ^at we will do 
everything possible aind we will in¬ 
tensify the raids. That was a good 
thing. For that, there was no neces¬ 
sity of ordinance. His hands were 
free and especially after the emer¬ 
gency with added strength, power,- 
Government could have struck at the 
very root of the problem of blatdc- 
money. Government did n<rt do it 
But, Government on the contrary, 
said, you disdoise your Ul-gottea 
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wealth, otherwise you will be in trou¬ 
ble. In the last days disclosures were 
made and thus this result. 

Government had to take further 
steps, steps towards surrender. Gnv- 
eminent took seven steps towards 
surrender, to capitulate itsef and ita 
policy to the blaekmarketeers any to 
the chieftains of the parallel economy 
of the country. I would explain all 
those seven steps; — 

1. Immunity from confiscation, 
penalty and prosecution under 
Gold Control Act and 
Customs Act. 

This was the first step. But im¬ 
munity and confiscation from whom? 


The fact of the matter is that your 
income tax people have found out the 
wealth after various searches. They 
assessed the value of the new cons¬ 
tructions in the Malabar Hills, in 
Bombay, in Madras, in Delhi and many 
other p’aces. All the actions are now 
stoprped because they have to volun¬ 
tarily disclose. This is rather strange! 
This is a shameful position taken by 
the Government. One they found a 
thief. They caught him red-handed. 
Instead of seizing the property they 
gave him an opportunity. Well, this 
is the land of Buddha, land of Gandhi, 
you come and disclose voluntarily! 
This is a very strange fashion. 

2. The isecond step is about the 

dropping of proceedings in 
regard to compulsory acquisi¬ 
tion of immovable property. 

Government identified the ill-gotten 
wealth with which immovable proper¬ 
ties were purchased or created. But 
Government said wo will not proceed 
any further if you disclose it. 

3. Wi^olding action under the 

Sales Tax Iaw. 
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4. Exemption from disclosing the 
nature of sovuoe of Income. 

This is something very interesting. 
This, I think, is an attempt to white 
wash the dirty face of tycoons in the 
country who are holding black money 
with them. They are the b'ack- 
moneyed people who have scuttled! 
your policies. They are responsible 
for hoarding the grains when the 
Government took over the wholesale 
trade in wheat. They are the people 
who have been financing J.P. move¬ 
ment in this country. 

You are speaking so much that 
you will fight, you will smaish the 
socio-economic base of fascism in this 
country. Let me tell you the base of 
fascism. Do you think that this threat 
has come from heaven? No, it has a 
social base in this country. That 
\50cial base’ is the economic base of 
the monopoly houses in our country. 
That ‘social base’ is deeply rooted in 
the parallel economy. That ‘social 
base’ again is deeply rooted in the 
economy controlled by the ‘kulaks’ in 
our country. 

And, if you have got to break that 
base, then, you cannot go with just 
folded hands and pray to God, saying, 
let there be wisdom^ let them be 
honest, etc. That will not do; you 
cannot treat them like that. But you 
have done exactly like that. You 
have not only done that, but you have 
committed another crime against your¬ 
selves. There are gentlemen like 
Goenka against whom cases are 
pending; there ptopic like Gayatri 
Devi and many other Devis, who be¬ 
came champions of the JP movement, 
against whom cases were pending. 
Now, if such kinds of persons disclose 
a little amount, the Government is so 
very happy about it, that the further 
proceedings are stoped. Is this fee 
way to fight these tendencies? X don’t 
know: but this is the dangerous jpath 
in which you are trying to move. I 
would like to strike feat note of want¬ 
ing to you. 
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Then came another surrender. This 
is the fifth step that is to say, facility 
for the same individual to make any 
number of disclosures on behalf of 
different tax entities like wife, child¬ 
ren, relatives and even employees. 
Then, who is out of it, 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): 
Where do you get this, which Section? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Let 
him come to the clauses. Mr. Salve, 
being a lawyer, knows it better. Let 
him see the clauses, When we discuss 
the clause, we will discuss this. 

Then comes the fifth step, that is. 
levy of tax on the current value of 
assets declared. This value would be 
whatever was the value at the time 
of acquisition as claimed in the decla¬ 
ration. So, this ii 3 another strange 
step which has been taken by the 
Government. What is the actual 
value of the declaration made? Nobody 
c an find that out. Even the Govern¬ 
ment will be unable to say what it is. 
Suppose a iJcrson says that at the 
.time of constructing a building in 
‘Malabar Hill’ that cost him only 
Rs. 2 lakhs, even if the value of that 
same building today may be Rs. 2 
crores, if the declaration i.s only of 
Rs. 2 lakhs what happens is, he ia 
only responsible for Rs. 2 lakhs and 
nothing more. In this way, the Gov¬ 
ernment is giving licence to makers 
of black money. Rs. 193 croreg wul 
then again became black money. Mr. 
Justice Wanchoo has stated that black 
money is a peculiar phenomenan. It 
would breed more black money. Now, 
the Government becomes a party in 
that effort of those people having 
black money to breed more black 
money in our economy. That will not 
help anybody. 

And then, see the last one, the 
abeesijCe of any ^aUenge of the claims 
snadbe tiy the declariint SnpposS I 
Jiadare B& 10 or may be Mr. Goei&a 
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declares. The Government .will not 
say anything. They will happily 
accei^ it. They will accept that Rs. 10. 
Rs. 10 will be added to the voluntarily 
disclo.sed amount. The Government 
could not have brought forward a 
more ridicolous scheme than this. 
This is the crux of the matter. And, 
in this context, certain other things 
alfio should be told to the Government 
and told to this House. 

The Government says that they 
have succeeded, that is to say, they 
have got greater arnoimt of money, 
disclosed irom the parallel economy, 
from this world of b ack money. What 
has actually happened? Why did it 
not happen in 1951 and 1965 and why 
should it happen only today? The fact 
of the matter is, today there is emer¬ 
gency. And this emergency has put 
the fear of God into the minds of 
these people,—not that Mr. Subra- 
nianiam today sees them as angels of 
virtue, fluttering around now! It is the 
fear of hell into the minds of the tax 
evaders, they thought that they will 
be punished and that they will have 
to face the serious consequences that 
had helped the disclosure. With that 
fear in the minds of the people, the 
condition was there in our country to 
mobilise the all round support of the 
people to unearth the black money 
and weed out this malady from our 
Eocio-economie life. Instead of doing 
that, the Government merrily went 
and shamelessly surrendered to the 
black money. That is what our cri¬ 
ticism is about this. What is this 
black‘money? The black mon^ means 
a parallel economy, it means corrup¬ 
tion, it means hoarding, it means 
ostentatious and vulgar spending; it 
also means boot-legging, vandalism 
and it also means, in short, creation of 
fascist atmosphere in the country. 

Government instead of fighting it 
and instead of demolishing the edi&e 
of black money and paiallel econo^y» 
just went with fold^ hands to wor¬ 
ship at the feet of the cheats of the 
parallel economy. Thlg is ouf eoin«i< 
plaint , ' . 
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Beforp I conclude, I would also 
bring to the notice of this House the 
fact which was revealed by", this 
Minister; in 1974, 2(^9 raids were 
carried out and they got Es. 17 crores 
of concealed income. This was ans¬ 
wered by him in regard to a question 
in the other House. In 1975, upto 
November 30, 1623 raids were con¬ 
ducted. After declaration of emer¬ 
gency, in 1975, it has become 1523 
from 2029 in 1970, 

Tlie figure was Rs. 17 crores in 1974 
and it has come down to Rs. 14 crores 
in 1975. What docs it show? It 
shows the Government slackened 
itself. It sat leaned back without 
going further with a new vigour and 
with enthusiasm with which it should 
have done. If tliey had done that, 
then, I am very sure, the results 
would have been much better even 
with this voluntry disclosures scheme. 

There is now another danger. The 
hon. Minister himself, after the volun¬ 
tary disclosure scheme was concluded, 
made a statement. He made it clear 
that ‘it wai 3 not necessary that the law 
should take its own course now that 
the ircriod of leniency was over. The 
policy of forget and forgive was over.’ 

He is modern Jesus Christ, so to 
say. Let me remind him what Jesus 
Christ said about the black markcteens 
- 7 -‘if I see a blackmarketeer in the 
church, with a whip i wiU beat him 
and send him out’. Here are our 
Ministers who are saying ‘the period 
of forgetting and forgiving is over.’ 
But, even then, he told the black- 
marketeers to go and again confess as 
there was a possibility that the offi¬ 
cials might give them some discre¬ 
tionary concessions. There is this 
danger even after the voluntary dis¬ 
closure period is over. There this 
danger of the bureaucracy using the 
di»:retion in favour of the black- 
marketeers is on the hOTia»n. This 
is a very serious dangur. Now to 
conclude, I must say that to-day or 


tomorrow you will have to sit dcwm 
and make out your accounts of how 
much you got and what was the result 
of it. I am very sure that when you 
go to writing down in black and 
while your account, the big amoimt 
about which you are tom-toming to¬ 
day, will be niuch less than what yoU 
claim now. Secondly, the amount also 
should be understood in the present 
context when the value of rupee has 
gone higher than it was in the last 
dccadc. When the other Schemes 
were introduced, you would find that 
what you got disclosed is nothing 
more, J have made some studies 
about it. In 1951, the disclosed 
amount was 0.75 per cent of the GNP. 
and in 1965 it was 1 per cent and in 
1975 it will be 1.75 per cent. You can 
clap and have the ovation for 1.75 per 
cent but when the ovations are over 
you will be in the dock where you 
win find that you are with the hoar¬ 
ders and black-marketeers who are 
controlling the parallel economy in 
the country. 

So. Sir, I requon that the Govern¬ 
ment should consider all this and this 
Bill should be withdrawn and the 
House reject this Ordinance and, I 
hope, the Government will agree with 
this and scrap this exercise in futility. 
With these words I oppose this Bill 
and request the House to reject the 
Ordinance. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA 
(Marmagoa): Mr. Speaker, Sir, I beg 
fo move: 

“This House disapproves of the 
Voluntary Disclosure of Income and 
Wealth (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1975 (Ordinance No. 23 of 1975) 
promulgated by the President On 
the 29th November, 1975.” 

Sir, these two ordinances that are 
now before the House and the Volun^ 
tary Disclosure Bill to my mind are » 
very good example, or a very bad 
example, of the cynicism of this Gov* 
ermnent. 
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Sir, I would like to take you back 
to the climate just before the Volun¬ 
tary Diiclosure Scheme. This was 
a case where Government declared a 
policy of rooting out black money 
from the Indian jeconomic system, 
which quite frankly, from what has 
happened since, it is obvious the 
Government did not at all intend to 
implement. 

But apparently there was some kind 
of .bureaucratic slip, and the Income' 
Tax Department took the Government’s 
announcement rather seriously. If 
you will remember, Sir, there were 
a large series of raids carried on 
throughout this country, and from 
what one reads and hears, a substan¬ 
tial amount of the black money rami¬ 
fications in the economy of this coun¬ 
try became known to the Income Tax 
Department, and comprehensive docu¬ 
mentation as to how this parallel 
economy was working, became avail¬ 
able to the Income Tax Department. 
It looks from" what happened since, 
that some of the fish who were caught 
were rather good friends of this Gov¬ 
ernment; otherwise one cannot explain 
hOw having caught all these people. 
Government suddenly turned around, 
and came forward with this disclosure 
scheme to bail them out. 

Sir, whatever was achieved in 
those raids—and I would like to com¬ 
pliment the Income Tax Department 
for the work they did—has been neu¬ 
tralised in this scheme. If you want 
to deduce the intimate relationship 
that obviously exists between this 
Government and those who operate 
the black money economy, just have 
a look at tne Bill. You will find in 
the sections of the Bill itself the con¬ 
firmation of what I am saying because 
while it is not open lor a person from 
whom return has been called for under 
Section 139 or 148 to take advantage 
of the voluntary disclosure scheme, it 
is provided in Section 14 of the Bill 
tfaet where a seizure has already been 
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made, that seizure will not be taken 
into account either for payment of 
interest or for payment of penalty. 
Can there be a worse indictment of 
this Government? 

Under the avowed policy of routing 
black money you raid and seize all 
the documents, seize goods and money. 
And then you turn around and say: 
if you disclose voluntarily what we 
already know, you do not need to pay 
interest, you do not need to pay 
penalty. Tliis is obviously a partner¬ 
ship; this cannot be anything but a 
partnership between the government 
and black money. 

The functioning of black money had 
been found out by the Income-tax 
department. Government moves this 
House by law; finst it moved the 
President, and now it moves this 
House: please bail out my partner 
crook who keeps on working the black 
market all the time. 

Look at another factor. It will show 
you the intimate relationship between 
government and black money econo¬ 
my. There were two ordinances. The 
first ordinance came out in which the 
crooks were offered the opportiuuty of 
paying far less tax than what millions 
of hono3t tax payers in this country 
have been paying all these years. You 
are well aware that a couple of years 
ago the rates of income-tax went ss 
high as 97 per cent. The highest rate 
under the disclosure scheme is 60 per 
cent. Having done all this in the first 
ordinance, and having exempted them 
from all kinds i>enal laws that were 
passed by this House, what happens? 
Obviously the partners of the govern¬ 
ment from the black money economy 
must have gone to them and said: 
what you have done is not enough, we 
want more. And the reisult was the 
second ordinance in which the Gov*» 
emment gave them all. The Govern¬ 
ment said: you have to furnish seeu- 
rUy. It says to the ComandsSiona: 
now: you shsdl have discretion to 
take any kind of security you Uke. 
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Then theji said that gold should not 
be taken into account under the gold 
control order. Then they gave a 
other concessions. Govenment speaks 
of economic regeneration. This scheme 
is nothing but an example of the de¬ 
generation of this Government. 

MR. SPEAKER; Resolutions moved: 

“This House disapproves of the 
Voluntary Disc'osure of Income and 
Wealth.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OF THE department 
OF REVENUE AND BANKING 
(SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE): 1 beg to move: 

‘That the Bill to provide for 
voluntary disclosure of income and 
weaHh and for matters connected 
therewith or incidental thereto, be 
taken into consideration.” 

•nie President promulgated the 
Voluntary Disclosure of Income and 
Wealth Ordinance, 1975 on the 8th 
October, 1975 to provide for voluntary 
disclosure of concealed income and 
wealth. Another Ordinance, namely, 
the Voluntary Disclosure of Income 
and Wealth (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1975 was promulgated by tite Presi¬ 
dent On the 29th November, 1975 to 
make certain amendments to the 
Ordinance of 8th October, 1975. "niM 
Bill seeks to replace the Voluntary 
Disclosure of Income and Wealth 
Ordinance, 1975 as amended by the 
second Ordinance of 29th November, 
1975. 

The circiimstances which necessita¬ 
ted inuBfidiete legata-tion by the two 
Otdinaajces have been exgdalnsid in 
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a Statement placed on tiie Table of 
the House. I do not therefore, pro¬ 
pose to go into this aspect of the 
matter and shall content myself by 
briefly indicating the background in 
which the Government decided to 
introduce the voluntary disclosure 
scheme and the salient features there¬ 
of. 

Hon. Members are, no doubt, awart 
of the vigorous action taken in recent 
months against tax evaders by increa¬ 
sing the tempo of searches and inten* 
oifying survey operations through 
special survey squads for detection ot 
investment in luxury housing. Th* 
Taxation Laws (Amendment) Act, 

1975 recently enacted by Parliament 
inter alia provided more stringent 
punishment for tax offences. These 
factors, coupled with the sense ol 
discipline and social consciousness 
following in the wake of declaration 
of emergency, created a climate con¬ 
ducive for voluntary disclosures ol 
income and wealth by erring tax¬ 
payers. The Government, therefore, 
decided to introduce a scheme ot 
voluntary disclosure with a view tc 
providing one last chance to isuck 
persons to com® to the path of rseti- 
tude and civic responsibility. 

The scheme of voluntary disclosures 
was in force from 8th October, 1975 
to 31sl December, 1975. The scheme 
provided for three types of declara¬ 
tions, namely, voluntary declaration 
of income in ordinary cases; declara¬ 
tion of income by persons whose 
books of account Or other documents 
or valuable assets had been seized as a 
result of search by the Income-tax 
Department; and voluntary declaration 
of wealth. The volimtarily disclosed 
income in the first category is treated 
as a separate block, irrespective cdl 
the number of years over which it had 
been earned, and charged to tax at 
special rates. In the case of coin-, 
panics, the voluntarily dintlosed in¬ 
come is chargeable to tax at the 
of 60 per rant. In the case of othiie 
categories of Uxjiayers, the 
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Rs, 25,000 of the voluntarily disclosed 
income io chargeable to tax at the 
rate of 25 per cent; the income in the 
slab of Rs. 25,001 to Rs. 50,000 at the 
rate of 40 per cent; and the balance 
at the rate of 60 per cent. In addition 
to the amount of income-tax the 
declarant is required to invest 5 per 
cent, of the disclosed income in 
notified Government securities, pro¬ 
ceeds of which will be utilised by the 
Government 'for projects of high 
social priority, like slum clearance 
and housing £or low income groups. 

Declarants have been provided 
m unity from penalty and prosecution 
under the direct taxes enactments in 
relation to the voluntarily disclosed 
income. Where the income so declared 
is held in the form of gold or article 
and ornaments made of gold, immunity 
has also been provided from confisca¬ 
tion, penalty or prosecution under the 
Gold (Control) Act, 1968 and the 
Cuatomis Act, 1962. Further, the 
declarants have been exempted from 
wealth-tax in respect of assets repre¬ 
sented by the disclosed income up to 
and including the assessment year 
1975-76. 

The scheme of voluntary disclceure 
hag a restricted operation in the case 
of persons whose books of account, 
other documents, money, bullion, 
jewellery etc. have been seized as a 
result of search by the Income-tax 
Deipartment, These pensons are not 
entitled to the benefit of the special 
rates of income-tax in resprect of the 
income of the year in which the search 
is made or any earlier year. The 
income in respect of these years 
declared under the scheme will be 
■»!harged to tax at the normal rates of 
income-tax applicable to the taxable 
income of the declarant for the rele¬ 
vant years. The income so declared! 
will, however, not be taken into 
account for the purposes of levying any 
penalty or charging interest undw the 
Incmpe-tax Act or for the purposes 
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of prosecution under that Act. While 
the assetg represented by the con- . 
cealed income will be chargeable to 
wealth-tax in the relevant years, the 
value of these assets will not be taken 
into account for the purpose of imposi¬ 
tion of penalty or prosecution for 
defaults under the Wealth-tax Act. 

The scheme also provides for decla¬ 
ration of net wealth, including decla¬ 
ration of assets which a person has 
either failed to disclose or assets 
which have been understated in value 
in the return of net wealth filed by the 
declarant. The declarant is required to 
pay wealth-tax in respect of the net 
wealth or, as the cane may be, the 
value of the assets so declared at the 
normal rates applicable to his net 
wealth for the relevant assessment 
year. In adidtion, the declarant has 
to invest 21 per cent. If the dis¬ 
closed wealth in notified Government 
securities. Where the disclosure of 
wealth relates to more than one assess¬ 
ment year, the investment in notified 
securities is to be made with reference 
to the amount declared for last of 
these assessment yeans. The net 
wealth or, as the case may be, the 
value of the assets so declared will 
not bo taken into account for the 
purpose of any penalty or prosecution 
under the Wealh-tax Act. 

As the Hon’ble Members arc aware, 
the scheme of voluntary disclosure 
has proved highly successful. Accord¬ 
ing to the latest available information, 
it appears that 2,42,400 persons made 
declarations of income amounting to 
Rs. 741.24 crores in the aggregate. The 
income-tax payable On the disclosed 
income works out to' Rs. 241.14 croreis, 
of which a sum of Rs, 151.58 crores 
has already been paid. The remaining 
amount will be paid, according to the 
scheme, partly by the end of March 
this year and the reonaining by the 
end of March, 1977. A total number 
of IS,382 declarations have been made 
hiL respect of concealed wealth. 
aggregate amount covered bjt 
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declaraticxis comes to Rs. 812.11 crores. 
The wealth-tax in recpect of the dis¬ 
closed wealth works out to Rs. 6.91 
crores, of which a sum of Rs. 3.99 
crores has already been paid. The 
remaining amount will be paid partly 
by the end of March this year and the 
balance by the end of March, 1977. 

The scheme of voluntary disclosure 
has brought out a large amount of 
concealed income and wealth which 
can now be channelised into produc¬ 
tive fields in tlie overall interest of 
the economy. This is by no means a 
small gain and justifies Government’s 
decision to introduce the scheme of 
voluntary disclosure. Before conclud¬ 
ing, I would like to categorically state 
that Government’s decision to intro¬ 
duce thi'j scheme should not be mis¬ 
taken as a weakening of our deter¬ 
mination to fight tax evasion and other 
economic offences. I would like to 
assure this Hon’ble House that the 
drive against tax evasion and other 
economic offences will continue relent¬ 
lessly and with greater detei'mination. 

Sir, with these words, I commend 
this Bill to the House. 

MR. SPEAKER: Motion moved:

(Ausgraiii): Sir, it is a piec^eal 


legislation only to help their friends, 
the black money-holders who are 
running a parallel economy. So, I 
oppose the Bill and support the reso¬ 
lution moved by Shri Chandrappan. 

The much advertised voluntary 
disclosures are not voluntary. They 
are arising out of the raids conducted 
by the income-tax department in vari¬ 
ous parts of the country. If the gov¬ 
ernment publish the list of the houses 
they have raided during the lost 
counle of months and the names of the 
pf>r.-ons who have disclosed their in¬ 
come under the scheme, this fact can 
be proved. It shvmld also be noted 
that the .scheme was prepared after 
the conduct of raids on richer per- 
.«ons. Some nOnsational stories w'ere 
published about the raids, but not a 
single name was published. 

What is the reason for this? It was 
mainly to patch up with these per- 
son..^ and come to a compromise with 
them. This Bill, th'erefoi'e, is a devise 
to save the persons whose ill-gotten 
wealth was detected by the I.T. 
officials. 

The ^oluntary disclosure is only a 
part of the black money accumulated 
by the rich people. It is a permit 
given to them to continue holding 
black money and wealth. The gov¬ 
ernment, instead of publishing the 
names of the black money-holders is 
now permitting them to hold the 
money and this is being considered 
as th'cir return to the path of civic 
responsibility in future. The surren¬ 
der, therefore, to black money opera¬ 
tors will only perpetuate the pheno¬ 
menon of black money in Indian 
economy. 

The Wanchoo Committee wag ap¬ 
pointed by the government and some 
recommendations were made to plu^ 
the loopholes of tax-evaders but theim 
were not implemented by the govern- - 
ment. In the early fifties Prof, 
Mdor estimated thet tax eva;^oii 
anmim whs Rs. ioo credm. 
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Wanchoo Committee estimated the 
evasion to be Es. 1400 crores per year. 

What action did Government take 
to punish the black-money holders? 
When the Opposition is suppressed 
under MISA and DIR, why are these 
black-money owners treated as hono¬ 
ured guests? The reason is that they 
are donating to the Congress Party. 
So long as they continue to donate, 
they are saved. (Interruptions). 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD 
(Bhagalpur): How do you prove that? 
(Interruptions ). 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: Why are you not going to pub¬ 
lish their names? When they stopped 
donating, their houses were searched. 
When they re-start paying to the 
colters of the Congress Party, their 
eases are settled. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chiray- 
inkil): The hon. Member made a 
charge against my Party saying that 
these black-money holders pay money 
to my Party. We want to know from 
the hon. Member who are the people 
who paid the money and got their 
cases settled? Please give their 
names. 

MR. SPEAKER: This is no point of 
order. I would urge on the hon. 
Members not to make very wild, 
general and un-substantiated allega¬ 
tions. They should refrain from do¬ 
ing this and ii they want to make any 
specific allegation, they should inform 
me beforehand. Please follow the 
rules. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: first of all, the Government 
should publish their names. Kindly 
appoint a Parliamentary Committee 
to go into the matter and then we 
win be able to know that these 
black-money owners were paying re* 
gularfy to the eoSm^ of the Congress 
Bwdy. (fnterruiitkms). 
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This has become the modus-.ope- 
randi of black-money operations. 
Therefore, you are not prepared to 
disclose their names. Therefore, you 
are giving every protection. I would 
not be surprised if som'e of them are 
honoured by giving them Tadma- 
Shree’ and ‘Padma-Vibhushan’. 

The phenomenon of concealed in¬ 
come is being multiplied over a period 
of several years. The earning on 
black-money amounted to quite a big 
amount. It would certainly be less 
than what the Government would he 
getting by way of taxes. The dis¬ 
closed amount will also be deposited 
in bonds in the name of holders of 
black-money and will get interest 
thereon.

STATUTORY RESOLUTIONS RE 
DISAPPROVAL OF VOLUNTARY

INCOME AND WEALTH BILLr— 
contd. 

MR. dBSPUTY-SPEAKER: Mr. Hai¬ 
der, please continue. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA BAL¬ 
DER (Ausgram): Mr. Deputy Sperker, 
Sir, the protection given to the black 
money operators has made a moAery 
of the struggle against the black 
money.. If s<i«nebody has gtolan or 
embezzled money and g<»t tree item 
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the clutches of the police and now 
'' comes forward to disclose his income, 
he would be free, after sharing his 
booty with the Government. If some¬ 
body misappropriates the fimds of the 
company and makes a voluntary dis¬ 
closure, he would also get protection 
from the Government, because this 
disclosure is secret and would not be 
used against him* 

Sectioji 4(3) of the Bill makes the 
position clegr. It says: 

“Any person who has made a 
declaration under sub-seclion (1) of 
section 3 in respect of his income or 
as a representative assessee in res¬ 
pect of income of any person shall 
not be entitled to make any other 
declaration under that sub-section 
in respect of his income.” 

Thus, the Bill regularises the income 
of such persons and gives them full 
protection under the law. This dec¬ 
laration will not be admissible in evi¬ 
dence against the declarant. Section 
11 of the Bill gives this guarantee for 
the blackmoney holders.' Section 12 
further ensures secrecy of the decla¬ 
ration. Concessions are given in Sec¬ 
tion 13 in the matter of payment of 
wealth-tax. 

After so much concession is given, 
how much wealth has been disclosed? 
As stated by the Blitz, in its issue 
dated 10th January, 1976, it is only 
ten per cent of Rs. 20,000 crores. It 
says: 

“The Wanchoo Committee had 
estimated an evaded income of 
Rs. 1,400 crores for 1968-69 alone. 
On that basis. Congress MP Vasant 
Sathe, in a paper submitted to the 
Planning Commission, which was 
also discussed by the Executive of 
the Congress Parliamentary Party 
recently, has computed what he 
called the ^rolling black money’ in 
the country at Rs. 20,000 crores. If 
this figure were to be believed, the 
of Rs. 1,^0 crores represents 
i^an IQ per cent.” 


Blitz again says: 

“Be that as it may, of the 
Rs, 1,450 crores declared, nearly 
Rs. 1,200 crores go back, all made 
white to the declarants—the same 
men who had held it back all these 
years.” 

Blitz has given a further glaring ex¬ 
ample of bonus to dishonesty: 

“For 'example, the delinquent paid 
only 46.25 per cent on his Rs. 1 
lakh concealed income, whereas the 
honest regular paid on the same 
amount 53.60 per cent.” 

Thus, you could not mop up even 
ten per cent of the black money. 
Most of the disclosed money becomes 
the property of the tax-evaders. They 
are fuilher free to keep their black 
money while the Government is busy 
tomtoming the voluntary disclosure 
as an act of patriotism by the tax- 
evaders. 

Section 16 of the Bill gives immu¬ 
nity from penalty prosecution etc. 
under certain Acts and allows the 
culprits to get virtual Stale patronage 
for their past misdeeds. 

The Bill has, therefore, given a new 
slogan for the black money holders 
“ACCUMULATE BLACK MONEY- 
PAY DONATION TO CONGRESS 
PARTY—MAKE VOLUNTARY DIS¬ 
CLOSURE OF PART OF black 
MONEY—GET PROTECTION AGA¬ 
INST ALL PROSECUTION”. 

So, I oppose the Bill and support the 
Resolution moved by Sliri Cbandrap- 
pan. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, with rapt atten¬ 
tion I have listened to the profound 
views by three members of the oppo¬ 
sition. Shri Haidar chose ,to impute 
motives of di^onesty and patronage 
to a certain section of the tax-evadters 
by the people in the Government 
which, I submit, is not only, absurd 
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but also stupid. Such sort of wild 
and irresponsible allegations, do not in 
any manner add to his case nor do 
they enhance his stature. I think we 
have reached a stage when we should 
be less irresponsible in making wild 
allegations. 

So far as bon. Shri Sequeira and 
Shri Chandrappan are concerned, this 
measure is extremely immoral and 
verj"^ highly derogatory of the moral 
values by which all fiscal legislation 
must abide. Shri Chandrappan said 
that as a result of this measure, vir¬ 
tually the Finance iMinister was 
worshipping at the feet of the tax 
evaders. In a matter like this it is 
Very easy^o moralise and it is easier 
to pontificate, but when you are em¬ 
barking on a fiscal legislative measure 
of this nature, which I do submit is 
not going to be politically very popu¬ 
lar in the House, it does take a lot 
more imagination, much greater cour¬ 
age and keeping in view of the 
. national interests to a far greater 
extent. That it has been the right 
decision has been proved by the facts 
and figures quoted by the hon. Min¬ 
ister. 

I concede that it implies the neces¬ 
sity of giving souie sort of relief to 
those who have not been honest with 
their tax payment, there is no dispute 
about that. Every voluntary disclo¬ 
sure scheme does contain provisions 
which would put those who are tax 
evaders at a premium as against 
those who have been honest. Utterly 
correct. But we have to weigh this 
against the galvanizing effect on the 
economy when Rs. 1.550 crores are 
legitimised and Rs. 250 crores extra 
’ are collected. In fiscal legislation we 
should not be guided by doctrinaire 
conceptualisms, by any “isms”. Those 
fiscal laws are the best which yield 
the best results. And if the results 
are the criterion, then I submit that 
this scheme has been a grand success, 
and the Finance Ministry deserves 
our lull congratulations. 
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This attitude of criticism partly 
emanates out of a failure to under¬ 
stand the real problem which was 
sought to be grappled with and to 
"appreciate the varioixs provisions of 
this legislative measure and also part¬ 
ly because the whole attitude is a 
little negative and obscurantist. 

Shri Sequeira lamented that the 
honest men were put at a discount 
and dishonest men at a premium, but 
what has he suggested to- rationalise 
and streamline legislation for helping 
the honest men? What has any Mem¬ 
ber suggested to the Finance Minister 
in this respect for the future, so that 
more and more people are not driven 
to the path of tax evasion but keep 
to the narrow and straight path? 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA 
(Marmagoa): He has not been listen¬ 
ing. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I wish 
Member.s do take the criticism which 
I am levelling now in the spirit in 
w’hich it ought to be taken and give 
some thought to it instead of msdcing 
any flippant remarks about it. 

Hon. Member Shri Chandrappan is 
not here. He quoted certain figures 
from the Wanchoo Commission’s Re¬ 
port without understanding them very 
thoroughly. The conception of black 
money itself is diverse in the minds 
of different people. Some people 
seem to cojisider that black money is 
a different type of currency which is 
in circulation parallel with the Be* 
serve Bank’s currency. In fact, black 
money is a pedestrian name which has 
been given to what may be described 
as tax evasion. That is all. The same 
money in the hands of one may be 
black or tax-evaded, and in the hands 
of another it may mean money on 
which he is paying due taxes. There¬ 
fore, when the problem of black 
money is sought to be tackled, what 
is sought to be tackled is, in fact, ^e 
problem of tax evasion. He refnr^ 
to certain figures from the Wandhoo 
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^ Commission’s Report. The Wanchoo 
Commission in its Report, slated that, 
according to a certain method of cal¬ 
culation that they had followed, to 
-which I shall advert presently, in the 
assessment year 1968-69 tax evasion 
had been committed on an income of 
Rs. 1,400 crores. According to their 
estimate, if approximately 1/3 of the 
amount was to be taxed, the tax 
evasion in one year will be Rs. 470 
crores, and for people to earn 
Rs. 1,400 crores, the deal involved is 
Rs. 7,000 crores. 

Mr. Chandrappan was saying that 
there ig a black money of Rs. 4.000 
crore.s and you have unearthed 
Rs. 1.500 crores as a pittance money, 
lilow, what exactly is the tax evasion 
in each year is like counting of stars 
in the .sky. It might be easier for 
TWr. Mukherjee to count the stars in 
the sky than to come with any degree 
of certainty as to what exactiy is the 
tax evasion in a particular year. In 
fact, the method followed by the 
Wanchoo Committee itself is that they 
have themselves criticised it. They 
took the national income and the 
assessed income and said that the 
difference between the two represents 
the evaded income. That is an ex¬ 
tremely improper method of calcula¬ 
tion and it has itg limitations. How- 
"ever, that was also the method by 
I'licolas KalHer, which they themselves 
followed. 

The real problem is that the ap¬ 
proach in the whole matter is not 
sufficiently scientific. We do not have 
sufficient social data; we do not have 
a research cell as such, which should 
collect proper statistics, which should 
collect proper data, which should 
collect proper information, figures, 
etc. as a result of which, we can have 
a more scientific approach and find 
out what is lively to be the tax eva- 
i^on with some degree of precision in 
^e matter. 

Never wind what are the estimates 
suid how far they may vary. One 


must understand them. One may not 
take the Wanchoo Committee’s figures 
as the Gqspel truth; that would dis- 
tart the same and make all sorts of 
surmises. 

The Wanchoo Committee itself has 
enumerated eight causes of tax eva¬ 
sion and the first cause enumerated 
Was the high rates of taxation under 
the direct tax l.aws; the second cause 
was the economy of shortages and 
consequent controls and licences; the 
third cause was the donations to poli¬ 
tical parties; the fourth cause was the 
corrupt business practices; the fifth 
cause was the ceiUngg on, and disal¬ 
lowances of, business expenses; th'e 
sixth cause was the high*^ rates of 
sales-tax and other levies; the seventh 
cause was the ineffective enforcement 
of tax laws and the eighth cause was 
the deterioration in moral standards. 

To implement the recommendations 
of the W.ifichoo Committee, the Gov¬ 
ernment did its best to bring a legis¬ 
lation. and they introduced the Taxa-* 
tion Laws (Amendment) Bill in 1973. 
For nearly three years, the Select 
Committee deliberated over that Bill, 
and those recommendations w-ere ac¬ 
ceptable to the Committee and 
were brought before the House. After 
the Report of the Select Committee 
was submitted, a comprehensive bifi 
was passed. In that Bill, very string¬ 
ent measures are provided for tax 
evaders; provisions of penalty and 
prosecution have been provided. For 
a pep'on who is indulging in tax 
evasion of hundreds and thousands or 
more, now the penalty sought to be 
provided is seven years rigorous im¬ 
prisonment with a minimum riprous 
imprisonment of gi* months’ time, v 

Thereafter, the Government has 
been takpig a oeries of measures. In 
fact, it is not possible, while you «re 
dealing with the problem of taxatioti, 
because you are dealing vdth a wet 
tricky matter. It is not jo^®. ** F®** 
want people te ^ pay thdr tasttSI 
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honestly—nowhere in the world, 
people pay taxes honestly. 

I was reading a report. In the 
United States of America, they have 
hauled up one thousand people; there 
the laws are very stringent. So far as 
the fraud taxation ’aw .3 are concern¬ 
ed, a bandit may get away, a robber 
may get away, but the tax evader 
there is pul behind the bars. Whatever 
may be the deficiency in the system 
of working of that country, one good 
thing is that once a tax-payer is 
caught, if he is not able to wield 
political influence, he goes behind the 
^ars straightway. 

There the federal grand jury inves¬ 
tigated into the tax fraud of about 
one thousand people including the 
multi-nationals. This is a very difficult 
and ticklish problem. It is very easy 
to moralise that you are indulging in 
til sorts of gimmicks and giving all 
lorts of concession to people who have 
not been straight and honest with you; 
but if you are put with the problem 
of getting people to pay more and 
more taxes, then there is a problem 
of how to legitimise more and more 
money, bring it in the official channel 
from the unofficial channel. I would 
submit that till today, no measure has 
been as successful as the 
measure of voluntary disclosure, 
and to criticise the Government in 
this measure is an act, which is very 
unfair*. I would not like to call it 
anti-social. I will go a step further. 
If my learned friends w-ere to appre¬ 
ciate that it is very easy, I shall sub¬ 
mit to pontificate that it is easy to 
make lectures and rebuk© somebody 
that you have done this thing or that 
thing or why have you done this thing 
>r that thing. You should suggest the 
way how you are going to legitimise 
Rs. 1,500 crores. Searches and seizures 
have been carried out relentlessly. 
You takejny word. You can carry 
out searches and seizures for the rest 
of your life but the tax evasion will 
oh, as it is, unless you can so make 
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laws that the people of their own_ 
volition come out and make more and 
more payment of taxes. These sorts 
of measures, stringent measures, are 
alwayo double-edged weapons. The 
more stringent laws you make, the 
more ingenuity you find in the process 
of tax evasion and more difficult it 
becomes for the Government to detect 
the tax-evasion. 

What has happened to a large num¬ 
ber of searches and seizures which 
have taken place for years and years? 
When we were taking evidence before 
the Joint Committee, we examined the 
Director of Investigation and we found 
to our amazement that for three or 
four years, the documents were lying 
with him seized and he was not able 
to assefej what income was concealed. 
Do you want this sort of process to 
go on ad infinitum and ad auseum? It 
is easy to catch hold of people, it is 
easy to seize documents. But it is very 
difficult to pin down that this is the 
total concealed income. It is very 
difficult to penalise a person and send 
him to jail. 

They have been doing all that, I ask 
them; How many people they have 
sent to jail despite their best efforts? 
How many people have been 
penalised? So man.y raids and searches 
have taken place. I want to know 
how may assessmets they, have been 
able to finalise. If they hav© not been 
able to do it, what is the-use of say¬ 
ing, “You are coining out with a 
measure which puts dishonest people 
at a‘ premium.” With this measure, 
the Minister has been able to collect 
more and more taxes. So, this is the 
best fiscal measure. This is the crite¬ 
rion. 

Let us consider the salient features 
of the Voluntary Disclosure Schatne. 
Mr. Sequeira made certain comaaaciits 
which made me feel that thme apiMBara 
to be certam misapprehension eboat 
what is contained in the Volunlaxy 
Disclosure Scheme. There is no Siocb 
provision which entitles a to 
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make a disclosure i& different names. 
¥ There a complete misconception in 
his mind if he ivere to think that a 
person could go to the Commissioner 
and disclose it in his name, in his 
wife’s name or in someone else’s 
name. Only a person who is liable 
to be assessed under the Income-tax 
Act can be a declarant. If you 
have disclosed income in 
anybody’s name, that disclosure will 
be null and void plus the Department 
will have the information to proceed 
against it. 

If you see the provisions of this 
measure, they are really imaginative. 
'The people who have been subjected, 
to searches and seizures, to them 
there is no concessional rate of taxa¬ 
tion whatsoever. I am now dealing 
with the point made by Mr. Sequeira. 
There is the normal rate of taxation to 
euch people. The only immunity is 
from penalty and prosecution. Does 
he know that in the amending Act 
which we passed in 1975, Section 273A 
vests the same power with the Com¬ 
missioner to waive the entire penalty. 
If the penalty is waived and reduced, 
the prosecution is also waived and 
reduced. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUBIRA; 
That is optional, this is mandatory. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: That which 
is optional is given a statutory recog¬ 
nition in this. If the Commissioner is 
given a discretionary power, it is all 
right and the Commissioner can be 
trusted. But to say that Parliament 
has faRed us, if it is given a statutory 
recognition, according to me, is im¬ 
moral. What are we talking about? 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA: 
The documents have already 
been seized, the concealed income has 
klready been found by the Depart- 
tneni The people already caught, are 
bring bailed out by this measure. 

: SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I disagree 
with him. He does not know the 
^lifference between the two. There is 
a slip between the cup and the lip- 
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The seizure of documents is (me thing 
and the assessment is something 
different. He seems to feel that once 
the documents are seized, once the 
properties are seized, that is the 
end of the matter and the 
people will be condemned and sent to 
jaU. That does not happen. The 
entire law, the case law is the»:e. 1 
do not know what the courts are 
going to do. I do not know how that 
is going to impede the work. It is not 
such an easy thing. It is a terrible 
thing; it is a very tricky business. It 
is easily said but it is difficult to 
understand all these things. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA: He 
knows better. 

Shri N. K. P. SALVE: If he admits^ 
then he muot accept it I do not say 
that everything has been done; that 
this is the end of the matter. Much 
more needs to be done. I wish he were 
a little more positive in his approach. 
Have something done for the people 
so that they never go to the path of 
tax-evasion. Let not honest people be 
forced to go to the path of tax-eva¬ 
sion by certain unimaginative and 
irrational laws. I wish he talked 
about those matters. Nothing is said 
about it. In fact many people are 
driven to the path of tax evasion 
because our laws are such; it comxmls 
them to resort to methods and ways 
and means which are extremely un¬ 
fair and improper. The Wanchoo Com¬ 
mittee has itself recommended several 
things. Many of them have been 
accepted; many of them have not 
been accepted. Therefore, I submit to 
the Finance Minister to ignore what 
the Hon’ble Members had to say by way 
of a negative approach and a negative 
criticism. But I wish to suggest a fe'vr 
methods by which we can re-orient 
our entire direct tax laws on a j^ienti- 
fic basis. I submit that if the fiscal 
laws are to yield the best resiitti^ we 
need to rationalise our tax laws com¬ 
pletely. In that connection, I wirii tu 
make a few suggestions straightway 
to the Finance Minister. 

Ihe first and foremost thing is that, 
for a sic^tJflc re-ortmtation, we 
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would want a research cell and a 
proper and a full otatistics collection, 
machinery to be set up. The existing 
working of the Directorate of Statis¬ 
tics and Figures and Information is 
extremely unsatisfactory. Today, the 
levy of direct taxes has become a fine 
art and a science in the western world. 
The whole theory of increasing taxes 
to augment the revenues has been 
despatched to the limb of an exploded 
myth. Today, the latest theory is to 
raise tax to a point where you collect 
the maximum tax, beyond that point, 
when you reach a proint of no-return, 
either revert back or go up to it. You 
need to have a scientific approach and 
attitude in the matter and you cannot 
have a scientific apprroach and attitude 
unless you have sufficient data, infor¬ 
mation and material. In that respect, 
our Department is hopelessly deficient. 

Secondly, I submit that we need to 
rationalise tax on personal incomes. So 
far as corporate taxes are concerned, 
in our country they get away very 
cheaply. The study made by the 
Reserve Bank of India revealed that 
about two or two-and-a-half years 
ago, the effective rate of tax of the 
companies never exceeded 4o per cent. 
So, the monopoly houses and rich 
people who are operating through the 
veil of a ‘corporation' get away by 
floating companies and pay only 40 
per cent tax; but so far as individuals 
are concerned, the rates of taxation 
reached the dizzy heights of 97.75 per 
cent. In fact, the Wanchoo Committee 
itself was exceedingly critical of this 
sort of rates of taxation, and they had, 
in their report, pointed out: 

“When the marginal rate of taxa¬ 
tion is as high as 97,75 per cent, the 
net profit on conceataent can be as 
much as 4,300 per cent of the after¬ 
tax income. The implication of 
97.75 per cent income-tax is tbat 
it is more profitable at a certain 
level of incrnne tp evade tax on 
Rs. ^ than to earn honestly 
i&i. 1,000. We will not be surprised 
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that placed in such a isituation, it 
would be difficult lor a person to ,■ 
resist the temptation to evade 
taxes.” 

I am not subscribing to this view 
without reservation and qualification. 

I submit that we have to uce our direct 
taxes as an instrument to eradicate 
disparities in our wealth and opportu¬ 
nities. In our economic wealth and 
economic powers, disparities have to 
be eradicated effectively through the 
instrumentality of our direct taxes. I 
submit that this can be done only ifl 
more and more taxes sure collected by 
way of direct taxes, but to considw 
that high rates of taxation will mean 
the maximum or optimum taxation is 
an incorrect concept. Determine that 
point at which you will have the 
maximum collection and also permit 
the optimum saving. You will have 
to have a very scientific approachl 
where you allow the optimum saving 
and the maximum collection for the 
Revenues. That is the beet situation; 
that is the best condition by which 
We would be able to invest and people 
wouM be able to save moneys which 
the Government must statutorily 
harness into productive channels—for 
more and more production—and not 
let it be available to people for 
conspicuous consumption. I hope that^ 
if he is thinking of some laws and if 
rates are ever reduced, those rated 
are not reduced whereby people are 
allowed to spend money on conspicu¬ 
ous consumption and for vulgar ex¬ 
penditure like marriages and things 
like that, and only those people will 
be given relief who will be diverting 
their savings into productive channels 
and into such channels which, accord¬ 
ing to Government'^ priorities, have 
to be given priority. 

I submit also that there has to be 
rationalisation of taxes. The first one 
I want to submit is about what is rPr 
ferred to by the Wanchoo Committee 
also as the ceiling on disallowances of 
business expmses. Certaiii Imitiniate* 
genuhie bushiese exiMnaet are sowiA^ 
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m diaMlQWed statutorily. Nothing 
is more irrational than that. X can¬ 
not understand that at all. Parliament 
enacted it to prevent abuse of enter¬ 
tainment expenses. All over the 
world, business people have to in¬ 
dulge in entertainment expenses. In 
our country, the monopoly houses and 
the large business people started run¬ 
ning their own houses indulging in 
all sorts of wasteful expenses and 
debting them to the companj’-’s acco¬ 
unt. Parliament made a law ihat en¬ 
tertainment expenses should be dis¬ 
allowed. As a result of that, what 
has this Department done? Hecently, 

I had an opportunity to see a case 
where an assessee made a profit of 
Rs. 1 crore, and the amount of Rs. 2,000 
and odd which he had spent on serving 
tea, coca cola and things lihe that by 
way of extending the ordinary courte¬ 
sies to the people who came to his 
oflice was disallowed. If it was allow- 
®d tiy the Appellate Commissioner, the 
Department would fight it in the Tri¬ 
bunal or the High Court or the Sup¬ 
reme Court. What sort of attitude is 
this? Is it fair that you would not 
allow Rs. 2,500 to be spent on serving 
tea, etc.? Are they human Robots or 
are they human beings doing buisiness? 
You have to be reasonable. By no 
means, allow lavish entertainment in 
5-star hotels: do not allow alcoholic 
drinks. Bat, certainly, there are cer¬ 
tain basic courtesies which are to be 
extended by a human being to ano¬ 
ther human being, by one business¬ 
man to another business-man. All 
over the world, this is accepted. This 
sort of expenses has to be allowed. 
There are very many expenses of this 
nature which are sought to be dis¬ 
allowed. These should be allowed. 

The second point is about donations 
to political parties. Is there any ra¬ 
tionale why donations to the political 
parties should not be deducted? As 
Chairman of the Select Committee on 
the Taxation Laws (Amendment) Bill, 
I can say &ere was a bhne when'all 
the opposition Members were agree¬ 
able and tiiey had said, Tlhanhnoudy 


we shall recommend to the Qovern- 
ment that political donations should 
be allowed’. But, unfortunately, there 
came a movement, the movement of 
Mr. Jayaprakash Narayan, and all the 
Opposition Members started saying, 
'No; we cannot recommend this sort 
of thing’. What sort of hypocrisy are 
We indulging in? What sort of double 
standards are we building for oursel¬ 
ves? Can the Members who oppose 
the scheme keep their hand on their 
heart and say that it would not be 
healthy to the political growth of the 
country that political donations are 
allowed instead of forcing all the poli¬ 
tical parties to take these donations 
underhand and making accusations 
against one another? In fact, the Law 
Minister has given an assurance on the 
floor of the House that donations to 
political parties will be allowed. 

There is one more point. There is 
an extremely maligned community 
a.nd that is the community of the film 
world. The film people are indulging 
in. all sorts of large scale tax e'roaion. 
No one who indulges in tax evasion 
should be shown any mercy; about 
that, I makfe no mistake. But there 
are certain basic irrationalities about 
their taxation. We, Members of Par¬ 
liament, are allowed certain expenses, 
we receive a salary of Rs. 6,000 a ye&r 
and out of that, about 20 per cent is 
allowed, whether we maintain any 
record or not. We are incurring an 
expenditure much more than that. 
so far as the film artistes are concern¬ 
ed . 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur)! 
Are you gSlting Rs, 6,000 or Rs. 10,000? 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: E hope, Mr. 
Banerjee will pdt that question to the 
Finance Minister. I would not be able 
to answer that. Be that as it may, we 
are allowed a 20 per cent deduction 
because we do incur that expenditure. 
None of us can maintain a record. 
The film artistes live in a very strange 
sert of 'world; they li^ under the 
glare of sre-Ught and glamour 
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they have to inciir a certain expendi¬ 
ture to maintain themselves and to 
project a certain image of themselves. 

Let Us face the realities. Therefore, I 
submit, to induce them to a correct 
path, to induce them to pay correct 
taxes, they may be allowed a deduc¬ 
tion of 20 per cent. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Why not 30 
per cent? 

SHRI ,N. K, P. SALVE: Let us be 
realistic. It is very easy to moralise 
on tax matters. But one has to be a 
hard-headed realist. If you do not 
allow this sort of expenses, what will 
happen is, he will continue with the 
expenses and will never show them 
in the books of account, he will never 
show them officially, do whatever you 
may like. Therefore, either tolerate 
that sort of affair or properly rationa¬ 
lise the matter, so that, if some one 
gets Rs. 10 lakhs, he gets a deduction 
of Rs. 2 lakhs. In fact, he would have 
a vested interest in showing larger 
gross receipts because the larger the 
gross rec’felpts the larger would be the 
exemption. 

SHRI K. GOPAL (Karur): Why 
only film people? 

SHRI N. K, P. SALVE; Because it 
is a much-maligned community. The 
actors, the directors^ the music direc¬ 
tors, the play-back singers, etc.,—^their 
knowledge of these things is very 
limited. If you are keen and if you 
are anxiotis, you can maintain. Profes¬ 
sionals can maintain their accounts. I 
get much more than 20 per cent be¬ 
cause I can maintain my records, I 
get from Rs. 7,000—8000 deduction for 
my constituency expenses, but 3 rou get 
only Rs. 1,200. But if you caff mafii- 
tain accounts properly, you will get 
much moils deduction. But you do 
not have this kind of any such expen¬ 
ses, so you do not get anything- 

SHRX SRASMO' DE SEQUEIRA: 
a very rash statement.

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEB 
(Burdwan): This is where the** cen¬ 
sorship will help him. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: In the end 
there is only one suggestion I have to 
make. In this amendment Act which 
was passed here, the Government for 
reasons not mentioned anywhere, have 
flouted one of the very important re¬ 
commendations, a Tinanimoxis recom¬ 
mendation of the Select Committee 
that investments in the Trust if made 
out of the corpus must not disqualify 
the Trust from exemption of income. 
All sorts of manipulations were done 
by the Trusts so far as incomes are 
concerned. Birla & Co. floated many 
public trusts and instead of diverting 
the income to charitable purposes, 
they started building guest houses. In 
fact it was misused—^this income. In 
this case, virtually charity for them 
started at home. Therefore, what was 
required to be curbed was that so far 
as the income is concerned, which is 
sought to be abused. Instead of that, 
there should be no option given to the 
Trust to put it to any investments. It 
must be utilised in that month itself 
for the purposes of the Trust. But, 
so far as the corpus is concerned, if a 
person has got some shares, suppose, 
if I have got some five shares and if 
I want to put it in a public trust, why 
do you want to prevent it? There is 
nothing wrong. You are not giving 
me exemption from the corpus of the 
trust. But the Government have said 
that the Trust cannot acquire shares. 
You can.not make a donation of the 
shares because the moment you make 
a donatioh of the shares, whatever in¬ 
come accrues, that will not be entitl¬ 
ed to exemption. Is there any ration¬ 
ale in it? You are wanting evenues 
for more and more investment because 
without more and more investment, 
we will not be able to bring about a 
proper growth^. I submit the Minister 
wiR look into this. 

Before I conclude, whatever he has 
achieved, we cannot minimise the im- 
^tixtgnce of the cwnditioM created by 
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Emergency. It is the Emergency 
which has ushered in an absolutely 
new era, a golden era where people 
are more responsible and more respon¬ 
sive and if it was not for that, he 
woul(j not have been able to achieve 
the success. I ardently hope that 
whatever are the gains of Emergency, 
•we will be able to consolidate and 
benefit out of it in the days to come 
so that the vulnerable sections, the 
weaker sections, the under-privileged 
sections do get the best which they 
have been denied all these years. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam); 
The objective of the scheme of 
voluntary disclosure has been stated: 

“to give an opportunity to persons 
who had evaded tax in the past to 
disclose their concealed income and 
wealth, to pay taxes thereon on 
reasonable terms and return ta the 
path of civil responsibility in 
future.” 

When so many wonders are claimed 
to have been done in the name of 
Emergency, when the workers and the 
common people have been asked in a 
stem way to come to the path of res¬ 
ponsibility and discipline, why not 
under the, same emergency bring the 
same responsibility to the tax-dodgers, 
the black-marketeers and other anti- 
social elements? This is a thing which 
I am not able to comprehend. The 
laws and the attitudes are very sharp, 
harsh, and stringent against the wor¬ 
kers in claiming bonus or in their 
right to strike to get a redressal of 
their just grievance why you should 
not show the same harshness against 
the tax-dodgers and bootleggers is a 
thing which passes my imagination. 

It has been stated in this House also 
that during the last week of Septem¬ 
ber, 1975 that large transactions of 
pugrees m respect of fashionable flats 
in Bombay were discovered and that 
negotiations were carried on by -widl- 
known persons- It is also noted that 
the Chaiittan of the Board of Direct 
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Taxes had been to Bombay personally 
in the Arst week of October. I do not 
know what studies he made, what 
negotiations he conducted or what re¬ 
presentations he received. But, in the 
end, we were presented with an ordi¬ 
nance followed by an amendment. 

It is not a new thing. In 1951, we 
had a voluntary scheme called the 
‘Tyagi Scheme’. In 1965, we had two 
voluntary disclosure schemes known 
as T, T. K. Scheme. Apart from these 
attempts, Section 271 (4A) pfermits 
voluntary disclosure scheme as a 
normal feature. 

The Wanchoo Committee which has 
been quoted here by many hon. 
Members was very categorical in its 
opposition to the idea of introduction 
of any general scheme of disclosure 
either now or in future. They have 
pointed out that ‘the general feel¬ 
ings is that such a scheme places 
a premium on fraud or as unfair to 
the honest tax payer.’ Unless there is 
an abnormal situation such as after 
the war or at a time of national crisis, 
there is no justificataion for an extra¬ 
ordinary measure of disclosure scheme. 
Two days ago, the Public Accounts 
Committee placed on the Table here a 
Review on the Income-lx Depart¬ 
ment for the past one decade and 
made it clear: 

“If the vigour with which searches 
and raids are being presently con¬ 
ducted and the amount of black 
money unearthed is any indication, 
it appears that if the normal duties 
of the department had been pro¬ 
perty and efilciently performed 
there ^ould have been a greater 
compliance by the tax-payers and 
higher realisation of receipts in 
proper time.” 

The same review put on record: 

“Unfortunately, the Income-tax 
Department appears to be manag¬ 
ing its affairs by wbat might bis 
dubbed the principle of Managemeat 
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by Crisis’ rather than 'Management 
by Objectives.’. 

That is what the Public Accounts Com¬ 
mittee which comprise.*! of members 
of all the parlies in the House has to 
say about the efficiency of the Depart¬ 
ment. Thus, the success of a volxm- 
tary disclosure scheme k a reflection 
on the improper and inefficient per¬ 
formance of the department and the 
management by crisis. 

Regarding the amount of wealth 
and income reported to have been 
brought out by the present scheme, 
figures have been given from time to 
time. On 25th December, 1975 the 
figure of voluntary disclosures given 
by the Chairman of the Board was 
Rs. 150 crores. On 28th December, 
1975, the figure was reported to have 
croGsed 300 crores. About two days 
later, on the 30th December, 1975 it 
was disclosed that the amount had 
exceeded Rs. 600 crores. On 31st 
December, 1975, it was reported that 
the scheme had resulted in over 1100 
crores. On 2nd January, 1976 when 
the Minister went on the air, he gave 
the break-up of Rs. 750 crores income 
and Rs. 700 crores worth of a>3sets as 
disclosed by the scheme;. He also gave 
the resultant estimated tax figure of 
Rs. 250 crorec with Rs. 40 crores to be 
put in approved investment. Thus 
within a ^ort period about Rs. 1500 
crores have come out. 


I admit that this figure is very 
impressive. If a sum of Rs. 1500 
crores was to flow suddenly into the 
economy of a country, will it be able 
to tolerate It? It will be a veritable 
avalanche, it wiU be a surge of the 
sea into the land; it would be a cloud 
outburst on the area. What has 
happened? If this, amount of Rs. 1500 
crores )b®s been, injected withm a 
of two wi^te into the economy 
Cnounlry, tKe ^lesbrve 
have withdrawn an e<iuai 
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aimotut from the circulatum, otherwise 
the economy would have collapsed; 
there would have been steep inflation. 
These two things have not happened. 
The Reserve Bank has not withdrawn 
the amount and the inflation has not 
been felt. My plea is, that we ohould 
be given actulal break-up of this 
Rs. 1500 crores; how much is the 
actual amount that has been unearth¬ 
ed. My fear is that there may be 
repetitive counting in this. I know a 
specific case reported to me in Madras. 
A cinema star had given the value of 
a property as Rs. 4 lakhs. That was 
under investigation. The Department 
put it at Rs. 8 lakhs. A compromise 
has been struck and now it has been 
settled at Rs. 6 lakh§. What they do 
is, they take it for eight years. If the 
wealth tax assessment related to eight 
years, they would take it Rs. 6 lakhs 
multiplied by eight years, that is Rs. 48 
lakhs, whereas the real wealth un¬ 
earthed is only Rs. 6 lakhs. That is 
repetitive counting. For tax purposes, 
it is correct, not otherwise. I would, 
therefore, like to know how much re- 
amendable to some portions of taxation 
crores. 

The previous voluntary disclosure 
schemes were put in opertion under 
the taxation laws, but now we have 
got a Bill comprehensive in itself. It 
does not rely on any other taxation 
laws. Earlier disclosures were 
amenable to some portions of taxation 
law. 

For example, there is no restriction 
in the present Bill about the period 
over which the amount can be spread 
over. Ag per the present Bill the 
income shown can be spread over 
from 1922, The spread over will 
never be questioned. Suppose a person 
gave a figure of wealth 20 years ago, 
now it will automatically be multiplied 
by 26. 

We should have a detailed break up 
Of the figures for the ttoee slabs; 
namely incomes disdosed not exceed- 
itii; BA 2fl,000, eSceediiig Eg. 
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not exdeeding Its. 50,000 and exceed¬ 
ing Rs. SO,000. 

It is Certain that most of the dis¬ 
closures have Jjeen declared under the 
first slab of Rs. 25,000. Otherwise with 
Rs. 750 crores we would have got 
Rs. 400 crores. If it goes .beyond 
Rs. 50,000, then even with Rs. 750 
crores, it would have been at least 50 
per cent more. 

It is certeiin that most of the disclo¬ 
sures are in the first slab. Many of the 
disclosures should have been made 
under Benami names. 

I would like to quote from 2.29, page 
12 from the Wanchoo Committee Re¬ 
port. I am sure Mr. Salve would 
have read— 

“DiscloGures made in the names 
of minors, ladies and benamidars 
have, on the other hand, contributed 
to perpetuating evasion, and ren¬ 
dered investigation in many a case 
of suspected tax evasion difficult or 
even futile.” 

Therefore, whenever the large amount 
is being distributed over a number of 
years and through a number of per¬ 
sons—Benamidan? are bound to come 
up—it is ve^ difficult for the Depart¬ 
ment to go into that. 

It has further been mentioned in the 
Wanchoo Committee Report— 

“We were fuirtheir informed by 
the Central Board of Direct Taxes 
that there were several instances of 
the same set of person's taking 
advantage of all the three disclosure 
schemes.”. 

I would like to know from the Minister 
how many pensons who availed the 
previous disclosure schemes, have 
availed the present scheme also. 

The other day Dr. V. K. R. V. Rao 
was very enthusiastic about Rs. 1,500 
crores , (hfir. Salve was also very 
enthusiastic) being avilable for capital 


formation and investment for indus¬ 
trial . growth. I would like to know 
what is the amount that has been put 
into economy and how much tax has 
been collected and put In public ex¬ 
chequer upto 51st December. It is 
well known that the black money has 
not been kept in cash elone. It has 
been converted into property, gold, 
jewellery. What is the amount that 
has been brought into operation in 
economy? Rs. 1,500 crores is not the 
correct figure. 

Black money in the “form of cash is 
avoided. If you are taking into 
account the other things or sources, 
then you may get estimates. You 
may not get money to flow into the 
national economy. Please let me know 
how much is the money in cash. 

This has been pointed out by the 
members who spoke earlier too, and 
I want (o stress that the present sche¬ 
me ia a fraud On the honest tax payer. 
A tax dodger has the best of both the 
worlds. During the time of evasion, 
he did not pay the tax nor surcharge 
nor the interest for the late payment. 
Over and above, these “beneflits” ap¬ 
propriated by himself in an illegal way, 
the Government now in a legal way 
ailov/s him some more “benefits” in the 
form of a low rate of tax. In 1974-75, 
the rate for the highest slab was reduc¬ 
ed. For instance, an assesseehaving an 
income of Rs. 1 lakh had to pay a tax 
of Rs. 53,559, that includes surcharge. 
If he had waited for some more time 
he would have had to pay only Rs. 
46,250. This is so in 1973-74 and 
1974-75. If you take the earlier years 
when you have 96 per cent rate at 
the tO]j slab, the difference could be 
even mere. 

The present scheme only honours 
the dishonest people, gives a premiixm 
on dishonesty and at the best or at 
the worst, if you put it on the same 
scale, as normal person, 1 would 
accept. But here if a person dodges 
payment tax he pays for Rifc I lalch, 
Rs. 46,250 and if he is honest he would; 
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have pai<i its. 53,559. I fail to know 
wliat the logic behind these things is. 

i do not know why the payment of 
tax under the voluntary disclosure 
scheme could be made by instalments. 
He has not disclosed for so many 
years. Till 1975 he has evaded the 
tax. Instead of treating him as anti¬ 
social, why is he being allowed to pay 
this in instalments, I do not know. 
Why should this leniency be .shown? 

Over and above all, instructions 
have been issued regarding conversion 
of search and seizures into this dis¬ 
closure scheme. Section 14 has 'been 
put there. This is certainly a contra¬ 
diction in terms Government has made 
investigations and located the source, 
it gete there and seizes the amount, 
both income and wealth, and this 
should be taken as certain seizure and 
treated as such. But why that should 
be treated as a volunta;^ disclosure, 
I fail to understand. It is beyond the 
comprehension of anybody. Of course, 
to Mr., Salve, who is an eminent tax 
consultant in this House, nothing can 
be gained if you make any number of 
of such seizures; for him this is a 
perfect way to do this, etc. What is 
the logic, I fail to imderstand. Is 
voluntary disclosure scheme going to 
be a permanent feature in our statute 
book? At no time you are compelling 
the man who refuses to pay. At no 
time you take action against the tax 
dodger, against anti-social elements 
and blackmarketeers who thrive on 
miseries of people, who cause starva¬ 
tion dealths in many homes. You are 
not doing that. Emergency is being 
sought to impose certain discipline in 
the minds of the people. Emergency 
is meant for an abnormal situation. 
This voluntary disclosure step should 
have been an abnormal one, but by 
making it likb this, every 19 years or 
15 srears, you are only normalising 
this. If we agree with Mr. Salve who 
kaid that any amount of moralisation 
♦fil not (h>, then only immorally will 
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gain ground, only dishonesty can have 
a say, only the penson who loots will 
rule. What salvation persons like Mr. 
Salve give to the country, I don’t 
know. 

It has been reported in the Press 
that the Finance Minister Mr. Subra- 
maniam has written to the State Gov¬ 
ernments not to proceed on sales tax 
collections on the transactions involv¬ 
ed in those disclosures. I want to know 
the propriety and the constitutionality 
of this instruction. Has the Finance 
Minister got the right to say to the 
State Government that they i^iould 
not collect the sales tax which, is due 
to them? Can he say, because of emer¬ 
gency, I have got all the powers, I 
can is3Ue any amount of directions, 
etc? I want to know the constitution¬ 
ality and the propriety by which he 
gets the powers to ask the State Gov¬ 
ernments not to collect the sales-tax 
on the transactions involved in these 
disclosures. 

Sections 69, 69-A and 69-B are the 
well-known cections in the Income- 
tax Act and they allow the unearthed 
income to be taxed for that year only. 
Whenever any amoimt is xmearthed, 
that amount has to be taken as an 
income for that particular year and 
this is not allowed to spread over for 
so many years. But, under the pre¬ 
sent scheme of volxintary disclosures, 
a declarant can spread it over a long 
number of years avoiding the higher 
slab of taxation, surcharge, advance 
tax payment and interests. Suppose 
the man hak now declared the income. 

He was dodging the tax for about 10 
or 15 years. The interest that has been 
saved by him on the tax avoided would 
have given double the amount. 

I want to know how they are going 
to distinguish between wealth and 
income. Under the present sch^ne, 
suppose a person has accumulated 
wealth in gold jewellery, etc. and so 
much of amoimt is found in him. He 
gives a declaration that this is his 
income and this is Ms wealth. Weal^ 
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will attract only a small percentage, 
^whereas ^ income will attract a hig¬ 
her percentage of tax- Who will 

investigate that? How are you 

^ing to sort them?. What is the method 
that you have got or norm that you 
are going to put? I am afraid that 
when you say Rs. 1,500 crores has been 
split into two, in that case, you will 
not go into the source. How many 
persons are going to file the returns? 
In that case everybody will go scot- 
free in this blessed country which 
has been put under emergency and 
also because of these two ordinances. 

In its attempt to cajole the dishonest, 
the Government itself becomes dis¬ 
honest. The blackmarketeer who held 
the poor people to ransom and brought 
misery and starvation to numberless 
homes now gets away with a favour¬ 
able tax and treatment. 

There is another anomaly. You 
are putting a premium on the dis¬ 
honest man and the honest man is 
punished. You are discriminating 
among the tax-dodgers themselves. If 
gold has been seized under Income- 
tax and Wealth Tax Acts, then the 
declarant can get the benefit under the 
preeent Bill. Suppose the gold seized 
under the Customs Act or the Gold 
Control Act, that does not get the 
benefit under the Bill. What is the 
logic? The same offence has been 
committed by two persons but just 
because Government took it in its head 
to go against him under the Income- 
tax Act or the Wealth Tax Act, he 
gets the benefit but if it is taken imder 
the Customs Act or the Gold Control 
Act, the other will no get the benefit. 
On this I would like to have a clarifi¬ 
cation from the Minister. 

In the end, i have to say that this 
is not a voluntary disclosure of income 
and wealth but this ih a voluntary 
surrender to di^onest, fraudulent 
practices and anti-social elements in 
the country. The voluntary disclosure 
scheme is only a victorious dishonesty 
scheme. 


SHBI S. R. DAMANl (Sholapur): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, beforh I 
touch some of the important points 
made by my hon. friends from the 
Opposition, as my first duty, I would 
like to congratulate the honourable 
Minister for his courage and also the 
Chairman of the Direct Taxes and his 
colleagues for the splendid success 
achieved under the voluntary disclo¬ 
sure scheme. j 

My friendo who had taken a long 
time only found fault with the scheme, 

I think that even eminent persons 
like Shri Sezhiyan and Shri Chand- 
rappau could not offer suggestions as 
to hew this tax evasion could be 
avoided in future. But they have not. 
Sir, their policy is to criticise the 
Government and from the very begin¬ 
ning they are sticking to this policy 
of criticising the Government. Sir, our 
Prime Minister on many an occasion 
sought their cooperation and has 
asked them to give good suggestions 
for the national causes but it seems 
they do not want to cooperate and 
only criticise. If criticism is going to 
fulfil the aim they may feel happy but 
that will not bring any major results.

Sir, they have pointed out the dis¬ 
advantages of this scheme and I want 
to lay emphasis on the advantages 
which this scheme has brought to the 
country. Before I proceed on this 
point, I would like to say that it was 
very essential that when Taxation 
Amendment Bill came into force a 
chance should be given to those per¬ 
sons to come forward and declare 
their unaccounted income. Secondly, 
the huge amount that is utilised for 
other purposes can be utilised for the 
productive purposes. 

As I have already said, I will indi¬ 
cate the advantages of this scheme. In 
the previous two schemes the response 
was very poor and undor this scheme 
about 1,600 crores of wealffi have been 
disclosed the Government will get 
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Rs. 300 crores by way of taxes only 
and another Rs, 50 crores as invest¬ 
ment in Government securities. So, 
within one year the gain of revenue 
is to the extent of Rs. 350 crores. 
According to my calculations every 
year revenue to the extent of Rs. 100 
crores will increase on account of 
these declarati{?ns of wealth. So, the 
advantages are: (1) declared amounts 
will now be put to productive use; (2) 
it creates more wealth and a larger 
revenue:; (3) increase in wealth tax 
collections in future years; (4) con¬ 
taining inflation; (5) less litigations 
and (6) more assessees added, recurr¬ 
ing gain for revenue collection. 

Sir, niy friend has said that before 
introducing this scheme some raids 
were stopped in certain areas. I think 
the scheme has been successful 
because vigorous efforts were made 
and there were continuous raids on 
those persons where huge wealth was 
suspected to be available. Therefore, 
no lenisney was shown. It is the 
continuous effort that has brought this 
huge disclosure of Rs. 1,600 crores. It 
is not a small thing. Sir, the reason as 
to why the previous schemes were not 
successful and the reason as to why 
this .scheme has been successful is 
because of the efforts on the part of 
the Goi^ernment and their cracking 
down oli the smugglers very severely 
during the last year. 

Secondly, the crack down on smug¬ 
glers. the check on hoarding, and 
action against foreign exchange viola¬ 
tions iind above all the internal 
emergency had brought the above 
result. If the Government had not 
taken those steps, I think the results 
would not have been produced. Those 
actions made many persons nervouis 
and so they came forward to disclose 
their income. Possibly if the 
schema been extended by two or 
more daysi, the amount would 
have reached the figure of Rs. 2,000 


crore% But Gov^nment also had to' 
stick to certain announcements azxd 
so it was not thought desirable to 
extend the time. I think the scheme 
has been successful on accoimt of the 
measures taken by the Government in 
unnerving those people who had un¬ 
accounted money and this is going to 
help the country in the long run. But 
what should be the policy of the Gov¬ 
ernment I feel that they should devote 
attention to the constructive side and 
see what the tax policy should Ibe so 
that in future the Government could 
collect more revenue and 'stop evasion. 
In this connection I shall refer to 
what some eminent economists had to 
say. Nicholas Kaldop who studied 
our problemt-? submitted a report in 
1956 and he says: 

“From the point of view of econo¬ 
mic effects of taxation, the major 
consideration is to prevent a tax 
system from becoming too much 
disincentive on efforts, initiative or 
enterprise. Taxes on income make 
it less attractive to undertake work 
or to risk capital in productive 
enterprisec.” 


Taxation system should leave some 
incentive to work; it should not be 
so high that it becomes a disincentive 
for people taking risk. That is the 
criteria which should be kept in mind 
while thinking of the rates of taxation. 
There should be some eavmg after 
paying taxes so that it could be 
utilised for productive purposes and 
creating more employment, and deve¬ 
loping backward areas. To quote prof. 
Kaldor again, 

“Assuming a comprehensive tax- 
base, the marginal rate of income- 
tax ought never to exceed, in my 
view, something of the order of 40- 
50 per cent fOr income that is both 
earned and saved.. .an annual tax 
on wealth, conceived as a progres¬ 
sive tax, ought uot to exceed a 'top 
marginal rate of 1-1 and 1^2 pet 
annum." 
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• Suppose a person earns Hs. 2 laMi^ 
after paying taxes he will be left with 
Rs. 30,000 or 40,000. In a developing 
country like ours, some kind of d^cit 
financing is bound to be there and 
it will lead to increase in prices. lu 
that context, how can we save money 
and put it in productive enterprises 
after paying tax and ctill have suffi¬ 
cient amount to meet day to day 
expenses? There should be something 
left for investment in productive pwr- 
poses. 

Therefore, Sir, it is but natural that 
We try to save something for the 
futiire. But here the people use their 
intelligence to evade taxes. It will be 
good if the rate of taxation is such 
that it gives incentive to pay taxes 
and to have some saving for produc¬ 
tive purposes. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You have 
been given more than 10 minutes. 
Kindly finish your speech. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: Secondly, 
Mr. Boothalingam in his Report of 
1967 while recommending Exemption 
limit to be raised to Rs. 7,500 stated 
and I quote: 

“An adjustment for marginal 
cases will be that the tax tshall not 
exceed fort.y per cent of the amount 
by which the taxable income 
exceeds Rs. 7,500.” unquote. 

Thirdly, the Wanchoo Committee’s 
Report of 1971 has expressed the view, 
and I quote: 

“Having considered the matter iu 
all its aspects we recommend that 
the maximum marginal rate of 
income-tax, including surcharge, 
should be brought down from its 
precent level of 97.5 per cent to 
15 per cent. We recommend that 
jornb reduction in tax rates be also 
given at the middle and lower 
levels. In order to create an Im¬ 
pact^ the reductiChi in the rates of 
taxatldh it^hould be at one stroke.** 


. Sir, for the last many years, we have 
been witnejsaing more and more taxa¬ 
tion. That shows that people will 
have to pay more taxes. But as the 
Indian economists said, more and 
more taxation would not help. My 
last suggestion is this that the Income- 
tax Department should try to find out 
new assessees. Instead of taxing the 
same people every year and burden¬ 
ing them with higher rates, tbe 
Income-tax Department should try to 
bring in more and more aisscssees 
under the tax net. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
Sir, I rice to congratulate the Minister 
for bringing this excellent measure. It 
may have some lacunae but i do not 
think that it is at present worthwhile 
mentioning them. This is the first 
time that a measure like this has 'been 
brought forward for plugging the 
loopholes in the present Act. This has 
given a bounty which was not even 
foreseen or imagined. According to 
ouf pa.<;t experience, we had collected 
le.tis than Rs. 80.0 crores under the 
old voluntary disclosure. People 
thought that under the present mea¬ 
sure we might at best, collect 
Rs. 400.0 crorei but here is a bonus 
given to you—as far as you are con¬ 
cerned, bonus is not abolished—and 
you have got Rs. 1500.0 crores. There¬ 
fore, I congratubate the Minister. But 
p]ca.se do not suffer from complecency. 
What you have got or the disclosure 
that has been made is like an ice-berg. 
What you have oeen is only a tip of 
what is down below. My learned 
friend, Taxation Daw expert, Mr. 
Salve, has said that there are no 
scientific estimates of what the black 
money is in this country and no 
scientific estimates are posiJible also. 
Therefore, we have only to rely on 
scientific gueGtimates as quoted by the 
Wanchoo Committee itself. 

Mr. Salve was Chairman of the 
committee appointed to suggest ways 
and means to unearth black money. 
The first was to know .how much 
black money was there. According to 
the Wanchoo Committee’s 
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even in 1966-67 was Rs. 1,400 crores. 
With these projections lor the future, 
the amount stood at Rs. 7,000 crrores. 
Today it would be anywhere near 
Rs. 20,000 crores. As pointed out by 
the Wanchoo Committee, this amount 
Of Rs 20,000 crores is not lying hoard¬ 
ed anywhere in the form of currency 
etc. It has already been converted into 
assets like skyscrappers, jewellery, 
Vasant Vihar places etc. and also into 
agricultural income. So, if is suffi¬ 
ciently diffused all over the country. 
As I said, what has been disclosed is 
only one-eighth of the total you will 
have to find out ways and means to 
unearth the balance^ 

Under section 16 you say that the 
gold disclosed shall not be liable to 
confiscation under the Gold Control 
Act Or the Customs Act and no penalty 
will be imposed on the person making 
the declaration. What are you going 
to do with that gold? On that you will 
get some tax, but that also you have 
reduced by 5o P'er cent. This is putting 
a premium on default. Can’t vou 
think in terms of having some 
sort of gold bonds? Don’t be 
discuraged with your last experi¬ 
ence of gold bonds. After all, 
last time the voluntary disclosure 
scheme also did not succeed but this 
time it has succeeded. So, my suggee- 
tion is, introduce gold bonds. Today 
there is so much gold in the country 
—gold disclosed \mder the voluntary 
disclosure scheme and gold available 
otherwise also. The Reserve Bank 
cannot use this gold for international 
backing of our currency. Why not 
allow the Reserve Bank to take 
advantage of the gold available in 
the country by issuing gold bonds? 
Apart from the little gold which may 
be held by small people as security for 
some emergencies, <v(^at about the 
gold with the multi-millionaires in the 
form of jewellery and even primary 
bold bars? Why can’t we make use of 
that gold? ' 

Anoffier thing that I would li^ to 
Is, what about the jewella^ ^at 
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you are having? 1 am tolcf that one otf« 
the princly houses has got jewellery 
which runs into hundred of crores of 
rupees. Therefore, in one house 

alone, somebody has said that it runs 
into Rs. 1,500 crores. You have a 
national museum of this ancient 

jewellery because its value is tremen¬ 
dous in foreign countries. Otherwise, 
it is of no use. 

Now, agricultural income. The agri¬ 
cultural income is being used as the 
base to defeat taxation and also to 
defer that money. Therefore, exclude 
small farmers, marginal farmers, 10- 
acre-wallas and 1.5 acre-wallas but 
those who have big land holdings and 
those who have other business and 
agricultural property, why can’t yo'^ 
tax agricultural income? 

How are you going to move further 
to see that the undisclosed income 
lying in this country is put to the use 
of the people. 

I am personally of the view that 
taxation is essentially a phenomena 
of capitalist system. As long as you 
think of taxation, you are thinking of 
capitalist system and perpetuating a 
capitalist economy. If you are 
thinking of moving to socialist system 
GUiting to the Indian genius as well, 
you will have to think in terms of not 
having this system at all. In a 
socialist system, there is no such thing 
as taxation. But as long as you are 
having the capitalist system, rationa¬ 
lise taxation. That requires courage. 
Rationalisation means reduce the 
upper limit of taxation. I would say 
that the personal tax should be 
reduced to 57 per cent from 77 per 
cent today. You do tjiat, does not 
matter. Having done that, you say 
that the maximum tax Is on those w^o 
are the defaulters. But you say that 
the rate of tax would be 60 per c«it 
on voluntarily disclosed income. That 
means, it is going to be 60 per cent 
for a d^aulter and for an hon^ man 
it is 77 per cent. You can reduce it; 

1 wUl ooinpromifle with you. You can 
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make the upper limit as 80 per cent 
/or all. Thtf lower limit, should bei 
raised at least to Rs. 10,000. You can 
make it as Rs. 12,000, but the mini¬ 
mum must be BS. 10,000. Having done 
this, once you do have a rationalized 
system, you should think in terms of 
one-point taxation. To-day, there is 
proliferation of taxation i.e. in various 
forms. You have the excise duty, sales 
tax, income tax and the road tax. On 
how many pwints do you want to have 
taxation? The more the points of 
taxation, the greater is the scope for 
corruption; because at every point 
you put a man; and that man can 
easily be corrupted and influenced. 
Therefore, can’t you think in terms 
of an one-point taxation, i.e, at the 
level of production, and in business, 
at the level of distribution? You 
should tax at one point somewhere. 
So much of time and energy can be 
saved if there can be one tax on roads. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
, (SerampKjre): What should be the 
source of taxation for film artistes? 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: What 
would Mr. Dinen Bhattacharyya like 
to suggest? I think Mr. Salve is the 
best authority for that purpose; he 
knows the film artistes, actors and 
actresses batter than I do. He should 
suggest the point at which they should 
be taxed. Before concluding, I would 
like to say that you should have ceil¬ 
ing on urban property, it is no use 
your talking of black money. Black 
money is converted into some form 
ultimately. Only in two waye, i.e. 
either in production or distribution, 
is .it generated. Where wealth is 
generated, black money is also gene¬ 
rated from there. Money is what 
money does. Theretfore, try to have a 
control at these points, viz. production 
^nd distribution. Secondly, "have a 
introl on tiie ways in which it is 
transformed. When I say that we 
should have a ceiling on urban pro¬ 
perty, you should not have that fraud, 
viz. of a ceiling only on vaosut land. 
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That is absurd and an eye-wash. If 
you really mean business and want to 
have a ceiling on urban property, the 
word ‘property’ must mean property 
complete. You should take action 
against those who have purchased, 
with black money, land and built Sky¬ 
scrapers in Bombay and Calcutta, 
Therefore, there must be a ceiling on 
Urban property, whatever the form 
may be. Once you have done it, 
where will the black money go? You 
will then be able to control it at both 
the ends, viz. at the end where it is 
generated and at the end where it is 
transformed and used to exploit the 
society further. Therefore ceiling on 
urban property is a condition prece¬ 
dent to any effort to stop the growth 
of black money in this country. 

SHRI dinen BHATTACHARYYA: 
All these things will not come in the 
paper. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: As long aH 
I can persuade the Government, I 
don’t mind if not a thing appears in 
the papers. One more suggestion that 
I would like to give is that we should 
have management control. After all, 
in industry where wealth is created, 
where does the mischief take place? 
It takes place with the help of men 
like Mr Salve; that is at thb origin. 
And later, it takes place with the help 
of persons like my friend Mr. Chat¬ 
ter jee, in the court of law. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(BURDWAN): We operate in a court 
of law; he operates elsewhere. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: But we are 
all operators! 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: We coope¬ 
rate in every case. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: The 
trouble is that it is concealment of 
real income. Whatever is real pro¬ 
duction, that is concealed; real 
income is concealed. False balance 
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jiheets are prepared which are certi¬ 
fied by chartered accountants and so 
they are considered as sacrosanct as 
it were. That is how blackmoney is 
generated and grows. We have to 
change the structure of management. 

We are now talking of the 20-point 
programme and workers participa¬ 
tion in management. Let the 
workers be real partners in the 
management in th*> sense of 
top management, in the Board 
of Directors then they will so 
it that the management does not 
conceal real production and real 
income. Also, since 80 to 90 per cent 
of the finance of the industries is 
from the public financing institutions, 
they should also have control over 
the management. If the representa¬ 
tives of financial institutions have 
effective control over the manage¬ 
ment, then evasion can be stopped at 
the source itself. That is the last 
suggestion I want to make. 

Sir, while thanking you for giving 
me an opportunity, I hope the hon. 
Minister will take note of these 
suggestions and will try to satisfy us. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil): Mr. Speaker, I fully agree with 
the action taken by the hon. Minister 
and disagree with the Resolution, 

The hOn. Member, Shri Chandrap- 
pan; made a very long speech. Even 
though he abused and accused the 
Government he never gave any 
suggestion to remedy the situation, to 
plug the generation of black money 
and bring to the open the 
black money already in operation 
from the hidden sources. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA; 
He referred to the Wanchoo Cmnmit- 
iee Report 
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SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: The 
Wanchoo Committee repbrt is not**a 
bible. One may agi?ee or disagree 
with it. ^11 

Shri Chandrappan was saying that 
there is black money in existence to 
the extent of Rs. 7,000 crores to 
Rs. 14,000 crores. I fully disagree with 
this kind of calculation. It is not a 
question of calculating the quantum 
of black money in circulation. It is 
being generated in the coimtry at 
every moment because of certain 
economic difficulties or situations. The 
question is not whether the black 
money in existence is of bigger quan¬ 
tum or smaller quantum but how the 
generation of black money can be 
prevented and, secondly, how to bring 
out the existing hidden black money. 

I think it is very tmrealistic to 
try to quantity the black money in 
existence. What is the state of the 
Indian economy? More than 50 per 
cent of it is agricultural economy. If 
you take into account the national 
growth and afrive at the total income 
and, on that basis, make a measure¬ 
ment of black money, it is absolutely 
wrong. What about the Indian 
masses, the poor and middle class 
people? Further, we are not taking 
into account the quantum of money 
in the form of gold in the hands of 
the people. Does Shri Chandrappan 
say that these Rs. 14,000 crOres of 
black money is in the hands of the 
70 big business houses? I do not 
believe he means that. So, it is un¬ 
realistic to give some calculation, 
whether it is Rs. 7,000 crores or 
Rs. 14,000 crOres. 

This Bill had the effect of bringing 
to the open Rs. 1,400 eroroa of black 
money. 

First of all, generation of black 
money should be plugged at the 
source. Tfaer^ore, 1 wo n^ Hirw to 
know firom the 1^.

Wealth Ords. & Bill, 
follow-up action is being taken. Is 
this thfi*end of evers^ing or the 
beginning? I want this to be the 
beginning of many things to make 
our economic system develop on pro¬ 
per lines. 

I disagree with Shri Sathe when he 
suggested that by putting some Mem¬ 
bers on the Board of Directors Gov¬ 
ernment will be able to check the 
generation of black money in the 
industrial sector. For example, 
Government have nominated some 
Directors on the Board of the “Times 
of India”. Do you think that because 
of that their management is follow¬ 
ing the expected norms? I have heard 
stories how the Directors there are 
spending a lot of money and leading 
a luxurious life. Such Directors will 
only enjoy the benefits of black 
money. So, what is needed is proper 
follow-up action. 

The public sector is not creating 
black money, but its contribution to 
the Indian economy has to bt taken 
into account while considering this 
problem. 

Shri Dinen Bhattacharyya said 
that there were certain reasons for 
the generation of black money, but 
the question is how to put an end to 
them. The present high rates of 90 
and 95 per cent taxation act as an 
incentive for the creation of black 
money. Government must, therefore, 
take a realistic view and should not 
be ashamed of changing the tax sys¬ 
tem as suggested by Shri Salve, with 
whom I agree in this respect. 

Coming to contributions to political 
parties, we are, after all, living in a 
democratic system, and we have to 
have political parties. And political 
parties have to get contribu^ons. I 
do not know what is wrong in that, 
^e only thing is ^at at present we 
pre ge^g blapk money. That must 
gp, dm^ia^ies should be allowed 
to to political parties. In 
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fact. We have already passed a Bill to 
that effect. 

I would like to inform Shri Dinen 
Bhattacharyya that the present Gov¬ 
ernment in Kerala has created an 
economic cell to see that there is no 
evasion of sales tax etc., and to check 
economic offences. His leader, Shri 
Namboodiripad, ruled my State twice. 
What did he do? Hig party ruled in 
West Bengal. What did they do 
there? They only come here and 
abuse the Government and the hon. 
Minister, without making any cons¬ 
tructive suggestions. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARRYA: 
Don’t ask us here. You should have 
asked Namboodiripad there. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: Mere 
abuse will not produce results. I, 
therefore, support the Government 
and oppose the resolution. 

MR. SPEAKER; The time of three 
hours allotted to this Bill will be 
over by 4.10. I would like to call the 
hon. Minister at 4.15. There are still 
some speakers. So, if they confine 
themselves to five minutes each, I 
will be able to complete the list, 
because, apart from the hon. Minister, 
the two hon. Members who have 
moved the resolution have also the 
right of reply. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, there is a genuine 
anger and antipathy against the tax 
evaders, which have prevented a dis¬ 
passionate examination of the Bill on 
merits. The Bill in its scope is very 
limited. The Ordinance which is 
sought to be replaced by this Bill was 
issued on 8th October, 1975 and ended 
On 33st December, 1975. Therefore, 
anybody, who has made a voluntary 
disclosure of his income and wealtii 
during this limited period, is entitled 
to certain benefits. THm bmmfits 
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are: that if he has made a declara¬ 
tion and at the same time deposited 
the tax, produced a proof thereof, 
invested 5 per cent of the voluntary 
disclosed income within a month 
from the date of declaration, he is 
entitled to certain ’benefits. 

Now, anybody, during this period, 
during the current year, could take 
all these benefits. Therefore, there is 
no discriminataion between the 
honest and the dishonest tax assessees. 

As far as the second point made 
by Shri Era Sezhiyan about payment 
instalments is concerned, my submis¬ 
sion is that there are tax assessees 
who are not in possession of sufficient 
amount to deposit. Thtreforc, exten¬ 
sion of time has been provided. For 
that, they will have to pay a simple 
interest at the rate of 12 per cent per 
annum. 

As far as the third point regarding 
launching of the scheme is concerned, 
my submission is that the taxation 
laws are primarily not penal in their 
mature. The penal provisions in 
various tax laws are made to compel 
the assessees to make payment within 
the time and to give correct details of 
their income and wealth. Therefore, 
the primary purpose is to facilitate 
the due payment of taxes. Now that 
objective can certainly be achieved by 
the applicatiaon of the penal provi¬ 
sions of the various enactments. But 
this mild measure which has been 
introduced for a limited period is also 
aiming at facilitating the collection of 
revenue and taxes. Therefore, this is 
a sort of compromise between the 
tax-paydfS andi the Govelrnment.^ 
Supposing this Bill is not passed, 
what will happen? Those ordinary 
laws of taxation will remain in appli¬ 
cation attd in operation. 

jifr. Salvtt ha| rightly pointed out 
.,|hat in spite pf the efforts of 


the tax authorises, the cases are pro* 
tected in a court of law (Sujpreme 
Court). Therefore, during that period, 
the Government is deprived gf early 
benefits and a lot of money is invest¬ 
ed in litigations. Therefore, compro¬ 
mise is a good way of setting disputes 
and effecting reconciliation. This is a 
sort of device. This Bill is nothing 
but a sort of Compromise scheme to 
and disputes expeditiously. 

Under this Bill,, there would be 
not any right of appeal or review or 
litigation. Moreover, the tax will 
have to be paid immediately, and the 
money which will be otherwise left 
with the assessee has also to be partly 
invested in this scheme. 


So far as the smugglers are con¬ 
cerned, my submission is that Gov¬ 
ernment has detained certain persons, 
under MISA. Those persons who are 
detained under MISA in connection 
with the smuggling activities will not 
be entitled to the benefits of the 
present Bill, as provided under Clause 
21 and this House is going to debate a 
Bill in regard to forefeiture of pro¬ 
perty of the smugglers. Under that 
Bill, the property of those persons 
who are detained under MISA ana 
who are in possession of huge wealth 
or property, whether it is in the 
shape of gold, building ot other 
things, shall be confiscated. They will 
remain as detenus in the jail, "niere- 
forcL there is no concession for such 
persons. So. this Bill is simply 
another way of tackling the tas^ 
evasion problem which has assumed 
colossal shape in this country. 


The people do hot disclose their 
come easily. Of course^ the otdi- 
ry laws of land relating to tax have 
t been held in abeywce. They 
main automatically in force. In 
ct, in this Bill, there is a iffoviglon 
at if there-is any default in paymeirt 
tax on the voluntarily iRsclosed 
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> income, if there is failure to invest 5 
per cent in Government securities, the 
declarant will be deemed to be in 
defaults and the ordinary taxation 
laws'of the land shall be equally 
applicable even to such defaulters. 

One thing is very revealing that 
the income-tax authorities who have 
failed to enforce the laws as honestly 
and vigorously as possible are going 
to be rewarded by the Government. 
There are three beneficiaries under 
this Bill. One i.«! the Government 
because it has got money 
which remained undetected. The 
second category is that of dishonest 
tax-evaders who are going to get 
certain benefits, such as, imniunity 
from penalty and prosecution. The 
third category is that of tax-law en¬ 
forcing official class who are going to 
be rewarded intsead of being punish¬ 
ed for failure to - bring such tax- 
evaders to book. 

Anyway, it is a compromise 
measure. It has shown very good 
results. Therefore, we accept and 
welcome this measure because the 
proof of pudding is in the eating and 
the eating has shown good taste. 

With these words, i support the 
Bill.

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih): Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, in the context of the economde 
tremor which overtook India in the 
last two and a half years, Govern¬ 
ment had tried various budgetary, 
monetary and fiscal policies to over¬ 
come fhe situation. The Opposittion's 
contribution in these di£Ek:ult months 
was, unfortunat^y, negative. There¬ 
fore j,. Emergency had to be proclaimed 
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and in order to discipline our socio¬ 
economic life, the 20-Paint Progra¬ 
mme came, and along with that, cer¬ 
tain relief to tax payers was given, 

I will not join issue on the quantum 
of black money, the nature of the 
parallel black economy that is, opera¬ 
ting in India. There are various esti- 
matr\s. But, in spite of what the Mims- 
Iry of Finance has been thinking about 
lax on conspicuous consumption or 
expenditure which was originally sug¬ 
gested by Nicholas Kaldor, I feel we 
Tni;-sed our way. The immediate 
reason was that the return was too 
■ mall. That vray, a loophole was left in 
the net, and use of three rooms out 
of five rooms by the new-rich in the 
five star hotels and use of house-boats 
in Kashmir and other places—this 
.sort of conspicuous consumption— 
overtook our national life. We should 
not have waited then. We missed our 
way by not continuing that tax on 
expenditure, and the entire net was 
thereby left with a loophole. We fol¬ 
lowed, the some method which the 
Railway Ministry followed, nanjely 
if tl»are is ticketless travelling, 
increase the freights and fares; 
there is evasion of income-tax 
and, Ihereforc; go on increasing the 
income-tax rale. That was the short 
cut, but it has recoiled on our cco- 
noany. Here, I would refer you to 
Hugh Dalton, the Professor of Eco¬ 
nomics, who wrote a textbook on 
public finance and who later on, be¬ 
came the Chancellor of Exchequer in 
Britain. Although he enumerated that 
inequality of income and inequality 
of inheritance formed the very core 
of inequality and disparity of the life 
of Britain, the very first thing he did 
was to reduce the rate of income-tax. ♦ 
Here, we have been goin^ the other 
way. The incentives for evasion went 
on increasing and the volume of black 
money went on accumulating. It was a 
wrong type of spiral. This spiral had 
to be broken, and I am very ha|^yi^ 
and I congratulate the Ministry of 
Finance—^for thinking about this^ 
acheme which, at any rate, has revat* , 
sed'this spiml, 
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1 agree that the rate on personal 
taxation should be reduced. I also 
agree that the professionals should 
not be harried and harassed. Upto 
Rs. 25,000 of income, the income-tax 
departments approach has been doing 
very well and has been giving good 
results. The top professionals, doctors 
and lawyers should not be harried 
and harassed otherwise the pheno¬ 
menon which took place would hap¬ 
pen. The famous jurist and lawyer, 
late P. R. Das said: “Well, I earn only 
Rs. 20,000 in a month and I leave the 
other cases, because in that case nine¬ 
ty per cent of the income would be 
t^en away by the Government”. If 
the doctors do like that, our nation 
will suffer, they will not be taking 
many patients and it would not help 
our national welfare.

As i^agards rationalization of tax 
laws, I would like to know how many 
of > tax lawyers have kept abreast 
with vast developments, changes and 
modifications of income-tax and 
wealth tax legislations. The wealth- 
tax legislations have changed fre¬ 
quently; the rules of the Central 
Board of Taxes have been changing 
quite oftener and then there is the 
vast super-structure of case laws 
loaded on that. Mr. Speaker, Sir, I 
plead through you to the Finance 
Minister for simplification of the tax 
laws. The rich can afford to get legal 
and accounting expertise but I am 
thinking of those people who do not 
know the law or can not afford expert 
advice. In the case of income-tax, 
the exemption limit should certainly 
be increased to Rs. 10,000 but there is 
the greatest anomaly as regards 
wealth tax. There is exemption from 
wealth tax upto Rs. 1 lakh. If it is 
Re, 1.10 lakhs, the assessee has to pay 
upto Rs, 1;^ lakhs in assessment, fine 
and penalties,;, That way, the small 
nuflhi will be completely annihilated. In 
States, there is urban property 
or some other ceiling upto Rs. 
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two lakhs. There should 'be some 
cordination and upto that amount, we 
must give to the small man, the low¬ 
er middle class man aind the poor a 
break from the ever-increasing net of 
the taxation, to withstand erosion of 
value throu^ inflation. 

It was meintioned that the ptenalty 
in the case of wealth tax is just one 
per cent. If the amount involved is 
Rs. i.lO lakh which is a maiiginal case, 
muf’h depends on the officer. The ass- 
'ssee is faced with cumpleie rum. 
Just as in the case of income-tax up¬ 
to Rs. 25,000 you have a reasonable 
procedure, in the case of wealth tax, 
there should be a reasonable proce¬ 
dure upto some lower figure, if we 
have to carry the assesses with us, and 
because that will repay in abundant 
measure through higher tax revenue. 

Lastly, I cannot forgot my little 
place, one of the best in Bihar that is 
Giridih, the district I come from. We 
should have an Income-tax Collector 
there; income tax revfenue will go up 
vejy very high if you just have your 
offices th< (re. Instead you have placed a 
Central Excise Officer there. Those 
cases would have been taken over by 
the Income-tax Officer himself. The 
result has been that you are spending 
more there and getting nothing. If 
Giridih is a case in point, rationaliza¬ 
tion of the organization itself is 
called for so that the net is widened, 
the approach is homely, friendly and 
helpful and we would get certainly 
adequate results.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE): 
I am grateful to the hon Members 
for making their observations 
by and large supporting the 
various provisions of the Bili. We 
never claimed that this sche¬ 
me is the only remedy lo fight against 
black money, its operation and gene¬ 
ration. While making my introductory 
remarksi I made it quite clear that 
we took certain steps for quite some 
time for unearthing black money and 
bringing the economic offenders to 
task. And, as a .result thereof, a situa¬ 
tion was created in the country in 
whieh it vfsM found that if we could 
come forward With a scheme like this 
perhap.q a bit gt the blackatnoney 
coidd be unearthed. I am not : spea- 
/ising from any philosophical or mora- 


listic point of view. Keying the rea¬ 
lity in view and keeping thb short¬ 
comings under which the Deparl- 
njent is to function, we shall have 
to keep in mind that this scheme has 
helped to unearth a part of the black 
money. I do not know' what is the 
quantum of black money actuaUy 
ruling in the country and I would 
not like to enter into the guess work 
either on scientific or on unscientific 
basi.s but ihe fact is, R.s. 1500 crores in 
the form of income and wealth has 
been declared. At the same time it is 
to bo Jeept in mind and it has 
been declared on many occasions 
on tlie floor of this House and 
outside that it is just a part 
of the total operation which is 
going on. Why Government resorted 
to such meaStu-es, Sir ? It has been 
suggested whether we could unearth 
these amounts of black money mere¬ 
ly by conducting raids, seizures and 
searches. Sir, the maximum number 
of raids conducted in the .year 1974- 
75 is in Ihe order of 2,000 and the 
total value of assets seized as a re¬ 
sult thereof is in the order of Rs. 17 
crores. The total number of assessees 
who have taken the advantage of the 
scheme and declared their concealed 
income and wealth is more than 
2,53,000. If one just makes some 
arithmetical exercise, one can come 
to the conclusion how many raids 
would have yielded to the Govern¬ 
ment these tax arrears by the assess¬ 
ees. But, at the same time, it is to be 
kept in mind that when the scheme 
was in operation from 8 th October to 
31st December the Government did 
jiot st 6 p seizures, searches and raids. 
And perhaps it is known to the hon¬ 
ourable House that two very impor¬ 
tant raids are conducted even when 
the scheme was in vogue. Therefore it 
is not the desire of the Government 
nor it is its policy to say that we 
small resort to voluntary disclosure 
only and we will not take any other. 
step. These steps which will be taken 
which we have already initiated, will 
go on, and I have already assured 
this House that this will go on relent¬ 
lessly. 
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* At the same time, it has to be kept 
in mind that tax evasion and various 
reasons working behind it are not so 
simple and easy. I do Aot rule out the 
possibility that in a system like ours 
there is scope for rationalisation. I 
can tell the hon. Members that Gov¬ 
ernment is making this exercise cons¬ 
tantly and almost in every budget 
year. In every financial year, some 
exercises are being made, Perhaps you 
will excuse me if I do not touch upon 
that point in greater details because 
of the obvious reasons that this is a 
pre-budget session. But, I can as¬ 
sure the hon. Members that regarding 
the taxation pattern, tax structure, 
etc. a constant exercise is being made 
and we try to rationalise more and 

• more. But, at the same time, it has 
to be kept in mind that irt an econo¬ 
mic situation like ours, it is not very 
easy to arrive at a simple formulation 
either by increasing the quantum of 
tax or by reducing the quantum of 
tax. It is known that the taxation in 
the country and in any Oiher develop¬ 
ing economy is used as an important 
instrument of fi.scal measure not only 
to promote the social objectives and 
economic objectives but also, at the 
same time, it is being utilised to do 
away with certain social and econo¬ 
mic disparities which prevail in that 
system. Therefore, this is a complex 
exercise and this exercise is being 
constantly made and there is no hesi¬ 
tation to point out that we had not 
been able to evolve a system which 
is an ideal one. But, at the same time^ 

,I can tell you that we are making a 
constant exercise to improve. Where- 
ever there are areas of deficiency, it 
would be our effort to see that we can 
improve those deficiencies. 

Coming to certain observations 
which the hon. Members had made, I 
would like to do away with certain 
misgivings which Shri Chandrappan, 
while making his observation, had 
pointed out. At least the impression 1 
gather from his speech is that all the 
persons who took the opportunity of 
|he voluntary (^closure scheme or 
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the tax evaders whose books of ac¬ 
counts are otherwise seized by the In¬ 
come-tax Department and those who 
have made disclosures under Sec. 41 
and whose book.s of accounts were 
seized by the Income-tax Depart¬ 
ment number only about 4,402 out of 
a total of more than 2,53,000. Even 
the quantum of tax which is of the 
order of Rs. 17 crores and the amount 
disclosed b.v them is also not of a 
very high order compared to the total 
amount declared as it comes to orly 
Rs. 55 crores. Therefore, it is not a 
fact that all the people w’hose houses 
are raided, whose books of accounts 
have been seized only came forward 
to take this opportunity of the sche¬ 
me and disclose Iheiir concealed weal¬ 
th. Sir, he has accused the Govern¬ 
ment that this year we have reduced 
the number of raid.s, searches and 
.seizures. He quoted some figures. 
But unfortunately he ha.s not 
quoted the full figures. It is true 
that I gave the figure. The total 
number of raid.*-: conducted by the In¬ 
come-tax Department for the year 
1974-75 was 2,029 but the number of 
raids conducted by the same Depart¬ 
ment in the current year is 1,529. It 
is only upto November from April. 
Therefore 1,529 raids were conducted 
in eight months while 2,029 raids 
were conducted in 12 months. Arith¬ 
metically, perhaps, the number of 
raids conducted by the Income-tax 
Department this year is more and 
correspondingly the amounts assesss- 
ed by them would also be more. 

Sir, Mr. Haider by making his ob¬ 
servations secm.s to have come to the 
conclu-sion—and, perhaps wrongly— 
that wfc are not going to disclose the 
names of those persons who have 
made the declarations because they 
are the donors to the Congress party. 
Jt is known to the House and I would 
not like to enter into controversy as to 
which political party receives dona¬ 
tions from which big business houses 
and in the course of raids conducted 
by my own department 4s was Ibuxid 
that black money in currency no^' 
was kept hidden in ttie folds. of 
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jee— 

sarees which were kept in the Icwker 
and later it was claimed by the owner 
of the locker that this money belong¬ 
ed to his political party. I would not 
like to make a mention of the name 
of the parly concerned because it was 
discussed on the floor of the House. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: Why don’t you disclose the 
name? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUK- 
HERJEE: I have not said ‘CPI(M)’. 
I said it is a political party which be¬ 
longs to our Opposition. Further it is 
known to the hon. Members of this 
House that even the premises of two 
hon. Members of this Hous were raid¬ 
ed on economic offences and none of 
them belonged to Congress party. 
Therefore, it is of no use bringing in 
these things that because the people 
are donating to Congress party that is 
why their names are not disclosed. It 
is a part and parcel of the scheme 
itself not to disclose the names. You 
may reject the scheme in loto but 
you cannot say that secrecy be not 
maintained. Rightly or wrongly we 
are committed to this and we cannot 
say when they kept confidence on our 
word that we shall not keep our word 
md give the names only to Satisfy 
Mt. Haider. This is part and parcel 
of the scheme. N 

Sir, I can tell .you that it is as a re¬ 
sult of this secrecy and confidence 
which the Department was able to 
create in the minds of the peo¬ 
ple that they came forward 
to make their declarations 
and whatever be the quantum" 
of searches—I would not like to say 
whether it is a grand success or a 
zero—or whatever be the merits of 
the success it is mainly because this 
time Government was able to create 
confidence in the minds of the asses- 
sees and at the same time it was 
possible ihr ^3 to put fear in their 
mia^ and as % result of both thepe 
two things cothbined together we 
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could achieve some success in the 
field of disclosures. * 

Sir, one hon. Member has made 
certain unkind remarks in regard to 
the officers of the Department. I do 
never claim that all the people who 
are working in the Department are 
upto the mark but at the same time it 
is to be kept in mind—^the two instan¬ 
ces which I gave just now, the magni¬ 
tude and the gravity of tax evasion in 
this country—that it is the elite of the 
community of this counry which 
evade taxes and until and unless a 
strong social condition is created to 
induce them or create strong public 
opinion against economic offences 
whatever condemnation we may have, 

I am afraid, it would not be possible ' 
for the poor income tax officers to do 
away with the menace completely. I 
can just give one figure. As a result 
of the special survey we added two 
lakhs people to the tax net and you 
will be surprised to know that quite 
a big number of these new assessees 
who were added belonged to the pro¬ 
fessions like accountants, engineers, 
lawyers or tax consultants. 

AN HON. MEMBER: What about 
professors? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR 
MUKHERJEE: In the case of profes¬ 
sors the income tax vs deducted from 
their salaries at the source. So, we 
do not know. There may be Isome 
professors. Therefore, it is to be kept. 
in mind that merely by streamUning 
the aclministrative machinery it would 
be difficult to plug the loopholes alto¬ 
gether. I do admit in this connection, 
as I have already pointed out—that 
there is scope for improving the 
system. There is a scope for rationa¬ 
lisation but at the same time, we have 
to create a strong public opinion 
against economic offences by' which -'a 
conducive climate could be created 
and both the (Department and the 
assessees can function in a purposeful 
and better way. 
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Sir, while making his observations 
Mr. Sezhiyan wanted to know certain 
break-up figures and he has raised a 
very basic question that when 1500 
crores of rupees as put into the main¬ 
stream of the national economy, why 
there is no visible mark in the econo¬ 
my as such. We have not clainied 
that 1500 crores of rupees worth cur¬ 
rency have been put into the economy. 

I have given the break-up in my 
introductory speech. Unfortunately, he 
was not here at that time. I am again 
repeating them. It is Rs. 812 crores as 
wealth tax and the rest income-tax- 
The disclosed income is Rs. 712 crores 
and disclosed. wealth is more than 
Rs. 800 crores. Therefore, the total 
quantum of tax levied taking toge¬ 
ther, is of the order of Rs. 248 crore.s. 
I have already given these figures in 
reply to a question on the floor of 
this House. He wanted to know the 
break-up. Quite a large number of 
these people belonged to the bracket 
of 25000. Tin 31st December, the 
total number of declarants was 2,53,000 
and it is not possible for my Depart¬ 
ment to give break-up as to how 
•much belonged to what income group 
and what slab. Therefore, it will take 
quite a long time. 

In this connection, he has rai>ed 
objection to our writing to the State 
Chief Ministers and he has put the 
question; where is the authority of 
the Finance Minister to write to the 
Chief Ministers regarding sale.s tax? 
It is not a question of authority and 
it is not a quection of a direction as 
to what the Union Finance Minister 
would tell the Chief Ministers. We 
just wanted to put out that so far as 
the present principle is concerned, 80 
per cent of the income-tax goes to the 
divisible pool for being allocated to 
the States and, therefore, the more 
would be declared, the more would be 
realised as income-tax and greater 
benefit #ould go to the States. As a 
result of that we requested them that 
in order to make the scheme a success, 
they do not insist on sales tax. This 
was, not s direction but tide was a 
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requeot. I do not know why he nas 
raised objection to that. Authority of 
the Finance Minister is there because 
he is supposed to guide the national 
economy. But when this basic ques¬ 
tion comes, I think the Finance Min¬ 
ister is absoluteljr within his compe¬ 
tence to express his views to the 
State Chief Mini.‘'ters and to the State 
Governmena and there is nothing 
wrong in it. 

Sir, Mr. Sathe while making his 
observations has suggested certain 
points and I would like to tell one 
thing that this is an idea which is 
working in somebody’ts mind whether 
We can have some sort of national 
museum of our jewelleries. Apart 
from its money value, it has very 
high artistics value. Strictly speaking, 
it does not come within my compe¬ 
tence but I shall put his suggestion 
to the proper quarter. 

Regarding gold bonds, it has to be 
kept in mind that the scheme was 
introduced once by the preVibua 
Finance Mini.ster and at the same 
time, if we want to re-introduce it, 
we shaU have to look into various 
angularities and we have to see to 
what extent we can revise the scheme 
and what could be the improvements 
that We could make and what were 
the defects because of which it did 
Tiot succeed. 

One hon. Member has observed: 
“Why should we not put restrictions 
on having primary gold?’' The restric¬ 
tion is already there and the searches 
and seizures conducted by the Cus¬ 
toms Department have one advantage, 
viz. we can straightway confiscate the 
primary gold. Through these stepe, it 
was possible for us during last year 
to confiscate quite a substantial quan¬ 
tum of gold; in one particular case 
nearly 870 kgs. of gold was confiscated 
straightway. Primary gold is not only 
liable to confiscation; but certaHi 
other penal provisions are also taken. 
One question raised in the House isirasi 
“Why have we given innmmiiy 
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declarants from the Customs Act and 
from the Gold Control Act?” It was 
done because a substantial part of the 
hidden wealth is converted into gold 
and jewellery. Therefore, unless we 
give immunity from those Acts, we 
could not have the success of the 
scheme and the persons concerned 
could not come forward and declare 
their wealth. But at the same lime it 
must be kept in mind that this immu¬ 
nity is not there for all times to come. 
They have to regularize the matter 
with the Customs auhorities by 1st 
February 1976. That provision is 
there in the scheme itself. Therefore, 
Mr. Chairman, to my mind this is 
just a stage to further the cau3e of 
unearthing black money and hidden 
wealth. It is neither a surrender nor 
a co'mpromise. We thought that a 
situation had been created in which 
offers from the Government to the 
erring tax-payers might pay dividends. 
Whether it has paid dividends or not, 
as for the conclusion of the House 
ilself. At the same time, I would like 
to reiterate, as I have pointed out on 
earlier occasions also, that we have 
a’ready intensified our activities so far 
as searches and seizures are concern¬ 
ed. It is to be kept in mind that 
certain lacunae were there in the law 
itself; and from our experience we 
found that on many an occasion it was 
found in the court of law that the 
tax-dodger is let off with imprison¬ 
ment till the rising of the court. This 
House itself, in its wisdom, has 
amended the various provisions of the 
Iift:ome-Tax Act and the Direct Taxes 
Act during the last monsoon <session, 
where we have made one important 
improvement, viz. that we have linked 
the minimum punishment both in 
respect of imprisonment and fine, with 
the quantum of tax evasion; and that 
too, will be applied in a more vigo¬ 
rous way. Thft power of the Income- 
Tax Officers fihve also been increased 
considerably, to see that they <^nduct 
these raids, searehas emd ’seizures in 
a more yurposefui sny. At the game 
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time we are considering various other 
economic measures regarding ration¬ 
alization of tax structures and other 
things, as I have a'ready pointed out- 
It is the usual practice that the Fbiance 
Minister makes some changes during 
the budget. i would not, therefore,* 
like to dwell on It. I express my 
gratitude to the hon.' Members for 
supporting, by and large, the scheme. 

I hope it will be accepted unanimous¬ 
ly. 

MR CHAIRMAN: Mr. Chandrap- 
paii. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jai- 
nagar): One clarification I want from 
the Minister. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: At this stage, no 
clarification is needed. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: The 
Income-Tax Officers have been 
rewarded with one month’s pay for 
their failure to collect the taxes 
earlier. The tax evaders have also 
been rewarded. Is it not a premium 
on their failure? Would not the 
Income-Tax Officers and the tax eva¬ 
ders resort to the same thing, i.e. 
would they not sit tight for 51 weeks 
in the year and during the last week 
of the year, would they not expect 
that if they make a disclosure then, 
they would get some extra benefit? 
What is the guarantee that it will not 
be repeated? Because, this is a pre¬ 
mium on tax evasion. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKH- 
ERJEE: Sir. does it require any 
clarification? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: No. Shri Chand- 
rappan. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Teflt- 
cherry): Sir, the hon. Minister, wMle 
replying to the debate, mad^’it plain 
that the disclosure was a very big 
success. But he evaded the main 
question in regard to the <quantum ^ 
black money. Whether it is acimtiflc 
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or luiscient^c there is an understand- 
♦-ing in thft country that the value of 
black money in the country not neces¬ 
sarily in the form of currency that is 
being circulated, is to the extent of 
more than Rs. 20,000 crores. Consi¬ 
dering that, what the Gkivernment 
have achieved is very small indeed. 
Even for achievihg that they had to 
surrender to the capitalists, which is 
unpardonable. That ds our accusation. 
The Minister said that he is not going 
into the morals of it. This is again 
an admission of the fact that capita¬ 
lists will not learn morals from you. 
Even a greater person like Mahatma 
Gandhi has failed to teach theim 
morals. Bapu.ii said that those who 
keep anything more than their needs 
ai-e thieves. How are you dealing with 
tho.se people whom Bapuji described 
as thieves? 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha): l think all of us come under 
that category. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Let 
those people who think the cap will 
fit them worry, 

Bapuji told the capitalists “you 
are not the ownens; but only trusteesj”. 
The capitalists did not pay heed to 
that. 

Shri Sathe has tried to point out in 
his own way, about which I have my 
reservation, that this is inherent in 
capitalism this quality of deceiving 
the people, this quality of amassing 
wealth in the hands of a few, this 
quality of pauperising the nation, is 
inherent in capitalism. I hope the 
hon. Minister will appreciate that 
point. I am very sorry to say that it 
has been proved that this exercise 
which you are making is an exercise 
in futility. » 

Coming to Shri Salve, when toe 
Minister was replying he cheered him 
twice. When the cheering came, the 
Minister said that the taxation Uem 


'will be rationalised, and Shri Salve 
understood what it means; 

My friend, Shri JElavi, said that 
did not make any suggestions, 1 have 
no suggestions to make, because I am 
not an expert. i am going by the sug¬ 
gestion made in this great book, 
which you consider as something like 
a bible. When you came up with so 
many legLslalions you said that it is 
on the basi-s of the Wanchoo Com¬ 
mittee Report. 

When Governinent came forward 
with .so many legislations, they said 
they were all based on the Wanchoo 
Commission’s Report, but I am enu¬ 
merating some suggest)ion.s which 
the,y .should have taken up. 

Fir.stly, if you want a final .solution 
of this problem, then you have to 
come forward boldly with demoneti¬ 
sation of the currency. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN; Do you ac¬ 
cept all the ruggestions in that Re¬ 
port? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I do 
not want to argue with Shri Stephen. 

1 am sriying that demonetisation is a 
mea.su re by which you can weed out 
the parallel economy and black 
money in our country, and that has 
fieen the experience of man.y countries 
Even the neighbouring countries had 
the boldness to do that. And there 
are many countries like the G.D.R., 
with whose system you riiay not 
agree, which did it after the war. 

You have declared an a emergency 
and we .support it. But somebody com¬ 
plained that the opposition wa.s not 
supporting everything. Let me make 
it very clear that we support you for 
declaring the emergency and for 
bringing forward the 2(>-ipoint ecwio- 
mic programme provided it is im^le- 
menled in sueh a way that the so^o- 
economic basis of Fascism is roOt^ 
out. If not, wc do not support, that 
is very clear. When you surretidear to . 
monopolists we will wot support , 
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'Secondly^ tfee Wanchoo Comniis- 
sion. itself has said that the laws re- 
latdni; to religious and charitable 
trusts should be drastically changed 
to see that they do not play the role 
of cover organisations. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: We have 
gone much beyond their recommen¬ 
dations. 

SHRI C .K CHANDRAPPAN: There 
should be more drastic changes. 

If the Government, after having 
brought forward several legislations, 
still finds a predicament in which 
black money is increasing, then the 
laws should be drastically amended 
so that they will go against black 
money completely. That is the way in 
which laws should be amended. 

Government will say that they have 
brought forward several amendments, 
but in the matter of this disclosure 
scheme their provisions were all kept 
in abeyance to appease these people 
in several cases. These are some of 
the ways in which Government can 
solve the problem. 

Tax evasion is not the only source 
of black money. There are several 
other sources like under-invoicing, 
over-invoicing etc., which are known 
to the hon. Minister better than my¬ 
self, 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE; That does 
not involve tax evasion, 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: You 
are interested in that, but I am on the 
<Iuestion of tjio generation of black- 
money and weeding it out completely. 
These laws do not go as far as we 
want. That is our complaint. Be¬ 
fore conclui^ng, I would like to ask 
the ^ clarify certain points 

Which should have clarified. 
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Regarding wealth, they have'got ft 
in the shape of jwclllery andf so on. 
What is the basis of evaluation? i 
made a complaint and charged them 
that the basis of valuation is not the 
present value of that property. The 
basis of valuation is the claim made 
by the respondent dn regard to the 
time when he bought it That way, he 
has scaped and the Government have 
given a clean chit, because he 
disclosed something and got a certifi¬ 
cate from the Government that he is 
a gentleman. He is now circulating 
himself as a fake currency. That point 
was not answered by the Minister. 

I do not say that all those who have 
disclosed their income are the people 
who have got too much money. You 
said that there were people, but, of 
course, their number was less. In the 
interest of the country, I want to 
know how’ many monopoly houses have 
disclosed their income; how many big 
mill owners, especially the jute mill 
owners and textile magnats have dis¬ 
closed their income? But the Minis¬ 
ter is now duty bound not to disclose 
the amount. But he can say about the 
number of such categories who have 
disclosed their income. Then I asked 
how many were there in the list. The 
Government did not say anything 
about it. 

We have betrayed the confidence 
bestowed by the people when they 
supported the emergency by giving 
concensus. We do not say that you 
hav£ misused the emergency every¬ 
where. But in this sphere, you should 
have hit and struck a devastating 
blow on the economic bases on fasci¬ 
sm, for that is the main thing which 
enabled the fascism to stand up in thin 
coxintry and unleash a movement 
against you and the people, ^ere 
you compromise. It is a very funda¬ 
mental thing. It'is the compromise 
which will endanger you and the 
country. That is why we are op¬ 
posed to it. It is not somethinf that 
has come from nowhere. 
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We look at this measure as a pro¬ 
gramme taken up by the Government 
in the context of emergency to fight 
the socio-economic forces that gave 
shape to fascism. There the Govern¬ 
ment has failed. Let him answer and 
say that they have succeeded in it. 
You, may say that you have a majo¬ 
rity’* but the country will not feel it. 
That is the problem. 

I would conclude by quoting a sen¬ 
tence from Karl Marx who said about 
the character of such type of people. 
He says: 

“Certain' quantity of profit will 
make capital audacious, 10 per cent 
security and it can be everywhere 
applied 20 per cent and it becomes 
lively; 50 per cent positiveljr daring 
for 100 per cent it will trample on 
all human values; 300 per cent and 
there is no crime which it will not 
risk even at the threat of gallows.” 

This is what Karl Marx said about the 
character of these kinds of money 
bags who are amassing wealth at the 
cost of the people and the country. 


Without stringent measures, with¬ 
out creating a confidence in the 
minds qf the people, this Government, 
thds country will not tolerate socio¬ 
economic forces based on fascism to 
survive. Without taking that path 
again, you are not going to succeed 
in fighting back the danger created 
by it. This is the reason why I re¬ 
quest that the Bill be rejected, be 
scrapped and the Ordinance be reject¬ 
ed. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA: 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, as you know, it is 
a debate that I have reply to. I will 
try to be as brief as I can. 

I want to compliment the hon. 
Minister for the good job that -he has 
done in presenting his case. It is, of 
cotirse, difficult tor him to convince 
uo. 'ptie reason is not his fault, but it 
Is just the case is so bad. 
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The two significant measures that 
have been taken since the Elmergency, 
or the alleged Emergency, is the mea¬ 
sure which took away bonus from the 
workmen, and this measure which has 
given bonu .3 to the hoarders and tax- 
evaders. This no doubt is this Gov¬ 
ernment’s view and policy as to how 
1.0 establish an egalitarian society^ in 
this country. 

According to the hon. Minister there 
was a climate created by a large 
number of raids which were carried 
out in 1974-75 and in this year, which 
made it advisable to bring forward 
this Voluntary Disclosure Scheme 
Minus clause 14 which relieves those 
who had already been caught from 
penally and prosecution, and minus 
the non-disclosure of source which the 
Bill provides, I wou’d have been tem¬ 
pted to believe what the Government 
is sa.ving. With these two clauses, and 
with the figure that the hon. Minister 
has now disclosed, 1 am more than 
convinced that what I said earlier is 
ccorrect, that this Bill was brought 
forward to bail out the black money 
partners of this honourable Govern¬ 
ment. 


According to the hon. Ministep, 
under section 14, the disclosed income 
and wealth was to the extent of 
Rs. 55 crores. This is a large amount 
in any language. I am sure, consider¬ 
ing the small group of individuals, 
numbering 4,402, who have disclosed 
income and wealth to the tune of 
Rs. 55 crores, who are already caught 
—when this is the view of the black- 
marketeere and the hoarders as to 
how much has been caught in those 
raids—we should know that a consi¬ 
derable amount of power is wielded 
by these people, because the result 
that we se© is this Bill, where every 
tenet of public life is being sold down 
the river. 

Mr. Salve was lamenting that 1 had 
only opoken about the fact that a i^on- 
cei£^on had been given to the taac* 
evad^. He was not listening because 
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I was complaining about the large 
disparity between 97 per cent and 60 
per cent and also about the fact that, 
those who had already been caught 
have been bailed out by this measure. 
This was the extent of my complaint. 
Then, he asked, how many of the 
seizurcij had been completed. He 
said that there are many a slip bet¬ 
ween the cup and the lip, and he 
talked about the best efforts of the 
Government. There is only one thing 
that I can say, and that is, that if 
after seizure, the Government sits on 
papers for two years, nobody in his 
right mind can say that the Govern¬ 
ment is making any kind of effort. 

There was a Question in this House 
some days ago in which an hon. Mem¬ 
ber had asked for a list of the asses- 
sees with over Rs. 50 lakhs in arrears. 
The Hon’ble Mini.ster’s answer was 
that it was not w'orth the effort to 
collect this information. May i ask, 
Sir, what kind of a Board of Central 
Taxes we have got, and what kind of 
a Ministry we have got, if they don’t 
know who owes Government more 
than flft.v lakhs in assessed arrears? 
Thii list .should have been before the 
Chairman—or whoever he is—of the 
Central Board of Taxes, and before 
the Finance Minister every day of the 
week. If it is not there, there is only 
one conclusion—that they are not 
interested in collecting arrears; there 
can be no other conclusion. 

Mr, Salve was saying that there is 
no provision in the Bill for disclosures 
to be made in a large number of 
names and, that they have to be made 
in the name of the assessee alone. 
That is correct; the law does not say 
that if yon have money to disclose, 
you shall not disclose it in your 
name but openly disclose it 

in other peoples nanres. But there 
is a provision in this laws which, 
I assume. Government has put in 
this law, ptecjsely to ehiable the 
assessees to do this—and that is the 
provision which makes it possible for 
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assessees to make dicloures without 
naming the source of income. Because, 
if as the Minister says, the raids had 
created a climate where the market 
was afraid, and where the hoarder 
was shivering in his pants, in that 
case, why did not the Gpvernment 
take this opportunity, not merely to 
mop up black money, but to identify 
the source from where it came, so that 
they can in future keep a watch on 
these tsources? There can be only one 
reason, and the figure will also tell 
you tins, that according to the Gov¬ 
ernment the extent of disclosure is 
1500 crores and the number of asses¬ 
sees is two and a half lakhs. That 
makctj an average disclosure of only 
60,000. What does this mean, may I 
ask the Minister? We all know ■^at 
black money is available in large 
chunks, that 60,000 is a drop in the 
bucket—if at all it is a drop. Obvious¬ 
ly, those who trade in black money, 
and those who run the parallel eco¬ 
nomy have .seen that this Bill is pro¬ 
perly devised, 430 that they can spread 
the risk around. 

Sir, I would like to insist that this 
House should be given, at the earliest 
opportunity, the full exent of dis¬ 
closure under Section 14, the number 
of assessees, total disclosure and the 
graded disclosure by limits—whatever 
limits are set—because it is only then, 
that we will know whom Government 
is trying to bail out. I would also say 
that it i3 no good coming to this House 
and saying that *we have made a prro- 
mi.se^and we have to keep it’. If this 
was a final promise, then the presence 
of the Bill in this House has no mean¬ 
ing. And even if the Government 
does not want to make pitblic the 
names of those who have disclosed <I 
personally think they should ibe made 
public), we can always provide that 
full disclosure should be made to the 
Department, if not to the public. If 
the Government is serious about root¬ 
ing out black money—-I don’t think it 
is—tben, it is it’s responsibUty to take 
this opportunity to identify the source, 
so that it can keep a watch in future, 
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and it <jan keep this source from 
operating. 

A lot of huUabaT.r was made about 
deduction of t ations to political 
parties. Perst ' i ly, i would welcome 
dctiuction of donations to political 
parties , being allowed, but I would 
suggest to Mr. Salve that, a company 
being a body corporate, should not be 
allowed to donate to political parties. 
Individuals—yes, by all means- 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: By a Gene¬ 
ral Body Resolution. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA*. 
By General Body Resolution? We all 
know that companies are closely con¬ 
trolled. Let Us not run away from 
the realities. If people want to help 
the poitical parties, let them donate 
as individuals. If we want politics in 
this country to acquire any meaning, 
then it has to be a question of a much 
larger participation from all walks of 
the country than we have had in the 
past. 

The hon. Minister was trying to 
make capital from the allegation that, 
in the seizures, it was the Opposition 
that was found to have taken black 
money. First of all, I would like to 
ask him how many Congressmen he 
has raided. If he does not know whom 
to raid, I am sure any one of us can 
give him the list. At the moment. 
We all know, money is being collect¬ 
ed hand over fist for the Ccmgress 
Party, for the Youth Congress. Who 
is collecting, I may not know, but I 
am sure he knows. And I would like! 
really, to ^ubmit to him that, if he 
makes the proper raids, he will find 
the money hidden in things far smel¬ 
lier, than sarees. 

Mr, Salve was upset that we had 
not made suggestions for rationali¬ 
sation. ^th of us have been in the 
House for nine years, and I am sure 
that, if he had been listening in the 
manner we have listened to him, he 
would have kno^ that in every sm- 
gle debate on an economic subject 


that has come up. all of us have made 
sugge.stions, not only on the floor of 
the House, but also in the Consulta¬ 
tive Committee, and also by way of 
articles, and we have alwaj’-g come 
against a blank wall from the Gov¬ 
ernment, because, it believes only in 
adhocism. I could make a suggestion 
right here, but I am not going to, and 
the reason why I am not going to is 
that, in my view which, I submit, i« 
the democratic view, the term of this 
Government runs out on the 18th 
March; beyond that date, it is an ille¬ 
gitimate Government. And, therefore, 
whatever suggestions I have to make, 
I would rather make after the elec¬ 
tions. I think, it will not be neces¬ 
sary, because it is they who will have 
to make suggestions to us. 

But, just in case this Government 
insist on the collision course that they 
are now on—and the Minister has 
spoken of rationalisation and various 
other things—I w’ant to caution him 
on one thing. In most economies, 
competitiveness is created through 
expansion. In our economy, competi¬ 
tiveness of products in the market, 
competition, has been created by mis¬ 
management and shrinkage of mar¬ 
ket. Today you have got a market in 
which more has been produced than 
.sold. Pric’e.s are coming down for this 
reason. For God’s sake, do not fiddle. 
Leave it alone. And if you do this, I 
am sure you will find that a few en- 
terpri.ses will fall down—^they deserve 
to—but you will find that you have 
industries which stand on their own 
feet, and not on crutches from the 
Government. My view is that you 
will find the interest of the consumer 
being served far better, than it has 
been served in the past. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; I shall put the

Sir, I beg to move* 

Page 6 , line 42,— 
omit "not" (17) 

MR. CHAIRMAN, under clause 3(ii) 
the benefit of the concessional rates 
of tax under this voluntary disclosure 
scheme are not available to those 
from whom merely a declaration or 
return has been sought under Sec¬ 
tion 139 or 148. Under Section 14 
you allow the person whose docu¬ 
ments have already been seized or 
whose assets may have already been 
seized to come forward with a declara¬ 
tion and then you say that notwith¬ 
standing the fact that his asset.s have 
been seized and documents are al¬ 
ready with the income-tax Depart¬ 
ment he shall not be charged interest 
and he shall not be charged penalty. 
This, Sir, refers to 55 crores and 4,000 
people we were talking about. 

Mr. Salve was very quick to point 
out that already in the Act, the Com¬ 
missioner has got the power to waive 
interest and penalty, j am sure, no 
Commissioner would have power en¬ 
ough to waive it in a case where 
discloures have been made as a result 
of search and seizures. I would urge 
the Government to accept this amend¬ 
ment. What I am saying is that even 
the power with the Commissioner 
which he has got to waive penalty 
and interest, should not ba available 
in this case because it is only after 
search and seizure that the income 
is declared. Therefore, you are uti¬ 
lising this Bill to bail him out, I 
would stronglj^ urge upon the hon. 
Minister to accept this amendment 
ttnd make, them pay interest and 
penalty. Otherwise what we are 
.saying will be proved. 
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PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE: 
The existing provision also give!'dis- 
cretion to the Commissioiter. 
ther the Commissioner uses his^^* 
ctetionary power or not, it depends 
upon the situation how much coc^era'- 
tion is being provided to the' ta:x 
authorities to make assessment. This 
provision has been enacted in the 
normal laws to get maximum coopera. - 
tion even after search and seizure. 
Whatever we can provide to the asses- 
sees under the normal laws, that much 
benefit is being provided under the 
scheme to those people whose accounts 
have been seized. The difference bet¬ 
ween ordinary declarants and this 
type of declarants is that they are not 
provided with concessional rate of 
tax. They have to pay normal rate 
of tax. Regarding immunity which is 
being provided to other cases, it is 
just being extended to this kind of 
declarants Therefore, I am sorry in 
not accepting this amendment. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, I put 
Amendment No. 17 to the vote of the 
House. 

Amendment No. 17 was put and ne¬ 
gatived. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The question 
is; 

“That clause 14 stand part of the

The motion was adopted.

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 

I beg to move: 

Page 9, line 44,— 
omit "not” (18)

Page 10,— 

omit lirias 32 to 41 (20) 

Amendment No, 18 is in respect of 
the immunities from penalty, pro¬ 
secution, etc. under certain acts whicli 
have been extended to those who had 
so long concealed their income or 
wealth. Here towards the end of this 
page where it says ‘Gold shall not be 
liable to confiscation’, my amendment 
is delete ‘not’. Again, tlie person 
making the declaration. Government 
says shall not be liable to imposition 
of any penalty. My amendment is 
that he shall be liable to imposition 
of penalty. So, both the ‘not’ should 
be dropped. On page 10,—^you kindly 
look to amendment No. 20,— here 
also I had suggested omission of lines 
32 to 41. I want the following por¬ 
tion to be omitted: 

“Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in the Gold (Control) Act, 
any primary gold referred to in 
sub-clause (ii) of clause (B) of 
sub-scetion (1) may be sold by the 
person making the declaration..’' 
etc. 

This is relevant, if the Government 
is serious and really want to curb 
the powers of the black money hol¬ 
ders who have so long cheated the 
people and the Government. Gov¬ 
ernment should not hesitate to take 
a positlv<e step, so that these people 
may be taken to task, even if they 
hide their gold and other wealth. In 
that case, they should not be’permit¬ 
ted to go scot-free, which is the mean¬ 
ing of this clause. That is why I have 
suggested this. 

Now, please look to amendment 21 
also. I want the lin^ 46 to 48 in sub¬ 
clause (4) to be omitted. These lines 
are as follows; 

"The immunity provided under 
«ub-section (1) shall, in, a case 
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where the person making the de-> 
claration is a firm, also extend, to 
the partners of the firm.” 

Not only is the company given this 
concession; but the partners are al^ 
given this exemption. Why? I think 
the Minister will have no hesitation 
at least to accept amendment No. 21. 
My request is that the Govemmmt 
should take a positive stand. Why 
should they not? Government them¬ 
selves have said that for so long‘a 
period, there were the laws and they 
had the powers, but Government could 
not exercise them. 

Now, after the ordinances, so many 
people have given the money to the 
Government. They have thereafter 
taken a dip in the Ganges and have 
now become sin-less, Mr. Daga had 
put it appropriately. Sometimes these 
people also help. They say this be¬ 
cause they have to go back to their 
constituency. Otherwise, what will 
they tell the people? On the one hand. 
Government are saying that they 
will penalize and take stringent mea¬ 
sures against black-marketeers and 
on the other, they have given all 
scope to the black money-holders, 
those who were so long set scot-free 
by Government’s own action. Wh«J 
some of them have made the decla¬ 
ration, Government want to see thai 
they are rewarded. Here is a positive 
suggestion and an amendment thal 
the Government can accept. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKH- 
ERJEE: I h^e covered thiii pofe 
already, when I had replied to ■ tin 
debate, when I had indicated wh; 
we are exempting them from the prq 
visions of the Gold (Control) Act am 
the Customs Act. Quite a sul^tatn 
tial part of the hidden wealth ^ 
income were in the form of gold, id 
jewellery. As a result, if we’ ' 
to make the scheme a success. H im 
necessary that immunities 
provisions were extended to ^ ^ 
clxranti. Therefore# this. Ig3m.ui|p(^ 
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being provided. 1 have already sug¬ 
gested to the hon. Member that if he 
does not want the scheme, he will 
have to reject thcl scheme, in toto. He 
cannot say that he will accept one 
part of the scheme and reject the 
other, 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA BAL¬ 
DER: It IS a funny argument. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKH- 
ERJEE: It may be funny to you, Shri 
Haider, but it is a fact. I am not 
accepting that amendment because it 
negates the entire scheme of the pro¬ 
position itself. Therefore, my opposi¬ 
tion is not funny. The amendments 
are really funny. Knowing fully 
well that they negate the whole sche¬ 
me itself, they are making such sug¬ 
gestions in the form of innocuous 
amendments, the effect of which 
would be to negate the whole Bill. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I will now put 
amendment Nos. 18, 19, 20 and 21 to 
the vote of the House. 

Amendments Nos. 18 to 21 were put 
and negatived 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The questiton is:

SHRI ERASMO de SEQUEIRA: I beg 
to move:* 

Page 13, line 17,—/or “2S per cent” 
eiibstitute “50 per cent.” (8) 


Page 13, line 10,—/or “40 per pent.'* 
substitute “80 per dent.” (4) 

Page 13, line 14,—for “60 per cent.'* 
substitute “90.9 per dent.” (5) 

Mr. Chairman, what I would like to 
bring to the attention of the House is 
the disparity that is gomg to exist 
betwen an honest tax-payer and some 
body who has evaded taxes, as a re¬ 
sult of the Schedule, as it has been 
presented to the country and to the 
House 

The higher rate of tax provided in 
the Schedule is 60 per cent. I would 
venture a guess that most of the in¬ 
come that has been declared, or a 
substantial portion of it, is income 
which was earned when the rate of 
tax was 97 per cent. Today the rate 
of tax is 77 per cent; in case it is a 
partnership it can go even to 85 per 
cent. 

There is one thing extra that has- 
been done to the benefit of the dis¬ 
honest tax-payer, and that is that a 
separate assessment has been created 
for the disclosure. Therefore it is 
only the extent of disclosure that will 
be charged to tax, and not the amount 
of income that was dodged, if yotr 
want to use that expression, in a par¬ 
ticular year. This is as the hon. Mini¬ 
ster will readily admit, in spite'of the 
scheme of non-disclosure of source 
which would have resulted in con¬ 
siderably more information with the 
Government, and considerably larger 
collection to the Government, the first 
of which I am sure the Government 
is trying to avoid and on the second 
I do not know what is the stand of 
the Government. 

I hope the hon. Minister realises 
that by making a separate assessment 
he has also made it possible for tm- 
scrupulous persons, and let me tell you 
that evfoy single peason who has made 


*Miovid with the" recommendation of the President. 
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a disclosure under this scheme is obvi* 
■^usly an ifhscrupulous person to in> 
elude in thdr disclosure black money 
earned during the course of this year 
because he does not have to disclose 
the source. He had to make a declara¬ 
tion till December. So. even money 
which he has earned after March he 
can disclose under the scheme, and 
where he would have to pay 78 or 80 
per cent, he gets away with 60 per 
cent. I do not know who the genius 
was who designed thia scheme. 

If Government felt that voluntary 
disclosure was necessary, there were 
so many options. "You had, as you 
say, the climate for people were so 
scared of the raids that they would 
have come forward in any case. You 
could have provided the same rate as 
applies to income-tax today and kept 
a separate assessment. You could 
have come forward and asked them to 
disclose the source. That would have 
also been to the benefit of the un¬ 
scrupulous, but far less than this. 

But to see the way it has come, you 
put yourself in the shoes of an honest 
tax-payer. And let me tell you that 
the majority of tax-payers in this 
country, the millions, are honest. It 
is only 2-1/2 lakhs who are not. And 
out of this 2-1/2 lakhs as I was men¬ 
tioning a little bit earlier, probably, 
three-fourths have never earned this 
kind of income in their lives, they 
have only been used in order to re¬ 
ceive and distribute the income of 
those who have earned this and would 
like to make a disclosure under the 
scheme. These are facts of life. 

It does not need any statistics to 
know that in the last few months 
every single tax consultant in the 
country has been busy planning dis¬ 
closures, how much should be dis- 
( closed in whose name and from which 
town, and how far the real owners, 
the real earner of that money, black 
money, could be protected. So, Ud us 
not run away fr<an reality. 


If at any time Government feel* 
that a voluntary disclosure is requir¬ 
ed, let th^ ensure that it is a dis¬ 
closure which, whatever else it may 
do, will give them the source of the 
income that is disclosed, because 
minus this it is nothing but an ex¬ 
ercise which does not speak well for 
any sincerity in stopping black 
money. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: He has made general observa¬ 
tions about disclosures. What reply 
should I give? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I put amendment 
Nos. 3, 4 and 5 to the House. 

Amendments Nos. 3 to 5 were pvt 
and negatived. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The question is; 

“That the Schedule stand part of the- 
Bill”. 

The motion was adopted. 

The Schedule was added to the Bill. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The question is: 

“That Clause 1, the Enacting For¬ 
mula and the Title stand part of 
the Bill’* 

The motion was adopted. 

Clause 1, the Enacting Formula and 
the Title were added, to the Bill. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKH- 
ERJEE: I beg to move; 

“That the Bill be passed”. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Cal¬ 
cutta-North-East): It is at least a. 
minor blessing that the Minister has 
shown some restraint in answering 
Mr. Sequeira just now as well as ift 
the speech which he naade earlier;, be¬ 
cause I was afraid that in the contact 
of today when 1 find for example, the 
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Minister <>f Inlomation and Broad¬ 
casting saying the other day at an 
■ exhibition, and I an^ quoting from 
The Statesman's report, that more had 
been done in the past ten years than 
. in the last one thousand years in 
India. A statement made in utter con¬ 
tempt of all history and of common 
sense. At least the Minister here has 
not tried to make a song and a dance 
about what he hM done in regard to 
his volimtary disclosure scheme, and 
he has spoken in a manner which he 
spoke something of a guilty consci¬ 
ence in this regard. 

There is no getting away from it 
that vice has been rewarded and vir¬ 
tue punished as has been made cleai 
so many times in different speeches 
made. But I recall how a siinilar 
piece of legislation in other times 
could perhaps have evoked a much 
longer discussion at much greater 
depth than we have had an opportu¬ 
nity of having in this House today. 

In English, there is an expression 
called Curate’s egg. an egg which is 
good in parts and you can eat only 
parts out of it. Here, this voluntary 
disclosure matter is good in parts; it 
stinks in certain other parts. In so 
far as he has got Rs. 200 crores and 
odd into the treasury, he is very 
welcome. But let him not run away 
with the fact that he has been able to 
take the capitalists. I say this because 
We here today talk about socially 
capitalists who are now in the very 
good books of the Government, and 
that is why, they been given a 
rope long enough to hang the other 
people in this country with not them¬ 
selves. And this is the reason why 
we are here suffering such a great 
deal*'"'’' 

J once heard even a company, 
T which included some of the highest 
• in ' the land ,lhat the ttqp man in the 
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Birla hierarchy was not himself as an 
individual an assessee of mcome tax. 
Now, these sorts of things go tOf, 
egregiously for years and years and 
years, even during* the emergency, 
you have the wherewithal to put 
your foot down and collect all the 
money you want. Look at Bombay 
and Calcutta where money seems to be 
in the air, but money in the hands of 
the rogues of creation. We can get 
hold of that money, but you do 
not. Now you come and say that 
we have done a good job of it, I do 
not mind the income tax people 
having a bonanza, they had worked 
hard enough to earn a little respite. 

I do not mind them a bonus. But they 
have as Sequeira has pointed out, t 
taken away the bonus from the com¬ 
mon workers. But, of course, they 
are welcome to have whatever bonan¬ 
za, they want among themselves 
Now, with the Ganga water, they 
have purified the black money. Now, 
the Minister was trying to shy away 
from this discussion about the quan¬ 
tum of black money in this country. 
After all, the Wanchoo Committee * 
which was appointed by the Govern¬ 
ment have calculated that black 
money operations are about 20 per 
cent of the gross national product. 

If that is so, what is the percentage 
of the money which he has collected? 
How does he crow over the superi¬ 
ority over the Mahavir Tyagi’s dis¬ 
closure idea and the later disclosure 
matters, because if you look at this 
point, there is hardly any time. But, 
in 1951, they got Rs. 70 crores which 
was -75 per cent of the total national ' 
income at that time. In 1965, disclosu¬ 
res were made which accounted for 
Rs. 197 crores which works out to one 
per cent of the GNP Now what they 
have would be much less than two per 
cent of the national income. If that 
is so, there is nothing to crow over in < 
so far as his achievements are concer¬ 
ned. But I congratulate him hwause^ 
he has been rather restrained in pre-' 
senting his proposition. You are look¬ 
ing at the clock. And that 1$ why, I 
was only referring to what wa» 
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« little while ago, hy my friend, Mr. 
Chandrappan. He quoted Karl Marx. 
Hi, may be a persono non grata with 
Ihese pragmatic socialists, 
{Interruptions) 

•who do not care for scientific so- 

■cialism. 

(Interruptions) 

But, at least they care for, I hope, 
the Mahabharata, there is a sloka 
which points out how big money is 
made.

Big money cannot be made unless 
you tear the hearts out of other 
people, unless you do the most black¬ 
guardly jobs, unless you kill as the 
fisherman as he kills the fish. Unless 
you do that, you cannot get big money. 
This is what Karl Marx has said 
in his historical chapter of Kapital 
when he quoted a Frenchman called 
Augier who had said earlier, 

“When money comes into the 
world it has a congenital 
blood stain on its cheek"'. 

But Karl Marx added, when capital 
•comes into the world, it comes with 
"blood and dirt pouring out from 
every pore of the body of those people 
whom they are taking to their heart 
today as socially conscious capitalists 
and to that tribe of men they are 
making concessions at the time of 
Emergency when the mandate of the 
people is there. If only they had the 
will, they could answer the accusa¬ 
tions of certain persons abroad that 
we are a soft State, and we do not 
know wlwt to do in order to proceed 
towards some kind of socialism. As 
T said earlier, may be this variety of 
l>ragmatlc socialism is scMtiething 
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which is beyond the ken of the likes 
of us. It is a little too late for us to 
learn new. definitions and connota-- 
tioDS of socialism. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Mr, Chairman, Sir, there 
are one or two aspects of this Bill as 
presented before the House which 
should be brought to the notice of the 
House. 

The Ordinance was promulgated on 
the 5th November. The Minister says, 
if we make any alteration in the KU, 
then the whole purpose of the scheme 
goes and it will negative the entire 
scheme. Therefore, he says, when 
the Bill comes up for discussion in 
the House, we cannot even suggest an 
amendment and the Minister cannot 
even consider an amendment. 'What 
is tlien the function of this House 
when we con.sider an Ordinance like 
this or a Bill like this? We have 
either to accept it or reject it in toto. 
Whatever suggestions may be made 
by way of amendments, the House 
cannot even consider them. That is 
the attitude taken by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

They have in their wisdom promul¬ 
gated an Ordinance which was al¬ 
ready overdue, conceived of a scheme 
and gave effect to it before the Par¬ 
liament which is representative of the 
people could even make, any sugges¬ 
tion for its alteration. This is the way 
they want the Parliament to function 
and they go on merrily with this 
deliberate surrender to a section of 
the people. 

The hon. Minister said, if I quote 
the figures rightly, that about Rs, 700 
crores of concealed income and wealth 
has been disclosed and that the tax 
realised is about Rs. 250 crores. 'That 
is including the wealth-tax. Tlwre- 
fore, deducting the wealth-tax, it Js 
less than Hs. 250 crores or it is aboci^ 
Rs. 240 crores that has been realised^ 
H^(^, about Rs. 450 ororeg of mqaegr 
has been legitimised, ha Mr. 
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.said. This hag gone Into the channel 
<rf national wealth. This has become 
the "white money, the purified money. 
For what purpose will this be utilised? 
Is there any condition laid down in 
this Bill or in the Ordinance? Are 
we saying that this money should b'e 
utilised for nation-building activities, 
lor any public welfare scheme? No 
provision is made. 

Now, these people who earn money 
obviously by dubious methods and 
who have been cheating the Govern¬ 
ment admittedly for all these years 
will now be given a clean slate to 
utilise it in any manner. The only 
obligation I find is to bring the amo¬ 
unt in their books of accounts. They 
know how to manipulate. This will 
bi^ed what sort of income in future 
nobody knows. What is ibe control 
of the Government over it? Nobody 
knows. Over Rs. 450 crores have 
come as a prize to these people. With 
white money, they can do whatever 
they like. There is no control. This 
is the position. 

With regard to Rs. 55 crores which 
Is an amount of tax paid by these 
iOOO and odd assessees against whom 
raids and seizures have been made, 
who have been found out by the 
efforts made by the Income-tax De¬ 
partment, I want to say one thing. 

18.00 bn. 

I admire these income-tax oflScers 
who are working under the greatest 
constraints and restraints and politi¬ 
cal influence. I do not mind some 
reward being given to them. They 
deserve encouragement. Many of 
them are doing good work. But when 
they havO done something and they 
could have made a much greater rea¬ 
lisation on behalf of the Department 
from these 4,000 people, you reduced 
their liabilitiesl The officers of the 
Department, wi^H great efforts, found 
fl>e sources of this money, but 
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now you give these people a Respite, 
and these 4,000 people are now going: 
scot-free; the Department’s efforts go 
in vain. When Mr. Chandrappan was 
stressing on that, when Mr. Sequeira 
was stressing on that, this was the 
rationale behind it. When the De¬ 
partment makes efforts and succeeds, 
the praise is not going to the Depart¬ 
ment but to those persons who are 
caught! Therefore, if we say that the 
object is not really tackling the prob¬ 
lem of black money which has eateia 
into the vitals of the economy of this, 
country but is to give certain favour 
or protection to a section of the peo¬ 
ple, then nobody can accuse us of 
trying to do something which will 
affect the economy of this country. 

I would like to know two or three 
things from the Minister. This can¬ 
not be a Bill or a proposal to tackle 
the problem of black money, because, 
it does not contain any proposal whidb 
will stop generation of black money. 
There is no provision in this Bill which 
does away with the evils which gripi 
the nation’s economy. Will thi® be¬ 
come, like poverty and Emergency, a 
permanent feature in our country? 1 
would like to know this. Will this be 
a periodical exercise? Because, with¬ 
out being able to deal with the prob¬ 
lem at its roots, without being abl'e 
to stop the generation of black money» 
how will this problem be solved? Will 
you go on giving them an opportunity 
every time to come out on their own, 
disclose the black money, get a clear¬ 
ance from the Government and go 
back .with white money? Is this the 
scheme? Therefore, I would like to 
know from the hon. Minister whether 
this will be a periodical exercise.. 
There are people who know this: they 
can go on doing this for five or ten 
years; then Mr. Pranab Kumar 
Mukherjee—I do not know Whetlier 
he will be there to pilot such 8 Bill 
or somebody else will come; I wish 
Mr. Pranab Kumar Mukherjee rises 
to greater heighte, he has aH my best 
wishes—or whosoever comes, thjla 
party goes on ruling this country aiut 
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if th }9 system of administration con¬ 
tinues, will again come with such a 
favourable proposal and, therefore, 
with little quid pro quo, this can be 
achieved. 

Therefore, the hon. Minister will 
have to satisfy Us what really is the 
object of this except to- get money. 
Is this the policy of this Government 
that, somehow or other, more and 
more taxes may be realised? Are 
the means important or not? Are you 
satisfied only with this that somehow 
more money has to be gathered as 
taxes? By ‘ making concessions to 
capitalists and black-marketeers, you 
get Rs. 200 crores and you seem to be 
very happy and you are patting your- 
selve? on the back that you have done 
a great job! You are giving them 
better treatment because of this so- 
called voluntary disclosure. By mere¬ 
ly making this so-called voluntary 
disclosure, they will become angels 
■from tomorrow and they will never 
make any suppression or concealment 
of any income in future! Is there 
any rationale behind it? You say that 
you will bring them to the path of 
•civic responsibility. Civic responsibi¬ 
lity here ceases as soon as they get 
away with a smaller amount of in- 
-■ccme-tax. Where is the guarantee of 
continued civic responsibility in 
future? That is the point we want the 
hon. Minister to answer. Where is the 
guarantee for that? What is the pro¬ 
vision in the Bill that, in future, this 
civic responsibility will continue? 
Suddenly it has dWned on the Gov¬ 
ernment that they must bestow or 
Inject a sense of responsibility on 
‘eome of the people of this country by 
allowing them to go away in this 
onanner! This responsibility will be¬ 
come a perennial feature in their 
mental set-up and in their financial 
system. Therefore, I would like to 
Icnow from the hon. Minister, firstly 
what is going to be doiie with the 
money uihich has now bectmie white 
liy reason of their good blessings. 
Secondly, honr do you wish to tackle 
this problem In future; have you got 


any proposals to go on like this gi’^- 
ing this favour to such people In 
future? Thirdly, whether the Gov¬ 
ernment believes that mere getting 
more and more money as taxes, by 
whatever dubious means the Govern¬ 
ment adopts, is the end-all and be-all 
of this Government, 

You say that you will utilise the 
taxes for so-called nation building 
purposes. We have got our reserva¬ 
tions. Why not compel these people 
who have accumulated money at the 
expense of the society and economy 
of this country to utilise money tot 
nation building purposes? Govern¬ 
ment should say that these are the 
objectives and these are the priority 
sectors and you must invest the 
money. There are no such proposals. 

You say that you have got this 
extra money by way of a windfall. 
But are you going to give any relief 
to the persons- in the lowest income- 
tax brackets? These people are al¬ 
ready under the greatest of miseries 
and difficulties. Small traders and 
others are within the income-tax net 
They cannot get out of the net; give 
some relief to these people, and uti¬ 
lise the money that you have realis¬ 
ed as a windfall so that these people 
who are in the lowest income bracket 
can get some relief, I hope, the 
hon. Minister will keep these things in 
mind. I know, he is a prisoner of the 
circumstances and situation; he can¬ 
not say anything: he has a closed 
mind, he is not allowed to open it and 
consider any proposals, good, bad oe 
indifferent. He may at least try te 
consider when they evolve thdx 
schemes, if any. in future.

1 also mentioned in my intro¬ 
ductory speech and later on while 
replying to the debate that this is a 
scheme which was in force from 8 th 
October to 81st DecembeFr r975 and 
ht the same time, other measures like 
ftearches, raids, surveys etc. as they 
continued in the past are continuing 
today. This is not something isolated 
which has been brought before the 
hon. Members, or it is out of the 
context; this i^ one of the measures 
which We considered fit and which we 
found advisable to apply at tKat par¬ 
ticular moment because of the situa¬ 
tion created by intensidcation of 
searches and seizures. Therefore, the 
hon. Members may have their honest 
difference of opinion, whether that 
was the appropriate time, or whether 
those w'ere the approriate measures, 
or whether this is an appropriate piece 
of legislation. We have our own 
arguments and I have tried to the best 
of my abilities to place our view¬ 
points so far as this piece of legisla¬ 
tion is concerned. 

Mr. Chairman, Sir, I would like to 
eubmit most humbly that this is not 
something which is all-comprehensive. 
Yhe hon. Mr. Chatterjee wanted to 
know, why there is no provision in 
the Bill about what we are going to 
do about the money which is being 
channelised and which comes to the 
mainstream of the national economy. 
It ig not the fact that we have not 
given any indication. In my speech, 
I pointed out and I have given the 
figures also that 5 per cent of the 
disclosed income and 2 J percent of 
the disclosed wealth are to be invest¬ 
ed’ in the Goverament securities which 
are to be'inV%sted vnter cKa in the 
priority sector like slum clearance 
Wd other Soclhl priority schemes. 
Therefore, this IS 'not a fact that we 
ftavte' not given any information to the 
House.. I said that' I have given this 
inforaation. it giay not bte sufficient 
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for you. Here, we have already 
accepted that. We have a different 
approach but at the same time yott 
cannot say that whatsoever I am say¬ 
ing is inconsistent. It mgy be incon¬ 
sistent with you, but it ig very much 
consistent with my line of argument. 
I do feel that the situation was creat¬ 
ed where we could unearth a percen¬ 
tage of black money. I do not know 
what is the quantum of the black 
money which is operating. Mr.. 
Chairman, most humbly I refuse to 
enter into that controversy whether 
it is Rs. 7,000 crores, Rs., 14,000 crores 
or Rs. 20,000 crores or Rs. 25,000 
crores because we have no scientific 
basis to come to the definite conclu¬ 
sion as to what is the quantum of 
black money operating in the country. 
But it is a fact that it has been realis¬ 
ed that quite a substantial amount— 
of the order of Rs. 1,500 crores in the 
form of declared income, in the form 
of declared wealth hag come in the 
mainstream of the economy. In reply 
to another supplementary question I 
suggested that a substantial part of it 
will go to the States, as 80 per cent 
of the income tax goes to the State® 
as a part of divisible pool. Therefore, 
the States will have better and im¬ 
proved ways and meang position. But 
it would be really difficult for me to 
indicate whether thig Rs. 470 crores 
or whatever odd figure Mr. Somnath 
Chatterjee has quoted would come iit 
the mainstream and in what way it 
will be invested. 

One point I would like to suggest, 
we make exercises in which way the 
white money is being invested and 
the investment policy of the country 
is always to see that these are beinff 
invested in the priority sector. At 
least one expectation We may have, 
heOause of the very nature of the 
expenditure that the money which- 
comeg in the mainsfreani of the eco- 
’nomy ig not usually spent oii ostenta¬ 
tious purposes. Those 81*6 invested i^ 
‘a purposeful and miraningful mannefb. 
Therefore, thig much of ■ ekpectatioik- 
we may have the income and Wealth! 
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»#hieh has £ome in the mainstream of 
the economy after being disclos^ed. 

Another point he has mentioned is 
that we are not accepting any amend¬ 
ment. Perhaps, he is very much 
aware—and it is clear from the very 
nature of the Bill—that this is a 
Money BUI. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: I 
am On a point of principal procedure. 
If schemes like this are passed by 
ordinance and the Government comes 
forward and says if any alteration is 
made, the whole- scheme falls through 
the whole amending process comes to 
naught. That is what I am s^yii^S 
that you come forward with a propo¬ 
sal in the form of a Bill. As the hon. 
Minister said repeatedly T cannot 
accept any amendment because that 
will negativ'e the entire scheme’, we 
cannot put forward any amendments 
because he cannot consider it. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: As the hon. Member, who is a 
veteran Member of Parliament, is 
aware, there are certain matter on 
which hon, members can discuss but 
they cannot change. If they change. 
Government is ultimately to resign. 

I do not go into that aspect and the 
whole aspect of these things. These 
schemes.... (Interruptions). 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I seek your pro¬ 
tection. 

I wanted to clarify the position. You 
can give so many cut motions in the 
Budget but nobody accepts your cut 
motion. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Neither Mr. Min¬ 
ister alone nor the Opposition alone 
can have it. It is for the House to 
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accept or not to accept. You haVc 
moved yohr amendment and the 
House has said ‘no’. Therefore, that 
question does not arise. Please con¬ 
tinue. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: 1 did not expect that tKis ques¬ 
tion will be raised by a veteran 
parliamentarian like Shri somnath 
Chatterjee. The whole gxercise was 
over by 31st December. We have 
accepted that scheme. It wag put into 
operation by an ordinance and after 
that.... 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Mr. Mukherjee, the way things should 
have happened.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: No, no, it is all 
right. Mr. Minister, please conclude. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER¬ 
JEE: I do not think there wag any 
irrationality in ordinance because 
Parliament was in Session and it was 
in the month of October that the 
ordinance was issued by the President 
and it was not in the month of Nov¬ 
ember, as has been pointed out by 
Shri Chatterjee.

For this reasons I am 
suggesting that when a declaration is 
made, the property should vest in the 
Government with encumbrances of 
third party. My point is that the 
encumbrances or third party should 
not be affected. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEIE: If we do not accept it free from 
all encumbrances, then the smugglers 
and the persong whose properties will 
be confiscated will deliberately bring 
all sorts of ensumbrances and then 
it will be very difficalt for the Gov¬ 
ernment to accept that property. So, 
that will be the biggejt loophole.

“a person who is or has been or It

idiraseology which we use. And re- 
tKarding the inclusion of the officers,

Minister knows and 
the entire House knows, ig bound to 
take place. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Regardhig this wide power of 
making enquiry, in regard to property, 
their location, identifleation and so 
many other things are involved. Many 
of them may not be strictly within 
the purview of this. That is why 
there Is necessity for taking wider 
power to make enquiry or investiga¬ 
tion. But they will move on the 
basis Of some information, * certain 
facts. It is not that they will go 
from the tip of Himalayas to Kanya- 
fcumari and enquire into all sorts of 
things. They will use their discretion.

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): I 
shall confine myself strictly to the 
scope of the Bill and that precisely is 
my grievence with the Finance Min¬ 
ister. If one were to see the objec¬ 
tives of the Bill, one could not find 
anything more laudable. So far as 
this legislative measulte is concerned^ 
it concerns the largest legislative 
principle. AccoVding to th® obj8Ctives__^ 
it will be found that the smuggling 
activities and foreign exchange mani¬ 
pulations are having deleterious effects 
on the national economy. And later 
on, it is slated that with the help of 
ilLbegotten wtealth, which these mani¬ 
pulators and the sm»«lglers acquire,, 
they even tend to confer social status 
and pMstige, which la quite contrary 
to Ike healthy social cultural noynuft.

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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRl ANNASAHEB P. 
SHINDE): Mr. DeputyjSpeagtr, Sir, I 
beg to move; 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Delhi Land Holdings (Ceiling) 
Act, 1960, be taken into considera* 
tion." 

As the House is aware, the Govern¬ 
ment of India has drawn up a set of 
guidelines on land ceiling on the basis 
of tMe recommendations of the Chief 
Ministers’ Conference on ceiling on 
agricultural noldmgs. Almost all the 
States of the country have either 
amended their existing legislation on 
land ceiling or enacted a fresh one in 
the light of these guidelines. In order 
to bring the Delhi Land Holdings 
(Ceiling) Act, 1960 in accord with the 
said guidelines, it was considered ne¬ 
cessary to reduce the ceiling limit, to 
withdraw some ot the exemptions 
and to revise the amount payable for 
the excess lands which are to v^t m 
the Government. In view of the deci¬ 
sion of the Government to expeditious¬ 
ly implement the 2C-point economic 
programme, the matter has assumed 
great urgency and ^ince Parliament 
was not in session, the President pro¬ 
mulgated on 8th December, 1975, the 
Ddhi Land Holdings (Ceiling) Am¬ 
endment Ordinance, 1975. The pre¬ 
sent Bill seeks to replace the Ordi¬ 
nance. 

The main provisions of the Bill are 
as follows:— 

1, Level of CeUing: As against the 
existing ceiling of 33 standard acres 
(24 to 60 ordinary acres) for a family, 
the proposed level ranges between 5.8 
hectares (14.4 acres) and 21.8 hec¬ 
tares (54 acres) depending upon 
the class of land. 
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(a) (i) 5.6 hectares, in case of 
land which is assured of Irri¬ 
gation from a government 
source of irrigation and is cap¬ 
able of yielding at least 2 crops 
in a year; or 

(ii) 7.25 hectares, in case of land 
which is assured of irrigation 
from a private source of irriga¬ 
tion and is capable of yielding 
at least 2 crops in a year; or 

(b) (i) 8.7 hectares, in case of land 
which is assured of irrigation 
from a government source of 
irrigation and is capable of 
yielding at least one crop in a 
year; or 

(ii) 10 9 hectares, in case of land 
which is assured of irrigation 
from a private source of irri¬ 
gation and is capable of yield¬ 
ing at least one crop in a year; 
or 

(c) 21.8 hectares In case of any 
other land including an orchard. 

15.45 hrs. 

[Mr. Speaker in the Chmr] 

In the case of families having more 
members than five, the ceiling will 
be raised by l/5th of the family ceil¬ 
ing for each additional member sub¬ 
ject to an overall limit of twice the 
ceiling limit. 

The tenure holder is entitled tOr 
retain in ad<lition, an extent of area 
not exceeding the ceiling limit for 
each of his major sons. 

2. Exemptions: Sir, as the HQUse is 
aware, the existing ceiling legislation 
in the Union Territory of Delhi ex¬ 
empts from its operation a compact 
block of land which is used[ as an 
archard from before 10th February*, 
1959, or is oeing usad as a farm in. 
which heavy investment or perma,-, 
nent structural improvements have 
been made and, any specialised 
which is being used lor cattle oread- 
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ing, dairy or wool raising These ex¬ 
emptions are being withdrawn. The 
only exemptions that will now be per¬ 
mitted are:— 

(a) the areas held on 24-1-1971 by 
any goshala established for a 
charitable purpose without any 
motive for profit and register* 
ed as a Society under the So¬ 
cieties Registration Act, 1860; 

(b) the areas comprising a stud 
farm on 24-1-1971; 

(c) the areas belonging to any agri¬ 
cultural cooperative land mort¬ 
gage bank, State or Central 
Cooperative bank or any other 
bank. 


3. Dteegarding trantders other than 
bonaflde sales: All transfers other 
than a bonaflde sale under a register¬ 
ed deed for valuable consideration 
effected on or after the 24th January. 
1971 shall be disregarded for com¬ 
puting the excess land. Where any 
transfer has taken place, the excess 
land will be selected out of the land 
left with the transferor and the bal¬ 
ance, if any, from the land held by 
the transferee in proportion to the 
land transferred to him. 

4. Amoiait payaUe for acqabKlon 
of oxeese land: Under the existing 
Act the amount pairable for acquisl** 
tion cd excess land is 20 times the 
net income plus market value for any 
structures o' buildings including 
wells, tubewells etc. After the pro¬ 
posed amendment the amount for the 
excess land will be payable on a 
graduated slab basis ranging between 
Bs. 5000 and Bs. 1000 per hectare 
plus 80 per cent of the market value 
ot the structures or buildings includ¬ 
ing wells and tubewells etc., if any, 
on the access land. 


5. iHstrlbatloii ot excese bud* The 
excess land vested in the Government 
(other than land reserved for the vil¬ 
lage community or for any work of 
public utility) will be allotted to the 
prescribed category of persons, pre¬ 
ferably to landless agricultural work¬ 
ers, particularly those belonging to 
the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes. 

These are the broad features of the 
BUI and this House had occasion iU 
the past to discuss the broad princi¬ 
ples and also the national guidelines 
issued by the various State Govern¬ 
ments I therefore do not want to 
take up more time of the Hon’ble 
House. I hope all sides of the Hon’ble 
House wiU support this Bill, the prin¬ 
ciples of which had been well sup¬ 
ported by all sections of the House in 
the past. 


MR. SPEAKER; Motion moved:

*SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER (Ausgram): Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
we are discussing the Delhi land 
Holdings (Ceiling) Amendment Bill^ 
1976. My party, the CPI(M) have al¬ 
ways supported all measures towarda 
effecting land reforms in the coun¬ 
try. We have been struggling and 
a^tating in this House and outsiite 
fdr proper land reform whereby the 
landless labourers and other wealnr 
sections may get ownership of land. 
Unfortunately, in many States where 
the Congress Government have tried 
to effect land reforms the landlmda 
have been able to escape through 
benami transfers of their land. Urns 
the real objective of guch r e f om w 
have been Awaited. Even la plaeei 
where surplus land has been taken over 


*Thr orii^al speech was delivered in BengalL 
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"by the Government that land has not 
been ^iroerly distributed' among the 
deserving people. The inresently 
under discussion is confined to the 
Union Territory of Delhi. It is seen 
that the ceiling oi 30 standard acres 
in the principal Act is sought to be 
changed into various ceilings of differ¬ 
ent tsnpes of land. 7.25 hectares have 
been fixed in case of land which is 
assured of irrigation from a private 
source and can yield two crops in a 
year, 5.8 hectares have been fixed for 
the land having assured irrigation 
facilities from a Government source 
and is capable of yielding two crops 
in a year, and hectares have been 
fixed in the case of any other land in¬ 
cluding an orchard. Sir, Delhi is the 
capital of our country. For effective 
implementation' of the 20-point pro¬ 
gramme We should have a ceiling on 
urban property here which will be 
more relevant. Delhi is mostly ur¬ 
banised and therefore a cfeiling on 
urban property is more important 
here. There are many moneyed 
people owning 7 or 8 houses and 
many building plots. Unless a ceil¬ 
ing is fixed for urban property the 
objective behind this Bill is likely to 
be defeated. The Government should 
come forward at the earliest with a 
Bill for putting a ceiling on property 
in' Delhi The rich landlords who 
Icnew that this Bill was coming fur 
•enactment have already transferred 
major portion of their excess land 
to benami transactions. All such 
transactions must be unearthed so 
that this legislation may be meaning- 
iulL 


Bit, I suggest that In Section 3 the 
ceiling in case of the land having as¬ 
sured irrigation facilities should be 
reduced to 4 hectares end in the case 
of orchard and other types of land 
the maximum limit shoidd be 8 hec¬ 
tares. ThB Government has stated 
that after the present enactment is 
made 800 hectares of land would be 
mvailable as surplus land. If my sug¬ 
gestion Is accepted by the Qovam- 
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ment then the Quantum of surplus 
land would be much higher than esti¬ 
mated. In the Bill payment of com¬ 
pensation has been provided for the 
excess land taken over by the Govern¬ 
ment. Here I will suggest that in the 
case of absentee landlord and those 
having other sources of income, no 
compensation should be paid for the 
surplus land. Moreover the surplus 
land available, should be distributed 
to the Scheduled Castes and Schedul¬ 
ed Tribes, the landless labourers and 
other backward and weaker sections. 
The distribution of the land should 
be entrusted to an elected committee 
who should act impartially and with¬ 
out prejudice to the weaker sections. 
In many places we have seen that 
even after land reforms were effecteii 
the landlords and the richer classes 
continued to have effective control of 
their excess land as they had a firm 
hold and influence on the Government 
authorities and the village communi¬ 
ties. They manipulated their holdings 
through benami tranefiers in the name 
of their living and dead relatives as 
well as in' the names of their ser¬ 
vants, etc. Thug the very objective 
of the land reform were nullified. 
Tlie landless labourers and tbe back¬ 
ward classes failed to gain fite che¬ 
rished ownership of land. 

In the end I will say that the hold¬ 
ers of black money who were in pos¬ 
session of vast surplus land Kave al¬ 
ready transferredf their holdim'gs to * 
escape the cellbig Act* They have 
also invested heavily in urban build¬ 
ings. etc. It is therefore very neces¬ 
sary to fix a celling to urban proper^ 
if their activities are to be curbed. 
The Government should bring a Bill 
to put a ceiling to urban property at 
the earUest so that the real ob|ecUvas 
may be fulfilled.

SHRI ANNASAH1CB P. SHINDB- 
Sir, I am thankful to the hon. jAem- 
bera for generally supporting the pro¬ 
visions of the BUI. The general prin¬ 
ciples on which this Bill is based if 
I may say so. have been accepted by 
all State Governments. In Delhi also 
it should have come earlier but due 
to local difficulties they could not pro¬ 
cess and when the Parliament was 
not in Session this Ordinance had to 
bp issued. 

Mr. Haider, has raised a tew pomts. 
One of the points he has raised is 
about ceiling on urban land. Many 
other hon. Members have also raised 
this point. As far as this aspect is 
concerned although it is not relevant 
to this BUI yet the Government’s 
intention has been made known, 
namely, that the Government proposes 
to move a legislation to this effect 
in the current Session. 

The other point which Mr. Haider 
has raised is about benami transac¬ 
tions' which have been made in Delhi. 
Sir. if the hon. Member ^s good 
enough to go into the provisions of 
the Bill he will find this BUI has 
given retrospective effect to the trans¬ 
fers and any transfer made after Ja¬ 
nuary 1971 which is in contravention 
of this provision will naturally be in¬ 
valid. 

Another point which has been rais¬ 
ed is regarding the categories. Be 
has ^^de the point that as «■ 
ligated land category is conoemed it 
should be 4 hectares. Sir, in the 
guidelines which were issued to vaili- 
ous State Governments we indicated 
three to four categoriesi a^d as far tw 
the double crop land is concerned we 
left it entirely to the discretion of 
the State Government as to wltat

should be the maximum limit. It was 
expectted that it would be anything 
between 10 and 18. For one crop 
lard it was 27; if it was dry land it 
was 54 acres. The Delhi Adminis¬ 
tration has broadly approved this 
draft and in their discretion they have 
put categories which are well within 
the limits of national guidelines. 1 
du not therefore think that it is a 
very valid point. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: What 1 said was that it was 
only for the Delhi Union Territory, 
not for the other States. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; 
In the Delhi Union Territory, the 
limit is not one to which you could 
take any valid objection; the limit is 
not so high as to call for any objec¬ 
tion. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nlzamabad); Is it low? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
It is slightly lower than in many of 
the States, the classification of land. 
The Delhi Administration has set a 
lower limit, not a higher limit. I 
do not think there is any valid point. 


Several hon. Members made a point 
about the orchard. A lot of thought 
was given to this particular aspect by 
the Chief Ministers who were consult¬ 
ed in this matter before the national 
guidelines were drawn. Orchards are 
mostly in compact areas and break¬ 
ing them up would create a number 
of problems for the management of 
orchards, and not even one per cent 
of the country’s land is under orchards 
and I do not think that basically this 
comes in the way of implementation 
of land ceiling Act. 

SHRI M. Ram GOPAL REDDY; 
Stud farms were exempted. 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. 8I0NDi:= 
This was also discussed when aetio- 
nal guidelines were drawn up. There 
are some places where horse-breed¬ 
ing is taking place. Otherwise we 
have to depend upon import of* 
horses. This is again a very small 
category and highly specialised and 
this does not come in the way of 
whatever excess land is available in 
the country. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD* 
(Bhagalpur): It is not a question of 
number; it is a question of principle. 
Because they belong to Maharajas?* 
Monied people? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; T 
do not think we should really bring 
in the names of individuals. We con¬ 
sulted the Chief Ministers at that* 
time and there was broad agreement 
on this Bnd therefore there were some 
exemptions. Hon. Members can have* 
honest and different victws on them' 
and 1 do not want to raise a dispute* 
on this. 

Another point that was made was 
about compensation. Shivanath Singh- 
ji rightly mentioned that anybody 
who knows the level of prices of land' 
round about Delhi will uot consider 
Rs. 5000 per hectare, Rs. 2,000 per 
acre to be on the high side. Round 
about Delhi the price of one acre 
of land is anything between R*. 
5000 and Rs. 10,000. Closer to Delhi 
it is much higher. Therefore the 
compensation of Rs. 2,000 per acre, 
and for dry land it is about Rs. 400,1 
do ‘not think, is on the high side. The 
provisions which have been made by 
the various state governments are in 
fact. Slightly on the higher side ae 
compared to what this BUI provides. 

Shri Jharkhande Rai raised the 
point that the implementation of land: 
reforms had been slow. 1 gm inclin¬ 
ed to agree with him. 1 do not think 
that we can straightaway rush to 
compare China with India. Att&f all 
dictatorial regimes had advant¬ 
ages in this respect We were trying 
to implement land ceiling lawa 
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through democratic processes by put¬ 
ting laws before Parliament. 

(Interruptions). 

The hon. Member are aware toal 
land is a State subject under our 
Comtitution. A whole lot of legis¬ 
lation has been enacted during the 
last 25 years. If I may say so, has 
been mentioned on the floor of the 
House in the past, if there is any 
country in the world in which land 
reforms have been enacted through 
democratic process, I think; India can 
be legitimately proud of it. But do 
not rush up to conclusions. If you 
look to the situation in 1965-66 2/3 
of the landscape wag dominated by 
Kajahs, Maharajahs, Zamindars and 
land-lords. Now, in this country, 
there have been people who have 
taken advantage of it by misusing 
certain positions, perhaps in certain 
areas. But by and large I think there 
is so much of seriousness about land 
reforms in the country. Now, as far 
as the implementation of the land re¬ 
form is concerned, Shri Jharkhande 
Rai himself has that in U.P. 
there was never such an atmosphere 
as there is now for implementation 
of land reforms. It is not only found 
in U.P. but all over the country. 
Therefore, if any conclusion is to be 
drawn, if any democratic system is to 
be followed then despite many limi¬ 
tations, the subject being under State 
subject and all that, a general aware¬ 
ness has to be created, and the gene¬ 
ral pressure that hag been develop¬ 
ed ^as a result of popular movement 
has to be sustained. I think there is 
seriousness about implementation of 
these laws now to possess land in 
India, between 10 to 54 acres, I do 
not think it Is really a matter to which 
objection can be raised. In fact, 
when the general recommendations 
were made by the Agriculture Com¬ 
mission of which one of leading 
Members of this House was the 
Chairman’ and Shri Z. A. Ahmed was 
one of members. He belongs to 
the party of Shri Jharkhande, Rai. 
Those recommendations we^e broadly

similar or just on par with the natio¬ 
nal guidelines. Therefore, I think, 
what has been done has been done in 
the very right direction. These land 
laws should be implemented by all 
the State Governments and I hope 
during the next few days necessary 
effective steps will be taken. Al¬ 
ready processes are on. In a number 
of States surplus lands are being ac¬ 
quired and the lands are getting dis¬ 
tributed to the weaker sections of the 
society, as has been mentioned in the 
general guidelines. 

Then, another important point which 
has been mentioned by Shri Jhar¬ 
khande Rai is that some people are 
taking protection for owning lands 
under the category of mechanised 
farms, co-operative farms, etc. Now, 
if Shri Jharkhande Rai closely looks 
into the guidelines he will find that 
if somebody owns land in the co¬ 
operative society, he is not exempted 
because hig holding in the cooperative 
‘•ociety will be taken into considera¬ 
tion to determine the individual hold¬ 
ing. Therefore, if anybody is own¬ 
ing lands through the Co-operative 
society now, he will not be exempted. 
He is not going to get protection. That 
protection was there under the old 
law. All these exemptions for me¬ 
chanised farms and co-operative 
farms were there under the old law. 
Now, under the new guidelines, these 
exemptions are not at all allowed. 
The fear expressed by the hon. Mem¬ 
ber was true xmder the old law but 
it is not true under the new laws, 
under the current piece of legislation 
which is being discussed on the floor 
of the House. Therefore, nobody will 
be in a position now to take protec¬ 
tion under mechanised farm or co¬ 
operative farm or under the compact 
farm. 

Shri Shiv Nath Singh has made 
another point regarding^ exemptkm 
for orchard. H© had raised a pbb\t. 
whether orchard w% desirable^ riiitlt4.) 
abdut Delhi. As X said, when 
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examined this point in depth, we 
found that there was very limited 
area under orchards and these or¬ 
chards have special management. They 
would have caused a lot of harm to 
horticulture, if we would decide 
them to break etc. This matter was 
examined. The land under orchards 
was very limited except in U.P. and 
in a few other States. Therefore, in 
their wisdom, the Chief Ministers and 
other experts whom we consulted 
unanimously recommended that this 
will cause incalculable harm to horti¬ 
culture in this country. So, it has 
been provided that the orchards will 
be treated as dry land, but nobody 
will be in a position to own more 
than 54 acres. 

SHRI SHIVNATH • SINGH: Or¬ 
chards require irrigation. How c'ln 
you treat them as dry land? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P, SHINDE: 1 
do not say they are unirrigated. But 
for calculation purposes, they will be 
treated as dry land. 

SHRI NATHU RAM MIRDHA 
(Nagaur): This country is the lowest 
in the production of horticultural pro¬ 
ducts. If We go On decreasing the area, 
it will further go down. So, this is 
necessary in the interests of the nation, 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: In 
spite of the able support given to the 
minister by Shri Mirdha, we are not 
convinced. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P, SHINDE: 
This is not peculiar to Delhi. These 
are the broad principles accepted by 
all the State Governments. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: But 
Punjab has, not exempted stud farms, 

. SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
'^i^nKave left it to the discretiom of 
i|i^^#te Governments. This 1^1 has 


come here only because th^ Delhi Ad¬ 
ministration has no power to enact 
this. Otherwise the Delhi Adminis¬ 
tration itself would haire done it. 

Sir, I am glad that all sides of the 
House have given broad support to 
the important provisions of this Bill. 
There can be different views about 
small issues and we should not make 
much of it. I am thankful to the 
House of the generous support it 
has given. I assure the House that 
the Delhi Administration will do its 
level best to implement this law in 
all sincerity. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: 
In Andhra Pradesh, orchards are not 
exampted.

1 am sorry, the hon. Member is not 
in a position to appreciate this limit 
of 54 acres. This is a category which 
is totally unirzigated. In our tropical 
areas, if there is failuz« of rainfall, 
this is not a big area, Takie> tiie wheat 


crop sown with the moisture in the 
soil. Suppose the winter rains fail, e 
person will not get even one quintal. 
So far as orchard is concerned, in 
Delhi there is not oven one per cent 
of land which is orchard. We should 
take into account the broad principle. 
I come from a drought-prone area. 
Our experience is that when relief 
operations are undertakc(n during tho 
failure of monsoon, the members of 
families of even those owning 40 or 
50 acres of land take advantage of 
the relief operations. So, all these 
conditions have to be taken into ac¬ 
count. This is dry land with no assu¬ 
red irrigation whatsoever. The Delhi 
administration suggested this. I do 
not think we should object to this. 
Shastriji is a knowledgable ptjrson. 

SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTBI: 
What do you mean by “any other 
land”? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
It means unirrigated land, I would 
make it clear that the land that 
would fall under this category would 
be either orchards or unirrigated land.

REGIONAL RURAL BANKS BILL 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN- 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
revenue and banking (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEEl: I 
beg to move*: 

'That the Bill to provide for the 
incorporation, regulation and wind¬ 
ing up of Regional Rural Banks 
with a view to developing the rural 
economy by providing, for the pur¬ 
pose ot development of agriculture, 
trade, commerce, industry and other 
productive activities in the rural 
areas, credit and other facilities, 
particularly to the small and margi¬ 
nal farmers, agricultural labourers, 
artisans and small entrepreneurs, 
and for matters connected therewith 
and incidental thereto, be taken into 
consideration.” 

This Bill is intended to replace the 
Begional Rural Banks Ordinance, 1975. 
This Ordinance, as you are aware 
was promulgated on the 26th Septem- 
1975 in the context of the implemen- 
tation of debt relief measures in the 
■itwfilii.' areas under the Twenty Point 


Regional Rural Z 04 . 
Banks Bill 
Socio-Economic Programme to enable 
the Government to set up RSgionaL 
Rural Banks in the country with a 
view to developing the rural economy 
by providing credit and other facilities 
for the purpose of development of 
agriculture, trade, commerce, indus¬ 
try and other productive activities for 
the rural areas. These banks will 
also finance reorganised primary co¬ 
operative societies and farmers’ ser¬ 
vice societies with universal mem¬ 
bership. 

The setting up of these banks in 
areas with adeauate development 
potential but with inadequate institu¬ 
tional credit arrangemtnts, acquired 
great urgency and seven Regional 
Rural Banks have been established so' 
far. the first five banks having been' 
established on 2nd October, 1975. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendrapara): Seven or five? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
•JEE: Even today one is being estab¬ 
lished in Madhya Pradesh, and there¬ 
fore it will be eight. 

Subject to man-power constraints, 
the target is to establish 50 RegionaP 
Rural Banks before 1st April, 1977. 

The reasons for issuing the Ordin¬ 
ance have already been explained in 
the Statement which has been laid on- 
the Table of the House. So, I would 
not like to repeat them. Now at this 
.stage I would not like to dwell upoiv' 
the philosophy of Rural Bank and 
credit problems in the rural areas. I 
would like to confine myseflf to some 
of the important provisions of the 
Bill at this stage. 

The important provisions of the 
Bill are; 

(i) Each Regional Bank shall have 
an authorised capital of Rs. 1 crore 
and a paid-up capital of Rs. 25 lakhs 
The share capital of each Begional 
Rufal Bank is to be raised by the 
Government of India, the State Gov-r 


vith tie rec^ nunendttion of the l^sjdent 
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ernment concerned and the bank 
sponsoring a Regional Rural Bank in 
the rUio of 50:15:35 respectively. 

(ii) The Sponsor Banks are entrust¬ 
ed with the duty of aiding and assist¬ 
ing the Regional Rural Banks not only 
by subscribing to the share capital of 
the Bank, but in the recruitment and 
training of the personnel during the 
first five years of the functioning of 
the Regional Rural Bank. The Spon¬ 
sor Banks will also provide manage¬ 
rial and financial assistance to the 
Regional Rural Bank. 

(iii) The Regional Rural Bank will 
confine its. activities within the notifi¬ 
ed area generally comprising one or 
more districts. 

(iv) The Regional Rural Banks w'ill 
extend loans, particularly to the small 
and marginal farmers, agricultural 
labourers, artisans. small entrepre¬ 
neurs and persons of small means 
engaged in trade, commerce or indus¬ 
try or other productive activities in 
the rural area. They will also grant 
loans and advances to variou.s t.vpes 
of co-operative societies including 
Farmers’ Service Societies. 

(v) The Board of Directors of a Re¬ 
gional Rural Bank shall consist of not 
more than nine directors. 


(ix) After consultation with the 
Sponsor Bank and the Reserve Bank, 
the Board of Directors of the Regional 
Rural Bank may, with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government, 
make regulations for the purpose of 
giving effect to the provisions of the 
Act.

The deposits of the Regional Rural 
Bank.s will be covered by the pro¬ 
visions of the Deposit Insurance Cor¬ 
poration Act, 1961. 

Consequential amendments to the 
Reserve Bank of India Act, l{):i4, the 
Banking Regulation Act, 1949, the 
Deposit Insurance Corporation Act, 
1961 and the Banking Companies 
(Legal Practitioners’ Clients’Accounts) 
Act, 1949 have been incorporated in 
the Bill. 

I would like to point out, before I 
conclude that it is necessary to enact

artisans and small entrepreneurs etc. 


(vi/ The Chairman of the Regional 
Rural Bank who will devote his whole 
time to the services of the bank will 
be appointed by the Central Gov'em- 
ment. 

(vii) The remuneration of officers 
and employees of the Regional Rural 
Bank will be determined by the Cen¬ 
tral Government, having due regard 
to the salary structure of comparable 
level and status of officers and emplo¬ 
yees of the State Government.

condition so that these poor persons, 
maybe agricultural labourers, *maybe 
poor peasants, will be able to utilise 
the money taken from the bank in a 
productive way have some surplus, 
help his family and give back the loan 
taken from the bank. In this way, 
the bank will be working properly, not 
getting liquidated. That condition 
must be created for the poor peasants 
and the agricultural labourers. 


SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRI; 
Those amendments should be treated 
as moved so that we ma.v get a 
chance tomorrow to move those 
amendments. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The discu.ssion 
will take place.

SHRI S. P. BHATTACHARYYA 
(Uluberia): Mr. Chairman, Sir, so far 
as the rural banks are concerned, they 
will help the rural poor. But, so far as 
I know, the number of banks which 
are going to be started is very small 
according to the requirements of the 
rural people. If you want that they 
should really be helpful to the rural 
people, you must take into account 
the 70 per cent rooulation of the rural 
people, who i.ie almo?t poor peasants 
or agricultural labourers, who require 
help, who are compelled to go to the 
Mahajans for their existence in their 
difficult time for their needs. If the 
Government is really going to help 
them, then it requires finance. Those 
families, as a whole, in India, will 
number a minimum of 6-7 crores. If 
you are to help them by giving at least 
Rs. lOO or Rs. 200 as loan per year 
for productive purpose, it will come 
Rs. 600—1200 crores per year. Then, 
the purpose of the Government will be 
really h^pful to the poor people. 

The question is, if you want to 
give loans to these persons and want 
to free,,tbfijft,.fr^ the clutches of the 
, ntah^sms, thfe money-landers or the 


Thi.s requires that these poor pea¬ 
sants must have sufficient land, pro¬ 
per irrigation facilities, seeds and all 
that so that by utilising a small plot 
of land, he can produce sufficiently to 
maintain his family, to sell the surplus, 
make a profit and give back the loan 
taken from the bank. That condition 
must be created. That is the basic 
thing we must think of. How are you 
going to do that? Without having 
that in our mind, our efforts will go 
in a blind way and wiU not help these 
poor people. 


Next comes the agricultural labour. 
If you cannot give them land, may be 
Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribes 
or anybody you must guarantee the 
minimum wage to the agricultural 
labourer. You must guarantee work 
to him throughout the year br at least 
you must develop rural industries so 
that they can get employment in the 
rural areas during off time when no 
harvesting or sowing i.s going on. You 
must arrange the labour power to be 
utilised in developing irrigation and 
other things or some rural industries 
so that they can employ labour. Then 
only the agricultural labourer taking 
loan from the bank can help his family 
and the bank will be really helpfuL 
Without this broad outlook in our 
country, the objective of rural Bank to 
help these poor people will not be ful¬ 
filled. I want that the Ministw should 
have some siich ouUook so that it can 
reaUy help the rural people. 
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For this, a radical land reform is re¬ 
quired in the rural areas. The Agri¬ 
cultural tax Blnquiry Committee Report 
or Ray Committee Report has already 
mentioned that 10 oer cent of the 
families are controlling two-thirds of 
the rural produce. If that is the case, 
if you are going to help those 90 per 
cent rural families who are only get¬ 
ting only one-thfrd of the rural pro¬ 
duce, then that system must be chang¬ 
ed and, for that, a radical reform is 
required. 

You have better seeds and fertilisers 
and irrigation. Scientists are develop¬ 
ing various methods of having suffi¬ 
cient produce from a limited area of 
land. There is the rotation of crops, 
etc. You can fully utilise the scientific 
achievements for the poor people to 
develop new village industi’ies. And 
then, there are families who are 
holding and controlling vast amount 
of land without being able to utilise 
it, who become money-lenders at great 
profits. These must be removed from 
tho village. Then only your rural 
banks will be helpful; otherwise these 
rural banks would be the dens of the 
money lenders. If you don’t proceed 
.in that way, it will work as a den for 
the money lenders: they will take 
money in the name of agricultural 
workers and poor peasants and utilise 
It themselves. I know that there are 
various parasites in West Bengal also 
where a land-owner having 30 or 20 
acres of land for himself, is grabbing 
Government land in the nOme of a 
number of agricultural labourers. If 
a Government officer goes there, well, 
so many labourers are tilling the land, 
and they will make it appear before 
the Officer that the agricultural labou¬ 
rers are utilising it. But, really 
speaking, they are nominal. 

The same tWng happens in Coopera¬ 
tives also. Co-operative loans are 
taken by ‘Mahajans’ and they utilise 
them in the villages in the name , of 
the^ poor peolSte. So, if you really 
want to help the poor and free t^m 
from the cultches of the ‘Mahajans 
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you must have a radical* change in the 
system of village economy and make 
the economy of the poor peasant-s and 
agricultural labourers really produc¬ 
tive. This is the main thing i wanted 
to draw attention to. I would like to 
know what the Minister thinks about 
changes in the village life—about the 
families of agricultural labourers, 
poor peasants and Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes people. How 
are you going to create a new life in 
the village? 

Next thing is that .you must have 
representation of the village people- 
people elected by them somehow or 
other by some organisation—^so that 
they can really give some idea about 
the real needs of the people. Officers 
won’t be able to go deep into the life 
of the people because it is not so easy 
to go into the life of the village peo¬ 
ple. It is not easy for an officer from 
Delhi to realise and understand and 
also to by-pass the various conspira¬ 
cies which the big money lenders are 
habituated to. You cannot see through 
them without representation of the 
rural people, without their elected re¬ 
presentatives being there. 

Another thing is that there was a 
suggestion from the Minister that the 
rural bank employees will be paid 
less and will not be as richly paid as 
the city bank employees; there must be 
poorly paid workers serving in the 
banks. But if .you want commerical 
development of the rural areas, if you 
want expert bank employees 
working in the rural areas and de¬ 
velop commercial transactions success¬ 
fully, then the bank employees 
must be experts. They must go from 
the towns with all their knov^ledge and 
capacity, leave their families here and 
remain in the village for a long period 
and understand the realities of healthy 
functioning of the banks. Without 
such experts, your rural banks can¬ 
not function. If you do not pay them 
the minimum that is required and It 
you, from the beginning, think ttbBl 
you will pay them as litUe as poS8ihl9t''

then it wlU not be good; it will not 
stand the test of the situation, and it 
will not function well. Therefore, you 
should see that the employees that you 
are going to employ are experts and 
they must be paid at least the mini¬ 
mum that is required, so that they can 
go into the villages with confidence 
and security and really help in the. 
development of the rural banks. 

With these words. I support the pur¬ 
pose of the Bill, and I think, the 
Minister will explain the various 
things that I have raised.

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SOKHI 
(Jamshedpur): Sir, I welcome this Bill 
which has been brought forward lor 
developing the rural economy and to 
help small and marginal farmers, 
agricultural labourers and artisans. 
Since this is a bill for the Regional 
Rural Banks, I would like to know 
what will be the area covered by this 
region and whether the region would 
consist of one district of five or ten 
districts. It has not been clarified in 
this Bill. So, my suggestion would be 
that each region .should have one 
district and not like Regional Commis¬ 
sioners having five or six districts 
under them. 

Sir, this Bill will certainly help the 
poor farmers whose lands were grab¬ 
bed by the moneylenders who used to 
charge a very high interest from them. 
Once a loan is taken b.y the poor 
farmer, he is unable to pay the loan to 
the moneylenders. So, I would sug¬ 
gest that no corruption should be 
there in the banks because, if a £ar- 
ger goes to the bank for the loan or 
even if a labourer or small entrepre¬ 
neur goes to the bank for the loan, he 
does not get the loan unless a bribe is 
given to the employees. In many 
Cases, the b|nk staff takes 25 per cent 
•r 50 per c^t of the loan that has 
, lieen sanctioned to them. Besides, the 
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rate of interest charged on the loan 
should be very nominal. Nothing is 
mentioned about the rate of interest 
here. I say that it should be very 
nominal and not at the bank rate as 
the interest charged by the banks in 
some places is very very high. 

Coming to the board of directors, I 
would suggest that of the three direc¬ 
tors nominated by tbe State, two 
should be lady directors. Another 
thing is this. The staff of the regional 
rural banks should be employees from 
the same region. Only when suitable 
persons are not available, people from 
outside the region should be brought 
in. 

Another thing that I would like to 
suggest is this. Fifty per cent of the 
staff in these banks should be womai 
and there should be equal remunera- 
tion offered to women for equal work. 
This should also be implemented. Sir, 
the loans granted to artisans, far¬ 
mers and agricultural labour should 
be granted very liberally but it should 
be seen that these loans are not used 
for some other purposes because if 
they spend this amount on marriages 
then they will not be able to return 
the loan. 

Further, Sir, in case any property 
of a poor farmer is sold through liti¬ 
gation it should be first offered to the 
local people and not to the outsiders. 


With these words I support this 
Bill.

West Bengal Government's Pr< 9 oaal 
for Bail-cum.Bead Bridge te Kalyuil 

•196. SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: WiU 
the Minister of RAILWAYS be pleas¬ 
ed to state:

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OP RAILWAYS (SHRI 
BUTA SINGH): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) No, Sir. 

(c) Does not arise. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; Sir, may 1 
know the reasons why Railway Board 
has not found it feasible to agree to 
the West Bengal State Government's ^ 
proposal for this rail-cwm-rcwd bridge 
to JMyanl because this has relation 
not only to development of railway 
com muni cation, but also the economic 
develqpmesit of the region concerned? 
May I know the reasons which have 
led the Railway Board tiuming down 
this most reasonable idea? 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: Sir, thwe is no’/;\ 
concrete iMfOposal received by the 
B^lway Board. There has been con¬ 
stant thinking over the 
this nrilway bridge known as Jubilee 
railway bridge. RaUways have be^ 
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strengthening this bridge constantly 
and we are trying to remove the speed 
limit at {^resent fixed because of want 
'^of line capacity across this bridge. 
Now, it is not thought that this 
bridge is weak to handle the future 
traffic also. There is no proposal at 
the moment before the Railway Board 
and no proposal as such has been 
turned down. The only thing is that 
the railways feel that this bridge can 
be utilised by strengthening and res¬ 
tructuring. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJJSE; It is fan¬ 
tastic, Sir. The Minister should be 
aware of the condition in which the 
bridge is there between Bandel and 
NaihatL It is in a most derelict con¬ 
dition and has there been any idea of 
the possible development of the rail¬ 
way commimleation system in that 
part of the country? They should 
have done something about it. The 
Minister should know how the com¬ 
plex is run across the bridge. If the 
greater Calcutta region is to be served 
at all efficiently by the railway sys¬ 
tem, the communications have got to 
be improved and this rail-cutn-road 
bridge across the river is extremely 
important. I do not understand why 
they have taken a stand on ceremony 
end say that this is not under con¬ 
sideration. Is it not the railway’s busi¬ 
ness to look after the development of 
railway system in this region? How 
can this fantastic 'state of tfffairs be 
permitted to continue? 


SHRI BUTA SINGH: There was a 
proposal to have a rail-cum-road 
bridge and a team was set up to study 
the feasibility of this project. It was 
suggested that the existing bridge may 
continue to be used for running the 
present traffic. The cost of the scheme 
as recommended by the railways was 
Rs' 10.24 crores and the work was also 
discussed with the Eastern Railway to 
1974 and it was decided to accept tbis 
provisionaUy and it was i^tend^ to 
make some provision in 
budget also. But this could not coroe 


about because the State Government 
did not come with a precise scheme. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA 
HALDBR: Vou are aware that Greater 
Calcutta is over-crowded and we do 
not know Whether the underground 
railway will come in the near future 
or not. In the British period a bridge 
over a Hooghly now called Viveka- 
nanda Bridge and a bridge from 
Bandel to Naihati were built. But 
after 1947 no bridge has been built by 
this Congress Government in West 
Bengal. For the development of the 
eastern region and to remove the 
bottlenecks of the railway system in 
that area, may I know whether tiro 
government will reconsider the matter 
and clear the objection of the RaUway 
Board to construct this rail-c«irt-road 
bridge near KalyaSii over the Hooghly 
river? May 1 know when this work 
would be started? 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: The liolk 
member has mixed up many questions 
in one. We consider the eastern re¬ 
gion as mo^ important for the de¬ 
velopment of railways. It is not true 
that we have not built any iMri^o 
there. Offhand it will not be possible 
for me to give details. About this rail« 
cum-road bridge at Kalyani. at the 
moment there is no such proposal pee~ 
cisely before the Railway Board or the 
Eastern Railway. It will be difficult to 
say anything in the absence of such a 
proposal. But hi future if such pro¬ 
posals come, we wiU certainly con¬ 
sider this proposal with sympathy. 


SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: The 
Minister of Railways has not only to 
consider transportation by raU, bij 
also to improve the communication 
and transportation facilities in con¬ 
sultation with other road transport oc- 
ganisations. As a matter of fact, in a 
number of cases the railways are pip¬ 
ing other road transport oTganisaitons. 
I want to know '«irhether the railw^ 
by themselves wiK have a ptfojeetett 
report as to what will be the dero*®* 
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for transport, whether by road or rail 
in that particular zone. For im¬ 
proving the means of communication 
between Calcutta and Greater Calcutta 
region, there must be a sort of double- 
storyed rail-cum-road bridge. The 
Ministet* said that at one time it was 
decided that in the 1975-76 budget it¬ 
self certain amounts will be earmark¬ 
ed for this. May I know why it was 
not done and whether the earlier pro¬ 
posal will be revived by the Railway 
Ministry? 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: The hon. 
member has made some suggestions 
for development of rail-cum-road 
communication in that region. 1 have 
taken note of them. Regarding my 
earlier reply that« certain amount was 
earmarked, it was subject to the mr- 
vey report be adopted, which was 
never adopted. That is why it could 
not be taken in hand.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI

original target date of 1979 for com¬ 
missioning is under review due to 
resources constraint. 

(b) Based on 1973-74 level of prices, 
the Project is now estimated to cost 
Rs. 250 crores. 

(c) It is not possible to foresee the 
extent to vdiich the cost may increase- 
tiU the Project is completed. 
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SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Sir, the hon. Minister has not replied 
to part»(c) of my question. I had 
asked about the increase in the ex¬ 
penditure due to lapse of time, because 
a greater time will be taken. What was 
the original estimate, what has become 
the increase in the estimate, what is 
the percentage of increase, because of 
lapse of time? This part has not been 
answered at all. 


SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
As originally estimated, the cost of 
this 16.7 Km. construction was Rs. 140 
crores. I had said that according to 
the present sanctioned revised estim¬ 
ate, the cost would be Rs. 250 crores. 


SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
The original target date was 1979. We 
are not even given any assurance or 
idea as to when it will be completed, 
or whether it will take another 10 
years. We do not know how many 
years it will take. In the meantime, 
the trees are being felled in Calcutta; 
the Maidan is being wasted; the entire 
area has been cordoned off. Immense 
trouble is being faced by the people, 
with no assurance of completion of the 
job. Therefore, may I know as to 
what are the resource constraints now? 
And. in view of the present constraint, 
what is the time exnected to be taken 
for the completion of the work?, Have 
you any idea; or are .you making a 
wild guess? 


SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
As I have said earlier, the original 
estimate was Rs. 140 crores which in¬ 
cluded about Rs. 23 crores as an esti¬ 
mate of foreign exchange. Now, the 
present cost would be Rs. 250 crores, 
of which the foreign exchange ele¬ 
ment will be about Rs. 38 crores. The 
question is one of locating the re¬ 
sources. With the constraint on the 
resources, it will not be possible for 
me to give a definite date; but certainly 
it will not be completed .in 1979, in 
any case.

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 

I had not put my second question. 
This is very important for Calcutta, 
which as you know from your experi¬ 
ence, is now facing the greatest pro¬ 
blems of transportation and communi-' 
cation. May I know from the hon. 
Minister if the Ministry has got finan. 
cial restraints or constraints and if 
they are not able even to import the 
necessary hardware or the machinery, 

I mean, for the purpose of this under¬ 
ground railway, this sort of piece-meal 
work is being done in the centre of 
the city? The whole area has been 
cordoned, trees are being felled and 
people are having diillculty. The small 
open maidan that we have is now 
being made out of bounds for the 
people. What is this sort of planning 
and programme? Some work is b^ng 
done in the northern most part, at 
Belgachia. Now the centre is attacked. 
What will happen in the middle por¬ 
tion, nobody knows; what will happen 
in the south, nobody knows. What is 
the sort of programme and planning 
that this Ministry has, without know- 
ing what are the resources that they 
require ultimately? They have estim¬ 
ated the pr^ent expenditure at Rs. 250 
crores on the basis of the 1973-74 
price-line. To-day we are in 1978. 
What sort of estimate is this Ministry 
making, we do not know. That is why 
we say that you are ignoring the east¬ 
ern zone deliberately. 


SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI; 
All the concerned Ministries and the 
Planning Commission are of the 
opinion that this project should be 
given the highest priority. But the 
trouble is that when we do not start 
the work, we are blamed that we are 
not starting the work; when we start 
the work, they ask; why are you dig- 
ging the tunnels? {Tnierrnptions'i You 
are doing all this because you are not 
interested in this work; you are inter- 
ested only in agitation. You only want 
to desroy thel whole thing (intemtp- 
tions) Because, you do not know what 
construction means. We have aR, along 
been doing construction works. So, 
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you should try to understand what 
construction means. 

MR. SPEAKER: He wants to know 
why the work is taken up in different 
parts of the city. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
Contract for the work has been given 
to different parties. The work has to 
be started according to the priority 
laid down by the engineers. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
■Lack of common sense. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
Common sense needs refreshment 
.sometimes. 

SHRI H. N. MUKER.JEE: In view of 
the fact that in so man.y other cities 
of the world, including a place like 
Leningrand, where the sub-soil condi¬ 
tions are perhaps veiy much more 
difficult than in Calcutta, there is tube 
railway, may I know how it is that 
Government, when it started this 
scheme, did not appear to have a 
managable, practicable programme of 
work, so that now \^en tbe.v claim 
to have the support of everybody in 
the country, and the voluntary cooi)era- 
tion of the people can be enlisted if 
they know for a certain fact that with¬ 
in a period of time the tube railway 
would be available, how is it that they 
do not have a target and they are 
proceeding in a manner which does not 
suggest anything like a business-like 
process and how is it that in a Ques¬ 
tion Hour, instead of being given the 
facts of the situation, we are con¬ 
fronted with a proposition that some 
people in that region might be opposed 
or might be interested in other things? 
May I know how is it that Govern¬ 
ment formulates a programme for a 
tube railway in Calcutta that for more 
than ten years it is kept hanging fire 
and, in the mean time, the whole area 
would go to blazes? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
For external expert assistance we have 
had the Issneflt of the view of the 


Russian experts. They have been as¬ 
sociated with the project lor a long 
time. Certain equipment has hlso to 
be imported from that region. It is 
not that we are not taking advantage 
of other people and their experience in 
other countries in this metropolitan 
project. But, as I have said the main 
difficulty is financial constraint, while 
the original estimate was Rs. 140 
crores, now it has gone up to Rs. 250 
crores. The cost might still go up 
higher because the cost of certain 
foreign equipments and local purchases 
may go up. That is the main reason 
why the project is getting delayed. As 
a matter of fact. Government has al¬ 
ready started work. 

SARDAR S WAR AN SINGH SOKHI: 
My question is in three parts. The 
Minister has stated that it is not possi¬ 
ble to foresee when the project would 
be completed because of the increase 
in costs, (a) If he is unable to foresee 
what will be the cost, on what basis 
does he prepare the annual budget and 
come forward for money here? (b) Is 
it a fact that only eight per cent of 
the work has been completed by De¬ 
cember 1975? (c) May I know whether 
any equipment for tunnel construction 
would be imported from the Soviet 
Union and, if so, what is the cost of 
that equipment?, 

MR. SPEAKER: He can answer Part 
(b) of the question. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI:

’There have been consequential reduction in the prices of formuiations based on these drugs,; 
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(4) The Committee on Drugs and 
Pharmaceutical Industry under the 
Chairmanship of Shri Jaisukhlal 
Hath! has made comprehensive recom- 
mendations with regard to pricing of 
drugs. Preliminary exercises have 
been made regarding the implications 
of accepting the recommendations made 
by the Committee. It is found that 
the acceptance of the recommendations 
would in some cases help to bring 
prices down but it would also in the 
case of a large number of essential 
drugs result in price increases. In 
view of these implications Govern¬ 
ment is giving careful reconsideration 
to the question. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: 
When the prices of food articles are 
going down rapidly, there is no reason 
why the prices of drugs should not go 
down with equal rapidity. The reduc¬ 
tion that is stated in the answer is 
very unsatisfactory. In reply to my 
question it was stated that the price 
of penicillin has been increased by 
more than Bs. 100. Why should the 
price of such an essential drug be 
Increased? 

SHRI P, C. SETHI: I would request 
the hon. Member to glance at the 
answer again, in the case of HAL, 
the price was Rs. 1263, but in the case 
of Geoffery Manners it was Rs. 2000. 
So, the price has been now put at 
Rs. 1375 for all, which would give a 
flat increase to HAL, which is a public 
sector company, while in the case of 
the private sector, it will come down 
from Rs. 2000 to Rs. 1375, 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: But 
why should there be any enhance¬ 
ment in price in the case of HAL? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: It is a matter of 
opinion. As a matter of fact, this Is 
not an enhancement. From Rs. 2000 
we have brought it down to Ra. 1375. 

SHR S. R. DAMANI; May I know 
vAiethei'.rl^ is aware of the fake 
manufaigture of important drugs and 
if BO, what action has been taken aitd 
how many people have been arrested?

SHRI P. C. SETHI: As far as fake 
medicines are concerned, there are- 
Drug Controllers appointed by the 
State Governments in every State. Be- 
sides this, the Government of India, 
has also a drug controlling authority 
which looks after the quality control, 
of the drugs and, therefore, it is being, 
done at that level. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR: From the 
statements it is seen that STC has 
reduced the prices of bulk drugs to 
the extent of 50 per cent but the for¬ 
mulations prepared from them are 
being sold under different trade 
names at fancy high prices. May I 
know what steps Government propose 
to take or have taken to reduce the 
prices of these trade mark drugs pre¬ 
pared from the bulk drugs purchased! 
from STC? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: It has been 
stated in the statement itself that as 
a result of the reduction which has 
come in the seven drugs, the conse¬ 
quential reduction in the prices of 
formulations will also take place. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: It is not only 
a question of cutting down the prices 
of drugs available in this country, but 
also reforming the manufacturing sys¬ 
tem that is prevailing here because 
sub-standard drugs are being manu¬ 
factured and supplied. Therefore, the 
whole structure of the supply of medi¬ 
cines to the vulnerable section of the 
people "has to be looked into. EVen 
during the emergency sub-standard 
drugs are being sold and the prices 
charged are also exorbitant. There¬ 
fore, in order to stop these things, may 
I know whether Government will take 
advantage of the emergency to take 
steps and if so, what steps are envis¬ 
aged by the Ministry to streamline the 
trade? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: As far as drug 
prices are concerned, right from 
1962-63 prices havef been ckmtrollbd W: 
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the D»ug Prices (Display and Con¬ 
trol) Order, which was further 
amended in 1966. And a comprehen¬ 
sive price control was imposed in 1970. 
Actually, the prices of all these im¬ 
portant drugs have been pegged at 
the 1962 level and wherever any in¬ 
crease has been asked for, that is gone 
into by the Bureau of Industrial Costs 
and Pricing, and it is only after their 
recommendation that the high power 
committee in the Ministry looks into 
it and then a price revision is allow¬ 
ed. As far as spurious Airugs are 
concerned, I have slated earlier that 
the State Governments have got Drug 
Controllers and in the Centre also the 
Health Ministry provides over-all 
supervision for the quality of the 
drugs. It can be looked into whether 
this machinery should be tightened. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I am happy 
that the prices have been reduced, but 
the Hath! Committee made two specific 
recommendations that the multi¬ 
national companies in drugs should 
be taken over by Government and that 
patents should be abolished, i would 
like to know whether Government 
have taken any decision in this re¬ 
gard and if not, the reason for the 
same, and whether there is pressure 
from the drug companies not to take 
any decision. 

SHRl P. C. SETHI: 1 would like to 
remind my hon, friend, Shri Banerjee, 
that we do not work under pressure 
either here or there. We take our 
independent decisions which are bene¬ 
ficial to the country. Now, as far as 
the Hathi Committee’s recommenda¬ 
tions in regard to the generic names 
■•of 13 drugs are concerned, we dis¬ 
cussed this matter at great length in 
the Consultative Committee, and on 
the basis of the recommendations of 
the Health Ministry, we came to a 
conclusion that we can start this ex¬ 
periment at least in the case of six 
drugs which the Health Ministry has 
proposed. Now that proposal is going 
to Cabinet ,sub-cominit.i^ which 
will ultimately take the flnid view. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Which are 
those drugs? 

SOME HON, MEMBER: Six drugs. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI; At this time. I 
would not be able to teU you, but 
that has appeared in the Press after 
the Consultative Committee’s meeting. 
As far as prices are concerned. I 
would like to take the House into 
confidence by saying that the imple¬ 
mentation of the Hathi Committee’s 
recommendations as it is in toto, is 
not going to reduce the prices of the 
drugs which are most commonly con¬ 
sumed because, according to the Hathi 
Committee’s recommendations, in the 
case of formulations, 12-13 per cent 
profit on sale turnover should be given 
to the companies, and in the case of 
bulk drugs, 12—14 per cent profit 
should be given. We carried out an 
exercise in this connection in the 
Ministry and on the basis of that ex¬ 
ercise, we came to the conclusion that 
if this margin is allowed to the com¬ 
panies, the mark up will be anything 
between 60—75 per cent. At the mo¬ 
ment, excepting in ceTlain formula¬ 
tions or tonics where the mark up is 
more than 100 per cent or 150 per 
cent, certainly, the prices will come 
down. But, there are certain drugs 
which have got only mark up of 5—10 
per cent, it is likely that if this recom¬ 
mendation is adopted in toto, the prices 
of those essential drugs might go up. 
That is the dilemma. That is why, we 
are taking some time to take a deci¬ 
sion on this issue.

by the end of 1976 at the current inter¬ 
national price level is estimated 
around Rs. 37 crores. 

(b) The total indigenous production 
of crude oil during 1975 was 8.27 mil¬ 
lion tonnes. It is expected to go upto 
about 9.0 million tonnes during 1976. 

There was no production of crude 
oil from Bombay High during 
1975 except a token quantity. The 
likely production from Bombay High 
during 1976 will be 0.5 million tonnes.

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: The ques¬ 
tion was whether the Government has 
constituted a Committee to provide 
legal aid to the poor. The answer to 
that was that the Committee is not to 
provide legal aid to the poor. But a 
Committee was constituted sometime 
back to go into the whole question 
for framing a proper comprehensive 
scheme for legal aid. The Committee 
was presided over by Justice Krishna 
Iyer. They have made a fairly exhaus¬ 
tive report touching many aspects of 
the question and referring to the legal 
aid to various sectors belonging to the 
weaker sections of the community. 
One of the recommendations was to 
provide for a body with a corporate 
status operating in all the States to 
provide legal aid. The Government 
have, in fact, examined this report. It 
is the intention of the Government to 
act on most of the recommendations 
of the Krishna Iyer Committee. 


Witti r^ard to the voluntary orga¬ 
nisations, it is true that in the last 
year or so, so many voluntary oisa- 
nisations have come up to offer legal 
aid to the poor. Most of them con¬ 
sisting of lawyers have volunteered 
to provide legal aid at various levels, 
not only in the metropolitan cities but 
also at lower levels, like, district aihd 


taluk levels. While the Government 
will give all possible support to the- 
voluntary agencies so. that they may 
function, in fact, in this matter a lot. 
of assistance on a voluntary basis is- 
very necessary.

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: The ques¬ 
tion is in two parts. Firstly, the hon. 
Member said that only such people 
as have no practice in the profession 
come forward to give free legal aid 
to the poor. Now, the first thing ie 
that it is not quite accurate to say that 
those who have not been able to com¬ 
mand a large practice in the profes¬ 
sion are not capable of rendering legal 
aid to the poor. In fact, it is well 
known that in Universities, for exam¬ 
ple, even those who have not qualified 
as lawyers and have not taken a degree 
have started clinics to give legal aid. 
Therefore, I don’t agree with the con¬ 
cept of the Hon’ble Member that those 
who have no practice are not capable 
of rendering legal aid to the poor. 

With regard to those who are for¬ 
tunate in the profession some of them 
are there who ace rendering legal aid

to the poor. But I appreciate that 
some more must come forward, and 
we should act through all the Bar 
Associations, Bar Councils and other 
agencies to see that all of them under¬ 
take to do at least some cases per 
year free of charge. 


SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER; You are aware that not only in 
West Bengal but in other States also, 
thousands of share-croppers are evict¬ 
ed from their land. They are one of 
the weakest sections of society and 
most of them are from Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes, The 
moneyed landlords can go to the High 
Court and other courts, but these peo¬ 
ple cannot afford to represent their 
cases properly through lawyers before 
the court and so, thousands of them 
are evicted. What is the reaction of 
the Government and the Ministry in 
this regard? The Hon’ble Minister 
had said many times that the Govern¬ 
ment would provide legal aid to these 
people. But when they are evicted, 
at that time of emergency, will Gov¬ 
ernment issue special instructions or 
arrange legal aid to these people so 
that they cannot be harassed and will 
be saved from eviction? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: The reac¬ 
tion of the Government is that l am 
fully in agreement with the Hon’ble 
Member that this is one section of 
society particularly where the tenants 
are evicted and, in many cases, proper 
legal advice and assistance is not 
available to them. This is an area 
which must be covered by any legal 
aid scheme and, whatever we are try¬ 
ing to do, we will take this apart from 
other sections; 1 have also in mind 
the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes. The area wiU be covered by 
such schemes. 

SHRI DINESH ’ CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: The. Minister has said that 
the vulnerable section of society 
today suilerlng a great deal for want 
obf legal (lid and advice. In view of 


this, may I know in concrete terms, a 
whether the Government has any pro¬ 
posal before it to provide legal assist¬ 
ance in undefended cases to persons 
who are going to be benefited from the 
twenty-point programme and land 
legislation?. Because, today in this 
country, more than six lakhs cases are 
pending simply of land legislation 
alone. If you are going to give free 
legal aid to independent land legisla¬ 
tion cases why not also to persons 
benefiting from the twenty-point pro¬ 
gramme? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: The Hon’ble 
Members question covers the earlier 
question asked by another Hon’ble 
Member, and I have alread.y said that 
with reference to the twenty-point 
programme and may be with reference 
to the implementation of legislation 
regarding land reforms," a special pro¬ 
vision has to be made to see that all 
these sections of society get legal aid 
and in the scheme for which we are 
making a preliminary__exercise atten¬ 
tion has been paid to this aspect of 
the matter. 


SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE:

MR. S. M. BANERJEE: 

SHRl S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
We supported the Maintenance of 
Internal Security Bill when it was in¬ 
troduced in the beginning to punish 
those who were putting hurdles in the 
way of Implementation of progressive 
measures. At that time we were 
assured by the Home Minister, Shrl 
Brahmananda Reddy, that this would 
be used judiciously and would not be 
used for political gains. And this had 
been amended and re-amended. If. lot 
the success of the 20.Point Pro¬ 
gramme, this Act is to be amended 20 
times, we are not going to be a party 
to it—-I want to make it clear— 
because many people who supported 
the 20-Point Programme have been 
arrested. Our party workers in Hima¬ 
chal Pradesh are rotting in jail, hav¬ 
ing been arrested on the basis of 
reports given by some Sub-Inspector 
Or Head Constable. My objection to 
the Bill is this. I would Rke to invite 
your kind attention to the Statement 
of Objections and Reasons where it 
Is said: 

“....no detenu shall be entitled 
to the communication or disclosure 
of any such ground, information or 
material” 

If I am arrested, I shall not be en¬ 
titled to know the reason for It, no 
information will be given to me, no 
material will be given to me; there 
can be no representat!on^ ho quectlon 
of going to High Court or Supreme 
Court, no Advisory Board. Who wlR 
write the report on the bajds U which 
a person will be arrested ? ^ 
w:iU the warrant be signed? Nqi 


•^Wished in <3«ette of India Extraordinary, p«t n, section a. dated ^ 1 - 76 . 
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the Prime Minister, not by the Home 
Minister, not by Mr. Mohsin, not even 
by the IG or DIG of Police, not even 
by the Superintendent of Police, but 
by an ordinary Sub-Inspector of 
Police who, at times, is more power¬ 
ful than a Minister in a particular 
area, or in his absence, by the Head 
Constable, or in his absence by the 
Constable. On the basis of that re¬ 
port, a person will be put behind the 
bars for years together. 

It further says : 

“...that sub-section (2) of the sec¬ 
tion is applicable also to cases of 
expiry of detention orders and to 
make it clear that the power to 
make a fresh order of detention on 
the expiry or revocation of a de¬ 
tention order under the sub-section 
cannot be used to detain a per¬ 
son .... ” 

Even if I am released and the 
moment my relations come to take me 
home in a taxi, I am arrested and re¬ 
arrested and if they want, they can 
also arrest my relations. It has hap¬ 
pened. many times. 

Now, the representatives of our AU- 
India Defence ZUnployees Federation 
have nothing to do with the active 
politics. Shri M. K. Rahut, a Mem¬ 
ber of the Working Committee of All- 
India Defence Employees Federation 
was granted bail in Calcutta twice by 
the High Court and again detained. 
And what is the charge against him? 
The charge is that in 1973, he was 
throwing bomb in Alipore Police 
Station. He has been arrested in 1975. 
He is our Defence employee. 

I am happy l^at Shri Gokhale is 
here. In Eis State, Maharashtra there 
is a factory called Ordnance Factory, 
Ambamalh; It is one Of the biggest 
Ordnance ^tctodes. was some 

dispute goi]^ on between the Gei»ral 
Manager^ Our employees. That 
was a minor dispcde end which had 


been settled by -the General Manager 
and the employees’ union. Ther® was 
no demonstration; some ten-fifteen 
office bearers of that particular union 
went to the General Manager to solve 
that dispute. The General Manager 
connived with tl.e local police and 
got our representatives arrested, ten 
under DIR and four under MISA. I 
am thankful to Mr. Gadgil, Minister 
of State for Defence Production, who 
had a talk with the Chief Minister of 
Maharashtra. It has been completely 
misused. The powers with the Gov¬ 
ernment are enormous; they can use 
the powers judiciously and courage¬ 
ously. They can possibly arrest all 
those persons who are against the 
society, whether they are hoarders, 
black-marketeers, anti-social elements, 
anti-national and others, but they 
want to use these for some other 
purposes. They want to be armed 
with more powers and this has been 
necessitated after the judgement of 
the Allahabad HiglT Court in case of 
Kuldip Nayar. Is that the solution? 
After another judgement, ft will be 
amended. That way. Sir, I resist it. 
There is no advisory board today. If 
I have anything, I cannot even make 
a representation; I cannot have that 
right. 

Sir, as an hon. Member of this 
House and belonging to a group 
which has supported the 20 -point 
programme, which has supported 
nationalization and which has sup¬ 
ported this Government, I feel a day 
has come, that they isBould not take 
us fof granted. lict us raise our voice 
and say that this pernicious piece of 
legislation is a Draconian one aiul 
should be withdrawn. 

MR. SPEAKER: The Minister. 

SHRI SOMNATH CRATTERJEB 
(Burdwan): Sir, this is a veiy l^or- 
tant mutter. I want to speak for a 
minute, 

MR; SPEAKER: I am BOTiy, J wbuM 
have allowde, btrt under the nilei!^ 
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SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
We have been reduced to worse than 
slaves. This is a very important mat¬ 
ter. 

MR. SPEAKER: The Minister. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: I have beard 
the objections of Shri S. M. Banerjee 
but they are not relevant at this 
stage, that is, at the introduction 
stage....

tor any kind Of ordinance. It was a 
matter which should have come for¬ 
ward before the House and then gone 
before the Select Committee, because 
as the Government well knows such 
measures can be subject to consider¬ 
able misuse. 

It is not that we are coming for¬ 
ward before you and saying for the 
fun of saying it that these measures 
are going to be misused; we are say¬ 
ing it on the basis of experience that 
similar laws and similar powers be¬ 
fore it is no secret which gave the 
Government absolute power (like 
MISA) have been misused to a very 
substantial extent. With your permis¬ 
sion 1 wlU read out a letter which I 
have received from a detenu in Aligarh 
Jail— 


PAUSA 80, 1897 (SAKA) 


May I ask, what was the reason for 
thi.s ordinance having been issued on 
5th of November? May I ask the Min¬ 
ister, how many hotels would have 
run away, how many cars and other 
assets would have drifted away, and 
how many notices he has served since 
this ordinance was passed or rubber 
stamped, call it whatever you may, 
and what was achieved by having the 
ordinance on 5th of November instead 
of coming forward before this House, 
when it assembled, with a law? 


We have no uuarrel with the princi¬ 
ple that the property which has been 
acquired by smuggling or foreign ex¬ 
change manipulations should he for¬ 
feited. In fact, I would like to re¬ 
mind the House that when COFEPOSA 
was being discussed, the demand that 
forfeiture should be included and for¬ 
feiture should be provided for property 
directly linked to gain from smuggling 
or foreign exchange manipulation, was 
made from this side of the House— 
from the Opposition—and it was, at 
that tiihe, the Government which re¬ 
sisted it. 

It i» not a Ugh^ matter and to my 
mind certainly, it Wat not a matter 


“In Aligarh District, the Police 
have adopted a very tough attitude 
towards satyngrahis and during the 
satyagraha people are being beaten 
mercilessly. Here, in my barrack 
there are two or three college lec¬ 
turers and one college principal. 
Even they were not spared by the 
police. Every time when a batch of 
satyagrahis came, most of them had 
to be admitted to the hospital. One 
Mr. Bali Singh, an old man, could 
not sustain the injuries and he died 
on the 26th of December." 

This is the extent to which misuse 
goes. It is not only here. It is there 
even in the States. I will give you 
an example from Goa. Under preven¬ 
tive detention, without charge and 
without trial, the President and the 
Vi(^ President of Panjim municipality 
were thrown into jail. That is not the 
end of the story. By the misuse of 
the provisions of the Municipal Act 
both of them were removed ftom 
offlee. Instead of people from the 
opposition being there all this Is beihg 
manipulated and literally a nominee of 
the local ruling party is now the 
President of that municipality, fhe 
Lieut Governor of Goa is suxHPOse to 
be, the representative of QoWh- 
msnt, but he is behaving Uiie sorhe 
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kind of ambassador to a foreign coun¬ 
try. And my local Government in Goa 
is allowed to get away even with 
murder. And, 1 am not saying this 
lightly, Sir, I have some information. 
I am referring to a case where quite 
some time ago a rickshaw driver was 
brutally murdered; the police seem to 
know who did it; but they say that 
they know nothing about it. 1 am re¬ 
ferring it to the Minister and he may 
ask the Nome Ministry to get some¬ 
body there to have this case investi¬ 
gated. A lot of rot will come to light. 

MR. SPEAKER Is he a Smuggler or 
a Foreign Exchange manipulator? 

SHRI ERASMO de SEQUERIA; I 
am talking about the misuse of power. 

MR. SPEAKER; It must be related 
to this. It should not be general mis¬ 
use. But it should be related to this 
item. 


with reference to people who are really 
smugglers or foreign exchan^ge mani> 
pulators. It is by such wide provi¬ 
sions that we create powers and give 
them to people in Government who 
go on merrily to misuse them ad 
nauseam. 

Take the tribunal, Sir. What tribunal 
is this? You have one judge and 3 
joint secretaries of the Government- 
Can anybody expect some kind of real 
review or justice from the tribunal? 
We all know what happens. Ilepart- 
mental instructions will be issued and 
the review will be a mere formality 
If Government is serious about for¬ 
feiting the properties of smugglers 
and foreign exchange manipulators, 
let them make sure that when a de¬ 
claration is made, it is made only with 
reference to those people who are 
really supposed to be contained, and 
that if a declaration is made, the per¬ 
son against whom it is made, has a 
change of getting a fair review. 


SHRI ERAMO de SEQUERIA: I 
am thankful to you, Sir, for having al¬ 
lowed me to speak, and for this inter¬ 
ruption only thereafter. 

I would like the hon. Minister to 
look at the objectives of the Bill. 
Here it says that it will apply to cer¬ 
tain individual.^ only and that is a 
good thing. Then you will find for 
example section 2(2) (a) which says 
that it shall appl.y to every person who 
is convicted under the Sea Customs 
Act, 1878 or the Customs Act, 1962 of 
an offence in relation to goods of a 
value exceeding Rs. 1 lakh. Sea Cus¬ 
toms Act is a very large piece of legls- 
lation. Conviction under Sea C^ustoms 
Act may be for a small matter or a 
serious matter. Suppose a person or 
a company has to pay some kind of 
fine in the course of being convicted 
with reference to a consignment of 
one lakh that should not be brought 
within the mischief of this law. So, the 
Minister should iiave a‘ look at ^ese 
provisions and he should ensure that 
e^Mbver is operating this BiQ when it 
linioDmes an Act, it can only be operated 


I have an objection to the applica¬ 
tion oi this Bill to those who have 
merely been given an order of preven¬ 
tive detention because if we wish to 
convince anybody either in this coun¬ 
try or in the world that we are a 
democracy—I do not see Government 
trying very hard to do it—then we 
must accent that the persons are not 
guilty until proved otherwise. If Gov¬ 
ernment says that it is operating a 
democratic society under the rule of 
law, why does it want to be the accuser 
jury and judge, all rolled into one? 
I feel that, unless we take this cau¬ 
tion and unless we put a check to en¬ 
sure that this Bill is not misused— 
not only that—but that it cannot possi¬ 
bly be misused, in my view, it will not 
be a measu^ of control or a measure 
of deterrence; it will only be a mea¬ 
sure of harassment! 

I would still appeal to the Govern¬ 
ment that we should go.with this BUI 
before the Select Committee. In feet, 
I have moved a motion to that effect. 
Let vs have a good lopk'‘at this BilL

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN- 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRl 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE): 
Sir, I beg to move*; 

“That the Bill tb‘ provide for the 
forfeiture of illegally acquired pro¬ 
perties of smugglers and foreign ex¬ 
change manipulators and for matters 
connected therewith or incidental 
thereto, be taken into consideration.” 

Sir, this Bill seeks to replace, with 
some minor modifications, the Smug¬ 
glers and Foreign Exchange Manipula¬ 
tors (Forfeiture of Property) Ordin¬ 
ance, ig?!^ which was promulgated by 
the President on the 5th November, 
1975. 

The circumstances which necessit¬ 
ated immediate legislation by the 
Ordinance have been explained in a 
statement placed on the Table of the 
House. I do not, therefore, propose 
to deal with this asipect and shall only 
explain briefly the provisions of the 
BiU. 

Like the Ordinance which it seeks 
to replace, the Bill provides for as¬ 
sumption of powers to deprive the 
Smugglers and foreign exchange man!*- 
pulatOTS jotf their .illegally acquired 
prbp^iss so as to effeettveiy prevtot 
and cliilddithie wffivi-

those in respect of whom orders of 
detention under the Conservation of 
Foreign Exchange and Prevention at 
Bmi^ling Activities Act, 1974 have 
been made. They will also apply to 
the relatives, associate and confidants 
of such persons. Under the Bill, it 
will be unlawful for any person to 
whom the Bill applies to hold any 
illegally acquired property, whether 
moveable or immoveable, either by him¬ 
self or through any other person on 
his behalf and such property will be 
liable to be forfeited to the Central 
Government. For this purpose, the 
expression “llegally acquired property* 
will broadly mean property which is 
acquired out of income, earnings or 
a.<;sets obtained from any activity pro¬ 
hibited by any law relating to any 
other matter within the legislative 
competence of the Parliament, or out 
of income, earnings or assets in res¬ 
pect of which any such law has been 
contravened. It will cover property- 
acquired out of any income, eaminga. 
or assets the source of which cannot 
be proved, as also property held by- 
any person which would have been 
illegally acquired property in relation 
to a previous holder unless it has been 
transferred in good faith for adequate* 
consideration. 

The proposed legislation, will be ad¬ 
ministered by senior officers of the 
Central Government not below the* 
rank of a Joint Secretary to the Gov¬ 
ernment who will be designated as 
competent authorities. If, having re¬ 
gard to the value of properties heW 
by a person, his known sources of in¬ 
come, earnings or assets and other* 
relevant material, the competenis 
authority has reason to b^eve that 
any property is illegally acquired pro¬ 
perty, it will serve a notice upon the* 
persop concerned to show cause why 
such property should! not be deciate^.

ac) 4 uired property. The burden of 
proving that a properly is not illegally 
.acqinred property will be on the 
person affected and where the property 
is held to be an illegally acquired 
property, it shall stand forfeited to the 
Central Government. 

Provisions have been made to en¬ 
sure that while small one-time offen- 
ders are not proceeded against, the 
big and habitual offenders do not es¬ 
cape the rigours of the law. It i.s also 
being provided that if the source of 
*only less than one-half of the invest¬ 
ment in a property remains unproved 
an option will be given to the person 
affected to pay a fine in hew of con¬ 
fiscation. Such fine will be equal to 
one and one-fifth times the value of 
the unexplained investment. 

Cases may arise where Illegally ac- 
Hiuired property may be held by a trust 
created by a person to whom the pro¬ 
visions of the Bill apply or it may be 
acquired by a trust out of contribu¬ 
tions made by such i>erson. The Bill 
accordingly contains a provision to 
take care of such cases. Where a per¬ 
son to whom the Bill applies is either 
the author or a substantial contributor 
^f a trust and the competent authority 
has reason to believe that any pro¬ 
perty held by the trust is illegally 
•acquired property, it will be open to 
the competent authority to serve a 
notice upon the author or the sub¬ 
stantial contributor and the trustees, 
calling upon them to explain the 
source of Investment in the property 
•or the source of money other assets 
contributed to the trust for acquiring 
auch property. In the absence of a 
satisfactory explanation, the property 
will be liable to forfeiture to the 
Central Government. This provision 
will not, however, apply in relation to 
any property held b/ aitrust og insUtu- 
:|ion created or established prhoUy tor 
public r^gtous or charitable purposes 
^if such property has been so lidd by 
dt from a date prior to sttiir Jfovember, 


1975, that is, the date of commence¬ 
ment of the smugglers and Foreign 
Exchange Manipulators (Forfeiture of 
Property) Ordinance, 1975, or if such 
property is wholly traceable to any 
property held by such trust or institu¬ 
tion prior to that date. 

The competent authority has been 
empowered to obtain information from 
various authorities and to require any 
officer of the Income Tax Department 
to conduct or cause to be conduct 
any enquiry, investigation or survey 
in respect of any person, property, 
documents, etc., for the purposes of 
any proceedings under the Bill or for 
initiating any such proceedings. 

A provision is being made for setting 
up an Appellate Tribunal for Forfeited 
Property to which appeal will lie 
against the order of the competent 
authority. The Appellate Tribunal 
will consist of three members and its 
Chairman will be a person who is or 
has been or is qualified to be a judge 
of the Supreme Court or a High Court. 
The order of the Appellate Tribunal 
will be final. 

Officers of police, customs, central 
excise and income-tax departments and 
officers of enforcement appointed under 
the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 
1973 will be required to assist the 
competent authority and the Appellate 
Tribunal for the purposes of any pro¬ 
ceedings under the Bill. 

» 

In respect of any matter which the 
Appellate Tribunal or the competent 
authority is empowered to determine 
under the Bill, the Jurisdiction of 
courts has been barred and the provi¬ 
sions of the Bill will have effect not¬ 
withstanding anything ineomdstmit 
therewith contained in any other law 
for the time being in force. 

Sir, the provisions of the BlU Will 
go a long way in checking the msdaise 
of smuggling and fox«|gn ekchaage

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan); The objectives of the 
Bill are welcome and in fact this Bill 
should have come much earlier. X 

remember taking part in the proceed¬ 
ings of this House when COFEPOSA 
first came here and it was being dis¬ 
cussed here. The only fear was about 
the abuse; we have legitimate fears 
about the method and the seriousness 
of implementation. Unless it is imple- 
mented with vigour, it will be only a 
show-piece legislation. We have a 
number of such show-piece legisla¬ 
tions for the weaker sections of 
our people. When it is the ques¬ 
tion of the protection of the rights of’ 
the working class people, we find 
firstly that the laws are inadequate 
and secondly, even those laws are not 
implemented properly. Some people 
seem to be above the law in this coun¬ 
try and I remember one case; it is a 
very pertinent example, I am sure 
the hon. Minister knows about that 
and he should give a specific answer 
to that case. I am referring to a 
single case, that is Shiv Shankarlal 
Gupta’s case. He made an effort 
about three years ago to take over 
Metro cinema, by means of foreign 
exchange manipulation and trafficking 
in foreign exchange. The employees’ 
union made great effort to make this 
Government wake up, I had the pri¬ 
vilege of appearing before the court 
for the cinema employees' union in 
the Calcutta High Court. We obtained 
injunction against the take-over by 
this person. Unfortunately, the Gov¬ 
ernment in spite of repeated requests^, 
did not come forward in support of* 
the workers in that case. The Goy-- 
ernment was a party to it. I wrote- 
many letters to Shri Gujral, the then 
Union Broadcasting Minister. We 
dock up the matter with the X4Wir- 
Ministry. Shri H. N. Mukerjee wat 
tiae X^ident of the Uhion. He alafr 
took up the matter personally sodf 
saw the Minister on more than on#' 
occasion. Bui the Governm#)t did 
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•come forward in aid of the workers. 
But the Court issued an injunction 
restraining this manipulator, foreign 
•^exchange trafficker from taking over 
for about a year and half. Ultimately 
because of limited legal provisions in 
support of the working people, we 
could not succeed in this except to a 
very limited extent. Now. has this 
l^en taken over. Did you take any 
.step to take over the Metro cinema? 

I am giving this as an example. I 
■xio not know which property has been 
acquired by which foreign exchange 
racketeer. Government must know 
this. This Ordinance was brought on 
5th November 1975. Some of the legis¬ 
lations were made by-passing the 
Parliament initially. We could not 
help it. We do not mind. But we 
•cannot keep quiet when it has been 
misused. I would like to know from 
(the hon. l^inister how many cases 
during this period, that is from 5tn 
November 1975 to date—it is more 
than 2 i months—have been initiated. 
Bow many show-cause notices have 
you issued? How have .you utilised 
thte provisions of the Ordinance? If 
the provisions of the ordinance? If 
there was no immediate necessity or 
immediate requirement to take pro¬ 
ceeding against these persons, then 
this Ordinance was not justified. 
Ther^ore, i would like to know from 
the hon. Minister—the country would 
like to know this from the hon. Minis¬ 
ter—how many proceedings have been 
initiated under the ordinance. How 
many properties have been forfe.ted 
and whether this Metro cinema or any 
"Other known illegal property has been 
taken over by Government or not? Sir, 
we have been saying that the exist¬ 
ing lews have beeh made with drastic 
provisions of confiscation of contraband 
goods. Why don't you take steps 
under those provisions? On principle, 

I am against the Preventive Detention 
Act because there is a possibility 
abuse and misuse. Once you confer 
-power on qifBcers or the authorities, 
-tl^'.do not always ex^KTcise those 
bona fide because of the ex- 
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trarmous circumstances. This is boun(| 
to be misused. You have to use 
against a particular section of people 
who are to be condemned' because 
their activities are to be condemned. 
But why have you not been using 
considerable powers of prosecution, 
considerable powers of adjudication 
under Customs Act and Foreign Ex¬ 
change Regulations Act? Even then 
by those proceedings you could have 
sent them to jail. Sir, a few days 
back I found a news item in a news 
paper that 11 smugglers had been con¬ 
victed by the Bombay Magistrate and 
they had been sent to 18 months’ rigo- 
mous Imprisonment. That is much 
better than keeping a person in jail 
and arranging with the superinten¬ 
dent of the jail for giving all sorts of 
facilities. So, why not produce them 
before the magistrate’s court with all 
the evidence you must have got and 
pul them under rigorous imprison¬ 
ment? The onus is on them. My only 
submission is, give them exemplary 
punishment, but after at least a sem¬ 
blance of trial. Apply not only this 
law but the other provisions of the 
general law. Parliament has given 
those powers unhesitatingly. Whenever 
questions of economic offences have 
come up in this House can anybody 
say that we on this side of the House 
have stood in the way? Never. Our 
grievance is that you do not utilise 
those powers properly. The only 
utilisation you have made of the 
emergency powers is to take away 
bonus? We want this legislation to 
succeed. May I point out one or two 
lacunae in this which should be tak«i 
note of? 

Firstly, the main Act—COFEPOSA— 
is applicable to Jammu & Kashmir, 
but this Act is not being made appli¬ 
cable to that State. Is there no ille- 
gally acquired property there? Persona 
earning money through illegal jmeth- 
ods mSy go there and buy property. 
You may say that immoveable pro. 
perty oannot bb. acqtdrad, bift 
kboirt moveable property!? . X Jde not 
know; if ^ere are any special piovi-

slons in this regard, the House should 
be enlightened about them. 

Under clause 2(2) (a), this Act is 
HOing to be made applicable to persons 
who have been convicted of some 
offence. There must be a determina¬ 
tion by judicial procctedings of an 
offence under the Act and there must 
be a conviction upon a prosecution. 
Supposing in adjudication proceedings, 
somebody has been held guilty of 
illegal importation or smuggling of 
goods and with those proceeds they 
have acquired properties. Are they 
within the . ambit of the Act or not? 
This will give rise to complications 
in the application of the Act. It may 
help me in my other capacity but I do 
not want to make money by that pro¬ 
cess. Then there are departmental 
proceedings and a personal penalty is 
imposed upon him. Will he come 
within this Act? This is a great lacuna 
which is open to interpretation either 
way. As it is, a large number of 
people may escape. In many cases I 
know that prosecutions are not laun¬ 
ched. Only departmental proceedings 
are taken. Therefore, kindly consider 
whether those persons are within the 
net or not. Secondly, on principle 1 
say, so far as the detenus are concern¬ 
ed, there must be some objective 
basis to find out whether they have 
participated in some illegal activity 
because now-a-days you are detaining 
a person as smuggler without telling 
him what are his illegal activities. So 
far as other persons are concerned, 
there are objective materials, but so 
lar as these persons are concerned, 
there must be some objective material. 
These are points on which I request 
the Minister to consider. 

SHRI VALAYAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
Can you tell any name of a 
person who was detauled was not a 
smtigiler?

Kindly come to the Explanation 1 
On page 3 of this BiU. Here you will 
know how you are keeping loopholes. 
Explanation I Sa.ys: 

“For the purposes of sub-c'.ause 
(i) of clause (a), the value of any 
goods in relation to which a person 
has been convicted of an offence. 
shall be the wholesale price of the 
goods in the ordinary course of 
trade in India as on the .date of the 
commission of the offence.” 

If some goods are imported into India 
illegally in contravention of the pro¬ 
visions of, say, the Import Control 
Order—such goods are not available 
at ail in India; they have never been 
available in India; for the first time 
they are brought into India—^these 
are matters which are being laughed 
out. I do not know for whom the 
hon. Member is laughing. 

MR. SPEAKER: You should not 
be diverted by these things. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Now, there is the phrase ‘in the ordi¬ 
nary course of trade’. There is no 
course of trade, far less an ordinary 
course of trade. How do you assen 
or make the valuation? UnleM. tlie 
valuation is done, the whole definition 
will not apply. It may be said that 
they will make an arbitrary valuation 
and try to put the other party to dia- 
T^ove it Ibat is not ike proper way. 
Now about ‘wholesale price’. Tbesre 
have hem umpteen decisions oi the 
law courts—ineludhag tim 
Court as long as R rwaalmMiliat ttuit 
defif^Rim emdit to .prevail, 
aiUhosity in Ilia oounhey M hgtCAi.id 
follow the dechdons of the Pupteme 
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Court—so long it remains. "Whole¬ 
sale price*’ has been defined to be a 
price at which goods can be sold to 
whole sale traders. This has been 
defined by the Supreme Court, It 
has been further held that there must 
be an actual price for the goods at 
the time of the sale. Whether it in¬ 
cludes the selling price or the manu. 
facturing price, is different. How are 
you going to apply the Explanation? 
If this Explanation does not apply, 
the whole Act becomes inapplicable. 
I will not take much time. I am 
pointing out 1 or 2 things which are 
very important, according to me. 
Kindly see the definition of the word 
’associate*. Don’t make some provi¬ 
sions which will make the ordinary, 
simple person a victim of your abuse 
of these powers. "Associate" has 
been made to define persons even 
"keeping accounts of such person”. 
An accounts clerk or just an ordinary 
clerk is given the job of making en¬ 
tries in the books. He will be treated 
as an "associate” of such persons. 

Then about the collaborator. A 
collaborator of a smuggler does nOt 
come within the definition. He does 
not become an associate if he is not, 
in fact, a partner or a member of a 
private company. Therefore, don’t 
make such laws which are open to 
abuse: and I submit that an ordinary, 
simple employee getting Rs. 100, who 
for the purpose of keeping his job, 
has to make some entries, does not 
and is not supposed to know the 
things. He is in; but the colloborator 
is out. 

Next about the constitution of the 
tribunal. The hon. Minister had said 
that this Act will be implmnented by 
ofiicers of the level of Joint Secre¬ 
taries Who win be the competent 
nuthorilb'^if I am not wrong; 1 take

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, there is one 
more provudon of the Bill to which I 
want to draw the attention of tiaa lum. 
Minister, and that is clause 19 at page 
9, which is bound to cause grMt 
hard^ip in some casi^. If phavi^ 
for taking possession of pr<^>ertie8 
which are forfeited under ibis Ad 
There may he hom.^^ CKeupenhsMaf 
a '.propfluty,' ev^mo«<idy«/i;^teiuuBtA«. 
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These eure small people, occupying one 
or two rooms in a property. Once 
that prope^fty is acquired, whoever 
may be in possession will be forced 
to go out of the property, and the 
coercive machinery of the State can 
be used against him. It says that the 
acOmpet^t authority may order a 
person affected, as well as any other 
person who may be in possession of 
the property, to surrender or deliver 
possession to the competent authority. 
Therefore, every person in that pro¬ 
perty, whether a bona fide occupant 
or bono fide tenant or not, whether 
a small tenant or not, will be forcibly 
ejected from that property, which is 
boimd to cause great hardship to some 
people. Further no opportunity is 
given to those occupants of the pro¬ 
perty 'to make any submission or re¬ 
presentation before the competent 
authority or tribunal. Therefore, this 
is a very rigorous provision which 
may not affeCt smugglers as such, but 
will affect very repressively bono fide 
occupants of property. If somebody 
takes up a tenancy of two rooms in 
a property for a rent of Rs. 100 and 
does not know that it is a smuggler’s 
property, alTer staying there as a 
bona Jide tenant or occupant for some 
time, he is suddenly one day asked to 
get out of the property without any 
hearing or opportunity to show his 
bona fides. That is bound to cause 
great injustice. Tliese are some of 
the matters which I hope the hon. 
ilinister will take note of. 

Befdre I end, 1 only hope that this 
piece of legislation, like many others 
will not remain merely a gimmick but 
will be lxiq>Iemented properly. Liet 
them be all implemented, not for the 
benefit of the financial operators, but 
let them be u^sed vigorously against 
financial manipulators. Othewise the 
whdle purpose of the Bill will be 
defeated.

SHBI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 
The smugglers and foreign exchange 
racketeers are operating a parallel 
economy based on their ill-gotten 
wealth. In fact, they are in possession 
of fabulous wealth and are wallowing 
in luxury which even the grand 
Moghuls could not dream of I wel¬ 
come and appreciate the objective and 
the spirit behind this legislation. This 
is the first time during the last 27 
years of freedom that a »»rious at¬ 
tempt is being made by the Govern¬ 
ment to curb the dens of the smug¬ 
glers and foreign racketeers, but, as 
pointed out by my learned colleague, 
Shri Somnath Chatterjee, there are 
many deficiencies and inadqacies in 
the Act itself. Therefore, the Act is 
simply tinkering with the colossal 
problem of the illegally acquired 
property of the smugglers and racket 
teers. 

The application of this Act is res¬ 
tricted to two classes of persons, aL 
though they have been categorised 
into four. This Act will apply to 
persons who have been convicted for 
an offence under the Sea Customs 
Act, the Customs Act or the Foreign 
Exchange Regulation Act for the flnt 
time and then only if the property in 
relation to which the offence under 
these Acts have been committed is of 
the value of Rs. 1 lakh or more. Tha 
second category consists of persons 
who have been convicted under any 
of these enactments more than'once 
irrespective of the value of tiie pro¬ 
perty involved in the commission of 
the offence. So, it comes to this that 
if a person who has been convicted 
of an offence which involves property 
within the clutcheg of this law whRe

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eome within the ptirview of this legis¬ 
lation. t do not understand the 
rationale behind this sort of categori¬ 
sation and Uie discrimination between 
these two sets of persons. 

The third category of persons are 
those who have been detained under 
the conservation of Foreign Exchange 
and Prevention of Smuggling Acti¬ 
vities Act if in their cases after review 
and after receipt of the Report of the 
Advisory Committee, if any, the orders 
have not been revoked. How we 
know that if a person ig to be convict¬ 
ed, he is to be prosecuted in the First 
Instance Court, that is the Magis¬ 
trate's Court, then he has the right 
of appeal. He will go to the session 
court. If he is aggrieved, he can 
agitate the matter up to the Supreme 
Court. This will take a very long 
time. Therefore, if the final convic¬ 
tion is upheld by the highest court 
in the country, only thereafter the 
question of the forfeiture of the pro¬ 
perty of such persons would arise. 

Now, we are dealing with am emer. 
gent situation. The parallel economy 
is posing a threat to our economic 
stability. Therefore, my submission 
is that we should widen the ambit and 
the scope of this law so that the 
notorious smugglers and exchange 
racketeers are brought within title 
purview of this law. My suggestion 
is that there should be a clause in the 
Bill which shall apply to those persons 
who, by repute, are habitual smug¬ 
glers and racketeers. The court may 
feel difficult in coming to the conclu¬ 
sion whether a person is guilty of 
these economic laws. Certainly, 
everybody and the Government fully 
know wjbo are the notorious smugglers 
in country. If they are so, a 
noitioe dmuld go against those persona 
wtu> are notorious smugglers. It ia 
ton them to say that the property, 
nrkifob '^y are in possession of, bas 
iMMik aeqjuired by honest and innoopQt 
M Sj U l MDi If ttikv t»d»sai,caiiidsitf 


Therefore, any'hall-way measure will 
only touch the fringe of the problem. 
It is only an attempt to touch the tip 
of the iceberg of the iU-gotten pro« 
perty of the smugglers. An appre» 
hension has been voiced several 
Opposition Members that the Ghivem-f 
ment win abuse the powers given 
under this Act. As a matter of fact, 
you have to trust the Government for 
certain measures. If srou have no 
confidence, then nothing can proceed. 
After all, the Government has to 
function; the Government has enjoyed 
the confidence of the people. Since 
they are in continuous epjoyment of 
the confidence of the people, therefore, 
they are here. 

We had come with a programme. 
All agreed that the gangs of smugglers 
and racketeers should be smashed. 
The property which they have acquir- 
ed by their nefarious activities should 
be confiscated, and it should be used 
for the benefit of the people, because 
the property will vest in the Central 
Government, 

An apprehension has been also 
voiced that the tribunals will consist 
of the persons who are of the status 
of the Additional Secretary. Even in 
the administration of Direct Taxation 
Laws, we find that the personnel con¬ 
sist of persons of like rank and status, 
but it cannot be said that they have 
abused their powers. Why should 
we^ always be obsessed with the idea 
that persons of only the status of a 
High Court Judge or a Supreme Court 
Judge can alone be trusted. We know 
that there have been criticisms and 
there will be criticisms even agamst 
the acts of the judges. Therefore, at 
some point or the other, we have 
to trust certain functionaries in the 
Government. Otherwise, Ihe whole 
thing would end in a chaos. 

'Hiere is a very redeeming feature 
in this BUI that the ceorts ham bemt

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orders in relation to the proceedings 
which will come up bdTore the compe.

^There is provision also for the ap¬ 
pellate tribunal and, ultimately, the 
Supreme Court lawyers will always 
with their ingenuity, with their brain, 
find out some groimd for interference 
in findings arrived at by the tribunals 
which are semi-judicial or partially 
.judicial. Therefore, that judiciary 
function will remain there. The over¬ 
all power of the Supreme Court will 
■he there. 

With these words, I extend my ful- 
lest support to the provisions of the 
Bill so far as they go. But I would 
request the Government that an 
amendment should be accepted and 
habitual offenders should also be 
brought within the mischief and the 
ambit of the Bill. 

SHRI BHCXSENDRA JHA (Jai- 
nagar): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, this 
Bill has been brought to replace the 
Ordinance issued a few months ago. 
■With regard to the smuggling opera¬ 
tions, we have all been facing this 
problem - time and again.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Crying 
hoarse against it or for it? 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Against 
tt. Those who are for it, need not 
cryi 

Last year, the hon. Minister, Shri 
P. K. Mufcherjee had stated that dur¬ 
ing 1974, about Rs. 88.31 crores worth 
of juggled goods had been seized, 
during the debide, in this House, the 
^ahce Minister, Shri C. Subrama- 
niam, stated flmt to 1970, goods worth 
of Rs. 22 crores; to 1971, goods worth 
R8. ao mures; to £91!^ goods worth 
Is. 28 drons «ul to im, goods worth 
Its. 35 enmes were atoadL ' ' 
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With regard, to foreign ecx- 
change, we have not been able to find 
out the exact amount or even the 
approximate amount which can be 
estimated to be manipulated by those 
manipulators. A Study Team appbint 
ed by the Government, the Finance 
Ministry, in its report in I97i has 
stated: 

“On an overall view, the total 
consumption of unauthorised foreign 
exchange for various purposes in 
a year would appear to be of the 
order of Rs. 240 crores or there¬ 
about.’' 

That was the estimate made in 1971. 
The must have gone up since 

then. 

Then, we have been facing this pro 
blem in various other ways also. As 
was repeatedly stated by me in this 
House, last year, when the conserva¬ 
tion of Foreign Exchange and Preven¬ 
tion of Smuggling Activities Bill had 
come before the House, we had a 
lengthy argument here and the Fin¬ 
ance Minister, Shri C. Subramaniam 
stated on 6th December, 1974 as fol¬ 
lows:— 

“Again, Mr. Bhogendra Jha made 
the point which was reinforced by 
Mr. Banerjee about dealing with the 
property. Any acquisition of pro¬ 
perty or wealth through the smug¬ 
gling activities stands on a comple¬ 
tely different footing altogther and, 
therefore, it will have to be dealt with 
in a different manner for the pur¬ 
pose of confiscation. 1 can assure 
the hon. Members that the mat^r 
is under investigation. W* are try¬ 
ing to find out what sort of law 
We should have so that it may sia|id 
the test of judicial scrutiny alsp«“ 

13iis was on 6tb Decembm*. 1874 Thift), 

I adced. “Wm you bvtog It in ^ 
aassfoaff'. 8h«i jSMlamittniami -vM* 
citmot tor ttet IteeaigaaJI 4^9^ 
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on how soon they are able to fonnu> 
late the proposals.” 

This shows that on 6th December, 
1974^ the Finance Minister formally 
gave a fore-warning to the smugglers 
and foreign exchange manipulators 
that, if they can, they should devise 
means and methods to see that they 
are not caught when any enactment 
of this kind comes into being. 

I will come to the Bill later on_ 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You 
have very limited time. You better 
come to the Bill. 

The House had agreed to call the 
Minister at 2.45 p.m. I am giving ten 
minutes each and I am just giving 
you friendly advice, please come to 
the Bill now. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: When 
this Bill was initiated, it was said it 
goes by the court interpretation in 
the matter. As you know, the Supre¬ 
me Court itself had given a ruling on 
12th February 1975 as follows: 

“There is no connection bet¬ 
ween smuggling which is essentially 
a secret and clandestine operation 
and maintenance of public order in 
which the operative word is ‘pub¬ 
lic.” 

The Delhi High Court, again, or¬ 
dered the realease of Sukar Narain 
Bakhia, Yusuf Patel and three others 
as one of the ‘grounds’ was non¬ 
existent. I know because I myaelt 
have been detained several times 
and several times grounds were non¬ 
existent, but the Supreme Court could 
not release me in 1950-51. But Safe 
our Supreme Court is too generous, in 
this situation, to the Executive Offi¬ 
cers. 1 woidd like, through you, to 
uive the Minister, ft he has the cour- 
to Mi^tute an enquiry in to It. 
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One Customs Inspector in Madhu- 
bani district was caught red-handed 
by the people while he was smuggling 
goods himself in a company. His 
face was blackened and be was parad¬ 
ed in Bihar before four District Ma¬ 
gistrates. The District Magistrates of 
Madhubani, Dharbanga, Samastipur 
and Begu Sarai, the Commissioner 
and the Inspector of Police were aU 
there. The people took him to the 
police station. But later a false case 
against these people was instituted 
and it is still lying unproved.. 

Another Block Development officer 
of Basopatti in Bihar was caught red- 
handed by the people while smug¬ 
gling goods from Nepal. Afterwards, 
he was suspended from service, per¬ 
haps because he belonged to the State 
Cadre and not to the Central Cadre 
like the Inspector. I am just citing 
these to show that smuggling comes 
to the cognizance of the people and 
persons like me try to help the admi¬ 
nistration to implement the laws. But 
such people are being prosecuted. 

I will give you another instance. 
The Motihari Policemen’s co-operativo 
formally sumggled goods from Nepal 
—^goods of Chinese and (Tapanesp 
make—and they are being formally 
sold by the Policemen’s Cooperative 
in Motihari. If the Minister has the 
courage to see the goods, they are still 
not totally disposed off. 

After this, I am coming to the 
point that, with this background. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: of the 
ten minutes, only two now remain. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: I am 
not in the liahit of always troubling 
you. If you want. I will try to re¬ 
main out of the House. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: PteaSb 
don’t get excited, but *« certain time 
has been aRolted. 
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SHBl BHCXIENDRA JHA: I un¬ 
derstand that, but you can extend the 
time. II I am irrelevant. You can 
atop me. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta- 
North-East): Why is such a rigid 

time schedule fixed by the Chair? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 
veiT, very conscious of this myseJf 
but, before Lunch, the Minister of 
Parliamentary Affairs drew the atten¬ 
tion of the Speaker and the House to 
the fact that there is a lot of busi¬ 
ness pending- and to the fact that 
yesterday, a Bill for which three hours 
had been allotted took five hours, re¬ 
sulting in the upsetting of the entire 
schedule. Now, he made a request to 
the Chair that the Minister should 
be called at 2.45 p.m. in order to mi¬ 
nimise time. 

The Speaker went on record that 
he had agreed to that. I am 
only trying to keep to that sche¬ 
dule. What else can I do? I under¬ 
stand that a Bill like this cannot be 
disposed of in two hoius. I am not 
saying that what Mr. Bhogendra Jha 
says is not relevant; it is very very 
important. But he should realise my 
difficulties also. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA: 
Let us move a formal motion that the 
time be extended by one hour. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RA- 
MAIAH): This time has been fixed 
by the Business Advisory Committee 
in which all the Parties are represen¬ 
ted. I am not objecting to a few 
more minutes being given. I seek the 
indulgence of the House so that we 
may complete it in time. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You 
have to help me. Here, I have six 
Members from the Congress Party 
mdio want to flp«ak. I will try to ac¬ 


commodate them; I have told them 
. that, in order to accomodate as many 
as possible, I will give them 10 minu¬ 
tes each, and they should try to co¬ 
operate, I will not call all of them; 

I win call them in the order in which 
I find them, and when the time is 
over, I will stop, I have given Mr. 
Bhogendra Jha ten minutes. I will 
give him a few minutes more. Please 
try to cooperate. That is all. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: The 

objects and reasons of this Bill are 
to be objected to not. The objects are 
very clearly defined: 

“Persons engaged in such mal¬ 
practices have been augmenting 
their ill-gotten gains by violation of 
laws relating to income-tax 
wealth-tax or of other laws....” 

By reading the objects, one could 
presume that this Bill may, if not 
today, at least in future, cover wider 
areas; it may have wider nets to get 
the ill-gotten wealth; here, it is limit¬ 
ed only to smuggling. 

Last year, the Finance Minister had 
charged us that we were accusing the 
Government of half-heartedness. I 
wish to point out again that this Bill, 
which has come during the period of 
Emergency and after forewarning fBTem 
more than a year ago, is coming half¬ 
heartedly and hesitatingly. This is a 
gift to the smugglers. 

In the first place, I would like to 
point this out. The Government may 
* get this Bill passed. But I want 
that the House and the Minister jOiould 
give thought to it. Here, the pro¬ 
perty of any person who has been 
found guilty and has been convicted 
for an offence in relation to smug¬ 
gling of goods worth Rs. 1 lakh on 
the basis of wholesale prices at that 
time, cannot be inquired into, caSinot 
be touched. This if very strange. Does 
it mean that larc^erty worlh Bsi I 
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[Shri Bhogendra Jha] 
lakh on the baais of wholesale pncer 
of those persons who have been al¬ 
ready convicted—all these things are 
very difficult and even after doing 
these—cannot be inquired into? This 
Bill provides for that. This is a 
shameful piece of legislation, and it 
will be a shame on us if we pass the 
Bill in this form. 

Similarly, if an order of detention 
has been set aside by any court, in 
that case the property cannot be in¬ 
quired into. Why can’t it be done? In 
many cases, the courts have set aside 
orders of detention. So, those cases 
cannot be touched. Also, if the order 
is revoked, that case cannot be in¬ 
quired into. 

There are some more provisions. 
Here, in the “Explanation 4’, on page 
4 of the Bill, it is said; 

“For the avoidance of doubt, it is 
hereby provided that the question 
whether any person is a person to 
whom the provisions of this Act 
apply may be determined with re¬ 
ference to any facts, circumstances 
or events (including any conviction 
or detention) which occurred or took 
place before the conunencement of 
this Act.” 

I want to know what will happen to 
those cases who have been found 
guilty of these offences after the com¬ 
mencement of this Act. This should 
be clarified. Will you wait for some 
court order to come again? Does it 
mean that this will apply only to the 
past? 

One more exemption is with regard 
to trusts. This is a very serious thing. 
Many top smugglers have formed 
trusts,, charitable trusts or other insti¬ 
tutions and, thus they have seen to it 
that their iU-gotten property is not 
t()iwhed. Here the Bill provides that 
g^jiihj^qperty as has been held by Such

Act shall net be touched. "Tl;^ Fin¬ 
ance Minister .gave the warning 1& 
months ago, and during this period, 
many smugglers have formed trusts 
and thus their property will not be 
touched. So, this is not a Bill for 
netting those things this is a BiE~fOr 
exempting them. Only the objects and 
reasons are there in its favour, but 
there are a number of exemptions and 
exclusions. 1 think even now the 
Government should give consideration 
to this that during the phase of the 
Emergency after so much dilly dally¬ 
ing, these exemptions should not form 
part of it. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI (Sholapur): 
Mr. Deputy^peaker, Sir, I rise to sup¬ 
port this Bill. Many hon. Members 
have referred to some of the provi¬ 
sions of the Bill and I would not like 
to take the time of the House as also 
the time allotted to me again to repeat 
those provisions. While replying, the 
hon. Minister will deal with those 
points. 

Sir, it is a fact that the evil of 
smuggling had upset the economy of 
our country for the last many years. 
Previously, the smuggling was of gold 
only, but now for the last some years, 
all the items of consumer goods are 
being smuggled, for example, fountain 
pens, ball point pens, terylene, wrist 
watches etc. All these items, which 
are being produced in the country are 
being smuggled. Thus, it Tias affected 
the growth of our industries to a 
gre^t extent. It has also taken away 
the foreign exchange which the coun- 
try would have received. Hundreds 
and thousands of our countrymen who 
are working in other countries remit 
their savings to their families in our 
country. If the foreign exchange 
would have come in the right way and 
through proper channels, it would 
have helped us a great deal. Our coun¬ 
try is short of foreign exchange at 
present. If tlws couxitty receives the 
foreign exdiange earned by our vari¬ 
ous countrynfen workiijig abroad, out 
foreign exchange position would hiiye 
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beeaii ^rogdtbened. Tbe foreign ex- 
cbtfatge wes, however, used lor 

smuggling purposes. I am happy that 
during tbe last one year, the smuggling 
has very much reduced and by this 
Act and stronger action, it will be 
reduced considerably. 

The question is whether by these 
strong measures, tbe evil of smuggling 
will stop completely or temporarily. 
What are the reasons for this smuggl¬ 
ing and what should be done so that 
tbe smuggling of consumer goods is 
stopped automatically?. In this con¬ 
nection, I would like to express my 
view. The main thing which has been 
giving incentive for smuggling these 
goods is the high rate of excise duty ' 
on certain items. There are many such 
items like terylene, and other cloth 
which are being used by the middle 
class people. There, the excise duty 
is Rs. 3 to Rs, 4 per meter. Similarly, 
on other items, the excise duty is very 
high. The result is that it gives in¬ 
centive to the smugglers to smxjggle 
these items. If the excise duty is 
brought to reasonable levels, the de¬ 
mand of those goods will increase and 
the country can have more industries 
set UP to produce those items. The 
^revenue of the Government will not 
be affected; it will go up. And smuggl¬ 
ing will be reduced automatically and 
^Government will not have to resort to 
all these measures. Therefore, the ex¬ 
cise duty which is so high and which 
is giving the incentive and helping 
smuggling activity should be brought 
down to a reasonable level so that 
smugglers have no margin and smug¬ 
gling will automatically stop. This is 
*my point and this will also help in 
setting up of many industries. Now, 
what is happening? On account of the 
high excise duty, many small indus¬ 
tries which are manufacturing these 
items have come to difficulties. They 
are closing down and tbe CSovemment 
is not getting the revenue. The point 
is this. The rate of excise duty re- 
quires to be adjusted so that the in- 
^centive lor smuggling is automatically 
reduced. 


Tl^ 8K»nd and last point I want to 
make is that at prescmt whatever goods 
are confiscated are being sold in the 
countr.y either through co-operative 
societies or through other channels. 
That helps the smugglers to sell these 
smuggled goods under the guise of 
goods sold by governmet. That should 
also stop and these goods which have 
been seized should be re-exported. 
When I raised that point sometinae 
ago, it was said that it was not possi¬ 
ble and that no country would pur¬ 
chase the goods. These are mere lame 
arguments. But if government do not 
want to sell them but export them, 
there are markets for them. We may 
get less price but apparently it will be 
easier for the officials and it will be 
easier for government to dispose of 
the smuggled goods. Therefore, the 
sale of smuggled goods within the 
country should also stop and unless it 
is stopped, the incentive for smuggling 
will continue. 

In the end, my suggestions are (1) 
that the excise duty must be adjusted 
in such a way that neither it will 
affect the revenut nor will it act as a 
sort of incentive to smugglers and (2) 
that the smuggled goods should not be 
resold in the country. 

With these suggestions. I support 
the Bill. 

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHA- 
PATRA (Balasore): This Bill which 
provides for the forfeiture of illegally 
acquired properties of smugglers and' 
foreign exchange racketeers is indeed 
a very ideal and timely Bill. Per¬ 
haps as has been outlined in the 
objective of this Bill, it is going to 
affect the very social fabric of our 
society. Among the various new 
legislations which have been brought 
during the past few months, tMs one 
strikes me the most because it is going 
to attack at the very root of snuigtgl'^ 
ing practices in! our county and 
at the root of racketeering in fcmdiR. 
ekchanjgs. *■' 
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As We all know, there has been a 
necessity for depriving persons who 
are engaged in such activities of their 
illegal and illegitimate gains. The 
smugglers have in fact built palaces 
in' different parts of the country and 
live a style of lift which probably, 
even a western tycoon would envy. 
They have properties not only in the 
names of their relations and associa- 
ciates but also in the names of their 
pet dogs and cats. All this has come 
out in the Press and the time has 
really come when the government 
become very strong, rather I would 
say, fanatically strong to sec that 
smuggling and foreign exchange 
racketeering are eradicated for good 
from this land Take foreign ex¬ 
change racketeering. 

We all somehow or other aie in¬ 
volved in it The students who go 
abroad for studies somehow or other 
manage the funds Our leaders, in 
whatever social strata they arc, when 
they go to foieign countries, want to 
bring many things foreign and they 
want foreign exchange. Indian resi¬ 
dents who are abroad want to remit 
money to their relatives here and 
some of them get involved in this 
foreign exchange racketeering. This 
IS a comphcated affair Somehow or 
other it goes to lure persons who 
have money there abroad and persons 
in our country at the receiving end. 
This comphcated process, I am sure, 
will be checked by this Bill to a very 
large extent. Here, in this connec¬ 
tion, I have to bring to your notice 
that the Foreign Exchange Director¬ 
ate which is to attack it must be 
vigilant, active, tenacious and they 
should have persev«*ence to dispose 
of cases as quickly as possible. I 
know that a number of cases have 
been going on in the courts of law 
for a number of years here in India 
in regard to the persons who had 
been arrested for guch racketeering. 
Months and months, years and years 
have passed Ibttt the cases have not 
been disposed of. These racketeers 


being held up here, are again engag¬ 
ing themselves in the nefarious acti¬ 
vities. One of such persons is Kalyan 
Bosu. Three years ago this man was 
hauled up in this country as he want¬ 
ed to cheat the Government, the in¬ 
dustrialists and many other persons. 
He said, he has purchased many com¬ 
panies having base in England and he 
was arrested on November 23, 1972 
under the provisions of Foreign Ex¬ 
change Regulations Act, 1947 because 
he smuggled Rs. 3.24 crores and went 
on bail for Rs SO,000. He is still in 
India and his cases have not been 
disposed of He has been cheating 
people saying that hc is a big man 
in Switzerland or iii America. He 
wants to allure Indians for (business 
in foreign countries but Government 
has not taken any action to put an 
end to all this. 

I know the cases of so many other 
persons. Why does the Government 
not fix a target date for the disposal 
of such cases? Why not tell the In¬ 
vestigating Officer or the Director of 
Foreign Exchange that nobody can 
be here in our cotmtry for more than 
such and such a period? Otherwise, 

I must say that the Directorate is not* 
very efficient. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, under this ’ 
Act, the competent authority ig an 
officer not below the rank of a Joint 
Secretary. Competent authority 
should be very very senior Officer- 
Secretary Or may be a little above 
that. Appellate authority ig quite all 
right because the person must be of 
the rank of a Judge of a high Court 
or the Supreme Court. 

In this connection, I must also 
(bring to your notice that there are 
many old cases which are still to be 
disposed of. We know Hari Das 
Mundra, Whose case was to rob Par¬ 
liament and Late Feroz Gandhi be¬ 
came important exposing this 
racket—^Mundra 2 million pound 
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affair concerning five U.K Banks and 
six registered companies. The cases 
are yet to be disposed of. There is 
also a case against Louis Dreyfus & 
Co., Calcutta, for imder-invoicing to 
the tune of 2,70 crores foreign ex¬ 
change, for which show cause notice 
was issued. Ten years have passed 
but the cases have not been disposed 
of. I know many persons who go to 
the Foreign Exchange Department 
with documents, photo stat copies 
and everything. Why do you not 
utilise their services for the good of 
the country? One such person is 
roaming round the corridors of the 
Secretariat of the Foreign Exchange 
Directorate, but the officers are tell¬ 
ing him that the documents are miss¬ 
ing. Why? 

In any case, this Bill is an ideal 
one. The country which has been 
passing through the crisig has come 
to a position when we can visualise 
a new horizon. The process of social¬ 
ism has fbeen initiated with such bills 
on'e after another, with such changes 
in.the Constitution. With bills 
change the social order. I think we 
will reach a strata where it will be 
each according to his capacity and 
from each according to his means. 


SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KBERJEE: Mr. Deputy Speaker, I 
am grateful to the hon. members for 
by and large supporting the Bill and 
almost every one has observed that 
the objective of the Bill is laudable, 
though some of the provisions ac¬ 
cording to some members are too 
stringent and Government officers/ 
competent authorities have been pro¬ 
vided with very wide powers and 
according to another section of the 
hon. members this is too lenient and 
Government just want to make an 
eye wash, that is why they have 
l^ught a Bill like this. While mov¬ 
ing the disapproval motion, he wanted 
to know what was the urgency be¬ 
hind thig oardinanoe, what ejteps we 


have taken after promulgation of the 
ordinance etc. The provisions of the 
Bill in terms of this ordinance came 
in effect from 5th November, 1975. 
Instead of going into details I will 
place a few facts for the benefit of 
hon. Members. On many occasions 
we have said about this while ans¬ 
wering questions relating to smuggl¬ 
ing and bringing the legislation 
COFEPOSA. Many of them suggest¬ 
ed suo motu that until and unless you 
take care of properties created by 
the smugglers out of the assets it 
would not be possible to do away 
with this menace merely by keeping 
them behind the bars for a particular 
period of time. At the same time it 
was pointed out by Minister of Fin¬ 
ance and it has been quoted by Mr. 
Bhogendra Jha, of course, absolutely 
with different interpretations. At that 
time he said that we are contemplat¬ 
ing to bring in suitable piece of legis¬ 
lation to confiscate properties of the 
smugglers out of assets earned illegal¬ 
ly. Till today, since the days of 
Machiaville one can forgive the mur¬ 
derer of one’s father but one cannot 
forgive the conflscator of his patri¬ 
mony, Until and unless we hit at 
this thing, until and unless a situa¬ 
tion is created whereby fear is put in 
the mindg of smugglers and foreign 
exchange manipulators that the ille¬ 
gal wealth earned by him by contra¬ 
vening provisions of law Will ndt be 
enjoyed by himself or his relatives or 
associates, perhaps, it would not be 
po's^le to do away with smuggling 
altogether. I am afraid I do not agree 
with Mr. Jha’s observation that be¬ 
cause it was pointed out by Finance 
Mipister about one year back, these 
people just got the warning and so 
the entire object of the Bill will be 
frustrated. The entire object of the 
Bill will not be frustrated at all. Until 
and unless we are in a position to 
identify the culprits and locate them 
and prove that it is made out of 
smuggling activities and assets, it 
would not be easy for iw to take ac¬ 
tion as per the provisions of the 
and as soon as thig Ordinance was 
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promulgated, we took certain steps 
in that very direction.

Now I would like to give some 
figures relating to Bombay Collector- 
ate alone. It has been possible to 
collect the particulars of 968 persons 
who would be brought under 2(a) (i), 
convictions under Customs Act valued 
over Rs. 1 lakh, under the provisions 
of this Bill. In regard to clause 2(a), 
sub-clause 2—^the number is 8 and in 
regard to clause 2(b), COFEPOSA,— 
It is 281. Similarly, in respect of 
Madras, it is 18, 11 and 43 respec¬ 
tively. In respect of Calcutta, it is 
23. 59. 74 and 79 I would not 

like to repeat the figures. These 
particular® have been collected and 
these will be utilised when the Bill 
will be enacted and translated into 
a fulUiedged piece of legislation. 
Therefore, it is not correct to say that 
we have not taken any action when 
the Ordinance was passed. Apart 
from creating psychological fear in 
the minds of smuggler® and foreign 
exchange manipulators, it has also 
helped in our intensifying our anti¬ 
smuggling activities through various 
other mean® by intensifying searches 
and seizures, by intensifying raids, 
by arresting the people under COFE¬ 
POSA and putting them behind the 
bar, by issuing orders of attachment 
of properties in respect of abscond¬ 
ers. In addition to that, this addi¬ 
tional fear has created an atmosphere 
which has contributed to the reduc¬ 
tion of smuggling and foreign ex¬ 
change racketeering in the country. 

I have no doubt that when it is ac¬ 
tually translated into an Act, it would 
be possible for us to take measures 
as per the provisions of the Act. Of 
course, as the hon. members them¬ 
selves have pointed out, it would not 
be very easy to confiscate the proper¬ 
ties as per the whims of the competent 
authority whom we have appointed. 
After the Ordinanoe was promulgat¬ 
ed, they have taken t^arge in certain 


Now, Members, particularly, Shri 
Somnath Chatterjee, whUe maki ng 
the observations, have suggested why 
we are keeping some deliberate flaw 
in the law itself. While making his 
observations, he tried to highlight 
that perhaps it is the offspring of 
COFEPOSA and his contention was 
that when the main act is extended 
to the State of Jammu and Kashmir, 
why this act is not extended to the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir. Origi¬ 
nally, we had an idea of extending it 
to the state of Jammu and Kashmir 
but, because of certain reasons, it 
could not be brought in' immediately. 
Hon. Members should have surely 
noticed the various provisions in the 
Bill that when there is a certain pro¬ 
hibitory act over which this Parlia¬ 
ment has the legislative competence, 
the violation of those acts will attract 
the provisions and those violating 
the acts will be brought within the 
purview of this Bill. But, the legis- 
lative competence of thi® Parliament 
in all matters is not extended to the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir because 
of certain constitutional provisions. 
Therefore, it wa® found necessary 
that we shall have to consult the 
State Government as it is being done 
in other legislative measures also. 
And after that, it will be extended 
to the State of Jammu and Kashmir 
and, moreover, it has to be kept in 
mind that because of the very basic 
and special status of the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir, it would not be 
easy for the outsiders to create per¬ 
manent assets—^fixed assets—^in' that 
State. So far as that State is con¬ 
cerned, if We look at the figures of 
th e p reventive detention under 
COFEPOSA, at least, till now w® do 
not find many notoriouyi smuggterd 
residing la that area. 
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Aii'btlDsr i^Mion ra^ed was Wha- 
ihar 'cash tt^tild l)e created as pro^ 
perty. We consulted the lAtv IKnis- 
try Ih this ihatter and as per their 
advice, it will be treated as piroperty. 
Therefore, certatn lacunae which he 
tried to highlight do not really exist. 
Now, the question comes whether by 
enhancing the definition of the word 
‘associate*, innocent people will be 
brought within the purview of this 
Bill. Sir, I do nOt rule out the possi¬ 
bilities altogether. We have to keep 
in mind the very nature of the ope¬ 
ration of this type of activities, parti¬ 
cularly, the kingpins who are never 
seen in the stage but they are always 
behind the screen, and everything 
they manipulate through their agents 
and through other people, some of 
them merely the employees of those 
people. But if we want to keep them: 
outside the purview of this Bill to 
my mind the major objective of the 
Bill will not be fulfilled. 


Sir, the same argument could be 
given in respect of detentions. It is 
true those people who have been 
arrested under COFEPOSA have not 
been convicted in the court of law. 
Many a time it has been pointed out 
that those we know and even the hon. 
Members know—some of the very 
top smugglers of this country who 
have created assets by illegal means 
and their assets sometimes are fabu¬ 
lous-many of them are not convicted 
in the court of law. The very pur¬ 
pose of COFEPOSA was to put those 
kingpins behind the bar under the 
provisions of COFEPOSA who could 
not be prosecuted in the court of law 
under the ordinary provisions of the 
law. Therefore, if we want to ex¬ 
clude the people, those who sue be-’ 
hind the bar under COFEFC^A apart 
from the number of 2008, quite a 
large ntunber of the big fish will be 
out of the net which. I am afraid, 
the. hon. Member^ Would nOt like to 
happen. 


Another hon. Menfber has mention¬ 
ed as to why we are not n^g the 
words fiiabitual offenders*. That has 
been provided, namely, ‘multiple 
offences’ under the Customs Act, that 
is, 2 A sub-section’ (2). But if we 
confine only to ‘habitual offenders’ 
the argument which I just made that 
the kingpins may never be convicted 
in the court of law and they may 
never be punished in the court of 
law“for the violations of these acts will 
hold good because these people fiifS 
mostly behind the screen. 


Mr, Deputy Speaker, Sir, by and 
large the provisions of this Bill have 
been supported by the hon. Members 
and I would not like to take much of 
your time. I would just express my 
gratitude to the hon. Member^ and 
I would like to conclude by answer¬ 
ing one point referred to by Mr. 
Bhqgendra Jha. I do not know 
why he termed this piece of legisla¬ 
tion, as shameful piece of ‘legislation’ 
when the objective of the Bill is 
laudable and when day in and day 
out he is accusing of the Govern¬ 
ment for not bringing very strong 
measures against the economic off¬ 
enders. When a piece of legislation 
like this is brought for his approval 
and the approval of the House, I do 
not know, why it should be termed 
as ‘shameful piece of legislation*. It 
may not be upto his expectation and 
it need not be because we have dif¬ 
ferences of opinion. We have dif¬ 
ferences of approach but because it 
is not upto his expectations, I am af" 
raid, he should not have used such, 
strong words. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA 
(Marmagoa): Mr. Deputy Speaker, 
Sir, while moving statutory Resolu¬ 
tion I had requested the' Goveni- 
ment to tell us in the House the rea¬ 
son as to why an Ordinance had to 
be moved and they coiiOd #»t 
come iotward vfith a straiii^t-fotward 
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BUI instjaad to get the some ob- 
jectlve. In his reply the hon. Minis¬ 
ter, has been kind enough to give an 
answer in two parts; (i) that a cli¬ 
mate of fear has been created by this 
Bill; and (ii) since the Ordinance 
was passed they had identified people 
who coxild be brought within the 
purview of the Ordinance.

Sir, as far as part (i) of the reply 
is concerned, I am afraid, it does 
not convince me. Because, after the 
arrests tmder COFEPOSA, I am sure 
that sufficient fear had been created, 
making it unnecessary to have this 
legislation by ordinance. As far as 
the second part ot t^e answer is con¬ 
cerned, that ia precisely what I am 
saying, that there was no advantage 
at all in bringing forward an ordin¬ 
ance because all that the Govern¬ 
ment has done is to identify those 
people, and this identification could 
have been done without the ordinan¬ 
ce. The Minister himself says that 
he will only begin to act after this 
Bill is passed into law. Therefore 
I come again to the painful conclu¬ 
sion that the only reason that an 
ordinance was P“t forward was be¬ 
cause this government prefers to rule 
by edict, so that it can come to us 
and say that the ordinance is lapsing 
and we canhot even go to a select 
committee. This is a fascist way of 
working. 

I waa saying that very wide pow¬ 
ers had been given in this Bill which 
were subject to considerable misuse. 
I was asl^g for safeguards and con¬ 
trols. To my mind they are essen¬ 
tial. At the time when MISA was 
being extended to smugglers, speak¬ 
ing in th^ House—believe you 
were ini the Chair—1 said that those 
provisions would be used against 
today, against political opr 
of the government tomorrow 
anil’ against political opponents of the 
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ruling clique in the ruling. PF^y the 
day after; it is on’ record. I was 
wrong only in the detail, because Mr. 
Atal Bihari Vajpayee of opposition, 
political opponent of the Govern¬ 
ment, and Mr. Chandrashekar of the 
Congress party, political opponent of 
the ruhng clique in the ruling party 
were both arrested on the same day 
It is not that we are voicing fears 
which are not real. These things are 
happening with this government, and 
that is why we say that when legis¬ 
lation is passed bi this House due 
care should be taken' that the provi¬ 
sions are not sUch as could be mis¬ 
used. 

When the arrests were made under 
COPEPOSA, it became obvious from 
the arrests that the Government was 
already in possession of intimate 
knowledge on how smuggling was go¬ 
ing on in this country and how forei¬ 
gn exchange was being manipulated. 
It is no secret that smuggling on the 
scale on which it exists in our coun¬ 
try, foreign exchange manipulations 
to the extent they are here, are not 
possible without the involvement of 
the officialdom and without political 
involvement at the level of govern¬ 
ment. The hon. Minister in his rep¬ 
ly just now said that perhaps on'e of 
the worst things was confiscation of 
patrimony. What I aui talking of is 
matrimony of the smugglers and 
foreign exchange manipulators with 
certain levels of officialdom and certain 
levels of government. What are they 
doing about the spouse in the govern¬ 
ment the spouse in officialdom of 
the foreign exchange manipulator and 
Smuggler?, We are told stories 
of launches that are bought but fail, 
watch that is supposed to be kept and 
is not, and so on, and documents seiz¬ 
ed, and not acted upon. We also know 
how badly law can’ be misused and 
ho-w many loopholes are there in this 
law which will be delightful for the 
courts, which will enable the big fish in 
smuggling, big fish in fbzeign ex¬ 
change manipulation and their friends 
the hlg fish in the governing to 
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slip throu gh the lacuna that has been 
kept in the law. My hon. friend from 
that side was saying that Govern- 
m^t should be fanatically strong in 
this matter. I find that Government 
is only fanatic in legislation', but not 
at all strong in implementation. 


This is only for white-wash, noth¬ 
ing beyond that. A few chaps will 
have their property confiscated, no 
doubt But not the big fish. That 
is the story. We have seen you 
catching a little fellow and big fel¬ 
low gets away. 

Now, I would like to ask one thing. 
What happens to property which has 
been disclosed under the voluntary 
disclosure scheme? Will Govern¬ 
ment examine those cases and en¬ 
sure that those cases which come 
within illegally begotten property 
are brought within the scope of this 
scheme? We have a fear that that 
will also be on escape hatch. 


My friend Mr. Shukla was saying 
that we must have confidence in the 
Government, and that Government 
should have the confidence of the 
people. That is what I precisely 
keep saying every day about hav¬ 
ing confidence in the Government. 
Judging by their performance, it is 
not just possible. Regarding the 
Government having the confidence of 
the people, they had it in 1971. They 
were supposed to find out again on 
the 18th March. They are trying 
to run away £rom that. They should 
not, for this is a democracy and we 
must on the 18th of March, forfeit 
the mandate of this Government to 
the people and let the people decide 
Who has to run the country for the 
next five years, because beyond that 
date this Government will remain in 
office only by political manipiilaiion, 
which in my books* is as bad ai 
fmeign ejBchaagt aaanipulati<m.

Sir, I was submitfing a little ear¬ 
lier, a point What 1 have mentioned 
was that the Customs Act and the 
Foreign Exchange Act are compre¬ 
hensive pieces of legislation which 
<<!Ovw all sorts of misdeeds, if I may 
put it that way, from very minor to 
very major, and the only objective I 
liave in proposing this amendment 
No. 2 is that Clause 2, sub-clause 2(a) 
(i) will ai^ly only to smuggling. I 
would like tiiis restriction to be there 
because as you have seen, five 
minutes ago, every friendly advice 
from the Chair became restrictive, so 
much more p should It be with 
such a wide' j^ece of legilSation'. 

I reaUst' perhaps this is not the haft 
"IW t© aom^ it and thpi# wQiid4 bh 
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a much better way, That is wily 1. say 
a EyiB of this kind cannot be passed 
in this way; it has to go to a com¬ 
mittee. t myself am not satisfied with 
the amendments 1 have given, I am 
sure in consultation with your legal 
department, you will be able to do 
something much better. But if Gov¬ 
ernment is bent upon steam-rolling 
things^ this is what is going to hap¬ 
pen. 1 would request the minister 
again to think over this. 

The other amendment is for the 
deletion of sub-clause (2)(b) and the 
proviso. These refer to a person who 
has been detained under a law of 
preventive detention, i.c., COFEPO- 
SA, imder which the government 
can catch hold of any person in the 
country, throw him in jail without 
charge, without reason and without 
trial, and because of the mete fact 
that you have done this injustice to 
somebody, you can then bring him 
within the mischief of this Act and 
forfeit his property! What is there to 
stop this government from calling 
any of us foreign exchange manipula. 
tors, smugglers and what have you, 
taking action under this? There is 
no objective assessment at all. How 
is the controlling authority to record 
a prima facie finding about a perspn 
who has not been given the reason 
why he is in jail? What is the nexus? 

I have never seen such a provision in 
the legislation of any democratic 
country. This is purely a fascist 
measure.
